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FIRST  DAY— MORNING  SESSION. 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  September  21,  1914. 

Pursuant  to  the  law,  the  Eighteenth  General  Convention 
of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of 
America  was  called  to  order  at  10:15  a.  m.,  President  Smock 
of  the  Indianapolis  District  Council  temporarily  presiding. 

President  Smock  extended  to  the  delegates  a  brief  wel- 
come on  behalf  of  the  local  organization  in  Indianapolis  and 
introduced  Brother  William  D.  Huber,  former  General  Presi- 
dent.  Brother  Huber  said  in  part : 

Mr.  Chairman,  Delegates  and  Ladies — This  is  somewhat  of  a  surprise 
to  me  to  be  called  on  as  the  first  speaker,  and  all  of  you  who  have  at- 
tended conventions  in  the  past  know  how  poor  an  orator  I  am.  However, 
regardless  of  the  oratoryship,  I  have  the  same  interest  in  the  labor  move- 
ment and  in  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  Amer- 
ica that  I  have  always  had.  I  am  glad  you  have  come  to  Indianapolis. 
You  now  have  an  opportunity  to  see  your  own  headquarters,  you  have 
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the  right  and  the  privilege  to  go  over  there  and  find  out  how  they  do  busi- 
ness. And  I  know  lots  of  you  think  and  have  thought  that  your  ambition 
in  life  was  to  see  your  own  Headquarters,  and  know  how  matters  were 
conducted.  You  will  find  them  conducted  just  the  same  as  I  have  told 
you  for  years  and  years — on  the  level,  every  cent  accounted  for.  I  am 
glad  you  are  here  for  that  purpose  if  for  nothing  else. 

I  hope  your  visit  here  will  be  one  of  pleasure  as  well  as  one  of 
business,  and  I  hope  the  business  will  be  done  for  what  you  consider 
and  what  we  all  consider  the  best  interests  of  our  organization. 

There  is  much  to  be  said  relative  to  our  organization,  but  I  am  not 
going  to  occupy  the  time.  We  have  come  to  a  time  where  we  have  very 
nearly  the  only  organization  of  carpenters  in  America.  We  have  fought 
for  long  years  to  attain  that  end,  and  at  last  it  looks  as  if  we  had  accom- 
plished our  object.  No  more  Amalgamated  Society,  no  more  Wood  Workers, 
but  one  grand  organization  of  carpenters  of  America.  We  have  a  great, 
large  organization,  and  the  larger  it  gets  the  more  attention  it  needs. 
Some  of  us  think  because  we  are  a  great,  big  organization  in  numbers 
we  can  do  anything  we  want  to  do.  The  success  of  this  organization  has 
been  your  success,  and  whether  that  success  continues  lies  with  the  rank 
and  file.  No  president,  no  secretary,  nor  no  General  Officer  can  do  it. 
It  lays  with  you  boys,  yourselves.  The  small  number  of  delegates  here 
in  the  city  which  is  known  as  the  center  of  the  globe,  shows  the  interest 
taken  by  the  Local  Unions,  but,  of  course,  I  realize  that  business  has 
not  been  for  the  past  two  years  what  it  was  prior  to  that  time,  ^nd  the 
boys  thought  they  had  better  keep  their  money  in  their  treasury.  But 
you  who  are  here,  much  depends  on  what  you  do  for  the  coming  suc- 
cess of  this  organization.  I  know  something  of  what  you  have  to  do, 
something  of  what  you  have  done  in  the  past,  but  there  are  new  things 
and  new  issues  meeting  us  from  day  to  day.  We  have  got  to  get  out  of 
that  selfish  idea,  and  we  are  too  selfish  as  an  organization.  In  other 
words — I  will  put  it  in  another  way — we  are  not  selfish  as  an  organiza- 
tion, but  we  have  too  many  selfish  men  in  it.  We  have  hundreds  and 
thousands  of  men  in  the  organization,  not  because  they  want  to  belong 
to  it,  but  because  they  have  to  to  get  a  day's  job.  But,  thank  God,  we 
have  got  men  in  this  Brotherhood  who  look  at  it  in  a  different  way— - 
for  the  good  they  can  do  to  the  other  fellow. 

I  am  not  ashamed  of  what  the  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  has  done 
in  its  history  since  1881,  a  small  handful  then,  in  comparison  to  what 
we  have  today.  And  haven't  we  fought  every  inch  of  the  way  from  1881 
to  1914?  Every  inch  of  the  way  has  beep  fought  by  you  boys,  and  you 
have  to  keep  on  fighting  still.  You  have  got  to  lay  your  plans  at  this 
convention  for  the  future.  In  years  gone  by  we  didn't  have  the  combina- 
tions to  meet  and  overcome  that  we  have  now — your  manufacturers'  as^ 


sociations,  your  employers'  associations  and  all  the  other  associations 
you  have  to  combat  now.  While  I  was  your  General  President,  some  of 
these  associations  were  men  enough  to  say:  **Mr.  Huber,  we  have  fol- 
lowed in  your  footsteps — the  carpenters  taught  us  how  to  fight."  And  I 
said:  "Well,  I  am  glad  to  learn  that;  we  know  how  to  fight  yet."  And 
especially  you  older  ones  know  what  we  have  gone  through.  We  have 
got  to  give  way  to  the  new  ones,  the  younger  element  that  has  to  take 
our  places  and  perhaps  do  the  fighting  that  we  have  done. 

All  I  ask  of  you,  boys,  when  you  go  home,  no  matter  what  the  ver- 
dict may  be  in  this  convention,  we  all  took  an  obligation  to  abide  by 
the  will  of  the  majority — and  right  here  I  just  want  to  remind  you  of 
something  that  happened  in  a  meeting  of  Local  Union  No.  309  some 
years  ago.  I  learned  my  lesson  there  one  Sunday  morning.  There  was 
not  one  man  talking  on  the  floor,  but  a  dozen.  Nine  o'clock  on  Sunday 
morning,  and  I  don't  know  when  they  adjourned.  I  spoke  to  the  presi- 
dent about  it  afterward  and  he  said:  "Mr.  Huber,  don't  you  worry;  no 
matter  how  many  are  talking  on  the  floor  at  once,  when  the  thing  sim- 
mers down  and  any  action  is  taken,  any  motion  is  made  and  carried,  we 
go  out  of  that  door  united  to  carry  out  the  will  of  the  majority." 

That  is  why  I  say,  with  all  your  troubles  in  this  convention,  differ- 
ences of  opinion,  etc.,  when  the  majority  says,  "Go,"  go  as  a  majority, 
and  when  you  come  to  that  time  you  need  not  fear  any  employers'  asso- 
ciation, manufacturers'  association,  injunction  suits  or  anything  like 
that.  With  an  organization  such  as  we  have,  what  couldn't  we  do  if  we 
were  as  one  in  dealing  with  our  own  affairs?  But  we  are  not  that  way. 
I  hope  to  see  the  day  when  we  will  be,  I  hope  that  day  is  coming  when 
we  will  be  more  united.  It  is  for  this  convention  to  lay  the  plans  for 
the  future  welfare  of  our  organization.  Do  it,  and  do  it  the  best  you  can 
is  my  wish  for  you. 

Edgar  Wallace,  editor  of  the  official  journal  of  the  United 
Mine  Workers  of  America,  was  the  next  speaker,  and  in  ex- 
tending a  welcome  to  the  delegates  on  behalf  of  the  mine 
workers'  organization  he  expressed  regret  that  none  of  the 
General  Officers  were  able  to  be  in  attendance  through  press 
of  business  which  called  them  away  from  the  city.  He  said 
in  part: 

I  am  glad  to  meet  with  the  delegates  of  an  organization  that  is  sec- 
ond only  to  ours  in  membership,  second  to  none  in  intelligence,  and  I 
hope  you  will  have  a  profitable  convention. 

That  you  have  your  differences  I  have  no  doubt.  I  would  despair 
of  you  if  you  did  not,  if  you  were  of  one  and  the  same  mind.    Some  of

you  will  offer  suggestions  that  will  not  be  carried  by  the  majority,  and 
possibly  your  suggestions  might  be  right,  but,  as  Brother  Huber  has 
said,  you  ought  to  go  home  from  here  united  and  determined  to  carry 
out  the  will  of  the  majority.  " 

These  great  organizations  of  labor  can  never  be  destroyed  from 
the  outside;  if  they  are  destroyed  they  will  be  destroyed  on  the  inside. 
Now,  fellow  workers,  I  believe  that  this  great  organization  composed  of 
men  whose  labor  of  necessity  requires  both  brain  and  brawn  will  weather 
the  storm,  will  do  what  is  right. 

With  these  few  words,  therefore,  I  welcome  you  to  our  city,  the 
headquarters  of  so  many  organized  workers  and  where  organized  labor 
has  the  hardest  fight  of  any  city  in  the  United  States.  And  for  that 
very  reason  I  believe  in  staying  here  and  fighting  this  fight  out. 

Daniel  J.  Tobin,  President  of  the  International  Brother- 
hood of  Teamsters,  Chauffeurs,  Stablemen  and  Helpers,  ad- 
dressed the  convention  in  part  as  follows : 

Mr.  Chairman,  Fellow  Trades  Unionists  and  Friends — Brother 
Huber  just  told  me  to  do  as  he  has  done — cut  it  short.  As  a  precedent 
has  been  established  I  think  I  can  get  away  very  easy. 

My  friends,  in  behalf  of  the  International  Union  which  I  have  the 
honor  to  represent,  I  most  heartily  welcome  you  to  this  city.  Of  course, 
that  is  a  common  expression,  and  it  is  the  usual  expression  that  is  used 
by  one  International  Officer  toward  any  convention,  but  in  my  case  and  in 
the  case  of  every  one  who  is  going  to  address  you  this  morning,  we  mean 
it  from  the  bottom  of  our  hearts.  We  welcome  the  convention  of  the 
Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  America  to  the  city  of  Indi- 
anapolis. Somehow  or  other  I  feel  as  though  I  am  more  closely  asso- 
ciated with  your  organization  than  many  of  the  other  International  offi- 
cers who  do  not  come  in  contact  with  you  day  in  and  day  out.  Our  Head- 
quarters being  located  in  your  building  ever  since  you  founded  it,  we 
deal  with  your  officers,  your  visitors  and  those  of  importance  who  visit 
your  Headquarters  for  the  purpose  of  doing  business  with  you.  Some- 
times I  feel  as  though  I  am  a  member  of  the  Brotherhood  of  Carpen- 
ters and  Joiners,  consequently  I  feel  as  though  I  am  perhaps  allowed 
to  say  some  things  that  another  individual  would  not  feel  perfectly  justi- 
fied in  saying,  but  before  I  say  anything  else  I  want  you  to  understand 
this:  if  there  is  any  one  man  in  the  trades  union  movement  outside  of 
your  International  Union  who  is  proud  of  the  Brotherhood  of  Carpen- 
ters, I  am  that  one  man. 

As  has  been  said,  you  have  your  troubles,  and  I  am  not  going  to 
inflict  any  of  my  troubles  on  this  delegation  this  morning.    I  know  what 
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you  have  to  contend  with,  but  in  every  age  and  in  every  important  move- 
ment in  this  country  or  any  other  country,  the  men  who  are  always  in 
the  foreground  had  to  undergo  trials  and  tribulations  in  order  to  ac- 
complish their  ends.  Your  organization  can  surely  show  results  for  any 
trials  or  tribulations  or  suffering  you  have  endured,  making  this  or- 
ganization what  it  is  today.  When  in  1881  you  started  to  organize,  th§ 
men  who  led  the  organization  of  this  splendid  Brotherhood  did  not  have 
any  idea  of  what  it  would  be  in  1914 — one  of  the  second  largest  organi- 
zations on  the  American  continent,  with  conditions  second  to  no  other 
trade  in  the  world. 

All  great  nations  have  had  organizations,  but  this  nation  can  cer- 
tainly boast  of  the  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters.  From  out  your  ranks 
you  have  given  to  everything  in  our  country  and  in  the  Dominion  of 
Canada,  men  have  been  obtained  to  deal  with  every  question  confront- 
ing the  community.  You  have  given  us  statesmen,  attorneys  and  ex- 
ample, which  is  greater  than  anything  else,  making  every  trades  union- 
ist proud  of  this  Brotherhood. 

It  is  sometimes  said,  and  organized  labor  is  charged  with  the  fact 
that  we  are  only  organized  for  one  purpose — to  strike,  to  create  discon- 
tent. All  that  any  man  has  to  do  who  believes  this  statement  is  to  look 
over  the  records  of  your  organization,  look  over  what  you  have  done. 
Then  he  must  be  convinced  that  you  are  not  organized  for  creating  dis- 
content, promoting  strikes,  etc.  In  looking  over  one  of  your  reports 
for  the  past  two  years  I  see  that  you  have  paid  out  in  strike  benefits 
$162,897.00,  and  in  the  same  period  you  have  paid  for  death  and  dis- 
ability benefits  $620,000.00,  almost  five  times  as  much  as  you  paid  for 
strikes.  In  the  same  period  you  have  done  other  work  besides  contribut- 
ing to  strikes.  You  have  given  nearly  three-quarters  of  a  million  dol- 
lars to  the  families  of  your  deceased  brothers.  Surely  this  is  something 
that  our  American  nation  ought  to  realize  and  consider.  The  bringing 
of  dollars  and  cents  into  the  homes  of  your  members  is  something  more 
than  creating  discontent.    Surely  these  facts  ought  not  be  lost  sight  of. 

You  have  contributed  generously  to  the  under-dog,  you  have  helped 
the  other  fellow;  you  have  given  money  freely  in  your  several  districts 
toward  helping  to  organize.  The  American  Federation  of  Labor  has 
received  in  per  capita  tax  from  this  splendid  organization  upward  of 
$33,000.00  in  the  past  two  years.  And  I  say  that  money  could  not  be 
used  to  any  better  advantage — in  the  uplift  of  the  toilers  of  the  country. 

I  could  go  on  enumerating  your  good  deeds,  but  it  is  not  necessary. 
You  know  what  you  have  done  and  are  doing.  But  there  are  other  things 
to  do,  and  I  am  not  taking  the  position  of  dictating  to  you,  but  by  way 
of  advice  let  me  say  that  there  is  work  yet  to  be  done.   Down  in  the  New 
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England  district  where  I  came  from  carpenters,  twenty  years  ago — yes, 
twelve  or  fourteen  years  ago,  were  working  for  $2.00  per  day,  and  in 
many  instances  for  less  than  that.  Today  the  wages  down  there  are 
$5.00  per  day  and  this  condition  can  be  applied  to  any  other  section  of 
the  country  just  as  well  as  the  New  England  district. 

Do  you  mean  to  tell  me  that  the  men  who  are  receiving  the  benefits 
that  this  organization  carries  with  it  fully  appreciate  the  work  of  this 
splendid  organization?  I  take  it  that  I  am  talking  to  at  least  a  propor- 
tionate part  of  the  intelligence  of  your  Local  Unions.  I  take  it  that  you 
are  morally  bound,  that  it  is  your  duty  morning  and  night,  on  your  re- 
turn to  your  unions,  to  educate  your  rank  and  file  to  the  necessity  of 
improving  conditions,  especially  financially  in  the  organization  that  you 
have  the  honor  to  represent. 

I  am  now  about  to  close  and  I  have  only  one  word  to  say.  It  is  this: 
To  the  men  who  founded  this  organization  great  honor  and  credit  is  due. 
To  the  men  who  led  in  the  vanguard  in  1881,  when  they  were  considered 
monstrous  jokes  to  attempt  to  organize  the  woodworking  industry;  when 
they  were  looked  upon  practically  as  criminals — to  them  all  unerring 
credit  should  be  given  as  long  as  this  organization  lives.  •And  down  the 
line  of  the  years  from  1881  to  the  present  time  there  is  no  other  organi- 
zation that  has  had  any  more  legitimate  fighting,  legitimate,  legalized 
quarreling,  and  that  has  accomplished  any  greater  achievements  than 
this  Brotherhood,  and  to  the  men  who  led  in  all  these  years  all  honor 
and  glory  is  due.  And  don't  forget,  men,  that  today  it  is  even  harder,  if 
it  is  possible  to  make  it  harder.  I  don't  mean  the  International  officers 
entirely,  but  I  mean  the  officers  and  the  leaders  in  the  respective  districts 
who  are  fighting  against  the  paid  emissaries  of  the  employers'  associa- 
tions, the  plotting  and  planning  of  governments  which  are  arrayed 
against  us. 

I  hope  and  trust  that  this  convention  will  fully  appreciate  the  situ- 
ation before  you  adjourn  and  realize  that  unless  you  assist  your  officers, 
local  and  International,  the  results  you  desire  cannot  be  obtained.  In  be- 
half of  my  International  Union  I  bid  you  a  most  hearty  welcome  and 
trust  that  you  will  keep  going  onward  and  onward,  surmounting  every 
obstacle,  until  you  make  this  organization  not  the  second  organization 
on  the  American  continent,  but,  if  possible,  the  leading  organization 
numerically  and  financially. 

The  next  speaker  was  Frank  X.  Noschang,  president  of 
the  Journeymen  Barbers'  International  Union,  addressing  the 
convention  as  follows : 

Mr.  President,  Fellow  Trades  Unionists  and  Friends — First  of  all  I 
am  going  to  apply  to  you  for  your  indulgence  to  what  I  may  have  to  say 
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upon  this  occasion.  I  desire  to  make  the  fact  familiar  to  you  that  this 
is  my  initial  attempt  to  address  any  other  gathering  than  that  of  the 
barbers'  organization.  I  have  always  felt  it  in  mind  that  in  coming  in 
contact  with  the  men  who  follow  my  calling  there  were  none  other  who 
could  rate  with  them  in  appearance  when  assembled  on  an  occasion  of 
this  kind.  Now,  by  reason  of  having  this  opportunity  afforded  me  by 
your  General  President  and  your  assemblage  here  to  judge  between  the 
appearance  of  a  barbers*  delegation  and  that  of  a  carpenters'  delegation, 
I  am  now  firmly  convinced  that  both,  in  my  estimation,  rank  as  one  in 
appearance. 

Our  organization  being  one  unlike  that  of  yours  has,  nevertheless, 
one  and  the  same  purpose  in  mind,  namely,  that  of  bringing  about  condi- 
tions that  will  better  the  interests  of  our  men  by  shortening  the  long 
hours  of  labor  and  securing  for  their  hire  a  reward  that  they  feel  them- 
selves justly  entitled  to.    To  that  end  we  are  inclined. 

With  the  experience  that  we  have  gained  from  time  to  time  we  are 
now  working  up  to  a  realization  of  what  is  policy  tot  do  and  what  is 
policy  for  us  not  to  undertake  to  do.  Our  organization  has  prospered  in  a 
way  that  makes  me  feel  proud  to  say  that  it  was  not  by  our  own  efforts, 
but  it  was  by  the  efforts  of  you  who  assist  to  make  our  organization  what 
it  is  today,  both  numerically  and  financially.  Our  convention  will  open 
up  in  this  hall  two  weeks  from  tomorrow  with  a  delegation  of  over  700 
men.  My  organization  knowing  that  your  organization  was  about  to 
hold  its  convention  in  this  hall,  and  city,  rather  thought  it  advisable  to 
delegate  me,  as  its  General  President,  to  come  here,  meet  with  you  and 
see  if  perchance  you  would  attempt  to  claim  any  portion  of  our  member- 
ship to  become  members  of  your  organization.  If  that  attempt  is  going 
to  be  made,  I  am  here  to  protest.  You  who  are  known  as  the  carpenters 
do  some  shaving,  and  while  it  may  be  that  you  shave  blocks,  it  would  be 
ill-becoming  on  my  part  if  I  did  not  tell  you  that  the  barbers,  too,  shave 
in  some  instances  "wooden  blocks." 

The  barbers'  organization  has  a  very  warm  feeling  toward  the  car- 
penters, so  much  so  that  when  ground  was  broken  for  what  we  consider 
is  the  Carpenters'  Home  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  we  were  the  first 
to  sign  articles  of  agreement  and  associate  with  you  in  that  home,  and 
we  have  been  there  with  our  office  force  ever  since.  And  while  your 
delegates  are  assembled  at  this  convention  I  want  one  and  all  of  you  to 
make  our  office  a  visit,  so  that  you  may  form  your  opinion  of  how  our 
business  affairs  are  transacted.  And  I  want  you  to  have  it  to  say  when 
you  return  home  and  meet  with  the  barbers  of  your  respective  localities 
that  our  Headquarters,  to  your  estimation,  rank  equally  with  that  of  the 
carpenters. 
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I  scarcely  know  anything  else  of  interest  that  I  could  say  xo  you 
other  than  to  conclude  by  saying  that  the  Journeymen  Barbers'  Inter- 
national Union  of  America  acknowledges  the  fact  that  you  have  done 
your  part  toward  making  our  organization  what  it  is  today — a  success. 
And  with  that  in  mind  I  wish  to  extend  to  you  their  hearty  fraternal 
greetings.    I  thank  you. 

General  Secretary  Duffy : 

Mr.  Chairman,  Delegates  and  Visitoi-s — This  is  a  labor  convention. 
I  suppose  you  have  noticed  by  this  time  that  we  have  on  the  platform 
representatives  of  labor  organizations  with  headquarters  in  this  city. 
Or,  in  other  words,  we  have  not  a  lot  of  politicians  telling  us  how  good 
this  city  is,  bidding  us  welcome,  and  telling  us  that  if  we  behave  our- 
selves we  will  be  taken  care  of,  and  that  if  we  don't  there  are  policemen 
around  on  the  corners  that  will  take  care  of  us.  We  wanted  it  to  be  a 
labor  convention,  and  that  is  the  reason  why  your  president  decided  to 
ask  the  representatives  of  the  International  Unions  to  tender  the  wel- 
come of  trades  unionists  to  you,  and  nobody  else.  So  we  have  all  these 
trades  unionists  on  the  platform. 

Our  organization  today  is  something  to  be  proud  of.  Thirty-three 
years  ago  when  we  started  in — I  mean  the  older  fellows — to  form  this 
organization,  they  never  thought  or  imagined  for  a  moment  that  they 
would  have  an  organization  such  as  we  have  and  accomplish  as  much  as 
we  have  accomplished.  In  the  first  convention  held  in  the  city  of  Chi- 
cago in  1881  there  were  representatives  from  Indianapolis  out  of  the 
thirty-seven  delegates  present.  Today  at  this  convention,  thirty-three 
years  later,  we  have  more  delegates  from  Chicago  alone  than  there  were 
altogether  at  the  Chicago  convention,  and  it  is  held  in  Indianapolis. 

In  looking  back  to  the  early  days  it  was  a  question  of  doubt  then 
whether  we  could  organize  or  not.  Back  in  1854  an  j?rganization  of  car- 
penters existed,  they  were  working  from  sunrise  to  sunset  at  any  wage, 
qualified,  skilled  men  not  getting  as  much  as  laborers.  In  1854  it  was 
a  failure,  again  some  years  afterward  it  was  a  failure,  and  then  in  the 
70's  the  United  Order  of  Carpenters,  principally  located  in  New  York, 
was  organized.  The  year  1881  came  along  and  then  it  was  the  Brother- 
hood of  Carpenters,  with  2,042  members  and  thirty-seven  Local  Unions. 
It  was  suggested  that  if  they  could  get  together  with  the  United  Order 
of  Carpenters  that  would  form  the  nucleus  for  a  good  organization. 
Finally  they  came  together,  but  it  took  years  and  years  to  come  to  an 
understanding.  The  feeling  was  rather  intense  then  between  the  two  or- 
ganizations; the  old  United  Order  did  not  want  to  lose  its  name.  Neither 
did  the  Brotherhood  want  to  lose  its  name.  A  happy  medium  was  struck 
when  one  of  the  delegates  on  the  floor  of  the  convention  in  1886,  I  be- 
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lieve,  said:  "The  United  Order  deserves  to  be  recognized,  so  why  not 
put  the  words  'United  and  Brotherhood'  together?"  And  so  it  came  about 
that  one  great  organization  of  carpenters  was  formed  on  the  North 
American  continent.  I  was  a  member  of  the  United  Order,  Lodge  No.  2, 
in  the  city  of  New  York,  and  in  those  days  if  it  was  ever  thought  that 
a  United  Order  man  would  be  the  General  Secretary  of  this  organization 
I  am  afraid  the  old  Brotherhood  would  disband.  That  day  has  gone. 
We  got  together  and  organized. 

I  heard  Gabe  Edmonston's  name  mentioned,  along  with  that  of 
Shields  and  Rowland,  the  latter  on  the  platform  here  today.  They  all 
deserve  credit,  these  old-timers,  but  if  there  is  any  one  man  above  all 
others  who  deserves  credit  it  was  the  father  and  founder  of  the  organi- 
zation, Pete  McGuire,  now  dead  and  gone.  Even  Pete,  I  believe,  in  his 
palmiest  days,  never  thought  we  would  have  an  organization  such  as  we 
have  now,  covering  the  North  American  continent,  extending  way  up 
into  Nome,  Alaska,  the  whole  of  Canada,  Porto  Rico,  the  United  States 
T— and  when  the  trouble  is  settled  down  in  Mexico  we  are  going  to  organ- 
ize the  Mexicans,  for  you  decided  that  question  at  a  previous  convention. 
No  matter  where  the  stars  and  stripes  float  we  are  going  to  organize. 

From  a  small  beginning  in  1881  with  2,044  members  and  eleven 
cities  represented  in  the  first  convention  we  have  grown  into  a  Brother- 
hood of  261,049  members.  That  is  your  membership,  including  those  who 
are  in  benefits  and  those  who  are  within  the  six  months'  limit,  with  2,015 
Local  Unions  covering  the  territory  I  have  already  mentioned,  with  132 
District  Councils,  fourteen  State  and  Provincial  Councils,  and  with  a 
baby  State  Council  in  Indiana  started  last  week.  And  let  me  say  here 
that  the  State  Councils  are  doing  a  great  deal  of  good  just  at  the  present 
time. 

My  report  will  show  by-and-by  that  in  the  last  two  years  the  in- 
come of  our  organization  was  over  $1,556,000.00,  received  at  the  home 
office  in  Indianapolis.  Out  of  that  amount  over  $600,000.00  was  spent 
in  protecting  and  taking  care  of  the  loved  ones  left  behind  by  the  car- 
penters who  passed  beyond  the  River  of  Life.  That  is  something  to  be 
proud  of. 

I  am  glad  that  the  convention  is  held  in  Indianapolis  for  one  reason: 
so  that  you  will  become  familiar  with  the  manner  in  which  we  transact 
our  business  at  headquarters,  so  that  you  can  go  from  one  department 
to  another  and  see  how  our  affairs  are  carried  on,  particularly  in  the 
membership  department.  A  visit  to  that  department  has  been  a  revela- 
tion to  many  of  the  delegates.  I  have  heard  several  of  them  express 
themselves  as  being  more  than  pleased.  They  did  not  know  what  they 
were  going  to  see;  they  did  not  know  anything  about  our  system,  they 
did  not  in  some  instances  understand  the  letters  we  sent  to  them. 
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Go  over  there,  and  if  there  is  any  fault  to  be  found  with  the  system 
I  want  you  to  find  fault  with  it  and  tell  us  where  it  can  be  improved. 
The  General  Officers  are  looking  out  to  condense  the  work  and  make  it 
as  easy  as  we  possibly  can  for  our  local  officers  and  members.  We  get 
anywhere  from  four  to  six  and  seven  hundred  pieces  of  mail  every  morn- 
ing, and  you  can  therefore  imagine  that  we  have  troubles  of  our  own, 
and  plenty  of  them,  to  contend  with.  If  we  can  simplify  our  letters, 
make  them  more  plain  and  more  easily  understood  so  that  there  will  be 
less  correspondence  if  possible,  if  you  can  give  the  best  that  is  in  you  to 
help  us  do  that,  it  will  be  easier  for  all  concerned. 

Even  after  that  possibly  a  new  system  will  be  found.  We  may  find 
afterward  there  is  some  leak  here  or  some  leak  there,  but  we  have  to 
lay  the  matter  over  for  the  next  convention  and  do  the  best  we  can.  The 
final  decision,  as  you  know,  is  the  referendum  vote  of  our  entire  member- 
ship. The  General  Officers  did  not  make  the  laws.  The  convention 
framed  them,  and  in  many  instances  the  convention  passed  many  things 
that  might  have  been  of  great  value  to  us,  but  the  rank  and  file  did  not 
see  that  it  would  be  of  great  value.  Perhaps  it  was  not  properly  ex- 
plained, and  so  we  have  a  patched  constitution  after  thirty-three  years, 
and  now  we  are  going  to  patch  it  again. 

In  the  next  two  weeks  while  we  are  here  In  convention  we  will  have 
many  questions  coming  up,  and  most  likely  you  will  hear  from  me  on 
many  different  occasions.  I  think  I  have  brought  to  your  attention  some 
of  the  most  important  matters,  and  I  hope  that  when  you  vote  in  this 
convention  you  will  vote  the  way  you  think  best  and  the  way  you  think 
it  is  going  to  do  the  most  good.  Then  go  home  and  fight  the  battle  if 
they  find  fault  with  you  for  voting  that  way. 

Chairman  Smock  introduced  Brother  P.  H.  McCarthy  of 
San  Francisco,  who  in  the  course  of  his  remarks  called  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  the  evolution  of  the  building  industry  has 
brought  to  our  doors  the  things  that  are  going  to  make  for  the 
future  success  of  our  organization.  He  advised  the  delegates 
to  lay  aside  their  ow^n  petty  differences  and  opinions,  and  to 
give  their  very  best  efforts  to  the  work  in  hand. 

President  Kirby  spoke  as  follows : 

Ladies,  Friends  and  Brothers — Let  me  say  to  you  one  and  all  from 
the  bottom  of  my  heart  that  it  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  welcome 
you  here  to  the  city  of  Indianapolis  to  this  great  convention.  I  want  to 
thank  the  General  Officers  of  the  Barbers,  the  Teamsters  and  the  Miners 
for  coming  here  to  address  you.  Others  have  been  invited  who  were 
unable  to  come  today,  but  they  will  be  here  later  in  the  week. 
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In  some  respects  some  of  the  business  interests  of  Indianapolis  are 
hostile  to  labor,  but  you  will  find  in  the  bottom  of  the  Hoosier  heart  the 
warmest  welcome  you  have  ever  had.  The  working  people  and  the  ma- 
jority of  the  business  people  here  welcome  you  and  are  pleased  to  have 
you  with  them.  , 

I  am  not  going  to  delay  you  with  any  great  talk  at  this  time.  You 
will  hear  from  us  many  times  during  the  convention,  and  we  have  here 
on  the  stage  many  members  among  our  own  ranks  who  will  have  an  op- 
portunity of  addressing  you  before  the  convention  closes.  I  sincerely 
trust  that  whatever  is  done  here  will  be  done  in  the  interests  of  hu- 
manity first  and  in  the  interests  of  the  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  all 
the  time.  With  this  great  slaughter  going  on  across  the  „  water  it  is, 
indeed,  a  strange  sight  to  see  a  great  body  of  men  come  together  as  we 
are  on  a  peaceful  mission. 

Let  me  say  that  the  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  stands  ready  at  all 
times  to  assist  any  organization  that  will  try  to  help  itself  and  that  will 
go  along  with  the  labor  movement.  But  the  time  is  past  when  this  or- 
ganization is  going  to  reach  out  its  hand  and  build  up  an  institution 
that  is  trying  to  tear  us  to  pieces.  We  have  had  our  troubles  in  the 
past,  we  are  having  them  now.  We  are  going  along  now  and  assistip^ 
everyone  that  asks  us  for  assistance  and  is  not  jeopardizing  our  in- 
terests. And  when  we  find  those  who  are  attacking  us,  come  from  where 
they  will,  we  are  going  along  our  way  and  let  them  alone. 

Now,  brothers,  we  are  ready  to  do  business.  Your  Credentials  Com- 
mittee is  ready  to  report  and  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock  we  will  take  up 
the  other  business. 

I  now  declare  this  convention  open  and  ready  for  business  and  will 
ask  the  secretary  to  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials :

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der  date  of  September  loth  we  were  notified  that  neither  of  them  could 
attend  and  that  W.  F.  Jones  was  duly  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy,  with  a 
doubt  as  to  whether  he  would  be  seated  or  not  owing  to  the  fact  that  he 
was  not  elected  in  the  month  of  July,  in  accordance  with  Section  8  of 
the  General  Constitution.  Your  Credentials  Committee,  therefore,  re- 
fers this  case  to  the  convention  for  action. 

It  was  regularly  moved,  seconded  and  carried  that 
Brother  W.  F.  Jones  be  seated  as  a  delegate  representing  L.  U. 
352  of  Anderson,  Indiana. 

PROTEST  AGAINST  SEATING  OF  E.  W.  KIGER,  L.  U.  NO.  269, 
DANVILLE,  ILL. 

A  protest  was  received  from  Wm.  A.  Switzer,  a  member  of  L.  U. 
269,  against  the  seating  of  E.  W.  Kiger  as  delegate  on  the  grounds  that 
the  members  of  the  Local  Union  had  not  been  officially  notified  by  mail, 
as  per  Section  8  of  the  General  Constitution.  The  officers  of  L.  U.  269 
admit  that  Section  8  was  not  complied  with  in  the  matter  of  notifying 
all  members  by  mail,  but  claim  that  the  convention  call  was  read  three 
meeting  nights  previous  to  the  election. 

We  therefore  refer  this  case  to  the  convention  for  action. 

On  motion,  regularly  seconded.  Brother  Kiger  was 
granted  the  privilege  of  the  floor  and  made  a  brief  statement 
in  regard  to  his  case,  during  which  he  informed  the  delegates 
that  it  had  never  been  the  custom  in  his  Local  Union  to  notify 
the  members  by  mail ;  that  the  convention  call  had  been  read 
in  three  successive  meetings  and  that  at  the  last  meeting  of  his 
L.  U.  previous  to  the  holding  of  the  convention  it  was  decided 
to  send  him  to  Indianapolis. 

Several-  delegates  entered  into  the  discussion,  after  which 
it  was  moved,  seconded  and  carried  that  Brother  Kiger  be 
seated  as  a  delegate. 

PROTEST  AGAINST  SEATING  OF  JOHN  CARROLL  AND  0.  E. 
WOODBURY,  L.  U.  NO.  10,  CHICAGO,  ILL. 

Protest  entered  by  sixteen  members  of  L.  U.  No.  10  against  the 
seating  of  Brothers  Carroll  and  Woodbury  on  the  grounds  that  the  mem- 
bers in  question  were  not  working  at  and  depending  on  the  trade  for  a 
livelihood.  On  investigation  we  find  that  John  Carroll  is  a  building  in- 
spector in  the  city  of  Chicago.   A  case  similar  to  this  was  decided  at  the 
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Salt  Lake  City  convention  on  an  appeal  to  that  convention  from  the 
action  of  the  General  Executive  Board  in  ruling  that  Oliver  Johnson,  a 
member  of  L.  U.  No.  62  of  Chicago,  111.,  holding  the  position  of  building 
inspector,  was  not  eligible  to  hold  office.  The  Committee  on  Appeals  and 
Grievances  reported  that  "the  position  of  building  inspector  should  not 
debar  a  member  from  any  of  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  U.  B.,  inas- 
much as  it  is  a  civil  service  position  and  requires  a  knowledge  of  the 
trade  to  hold  the  position."    The  convention  concurred  in  this  report. 

Under  the  circumstances  your  committee  recommends  that  John 
Carroll  be  seated  as  a  delegate. 

On  motion,  regularly  seconded,  Brother  Murphy  of  Chi- 
cago was  extended  the  privilege  of  the  floor,  he  being  one  of 
the  delegates  signing  the  above  protest.  He  read  to  the  dele- 
gates a  statement  showing  why  he  believed  Brother  Carroll 
should  not  be  seated. 

A  Delegate — For  a  point  of  information  I  would  like  to 
know  if  a  building  inspector  is  not  a  carpenter.  In  our  city  it 
takes  a  carpenter  to  make  a  building  inspector. 

The  Chair — We  try  to  get  as  many  building  inspectors  as 
possible  from  the  ranks  of  the  carpenters. 

The  question  was  further  discussed  by  a  number  of  dele- 
gates, one  of  them  calling  attention  to  a  ruling  from  the  Gen- 
eral President  to  the  effect  that  a  man  holding  the  position  of 
building  inspector  was  eligible  to  hold  office  in  his  Local  Union 
or  District  Council.  Another  point  emphasized  was  that 
Brother  Carroll  is  at  the  present  time  holding  office  in  his 
Local  Union. 

On  motion  Brother  Carroll  was  granted  the  privilege  of 
the  floor  and  made  a  statement  in  defense  of  his  case. 

The  General  Secretary — Are  you  not  a  delegate  to  the 
Chicago  District  Council  from  Local  Union  No.  10  at  the 
present  time,  Brother  Carroll? 

Brother  Carroll — I  have  been  for  some  time. 

A  Delegate — For  a  point  of  information :  When  a  Local 
Union  elects  a  man  as  a  delegate  to  the  District  Council  and 
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elects  him  as  a  trustee  of  that  Local  Union,  is  he  not  in  the 
employ  of  the  Brotherhood  whether  he  is  paid  in  coin  or  other- 
wise? 

The  Chair — The  convention  is  dealing  with  this  question ; 
I  am  not  passing  on  it. 

The  previous  question  was  called  for,  and  the  motion  was 
carried  on  being  put  to  vot^. 

The  motion  to  seat  Brother  John  Carroll  as  a  delegate 
representing  L.  U.  No.  10  of  Chicago,  111.,  was  then  put  to  vote 
and  carried. 

In  the  case  of  O.  E.  Woodbury,  we  learn  that  he  is  employed  by  the 
Western  Casket  Company  as  label  advocate  for  union-made  goods  in  that 
line  and  that  he  could  not  hold  the  position  if  he  was  not  a  member  of 
the  U.  B.  We  consider  that  he  is  following  the  trade  for  a  livelihood, 
and  we  therefore  recommend  that  he  be  seated  as  a  delegate  in  this 
convention. 

In  the  case  of  Brother  0.  E.  Woodbury  it  was  moved  and 
seconded  that  he  be  seated  as  a  delegate  representing  L.  U. 
No.  10. 

A  motion  to  grant  the  privilege  of  the  floor  to  Brother 
Woodbury  was  carried,  and  in  a  brief  statement  he  explained 
to  the  convention  that  he  was  fostering  the  interests  of  our 
U.  B.  label  solely,  and  that  in  so  doing  he  believed  he  was  de- 
pending on  the  trade  for  a  livelihood,  being  just  as  dependent 
upon  his  membership  in  the  organization  as  he  ever  was.  He 
also  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  four  of  the  members 
signing  the  protest  were  defeated  candidates  for  delegates. 

A  Delegate — I  would  ask  the  General  President  for  a  rul- 
ing on  this  point  of  law. 

The  Chair — The  brother  has  asked  the  chair  to  rule  on  a 
point  of  law  that  the  convention  is  dealing  with.  The  conven- 
tion will  decide  the  matter  in  a  few  minutes. 

A  motion  for  the  previous  question  was  carried. 

On  being  put  to  vote,  the  motion  to  seat  Brother  0.  E. 
Woodbury  was  carried. 
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The  Credentials  Committee  reports  favorably  on  the  case  of  J.  E. 
Proctor,  fraternal  delegate  from  the  Texas  State  Council  of  Carpen- 
ters, and  recommends  that  he  be  seated  with  voice  on  matters  pertaining 
to  the  Texas  State  Council,  but  no  vote. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  Credentials 
Committee  was  carried.

First  Vice-President  Hutcheson  took  the  chair  and  Gen- 
eral President  Kirby  read  his  report  for  the  term  ending  June 
3«,  1914. 
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Report  of  the  General  President 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Eighteenth  Biennial  Con- 
vention, United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners 
of  America — Greeting: 

Brothers — In  submitting  to  you  a  report  of  my  steward- 
ship of  the  management  of  this  organization  from  February  1, 
1913,  to  July  1,  1914,  I  do  so  with  satisfaction ;  proud  of  the 
fact  that  I  have  been  selected  as  your  Executive  Officer,  and 
of  the  support  given  me  during  my  term  of  office. 

When  I  assumed  the  office  of  General  President,  the  build- 
ing conditions  throughout  the  country  were  very  good,  and 
remained  so  until  about  the  1st  of  October,  1913.  The  past 
winter  has  been  very  dull  for  the  carpenter,  and  it  is  only  now 
beginning  to  resume  normal  conditions.  Prospects,  I  am 
pleased  to  state,  are  good,  and  everything  points  to  increasing 
activity  in  construction  work. 

The  month  of  September,  1913,  saw  our  organization  at 
its  greatest  strength  numerically — 219,143  members  in  good 
standing.  Since  that  time,  owing  to  the  reasons  above  stated, 
our  membership  has  decreased,  as  would  naturally  be  expected 
under  such  circumstances.  We  were  never  in  better  condi- 
tion, however,  to  pick  up  the  membership  lost  than  we  are  at 
present. 

In  assuming  the  position  of  General  President,  I,  very 
naturally,  encountered  the  obstacles  that  are  usually  met  by 
an  official  entering  upon  new  duties.  I  succeeded  a  man  who, 
by  his  ability  and  genial  disposition,  had  won  the  hearts  of 
our  entire  membership.  His  sagacity  and  diplomacy  had 
caused  him  to  be  respected  by  those  with  whom  he  came  in 
contact  during  his  long  service  in  the  labor  movement,  and  in 
succeeding  such  a  man,  I  tried,  as  much  as  possible,  to  carry 
*  out  his  policies.  Nevertheless,  I  was  looked  upon  as  more  or 
less  of  an  uncertain  quantity.    I  feel,  however,  that  I  have 
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demonstrated  to  the  membership  that  I  have  no  other  object 
in  mind,  than  the  enforcement  of  our  constitution ;  and  while 
in  the  beginning,  in  some  localities,  a  hesitancy  was  exhibited 
toward  complying  with  my  instructions,  I  am  glad  to  say  that 
such  conditions  no  longer  exist.  I  am,  indeed,  proud  of  the 
manner  in  which  Local  Unions  and  District  Councils  have  re- 
sponded to  requests  made  by  the  General  Office  from  time  to 
time. 

ORGANIZING. 

The  jurisdiction  of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters 
and  Joiners  of  America  covers  an  enormous  territory.  To 
maintain  working  conditions,  and  to  keep  alive  interest  in  the 
movement  requires  a  large  force  of  organizers.  I  have  en- 
deavored at  all  times  to  comply  with  our  constitution,  to  the 
extent  that  no  organizer  be  sent  into  any  territory  unless  as- 
sistance was  asked,  or  there  were  other  good  reasons,  and  I 
have  used  the  organizing  staff  to  the  best  advantage  possible 
for4:he  organization.  I  have  not  been  able  to  comply  with  all 
the  requests  made  upon  this  office  for  assistance  of  organizers, 
for  to  do  so  would  require  many  more  than  we  now  employ ; 
and  neither  have  I  been  able  to  make  all  the  appointments  I 
have  been  asked  to  by  different  districts  and  different  locali- 
ties. No  organizer  is  allowed  to  remain  in  a  district  where 
the  membership  oppose  him,  and  some  times  I  have  removed 
organizers  from  localities  where  I  knew  they  were  doing  good 
work  and  their  services  were  still  required,  owing  to  the  fact 
that  certain  elements  were  aligned  against  them,  and  I  felt 
it  was  not  to  the  best  interests  of  the  movement  to  continue 
them  in  that  jurisdiction.  I  have  endeavored  to  cover  all 
territories  where  conditions  would  ^arrant.  During  the 
winter  months  when  no  organizing  work  could  be  done,  I  have 
discontinued  the  services  of  quite  a  number  of  the  men.  This 
brought  down  upon  us  words  of  censure  and  condemnation 
from  many  localities,  but  We  felt,  however,  that  we  were  act- 
ing in  the  best  interests  of  the  organization. 

We  owe  a  great  deal  of  our  present  condition  to  the  or- 
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ganizing  staff,  and  I  feel  that  no  better,  hard-working  or 
intelligent  body  of  men  ever  represented  a  labor  organization 
than  is  now  employed  by  the  U.  B.  They  are  working  in 
unison,  following  out  one  policy,  and  doing  their  utmost  to 
promote  the  welfare  and  up-building  of  the  U.  B.,  and  with 
one  or  two  exceptions  (and  those  I  feel  were  totally  un- 
founded) I  have  received  no  complaint  against  any  of  the 
organizers. 

APPRENTICESHIP. 

The  day  is  fast  approaching  when  we,  as  carpenters,  will 
have  ceased  to  follow  that  vocation  for  a  livelihood,  and  when 
we,  on  account  of  age,  will  be  compelled  to  step  aside,  and 
other  men  will  take  our  places  on  the  buildings  and  as  officers 
of  this  organization.  The  glaring  question  confronts  us — 
What  kind  of  men  will  they  be?  Will  they  be  the  mechanics 
our  forefathers  were ;  the  mechanics  we  have  demonstrated  to 
the  world  we  are,  or  will  they  be  merely  specialists,  capable  of 
doing  only  one  particular  class  of  work  and  nothing  else?  , 

If  there  is  any  one  thing  to  which  I  have  given  thought 
and  attention,  it  is  that  of  creating  an  apprenticeship  system 
that  will  be  a  credit  to  this  organization.  Something  that  will 
teach  the  American  boy  to  take  the  place  of  the  American 
workman — and  when  I  mention  the  American  boy  and  the 
American  workman  it  is  not  our  desire  to  cast  reflection  on 
those  who  come  from  other  countries,  for  in  nearly  every  land 
some  sort  of  an  apprenticeship  exists,  and  usually  when  a  boy 
arrives  at  maturity  he  is  equipped  to  take  up  the  trade  which 
he  has  selected  to  follow. 

I  urge  this  convention  to  take  some  steps  looking  toward, 
at  least,  a  recognized,  modified  form  of  apprenticeship.  It 
may  not  be  possible  to  lay  down  hard  and  fast  rules,  but  I 
am  of  the  opinion  that  the  proposition  advanced  by  the  com- 
mittee on  apprenticeship  to  the  Des  Moines  convention,  and 
which  was  rejected  by  a  referendum  vote,  could  be  adopted 
and  put  in  force.  I  believe  the  age  of  admission  of  appren- 
tices, under  our  constitution,  to  be  right  and  liberal,  for  at  22 
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years  of  age -a  man  who  has  not  yet  selected  the  vocation  which 
he  intends  to  follow  he  will  not  be  apt  to  be  a  permanent  fix- 
ture in  any  calling,  and  no  man  should  be  admitted  to  our 
organization  to  learn  the  trade  after  he  is  22  years  of  age. 
Our  boys  should  not  be  discouraged  from  becoming  carpen- 
ters, but  rather  we  should  encourage  them  to  become  me- 
chanics so  that  their  services  will  be  in  demand,  and  at  the 
same  time  train  them  in  the  walks  of  trade  unionism. 

REED  WORKERS. 

It  will  be  recalled  that  the  last  convention  instructed  the 
General  President  to  place  an  organizer  in  the  field  to  organ- 
ize the  reed  workers.  After  due  investigation  into  the  charac- 
ter of  this  work,  and  after  ascertaining  that  there  was  a 
great  deal  of  wood  work  in  connection  with  this  industry 
where  frames  are  made  requiring  the  operation  of  wood-work- 
ing machinery,  etc.,  I  proceeded  to  comply  with  the  conven- 
tion's instructions.. 

We  have  so  far  organized  Local  Unions  of  reed  workers 
in  Cincinnati,  Ohio;  Wakefield,  Mass.,  and  Oakland,  Cal.  We 
have  not  been  as  successful  in  Wakefield,  however,  as  we 
should  have  been  had  not  other  elements  entered  into  the  field, 
which  prevented  us  from  doing  the  active  work  that  other- 
wise would  have  been  accomplished. 

I  feel  that  this  is  a  great  industry,  and  one  that  we  should 
look  after,  for  unless  we  give  them  protection  they  are  bound 
to  seek  it  elsewhere,  and  sooner  or  later  the  question  of  juris- 
diction will  again  confront  us.  We  have  not,  however,  re- 
quired these  unions  to  affiliate  with  the  D.  C. 

STRIKES  AND  LOCKOUTS. 

In  all  strikes  and  lockouts  handled  during  the  past  two 
seasons  we  have  been  almost  universally  successful,  and  the 
key-note  of  success  has  been  that  our  trade  movements  have 
been  financed.  Every  strike  that  was  approved  by  a  majority 
of  the  membership  affected  and  received  the  endorsement  of 
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the  G.  E.  B.  had  financial  backing  extended  to  them  until 
a  successful  issue  was  reached.  The  payment  of  one  dollar  a 
day  strike  benefits  has  had  much  to  do  with  stiffening  the 
membership  in  making  their  demands,  while  the  requirements 
of  the  G.  E.  B.  that  the  majority  of  the  membership  sanction 
a  trade  movement  has  tended  to  increase  interest  in  the  or- 
ganization, and  at  the  same  time  to  prevent  many  hasty  and 
ill-advised  movements. 

While  a  dollar  a  day  has  greatly  aided  in  holding  our 
membership,  yet  that  is  not  enough  money.  Many  good  and 
true  union  men  in  the  past  have  been  compelled  to  return  to 
work  that  those  dependent  upon  them  might  receive  the  ne- 
cessities of  life. 

The  statement  is  made  that  trade  conditions  often  cause 
our  membership  to  be  idle  even  longer  periods  than  when  on 
strike.  Admit  this  to  be  true,  the  fact  remains  that  when 
men  are  locked  out  or  are  on  strike  to  better  their  con- 
ditions their  credit  is  usually  curtailed,  and  it  is  impossible 
for  them  to  secure  the  assistance  that  at  other  times  is  ad- 
vanced without  question. 

AGREEMENTS. 

I  have  in  'every  instance  insisted  where  agreements  were 
made  by  our  District  Councils  and  Local  Unions  that  they  be 
complied  with  both  in  letter  and  spirit.  I  do  not  believe  in 
evasive  and  underhanded  tactics.  I  consider  such  action  des- 
picable, and  no  matter  if  our  employers  should  adopt  those 
methods  it  does  not  justify  trade  unionists  in  doing  so.  I  be- 
lieve we  should  live  up  to  our  agreements  without  even  being 
asked  to  do  so.  This  office  has  assisted  different  localities  in 
making  agreements,  but  we  have  never  been  a  party  to  one. 
It  would,  however,  be  to  the  best  interests  of  the  Brotherhood 
if  the  General  President,  in  conjunction  with  the  General 
Executive  Board,  had  the  authority  to  sign  agreements  with 
employers  doing  an  interstate  or  international  business.  This 
would  tend  to  insure  the  employment  of  union  carpenters,  and 
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at  the  same  time  it  would  protect  the  employers  from  unneces- 
sary interruption  of  his  work.  An  agreement  of  that  charac- 
ter could  not  set  about  to  fix  the  wage  scale  or  working  condi- 
tions, but  they  could  provide  that  union  men  must  be  employed 
and  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages  paid,  and  I  feel  that  under 
this  arrangement  nearly  all  of  the  large  contractors  of  the 
country  would  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  contained 
therein. 

CONSOLIDATION. 

There  are  times  in  all  localities  when  it  is  necessary  to 
establish  many  Local  Unions  for  organizing  reasons ;  a  period 
is  reached,  however,  when  that  condition  fails  to  exist,  and  we 
find  ourselves  confronted  by  several  small  locals  where  per- 
haps one  would  be  amply  sufficient.  There  are  cities  where 
two  or  more  small  unions  meet  in  one  hall,  and  on  the  same 
night,  and  there  is  no  reason  why  these  locals  should  not  be 
consolidated.  All  that  keeps  them  apart  is  petty  jealousies 
and  a  desire  to  retain  their  number,  or  some  other  trivial 
excuse.  Under  our  present  law,  no  authority  is  given  any 
one  to  compel  Local  Unions  existing  under  such  conditions  to 
consolidate.  I  believe  it  would  be  to  the  best  interests  of  the 
Brotherhood  if  the  General  President  were  given  authority, 
in  conjunction  with  the  G.  E.  B.,  to  compel  Local  Unions  to 
consolidate  when  deemed  best  for  the  welfare  of  that  locality. 
Certainly,  no  General  Officer  would  take  steps  that  would  be 
detrimental  to  the  membership,  and  if  the  G.  P.  was  inclined 
to  do  so  the  G.  E.  B.  would  not  permit  it.  He  would  not,  how- 
ever, be  swayed  by  local  prejudices  prevailing  among  the 
members.  In  every  city  where  consolidation  as  above  recom- 
mended has  been  carried  out,  it  has  increased  the  efficiency  of 
the  organization,  as  well  as  reduced  the  current  expenses. 

MACHINISTS  AND  MILLWRIGHTS. 

Since  time  immemorial  millwright  work  has  been  done  by 
wood  working  mechanics.  Times  have  changed,  machinery 
that  was  formerly  made  of  wood  is  now  made  of  iron  and  steel. 
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The  fact  remains,  however,  that  the  principal  of  its  construc- 
tion and  erection  has  not  changed,  and  the  millwrights  who 
are  an  integral  part  of  the  United  Brotherhood  have  always 
continued  to  follow  their  line  of  work.  Recently,  however, 
the  machinists  conceived  the  idea  that  they  were  a  building 
trade,  and  have  been  very  active  in  endeavoring  to  wrest  from 
us  that  part  of  our  work.  It  is  admitted  on  our  part  that  not 
enough  of  attention  is  paid  to  the  erection  and  installation  of 
machinery;  too  much  of  it  is  being  done  by  non-union  men, 
and  were  the  machinists  to  bend  their  efforts  to  control  work 
that  is  now  being  erected  by  men  who  make  no  pretense  of 
belonging  to  a  labor  organization  perhaps  we  might  overlook 
their  efforts,  but  rather  they  have  used  all  their  energies  to 
dispossessing  us  of  the  work  we  have  been  doing  since 'ma- 
chinery was  invented. 

A  committee  representing  our  organization  and  the  Inter- 
national Association  of  Machinists  met  in  our  office  in  the 
early  part  of  1913,  and  after  several  days'  efforts  no  agree- 
ment was  reached.  Recently,  however,  the  machinists'  organi- 
zation has  asked  that  negotiations  again  be  opened  for  the 
purpose  of  arranging,  if  possible,  a  line  of  demarcation  be- 
tween the  two  classes  of  work.  This,  like  the  one  in  1913, 
resulted  in  nothing  being  accomplished. 

AMALGAMATED  CARPENTERS 

Since  the  agreement  entered  into  with  the  Amalgamated 
Society  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  has  been  in  effect  the  rela- 
tions between  the  members  of  the  two  organizations  have 
changed  to  such  an  extent  that  in  almost  every  instance  the 
old  feeling  of  antagonism  has  been  wiped  out.  It  was  toe 
much  to  expect  that  by  simply  signing  an  agreement  the  bit- 
ter feelings  caused  by  the  many  disputes  of  the  past  could  be 
entirely  eradicated.  It  is  pleasing  to  note,  however,  that  in 
the  short  time  the  agreement  has  been  in  effect,  the  wonderful 
change  that  has  taken  place.  With  the  possible  exception  of 
two  or.  three  localities  the  branches  of  the  amalgamated  car- 
penters are  now  working  in  perfect  accord  with  the  plan  of 
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solidification,  and  a  little  time  will  soon  demonstrate  to  those 
who  now  hesitate  that  their  interests  can  best  be  protected  by 
a  strict  observance  of  the  plan  as  adopted. 

This  agreement  was  not  what  the  representatives  of  the 
Brotherhood  wanted,  nor  was  it  what  was  desired  by  the  men 
representing  the  Amalgamated  Society,  but  it  was  the  closest 
that  we  could  get  together,  and  I  am  justified  now  in  the  belief 
expressed  then,  that  the  best  interests  of  the  carpenter  in- 
dustry was  in  a  united  organization. 

The  Amalgamated  Society  had  within  its  ranks  men  who 
had  fought  the  battles  of  trade  unionism  in  all  sections  of  the 
world.  They  had  a  beneficiary  system  that  was  second  to 
that  of  no  other  labor  organization,  and  I  felt  that  it  would 
be  unjust  to  ask  them  to  surrender  the  benefits  that  they  had 
paid  for  so  long.  At  the  same  time  the  United  Brotherhood 
of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  had  demonstrated  the  fact  that  its 
organization  was  best  fitted  to  control  the  building  industry 
on  the  American  continent.  By  leaving  the  Amalgamated 
Society  its  beneficiary  system,  and  giving  control  of  the  work- 
ing conditions  to  the  Brotherhood  no  hardship  was  worked 
upon  any  one.  While  prior  to  the  agreement  many  Amalga- 
mated carpenters  worked  against  the  interests  of  the  Brother- 
hood, which  course  they  could  not  be  blamed  for  following  as 
we  were  taking  every  means  within  our  power  to  embarrass 
them,  but  since  the  plan  of  solidification  has  been  approved, 
I  have  yet  to  hear  of  a  single  instance  where  the  amalgamated 
Carpenter  has  acted  otherwise  than  faithful  to  the  best  in- 
terests of  his  craft. 

With  the  co-operation  of  the  amalgamated  carpenters 
other  trades  which  have  sought  to  make  inroads  on  our  claims 
of  jurisdiction  have  lost  their  strongest  support,  and  while  I 
was  censured  bitterly  for  bringing  about  this  agreement,  time 
has  shown  the  wisdom  of  the  act,  and  no  one  now  would  be 
willing  to  go  back  to  the  old  conditions  as  existing  before,  and 
I  can  not  help  at  this  time  but  to  thank  the  oflicers  of  the 
Amalgamated  Society  for  their  splendid  co-operation  with  us 
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in  adjusting  any  differences  that  have  arisen  over  the  inter- 
pretation of  the  agreement. 

BRICKLAYERS'  AGREEMENT 

I  am  pleased  to  say  that  we  now  have  an  agreement  with 
the  Bricklayers,  Masons  and  Plasterers'  International  Union. 
This  agreement  was  signed  last  spring,  and  I  am  more  than 
pleased  at  the  manner  in  which  the  bricklayers  are  carrying 
out  their  part  of  the  understanding.  It  might,  perhaps,  be 
embarrassing  for  me  to  give  you  the  number  of  requests  I 
have  had  to  make  to  the  Bricklayers  for  assistance  since  this 
working  agreement  has  been  in  effect.  They  have  not  at  all 
times  been  able  to  comply — no  one  ever  expected  they  would 
be — but  they  have  done  their  utmost,  and  are  doing  it  all  the 
time.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  I  have  always  been,  both  as  a 
local  and  a  national  officer,  on  friendly  terms  with  the  brick- 
layers, and  was  always  able  to  secure  their  co-operation.  They 
have  rules  and  regulations  for  their  government,  the  same  as 
any  other  great  organization  must  have,  and  these  laws  must 
be  respected,  and  they  some  times  prevent  immediate  co-opera- 
tion. Their  laws  provide  that  no  strike  can  be  called  without 
consulting  their  General  Office — and  I  desire  to  say  that  it  is 
a  very  good  law  and  prevents  hasty  and  indiscriminate  action, 
and  I  feel  certain  with  the  two  organizations  working  together 
the  hasty  and  useless  strikes  which  have  been  the  means  of 
putting  our  members  on  the  street  so  often  will  soon  be  a 
thing  of  the  past. 

The  very  fact  that  we  have  this  agreement  has  enabled 
our  Local  Unions  to  settle  many  disputes  without  the  stop- 
page of  work.  This  agreement  was  not  made  for  the  purpose 
of  antagonizing  any  organization,  but  an  International  Union, 
standing  alone  with  as  many  organizations  aligned  against 
them  as  we  have  had  in  the  past,  is  placed  in  a  very  critical 
position.  Other  interests  found  fault  with  us  because  we  re- 
mained neutral  when  the  bricklayers  were  in  dispute  over  the 
erection  of  certain  classes  of  work.  To  do  otherwise  would 
have  placed  us  in  the  position  of  being  slapped  on  one  cheek 
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and  then  turning  the  other,  as  the  very  people  who  are  most 
anxious  to  receive  our  support  in  their  disputes  against  the 
bricklayers  were  always  aligned  against  the  carpenters  when 
questions  affecting  our  welfare  were  before  the  building 
trades  conventions  in  the  past. 

APPEALS. 

I  have  been  called  upon  to  decide  many  disputes  arising 
in  our  District  Councils  and  Local  Unions.  By  far  the  larger 
majority  of  the  cases  decided  were  for  violations  of  trade 
rules.  From  July  1,  1912,  to  February  1,  1913,  General  Presi- 
dent Huber  decided  110  appeals.  Thirty-five  of  these  were 
appealed  to  the  G.  E.  B.,  twenty-four  were  sustained  by  the 
Board,  five  reversed,  one  referred  back  and  five  not  considered. 
From  February  1,  1913,  to  July  1,  1914,  I  have  decided  207 
cases.  Forty-five  of  these  were  appealed  to  the  G.  E.  B. 
Thirty-nine  were  sustained,  three  reversed,  two  referred  back 
and  one  not  considered. 

I  find,  as  a  rule,  the  Local  Unions  and  District  Councils 
give  the  accused  a  fair  and  impartial  trial.  The  greatest 
trouble  I  have  experienced,  however,  is  in  not  having  our  laws 
strictly  complied  with.  In  the  many  cases  I  have  been  called 
upon  to  decide  I  have  given  consideration  to  absolutely  noth- 
ing other  than  the  sworn  testimony  submitted,  and  have  con- 
fined myself  strictly  to  the  evidence  as  presented  by  the  con- 
tending parties,  and  if  I  have  made  any  errors  in  rendering 
decisions,  it  is  due  to  the  fact  that  proper  evidence  was  not 
submitted.  I  find,  too,  in  some  instances,  a  disposition  is 
evinced  to  convict  on  general  principles.  Wherever  I  have 
noticed  this  to  be  the  case  I  have  acted  accordingly.  I  desire, 
however,  at  this  time  to  caution  our  membership  upon  the 
necessity  of  complying  strictly  with  our  regulations  as  laid 
down  in  our  constitution.  Wherever  this  has  been  done  the 
action  of  the  Local  Union  has  stood  the  test  of  the  civil  courts, 
but  wherever  a  short-cut  has  been  taken  and  the  accused  not 
given  the  benefit  of  the  provisions  of  our  constitution,  and  the 
accused  has  taken  his  case  to  the  civil  courts,  then  our  action 
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has  been  reversed,  and  our  members  have  been  placed  in  the 
disagreeable  position  of  having  to  again  admit  to  membership 
those  who  in  all  sense  of  justice  should  be  expelled,  and  v^ould 
have  been  if  the  law  had  been  followed. 

DROPPED  MEMBERS. 

Members  of  our  organization  dropped  for  non-payment 
of  dues  and  who  desire  to  be  reinstated  should  be  allowed  to 
do  so  without  any  hindrance  from  the  Local  Union  to  which 
they  formerly  belonged.  At  the  same  time  they  should  be 
compelled  to  reimburse  the  Local  Union  where  they  formerly 
held  membership  in  the  amount  of  money  which  that  Local 
had  been  compelled  to  pay  for  them  as  per  capita  tax  to  the 
General  Office.  As  the  law  now  stands,  every  member  drop- 
ping out  costs  his  Local  Union  about  one  dollar.  In  being  rein- 
stated this  amount'  should  always  be  collected  and  forwarded 
to  the  Local  Union  where  he  held  membership.  Some  mem- 
bers have  dropped  out  of  our  organization  intending,  perhaps, 
to  follow  some  other  occupation,  and  they  have  moved  out  of 
the  district  and  out  of  the  jurisdiction  where  they  formerly 
belonged.  Conditions  have  arisen  which  have  compelled  them 
to  again  work  as  carpenters ;  they  desire  to  become  union  men, 
and  make  application  to  the  local  where  they  reside — the  only 
one  to  which  they  could  make  application.  The  initiation  fee 
is,  perhaps,  fifteen  dollars ;  this  Local  Union  corresponds  with 
the  Local  Union  to  which  the  applicant  formerly  belonged; 
they  are  referred  to  Section  58,  and  told  they  can  initiate  the 
man  in  question,  but  they  will  have  to  collect  thirty  dollars 
before  consent  will  be  granted.  This  is  not  right  nor  just.  I 
am  not  citing  a  hyperthetical  case,  as  such  cases  as  this  have 
arisen  very  recently.  Some  Local  Unions  seem  to  have  learned 
of  the  existence  of  Section  58,  and  have  even  gone  so  far  as 
to  ask  that  the  General  Office  furnish  them  with  a  list  of  mem- 
bership of  other  Local  Unions,  having  a  suspicion  that  another 
local  had  admitted  members  without  their  consent.  To  remedy 
this,  a  fixed  amount  which  an  ex-member  should  pay  should 
be  regulated  by  the  general  constitution.    In  mentioning  the

above  I  am  not  dealing  with  fines  or  special  initiations,  all  of 
which  must  be  paid  under  all  circumstances. 

DISTRICT  COUNCILS. 

We  are  approaching  a  condition  now  that  did  not  exist 
when  our  present  constitution  was  framed.  I  have  reference 
to  our  laws  which  require  all  Local  Unions  to  affiliate  in  a  Dis- 
trict Council.  At  the  time  this  law  was  adopted  our  District 
Councils  were  composed  of  building  tradesmen  exclusively. 
We  have  now,  not  only  erecting  carpenters  and  men  employed 
in  the  building  material  mills,  all  of  whom  unquestionably 
should  be  in  one  council,  but  we  have  furniture  workers,  cabi- 
net-makers, boxmakers,  rattan  workers  and  boat  builders  who 
have  only  a  general  interest  in  the  building  industry.  There 
is  nothing  to  be  gained  by  having  a  local  union  of  boxmakers 
associated  in  a  District  Council  with  building  craftsmen.  There 
is  absolutely  no  way  by  which  assistance  could  be  rendered 
to  each  other.  It  is  scarcely  right  to  ask  the  boxmaker  to 
maintain  and  support  a  District  Council  of  building  trades- 
men when  they  are  not  in  a  position  to  render  them  any  aid, 
nor  is  it  just  to  the  building  tradesmen  that  men  employed  in 
the  box  factory  or  the  rattan  shop  should  have  a  voice  and 
vote  upon  the  conditions  under  which  he  is  compelled  to  live. 
A  Local  Union  of  ship  builders  working  on  the  docks  can  not 
in  any  way  assist  in  case  of  trouble  on  the  buildings,  nor  have 
they  a  moral  right  to  dictate  the  conditions  that  building 
tradesmen  should  comply  with.  I  believe  the  General  Presi- 
dent, together  with  the  Executive  Board,  should  have  the  right 
to  say  whether  or  not  it  was  to  the  best  interests  of  a  locality 
for  such  Local  Unions  to  associate  themselves  in  the  District 
Council,  and  have  the  privilege  of  granting  them  the  right  to 
do  otherwise  as  they  see  fit,  if  the  best  interests  of  the  locality 
require  that  method. 

CLEARANCE  CARDS. 

We  find  some  districts  refusing  to  accept  transfer  cards 
when  conditions  do  not  warrant  such  action.    District  Coun- 
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cils  have  no  right  to  pass  such  laws  and  regulations  and  a 
Local  Union  cannot  be  disciplined  by  the  D.  C.  for  refusing 
to  abide  by  such  instructions.  A  member  has  a  right  to  present 
his  clearance  card  in  a  district  at  any  time,  except  in  case  of 
strikes  or  lockouts. 

The  action  of  some  District  Councils  in  directing  their 
Local  Unions  to  refuse  to  receive  clearance  cards  is  in  viola- 
tion of  the  letter  and  the  spirit  of  our  constitution,  and  should 
always  be  discouraged  wherever  possible  as  it  deprives  a  mem- 
ber of  his  constitutional  rights. 

I  would  not  say  to  a  Local  Union  that  it  must  receive  all 
clearance  cards,  but  a  member  should  have  the  right  to  present 
his  card  and  be  acted  upon  in  accordance  with  our  laws. 

MEMBERS  TRANSFERRING. 

Many  complications  arise  regarding  our  members  trans- 
ferring from  one  district  to  another.  There  are  a  great  many 
employers  whose  work  is  scattered  over  a  large  territory,  and 
whose  jobs  in  one  place  last  but  a  short  time,  and  consequently 
they  are  continually  shifting  their  men  back  and  forth. 

In  some  localities  we  find  our  membership  not  inclined  to 
respect  Section  103  of  the  general  constitution.  In  other 
instances,  we  find  that  members  take  advantage  of  that  pro- 
vision by  living  in  one  district  and  working  in  another,  re- 
turning home  every  day,  and  continuing  this  for  an  indefinite 
period.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  a  man  working  in  a  district, 
even  if  he  returns  home  every  day,  should  be  required  to  trans- 
fer his  membership  and  help  to  maintain  conditions  where  he 
is  employed. 

While  the  provision  allowing  a  man,  if  sent  into  a  district 
by  an  outside  contractor,  to  work  thirty  days  is  quite  liberal 
yet  were  this  time  extended  it  would  prevent  many  of  our 
members  from  concealing  their  identity  as  is  now  the  case  in 
many  instances. 

To  devise  a  plan  that  would  do  justice  to  every  one  is 
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hard  to  do,  as  the  membership  of  a  district  is  not  always  to 
blame;  quite  frequently  the  member  involved  antagonizes  the 
local  district  officials  to  such  an  extent  as  to  make  his  presence 
obnoxious,  and  this,  too,  tends  to  make  conditions  for  a  travel- 
ing man  harder. 

PER  CAPITA  TAX. 

I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  membership  to  the 
amount  of  per  capita  tax  paid  to  the  General  Office.  There  is 
an  inherent  dislike  in  every  individual  against  paying  any- 
thing in  the  form  of  a  tax,  and  while  we  will  spend  money 
freely  for  unnecessary  trivialities,  we  raise  our  voices  in  holy 
protest  when  we  are  required  to  contribute  collectively  for 
the  benefit  of  all  concerned.  There  is  no  insurance  or  fraternal 
society  which  grants  as  much  for  the  money  received  as  the 
United  Brotherhood.  Our  expenses  are  very  heavy,  and  until 
such  time  as  our  organization  has  reached  a  higher  degree  of 
efficiency  and  obtained  a  more  complete  control  of  the  working 
conditions  throughout  the  country,  I  see  no  reasonable  man- 
ner in  which  we  can  hope  to  successfully  reduce  our  expenses 
without  restricting  our  progress. 

Litigation,  too,  is  becoming  more  expensive,  and  it  seems 
that  labor  organizations  are  regarded  by  the  legal  fraternity 
as  their  legitimate  prey,  and  that,  together  with  the  increased 
death  rate,  holds  out  but  little  encouragement  for  a  reduction 
in  our  expenditures. 

I  am  not,  at  this  time,  in  favor  of  increasing  the  per 
capita  tax  to  the  General  Office.  I  believe  a  great  deal  more 
satisfaction  would  be  given,  however,  if  instead  of  a  quarterly 
assessment  as  levied,  that  the  same  be  divided  into  three  equal 
parts,  making  the  per  capita  tax  34  cents  per  month.  I  trust 
this  will  receive  the  careful  and  unbiased  consideration  of  this 
convention. 

AUDITING  BOOKS  OF  LOCAL  UNIONS. 

We  have  been  called  upon  a  great  deal  to  furnish  audi- 
tors to  examine  the  books  of  Local  Unions  and  District  Coun- 
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cils,  and  have  experienced  considerable  trouble  in  getting 
possession  of  the  necessary  books  and  papers.  The  constitu- 
tion provides,  that  the  General  President  may  in  person,  or 
by  deputy,  examine  all  books  and  papers  and  financial  ac- 
counts of  any  Local  Union,  or  District  Council,  or  State  Coun- 
cil summarily  when  he  may  deem  it  necessary.  It  does  not, 
however,  give  him  the  right  to  take  possession  of  these  books, 
and  it  places  the  General  Office  in  a  very  embarrassing  posi- 
tion to  be  compelled  to  wait  the  convenience  of  some  local 
officer  whose  negligence  perhaps  has  necessitated  this  work 
being  done.  And  the  very  fact  of  the  books  being  left  in  the 
possession  of  the  parties  whose  irregularities  are  being 
scrutinized  at  times  causes  a  miscarriage  of  the  object  desired 
to  be  accomplished,  and  I  would  urge  when  an  audit  is  neces- 
sary that  the  General  President  be  authorized  to  take  posses- 
sion of  the  books  until  the  audit  is  completed,  at  the  same  time 
giving  any  member  of  the  Local  Union  an  opportunity  to  be 
present  during  the  audit  if  he  so  desires. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

We  are  called  upon  almost  daily  for  dispensations  of  some 
character  or  another.  I  have  tried  to  be  as  discrete  as  possible 
in  exercising  this  prerogative.  The  granting  of  dispensations 
is  a  matter  that  is  absolutely  necessary,  and  too  much  restric- 
tion must  not  be  thrown  around  its  application.  Sometimes 
we  find  it  necessary  to  issue  dispensations  to  initiate  members 
at  less  than  the  constitutional  figure,  but  I  do  not,  however, 
grant  this  dispensation  without  being  convinced  it  is  to  the 
best  interests  of  the  movement.  I  have  also  been  called  upon 
to  give  different  localities  the  privilege  of  using  the  label  for 
a  less  rate  of  wages  than  is  prescribed  in  the  constitution,  and 
for  longer  hours  than  specified.  Many  members  have  been 
expelled  by  our  organization,  and  the  only  manner  in  which 
they  could  be  legally  reinstated  would  be  by  the  consent  of  the 
General  Office,  and  by  granting  the  necessary  dispensation. 
Locals,  too,  sometimes  wish  to  remit  fines  and  to  do  so  must 
receive  the  consent  of  the  G.  0. 
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BUILDING  TRADES  DEPARTMENT. 


Perhaps  no  man  in  the  labor  movement  (when  the  oppor- 
tunities presented  are  given  consideration)  has  done  more  to 
create  and  foster  the  Building  Trades  Department  than  the 
writer.  I  have  always  looked  upon  that  department  as  one  of 
the  strongest  institutions  in  the  labor  world.  In  looking  back 
over  the  work  done  by  the  department,  the  chief  criticism  I 
can  make  is,  "That  it  tried  to  make  progress  too  fast."  Had 
some  degree  of  toleration  been  used  by  the  delegates  at  the 
conventions  of  this  department  in  the  past  it  would  have  been 
a  thousandfold  stronger  than  it  is  today. 

At  the  beginning  of  my  term  of  office  the  Brotherhood  of 
Carpenters  faced  a  peculiar  crisis.  We  were  fighting  to  re- 
tain control  of  the  erection  and  installation  of  a  certain  class 
of  material.  In  this,  arrayed  against  us,  were  all  the  forces  of 
the  Building  Trades  Department.  We  were  making  large 
monthly  payments  to  the  department,  and  it  looked  to  me  like 
we  were  fostering  an  institution  that  was  continually  antagon- 
izing our  interests.  In  saying  this,  I  want  it  clearly  under- 
stood that  I  am  not  blaming  the  officers  of  the  Building  Trades 
Department,  for  they  were  simply  obeying  the  laws  they  were 
obligated  to  enforce.  The  complaints  became  so  general  that 
the  membership  could  not  permit  it  to  continue.  Two  hundred 
and  ten  Local  Unions  demanded  that  the  matter  of  withdrawal 
from  the  department  be  submitted  to  the  membership.  When 
this  was  done  the  large  majority  which  voted  to  withdraw  was 
sufficient  to  demonstrate  that  our  organization  did  not  con- 
sider it  to  their  best  interests  to  continue  its  affiliation  with 
the  department.  We  have,  however,  taken  no  steps  to  an- 
tagonize any  trade,  unless  it  has  been  where  an  organization 
has  assumed  an  aggressive  attitude  toward  us. 

The  Executive  Council  of  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor  has  asked  our  reasons  for  withdrawing,  and  for  an  ex- 
planation of  our  grievance  against  the  Building  Trades  De- 
partment, all  of  which  has  been  furnished,  and  we  believe  our 
statements  to  the  Executive  Council  will  satisfy  that  body  that 
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we  were  justified  in  our  action.  I  express  the  hope,  however, 
that  the  department  will  yet  be  what  was  originally  intended, 
namely :  A  medium  for  the  protection  of  the  building  trades- 
man. But  it  can  not  be  such  until  the  rights  of  every  indi- 
vidual is  respected  and  protected,  and  the  local  laws  made  by 
a  referendum  vote  of  the  interested  membership.  Should  the 
time  arrive  when  it  will  agree  to  give  each  organization 
representation  in  accordance  with  its  membership,  I  sincerely 
trust  that  the  United  Brotherhood  will  again  immediately 
reaffiliate. 

AMERICAN  FEDERATION  OF  LABOR.  < 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  our  relations  with  the  Amer- 
ican Federation  of  Labor  were  never  more  cordial  and  satis- 
factory than  at  the  present  time,  and  I  would  be  ungrateful 
did  I  not  express  my  appreciation  to  President  Gompers  and 
Secretary  Morrison  for  prompt  assistance  rendered  whenever 
they  have  been  asked. 

General  Secretary  Duffy  as  a  member  of  the  Executive 
Council  has  rendered  us  valuable  assistance. 

I  find  many  of  our  Local  Unions  are  not  inclined  to  affili- 
ate with  the  local  central  bodies,  and  while  in  some  cases  our 
locals  have  been  discriminated  against,  yet  that  should  not 
deter  our  membership  from  taking  a  stand  as  true  union- 
ists. The  American  Federation  of  Labor  and  its  central  bodies 
represent  united  action  and  concerted  efforts  of  trade  union- 
ism throughout  the  land,  and  we  as  carpenters  everywhere 
should  shoulder  our  share  of  the  responsibility  and  help  to 
spread  the  gospel  of  trade  unionism  wherever  it  can  be  done. 

LAW  DEPARTMENT. 

As  will  be  shown  later  by  reports  of  other  officials,  litiga- 
tion has  cost  this  organization  an  enormous  amount  of  money. 
In  order  to  curtail  this  expense,  if  possible,  and  at  the  same 
time  enable  us  to  be  in  possession  of  any  document  needed  in 
defending  a  case  at  which  we  are  at  law,  it  was  decided  to 
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establish  a  department  for  that  purpose.  To  that  end  an  office 
was  established  in  our  building,  and  we  now  have  on  file  nearly 
all  the  briefs  and  decisions  rendered  for  and  against  labor  or- 
ganizations in  the  United  States,  as  well  as  all  labor  laws  now 
on  the  statute  books  of  the  various  States  and  Provinces.  It 
is  almost  impossible  to  estimate  the  value  of  being  prepared 
when  you  are  confronted  with  trouble.  An  attorney  in  a  dis- 
tant city  handling  a  case  for  us  does  not  have  to  look  through 
the  law  libraries  for  his  references,  but  is  immediately  sup- 
plied from  headquarters.  We  are  able  to  give  advice  to  any 
of  our  members  who  have  been  unfortunate  enough  to  be  in- 
jured or  otherwise  while  employed  on  a  building.  The  oflftce 
is  in  charge  of  a  competent  attorney,  who  is  constantly  adding 
to  our  records  information  of  interest  to  the  laboring  man. 

OLD  HOME  AND  PENSIONS. 

Considerable  agitation  has  prevailed  for  some  time  rela- 
tive to  the  establishment  of  some  system  to  take  care  of  the 
aged  carpenter.  Two  methods  have  been  advocated.  One: 
"The  Old  Home."  The  other:  "The  Pension  System."  Both 
of  these  projects  appeal  to  the  membership,  and  both  of  them 
are  heartily  endorsed  up  to  the  point  of  financing  same,  when 
interest  immediately  ceases.  If  the  United  Brotherhood  of 
Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  America  are  going  to  continue  in 
the  future  as  they  have  in  the  past,  and  as  we  still  claim  to  be 
an  up-to-date  labor  organization,  then  some  steps  must  be 
taken  to  take  care  of  the  old  man  when  he  reaches  that  period 
in  life  where  he  can  no  longer  maintain  his  position  in  the 
industrial  world.  We  are  growing  older,  day  by  day,  and 
sooner,  perhaps,  than  we  realize,  will  reach  that  period  in  life 
where  we  will  find  that  securing  employment  is  an  uphill 
proposition.  I  believe  we  are  not  asking  too  much  of  the 
young  man  to  provide  a  home  for  the  old  one.  The  average 
carpenter  is  not  disposed  to  lend  a  helping  hand  to  the  feeble, 
and  it  is  very  seldom  that  young  men  are  found  who  will  reach 
out  their  hand  to  give  the  old  man  a  lift  in  his  daily  task.  I 
am  not  prepared,  at  this  time,  to  state  whether  an  old  home  or 
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the  pension  system  would  be  the  most  practical,  economical  or 
satisfactory  plan.  I  would  strongly  urge,  however,  that  the 
incoming  Executive  Board  be  instructed  to  compile  statistics  - 
giving,  as  near  as  possible,  the  approximate  cost  to  our  mem- 
bership, both  for  the  maintenance  of  a  home  and  the  paying 
of  pensions.  And  while  discussing  a  home,  I  believe  that  no 
consideration  should  be  given  to  any  project  that  does  not  pro- 
vide for  the  good  wife,  as  well  as  the  aged  brother. 

PRINTING  OF  OUR  JOURNAL. 

In  advocating  the  following  proposition,  I  am  doing  so 
for  the  reason  that  I  believe  it  is  to  the  best  interests  of  the 
Brotherhood.  There  is  nothing  that  will  interest  a  man  in 
his  home,  in  his  city  or  in  his  organization  more  than  "Prop- 
erty Rights."  When  the  carpenters  saw  fit  to  erect  their 
building  in  Indianapolis  many  objections  were  raised,  some 
evidently  preferring  to  be  contributors  to  the  landlord  system. 
Events  have  proven  that  the  action  taken  at  that  time  was  a 
wise  one,  and  I  do  not  believe  that  any  of  our  membership 
would  desire  to  see  us  surrender  our  building  and  again  be- 
come tenants,  and  this  brings  to  my  mind  another  proposi- 
tion, and  that  is : 

— The  Matter  of  Printing  our  Journal  and  Supplies — 

Few  of  our  membership,  perhaps,  realize  the  enormous 
amount  of  money  this  organization  has  paid  out  for  the  print- 
ing of  our  Journal,  constitutions  and  other  matters  required 
for  the  use  of  our  organization.  The  printing  of  The  Carpen- 
ter for  the  two  years  ending  July  1,  1914,  cost  $70,246.96; 
the  printing  of  books,  constitutions  and  other  supplies 
amounted  to  $38,018.08,  making  a  grand  total  of  $108,265.04 
that  has  been  paid  by  the  General  Office  of  the  United  Broth- 
erhood for  printing  during  the  last  two  years. 

I  have,  during  the  last  few  months,  made  investigations 
as  to  the  probable  cost  of  a  printing  plant  of  sufficient  size  to 
take  care  of  all  our  printing.  I  am  convinced,  from  the  figures 
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furnished  me  from  reliable  sources,  that  a  printing  plant  can 
be  established  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $30,000.00  which  will 
take  care  of  all  the  printing  to  be  done  for  the  general  organi- 
zation. I  am  not,  I  confess,  an  expert  on  figuring  printing 
matter,  but  I  do  not  believe  that  any  privately  owned  printing 
plant  could  successfully  continue  in  business  unless  it  figured 
on  at  least  20  per  cent,  profit  on  its  work,  and  by  taking  that 
figure,  it  will  be  seen  that  we  will  have  saved  in  two  years  the 
sum  of  $21,653.00.  To  this  is  the  added  advantage  of  having 
our  work  done  when  and  as  we  want  it.  We  will  be  in  a  posi- 
tion then,  if  the  convention  so  instructs,  that  we  can  print 
our  Journal  complete  in  the  French,  German  or  any  language 
we  may  desire.  We  will  be  in  a  position  to  furnish  the  Local 
Unions  and  District  Councils  all  their  printing  at  a  cost  con- 
siderably less  than  they  could  secure  it  elsewhere.  We  have 
ample  room  in  our  building  for  all  the  machinery  required, 
and  would  scarcely  have  to  change  a  partition  to  install  any 
of  it.  The  estimate  that  I  furnish  is  for  the  most  up-to-date 
machinery  manufactured.  I  believe  it  would  be  a  progressive 
step,  and  one  that  would  commend  itself  to  our  membership, 
and  I  am  sure  it  would  be  a  well-paying  financial  proposition 
as  well.  I  would  like  to  see  this  convention  instruct  the  Gen- 
eral Executive  Board  to  install  this  plant,  provided  it  can  be 
done  somewhere  near  the  figure  I  have  specified. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  summing  up,  will  state  that  I  have  made  this  report 
brief,  having  only  touched  upon  the  more  vital  subjects  and 
other  matters  of  great  importance  will  be  handled  verbally 
upon  the  floor  of  the  -convention. 

In  submitting  to  you  this  report,  I  can  not  find  words  to 
express  to  the  general  membership  my  appreciation  for  the 
hearty  co-operation  that  has  been  accorded  me.  My  communi- 
cations at  times  may  have  seemed  short  and  sharp,  but  I  have 
never  believed  in  long  or  useless  correspondence,  and  I  have 
tried  to  abbreviate  my  work  as  much  as  possible.  While  this 
convention  is  in  session,  I  trust  that  every  delegate  will  be- 
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come  acquainted  with  the  general  system  under  which  this  ^ 
organization  is  conducted.  They  will  find  no  place  in  the  coun- 
try an  institution  whose  affairs  are  conducted  in  a  more  syste- 
matic manner  than  those  of  the  General  Office  of  th6  U.  B. 

My  relations  with  the  General  Officers  of  this  Brotherhood 
have  been  of  a  most  satisfactory  nature.  Every  one  of  them 
has  used  his  time,  his  ability  and  his  knowledge  to  the  best 
interests  of  the  labor  movement,  and  while  I  am  not  going  to 
pretend  to  intimate  that  the  General  Officers  have  always 
agreed,  nevertheless,  each  one  of  them  has  been  big  enough 
and  broad  enough  to  acquiesce  to  the  will  of  the  majority,  and 
while  all  of  us,  the  writer  included,  have  at  different  times  had 
our  policies  and  opinions  contradicted  and  rejected,  there  has 
been  no  ill  feelings  engendered. 

I  wish  to  thank  my  associate  officers,  and  the  members  of 
the  General  Executive  Board,  for  their  most  generous  as- 
sistance, and  trusting  that  my  work  as  General  President 
meets  with  the  approval  of  the  general  membership,  I  beg  to

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REPORT  OF 

First  General  Vice-President 


To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Eighteenth  General  Con- 
vention of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and 
Joiners  of  America — Greeting : 

Brothers — Although  our  general  constitution  does  not 
specify  that  the  First  General  Vice-President  shall  make  a 
report  to  the  general  convention,  I  feel  that  I  would  be  shirk- 
ing my  duty  to  the  Brotherhood  if  I  did  not  give  you  a  brief 
outline  of  the  work  that  has  been  done  by  this  office  during 
my  occupancy  of  same. 

On  assuming  the  duties  of  office,  I  at  once  set  about  pro- 
curing information  as  to  the  working  conditions  of  the  mills, 
shops  and  factories  in  the  jurisdiction  of  our  Brotherhood.  ' 
To  get  this  information  it  was  necessary  to  send  a  circular 
letter  and  schedule  of  inquiries  to  our  Local  Unions  and  Dis- 
trict Councils.  It  was  necessary  to  follow  some  of  these  circu- 
lars with  other  letters  before  the  information  was  forwarded. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  Local  Unions 
and  District  Councils  reporting  on  the  condition  of  mills,  shops 
and  factories.  To  calculate  the  proportionate  number  of  re- 
sponses for  any  given  State,  add  the  figures  given  under 
''Number  of  Locals  Reporting  on  Mills,"  and  "Number  of  Dis- 
trict Councils  Reporting  on  Mills,"  and  subtract  this  sum  from 
the  total  number  of  locals  and  District  Councils  in  that  State. 
It  will  be  understood  that  this  table  does  not  give  the  number 
of  locals  in  the  different  States,  but  the  number  not  affiliated 
with  District  Councils,  as  locals  affiliated  with  District  Coun-  * 
cils  were  to  fill  out  and  forward  their  schedule  to  the  District 
Council,  the  latter  summarizing  the  same  into  one  report  to 
the  General  Office. 
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Following  is  the  data  compiled  from  these  reports: 
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The  following  shows  the  numlier  of  Local  Unions,  Dis- 
trict Councils,  State  and  Provincial  Councils  that  have  sub- 
mitted their  constitutions,  by-laws  and  trade  rules  to  this 
office  for  consideration,  as  specified  in  the  General  Constitu- 
tion: 
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The  foregoing  table  shows  a  total  of  533  locals,  117  Dis- 
trict Councils  and  eleven  State  and  Provincial  Councils  that 
submitted  their  laws  to  this  office  for  consideration,  correc- 
tion and  approval.  Of  this  number  six  locals  appealed  to  the 
General  Executive  Board  from  my  ruling  in  disapproving  of 
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parts  of  their  proposed  laws,  but  the  Board  sustained  my  rul- 
ing in  each  case. 

I  find  many  of  our  locals  are  somewhat  lax  in  keeping 
their  laws  and  rules  up  to  date  and  in  conformity  with  the 
latest  general  constitution.  Many  of  them  are  still  working 
under  laws  and  rules  that  were  adopted  several  years  ago, 
since  which  time  our  constitution  has  been  amended  and  many 
material  changes  made.  Locals,  District,  State  and  Provincial 
Councils  should  see  that  their  laws  and  rules  are  kept  in  con- 
formity with  the  operative  general  constitution,  as  in  many 
instances  members  are  misled  by  the  laws  and  rules  of  their 
locals,  when  they  take  same  as  authority  instead  of  referring 
to  the  general  constitution. 

Locals,  District,  State  and  Provincial  Councils,  in  submit- 
ting their  by-laws  or  rules  or  amendments  for  consideration, 
should  always  send  two  copies  and  see  that  same  are  signed 
and  sealed  by  the  proper  officers. 

In  considering  the  constitutionality  of  the  laws  and  rules 
of  the  various  locals.  District,  State  and  Provincial  Councils 
that  have  been  submitted  for  approval,  according  to  the  con- 
stitution my  object  and  aim  has  been  to  get  them  as  near  uni- 
form as  possible  in  conformity  with  the  general  constitution. 
It  has  been  my  experience  to  note  that  the  different  subordi- 
nate bodies  have  no  means  of  knowing  a  uniform  outline  to  go 
by  in  drafting  same.  To  facilitate  uniformity  insofar  as  possi- 
ble, I  would  suggest  the  following  outline  for  the  drafting  of 
laws  and  rules : 

The  laws  could  be  embodied  under  ''Constitution  and  By- 
Laws,"  or  under  ''By-Laws."  If  the  former  style  is  to  be  used 
Article  1  should  give  the  name  and  objects  of  the  local  or  coun- 
cil; Article  2,  the  qualification  of  members;  Article  3  should 
name  the  officers,  their  election,  duties  and  term  of  office,  and 
Article  4  should  provide  for  the  regular  and  special  meetings 
of  the  local  or  council.  The  manner  in  which  the  constitu- 
tion may  be  amended  should  be  given  in  a  final  article,  and, 
of  course,  there  would  necessarily  be  sections  under  each  arti- 
cle. A  constitution  of  this  kind  should  only  contain  the  essen- 
tial laws,  as  the  details  should  come  under  "By-Laws." 
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It  will  be  noted  that  most  of  the  subjects  covered  by  a  con- 
stitution as  above  outlined  are  already  covered  by  the  general 
constitution,  therefore  'the  laws  could  easily  be  contained  in  a 
set  of  by-laws,  giving  the  name  of  the  body  and  stating  the 
objects  of  same,  it  being  necessary  to  only  set  out  under  each 
part  whatever  stipulations  in  addition  to  those  given  in  the 
general  constitution  are  desired.  If  the  constitution  and  by- 
law system  is  used,  after  the  outline  for  the  former  has  been 
carried  out  the  ''By-Laws"  should  follow,  under  which  the 
other  laws  should  be  set  forth  under  different  articles  and  sec- 
tions, with  a  final  article  stating  how  same  may  be  amended. 

When  the  local  or  council  desires  to  set  out  parliamentary 
rules  in  addition  to  those  given  in  the  general  constitution, 
same  should  be  set  forth  under  ''Rules  of  Order."  If  they  are 
to  have  laws  governing  benefits  and  donations  they  should  be 
set  forth  under  "Laws  Governing  Benefits,"  and  any  law  or 
rule  that  is  strictly  a  trade  rule,  should  be  set  out  under  "Trade 
Rules."  A  provision  should  be  made  for  amending  any 
part  of  same. 

In  approving  of  laws  and  rules,  I  find  many  of  the  locals 
affiliated  with  District  Councils  are  adverse  to  submitting 
their  laws  to  the  District  Council  for  their  consideration  be- 
fore sending  them  to  the  General  Office  for  approval,  and  as 
one  of  the  main  objects  of  a  District  Council  is  to  create  and 
maintain  uniform  conditions  in  the  territory  it  covers,  all 
laws  and  rules  pertaining  to  the  government  of  Local  Unions 
should  be  sanctioned  by  the  District  Council  with  which  they 
are  affiliated  before  being  submitted  to  this  office  for  approval, 
as  by  so  doing  the  sick  and  accident  donations  of  all  locals 
in  a  district  would  be  made  uniform;  thus  eliminating  the 
possibility  of  members  desiring  to,  transfer  from  one  local  to 
another  in  order  to  derive  greater  benefits. 

A  great  deal  of  misunderstanding  seems  to  exist  in  many 
of  our  locals  in  regard  to  the  paying  of  sick  and  accident  dona- 
tions and  the  proper  manner  in  which  to  provide  for  same. 
I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  more  satisfactory  to  our 
general  organization  and  of  vast  benefit  to  our  locals  to  set 
aside  a  certain  per  cent,  of  the  receipts  as  a  contingent  fund. 
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from  which  all  sick  and  accident  donations  should  be  paid,  as 
in  many  instances  our  Local  Unions,  under  the  present  system, 
provide  for  a  sick  and  accident  donation  that  keeps  their  treas- 
uries depleted  to  such  an  extent  that  they  are  ofttimes  with- 
out funds  for  the  payment  of  the  running  expenses  of  their 
Local  Unions,  and  are  handicapped  as  a  result.  I  would  there- 
fore recommend  that  our  general  constitution  be  amended  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  allow  Local  Unions  to  set  aside  a  certain 
per  cent,  of  their  receipts  as  a  contingent  fund  to  be  itsed  for 
the  payment  of  sick  and  accident  donations  and  the  relief  of 
members  in  distress. 

The  laws  and  rules  of  most  locals  and  councils  contain 
references  to  certain  sections  of  the  general  constitution, 
which,  in  riiy  opinion,  should  be  avoided,  as  laws  of  such  bodies 
should  be,  and  usually  are,  general  and  cover  local  require- 
ments only,  but  by  making  these  references,  when  the  consti- 
tution of  the  organization  is  amended  and  the  sections 
changed,  a  member  may  be  misdirected,  or  a  change  in  the 
general  constitution  necessitates  the  trouble  of  changing  such 
laws  and  rules,  which  would  otherwise  not  always  be  neces- 
sary. 

Some  locals  are  possessed  of  the  mistaken  idea  that  per- 
sons over  the  age  limit  of  apprentices  and  not  qualified  as 
journeymen  may  be  admitted  to  semi-beneficial  membership  in 
the  United  Brotherhood,  classed  as  "Improvers."  Admission 
of  such  persons  should  never  be  considered  by  any  Local 
Union,  as  one  of  the  objects  of  our  organization  is  to  encourage 
an  apprenticeship  system,  thereby  giving  the  young  man  the 
opportunity  to  become  proficient  in  the  trade,  and  we  should 
not  encourage  men  that  can  not  qualify  as  journeymen  and 
who  are  too  old  to  join  as  apprentices  to  become  members  of 
our  organization. 

In  considering  laws  and  rules,  I  have  noted  some  locals 
are  inclined  to  permit  work  on  Labor  Day  when  the  member  is 
induced  by  ''double  time,"  and  that  some  locals  provide  only 
a  nominal  fine  on  members  for  working  on  said  holiday.  Labor 
Day  is  the  "Laborer's  Day,"  and  I  would  recommend  that 
work  on  that  day  be  strictly  discouraged. 
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Heretofore  the  General  Office  only  kept  a  record  of  the 
number  of  labels  issued  to  the  different  locals  and  districts, 
but  from  the  accompanying  table  it  will  be  noted  we  have 
ascertained  and  compiled  complete  data  of  the  various  firms 
having  use  of  our  label  on  their  products,  and  the  application 
that  the  locals  and  districts  are  now  required  to  fill  out,  in 
order  to  obtain  authority  to  use  the  label  on  the  products  of 
any  firm,  requires  the  name  of  the  firm,  what  manufactured, 
the  number  of  employes  and  their  class,  the  hours  worked,  the 
wages  paid  and  whether  their  products  are  used  locally  or 
shipped  to  outside  districts. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  mills  having  use 
of  the  label  in  each  State,  province  and  territory,  or  indicates 
whether  they  have  any ;  also  shows  the  number  of  mills  granted 
the  label  during  my  term  of  office:

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With  the  data  as  now  compiled  we  are  able  to  give  in- 
formation as  to  the  names  of  any  or  all  firms  having  use  of 
the  official  label  of  the  Brotherhood;  also  the  class  of  work 
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our  members  are  engaged  in  manufacturing.  In  order  that 
all  our  members  might  be  possessed  of  this  information,  I 
had  printed  and  sent  out  pamphlets  containing  a  complete 
list  of  the  firms  having  use  of  the  label  and  the  class  of  work 
they  manufactured. 

In  order  to  keep  this  record,  I  have  dispensed  with  the 
use  of  the  electrotype  die,  which  was  used  for  printing 
gummed  stickers  of  the  label,  as  it  is  an  impossibility  to  keep 
a  complete  record  of  that  kind  of  label,  and  its  use  presented 
an  inducement  to  misuse  the  label.  The  rubber  stamp  is 
the  most  practicable  for  ordinary  mill  work,  as  it  gives  the 
number  of  the  mill,  the  district  and  State  in  which  same  is 
located,  and  is  therefore  easily  distinguished;  and  the  condi- 
tions of  any  mill  that  has  use  of  our  label  can  be  given  by  this 
office. 

The  transfer  labels  offer  many  opportunities  for  misuse, 
and  too  much  care  can  not  be  taken  by  the  steward  to  see  that 
each  label  in  his  possession  is  properly  applied  to  products 
manufactured  under  fair  conditions,  and  account  kept  of 
same.  In  mills  where  the  transfer  label  is  used,  the  rubber 
stamp  should  also  be  applied  to  the  products;  thereby  mak- 
ing it  possible  for  this  office  to  answer  any  inquiry  as  to  the 
name  of  the  firm  manufacturing  same,  but  it  is  impossible  to  • 
give  this  information  when  only  the  transfer  label  is  used. 

I  find  many  Local  Unions  and  District  Councils  do  not 
apply  to  the  General  Office  for  their  labels  other  than  the 
transfer  labels,  and  as  it  is  necessary  for  all  applications  and 
orders  for  the  label  to  come  to  this  office,  in  order  to  keep  a 
record  of  same  and  the  mills  having  their  use,  I  would  recom- 
mend that  our  general  constitution  be  amended  in  such  a  man- 
ner that  all  Local  Unions  and  District  Councils  be  required  to 
apply  to  the  General  Office  for  all  labels,  and  that  they  be  fur- 
nished at  the  cost  of  procuring  same. 

Conditions  as  they  now  are  and  have  been  for  years  past 
make  it  possible  for  a  firm  having  a  mill,  shop  or  factory  in 
one  locality  to  obtain  the  use  of  the  label  on  the  products  of 
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said  shop  by  employing  our  men  and  giving  them  fair  condi- 
tions in  that  shop;  while  at  the  same  time  said  firm  may  be 
operating  a  mill  in  another  locality  under  conditions  that 
would  not  warrant  the  possibility  of  even  considering  the 
granting  of  our  label.  This  is  detrimental  to  the  interests 
and  welfare  of  our  organization,  and  I  would  recommend  that 
our  general  constitution  be  amended  so  as  to  require  that  any 
firm  having  more  than  one  mill,  shop  or  factory,  to  get  the 
use  of  the  label  6n  any  of  its  products,  shall  establish  condi- 
tions in  all  its  mills,  shops  or  factories  such  as  will  warrant 
the  use  of  the  label  on  its  entire  output. 

There  has  been  a  material  increase  in  the  number  of 
firms  having  use  of  our  label  during  my  term  of  office,  and 
to  further  the  interests  of  our  members,  and  as  a  protection 
to  those  that  are  working  under  conditions  as  specified  in  our 
general  constitution,  I  would  recommend  that  a  date  be  set 
for  some  time  in  the  near  future  (consistent  with  present 
existing  agreements  and  excepting  firms  manufacturing 
boxes) ,  when  all  firms  that  use  our  label  shall  conform  to  the 
eight-hour  day  as  specified  in  the  general  constitution. 

There  appears  to  be  a  lack  of  interest  among  our  general 
membership  in  regard  to  the  label,  which  should  be  overcome. 
Every  member  should  use  his  utmost  endeavor  to  promote 
the  use  of  and  create  a  demand  for  material  and  products 
upon  which  our  label  is  placed;  thereby  furthering  the  wel- 
fare of  our  general  organization.  Realizing,  however,  the 
difficulty  to  be  experienced  in  furthering  the  use  of  our  label 
with  advertising  only  through  the  columns  of  our  official 
journal  and  directories  published  by  this  office,  I  wish  to 
recommend  affiliation  with  the  Label  Trades  Department  of 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  whose  object  is  to  further 
the  interests  of  all  organizations  affiliated  therewith  and  ad- 
vertise the  various  labels,  as  I  believe  it  would  be  beneficial 
for  our  Brotherhood  to  be  aflfiliated  with  that  department  and 
assist  to  maintain  same,  insofar  as  paying  per  capita  to  said 
department  on  our  membership  engaged  in  the  manufacture 
of  products  and  material  upon  which  our  label  is  placed. 
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Furthermore,  as  we  should  adopt  from  time  to  time  other 
means  of  interesting  our  membership  as  well  as  the  general 
public  and  endeavor  to  get  them  to  promote  the  use  of  our 
label,  I  believe  that  the  matter  of  advertising  same  should  be 
given  to  the  First  General  Vice-President. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  thank  my  colleagues,  President 
Kirby,  Secretary  Duffy,  Treasurer  Neale,  the  members  of  the 
General  Executive  Board,  and  the  local  officers  for  the  co- 
operation and  assistance  rendered  me  in  the  performance  of 
my  duties. 

Trusting  this  report  is  worthy  of  your  consideration,  and 
will  meet  with  your  approval,  and  extending  to  each  and  every 
member  of  our  Brotherhood  my  best  wishes  for  future  suc- 
cess, I  remain.

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Eighteenth  General  Con- 
vention of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and 
Joiners  of  America : 

Brothers — In  conformity  with  Section  38  of  our  General 
Constitution,  I  herewith  submit  my  biennial-  report  for  the 
term  ending  June  30,  1914 : 

As  I  am  now  a  member  of  the  General  Executive  Board, 
in  accordance  with  Section  42  of  the  General  Constitution 
adopted  at  our  last  convention  and  approved  by  the  refer- 
endum vote  of  our  members,  and  as  the  General  Executive 
Board  submits  a  report  to  this  convention  there  is  no  necessity 
in  any  case  of  covering  the  ground  twice.  You  will  therefore 
find  this  report  chiefly  statistical.  It  is  good  information  to 
have  and  should  be  in  the  hands  of  our  local  officers  at  all  times 
for  ready  reference  when  information  is  wanted  and  desired. 

Twenty  years  ago  the  Eighth  General  Convention  of  the 
United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  America  was 
held  in  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  at  which  time  the  organization 
consisted  of  587  Local  Unions  with  a  membership  in  good 
standing  of  33,917.  Twenty  years  later,  or  on  June  30,  1914, 
it  consisted  of  2,015  Local  Unions,  132  District  Councils  and 
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fourteen  State  and  Provincial  Councils  with  a  membership  in 
good  standing  of  212,160.  In  organizing  work  this  is  a  record 
to  be  proud  of.

COMPILATION  OF  RECORDS  OF  MEMBERSHIP. 

A  careful  compilation  of  the  records  of  the  membership 
of  the  United  Brotherhood  on  file  at  the  General  Office,  for  the 
fiscal  years,  from  June  30,  1912,  to  June  30,  1914,  shows  a 
marked  improvement,  both  in  the  membership  and  the  man- 
ner in  which  the  financial  secretaries  of  the  different  locals 
reported  same.  While  there  are  numerous  instances  of  dis- 
crepancies occurring,  they  are  kept  to  a  minimum  by  the  con- 
stant check  and  recheck  of  the  card  filing  system. 

The  amount  of  back  tax  owing  the  General  ^  Office  has  de- 
creased, from  that  of  previous  years,  since  the  system  was 
first  inaugurated,  and  it  is  only  a  matter  of  time  when  this, 
too,  will  be  reduced  to  a  still  smaller  percentage. 

For  the  better  understanding  of  the  members  at  large, 
and  the  financial  secretaries  in  particular,  you  will  find  under 
the  caption,  "Monthly  Reports,''  the  many  instances  in  which 
discrepancies  occur,  and  a  careful  review  of  same  will  assist 
them  and  the  General  Office  materially. 

In  connection  with  this  we  would  again  call  the  financial 
secretaries'  attention  to  Section  180  of  the  General  Constitu- 
tion, which  reads,  'The  financial  secretary  shall  make  a  writ- 
ten report  monthly  to  the  General  Secretary  on  the  official 
blanks  furnished  for  that  purpose;  said  report  must  be  sent 
to  the  General  Secretary  not  later  than  the  tenth  day  of  each 
month,  for  the  month  preceding,"  etc. 

Too  much  stress  can  not  be  laid  to  the  strict  adherence 
to  this  section  of  the  General  Constitution  by  financial  secre- 
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taries,  as  the  records  at  the  General  Office  depend  entirely 
upon  the  reports  received,  and  when  delayed,  the  records 
necessarily  suffer,  and  has  been  the  cause  in  some  instances 
of  holding  up  the  payment  of  claims. 

We  would  also  call  the  financial  secretaries'  attention  to 
and  request  a  strict  observance  of  Sections  102  and  108  of  the 
General  Constitution  which  governs  the  issuing  and  receiving 
of  clearance  coupons,  as  in  many  instances  these  sections  have 
been  carelessly  complied  with,  particularly  Section  108,  which 
reads,  ''On  deposit  of  said  card  the  financial  secretary  receiv- 
ing it  must  sign  and  affix  the  seal  to  the  coupon  and  forward  it 
to  the  General  Secretary  as  evidence  of  its  deposit,  along  with 
his  monthly  report." 

In  many  instances  the  financial  secretary  followed  the  old 
rule,  and  sent  the  coupons  to  the  local  issuing  same  and  many 
have  been  received  at  this  General  Office  without  the  financial 
secretary's  signature  or  the  number  of  the  local  receiving 
same,  and  were  consequently  of  no  use  as  a  matter  of  record. 

MONTHLY  REPORTS. 

The  records  show  2,015  Local  Unions  affiliated  with  the 
United  Brotherhood  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  June  30, 
1914,  and  of  that  number  an  average  of  130  a  month  have 
failed  to  send  in  their  monthly  reports  and  were  consequently 
fined  as  per  Section  180  of  the  General  Constitution.  While 
it  is  true  that  the  majority  of  those  fined  sent  their  reports  in 
afterward,  it  does  not  offset  the  issue  in  question,  and  is  neces- 
sarily a  cause  of  unnecessary  trouble  and  expense  to  the  Gen- 
eral Office.  While  this  department  is  expected  to  and  does 
check  and  correct  errors  in  the  membership  arising  from  over- 
sights on  the  part  of  local  officers  in  making  out  their  monthly 
reports,  it  can  not  be  expected  to  reduce  the  errors  to  the 
minimum  necessary  for  a  correct  record,  when  reports  come 
in  after  prior  reports  have  been  checked  and  corrected,  and 
for  the  better  understanding  of  all,  will  call  your  attention  to 
an  instance  that  affects  the  records,  viz:  A  member  is  ad- 
mitted to  a  local  in  June,  but  the  local  accepting  his  clearance 
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fails  to  send  in  its  report  for  that  month,  and  is  consequently- 
notified  and  fined.  In  the  meantime  the  member  takes  clear- 
ance from  that  local  and  deposits  in  another  and  is  promptly 
reported;  his  card  rs  looked  for  in  the  till  of  the  local  which 
failed  to  send  in  its  report,  and  is  consequently  not  found. 

This  necessitates  making  a  card  for  the  member  as  a 
matter  of  record  and  consequently  his  name  is  in  duplicate  at 
the  office  until  the  report  from  the  local  he  originally  trans- 
ferred to  is  received,  or  the  correspondence  necessarily  in- 
volved is  answered;  in  the  absence  of  either,  the  nlember's 
name  stays  in  two  different  locals  indefinitely. 

Another  oversight  on  the  part  of  local  officers,  and  a 
cause  of  serious  drawback  to  the  General  Office,  is  their  failure 
to  give  their  local  number  and  address  on  the  face  of  the 
monthly  report. 

Another  defect  that,  with  a  little  care  on  the  part  of  finan- 
cial secretaries  could  be  reduced  to  a  minimum,  is  repeatedly 
reporting  the  same  members  in  arrears,  and  granted  clear- 
ance which  necessarily  reduces  the  totals  of  the  reports  more 
than  actually  in  good  standing  at  the  time  of  reporting,  and 
could  be  obviated  by  noting  in  the  "Remarks"  column  of  the 
ledger,  after  the  month  the  member  was  reported  in  arrears, 
or  granted  clearance,  the  word,  "Reported." 

Errors  of  this  nature  are  too  numerous  to  go  into  detail 
with  in  this  report,  but  I  would  recommend  that  local  officers 
give  a  little  attention  to  the  pamphlet  of  "Instructions"  fur- 
nished by  the  General  Ofl^ice  from  time  to  time. 

For  the  information  of  our  local  oflficers  we  herewith 
enumerate  the  many  steps  necessary  to  thoroughly  check  their 
monthly  reports  so  that  they  may  see  how  easy  it  is  for  dis- 
crepancies to  occur,  and  we  trust  that  after  they  have  care- 
fully perused  same  they  will  use  every  endeavor  to  guard 
against  mistakes  getting  in  their  reports  in  the  future. 

Reports  not  properly  filled  out  on  their  face — 

1.  Reports  starting  with  less  than  prior  one  closed. 

2.  Reports  calling  for  less  per  capita  tax  than  member- 
ship shows. 
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3.  Not  including  per  capita  tax  for  members  granted 
clearance. 

4.  Reports  not  giving  local  number. 

5.  Reports  not  giving  name  of  city  or  State.

AUDITS. 

Since  June  30,  1912,  up  to  and  including  June,  1914,  398 
audits  were  made  of  different  locals  and  there  are  yet  many 
locals  whose  membership  records  show  that  a  check-up  of  their 
accounts  with  the  General  Office  is  necessary. 

The  audits  made  showed  back  tax  due  the  General  Office 
amounting  to  $6,694.50,  of  which  aomunt  $4,525.00  was  paid, 
and  $2,169.50  satisfactorily  explained. 

In  connection  with  this  check-up  we  would  call  the  finan- 
cial secretaries'  attention  to  the  necessity  of  giving  in  detail 
all  the  data  required  on  the  blanks  furnished  for  that  purpose, 
viz: 

Under  the  heading,  'Initiated,"  give  full  date  of  initia- 
tion, but  if  admitted  on  clearance,  specify  same,  giving  date 
of  admission  and  local  number  transferred  from. 

Under  heading,  ''Month  for  which  dues  were  last  paid,*' 
give  month  for  which  dues  were  last  paid  for. 
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A  careful  observance  of  the  above  ''headings"  will  enable 
the  General  Office  to  make  an  intelligent  comparison  of  the 
local's  membership  with  the  reports  previously  submitted. 

BACK  TAX. 

The  back  tax  due  and  paid,  resulting  from  Jhe  check  of 
monthly  reports  and  audits,  are  as  follows : 

Double  deductions  from  June  30,  1912,  to  June  30,  1914, 
amounted  to  $1,778.50,  of  which  amount  $925.50  was  paid  and 
$853.00  satisfactorily  explained.  Errors  on  face  of  reports,

which  amount  $1,027.25  was  paid  and  $159.00  satisfactorily 
explained.  Errors  from  reporting  less  to  start  than  prior 
report  closed  amounted  to  $773.25,  of  which  amount  $216.75 
was  paid  and  $556.50  satisfactorily  explained.

THE  CARPENTER. 


Every  issue  of  our  official  monthly  journal,  'The  Carpen- 
ter," contains  information  of  importance  to  every  member, 
and  should  be  read  by  every  member  as  this  is  the  official 
means  of  keeping  the  membership-at-large  in  close  touch  with 
the  doings  of  our  organization. 

The  Editorials  deal  with  matters  of  interest  to  organ- 
ized labor  in  general  and  our  Brotherhood  in  particular. 

''Official  Information"  contains  list  of  General  Officers, 
our  principles,  reports  of  the  General  President  and  the  Gen- 
eral Vice-Presidents,  minutes  of  the  General  Executive  Board, 
localities  to  be  avoided,  new  unions  organized,  etc. 

"Correspondence."  Under  this  head  we  publish  letters 
sent  us  by  Local  Unions,  District  Councils,  State  bodies,  offi- 
cers and  members ;  also  letters  from  the  American  Federation 
of  Labor  and  its  departments  and  the  Canadian  Trades  and 
Labor  Congress. 

"News  Notes  from  Local  Unions"  contain  much  informa- 
tion of  value  and  interest,  the  doings  of  our  unions,  reports 
of  State  Councils,  list  of  State  Councils,  etc. 

"Trade  Notes."  Under  this  head  are  given  proposed  trade 
movements,  strikes  and  lockouts  under  way,  successful  trade 
movements,  agreements  made,  and  the  like. 

"Craft  Problems."  This  department  has  been  covered 
before  in  reports  to  former  conventions.  It  is  an  educative 
and  instructive  department  to  both  young  and  old  alike  and  is 
of  special  interest  to  all. 

After  this  follows  "Claims  Paid  During  the  Month," 
"Death  Roll"  of  members,,  "Directory  of  Business  Agents," 
advertising,  price  list  of  supplies  furnished  by  the  G.  0.,  etc., 
all  of  which  is  new  matter  each  and  every  month,  irrespective 
of  what  is  said  to  the  contrary. 
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In  our  report  to  the  Milwaukee  convention  in  1904  we 
drew  attention  to  what  we  had  to  contend  with  in  the  adver- 
tising line.  In  fact  we  said:  "It  is  a  dangerous  proposition 
to  enter  into  a  contract  with  any  party,  firm,  company  or  cor- 
poration to  run  advertisements  for  a  certain  given  time  in  our 
journal.  No  sooner  do  we  do  so  than  something  occurs  where- 
by said  party,  firm,  company  or  corporation  is  declared  unfair 
to  organized  labor  by  some  central  body  in  which  our  Local 
Unions  are  represented,  and  demands  are  made  on  us  to  im- 
mediately discontinue  the  publication  of  such  advertisements 
in  the  future,  irrespective  of  whether  we  are  liable  to  a  suit 
at  law  or  not." 

Again  at  the  Niagara  Falls  convention  in  1906  we  re- 
ported as  follows : 

**We  experience  quite  a  little  trouble  and  sometimes  an- 
noyance and  difficulty  in  our  advertising  department.  We  are 
compelled  from  time  to  time  to  enter  into  contracts  with  ad- 
vertisers for  a  specified  time.  Afterward  it  occurs  that  said 
advertiser  or  advertisers  are  placed  on  the  unfair  list  by  our 
Local  Unions,  District  Councils  or  by  some  central  body  with 
which  our  unions  are  affiliated.  We  are  then  requested  to  dis- 
continue the  publication  of  such  advertisements  irrespective 
of  whether  we  have  a  contract  or  not,  and  irrespective  of 
whether  we  are  liable  to  a  suit  at  law  or  not.  We  wish  it  to 
be  clearly  understood  that  where  we  enter  into  a  contract  we 
intend  to  keep  that  contract  until  it  expires ;  then  and  not  till 
then  can  we  take  definite  action  in  matters  of  this  kind." 

In  order  to  save  ourselves  from  such  suits  we  discontinued 
entering  into  contracts  with  parties  for  advertising  for  any 
given  period  of  time.  All  we  do  now  is  to  accept  the  advertise- 
ment from  month  to  month,  giving  the  advertiser  the  right  to 
discontinue  advertising  with  us  at  any  time  and  giving  us 
also  the  right  to  refuse  advertisements  at  any  time. 

Then  again,  several  years  ago  the  General  Executive 
Board  instructed  us  to  double  up  the  rates  for  advertising 
space,  making  it  $50.00  per  page  per  month,  $25.00  per  half- 
page  per  month,  and  $1.50  cents  per  square  inch  per  month 
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for  anything  less  than  one-half  page.  Much  advertising  was 
lost  through  these  instructions,  yet  with  all  these  drawbacks 
our  income  from  advertising  in  our  Journal  for  the  last  two 
years  amounted  to  $6,270.70. 

When  application  is  made  for  advertising  space  in  "The 
Carpenter"  we  immediately  communicate  with  our  organiza- 
tion whei'e  the  application  comes  from  for  information  as  to 
whether' or  not  the  applicant  is  fair  to  organized  labor.  If 
unfair  the  advertisement  is  rejected. 

You  can  therefore  realize  how  we  are  hampered  and  cur- 
tailed when  dealing  with  advertisers. 

Unless  we  are  given  permission  to  enter  into  yearly  con- 
tracts with  advertisers  and  the  right  to  accept  advertisements 
from  those  fair  to  the  carpenters  our  income  from  this  source 
will  not  materially  increase. 

In  compliance  with  the  instructions  of  our  last  conven- 
tion, held  in  Washington,  D.  C,  in  September,  1912,  I  had  our 
official  Journal  registered  at  the  patent  office  of  the  United 
States  in  Washington,  D.  C.  Herewith  follows  the  papers  in 
the  case :

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CONSTITUTIONAL  AMENDMENTS. 

Florida  State  Council — 

The  Florida  State  Council  of  the  U.  B.  of  C.  and  J.  of  A.,  in  conven- 
tion assembled,  offer  the  following  as  an  additional  section  to  the  Gen- 
eral Constitution  to  be  submitted  at  the  next  general  convention  to  be 
held  at  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  during  the  month  of  September,  1914,  and  to 
be  known  as  Sec.  193A: 

"There  shall  be  appointed  at  the  first  meeting  in  July  by  the  Presi- 
dent an  investigating  committee  consisting  of  eight  members,  any  three 
of  whom  may  serve,  and  all  applications  for  membership  and  all  clear- 
ance cards  shall  be  referred  to  this  committee.  No  member  appointed 
on  this  committee  can  decline  to  serve  except  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
members  present  at  the  meeting  when  the  appointments  are  announced 
grant  him  permission. 

"It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  examine  all  applicants  for 
membership  as  to  his  qualifications  and  to  determine  if  the  applicant  is 
a  competent  mechanic  capable  of  commanding  the  minimum  scale  of 
wages.  They  shall  prepare  a  list  of  questions  for  the  candidate  to  an- 
swer, and  if  at  any  time  it  develops  that  a  candidate  upon  whom  they 
reported  favorable  and  who  was  admitted  to  membership  is  not  a  com- 
petent mechanic,  the  members  of  the  committee  whose  names  appear 
on  the  application  as  favoring  his  admission  shall  be  fined  the  sum  of 
$25.00  each  and  be  forever  debarred  from  holding  any  office  in  the 
U.  B. 

"This  fine  shall  be  assessed  against  the  L.  U.  admitting  the  member 
in  the  first  instance  by  the  G.  S.  upon  receipt  of  proof  and  applied  to 
organizing  purposes,  the  L.  U.  to  collect  the  money  from  the  offenders 
in  the  manner  provided  in  Sec.  203." 

Michigan  State  Council — 

Whereas,  The  several  Local  Unions  of  the  U.  B.  yearly  pay  out  a 
large  sum  of  money  in  premiums  on  bonds  for  their  officers;  and, 

Whereas,  The  G.  O.  yearly  pays  out  a  considerable  sum  for  investiga- 
tion of  defalcation  cases;  and. 

Whereas,  This  money  which  is  paid  by  the  Local  Union  can  be  made 
to  pay  the  expense  of  investigations  as  well  as  the  prepiiums,  and  unde- 
sirable publicity  in  defalcation  cases  may  be  avoided  by  forming  a  bond- 
ing department  of  the  U.  B.;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Constitution  be,  and  is,  hereby  amended 
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to  provide  for  the  formation  of  the  "bonding  department  of  the  U.  B.," 
which  shall  underwrite  the  bonds  of  the  officers  of  the  Local  Unions  of 
the  U.  B,,  viz.:  That  the  following  new  section  be  inserted  to  be  known 
as  Section  51  A:  "Said  board  of  trustees  shall  also  have  charge  of  the 
bonding  department  of  the  U.  B.  and  shall  underwrite  the  bonds  of  the 
officers  of  the  Local  Unions  and  District  Councils  of  the  U.  B.;  they 
shall  fix  a  rate  of  premiums  sufficient  to  pay  the  legitimate  expenses  of 
the  department." 

Yonkers  (N.  Y.)  District  Council —  * 

Be  it  Resolved,  That  we,  the  members  of  the  Yonkers  District  Council 
of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  America,  con- 
sider that  the  time  has  arrived  when  concerted  action  of  great  bodies  of 
workers  should  be  taken  to  meet  the  problem  of  unemployment,  also 
that  the  opportunity  to  get  a  living  should  be  made  more  secure.  That 
the  reductions  in  the  hours  of  labor  is  the  most  sane  and  feasible  method 
whereby  a  greater  number  of  the  workers  would  get  that  opportunity 
to  make  a  living;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  as  the  initiative  in  a  matter  of  this  kind  should  be 
taken  by  a  well-organized  body  of  workers,  and  as,  the  workers  in  the 
building  industry  are  as  well  organized  as  any,  and  the  carpenters  as 
part  of  that  industrial  body  should  take  the  initiative  in  this  matter  at 
the  next  convention  held  in  Indianapolis  in  September,  1914,  we  there- 
fore offer  the  following  resolution  to  be  put  to  the  delegates  at  the  con- 
vention : 

"Resolved,  That  on  and  after  April  1,  1916,  a  workday  of  eight  hours 
per  day  and  five  days  per  week  shall  constitute  a  week's  work  and  no 
work  shall  be  done  on  Saturdays;  and  be  it  further 

"Resolved,  That  both  nationally  and  locally  ways  and  means  shall  be 
taken  to  induce  the  other  organizations  of  the  building  trades  to  take 
similar  action." 

Local  Union  61,  Kansas  City,  Mp. — 

New  section:  "Any  member  having  reached  the  age  of  sixty  years 
and  has  been  a  member  of  the  U.  B.  continuously  for  fifteen  years,  and 
who  is  unable  to  earn  the  minimum  wage  by  reason  of  the  infirmities 
of  age,  may  make  application  to  his  Local  Union  for  an  old  age  pension 
donation. 

"Hereupon  the  President  of  the  L.  U.  shall  appoint  a  committee  of 
three  members  in  good  standing,  who  will  report  in  writing,  giving  a 
full  account  of  the  applicant's  character  and  his  resources. 
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"If  it  be  found  that  the  applicant  has  no  source  of  income  except  his 
labor,  and  that  he  is  worthy,  the  committee  may  recommend  a  donation 
not  to  exceed  $20.00  per  month. 

"If  the  L.  U.  endorses  the  recommendation  the  report,  with  all  in- 
formation, including  the  members  voting  for  and  against  the  endorse- 
ment, shall  be  sent  to  the  G.  P. 

"The  G.  P.  shall  immediately  satisfy  himself  about  the  merits  of  the 
case  &nd,  finding  the  proceedings  to  meet  the  true  intent  of  this  section, 
shall  instruct  the  G.  T.  to  send  to  the  F.  S.  of  t\ie  L.  U.  the  amount  of 
donation  the  first  of  each  month  as  long  as  the  recipient  remains  a  mem- 
ber of  the  U.  B. 

"If  said  member  takes  a  C.  C.  the  F.  S.  will  write  on  book  stub  and 
return  slip  the  amount  of  donation  due  the  first  of  each  ensuing  month." 

The  true  intent  of  this  section  is  to  take  proper  care  of  our  old  mem- 
bers without  altering  their  habits  of  life  or  their  standing  in  the  Broth- 
erhood. 

Local  Union  64,  Louisville,  Ky. — 

New  section:  Whereas,  A  number  of  contractors  have  in  the  past 
been  awarded  contracts  for  building  work  in  different  cities  and  are 
making  a  practice  of  employing  members  of  the  U.  B.  in  one  locality 
and  non-union  men  in  another  locality.  We  believe  that  this  practice  is 
detrimental  to  our  organization;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  when  a  Local  Union  files  a  complaint  against  a  firm, 
contractor  or  corporation,  that  said  firm,  contractor  or  corporation  are 
employing  non-union  carpenters  in  their  locality,  that  the  General  Pres- 
ident, First  Vice-President  or  General  Secretary  is  hereby  empowered 
to  notify  the  locals  of  the  different  cities  where  the  firm,  contractors  or 
corporation  are  employing  U.  B.  carpenters  to  stop  all  work  until  the 
matter  has  been  adjusted  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Local  Union  filing 
the  complaint;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  any  officer  or  business  agent  refusing  to  strike  the 
contractor's  work  complained  of  when  notified  by  the  General  Office  that 
a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  ($100)  dollars  be  imposed,  said  fine 
to  be  imposed  by  the  General  President  and  collected  by  the  General 
Secretary.  And  should  any  Local  Union  disobey  the  above  rules,  said 
local  to  be  suspended  from  all  benefits  for  a  period  of  three  months. 

Local  Union  144,  Macon,  Ga. — 

Add  new  section  to  the  General  Constitution  to  read:  "That  the  Gen- 
eral Secretary  shall  furnish  the  monthly  Carpenters'  Journal  to  each 
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brother's  address,  which  shall  be  furnished  by  the  F.  S.  of  each  Local 
Union." 

Local  Union  144,  Macon,  Ga. — 

Add  new  section  to  the  General  Constitution  to  read:  "That  all  locals 
shall  pay  five  cents  a  month  for  a  delegate  to  the  general  convention,  so 
that  local  can  send  a  delegate  and  be  better  represented  at  the  general 
^convention,  and  it  shall  be  sent  to  the  General  Secretary  with  the 
monthly  per  capita  tax.  When  a  delegate  is  elected  by  his  Local  Union 
the  General  Secretary  shall  furnish  funds  for  the  said  delegate  to  the 
general  convention,  and  if  Local  Unions  see  fit  to  send  more  than  one 
delegate  they  shall  furnish  the  funds  from  their  treasury  for  the  extra 
delegate." 

Local  Union  174,  Joliet,  111. — 

New  section:  (Section  54B.)  The  U.  B.  shall  hold  jurisdiction  over 
all  interior  setting  of  slate  and  artificial  marbleized  wainscoting  and 
erection  of  pressed,  stamped  or  corrugated  steel  or  iron  paper-board 
ceiling  and  rubberoid  and  dry-ply  paper  roofing  and  all  cement  form 
work  around  building. 

Local  Union  224,  Jacksonville,  Fla. — 

Proposed  amendments  to  the  General  Constitution  by  adding  three 
new  sections: 

1.  "It  shall  be  a  violation  of  the  General  Constitution  for  any  mem- 
ber of  the  U.  B.  to  discriminate  against  any  other  member  in  good 
standing  on  any  job  on  account  of  political  affiliations,  creed,  nation- 
ality, race  or  color,  subject  to  a  fine  (under  penalty  of)  not  exceed- 
ing $25.00." 

2.  "It  shall  be  a  violation  of  the  General  Constitution  for  a  L.  U.  or 
D.  C,  or  any  member  or  officer  of  the  U.  B.,  to  agitate  or  in  any  way 
attempt  to  pass  in  any  city,  locality,  D.  C.  or  L.  U.  segregation  laws 
against  any  member  of  the  U.  B.,  subject  to  a  fine,  suspension  or  expul- 
sion by  the  General  President  or  General  Executive  Board." 

3.  "It  shall  be  a  violation  of  the  law  of  the  U.  B.  for  any  L.  U.  or 
D.  C.  to  place  any  contractor  or  firm  on  the  fair  list  who  makes  discrim- 
inations against  any  of  its  members  because  of  race,  nationality,  polit- 
ical affiliations,  creed  or  color,  under  penalty  of  suspension  or  expul- 
sion." 

Local  Union  309,  New  York- 
Sec.  122a  (new  section) :  Whenever  in  the  judgment  of  the  G.  P. 
there  be  a  superfluous  number  of  Local  Unions  located  in  any  locality, 
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and  he  should  deem  in  his  wisdom  a  consolidation  for  the  best  interest 
of  the  organization,  locally  or  at  large,  he  shall  have  power  to  order 
two  or  more  of  such  Local  Unions  to  consolidate  and  to  enforce  the  con- 
solidation, provided  such  course  receives  the  sanction  of  the  G.  E.  B. 

Local  Union  309,  New  York  City— 

Whereas,  Among  the  evils  from  which  the  wage  worker  has  to  suffer, 
sickness  possibly  excepted,  there  is  no  evil  more  seriously  menacing  his 
well-being,  nor  more  disastrous  in  its  effect,  than  unemployment;  and, 

Whereas,  The  members  of  a  brotherhood  should  deem  it  their  moral 
duty  to  materially  assist  their  brother  members  out  of  work;  and, 

Whereas,  It  is  to  the  interest  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  entire  mem- 
bership of  any  trade  that  members  are  accorded  relief  when  out  of  em- 
ployment, thus  keeping  them  from  offering  their  services  for  less  than 
the  union  scale  of  wages,  a  course  which  for  years  past  has  been  suc- 
cessfully pursued  by  the  Amalgamated  Society  of  Carpenters  and  Join- 
ers, the  International  Cigarmakers'  Union  and  others  by  means  of  an 
out-of-work  benefit;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Executive  Board  is  hereby  directed  to,  as 
early  as  possible,  draft  a  set  of  rules  and  regulations  for  the  governing 
of  an  out-of-work  benefit  feature  for  our  U.  B.,  making  provision  there- 
in for  the  weekly  payment  of  dues  which  the  feature  will  necessitate 
and  submit  these  rules  and  regulations  to  the  membership  for  a  gen- 
eral vote. 

.    Local  Union  309,  New  York  City— 

Whereas,  Pursuant  to  Sec.  3  of  the  General  Constitution,  proclaim- 
ing our  objects,  it  is  our  endeavor  as  an  organization  to  elevate  the 
moral,  intellectual  and  social  condition  of  our  members;  and. 

Whereas,  To  attain  this  object  we  should  make  a  foremost  point  to 
assist  our  members  in  securing  employment  by  obtaining  control  over 
the  supply  and  demand  in  our  trade;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  it  shall  be  compulsory  for  all  District  Councils  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  this  U.  B.  and  for  all  Local  Unions  in  localities  where 
more  than  one  Local  Union,  but  no  District  Council  exists,  to  establish 
and  maintain  an  employment  office  that  will  afford  the  employer  the 
opportunity  to  apply  to  for  help  and  our  members  to  apply  to  when  in 
search  of  work. 
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Local  Union  374,  Buffalo,  N.  Y.— 

Whereas,  The  referendum  is  a  valuable  instrument  in  conducting  % 
business  affairs  of  the  Brotherhood  and  a  thorough  instrument  of  de- 
mocracy; and, 

Whereas,  The  Brotherhood  is  taxed  to  a  needless  expense  in  spread- 
ing the  referendum  throughout  the  various  locals;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  hereafter  the  editor  of  our  monthly  magazine,  The 
Carpenter,  have  inserted  a  referendum  column  in  which  all  referendums 
to  be  voted  upon  shall  appear.  Said  referendums'  shall  appear  one 
month  before  final  action  is  taken  by  the  members  of  the  locals,  and  that 
we  vote  on  all  referendums  as  they  appear  in  the  journals  without  fur- 
ther instructions. 

Local  Union  815,  Haywards,  Cal. — 

A  new  section:  "Any  member  of  the  U.  B.  on  becoming  a  member  of 
a  state  militia  or  national  guard  shall  have  his  name  stricken  off  the 
roll  of  membership  and  shall  not  be  eligible  to  membership  until  his 
retirement  from  the  state  militia  or  national  guard." 

Local  Union  815,  Haywards,  Cal. — 

New  section:  "All  international  general  officers  shall  be  nominated 
at  the  general  convention  and  when  elected  by  referendum  vote  shall 
hold  office,  unless  recalled  or  otherwise  legally  removed,  for  a  period  of 
four  years.  All  sections  or  portion  of  sections  in  conflict  with  the  new 
section  shall,  on  adoption  of  new  section,  be  absolutely  repealed." 

Remarks — The  object  in  submitting  the  above  is  that  the  two-year 
convention  entails  a  big  expense  on  both  the  General  Office  and  locals 
affiliated  with  the  U.  B.  The  constant  changing  of  portions  of  the  Con- 
stitution every  two  years  is  an  unnecessary  expense  to  the  U.  B.  The 
curtailing  of  the  expense  will  give  the  U.  B.  Headquarters  more  money 
for  absolute  necessities. 

Local  Union  1325,  Edmonton,  Canada — 

New  Section :  "Any  member  of  a  Local  Union  so  desiring  may  write 
an  article  for  publication  in  The  Carpenter,  and  if  read  before  and  en- 
dorsed by  a  majority  of  the  members  present  at  a  regular  meeting  of  his 
Local  Union,  the  G.  S.  shall  have  no  option,  but  must  insert  same  within 
three  calendar  months  from  date.  No  Local  Union  to  have  this  privi- 
lege more  than  once  monthly." 
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Local  Union  1325,  Edmonton,  Canada — 

New  section:  "No  financial  assistance  shall  be  granted  from  head- 
quarters to  any  local  or  D.  C.  making  a  trade  movement  for  an  increase 
of  wages  unless  they  have  already  adopted  the  eight-hour  day  or  are 
trying  to  get  a  reduction  of  hours  together  with  an  increase  of  wages." 

Local  Union  1325,  Edmonton,  Canada — 

Eliminate  G.  E.  B.  decision,  April  6,  1898,  re  national  guard,  and  in- 
sert the  following  new  section  in  Constitution: 

"No  candidate  shall  be  admitted  to  membership  who  is  a  member  of 
the  militia  or  national  guard.  A  member  who  joins  either  of  these 
forces  after  initiation  into  the  U.  B.  shall  be  liable  to  expulsion." 

Local  Union  1330,  Grand  Rapids,  Mich. — 

Whereas,  We  believe  that  a  distinction  ought  to  exist  between  in- 
terior woodworkers  or  millmen  and  furniture  workers;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  all  members  employed  by  firms  engaged  in  the  manu- 
facture of  interior  trim  or  fixtures  shall  belong  to  what  is  commonly 
known  as  Interior  Woodworkers  or  Millmen's  Locals  where  such  exist. 
Such  trim  or  fixtures  shall  consist  of  stair  work,  doors,  door  and  win- 
dow frames  and  sash,  mantels,  beams,  panel  work  and  flooring  and  all 
trim  used  in  the  completion  of  the  building;  also  all  bank,  store,  office 
and  bar  fixtures.  All  members  going  into  a  mill  or  shop  engaged  in  the 
manufacture  of  material  specified  in  the  foregoing  section  shall  be 
obliged  to  transfer  into  the  aforesaid  local  within  two  weeks. 

Local  Union  1544  of  Coal  City,  111.— 

New  section  J.84A:  Duties  of  Assistant  Conductor:  "Assistant  Con- 
ductor shall  inquire,  collect  data  relative  to  the  promoting  of  the  use  of 
the  union  label,  and  wherever  the  U.  B.  label  is  in  use,  shop  or  factory, 
and  help  the  Steward  to  advertise  and  promote  its  use  locally  and  gen- 
erally, and  he  shall  report  to  each  meeting  the  inconsistent  members 
that  patronize  non-union  production  of  wearing  apparel  and  supplies." 

Local  Union  1695,  Providence,  R.  I. — 

New  section:  "Whenever  it  is  desirous  that  the  U.  B.  should  affiliate 
with  any  national  or  international  organization  or  withdraw  from  such, 
or  to  enter  into  agreement  for  offensive  or  defensive  purposes,  such  affil- 
iation, withdrawal  or  agreement  shall  be  referred  to  a  general  vote  of 
the  membership  and  to  become  effective  shall  require  a  two-thirds  vote 
of  the  members  voting  to  decide." 
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Local  Union  1.695,  Providence,  R.  I. — 

New  section:  "The  G.  P.,  First  G.  V.-P.,  G.  S.,  G.  T.  and  the  G.  E.  B. 
shall  submit  in  combined  form,  through  the  G.  E;  B.,  to  the  U.  B.  con- 
vention a  general  biennial  report  on  the  financial  and  industrial  condi- 
tion of  the  organization.  The  report  shall  avoid  as  far  as  possible 
duplication  of  work  and  shall  contain  such  recommendations  to  the  gen- 
eral convention  for  the  conduct  and  government  of  the  U.  B.  as  the  G. 
E.  B.  may  decide." 

Strike  out  in  Sec.  33:  "He  shall  also  submit  a  biennial  report  to  the 
general  convention." 

Strike  out  in  Sec.  38:  "And  submit  a  biennial  report  to  the  conven- 
tion." 

Strike  out  in  Sec.  41 :  "And  shall  submit  a  biennial  report  to  the  con- 
vention showing  the  total  receipts  and  expenses  for  the  preceding  two 
years." 

Local  Union  471,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. — 

Amend  Section  4  of  the  General  Constitution  to  read  that  "the  U.  B. 
shall  meet  in  general  convention  biennially  on  the  third  Monday  in  Sep- 
tember in  the  city  in  which  the  headquarters  of  the  U.  B.  is  situated." 

Local  Union  247,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.— 

Amend  Section  4  of  the  General  Constitution  to  read  that  "the  U.  B. 
shall  meet  in  general  convention  biennially  on  the  third  Monday  in  Sep- 
tember in  the  city  in  which  the  headquarters  of  the  U.  B.  is  situated." 

It  is  the  opinion  of  L.  U.  247  that  this  will  eliminate  the  expense  of 
bringing  the  records,  etc.,  of  the  General  Office  to  the  different  cities,  as 
has  been  the  custom  heretofore,  and  will  mean  a  big  saving  to  the  or- 
ganization. 

Berkshire  County  D.  C,  North  Adams,  Mass. — 
Amend  Section  6  by  adding  the  following: 

"A  District  Council  composed  of  three  or  more  Local  Unions  situated 
in  contiguous  territory  which  has  been  organized  and  has  held  regular 
meetings  for  at  least  one  year  prior  to  any  general  convention  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  delegate,  who  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
a  delegate  from  a  Local  Union." 

Local  Union  470,  Tacoma,  Wash. — 

In  place  of  present  Sections  6  to  12,  inclusive,  substitute  the  follow- 
ing: 

7— Carp.  Pro. 
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Sec.  6.  The  general  convention  shall  consist  of  delegates  from  rep- 
resentative districts  composed  as  follows:  In  convention  years  the  G. 
E.  B.  shall,  at  its  April  meeting,  divide  the  U.  B.  into  representative 
districts  containing  as  near  as  may  be  approximately  1,000  members 
each  and  composed  of  Local  Unions  grouped  about  conveniently  accessi- 
ble to  central  points.  Provided,  that  at  its  discretion  the  G.  E.  B.  may 
make  one  district  each  of  Porto  Rico,  Hawaii,  the  Philippines  and  two 
of  Alaska.  And  provided,  that  any  L.  U.  having  approximately  1,000 
members,  or  more  than  1,000  members,  shall  constitute  one  district,  with 
one  delegate  for  each  1,000  members  and  an  additional  delegate  for 
every  additional  1,000  members  or  majority  fraction  thereof,  and  any 
D.  C.  having  within  its  jurisdiction  approximately  1,000  members  or 
more  than  1,000  members  may,  at  its  own  request,  if  deemed  advisable 
by  the  G.  E.  B*,  be  made  into  one  district  with  one  delegate  for  every 
1,000  members  or  majority  fraction  thereof.  Otherwise  each  district 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  delegate  and  no  proxy  representation  shall  be 
allowed.   Each  delegate  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  only. 

Sec.  7.  The  number  of  members  on  which  per  capita  tax  was  paid 
for  the  month  of  March  preceding  shall  be  the  basis  of  representation. 

Sec.  8.  To  be  eligible  as  a  delegate  to  the  general  convention  a  mem- 
ber must  be  a  journeyman  carpenter  as  per  Sec.  53,  working  at  the 
trade  and  depending  on  it  for  a  livelihood,  or  employed  by  the  organiza- 
tion, and  must  be  a  member  in  good  standing  in  some  L.  U.  in  the  dis- 
trict he  represents,  and  must  have  been  a  member  in  continuous  good 
standing  in  the  U.  B.  for  one  year  next  preceding  his  election  except 
when  his  L.  U.  has  not  been  in  existence  that  length  of  time. 

Sec.  9.  Conventions  in  representative  districts  for  the  election  of 
delegates  to  the  general  convention  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  July 
at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  G.  E.  B.  and  shall 
be  fixed  at  the  time  the  districts  are  formed,  and  shall  be  uniform  for 
the  United  States,  Canada  and  Mexico.  The  R.  S.  of  the  L.  U.  in  the 
city  where  the  district  convention  is  held,  or  where  there  is  more  than 
one  L.  U.  in  the  city,  the  R.  S.  of  the  D.  C,  or  if  there  is  more  than  one 
representative  district  in  the  jurisdiction  of  that  D.  C,  the  R.  S.  of 
one  of  the  L.  U.'s  in  the  district  shall  act  as  secretary  of  the  district 
convention  and  all  the  official  acts  of  the  convention  as  well  as  the 
credentials  of  the  representatives  shall  be  authenticated  by  the  seal  ot 
that  L.  U.  or  D.  C.  of  which  the  secretary  is  an  officer.  The  secretary 
of  the  convention  shall,  under  penalty  of  a  $5.00  fine,  at  once  report  to 
the  G.  S.  the  names  and  postoffice  addresses  of  the  delegates  and  alter- 
nates elected.  The  records  of  the  proceedings  of  the  district  convention 
shall  be  deposited  with  the  L.  U,  or  D.  C.  of  which  the  secretary  of  the 
convention  is  an  officer. 
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Sec.  10.  The  mileage  and  per  diem  of  delegates  to  the  general 
convention  shall  be  paid  from  the  general  funds  of  the  U.  B.;  provided, 
however,  that  the  G.  E.  B.  shall  have  power  to  levy  a  special  assess- 
ment for  that  purpose  if  they  deem  it  advisable. 

Delegates  to  the  general  convention  shall  be  paid  $6.00  per  day  for 
the  time  necessarily  spent  in  going  to,  attending  and  returning  from 
the  convention  and  21  cents  per  mile  for  the  distance  traveled  by  the 
most  direct  route. 

Sec.  11.  Representation  in  district  conventions  shall  be  on  the  basis 
of  one  vote  for  reach  L.  U.  with  fifty  members  or  less,  and  an  additional 
vote  for  every  additional  fifty  members  or  major  fraction  thereof.  It 
shall  be  optional  with  each  L.  U.  to  elect  delegates  equal  to  the  entire 
number  of  votes  to  which  it  is  entitled,  or  to  elect  a  less  number  with 
power  to  cast  the  entire  vote  to  which  the  L.  U.  is  entitled.  Otherwise 
no  proxy  representation  shall  be  allowed. 

Sec.  12.  The  per  diem  and  expenses  of  delegates  to  district  con- 
ventions sh^ll  be  paid  by  the  L.  U.'s  they  represent. 

Local  Union  26,  Syracuse,  N.  Y. — 

Amendment  to  Section  8,  General  Constitution:  Amend  by  strik- 
ing out  the  words,  "A  journeyman  carpenter  (as  per  Sec.  53),"  and 
strike  out  all  of  section  after  the  word  "required"  in  tenth  line.  The 
proposed  section  to  read: 

"The  election  of  delegates  and  alternates  shall  be  held  during  the 
month  of  July  preceding  the  convention.  All  members  shall  be  notified 
by  mail  to  attend  the  meeting,  at  which  the  delegates  are  to  be  elected. 
No  member  shall  be  eligible  as  a  delegate  unless  he  is  working  at  and 
depending  on  the  trade  for  a  livelihood  or  employed  by  the  organization, 
and  twelve  months  a  member  in  good  standing  in  the  L.  U.  prior  to  his 
election,  except  where  the  L.  U.  has  not  been  in  existence  for  the  time 
herein  required." 

Local  Union  755,  Superior,  Wis. — 

Amend  Sec.  10  of  the  General  Constitution  by  adding  after  the  word 
"credentials,"  second  line,  the  words:  "and  due  book." 

Reasons — The  committee  on  credentials  requires  the  due  book  of  the 
delegate,  although  not  so  required  by  the  constitution.  Why  not  put  it 
there? — although  this  local  believes  that  the  original  sent  in  July  should 
be  compared  with  the  card  system  in  the  General  Office  which  shows  the 
standing  of  any  delegate  and  would  make  the  production  of  due  book 
unnecessary  and  consequently  save  time  and  dispute  in  the  convention. 
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Local  Union  807,  Toluca,  111.— 

Amend  Section  17  after  the  word  "same"  and  insert  "and  their 
salaries  and  expenses  shall  be  fixed  at  the  general  convention  and  paid 
out  of  the  funds  of  the  U.  B."  Also  add  after  the  letters  G.  T.  (fourth 
line)  first  G.  V.  P.  and  second  G.  V.  P.  so  that  the  section  will  read  as 
follows:  "The  General  Officers  shall  be  required  to  attend  the  conven- 
tion, and  they  shall  have  a  voice  in  same,  and  their  salaries  and  ex- 
penses shall  be  fixed  at  the  general  convention  and  paid  out  of  the 
funds  of  the  U.  B.  The  G.  P.,  G.  S.,  G.  T.,  and  first  and  second  G.  V. 
P.'s  shall  act  as  the  committee  on  credentials  one  day  in  advance  of  the 
convention." 

Local  Union  94,  Providence,  R.  L — 

Amend  Section  18  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"General  Officers  of  the  U.  B.  shall  consist  of  a  General  President, 
two  General  Vice-Presidents,  a  General  Secretary,  a  General  Treasurer 
and  an  Executive  Board  of  one  member  from  each  created  territorial 
division  of  the  United  States  and  Canada,  who  shall  be  exempt  from  all 
duties  in  the  local  union  to  which  they  belong." 

Local  Union  971  of  Reno,  Nev. — 

Amend  Section  18  of  the  general  constitution  (General  Officers)  by 
adding  after  the  word  "members"  in  the  fourth  line  of  said  section,  the 
following:  "and  all  delegates  to  the  A.  F.  of  L.  and  the  B.  T.  Depart- 
ment." 

Local  Union  1015,  Saratoga  Springs,  N.  Y. — 

Section  19  of  the  constitution  of  1913  to  be  amended  as  follows,  so 
far  as  organizers  are  concerned: 

"That  any  and  all  organizers  employed  shall  be  elected  from  any 
local  in  the  State. 

"Each  State  to  be  divided  into  four  (4)  districts. 

"All  organizers  shall  perform  their  duties  only  in  the  district  from 
which  they  are  elected. 

"Each  organizer  shall  be  elected  by  ballot. 

"That  the  names  of  the  candidates  be  placed  in  the  ballot  box  and 
the  General  Executive  Board  shall  act  as  a  board  of  electors. 

"The  first  four  (4)  names  drawn  from  each  State  shall  be  declared 
elected  by  the  General  President  and  credentials  given  as  such. 
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The  candidates  so  declared  elected  shall  act  only  within  the  district 
for  which  and  from  which  they  were  respectively  elected." 

Local  Union  144,  Macon,  Ga. — 

.Amend  Section  19  of  the  general  constitution  of  1913  as  follows, 
so  far  as  organizers  are  concerned:  "That  all  organizers  employed  in 
one  State  shall  be  elected  from  any  local  in  the  State. 

"Each  State  shall  be  divided  into  two  districts.  All  organizers 
shall  perform  their  duties  only  in  the  district  in  which  they  are  elected. 

"Each  organizer  shall  be  elected  by  the  Australian  ballot  system 
and  appointed  by  the  General  President.  All  organizers  shall  make  a 
report  to  the  Local  Union  where  no  D.  C.  exists,  and  if  there  is  a  D. 
C.,  he  shall  report  to  the  D.  C.  the  conditions  of  the  city." 

Local  Union  55,  Denver,  Colo. — 

Amend  Sec.  19.  Strike  out  the  words  two  thousand  in  lines  two, 
three  and  four  and  insert  the  words  "twenty-five  hundred."  Strike  out 
the  word  four  in  line  six  and  insert  the  word  "five." 

— Nomination  and  Election — 

Local  Union  No.  94,  Providence,  R.  L — 

Section  19.  "Nominations  for  all  General  Officers  shall  be  made  on 
the  fourth  day  of  the  first  week  of  the  convention.  The  names  of  all 
such  nominees  shall  be  printed  on  official  ballots  according  to  the  Aus- 
tralian ballot  system,  supplied  for  a  referendum  vote  by  the  U.  B.  to 
each  L.  U.  through  the  General  Secretary,  and  shall  designate  each  re- 
spective office,  the  number  of  candidates  to  be  voted  for  and  the  use  of 
all  other  ballots  shall  be  prohibited." 

Local  Union  No.  971  of  Reno,  Nev. — 

Amend  Section  20  of  the  General  Constitution  by  striking  out  the 
words  "delegate  to  the  A.  F.  of  L.  and  B.  T.  Department"  wherever  men- 
tioned in  Section  20  of  the  General  Constitution  on  Page  6. 

Local  Union  No.  94,  Providence,  R.  I. — 

Section  20.  "Election  of  all  officers  shall  be  held  during  the  third 
week,  commencing  the  third  Sunday  in  November  following  the  conven- 
tion on  a  special  day  to  be  designated  by  the  Local  Unions.  All  mem- 
bers must  be  notified  by  first-class  mail  of  the  time  and  place  of  such 
election.  Ballots  for  the  election  shall  be  mailed  to  each  Local  Union  at 
least  thirty  days  next  preceding  the  week  of  the  election." 
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Local  Union  No.  94,  Providence,  R.  I. — 

Section  21.  "The  President,  R.  S.  and  F.  S.  of  the  Local  Union  shall 
be  present  during  the  time  set  for  such  elections.  The  Local  Union  shall 
elect  two  tellers,  who  shall  be  members  of  the  union.  The  President  shall 
act  as  judge  of  the  election  and  shall  have  charge  of  the  official  ballots 
provided  by  the  U.  B.  for  such  election  and  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
proper  distribution  of  the  same.  The  R.  S.  shall  act  as  clerk  of  election 
and  the  F.  S.  shall  certify  to  the  fitness  of  the  members  to  vote  at  such 
election,  provided,  each  member  voting  is  a  member  in  good  standing  of 
the  Local  Union  in  which  he  votes." 

Local  Union  No.  94,  Providence,  R.  I. — 

Section  22.  "All  ballots  shall  be  marked  by  making  an  *X'  opposite 
the  name  of  the  nominees  to  be  voted  for  and  shall  be  immediately  placed 
by  the  member  vottng  in  a  box  provided  for  such  purpose  by  the  Local 
Union,  which  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  president  of  the  Local  Union. 
After  the  time  for  balloting  has  elapsed,  the  ballots  shall  be  counted  by 
the  tellers  in  the  presence  of  the  president  of  the  Local  Union.  The  R. 
S.  of  the  Local  Union  shall  then  prepare  duplicate  statements  showing 
the  number  of  votes  cast  for  each  candidate  on  election  blanks  furnished  ' 
by  the  General  Secretary,  such  statements  to  be  signed  by  the  tellers,  at- 
tested by  the  President  and  R.  S.  and  have  seal  attached,  one  copy  to  be 
sent  to  the  General  Secretary  by  the  R.  S.  of  the  Local  Union  hy  regis- 
tered mail  and  one  copy  to  be  retained  by  the  Local  Union.  All  election 
returns  must  be  sent  to  the  General  Secretary  in  sealed  envelopes,  said 
envelopes  to  be  furnished  by  the  General  Secretary  and  marked  'Election 
Returns,  care  of  General  Secretary,  United  Brotherhood  of  CarpenUrs 
and  Joiners  of  America,  Carpenters'  building,  Indianapolis,  Ind.'  The 
General  Secretary  shall  turn  over  all  'Election  Returns'  to  the  tabula- 
tion committee  when  it  reports  for  duty  in  the  same  condition  as  received. 
All  voted  ballots  to  be  counted  shall  be  sent  by  mail,  parcel  post  or  ex- 
press, to  the  General  Secretary  by  the  R.  S.  so  as  to  be  received  not  later 
than  December  15,  following  the  election,  and  all  blank  ballots  shall  be 
immediately  destroyed  by  the  Local  Union," 

Local  Union  No.  94,  Providence,  R.  L — 

Sec.  23.  "There  shall  be  a  tabulation  committee  of  five  members  of 
the  United  Brotherhood  elected  at  each  general  convention  who  shall 
meet  at  the  General  Office,  December  15,  following  election,  and  who  shall 
tabulate  all  votes  as  cast  by  each  L.  U.  of  this  U.  B.  for  each  candidate 
according  to  the  intent  of  the  voters,  and  no  Local  Union's  vote  shall  be 
rejected  for  cause  unless  first  proven  that  such  votes  were  not  properly 
filed  or  were  fraudulently  cast,  and  then  not  until  the  protested  Local 
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Union  has  had  reasonable  notice  to  file  answer  with  the  tabulation  com- 
mittee. When  the  tabulation  committee  finally  rejects  a  Local  Union's 
vote  as  cast,  notice  of  same  must  be  given  the  Local  Union  involved.  Ap- 
peal for  a  recount  may  be  taken  to  the  G.  E.  B.  from  the  count  or  de- 
cision of  the  tabulation  committee  by  any  Local  Union  whose  vote  is  re- 
jected by  the  tabulation  committee,  and  all  such  votes  shall  be  counted 
for  the  candidates  in  accordance  with  the  decision  of  the  G.  E.  B.  All 
such  appeals  must  be  attested  before  a  notary  public  by  affidavit  as  to 
the  truth  of  their  written  or  printed  statements." 

Local  Union  No.  94,  Providence,  R.  I. — 

Section  24.  ^'Election  returns  to  be  counted  by  the  tabulation  com- 
mittee must  be  received  at  the  General  Office  not  later  than  December 
15,  unless  it  is  evident  that  for  any  cause  other  returns  or  election  state- 
ments received  later  could  not  reach  the  General  Office  from  the  date  of 
election  given  to  the  time  specified,  the  tabulation  committee  shall  allow 
such  reasonable  time  allowance  as  would  permit  the  fair  returns  of  the 
votes  to  the  General  Office,  provided,  however,  no  votes  shall  be  counted 
which  are  received  after  the  tabulation  committee  has  reported  in  writ-* 
ing  to  the  General  President  its  findings  of  all  the  votes  cast  by  locals  for 
each  respective  candidate  and  the  nominees  receiving  a  plurality  of  all 
legal  votes  cast,  and  counted  as  such,  shall  be  declared  elected  and  shall 
hold  office  for  a  term  of  two  years,  commencing  February  1  following 
election  and  continuing  thereafter  every  two  years,  or  until  their  succes- 
sors are  duly  chosen  and  qualified.  A  full  accounting  of  each  Local 
Union's  vote  shall  be  published  in  succeeding  issues  of  The  Carpenter 
irrespective  Of  the  time  it  is  received." 

Local  Union  No.  94,  Providence,  R.  I. — 

Section  24a.  "The  salaries  of  the  General  Officers  shall  be  fixed  by 
the  General  Convention  and  shall,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  refer- 
endum, be  as  follows: 

"To  the  General  President,  $3,000  annually; 

"To  the  General  Secretary,  $2,500  annually; 

"To  the  General  Treasurer,  $2,300  annually; 

"To  the  First  General  Vice-President,  $2,000  annually. 

"The  members  of  the  General  Executive  Board  and  the  general 
organizers  shall  receive  the  sum  of  $4.50  per  day  for  such  part  of  their 
time  as  is  used  in  the  service  of  the  U.  B." 

Local  Union  No.  94,  Providence,  R.  I. — 

Section  24b.  "All  delegates  and  committees  to  represent  the  U.  B. 
for  any  purpose  in  the  gift  of  the  convention  shall  be  nominated  and

elected  in  convention  as  follows ;  On  the  fourth  day  of  the  first  week  of 
the  convention  following  the  nominations  of  General  Officers  the  nom- 
inations for  all  such  delegates  and  committees  shall  be  made.  The  names 
of  all  nominees  as  nominated  shall  be  placed  on  official  ballots  supplied 
by  the  U.  B.,  printed  under  the  proper  headings,  and  no  other  form  of 
ballot  shall  be  considered  legal.  Election  shall  be  held  on  the  fifth  day 
of  the  first  week  of  the  convention  in  regular  session  and  shall  be  voted 
by  the  delegate  making  a  (X)  cross  opposite  the  name  of  the  nominee 
to  be  voted  for.  The  President,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  shall  appoint 
five  tellers  to  count  the  votes,  and  the  nominees  receiving  a  plurality  ,  of 
all  legal  votes  cast  shall  be  declared  elected." 

Local  Union  No.  94,  Providence,  R.  I. — 

Section  25.  Strike  out  "All  parts  of  sections  conflicting  with  the 
amendments  shall  be  repealed  immediately  upon  adoption  of  same." 

Local  Union  No.  807,  Toluca,  111.— 

Amend  Section  28  after  the  word  "Columbia"  on  last  line  by  adding 
"and  they  shall  render^  a  semi-annual  brief  report  of  all  moneys  expended 
in  their  respective  divisions  on  strikes,  lockouts  and  lawsuits  and  shall 
not  sanction  nor  allow  any  appropriations  to  pay  for  territory  or  State 
organizing  work  of  combined  districts  and  their  salaries  and  expenses 
shall  be  fixed  at  the  general  convention  and  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the 
U.  B. 

Local  Union  807,  Toluca,  111.— 

Amend  Section  32  on  fourteenth  line  after  the  word  "necessary"  to 
word  "in"  on  same  line  and  insert  "and  shall  see  that  the  organizer  is 
paid  each  week  the  minimum  wage  scale  of  the  district  wherein  he  resides 
or  at  the  time  of  his  appointment,  and  hotel  not  to  exceed  $3.00  per  day 
for  such  part  of  his  time  as  is  used  in  the  service  of  the  U.  B." 

Local  Union  144,  Macon,  Ga. — 

Amend  Section  32  of  the  General  Constitution  on  the  fourteenth 
line  after  the  word  "necessary"  to  word  "in"  on  the  same  line,  and  in- 
sert: "and  shall  see  that  the  organizer  is  paid  four  dollars  a  day  and 
three  dollars  hotel  and  incidentals  for  such  part  of  his  time  in  service 
of  the  U.  B." 

Local  Union  476,  New  York,  N.  Y.— 

Addition  to  Section  32,  Duties  of  General  President,  eighth  line,  after 
letters  "U.  B.":    "And  at  any  time  within  his  judgment  consolidate  any 
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locals  in  any  district  where  it  is  shown  that  it  is  for  the  best  interests 
of  the  district  or  U.  B." 

Explanation — To  our  minds  it  is  unnecessary  expense  to  the  locals 
having  small  membership  such  as  rent,  officers'  salaries,  delegates  and 
committees'  services  when  same  can  be  reduced  by  consolidating.  At 
the  present  time  there  are  several  locals  meeting  in  the  same  building 
and  on  the  same  night  and  we  believe  it  would  be  for  the  benefit  of  above 
said  locals  and  the  U.  B.  in  general  if  they  were  consolidated. 

Local  Union  359,  Philadelphia,  Pa. — 

Amendment  to  Section  32  of  the  General  Constitution,  page  10: 

Add  after  the  word  "necessary,"  on  the  sixth  line:  "He  may  per- 
sonally, or  by  deputy,  order  members  to  cease  work  for  any  contractor 
or  employer  who  is  acting  unfair  to  the  U.  B.  in  other  localities,  and 
members  so  ordered  shall  receive  benefits  from  the  general  fund,  as  per 
Section  136  of  this  constitution." 

Local  Union  1325,  Edmonton,  Can. — 

Amend  Section  32,  after  the  word  "necessary,"  line  14,  insert  the 
words,  "In  all  cases  the  organizer  appointed  shall  be  satisfactory  to  a 
majority  of  the  members  voting  in  the  district  in  which  he  is  to  work." 

Local  Union  807,  Toluca,  111.— 

Amend  Section  35  on  fourth  line  after  the  word  "same"  and  insert 
"and  he  shall  devote  his  time  as  a  general  adviser  of  the  apprentice 
system  and  shall  secure  a  list  of  all  apprentices  in  each  L.  U.  and  he 
shall  get  into  communication  within  the  rank  of  the  U.  B.  and  shall  fur- 
nish the  apprentice  with  blank  forms  or  schedule  of  questions  as  to  the 
kindred  branch  of  woodworking  the  apprentice  is  engaged  at  and  local 
conditions  and  his  report  or  communication  shall  bear  the  signature 
of  the  president  and  seal  of  the  L.  U.  wherein  he  holds  his  membership. 
Also  he  shall  give  his  attention  to  the  questions  of  danger  to  health  and 
accident  and  life  of  the  apprentice  and  shall  decide,  with  the  consent  of 
the  G.  P.,  questions  as  to  the  qualifications  of  journeymen  wherein  his 
ruling  is  required  and  shall  submit  a  quarterly  report  to  the  G.  P.  for 
the  information  of  the  G.  E.  B.,  same  to  be  published  in  our  official  jour- 
nal, The  Carpenter." 

Local  Union  55,  Denver,  Colo. — 

Amend  Sec.  36.  Add  after  the  word  union,  in  line  ten,  "He  shall 
mail  a  copy  of  the  journal  each  month  to  the  address  of  each  member  of 
the  U.  B.  in  good  standing." 
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Local  Union  1325,  Edmonton,  Canada — 

Amend  Section  36  after  the  word  "statement,"  line  12,  strike  out  "in 
pamphlet  form,"  and  substitute  "in  The  Carpenter." 

Local  Union  11,  Cleveland,  Ohio — 

We  believe  that  every  member  of  our  organization  should  be  given 
a  complete  financial  statement,  monthly,  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures 
of  our  General  Office  by  publication  in  our  official  journal,  and  to  bring 
about  this  we  offer  the  following,  which  would  make  Section  36,  of  our 
constitution,  read  as  below: 

Section  36  to  be  amended  and  read  as  follows:  "The  General  Sec- 
retary shall  keep  a  correct  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  convention, 
preserve  all  important  documents,  papers  and  letters,  and  retain  copies 
of  all  important  letters  sent  by  him  on  buisness  of  the  United  Brother- 
hood. 

"He  shall  conduct  all  official  correspondence  appertaining  to  the- 
office,  and  sign  all  charters,  if  in  proper  order. 

"He  shall  have  charge  of  the  seal  of  the  United  Brotherhood,  and 
shall  affix  it  to  all  important  official  documents.  He  shall  publish  the 
official  journal  on  the  15th  of  each  month,  giving  therein  all  business 
appertaining  to  the  Local  Unions.  He  shall  issue  the  general  password 
quarterly,  and  publish  a  financial  statement  monthly  in  the  journal  of 
all  moneys  received  and  expended,  giving  the  sources  from  which  they 
are  received  and  to  whom  and  for  what  purposes  paid." 

Local  Union  75,  Indianapolis,  Ind. — 

Amend  Section  38  of  the  General  Constitution  to  read  as  follows: 
"The  General  Secretary  shall  annually  gather  statistics  as  to  the  hours 
of  labor,  rate  of  wages,  meeting  nights,  places  of  meeting,  Saturday  half- 
holiday  and  agreements  with  employers  of  all  Local  Unions  and  District 
Councils  and  publish  same  annually  in  the  August  issue  of  The  Carpen- 
ter. He  shall  publish  an  annual  report  of  his  work  and  submit  a  biennial 
report  to  the  convention  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  required 
of  him  by  this  constitution." 

Local  Union  174,  Joliet,  111. — 

Amend  Section  53  of  the  General  Constitution  by  inserting  the  fol- 
lowing six  (6)  kindred  branches  of  carpentry  on  the  fourth  (4th)  and 
(6th)  lines  under  the  heading,  "Qualifications  for  Membership:" 

(1st.)    Addition  on  fourth  (4th)  line,  after  the  word  "stairbuilder," 
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add,  "pressed  and  stamped  steel  and  iron  or  hollow  metal-cover  trim- 
builder." 

(2d,)  Addition  on  fourth  (4th)  line  before  ship-joiner,  add  "ship- 
wright or  ship-joiner." 

(3d.)  Addition  on  sixth  (6th)  line  after  the  word  "builder"  add  "box- 
making." 

(4th.)  Addition  on  sixth  (6th)  line  before  words,  "or  running,"  add 
"wood  veneer  maker." 

(5th.)  Addition  on  sixth  (6th)  line  after  "wood- working,"  add  "or 
wood-turning  machinery." 

Section  53,  as  amended,  to  read:  A  candidate  to  be  admitted  to  full 
membership  in  any  Local  Union  of  the  U.  B.  must  be  not  less  than  twen- 
ty-one (21)  years  and  not  over  fifty  (50)  years  of  age,  and  must  be  a 
journeyman  carpenter  or  joiner;  stairbuilder,  pressed  and  stamped  steel 
and  iron  hollow  metal-cover  trimbuilder;  shipwright  or  ship- joiner,  mill- 
wright, planing  bench  hand,  cabinetmaker,  carbuilder,  boxmaker,  wood 
veneermaker  or  running  wood-working  or  wood-turning  machinery.  He 
must  be  of  good  moral  character  and  competent  to  command  standard 
wages.    (See  Sections  56  and  80.) 

Muskegon,  Mich.,  District  Council — 

Whereas,  The  mills  situation  in  the  north  has  been  in  the  past  years 
in  poor  condition;  the  outside  men  have  been  using  their  best  endeavors 
to  get  the  inside  men  organized,  but  to  date  the  efforts  have  proven  a 
failure;  and. 

Whereas,  The  Manufacturers'  Association  on  the  other  hand  has 
been  at  work  discriminating  against  and  disrupting  the  unions,  claiming 
that  the  national  constitution  does  not  hold  jurisdiction  over  the  classes 
of  workmen  necessary  in  a  furniture  mill  as  provided  in  the  qualifications 
for  membership  as  shown  in  Section  53;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  an  addition  be  made  to  this  section  in  the  sixth  line 
after  the  word  "machinery"  to  read:  "Trimmers,  packers,  craters,  stain- 
ers  and  finishers." 

Local  Union  554  (Ship  Calkers),  San  Francisco,  Cal. — 

Whereas,  Since  the  Sixteenth  Biennial  Convention  of  the  United 
Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  America  many  members  have 
been  admitted  who  work  at  the  shipbuilding  business,  namely,  ship- 
wrights, ship  calkers  and  boat  builders  whose  names  do  not  appear  un- 
der qualifications  for  membership;  therefore,  be  it 
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Resolved,  That  Section  53  be  amended  by  inserting  "shipwright,  ship 
calker  and  boat  builder"  after  the  word  "ship  joiner,"  in  the  fourth  line. 

Local  Union  174,  Joliet,  111. — 

Amend  Section  54  by  inserting  after  trim  on  last  line,  by  adding  the 
words  as  follows:  "and  room  and  parlor  mantel  and  exterior  and  interior 
steel  or  copper  cornice." 

Local  Union  55,  Denver,  Colo. — 

Amend  Section  61.  Insert  after  the  word  navy  in  line  five,  "Or  who 
accept  employment  under  non-union  conditions,  such  as  working  in  and 
around  mines  and  factories  during  the  time  of  a  strike  or  a  lockout,  or 
being  employed  as  armed  guards  for  mining  companies  during  a  strike 
of  the  employes  of  said  company." 

Local  Union  309,  New  York  City- 
Section  62  (addition) :  Members  of  foreign  bona  fide  woodworkers' 
organizations  not  in  arrears  with  their  dues  to  their  home  organization 
more  than  three  months  can  be  admitted  free  of  initiation  fee,  but  shall 
be  subject  to  the  pr6visions  specified  in  Sections  81,  82,  83  and  84  of  this 
constitution. 

Local  Union  141,  Chicago,  111. — 

The  following  amendment  to  our  constitution  is  offered  for  consider- 
ation at  the  September  convention: 

Amend  Section  64,  on  page  18  of  the  constitution,  in  effect  March 
1,  1913,  as  follows:  After  the  words  "shall  be  referred  to  a  special 
committee  of  three,"  in  line  6  of  Section  64,  and  before  the  words  be- 
ginning "shall  in  the  meantime,"  etc.,  in  lines  6  and  7  of  Section  64,  in- 
sert the  following:  "of  the  members  of  the  Local  Union  to  which  ap- 
plicant seeks  admission  or  to  such  committee  as  Local  Union  may  estab- 
lish in  cities  and  districts  having  a  District  Council  or  central  govern- 
ing body  for  the  district  and  such  committee." 

This  would  cause  the  section  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"The  application  of  the  candidate  must  be  presented  to  the  financial 
secretary  with  the  full  initiation  fee  and  a  sum  equal  to  one  month's 
dues,  together  with  the  proportionate  part  of  month  in  which  he  is  in- 
itiated, before  he  can  be  obligated,  and  lay  over  one  week  for  investiga- 
tion, and  shall  be  referred  to  a  special  committee  of  three  members  of 
the  Local  Union  to  which  applicant  seeks  admission  or  to  such  com- 
mittee as  Local  Unions  may  establish  in  cities  and  districts  having  a 
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District  Council  or  central  governing  body  for  the  district,  and  such  com- 
mittee shall  in  the  meantime  inquire  into  his  qualifications  to  become  a 
member  and  report  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  L.  U.,  making 
such  recommendations  as  it  deems  proper,  or  may  be  elected  and  initiated 
at  the  same  meeting  if  the  investigating  committee  reports  favorably." 

Local  Union  632,  Providence,  R.  I. — 

Amendments  to  General  Constitution:  Strike  out  Section  58  and 
amend  Section  68  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  68.  "When  a  candidate  for  any  reason  is  rejected  for  three  suc- 
cessive meetings  in  the  L.  U.  to  which  he  first  applied,  his  initiation  fee 
shall  be  returned  to  him  and  the  recording  secretary  shall  notify  the  Gen- 
eral Secretary  to  publish  such  rejection  in  the  official  journal.  He  shall 
not  thereafter  for  a  period  of  three  months  from  date  of  last  rejection 
be  eligible  to  membership  dn  any  L.  U.  of  the  U.  B.,  and  then  only  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  L.  U.  in  which  he  was  first  rejected  and  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  L.  U.  to  which  he  again  applies  for  admission  to  mem- 
bership." 

Local  Union  26,  Syracuse,  N.  Y. — 

Amendment  to  Section  69,  General  Constitution:  Amend  by  strik- 
ing out  the  words,  "and  shall  not  be  eligible  as  an  officer  or  delegate  of 
his  Local  Union."    (The  same  being  the  last  clause  of  Section  69.) 

Amend  section  to  read:  "A  member  can  remain  a  contractor  or 
enter  into  the  business  of  contracting  providing  he  pays  the  union  scale 
of  wages,  obeys  trade  rules  and  hires  none  but  members  of  the  U.  B., 
and  complies  with  the  constitution  and  does  not  do  any  lump  work,  piece- 
work or  sub-contract  for  a  carpenter  contractor,  and  further  provided 
that  he  is  not  nor  does  not  become  a  member  of  any  contractors'  or  em- 
ployers' union." 

Local  Union  807,  Toluca,  111.— 

Proposition  to  amend  Section  69  of  the  constitution:  after  the  word 
"union"  in  the  fifth  line  on  page  19  add  the  following  instead  of  what 
follows  word  "union:" 

"(69B.)  Any  member  desiring  to  engage  in  the  contracting  business 
shall  give  notice  of  such  intention  to  his  L.  U.,  and  said  L.  U.  must  give 
him  a  permit  for  six  (6)  months.  At  the  expiration  of  six  (6)  months, 
if  the  member  continues"  in  the  contracting  business,  he  shall  be  known 
as  a  contractor  and  his  name  added  to  the  L.  U.  list  of  contractors  and 
comply  with  all  local  rules  regarding  contractors. 
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"(69C.)    Section  69B  to  be  null  and  void  during  strikes  and  lockouts.  • 

"(69D.)  A  member,  while  contracting  or  contracting  on  a  permit, 
shall  not  be  eligible  to  serve  as  an  officer,  delegate  or  representative  of 
his  L.  U.,  nor  to  serve  on  any  committee,  nor  will  he  be  entitled  to  the 
quarterly  password  nor  to  sit  in  any  executive  meeting  of  the  union  ex- 
cept the  regular  quarterly  meeting  or  meeting  for  the  election  of  General 
Officers. 

"(69E.)  A  member  may  do  jobbing  without  a  permit,  provided  he 
is  unable  to  secure  work  from  a  contractor  or  members  of  any  U.  B.  Lo- 
cal; if  compelled  to  cease  work  pending  an  adjustment  of  lockout  or  com- 
pulsory strike,  may  accept  work  classed  in  Section  53,  or  where  a  Local 
of  the  U.  B.  is  newly  organized  and  its  total  membership  is  less  than 
thirty  (30)  members,  such  local  members  can  enter  into  contracting,  but 
must  be  governed  by  Sections  69D  and  Section  69E,  this  to  apply  only 
to  Local  Unions  with  less  than  thirty  (30)  members  and  of  a  local  less 
than  four  (4)  years  organized. 

"(69F.)  A  violation  of  any  part  of  Section  69  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  of  fifty  ($50.00)  dollars  for  the  first  offense  and  expulsion  from 
the  union  for  the  second." 

Local  Union  94,  Providence,  R.  I. — 

Amend  Section  70  to  read  as  follows  (new) : 

"Unions  shall  not  accept  the  resignation  of  a  member  when  it  is 
suspected  he  submits  the  same  to  be  left  free  to  violate  trade  rules,  and 
when  a  member  resigns,  or  is  suspended  for  non-payment  of  fine;  or  a 
carpenter,  as  covered  by  the  constitution,  works  to  the  detriment  of  the 
U.  B.,  the  Local  Union  or  D.  C.  may  place  a  special  initiation  fee  against 
such  person,  as  is  provided  for  in  their  by-laws." 

The  reason  for  this  is  that  Section  70  at  present  is  not  mandatory 
in  defining  the  treatment  of  such  cases,  as  it  reads  optional  for  a  union 
to  decide  if  a  resignation  should  be  accepted  for  violation  of  trade  rules, 
optional  in  the  amount  of  fee  to  be  charged,  therefore  discriminatory 
and  in  conflict  with  Section  11,  which  calls  for  a  specified  by-law  for  the 
admission  of  members. 

Local  Union  325,  Paterson,  N.  J. — 

To  the  Members  of  the  United  Brotherhood: 

Brothers — The  members  of  Local  325,  Paterson,  N.  J.,  after  long  and 
serious  consideration,  appointed  a  committee  to  draw  up  resolutions  to 
submit  to  the  next  convention  in  the  interest  of  old  members,  who  have 
upheld  union  principles  for  a  long  number  of  years,  and  who,  because  of 
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many  reasons,  have  not  succeeded  in  acquiring  the  means  of  keeping 
themselves  in  good  standing  and  meeting  the  absolutely  necessary  calls 
for  food,  clothing,  etc.  The  committee  drew  up  the  resolutions  "printed 
below;  had  them  passed  at  a  summoned  meeting  and  were  instructed  to 
appeal,  through  the  columns  of  our  journal,  to  all  Brotherhood  men  to 
take  the  matter  into  consideration,  and,  if  possible,  retain  our  old  mem- 
bers to  the  end  of  their  lives. 

In  dealing  with  this  matter  our  local  took  every  objection  we  could 
think  of  into  consideration.  We  knew  that  our  general  fund  would  be 
unable  to  meet  such  a  demand  as  the  resolution  calls  for  without  ham- 
pering the  very  efficient  work  which  characterizes  our  General  Officers, 
so,  as  far  as  possible,  we  put  the  burden  on  our  locals,  and  gave  them 
the  honor  of  saying  what  they  were  inclined  to  do  for  their  old  mem- 
bers, thereby  guarding  against  the  abuse  of  a  sentiment  too  often  ex- 
pressed that  "it  does  not  matter  as  long  as  it  comes  from  headquarters." 

There  will  be  a  very  slijght  addition  to  the  burden  of  the  general 
insurance  fund,  but  if  our  officers  are  unable  to  meet  this  slight  call  the 
thought  must  arise  that  our  insurance  tables  were  compiled  by  men 
who  cared  a  great  deal  more  for  profit  than  they  did  for  brotherhood. 

Of  course,  locals  that  have  a  contingent  fund  could,  and  many  of 
them  do,  carry  out  the  principle  of  the  resolution  without  any  appeal 
to  a  convention;  but  our  desire  is  to  keep  all  our  old  members  with  us 
as  long  as  God  leaves  them  to  us;  nor  will  there  be  much  if  any  loss 
in  the  end,  for  many  of  our  old  members  drop  out  years  before  their 
time  because  there  is  nothing  to  encourage  them  to  hold  on. 

We  appeal  to  officers  and  active  members  of  all  local  unions  to  have 
the  resolutions  read  and  considered  at  their  meetings,  and  if  they  send 
delegates  to  the  convention  to  instruct  them  to  vote  for  the  principle, 
because  we  are  not  so  egotistical  as  to  suppose  such  a  serious  proposi- 
tion will  be  adopted  without  amendment.

Whereas,  The  discrimination  which  is  now  undoubtedly  practiced  by 
employers  against  aged  workmen  makes  some  of  our  oldest  and  most 
faithful  members  unable  to  pay  dues  or  assessments,  thereby  forcing 
them  out  of  the  union  altogether  and  thus  forfeiting  all  the  benefits 
they  had  hoped  to  derive  from  long  membership,  even  the  last  earthly 
hope  of  man,  the  desire  of  decent  burial;  and. 
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Whereas,  Section  71  of  the  constitution  absolutely  prohibits  the  ex- 
emption of  any  officer  or  member  from  the  payment  of  dues  or  assess- 
ments; be  it  therefore 

Resolved,  That  said  section  be  amended  to  read  after  the  word 
assessments:  "Unless  such  member  shall,  on  application  to  a  quarterly 
or  summoned  meeting,  be  declared  an  honorary  beneficial  member." 

New  section:  An  honorary  beneficial  member  must  be  over  sixty 
years  of  age,  fifteen  years  a  member  of  the  Brotherhood  and  two  year* 
a  member  of  the  local  in  which  he  makes  application.  On  declaring  a 
member  an  honorary  beneficial  member  the  local  shall  make  a  standing 
appropriation  to  pay  such  member's  per  capita  and  assessments  at  head- 
quarters from  the  regular  funds  of  the  local,  all  such  per  capita  and 
assessments  to  be  deducted  from  such  member's  death  benefit,  together 
with  5  per  cent,  interest  by  his  local.  Such  member  shall  not  be  enti- 
tled to  sick  or  disability  benefit. 

Local  Union  55,  Denver,  Colo. — 

Amend  Section  74.  Strike  out  the  words  twenty-five  cents  in  lines 
one  and  two  and  insert  the  words  "thirty  cents." 

Local  Union  635,  Boise,  Idaho — 

Whereas,  Section  86  of  the  General  Constitution  designates  all  -ap- 
prentices, candidates  over  fifty  years  of  age,  or  members  who  were  in 
bad  health  when  they  joined  the  Brotherhood,  as  semi-beneficial  mem- 
bers, and  are  only  entitled  to  a  funeral  allowance  of  fifty  dollars,  they 
are  not  taken  into  consideration  in  regard  to  a  wife's  funeral  donation  or 
disability  donation;  and, 

Whereas,  Section  74  provides  for  a  uniform  tax  on  all  members  in 
good  standing,  which  makes  it  a  hardship  on  all  Local  Unions  that  charge 
less  dues  for  semi-beneficial  members  since  the  extra  quarterly  assess- 
ment was  levied;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  by  Local  Union  No.  635,  of  Boise,  Idaho,  That  the  follow- 
ing amendment  to  the  General  Constitution  be  considered  by  the  next 
general  convention: 

Section  74  to  read:  "Each  Local  Union  shall  pay  to  the  G.  S.  twen- 
ty-five cents  for  each  beneficial  member  and  ten  cents  for  each  semi- 
beneficial  member  in  good  standing  each  month,  and  an  additional  twen- 
ty-five cents  for  beneficial  and  ten  cents  for  semi-beheficial  members  per 
quarter  on  all  members  in  good  standing  for  the  quarters  ending  March 
31,  June  30,  September  30  and  December  31  of  each  year.  All  moneys 
received  by  the  G.  S.  shall  be  used  as  a  fund  for  the  general  manage- 
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ment  of  the  U.  B.  and  payment  of  all  death  and  disability  donations 
prescribed  by  the  constitution,  together  with  all  legal  demands  made 
upon  the  U.  B." 

Local  Union  949,  Columbia,  S.  C— 

Amend  Section  78  of  the  General  Constitution  to  read:  '^A  Local 
Union,  when  three  (3)  months  in  arrears  to  the  U.  B.,  or  the  D.  C,  shall 
be  suspended  from  all  donations." 

Local  Union  131,  Seattle,  Wash.— 

Amend  Section  78  of  the  General  Constitution  by  adding  the  follow- 
ing, viz.:  "A  Local  Union  owing  the  General  Office  any  sum  equal  to 
six  months'  dues  shall  be  thereby  suspended  from  membership  in  the 
U.  B.,  and  the  Local  Union  stricken  from  the  rolls  of  the  U.  B.,  and  in 
the  next  issue  of  The  Carpenter  all  such  suspensions  shall  be  published, 
which  shall  be  official  notice  of  such  suspension." 

Local  Union  850,  Leadville,  Colo. — 

Amend  Section  80  of  the  General  Constitution  by  striking  out  the 
following  words  in  lines  2,  3  and  4:  "must  not  be  less  than  21  and  not 
over  50  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  admission  to  membership." 

Local  Union  308,  Cedar  Rapids,  la. — 

Whereas,  Owing  to  the  high  cost  of  funeral  expenses;  and, 

Whereas,  We  pay  the  General  Secretary  the  same  amount  on  all 
members,  as  per  Section  74;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  Local  No.  308  presents  for  the  consideration  of  the 
general  convention,  to  be  held  the  third  Monday  in  September,  1914,  the 
following  amendments  to  Sections  82  and  86: 

Amend  Section  82  by  striking  out  the  word  "twenty-five"  in  the 
first  line  and  insert  the  word  "fifty;"  strike  out  the  word  "fifty"  in  the 
second  line  and  insert  the  word  "one  hundred,"  so  the  section  will  read 
as  amended: 

Sec.  82.  "The  wife  funeral  donation  shall  be  fifty  dollars  on  six 
months'  membership  and  one  hundred  dollars  on  one  year's  membership." 

Local  Union  948,  Sioux  City,  Iowa — 

Amend  Section  82  by  adding  at  end  of  section  the  following:  "Sev- 
enty-five dollars  on  five  years'  membership  and  one  hundred  dollars  on 
ten  years'  membership." 

Amend  Section  83  by  adding  at  end  of  section  the  following:  "And 
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three  hundred  dollars  on  ten  years'  membership  and  four  hundred  dollars 
on  fifteen  years'  membership  and  five  hundred  dollars  on  twenty  years' 
membership." 

Amend  Section  84  by  adding  at  end  of  section  the  following:  "And 
five  hundred  dollars  on  ten  years'  membership." 

Local  Union  94,  Providence,  R.  I. — 

Strike  out  Section  85  and  substitute  the  following: 

"Local  Unions  shall  have  power  to  regulate  and  make  payment  of 
sick  donations  only  by  an  established  by-law  of  the  Local  Union." 

The  reason  for  this  is  that  the  present  law  makes  it  appear  that  it 
is  compulsory  for  Local  Unions  to  adopt  payment  of  sick  donations,  and 
is  so  understood  many  times  by  the  membership.  Amended  law  is  more 
plain  as  an  enabling  clause. 

Local  Union  971,  Reno,  Nev. — 

Amend  Section  85  of  the  General  Constitution  to  read  as  follows: 

"Sick  benefits  shall  be  regulated  by  local  by-laws  of  each  L.  U.  and 
are  payable  by  the  Local  Union,  and  no  member  who  is  entitled  to  sick 
donations,  according  to  the  laws  of  a  Local  Union,  shall  be  allowed  to 
go  in  arrears  while  he  is  sick;  the  financial  secretary  shall  see  that  his 
dues  are  paid  out  of  his  sick  donations." 

Local  Union  259,  Jackson,  Tenn. — 

Amend  Section  86  to  read,  after  tenth  line:  "except  members  who 
have' been  members  of  the  U.  B.  of  C.  and  i.  of  A.  for  ten  consecutive 
years  and  never  during  said  time  of  ten  years  been  as  much  as  three 
months  in  arrears  for  dues,  fines  or  assessment.  They  shall  be  entitled 
to  all  benefits  and  donations  in  Sections  82,  83  and  84  by  paying  not  less 
than  75  cents  monthly  dues  to  their  local.". 

Local  Union  850,  Leadville,  Colo. — 

Strike  out  Section  86  of  the  General  Constitution. 

The  manifest  injustice  of  a  funeral  allowance  of  $500  and  no  acci- 
dent benefit  must  be  evident  to  every  member  of  the  Brotherhood.  A 
respectable  and  decent  funeral  is  impossible,  as  the  allowance  would  not 
buy  a  casket,  much  less  pay  the  general  expenses  of  a  funeral.  Such 
parsimony  and  discrimination  is  shameful  and  disgraceful.  This  propo- 
sition has  been  many  times  before  our  general  conventions  and  it  has 
always  been  refused  a  referendum  vote. 
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Local  Union  850,  Leadville,  Colo. — 

In  publishing  the  reason  given  by  Local  Union  850  in  the  last  issue 
of  The  Carpenter  for  proposing  to  strike  out  Section  86  of  the  General 
Constitution,  an  error  was  made  in  printing  the  amount  of  the  funeral 
allowance  as  $500  instead  of  $50.  The  argument  put  forward  by  the 
Leadville  local  should  therefore  have  read: 

"The  manifest  injustice  of  a  funeral  allowance  of  $50  and  no  acci- 
dent benefit  must  be  evident  to  every  member  of  the  Brotherhood.  A 
respectable  and  decent  funeral  is  impossible,  as  the  allowance  would  not 
buy  a  casket,  much  less  pay  the  general  expenses  of  a  funeral.  Such 
parsimony  and  discrimination  is  shameful  and  disgraceful.  This  propo- 
sition has  been  many  times  before  our  general  conventions  and  it  has 
always  been  refused  a  referendum  vote." 

Local  Union  388,  Richmond,  Va. — 

Amend  Section  86  to  read  as  follows: 

"Any  candidate  over  fifty  years  of  age,  when  admitted  to  member- 
ship, or  who  was  in  bad  health  when  he  joined,  or  who  was  not  qualified 
for  donations  as  prescribed  by  Section  80,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  funeral 
donation  of  $25.00  for  one  year's  membership;  $50.00  for  two  years' 
membership;  $75.00  for  three  years'  membership;  $100.00  for  five  years' 
membership;  $150.00  for  seven  years'  membership,  and  $200.00  for  ten 
years'  membership,  paya-ble  out  of  the  general  fund." 

We  believe  the  miserly  pittance  of  $50.00  to  bury  an  old  member  a 
disgrace  to  our  organization,  when  num.bers  of  these  members  have  been 
our  most  faithful  members  for  a  number  of  years.  And  as  this  donation 
is  paid  out  of  the  general  fund,  and  each  local  pays  as  much  per  capita 
tax  on  an  old  man  as  a  young  one  we  think  they  should  be  paid  more 
benefits  than  at  present,  as  there  will  then  be  some  inducement  for  an 
old  'man  to  try  to  keep  up  his  membership. 

If  our  records  are  examined  it  will  be  found  that  a  very  small  per- 
centage of  our  members  whose  heirs  are  paid  the  full  funeral  allowance 
of  $200.00  have  been  members  as  long  as  ten  years,  therefore  there  will 
be  no  more  risk  on  a  man  who  joins  at  fifty  than  on  one  who  joins  at 
thirty  years  of  age.  And,  furthermore,  most  mechanics  are  just  in  their 
prime  at  fifty  years  of  age. 

Local  Union  308,  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa — 

Amend  Section  86  by  striking  out  the  word  "only,"  in  the  fourth 
line,  and  insert  after  the  word  "dollars";  in  the  fifth  line  "on  six  months' 
membership,  and  one  hundred  dollars  on  one  year's  membership,"  so  the 
section  will  read  as  follows:  . 
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Sec.  86.  "Any  apprentice  or  any  candidate  over  fifty  years  of  age, 
when  admitted  to  membership,  or  who  was  in  bad  health  when  he  joined, 
or  who  was  not  qualified  for  donations,  as  prescribed  in  Section  80,  shall 
be  entitled  to  a  funeral  allowance  of  fifty  dollars  on  six  months'  mem- 
bership, and  one  hundred  dollars  on  one  year's  membership,  payable  from 
the  general  fund,  providing  at  the  time  of  death  he  is  over  one  year  a 
member  in  good  standing,  and  when  three  months  in  arrears  he  shall  be 
debarred  from  all  donations  until  three  months  after  all  arrearages  are 
paid  in  full.  He  shall  not  be  entitled  to  the  donations  specified  in  Sec- 
tions 82,  83  and  84." 

District  Council  of  Miami,  Fla.,  and  Vicinity — 

Section  102  to  be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  "A  member  who 
leaves  the  jurisdiction  of  his  Local  Union  to  work  in  another  locality, 
or  transfer  his' membership,  must  apply  to  the  F.  S.,  and  present  his  due 
book  and  have  clearance  card  properly  filled  out.  It  is  compulsory  for 
the  Local  Union  to  issue  said  card,  providing  the  member  has  no  charges 
pending  against  him  and  pays  all  arrearages  together  with  current 
month's  dues.  Said  card  matures  on  the  last  day  of  the  month  in  which 
it  is  issued,  but  a  Local  Union  may  accept  said  card  until  the  last  day 
of  the  ensuing  month,  provided  they  collect  dues  and  pay  per  capita  tax 
for  said  month.  It  is  compulsory  for  the  member  to  report  and  deposit 
his  clearance  card  at  the  ofilce  of  the  D.  C,  or  L.  U.  where  no  D.  C.  ex-  . 
ists,  before  securing  work,  pending  a  meeting  of  the  L.  U.,  and  comply 
with  all  local  laws,  and  in  no  case  shall  the  F.  S.  accept  dues  from  any 
member  working  in  the  jurisdiction  of  another  L.  U.  or  D.  C,  when  so 
notified,  without  the  consent  of  such  L.  U.  or  D.  C.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  F.  S.  accepting  dues  from  a  member  known- to  be  working  in  an- 
other jurisdiction  to  immediately  report  same  to  the  D.  C.  or  L.  U.,  where 
no  D.  C.  exists,  under  penalty  of  a  fine  of  five  dollars  ($5)  for  the  first 
offense,  ten  dollars  ($10)  for  the  second  offense,  and  for  the  third  offense, 
suspension  from  all  local  offices  for  a  period  of  two  (2)  years." 

Local  Union  327,  Cincinnati,  Ohio — 

Whereas,  There  is  considerable  confusion  and  discord  as  the  result 
of  our  present  clearance  card  form,  a'nd  law  upon  the  same.  Case  after 
case  of  clearance  cards  have  proven  failures  and  clearly  demonstrated 
that  the  system  is  not  workable,  although  it  was  the  original  intention 
of  adoption  to  have  it  workable,  but  each  biennial  convention  has  sub- 
mitted changes  until  under  the  present  form  it  has  become  antiquated. 
The  intentions  of  present  clearance  card  form  is  to  keep  a  record  of  a 
member  that  leaves  the  jurisdiction  of  his  Local  Union  as  well  as  to 
establish  his  identity  to  the  Local  Unioo  of  deposit,  but  it  does  not  pro- 
vide for  discipline  of  a  member  that  violates  any  or  all  of  his  clearance 
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card  intentions.  However,  the  discipline  falls  upon  the  shoulders  of  the 
F.  S.,  who  has  the  best  intentions  as  well  as  to  promote  the  welfare  of 
his  Local  Union,  and  he  alone  is  responsible  for  the  neglect  of  something 
that  he  has  no  control  of  in  nine  cases  out  of  ten,  yet  he  is  constitution- 
ally disciplined — for  what — "doing  his  duty." 

It  is  plain  if  we  desire  to  be  fair  to  all  our  members  whether  they 
be  officers  or  members,  that  the  full  burden  should  rest  with  the  member 
that  has  a  clearance  card  in  his  possession  that  fails  to  carry  out  the 
spirit  of  the  law.  Why  discipline  an  officer  who  has  done  his  duty?  Does 
not  this  method  create  discord  and  lack  of  interest  within  our  ranks, 
while  the  real  promoter  of  these  violations  is  left  free  to  do  the  same 
thing  over  and  over  again  and  in  each  case  some  officer  is  the  "goat?" 
Why  not  deal  with  the  real  offender  and  inflict  the  same  punishment 
that  is  provided  in  case  of  failure  of  the  F.  S.  to  do  his  duty,  and,  fur- 
ther, if  you  discipline  the  F.  S.  why  not  the  president  of  the  local  as  he 
shall  sign  all  clearance  cards.  "Sauce  for  the  goose  should  be  sauce  for 
the  gander."  Therefore,  this  local  offers  the  following  suggestions  for 
the  consideration  of  the  rank  and  file  as  well  as  the  delegates  to  the 
Eighteenth  Biennial  Convention  at  Indianapolis,  Ind.: 

1.  The  .present  form  of  clearance  card  in  due  book  be  changed  to 
a  form  of  record  of  local  deposit. 

2.  That  when  a  clearance  card  is  issued  by  the  F.  S.  he  shall  retain 
due  book  and  give  postal  card  clearance  receipt  in  duplicate  form. 

3.  When  postal  card  clearance  is  issued,  one  part  shall  be  given 
to  the  member  as  a  receipt  for  his  due  book  and  the  other  part  forwarded 
to  the  General  Secretary. 

4.  When  this  postal  card  clearance  receipt  is  presented  to  a  local 
for  deposit  the  F.  S.  shall  mail  receipt  to  F.  S.  of  issue,  and  the  F.  S. 
of  issue  shall  mail  due  book  to  local  of  deposit  without  delay. 

5.  No  F.  S.  shall  issue  more  than  one  postal  card  clearance  to  any 
one  member,  and  this  clearance  shall  only  be  good  for  the  month  that  it 
is  issued. 

6.  The  F.  S.  shall  forward  to  the  General  Secretary  the  first  of 
each  month  any  due  book  that  has  not  been  forwarded  to  any  local  in 
return  for  clearance  card  receipt,  and  all  responsibility  of  this  member 
shall  be  with  the  general  organization. 

7.  A  member  with  a  postal  card  clearance  in  his  possession  that  he 
has  not  deposited,  and  should  he  desire  to  return  to  the  local  during  the 
month  of  issue,  he  shall  send  his  receipt  to  the  General  Secretary,  who 
will  restore  his  membership  to  the  original  local  upon  explanation  of 
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where  he  has  worked  during  this  period  of  time  that  clearance  card  has 
been  issued,  and  if  the  conduct  of  the  member  conforms  to  the  trade  rules 
of  the  locality  he  shall  be  restored  to  good  standing,  but  if  found  that 
he  has  violated  any  trade  rules,  charges  shall  be  preferred  against  him 
for  the  offense. 

8.  A  member  who  fails  to  deposit  clearance  card  receipt  within  the 
month  of  issue  shall  apply  to  the  General  Secretary,  who  shall  issue 
postal  clearance  card  to  the  member  upon  receipt  of  last  local  issue  upon 
the  payment  of  all  dues  and  25  cents  for  clearance  cards,  together  with 
a  fine  of  $5.00  for  his  violation  of  the  first  month's  neglect  of  the  Gen- 
eral Constitution  laws,  and  for  each  month  of  neglect  of  the  General 
Constitution  of  clearance  cards  $5.00  shall  be  assessed  for  each  month 
of  violation  for  a  period  of  five  months. 

9.  Lost  receipts  shall  be  no  excuse  unless  the  General  Secretary  is 
notified  during  the  first  month's  issue  of  said  cards,  and  in  case  of  lost 
clearance  card  receipt  the  General  Secretary  shall  get  full  information 
of  conduct  of  member  before  a  postal  card  clearance  is  issued  by  him. 
If  a  member  should  be  found  guilty  of  false  statements  he  shall  be  fined 
$25.00  and  his  benefits  discontinued  for  a  period  of  six  months. 

Local  Union  327^  in  submitting  this  data,  does  not  claim  that  it  will 
solve  the  problem  of  all  our  ills,  but  it  may  produce  some  ideas  that  will 
lead  this  big  institution  to  better  things. 

District  Council  of  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  and  Vicinity — 

Substitute  the  following  for  Section  102:  A  member  who  leaves 
the  jurisdiction  of  his  Local  Union  to  work  in  another  locality,  or  trans- 
fers his  membership,  must  apply  to  the  F.  S.  of  his  L.  U.,  present  his 
due  book  and  have  a  clearance  card  properly  filled  out. 

It  is  compulsory  for  the  L.  U.  to  issue  the  clearance  card,  provided 
the  member  has  no  charges  pending  against  him,  pays  all  arrearages 
together  with  the  current  month's  dues  and  states  to  the  F.  S.  the  name 
of  the  town  he  expects  to  locate  in. 

The  F.  S.  issuing  the  card  shall  require  the  name  of  the  place  the 
member  expects  to  go  to,  to  be  stated  at  the  time  of  issuing  same. 

Within  forty-eight  (48)  hours  after  issuing  a  clearance  card  the 
F.  S.  shall  notify  in  writing  the  D.  C,  or,  where  no  D.  C.  exists,  the  L.  U. 
of  that  town,  that  the  brother  (giving  his  name,  age  and  date  of  his  in- 
itiation) has  taken  out  a  clearance  and  stated  to  him  that  he  intended 
to  visit  their  own,  and  for  a  failure  to  do  so  the  F.  S.  shall  be  fined  the 
sum  of  ten  dollars  for  each  offense,  said  fine  to  be  paid  on  demand  of 
the  G.  S.  from  the  funds  of  the  L.  U.  and  collected  from  the  F.  S.  by 
the  L.  U.  in  the  manner  provided  in  Section  203. 
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It  is  compulsory  for  a  member  to  report  at  the  office  of  the  D.  C. 
(or  L.  U.,  where  no  D.  C.  exists)  and  deposit  his  clearance  card  before 
securing  work  and  pending  a  meeting  of  the  L.  U.  and  comply  with  all 
the  local  trade  rules.  In  no  case  shall  a  F.  S.  receive  dues  from  a  mem- 
ber working  in  another  jurisdiction  without  the  consent  of  that  L.  U., 
under  penalty  of  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for  each  offense. 

A  member  must  report  himself  at  some  D.  C.  or  L.  -U.  within  twenty 
days  from  the  date  of  taking  out  a  clearance  card,  and  for  every  day 
over  twenty  that  he  fails  to  so  report  himself  he  shall  be  fined  one  dollar 
per  day. 

In  case  the  member  fails  to  locate  at  the  place  designated  at  the 
time  of  taking  a  clearance  he  shall  notify  the  D.  C.  or  L.  U.,  as  the  case 
may  be,  together  with  the  F.  S.  of  his  own  local,  of  the  change  in  his 
plans  and  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  section  in  his  new  loca- 
tion as  though  the  new  location  had  been  the  one  designated  at  first. 

Where  a  member  returns  to  his  own  L.  U.  without  depositing  his 
clearance  card  or  reporting  himself,  as  required  by  this  section,  an  affi- 
davit sworn  to  by  the  business  agent  or  two  members  in  good  standing 
of  the  L.  U.,  in  whose  jurisdiction  the  offense  has  been  committed,  to 
the  effect  that  the  member  has  been  actually  at  work  in  violation  of  this 
section,  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  evidence  to  cause  the  G.  S.  to  levy  the 
fine  provided  for  this  offense,  but  the  member  in  such  a  case  shall  have 
the  right  to  an  appeal  to  the  G.  P.  upon  depositing  the  amount  of  his 
fine  with  the  F.  S.  of  his  local  within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  notice 
of  his  being  fined,  and  he  must,  within  ten  days  from  taking  an  appeal, 
file  his  evidence  with  the  G.  P.;  all  money  so  deposited  shall  be  returned 
to  the  member  in  the  event  of  his  appeal  being  sustained,  otherwise  to  be 
disposed  of  as  hereinafter  provided. 

A  member  entitled  to  sick  benefits  in  his  local  at  the  time  of  obtain- 
ing a  clearance  card  shall  remain  a  beneficial  member  of  that  L.  U.  for 
the  length  of  time  necessary  for  him  to  become  beneficial  in  accordance 
with  their  by-laws,  provided  such  time  does  not  exceed  three  months.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  a  F.  S.  receiving  a  clearance  card  to  notify  the  L.  U. 
issuing  the  same,  of  the  date  when  the  member  will  become  entitled  to 
sick  benefits  under  their  by-laws;  this  must  be  done  at  the  time  when 
the  coupon  is  returned  to  the  L.  U.  issuing  same;  a  violation  of  this 
clause  is  finable  in  the  sum  of  $5.00  for  each  offense. 

Requisitions  for  sick  benefits  under  this  clause  must  be  signed  by  the 
President,  R.  S.  and  F.  S.  of  the  L.  U.  making  the  requisition  and  be 
accompanied  by  a  doctor's  certificate  as  to  the  nature  of  the  illness  and 
a  L.  U.  endeavoring  to  obtain  sick  benefits  for  a  member  not  entitled  to 
the  same  shall  forfeit  it§  charter.    In  the  event  of  a  member  becom- 
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ing  three  months  in  arrears  in  a  local  into  which  he  has  cleared,  notice 
of  such  arrears  must  be  forwarded  to  the  L.  U.  from  which  he  obtained 
a  clearance  card. 

All  fines  collected  under  this  section  shall  be  divided  as  follows: 
Fifty  per  cent,  shall  be  retained  by  the  G.  S.  and  applied  to  the  fund  for 
organizing,  the  remaining  50  per  cent,  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  D.  C. 
in  whose  jurisdiction  the  offense  was  conamitted,  or  if  no  D.  C.  exists, 
a  credit  slip  shall  be  issued  to  the  L.  U.  having  jurisdiction,  which  credit 
slip  shall  be  accepted  at  the  G.  O.  for  all  obligations  of  that  L.  U.  except 
assessments  levied  to  support  a  strike. 

All  clearance  cards  shall  mature  on  the  last  day  of  the  month  in 
which  they  are  issued,  but  may  be  accepted  by  a  L.  U.  at  any  time  dur- 
ing the  succeeding  month,  provided  the  L.  U.  collects  dues  for  that  month 
and  paj^s  per  capita  tax  on  the  member. 

All  clauses  of  this  constitution  which  conflict  with  this  section  are 
hereby  repealed  in  so  far  as  they  do  so  conflict,  otherwise  to  remain  in 
full  effect. 

Local  Union  75,  Indianapolis,  Ind. — 

Amend  Section  102  of  the  General  Constitution  by  changing  the 
words  "together  with  current  month's  dues,"  after  the  word  "arrearages" 
in  the  seventh  line  to  "together  with  current  and  ensuing  month's  dues." 
Rest  of  section  to  remain  as  it  now  reads. 

We  find  that  there  is  constant  turmoil  in  the  Local  Unions  as  a  re- 
sult of  the  present  arrangement,  because  if  a  member  takes  out  a  clear- 
ance card  on  or  after  the  28th  day  of  a  month  it  may  not  be  possible 
for  him  to  deposit  same  before  it  expires,  and  if  the  member  presents 
his  card  to  a  Local  Union  and  the  clearance  card  is  two  days  old  the  local 
will  not  accept  same. 

Florida  State  Council — 

Substitute  the  following  for  Section  102 : 

A  member  who  leaves  the  jurisdiction  of  his  Local  Union  to  work 
in  another  locality,  or  transfers  his  membership,  must  apply  to  the  F.  S. 
of  his  L.  U.,  present  his  due  book,  and  have  a  clearance  card  properly 
filled  out. 

It  is  compulsory  for  the  L.  U.  to  issue  the  clearance  card,  provided 
the  member  has  no  charges  pending  against  him,  pays  all  arrearages 
together  with  the  current  month's  dues,  and  states  to  the  F.  S.  the  name 
of  the  town  he  expects  to  locate  in. 
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The  F.  S.  issuing  the  card  shall  require  the  name  of  the  place  the 
member  expects  to  go  to,  to  be  stated  at  the  time  of  issuing  same. 

Within  forty-eight  (48)  hours  after  issuing  a  clearance  card  the 

F.  S.  shall  notify  in  writing  the  D.  C,  or  where  no  D.  C.  exists,  the  L.  U.

sum  of  $10.00  for  each  offense,  said  fine  to  be  paid  on  demand  of  the 

G.  S.  from  the  funds  of  the  L.  U.  and  collected  from  the  F.  S.  by  the 
L.  U.  in  the  manner  provided  in  Section  203. 

It  is  compulsory  for  a  member  to  report  at  the  office  of  the  D.  C. 
(or  L.  U.  where  no  D.  C.  exists)  and  deposit  his  clearance  card  before 
securing  work  and  pending  a  meeting  of  the  L.  U.  and  comply  with  all 
the  local  trade  rules.  In  no  case  shall  a  F.  S.  receive  dues  from  a  mem- 
ber working  in  another  jurisdiction  without  the  consent  of  that  L.  U., 
under  penalty  of  a  fine  of  $10.00  for  each  offense. 

A  member  must  report  himself  at  some  D,  C.  or  L.  U.  within  twenty 
days  from  the  date  of  taking  out  a  clearance  card,  and  for  every  day 
over  twenty  that  he  fails  to  so  report  himself  he  shall  be  fined  $1.00 
per  day. 

In  case  the  member  fails  to  locate  at  the  place  designated  at  the 
time  of  taking  a  clearance,  he  shall  notify  the  D.  C.  or  L.  U.,  as  the  case 
may  be,  together  with  the  F.  S.  of  his  own  local  of  the  change  in  his 
plans  and  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  section  in  his  new  loca- 
tion as  though  the  new  location  had  been  the  one  designated  at  first. 
Where  a  member  returns  to  his  own  L.  U.  without  depositing  his  clear- 
ance card,  or  reporting  himself  as  required  by  this  section,  an  affidavit 
sworn  to  by  the  business  a'gent  or  two  members  in  good  standing  of  the 
L.  U.  in  whose  jurisdiction  the  offense  has  been  committed,  to  the  effect 
that  the  member  has  been  actually  at  work  in  violation  of  this  section, 
shall  be  deemed  sufficient  evidence  to  cause  the  G.  S.  to  levy  the  fine 
provided  for  this  offense,  but  the  member  in  such  a  case  shall  have  the 
right  to  an  appeal  to  the  G.  P.  upon  depositing  the  amount  of  his  fine 
with  the  F.  S.  of  his  local  within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  notice  of  his 
being  fined,  and  he  must  within  ten  days  from  taking  an  appeal  file 
his  evidence  with  the  G.  P.  All  money  so  deposited  shall  be  returned 
to  the  member  in  the  event  of  his  appeal  being  sustained,  otherwise  to 
be  disposed  of  as  hereinafter  provided. 

A  member  entitled  to  sick  benefits  in  his  local  at  the  time  of  obtain- 
ing a  clearance  card  shall  remain  a  beneficial  member  of  that  L.  U.  for 
the  length  of  time  necessary  for  him  to  become  beneficial  in  accordance 
with  their  by-laws,  provided  such  time  does  not  exceed  three  months.  It 
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shall  be  the  duty  of  a  F.  S.  receiving  a  clearance  card  to  notify  the  L.  U. 
issuing  the  same  of  the  date  when  the  member  will  become  entitled  to 
sick  benefits  under  their  by-laws.  This  must  be  done  at  the  time  when 
the  coupon  is  returned  to  the  L.  U.  issuing  same.  A  violation  of  this 
clause  is  finable  in  the  sum  of  $5.00  for  each  offense. 

Requisitions  for  sick  benefits  under  this  clause  must  be  signed  by 
the  President,  R.  S.  and  F.  S.  of  the  L.  U.  making  the  requisition  and 
be  accompanied  by  a  doctor's  certificate  as  to  the  nature  of  the  illness, 
and  a  L.  U.  endeavoring  to  obtain  sick  benefits  for  a  member -not  entitled 
to  the  same,  shall  forfeit  its  charter.  In  the  event  of  a  member  becom- 
ing three  months  in  arrears  in  a  local  into  which  he  has  cleared,  notice 
of  such  arrears  must  b^  forwarded  fo  the  L.  U.  from  which  he  obtained 
a  C.  C. 

All  fines  collected  under  this  section  shall  be  divided  as  follows: 
Fifty  per  cent,  shall  be  retained  by  the  G.  S.  and  applied  to  the  fund  for 
organizing,  the  remaining  50  per  cent,  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  D.  C. 
in  whose  jurisdiction  the  offense  was  committed,  or  if  no  D.  C.  exists, 
a  credit  slip  shall  be  issued  to  the  L.  U.  having  jurisdiction,  which  credit 
slip  shall  be  accepted  at  the  G.  0.  for  all  obligations  of  that  L.  U.  except 
assessments  levied  to  support  a  strike. 

All  clearance  cards  shall  mature  on  the  last  day  of  the  month  in 
which  they  are  issued,  but  may  be  accepted  by  a  L.  U.  at  any  time  dur- 
ing the  succeeding  month,  provided  the  L.  U.  collects  dues  for  that  month 
and  pays  per  capita  tax  on  the  member. 

All  clauses  of  the  General  Constitution  which  conflict  with  this  sec- 
tion are  hereby  repealed  in  so  far  as  they  do  so  conflict,  otherwise  to 
remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 

Local  Union  471,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. — 

Proposed  amendment  to  Section  102  of  the  constitution.  Amend 
section  as  follows: 

Clearance  Cards,  Section  102 — "A  member  who  leaves  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  his  Local  Union  to  work  in  another  locality  for  a  period  of  time 
longer  than  thirty  days  must  report  and  request  the  recording  secre- 
tary of  said  locality  to  have  forwarded  his  clearance  from  Local  Union 
he  came  from,  and  said  member  must  pay  the  assessment  for  upkeep 
of  locality  he  transfers  to,  but  can,  if  he  so  desires,  remain  a  member 
of  his  previous  Local  Union,  so  that  he  will  be  entitled  to  all  privileges 
paid  for  in  said  Local  Union. 

"It  is  compulsory  for  the  Local  Union  to  issue  said  clearance  pro- 
vided the  member  has  no  charges  pending  against  him  and  has  paid  all 
arrearages  against  him  with  current  month's  dues. 
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''In  no  case  shall  the  financial  secretary  accept  dues  from  a  member 
working  in  the  jurisdiction  of  another  Local  Union  or  District  Council 
without  the  consent  of  such  Local  Union  or  District  Council  he  trans- 
ferred from. 

"It  is  the  duty  of  the  financial  secretary  accepting  dues  from  an- 
other jurisdiction  to  immediately  report  same  to  the  District  Council  or 
Local  Union,  where  no  District  Council  exists  under  a  penalty  of  a  fine 
of  $5.00  for  the  first  offense,  $10.00  for  the  second,  and  for  the  third 
offense  debarred  from  holding  any  office  in  the  Local  Union  for  a  period 
of  two  years." 

Reason — Many  brothers,  through  force  of  circumstances  over  which 
they  have  no  control,  have  had  to  get  work  outside  of  the  district  they 
reside  in  and  have  many  associations  formed  which  are  part  of  life. 
Therefore  no  financial  loss  is  put  against  the  organization  by  this  form 
of  transfer  and  one  always  desires  the  freedom  of  spirit  of  choosing  his 
associations;  also  the  day  is  past  for  building  walls  around  special  locali- 
ties. - 

Local  Union  1817,  Nokomis,  111. — 

This  local  wishes  to  bring  before  the  convention  a  suggestion  for  a 
change  in  the  present  plan  of  transfer  cards  as  follows: 

When  a  member  leaves  his  jurisdiction  and  goes  into  another  lo- 
cality to  work  and  his  due  book  shows  that  he  is  in  good  standing,  as 
long  as  his  home  is  in  the  place  where  he  came  from  he  will  not  be  com- 
pelled to  transfer  his  membership,  but  as  long  as  he  works  in  that  lo- 
cality he  shall  pay  his  dues  where  he  works,  the  F.  S.  being  required 
to  send  the  per  capita  tax  to  the  local  where  he  belongs. 

Local  Union  1817  believes  this  would  save  much  confusion  and 
trouble. 

Local  Union  476,  New  York — 

Section  102 — Clearance  Cards — ^Insert  on  seventh  line,  after  word 
"dues":  "Providing  he  is  leaving  the  jurisdiction  of  the  District  Coun- 
cil or  Local  Union  where  District  Council  does  not  exist." 

Explanaton — We  believe  that  it  is  best  for  the  interest  of  the  or- 
ganization that  members  be  retained  in  their  own  locals  as  in  our  opinion 
many  transfers  are  asked  for  with  the  view  to  avoid  the  different  duties 
as  laid  down  by  the  by-laws  of  the  different  locals. 

Local  Union  1033,  Monaca,  Pa. — 

Whereas,  Section  103  of  the  General  Constitution  prohibits  mem- 
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bers  of  the  U.  B.  of  C.  and  J.  of  A.  working  in  any  district  other  than 

where  he  belongs,  and 

Whereas,  We  believe  this  is  a  discrimination  against  our  members 
when  sent  to  another  district  for  six  or  eight  weeks,  and  is  detrimental 
to  our  locals,  and  when  members  of  the  U.  B.  return  to  their  homes  daily 
shall  not  be  required  to  transfer,  thereby  disqualifying  themselves  from 
local  benefits;  therefore,  be  it  . 

Resolved,  That  L.  U.  1033  presents  for  the  consideration  of  the 
general  convention,  to  be  held  on  the  third  Monday  in  September,  1914, 
the  following  amendment  to  Section  103  of  the  General  Constitution: 

Amend  Section  103  by  striking  out  all  from  the  word  "sent,"  on  the 
second  line,  to  and  including  the  word  "month,"  on  the  third  line,  so  that 
Section  103  shall  read  as  follows:  "Any  member  working  in  a  district 
from  which  he  returns  home  daily,  or  who  is  sent  into  an  outside  juris- 
diction by  an  employer  from  his  own  district,  shall  not  be  required  to 
take  out  a  clearance  card,  but  shall  be  governed  by  the  trade  rules  of 
the  district  in  which  he  works." 

Local  Union  174,  Joliet,  111. — 

Amend  Section  107.  Fourth  line,  after  word  "applicant,"  add  "and 
due  book";  fifth  line,  after  the  word  "correct,"  to  read:  "then  member 
shall  be  admitted  to  membership  to  the  Local  Union  where  clearance 
card  was  presented — except  in  case  of  strikes  and  lockouts." 

Local  Union  55,  Denver,  Colo. — 

Amend  Section  121.  Add  after  the  word  constitution,  "Provided, 
that  in  towns,  cities  or  districts  where  there  are  not  a  sufficient  number 
of  journeymen  carpenters  or  persons  eligible  to  membership  in  the  U. 
B.  to  form  a  Local  Union,  the  general  organizer,  or  some  person  desig- 
nated by  the  General  President,  shall  have  the  poWer  to  initiate  mem- 
bers in  such  localities,  provide  such  member  with  due  book,  constitution, 
etc.  Members  so  initiated  shall  be  under  the  jurisdiction  and  shall  pay 
dues  to  the  nearest  Local  Union  to  the  locality  in  which  he  resides  until 
such  time  as  there  are  sufficient  eligible  persons  in  his  locality  to  form 
a  Local  Union." 

Local  Union  309,  New  York  City- 
Section  123.    Add  after  U.  B.,  on  fourth  line,  the  following: 

"They  shall  be  entitled  to  representation  in  the  District  Council  on 
the  same  basis  as  specified  in  Section  6  relative  to  representation  in  con- 
vention, and  they  shall  otherwise  be  governed,  etc.,  etc.,  as  per  Section 
123  in  its  present  reading." 
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District  Council  of  Seattle,  Wash.,  King  County  and  Vicinity — 

Addition  to  Section  128  (State  Councils):  "Where  the  membership 
in  two  or  more  adjacent  states  feels  unable  to  support  separate  State 
Councils,  Inter-State  Councils  may  be  formed  with  the  approval  of  the 
G.  P.,  subject  to  the  same  laws  as  govern  State  Councils. 

"Inter-State  Councils  may  not  include  states  maintaining  separate 
State  Councils. 

"Wherever  Inter- State  Councils  are  formed  and  55  per  cent,  of  the 
members  in  any  State  or  in  all  the  States  composing  the  Council  become 
affiliated  with  the  council,  it  shall  be  obligatory  on  all  the  L.  U.'s  in  that 
State  or  States  to  become  affiliated  with  that  council.  Any  State  affi- 
liated with  the  Inter-State  Council  may,  however,  withdraw  from  the 
Council  (with  the  approval  of  the  G.  P.)  and  form  a  separate  State  Coun- 
cil by  vote  of  55  per  cent,  of  the  membership  composing  a  majority  of 
the  members  in  not  less  than  five  L.  U.'s." 

Local  Union  1799,  Toronto,  Can. — 

Amendment  to  Section  142:  "When  any  demand  for  an  increase  of 
wages,  reduction  of  hours  or  enforcement  of  trade  rules  is  contemplated 
by  a  L.  U.  or  D.  C,  each  member  must  be  notified  by  mail  to  attend  a 
special  meeting  of  his  L.  U.  Said  notice  must  state  the  object  of  the 
meeting.  When*  a  L.  U.  or  D.  C.  decides  to  take  a  vote  on  a  trade  move- 
ment a  ballot  on  which  is  printed,  'Are  you  in  favor  of  a  strike?'  must 
be  sent  to  each  member,  the  member  to  vote  yes  or  no  and  return  the 
ballot  in  a  sealed  envelope  to  his  L.  U.  or  D.  C.  within  a  certain  time. 
The  L.  U.  or  D.  C.  shall  also  apply  at  once  to  the  General  Secretary  for 
a  blank  schedule  of  inquiries." 

Local  Union  1799,  Toronto,  Ont.,  Can. — 

Amend  Section  143  to  read:  "If  55  per  cent,  of  the  members  vote 
by  a  secret  ballot  to  put  the  proposed  demand  into  effect,  the  blank 
schedule  of  inquiries  shall  be  filled  out  immediately  after  the  vote  is 
compiled  and  forwarded  to  the  General  Secretary,  who  shall  at  once 
submit  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the  G.  E.  B.  In  no  case  shall  the  G.  S. 
or  G.  E.  B.  sanction  a  trade  movement  unless  55  per  cent,  of  the  mem- 
bers affiliated  with  the  L.  U.  or  D.  C.  vote  in  favor  of  the  demand." 

Local  Union  98,  Spokane,  Wash. — 

Amend  Section  154  in  the  tenth  line  by  striking  out,  after  the  word 
"by,"  the  next  four  words,  and  insert  the  words  "G.  P." 
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Local  Union  476,  New  York — 

Sections  154  and  157 — Appeals  and  Grievances:  This  local  requests 
the  General  Executive  Board  to  consider  these  two  sections,  as  it  is  the 
opinion  of  many  members  that  these  two  sections  conflict. 

Local  Union  94,  Providence,  R.  I. — 

Amend  Section  157  by  striking  out  same  and  substituting  the  fol- 
lowing: 

"In.  any  case  where  a  monetary  penalty  is  imposed  by  any  L.  U.  or 
D.  C.  an  appeal  shall  be  entertained  by  the  G.  P.,  provided  such  an  appeal 
is  made  within  thirty  days  from  date  such  penalty  is  imposed  without 
requiring  the  appellant  to  pay  over  the  sum  of  money  involved  until  the 
decision  of  the  G.  P.  is  rendered,  after  which  the  penalty  imposed  shall 
become  effective  against  the  appellant,  to  be  paid  within  the  time  speci- 
fied by  the  constitution." 

The  reason  for  this  is  that  many  times  fines  are  imposed  of  such 
amount  which  makes  it  impossible  for  the  accused  to  pay  within  the 
time  specified,  and  the  present  position  of  our  constitution  does  not  give 
an  opportunity  for  a  review  of  such  case  through  appeal.  The  proposed 
substituted  section  remedies  this  disadvantage,  and  gives  time  for  any 
needed  reflection  in  the  disposal  of  these  contentions  from  which  emanate 
most  all  arising  union  complications  of  government. 

Local  Union  94,  Providence,  R.  I. — 

Amend  Section  157  by  striking  out  same  and  substituting  the  fol- 
lowing: 

"In  any  case  where  a  monetary  penalty  is  imposed  by  any  L.  U.  or 
D.  C.  an  appeal  shall  be  entertained  by  the  G.  P.,  provided  such  an  ap^ 
peal  is  made  within  thirty  days  from  date  such  penalty  is  imposed  with- 
out requiring  the  appellant  to  pay  over  the  sum  of  money  involved  until 
the  decision  of  the  G.  P.  is  rendered,  after  which  the  penalty  imposed 
shall  become  effective  against  the  appellant,  to  be  paid  within  the  time 
specified  by  the  constitution." 

Local  Union  98,  Spokane,  Wash. — 

Amend  Section  157  by  striking  out  the  words  "L.  U.  or  D.  C.  im- 
posing" and  insert  the  words  "G.  P." 

Local  Union  1544  of  Coal  City,  111,— 

Amend,  Section  159  of  the  General  Constitution  as  follows:  After 
the  word  "conductor,"  on  third  line,  insert  the  following  addition:  "an 
assistant  conductor." 
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Local  Union  213,  Houston,  Tex. — 

Believing  that  the  best  interests  of  the  U.  B.  can  be  better  guarded 
by  holding. our  local  elections  every  six  months,  the  following  amend- 
ments to  the  General  Constitution  are  hereby  submitted: 

Amend  Section  160  so  that  the  first  clause  will  read:  "said  officers 
shall  serve  for  a  term  of  six  months." 

Amend  Section  161  by  adding  after  the  word  "June,"  "and  Decem- 
ber." 

Amend  Section  167  by  adding  after  the  word  "June,"  "and  Decem- 
ber." 

Amend  Section  168  by  adding  after  the  word  "July,"  "and  January." 

Local  Union  26,  Syracuse,  N.  Y. — 

Amend  Section  162  of  the  General  Constitution  by  striking  out  the 
words,  "a  journeym.an  carpenter"  (as  per  Section  53),  on  fifth  and  sixth 
lines.    Section,  as  amended,  to  read: 

"A  member  cannot  be  nominated  for  any  office,  delegate  or  commit- 
teeship, unless  he  is  present  on  the  night  of  nomination,  except  he  is  in 
ante-room  on  business  authorized  by  the  union  or  out  on  official  busi- 
ness; nor  shall  he  be  eligible  unless  he  is  working  at  the  trade  or  em- 
ployed by  the  organization,  and  has  been  six  months  a  member  in  good 
standing  of  the  L.  U.  prior  to  nomination,  unless  the  Local  Union  has 
not  been  in  existence  the  time  herein  required." 

Local  Union  138,  New  York  City— 

The  following  amendment  to  Section  162  of  the  General  Constitu- 
tion is  submitted,  to  be  known  as  Section  162B,  as  follows: 

"Section  162B:  The  above  section  not  to  apply  to  any  member  who 
through  no  fault  of  his  own  is  unable  to  follow  the  trade,  namely,  dis- 
ability, old,  age,  etc." 

Local  Union  169,  East  St.  Louis,  111. — 

Amendment  to  Section  27,  page  9,  General  Constitution,  addition: 
"No  general  or  local  officer  shall  be  eligible  for  more  than  two  consecu- 
tive terms." 

Local  Union  1544,  of  Coal  City,  111.— 

Amend  Section  174  of  the  General  Constituion  on  the  fifth  line  after 
the  word  "standing"  and  insert  the  following:  "and  request  the  assistant 
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conductor  to  report  matters  pertaining  to  the  promoting  of  the  U.  B. 
and  other  union  labels  among  the  local's  membership  since  last  regular 
meeting,  also  shall  advise  the  members  of  their  obligation  agreed  to  and 
read  at  each  meeting  the  resolves  published  in  our  official  journal  under 
the  head  of  "Our  Principles." 

Local  Union  73,  St.  Louis,  Mo. — 

Add'to  Section  176  the  following  paragraph: 

"The  R.  S.  of  the  local  or  the  D.  C,  v^here  one  exists,  shall  keep  a 
correct  list  of  all  idle  members  and  when  fifty-one  (51)  per  cent,  are 
idle  the  work  day  shall  be  cut  to  six  (6)  hours  per  day  and  regular  time 
shall  not  be  resumed  until  it  is  decided  by  a  referendum  vote,  with  a 
two-thirds  (2/3)  majority." 

Michigan  State  Council — 

Amend  Section  188:  After  the  words  "and  shall  hold  the  same" 
insert  the  words,  "Said  bonds  shall  be  secured  from  the  bonding  depart- 
ment of  the  U.  B.,  application  for  said  bonds  to  be  made  through  the 
office  of  the  G.  S." 

Local  Union  470,  Tacoma,  Wash. — 

Amend  Section  219  by  inserting  the  word  "general"  before  the  word 
"funds"  wherever  it  occurs  in  said  section. 

New  Section: 

Section  219B.  Any  L.  U.  having  fixed  its  monthly  dues  and  its  ini- 
tiation fees  for  general  fund  purposes  at  not  less  than  the  minimum  pro- 
vided for  such  fees  in  Section  71,  may  create  a  contingent  fund  by  fixing 
for  such  contingent  fund  an  additional  initiation  and  re-admission  fee 
and  such  additional  monthly  dues  not  to  exceed  one-third  the  general 
fund  dues  as  may  be  approved  by  the  First  G.  V.-P.  Said  contingent 
fund  shall  be  the  sole  property  of  the  L.  U.,  but  shall  be  liable  for  all 
obligations  incurred  by  the  L.  U.,  including  per  capita  tax  and  assess- 
ments due  the  G.  0.  and  may  be  used  for  any  purposes  not  inconsistent 
with  the  objects  of  the  U.  B.  as  set  forth  in  Section  3  of  the  constitu- 
tion and  our  platform  and  with  the  agreement  made  with  new  members 
at  the  time  of  initiation  as  set  forth  in  the  ritual.  Appropriations  from 
the  contingent  fund  shall  only  be  made  at  a  regular  meeting  and  shall 
require  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.  But  no  appropria- 
tion shall  be  made  for  sectarian,  religious  or  partisan  political  purposes 
except  by  unanimous  consent  and  after  the  motion  for  such  appropria- 
tion shall  have  laid  over  for  at  least  one  week. 

Local  Union  309,  New  York  City- 
Sections  219  and  220  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
.  Section  219.    The  funds  of  a  Local  Union  emanating  from  regular 
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dues,  legal  assessments  and  fines  imposed  for  violation  of  trade  rules, 
or  violation  of  the  general  constitution  or  by-laws,  and  all  property  of 
a  Local  Union,  shall  be  used  only  for  such  purposes  as  are  specified  in 
the  constitution  and  by-laws  and  as  may  be  required  to  transact  and 
properly  conduct  its  business,  viz.:  Payment  of  salaries,  donations  to 
sick  members,  purchasing  stationery,  books,  cards,  printing,  payment  of 
rent,  or  any  legally  authorized  bill  against  the  union.  Violation  of  this 
provision  subjects  the  offending  Local  Union  to  the  penalty  of  suspen- 
sion. But  any  Local  Union  may  use  the  fines  imposed  for  non-attend- 
ance at  general  or  special  meetings,  or  the  proceeds  of  festivals  or  simi- 
lar income,  for  establishing  and  conducting  a  contingent  fund  and  use 
the  money  accruing  from  these  sources  for  assisting  members  in  dis- 
tress or  the  furtherance  of  the  labor  movement  in  general.  And  in  case 
of  depletion  in  this  contingent  fund  the  Local  Union  may  levy  an  assess- 
ment on  its  members  for  replenishing  same  in  conformity  with  the  pro- 
visions governing  tax  or  special  assessment,  as  specified  in  Section  120. 

Section  220.  Strike  out  all  of  first  and  second  line  to  the  word 
"given,"  the  amended  section  to  read: 

"Section  220.  No  tax  or  special  assessment  shall  be  levied  by  any 
Local  Union,  etc.,  etc.,  as  per  Section  220  in  its  present  reading." 

Reasons — Under  obtaining  economical  conditions,  where  the  wage 
worker  is  at  any  time  subject  to  enforced  and  protracted  idleness  often 
resulting  in  sickness  in  his  family  and  dire  distress,  we  would  become 
unfaithful  to  the  pledge  we  all  have  taken  at  our  admission  into  the  U.  B., 
viz.:  to  assist  one  another  in  case  of  need,  would  we  indiscriminately  re- 
fuse all  financial  assistance  to  needy  members? 

On  the  other  hand,  under  obtaining  economical  conditions  the  wage 
workers  are  often  involved  in  fights  and  conflicts  with  their  employers, 
the  outcome  of  which  is  of  the  utmost  importance,  not  only  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  trade  directly  affected,  but  to  all  other  trades.  In  fights  of 
this  kind  organized  labor  cannot  afford  to  stand  idly  by;  for  the  sake  of 
self-protection  it  must  render  moral  and  financial  assistance  to  the  men 
or  women  directly  involved  in  the  conflict.  Under  obtaining  conditions 
it  also  becomes  at  times  imperatively  necessary  to  render  financial  as- 
sistance to  the  labor  press  our  most  effective  weapon  in  the  struggle  for 
humane  living  conditions. 

It  is  with  this  understanding,  and  in  a  spirit  of  solidarity  that  for 
years  past  many  of  our  Local  Unions,  especially  those  of  our  larger 
cities,  have  appropriated  money,  which  action  under  strict  application  of 
our  laws  would  have  been  synonymous  to  violation  of  certain  provisions. 

A  situation,  however,  where  a  Local  Union  may  become  amenable 
under  our  laws  because  of  its  brotherly  and  solidary  action  is  unworthy 
8 -Carp.  Pro. 
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of  a  modern  labor  organization,  and  it  is  the  highest  time  that  the  pro- 
visions in  our  constitution  governing  donations  be  amended  and  provi- 
sions be  adopted  which  will  make  the  donating  of  money  to  needy  mem- 
bers, or  to  other  trades  in  distress,  a  lawful  act.  It  is  with  this  end  in 
view^hat  L.  U.  309  proposes  the  above  amendments  to  Sections  219  and 
220  of  the  General  Constitution.  We  hpld  that  any  Local  Union  should 
have  the  right  to  dispose  of  the  money  arising  from  fines  imposed  for 
non-attendance  at  meetings,  as  well  as  the  proceeds  of  festivals  or  the 
like,  at  its  own  discretion  and  in  conformity  with  its  by-laws.

Local  Union  470,  Tacoma,  Wash. — 

Section  220.  Amend  to  read:  No  loans  or  donations  to  keep  mem- 
bers in  good  standing  shall  be  made  from  the  general  funds  of  the  L.  U.'s. 
No  loans  or  donations,  except  sick  donations  and  donations  or  loans  in 
aid  of  other  L.  U.'s  of  the  U.  B.  on  strike,  with  the  sanction  of  the  G. 
E.  B.,  shall  be  made  from  the  general  funds  of  L.  U.'s  unless  specially 
sanctioned  by  the  G.  E.  B.,  nor  shall  such  loans  or  donations  be  made, 
nor  any  special  tax  or  assessment  be  levied,  unless  such  action  be  taken 
at  a  regular  meeting  at  which  all  the  members  have  been  notified  by 
mail  to  be  present  to  vote  on  such  proposition. 

Local  Union  993,  Miami,  Fla. — 

Amend  Section  221  of  the  General  Constitution  as  follows: 
Section  221A:  "Any  Local  Union  may  form  a  special  fund,  to  be 
known  as  a  contingent  fund,  providing  the  monthly  dues  of  such  Local 
Union  for  members  entitled  to  donation  as  prescribed  in  Sections.  82,  83 
and  84,  is  not  less  than  $1.00  (one  dollar),  and  members  entitled  to  dona- 
tions as  prescribed  in  Section  86,  is  not  less  than  seventy-five  (75)  cents). 
Said  contingent  fund,  however,  shall  not  exceed  20  per  cent,  of  all  dues 
paid." 

Local  Union  309,  New  York  City- 
Section  224.    Strike  out  the  word  "thirty"  on  third  line  and  insert 
"thirty-five"  instead. 

Michigan  State  Council — 

Whereas,  It  has  been  possible  under  our  present  law  for  an  employer 
to  be  unfair  in  one  jurisdiction  and  still  use  the  label  in  another  juris- 
diction; and, 

Whereas,  There  have  been  great  discrepancies  in  wage  scales  of 
agreements  with  firms  having  mills  in  different  jurisdictions;  therefore, 
be  it 
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Resolved,  That  the  General  Constitution  be  and  is  hereby  amended 
to  prevent  the  same,  viz.: 

Amend  Section  224,  after  the  words  "Local  Union,"  insert  a  new 
clause,  "Agreements  with  an  employer  operating  in  different  jurisdic- 
tions shall  be  agreed  to  by  the  D.  C.'s  or  L.  U.'s  interested,  and  must  be 
approved  by  the  G.  P.  and  no  employer  who  is  unfair  in  one  jurisdiction 
shall  be  considered  fair  in  another  jurisdiction." 

Local  Union  476,  New  York- 
Section  224 — Label:    Strike  out  in  the  third  line  after  words  "Pay 
of  30  cents"  and  insert  "40  cents." 

Explanation — Wc  believe  this  is  necessary  as  we  find  that  the  union 
mills  in  the  large  cities  where  the  minimum  wage  is  more  than  40  cents 
per  hour  are  losing  the  largest  part  of  their  home  work  through  the  fact 
that  the  work  is  being  manufactured  in  the  mills  outside  of  the  large 
cities  where  the  minimum  wage  is  30  cents  and  have  the  use  of  the  labels 
which  must  be  recognized  in  all  localities  as  per  Section  227  of  the  Gen- 
eral Constitution. 

Local  Union  247,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.— 

Amend  Section  224,  United  Brotherhood  Constitution,  by  striking 
out  the  word  "has"  after  the  word  "mill"  on  the  second  line  and  insert

Local  Union  471,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.— 

Amendment  to  Section  227:  "Provided  said  factory  pay  in  wages 
eighty  (80%)  per  cent,  of  the  wages  paid  in  the  district  in  which  the 
product  is  to  be  used." 

Local  Union  247,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.— 

Amend  Section  232  by  adding  to  the  section  after  the  word  "same" 
on  last  line  the  following:  "Ofllicers  and  members  of  the  United  Brother- 
hood will  consider  any  material  not  bearing  our  label  as  unfair  and  non- 
union." 

Local  Union  1635,  Kansas  City,  Mo. — 

Add  to  Section  232,  the  following:  "Where  owner  or  architect  speci- 
fies that  union  materials  shall  be  used  on  any  job  or  building,  none  other 
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shall  be  handled  by  the  membership  of  our  Brotherhood,  under  penalty 
of  suspension  from  the  United  Brotherhood." 

Local  Union  94,  Providence,  R.  I. — 

Amend  Ritual  by  striking  out  of  the  "obligation"  in  eighth  line  the 
words  "acquiesce  in"  and  insert  instead  the  words  "act  with." 

The  reason  is  that  the  word  "acquiesce,"  as  now  used,  is  awkward 
and  mostly  misunderstood.

The  following  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted  by  Local  231 
on  the  above  date  at  a  specially  called  meeting: 

Whereas,  The  New  York  District  Council  has  been  a  party  to  agree- 
ments entered  into  between  manufacturers  of  interior  and  exterior  trim 
and  their  employes,  located  in  Hornell,  Batavia,  Ridgway,  Pa.;  and. 

Whereas,  The  employes  in  the  above-named  cities  engaged  in  the 
manufacture  of  interior  and  exterior  trim  have  been  working  under  the 
same  conditions  for  five  years  past  without  advance  in  wage  and  under 
conditions  we  believe  to  be  a  discredit  to  the  carpenters'  label;  and, 

Whereas,  The  product  of  the  above-named  localities  has  been  han- 
dled without  protest  by  the  members  in  the  New  York  district,  where 
the  product  of  the  Rochester  district  receive  from  fifty  cents  to  a  dol- 
lar more  per  day  than  the  men  employed  in  the  same  grade  of  work  in 
Hornell,  Batavia,  Ridgway  and  other  places  has  been  discriminated 
against;  and, 
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Whereas,  In  justice  to  the  members  working  in  these  cheap  union 
localities,  and  to  the  organization  in  New  York  and  Rochester,  an  effort 
should  be  made  to  equalize  these  conditions;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  State  Carpenters'  Council  take  such  steps  as  may 
be  deemed  expedient  to  ameliorate  these  conditions  and  that  the  State 
Council  request  the  co-operation  of  the  General  Office,  with  the  object 
in  view  of  raising  the  wage  scale  in  aforesaid  localities  and  equalizing 
working  conditions  in  the  State  of  New  York  as  far  as  possible  in  the 
mill  industry.  R.  J.  KASTNER.

Your  resolution  committee  recommends  that  the  maximum  hours  be 
forty-four  hours  per  week  and  wages  be  35  cents  per  hour  minimum  for 
millmen  and  the  label  be  not  furnished  to  any  mill  not  working  under 
above  conditions.

RESOLUTION  NO.  2. 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Eighteenth  General  Convention —

This  is  a  matter  concerning  all  members  of  the  U.  B.  in  New  York 
State  and  to  those  members  that  are  temporarily  employed  therein,  who 
should  receive  full  consideration  under  the  workmen's  compensation  law, 
as  passed  by  the  recent  Legislature. 

The  New  York  State  Council  requests  that  the  general  convention 
grant  the  General  President  power  to  appropriate  sufficient  funds  to 
pay  said  delegate  in  conjunction  with  the  New  York  State  Council.

The  Legislature,  at  its  session,  passed  what  is  known  as  the  Work- 
men's Compensation  Act,  which  became  a  law  on  July  1,  1914.  Under 
existing  conditions,  as  proven  by  practical  experience  in  New  York  City, 
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it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  State  Council  in  New  York  to  protect  the 
members  of  the  United  Brotherhood,  not  alone  in  New  York  €ity,  but  its 
members  in  the  State  and  those  that  may  through  stress  of  circumstances 
transfer  from  a  different  State,  to  protect  their  interests  at  the  hearings 
which  are  held  in  New  York  City,  and  under  existing  conditions  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  is  submitted  to  the  State  Council  at  their  eighth  annual 
convention  for  their  adoption  or  ratification: 

Whereas,  The  State  compensation  law  is  now  in  working  order,  the 
commission  is  continually  hearing  cases  of  injuries,  accidents  and  deaths 
and  making  their  awards  on  same;  and, 

Whereas,  The  private  insurance  and  casualty  companies  are  fully 
represented  by  their  agents  at  all  hearings  of  the  compensation  commis- 
sion in  order  to  protect  their  corporate  interests;  and. 

Whereas,  Thousands  of  members  of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Car- 
penters and  Joiners  of  America  who  are  employed  daily  throughout  New 
York  State,  members  who  may  meet  with  accidents  or  fatalities  and 
would  not  be  represented  before  the  commission  at  their  hearing,  which 
was  principally  held  at  1  Madison  avenue.  New  York  City,  when  their 
cases  would  come  up  before  the  commission  for  adjustment  and  award, 
through  the  fact  of  being  miles  away  or  seriously  injured  and  not  being 
able  to  attend;  and, 

Whereas,  We  believe  this  can  be  overcome  by  acting  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  insurance  companies  do,  by  having  some  one  to  represent 
the  membership  of  the  United  Brotherhood  at  its  hearings;  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  New  York  State  Council  authorize  its  secretary 
to  communicate  with  all  Local  Unions  of  the  U.  B.  in  New  York  State 
and  acquaint  them  of  the  necessity  of  joining  this  body  for  the  purpose 
of  having  proper  protection  given  any  of  its  members  who  may  be  in- 
jured while  at  work  and  would  not  be  able  to  be  present  at  the  hearings 
before  the  commission  in  New  York  City  either  on  account  of  distance 
or  injuries  received;  and,  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  New  York  State  Council  request  that  the  Gen- 
eral President  of  the  U.  B.  appoint  or  delegate  some  member  of  the  U.  B. 
to  attend  all  hearings  of  the  compensation  commission,  with  the  object 
of  protecting  our  membership  (who  are  injured  or  meet  with  fatalities) 
when  the  cases  come  up  for  award  and  adjustment. 

Your  Committee  on  Resolutions  recommend  that  the  Secretary  be 
instructed  to  communicate  with  the  General  President  and  request  that 
the  expense  of  said  delegate  be  borne  equally  by  the  general  organization 
and  State  Council. 
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Motion  to  concur  in  report.  Carried,  and  copy  to  be  sent  to  the  gen- 
eral convention,  allowing  the  President  the  power  to  appropriate  suffi- 
cient funds  to  pay  said  delegate.

RESOLUTION  NO.  3. 

The  following  resolution  was  submitted  by  L.  U.  1319,  Albuquerque, 
N.  M.: 

"Whereas,  We  know  from  careful  study,  from  observation  and  actual 
experience  that  every  labor  organization  that  has  taken  the  proper  steps 
to  protect  its  aged,  distressed  and  sick  members,  has  strengthened  its 
general  membership  and  increased  its  wage  scale  because  of  the  prestige 
thus  given;  therefore,  be  it  resolved: 

"Article  1.  That  steps  be  taken  at  once  to  create  a  fund  for  the  pur- 
pose of  erecting  and  maintaining  two  homes  and  two  sanatoriums  for 
sick  and  aged  members  of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and 
Joiners  of  America;  one  home  and  one  sanatorium  to  be  located  east  of 
the  Mississippi  river  and  one  home  and  one  sanatorium  to  be  located  in 
the  West  at  a  place  suitable  for  the  treatment  of  tubercular  members  of 
the  United  Brotherhood. 

"Article  2.  That  all  members  of  this  United  Brotherhood  be  as- 
sessed one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  ($1.50)  to  create  a  building  fund; 
thereafter  to  be  assessed  10  cents  per  month  for  a  fund  to  maintain  said 
homes  and  sanatoriums;  the  building  fund  of  $1.50  to  be  paid  in  in- 
stallments of  25  cents  per  month,  the  first  installment  payable  the  fol- 
lowing month  after  notice  has  been  given  that  this  resolution  has  been 
adopted  by  the  United  Brotherhood;  the  assessment  for  the  maintenance 
fund  not  to  begin  until  the  homes  and  sanatoriums  are  ready  for  in- 
mates. 

"All  persons  joining  this  United  Brotherhood  after  the  adoption 
of  these  resolutions  shall  be  required  to  pay  $1.50  for  the  building  fund 
in  addition  to  the  regular  initiation  fee  of  the  local  of  which  he  be- 
comes a  member. 

"Article  3.  That  a  board  of  control  consist  of  seven  members  of 
this  United  Brotherhood  in  good  standing,  one  member  to  be  elected 
from  each  district.  In  no  case  shall  the  General  Officers  of  the  United 
Brotherhood  be  eligible  candidates  for  board  of  control.  Nomina- 
tions for  members  of  this  board  of  control  shall  be  made  to  our  Gen- 
eral Secretary  by  Local  Unions  or  District  Councils,  elections  to  be 
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conducted  thereafter  as  per  Sections  20,  21,  22,  23,  24  and  25  of  the 
general  constitution.  After  the  election  of  said  board  of  control  they 
shall  at  once  call  a  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  organizing.  At  their 
first  meeting  they  shall  elect  from  their  number  a  president,  two  vice- 
presidents,  a  secretary-treasurer  and  three  trustees.  They  shall  then 
draft  by-laws  for  the  governing  of  the  homes  and  sanatoriums  and  re- 
fer them  to  the  United  Brotherhood  for  a  referendum  vote.  The  salary 
of  said  board  of  control  shall  not  exceed  the  wages  paid  in  the  juris- 
diction in  which  they  are  members,  but  they  shall  receive  compensa- 
tion for  all  traveling  expenses  while  on  duty  as  members  of  this  board 
of  control. 

"Article  4.  That  the  board  of  control  shall  have  the  power  to  lo- 
cate said  homes  and  sanatoriums  after  careful  consideration  of  the 
merits  of  proposed  places  in  the  East  and  the  West,  but  under  no  cir- 
cumstances shall  they  accept  a  bonus  from  any  State,  city,  corporation 
or  individual  for  a  location  of  either  of  the  homes  or  sanatoriums,  under 
the  penalty  of  expulsion  from  office  and  the  United  Brotherhood. 

"Article  5.  That  all  Local  Unions  in  all  States  that  have  a  State 
home  or  fund  for  such  purpose  be  excluded  from  voting  on  the  referen- 
dum for  the  International  homes  and  sanatoriums,  except  they  first  de- 
termine if  they  desire  to  participate  in  the  benefits  of  the  homes  and 
sanatoriums.  In  case  any  Local  Union  in  any  State  votes  to  not  par- 
ticipate in  the  benefits  of  said  homes  and  sanatoriums,  they  can  at  any 
future  date  be  admitted  to  all  benefits  by  making  application  to  the 
board  and  paying  $1.50  per  member  at  the  time  of  application  and  as- 
suming the  10  cents  per  month  assessment;  any  member  transferring 
from  a  non-beneficiary  local  to  a  beneficiary  local  shall  not  gain  his 
rights  to  the  homes  and  sanatoriums  unless  he  pays  his  assessment  of 
$1.50  and  assumes  the  assessment  of  10  cents  per  month.  A  member 
transferring  from  a  beneficiary  local  to  a  non-beneficiary  local  shall 
not  forfeit  his  rights,  providing  he  keeps  up  his  payments  of  the  10 
cents  per  month  for  the  maintenance  of  homes  and  sanatoriums. 

"Article  6.  That  the  secretary-treasurer  for  the  homes  and  sana- 
toriums give  a  bond  for  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50^000.00), 
payable  to  the  board  of  control  as  security  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  his  duties;  he  shall  make  monthly  reports  in  detail  of  all  receipts 
and  expenses  to  the  board  of  control  of  said  institutions  and  also  have 
said  reports  published  in  the  official  journal  of  the  United  Brotherhood. 

"Article  7.  That  all  members  of  the  board  of  control  of  homes  and 
sanatoriums  shall  first  be  installed  in  their  office  by  the  Geji^ral  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  Brotherhood  before  assuming  the  duties  of  the  office. 
The  General  Secretary  and  General  Treasurer  of  the  United  Brother- 
hood shall  have  charge  of  all  money  collected  for  the  home  and  sana- 
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torium  fund  until  such  time  as  the  board  of  control  are  duly  qualified, 
and  they  shall  receive  a  reasonable  compensation  for  this  service.  In 
case  of  a  vacancy  on  said  board  of  control  by  death  or  otherwise,  the 
General  President  of  the  United  Brotherhood  shall  appoint  a  member 
of  the  United  Brotherhood  in  good  standing  to  fill  the  unexpired  term. 
This  appointment  must  be  ratified  by  the  remaining  members  of  the 
board  of  control  and  the  General  Executive  Board  of  the  United  Brother- 
hood.

Whereas,  Owing  to  the  cosmopolitan  character  of  our  United 
Brotherhood,  composed,  as  it  were,  of  elements  speaking  various  lan- 
guages; and, 

Whereas,  This  is  given  as  sufficient  cause  for  translating  the  Gen- 
eral Constitution  at  the  General  Office  into  the  French  and  German 
languages  each  time  the  said  constitution  has  been  amended;  and, 

Whereas,  Porto  Rico  is  today  a  possession  of  the  United  States, 
but  a  Spanish-speaking  community,  and  her  working  classes  desire  that 
the  democratic  institutions  of  the  United  States  be  implanted  on  this 
island  in  a  thorough  and  permanent  manner,  inasmuch  as  the  said  or- 
ganization is  a  very  powerful  one;  and, 

Whereas,  The  greatest  difficulty  we  are  meeting  at  present  is  the 
difference  in  language,  causing  our  methods,  usages  and  customs  to  be 
misunderstood  and  many  of  our  Local  Unions  to  fail  in  their  duty 
toward  the  Brotherhood.  For  all  these  reasons  we  herewith  submit  the 
following  for  the  consideration  of  the  delegates  to  the  Eighteenth  Gen- 
eral Convention: 

Resolved,  That  when  the  General  Constitution  and  ritual  of  the 
U.  B.  is'  amended  or  changed,  they  be  translated  into  the  Spanish  lan- 
guage by  authority  of  the  General  Office  and  paid  for  out  of  the  gen- 
eral funds,  and  that  the  General  Secretary  be  authorized  to  sell  the 
said  Spanish  edition  to  our  unions  in  Porto  Rico  or  in  any  other  Span- 
ish-speaking country,  to  be  distributed  at  cost.    Be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  this  convention  instruct  the  editor  of  our  official 
organ.  The  Carpenter,  to  publish  a  Spanish  page  in  each  number  of  said 
publication  containing  matters  of  information  for  our  trade;  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  all  circulars  or  other  documents  concerning  our 
unions  be  shipped  directly  to  the  organizer  of  the  carpenters  in  Porto 
Rico,  who  in  turn  shall  see  that  they  are  translated  and  forwarded  to 
Our  unions  at  the  expense  of  the  Brotherhood.

RESOLUTION  NO.  7. 

Berlin  (Germany),  March,  1914. 

A  Request  for  Affiliation  with  the  International  Union  of  Woodworkers! 

Fellow- Workers — It  affords  me  great  pleasure,  in  my  capacity  as 
secretary  of  the  International  Union  of  Woodworkers,  to  recommend 
the  following  for  the  consideration  of  the  members  of  the  United 
Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  America: 

For  more  than  twenty  years  great  efforts  have  been  made  to  bring 
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about  a  closer  and  lasting  relationship  between  the  various  trade  unions 
in  the  woodworking  industries  of  all  countries.  In  the  years  1891,  1893, 
1896,  1904,  1907  and  1910,  international  conferences  were  held,  at  which 
questions  of  common  interest  were  discussed.  The  relationship  between 
the  various  unions,  very  distant  at  first,  became  closer  with  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  International  Union  of  Woodworkers,  in  1904,  at  the 
conference  held  in  Amsterdam.  Since  that  time  the  number  of  the 
affiliated  unions  has  constantly  increased.  At  present  there  are  forty- 
four  unions  from  twenty  different  nations  (Belgium,  Bosnia,  Herze- 
gowina,  Bulgaria,  Denmark,  Germany,  Finland,  France,  Great  Britain, 
Netherlands,  Italy,  Croatia-Slavonia,  Luxemburg,  Norway,  Austria, 
Roumania,  Sweden,  Switzerland,  Servia,  Spain  and  Hungary)  affiliated 
with  the  International  Union  with  a  membership  of  420,000.  Most  of 
the  existing  woodworkers'  organizations  already  belong  to  the  Interna- 
tional Union,  but  the  object  in  view,  to  get  all  unions  into  its  fold,  has 
as  yet  not  been  accomplished.  One  of  the  sister  unions,  still  on  the 
outside,  is  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  Amer- 
ica. Therefore  the  International  Secretary  sincerely  hopes  that  this 
circular  will  have  the  effect  of  securing  the  welcome  presence  of  your 
union  in  the  ranks  of  the  Woodworkers'  International. 

.  The  economic  interests  of  our  trade  are  of  an  international  nature 
and  international  co-operation  is  therefore  necessary.  The  conditions 
in  one  country  have  a  great  influence  upon  the  conditions  in  other  coun- 
tries. In  the  struggles  for  a  better  existence  the  workers  of  different 
countries  are  very  frequently  played  off  against  each  other.  The  lack 
of  an  international  understanding  has  in  the  past  rendered  the  struggles 
of  many  national  unions  extremely  difficult  and  the  success  of  same 
questionable.  On  the  other  hand,  the  fighting  capacity  of  a  union  is 
greatly  increased  if  the  moral,  and  in  cases  of  absolute  necessity,  the 
financial  support  of  the  sister  unions  in  the  whole  world  are  behind  the 
single  union.  The  International  Union  of  Woodworkers  has  repeatedly 
supported  the  affiliated  unions  in  their  struggles.  In  this  respect  we 
might  mention  that  during  the  struggle  in  the  British  woodworking 
trades  in  1912  financial  assistance  to  the  extent  of  about  $2,000  was 
rendered  by  the  office  of  the  International  Union.  This  proves  that  in- 
ternational solidarity  may  even  be  helpful  and  necessary  for  the  unions 
of  a  country  which  can  boast  of  the  oldest  labor  movement. 

We  ^re  also  in  continual  communication  with  woodworkers'  societies 
in  Bosnia,  Herzegowina,  Croatia-Slavonia,  Roumania,  Finland,  Bulgaria 
and  Servia,  and  the  influence  of  the  international  organization  is  much 
felt  even  in  these  countries.  This  fact  should  be  of  special  interest  tc 
our  American  fellow-workers  whose  position  is  specially  threatened  by 
the  uncontrolled  emigration  from  eastern  Europe,  where  the  general 
standard  of  living  is  so  low  and  where  the  despotism  of  autocratic  gov- 
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ernments  has  had  a  tendency  of  lowering  their  moral  condition.  If  our 
American  friends  were  to  join  the  International  Union  we  believe  it 
would  be  possible  to  check  this  emigration  to  a  certain  extent,  and  it 
would  enable  them  to  publish  accounts  of  their  conditions  through  the 
agency  of  our  International  Union  and  thereby  make  it  clear  to  would- 
be  emigrants  that  the  luring  appeals  of  shipping  agents  and  employ- 
ment sharks  have  no  foundation  in  present-day  American  labor  condi- 
tions. The  American  unions  would  be  in  a  position  to  assist  the  In- 
ternational Union  in  making  all  intending  emigrants  acquainted  with 
such  conditions,  and  so  prevent  them  from  becoming,  willingly  or  un- 
willingly, wage-cutters  or  strike-breakers. 

Furthermore,  it  might  be  said  that  it  would  certainly  be  in  the  in- 
terest of  your  organizations  if  all  bona  fide  members  could  be  induced 
to  join  you  upon  landing  on  your  shores  so  as  to  get  them  under  your 
control  and  influence,  for  otherwise  they  are  liable  to  be  taken  up  by 
rival  organizations  or  fall  victims  to  the  wiles  of  unscrupulous  em- 
ployers. 

We  are  well  aware  of  the  fact  that  in  the  case  of  the  American 
union  it  is  left  to  the  unions  of  any  given  locality  to  fix  the  conditions 
of  admission,  while  in  other  countries  it  is  customary  that  such  condi- 
tions are  uniform  throughout  the  entire  national  union.  Entrance  fees 
in  that  case  vary  very  much,  making  it  very  difficult  for  many  immigrat- 
ing fellow-workers  to  join,  apart  from  other  conditions  imposed.  These 
locals  assert  that  they  cannot  take  the  risk  of  admitting  members  with- 
out high  entrance  fees,  as  it  might  happen  that  the  relatives  of  trans- 
ferred members  would  claim  the  high  ^eath  benefits  usually  paid  by 
the  American  unions.  We  believe,  however,  that  it  would  be  possible 
to  come  to  a  mutual  agreement  whereby  transferred  members  would 
be  entitled  to  free  admission  and  to  the  usual  trade  benefits,  while  they 
would  be  required  to  pay  regular  dues  for  a  certain  period  in  order  to 
become  entitled  to  superannuation,  accident  and  death  benefits.  A 
reciprocity  agreement,  which  is  in  force  at  the  present  time,  for  all 
unions  affiliated  with  the  International  Union  of  Woodworkers  merely 
provides,  in  the  case  of  transfer  of  affiliated  members,  for  free  admis- 
sion, traveling,  unemployment  and  sick  benefit.  Similar  arrangements 
by  which  the  specific  interests  of  the  American  unions  could  be  safe- 
guarded might  certainly  be  agreed  upon  if  they  were  to  join  our  In- 
ternational. Our  American  friends,  moreover,  should  not  overlook  the 
fact  that  the  bona  fide  immigrant  is  usually  a  healthy,  able-bodied  man, 
who  would  scarcely  be  liable  to  become  a  burden  to  the  benefit  funds 
for  a  long  time  after  landing. 

We  sincerely  hope  that  you  will  give  the  foregoing  facts  due  con- 
sideration and  that  your  organization  will  soon  decide  in  favor  of  affili- 
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ation.  It  might  not  be  amiss  to  add  that  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor  is  affiliated  with  the  International  Federation  of  Trade  Unions 
as  well  as  with  the  national  centers  of  eighteen  other  countries,  Ger- 
many included. 

Mr.  Samuel  Gompers,  president  of  the  American  Federation  of  La- 
bor, who  visited  Berlin  in  1910,  was  kind  enough  to  promise,  that  he 
v/ould,  upon  his  return,  try  to  improve  the  relations  between  the  re- 
spective unions  and  also  try  to  get  the  American  woodworkers  to  come 
within  the  fold  of  our  trade  International.  It  is  most  pleasing  to  note 
that  Mr.  Gompers'  tour  ill  Europe,  as  well  as  the  visit  of  Mr.  Legien, 
who,  upon  the  invitation  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  visited 
a  great  number  of  cities  and  trade  union  headquarters  in  the  United 
States,  have  been  helpful  in  promoting  a  better  understanding  and  co- 
operation between  the  European  and  American  labor  movements. 

Mr.  G.  W.  Perkins,  the  delegate  of  the  American  Federation  of  La- 
bor at  the  International  Trade  Union  Congress  at  Zurich,  said  in  his 
report  at  the  thirty-third  annual  convention  of  the  American  Federa- 
tion of  Labor  at  Seattle,  Wash.,  November  11,  1913: 

"The  international  trades  union  movement  is  the  clearing  house  in 
the  industrial  field;  it  aims  to  remove  false  conceptions  and  prejudices; 
it  tends  to  widen  the  viewpoint  and  helps  to  broaden  the  sphere  of  use- 
fulness; it  reveals  the  activities  and  character  of  the  movement  pre- 
vailing in  different  countries;  it  brings  into  review  the  variety  of  na- 
tional temperaments  and  their  direct  bearing  in  the  management  of 
wage  disputes  and  great  public  questions."  And  in  another  part  of 
his  speech  he  said:  "I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  American  trade  union 
movement  has  too  long  neglected  the  trade  union  movement  of  the 
world." 

The  Amalgamated  Society  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners,  with  which 
the  Brotherhood  has  agreed  on  a  plan  of  solidification,  recently  declared 
in  favor  of  affiliation  with  the  International  Union  of  Woodworkers  by 
a  majority  of  10,813.  In  a  circular  letter  sent  to  all  branches  of  this 
society,  the  executive  gave  the  reasons  for  the  proposal  of  affiliation 
with  th6  following  striking  remarks: 

"Those  economic  forces  which  are  compelling  trade  unions  to  con- 
solidate and  federate  in  every  country  are  also  removing  the  barriers 
of  race  and  nationality.  Labor  all  over  the  civilized  world  is  beginning 
to  understand  that  just  as  the  capitalists  recognized  no  nationality  in 
their  exploitation  of  the  working  classes,  the  latter  are  waking  to  the 
fact  that  the  interests  of  the  workers  are.  the  same  all  over  the  world 
and  that  race  and  religious  prejudices  are  simply  created  and  fomented 
by  the  capitalist  class  in  order  to  blind  and  mislead  all  workers  of  every 
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nation  to  their  true  interests.  However,  as  a  result  of  international  ne- 
,  gotiations  between  the  larger  trade  unions,  several  federations,  similar 
to  the  one  under  review,  are  in  existence,  notably  the  International 
Miners'  Federation,  the  metal  workers,  the  transport  workers,  the 
textile  workers  and  others,  through  which  assistance  moral  and  finan- 
cial is  rendered  when  the  respective  unions  come  in  conflict  with  the 
employers  in  any  country;  therefore  the  G.  C.  are  of  opinion  that  it  must 
be  obvious  to  our  members  that,  apart  from  the  good  thus  accruing, 
our  affiliation  with  the  International  Woodworkers'  Federation  would 
not  only  have  similar  results,  but  we  should  be  in  a  much  better  posi- 
tion to  deal  more  effectively  with  the  question  of  unfair  foreign-made 
joinery  which  has  proved  so  .detrimental  to  us  in  this  country." 

The  annual  convention  of  Local  Unions  of  the  United  Brotherhood 
of  the  State  of  New  York,  held  last  August,  adopted  a  resolution  in 
v/hich  the  convention  declared  for  the  affiliation  of  the  entire  Brother- 
hood with  the  International  Union  of  Woodworkers.  This  well-timed 
step  justifies  the  expectation,  that  other  State  bodies  will  follow  the 
example  of  the  New  York  State  convention,  and  we  sincerely  hope  that 
this  circular  will  help  the  membership  of  the  Brotherhood  to  give  this 
matter  closer  attention  and  enhanced  interest. 

Capital  is  organized  internationally;  should  not  the  workers  of  all 
countries  join  hands  across  the  frontier  barriers  in  their  own  common 
interest?  We  hope  that  all  those  unions  which  are  not  yet  affiliated 
will  join  the  International  in  the  near  future,  in  order  that  the  tie  of 
fraternal  solidarity  may  unite  the  woodworkers  of  all  countries.  On 
behalf  of  the  International  Union,  I  therefore  address  this  urgent  ap- 
peal to  my  fellow-tradesmen  in  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters 
and  Joiners  of  America  in  the  hope  that  same  may  not  be  in  vain,  as  I 
consider  an  affiliation  with  the  International  Union  most  desirable  and 
of  great  benefit  to  them. 

Might  we  suggest  that  you  authorize  your  Executive  Board  to  join 
the  International  Union  of  Woodworkers  at  once,  if  possible,  and  further 
to  send  a  delegation  to  the  next  International  Woodworkers'  Congress, 
which  is  to  be  held  at  Vienna  on  August  20  and  23,  1914,  and  that  your 
National  Executive  Board  invite  its  constituents  to  admit  bona  fide  mem- 
bers of  our  International  without  entrance  fee  with  those  rights,  which 
vice  versa  will  be  granted  our  American  brothers  by  all  unions  affiliated 
with  the  International  Union  of  Woodworkers.  Copies  of  rules  and  of 
reciprocity  agreements  in  force  have  been  forwarded  to  your  national 
headquarters. 
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Kindly  let  me  know  your  decision  in  this  matter  and  convey  our  best 
fraternal  greetings  to  your  officers  and  members.

RULES  OF  THE  INTERNATIONAL  UNION  OF  WOODWORKERS. 

— Objects — 

1.  The  trade  organizations  of  woodworkers  of  the  different  coun- 
tries constitute  an  International  Union  for  the  purpose  of  furthering 
their  common  interests. 

2.  The  particular  objects  of  the  unions  shall  be: 

(a)  To  effect  combination  between  the  national  organizations  of 
the  different  countries; 

(b)  To  establish  reciprocal  agreements  and  to  circulate  informa- 
tion on  important  questions; 

(c)  -To  restrain  the  influx  of  workers  from  abroad  in  case  of  strikes 
and  lockouts; 

(d)  To  intervene  with  financial  assistance  if  necessary  and  possible 
for  large  strikes  and  lockouts; 

(e)  '  To  mutually  arrange  for  the  free  transfer  of  members  to  the 
affiliated  unions  in  foreign  countries,  and  for  the  support  of  these  mem- 
bers; 

(f)  To  generally  promote  solidarity  and  co-operation  amongst  the 
respective  national  woodworkers'  organizations  in  the  different  coun- 
tries. 

— Membership — 

3.  All  national  organizations  of  woodworkers  can  affiliate  to  the 
International  Union,  particularly  organizations  of  furniture  workers, 
cabinet-makers,  joiners  and  carpenters,  pianoforte-makers,  chairmak- 
ers,  French  polishers,  turners,  stickmakers,  basketmakers,  brushmak- 
ers,  cart-and-wheel-wrights,  upholsterers,  carvers,  coopers,  glaziers,  etc. 

4.  If  a  union  raises  objection  to  the  affiliation  of  another  organiza- 
tion and  furnishes  effective  reasons  for  doing  so,  the  admission  can  be 
refused  or  the  affiliation  annulled. 

5.  Every  national  organization,  which  has  become  affiliated  with 
the  union,  preserves  its  full  autonomy  but  must  adhere  to  the  obliga- 
tions stipulated  in  these  rules  of  the  union. 
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6.  The  members  of  every  national  organization  affiliated  to  the 
International  Union  shall,  as  soon  as  employment  is  entered  upon 
abroad,  be  admitted  into  the  respective  national  organization  without 
entrance  fees,  provided  the  transfer  is  effected  within  six  weeks  and 
provided  that  the  member  left  his  former  organization  with  a  clear  card. 
The  contributions  of  such  transferred  members  which  have  been  paid 
to  any  of  the  unions  affiliated  to  the  International  Union  shall  be  com- 
puted thus:  The  grahd  total  of  contribution  paid  is  placed  to  the  credit 
of  the  member  in  the  union  to  which  the  transfers  if  the  contributions 
are  lower  in  the  national  organization  which  he  has  left;  but  where 
contributions  are  equal  or  higher,  credit  is  given  for  the  full  number  of 
weekly  payments  made.  According  to  these  rules  mentioned  above, 
members  are  entitled  to  the  same  benefits  in  the  national  organization 
to  which  they  transfer  as  its  members  are  for  a  membership  of  corre- 
sponding duration.  Exceptional  cases  must  be  specially  decided  upon 
by  mutual  agreements  between  the  respective  national  organizations. 
Before  the  transfer  is  made,  the  member  traveling  abroad  is  only  en- 
titled to  the  traveling.  allov;-ance  granted  to  members  by  the  national 
organization  of  the  country  concerned,  and  only  in  accordance  with  the 
rules  of  the  latter  organization  as  they  apply  to  its  members. 

— Contributions — 

7.  To  cover  the  costs  of  the  administration  of  the  union,  an  annual 
subscription  is  payable  by  the  affiliated  national  organization.  This  is 
calculated  acqprding  to  the  number  of  members  a  national  organization 
has  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

8.  A  subscription  of  two  francs  per  hundred  members  is  payable 
in  advance  in  January  of  each  year,  or,  if  affiliation  has  been  effected 
later,  the  subscription  must  be  paid  for  the  rest  of  the  current  year. 

9.  An  account  of  the  union's  receipts  and  expenditure  must  be 
given  every  year. 

— Administration — 

10.  The  administration  of  the  union  is  entrusted  to  a  secretary, 
duly  elected  by  an  International  Congress,  and  to  a  treasurer  appointed 
by  the  national  organization  of  the  country  where  the  seat  of  manage- 
ment is. 

11.  The  secretary  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  national  or- 
ganization to  which  he  belongs. 

12.  The  secretary  to  retain  office  until  the  succeeding  International 
Congress. 

— Congress — 

13.  The  legislative  assembly  of  the  union   is   the  International 
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Woodworkers'  Congress.  The  congress  must  take  place  at  least  once  in 
every  five  years.  Proposals  and  motions  for  the  agenda  must  be  sent 
to  the  secretary  and  published  by  him  three  months  before  the  con- 
gress takes  place. 

14.  A  congress  must  be  convened  if  such  a  proposal  is  supported 
by  the  majority  of  the  affiliated  national  organizations.  The  secretary 
of  the  union  has  to  convene  the  congress. 

15.  The  congress  is  constituted  of  delegates  from  the  affiliated 
unions.  Every  national  organization  must  bear  the  expenses  of  its 
delegations.  The  other  expenses  are  divided  proportionately  among  all 
affiliated  organizations,  according  to  the  number  of  their  members. 

16.  The  decisions  arrived  at  by  the  congress  shall  be  communicated 
to  all  affiliated  unions  by  the  secretary. 

— General  Rules — 

17.  Every  national  organization  must  send  a  report  to  the  secre- 
tary after  the  close  of  each  year.  This  report  must  contaii;i  the  number 
of  members,  receipts  and  expenditure,  number  and  results  of  wages, 
movements,  etc.  The  secretary  has  to  issue  prescribed  forms  for  this 
purpose  and  has  to  tabulate  these  annual  reports  and  publish  them  for 
the  information  of  the  affiliated  unions. 

18.  The  secretary  must  be  informed  as  soon  as  possible  of  im- 
portant events,  especially  large  strikes  and  lockouts  affecting  any  of 
the  national  organizations. 

19.  The  publications  of  the  secretary  shall  appear  in  the  bulletin 
of  the  International  Union  in  German,  French,  English  and  Swedish. 
The  national  organizations,  in  their  correspondence  with  the  secretary, 
should,  if  possible,  use  one  of  these  four  languages. 

—Extract  from  Minutes  of  G.  E.  B.,  July  29,  1914— 

Communications  from  Theodore  Leipart,  secretary  of  the  Interna- 
tional Union  of  Woodworkers,  inviting  the  U.  B.  of  C.  and  J.  of  A.  to 
affiliate  with  said  organization  and  to  send  delegates  to  its  next  con- 
gress, to  be  held  in  Vienna,  Austria,  August  20  to  23,  1914,  were  sub- 
mitted to  the  G.  E.  B.  and  considered  in  all  their  details.  As  affiliation 
with  the  aforesaid  organization  would  entail  an  expenditure  of  over 
$800.00  per  year  and  the  expenses  of  a  delegate  to  its  congress,  and  as 
the  question  of  affiliation  is  a  matter  to  be  decided  by  the  referendum 
vote  of  our  membership,  the  matter  is  referred  by  the  Board  to  the 
Eighteenth  General  Convention,  to  be  held  in  Indianapolis  in  September 
of  the  present  year.

RESOLUTION  NO.  12. 

Mr.  Frank  Duffy,  General  Secretary  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters 
and  Joiners,  Indianapolis,  Ind.: 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother — The  unions  of  woodworking  crafts  in  this 
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city  have  long  found  themselves  unable  to  make  satisfactory  agreements 
with  or  secure  proper  consideration  from  the  proprietors  of  large  mills 
and  the  principal  contractors  in  their  lines  of  work  in  the  district  in 
seeking  the  manufacture  of  mill  work  bearing  the  union  label  of  said 
craft.  Xhe  officers  and  members  of  these  unions  have  reasons  to  be- 
lieve the  same  condition  exists  in  many  other  localities  and  that  the 
difficulty  involved  in  the  matter  is  of  such  magnitude  as  to  require  the 
attention  and  power  of  the  Brotherhood  to  remove  it. 

In. 'this  locality  we  have  exhausted  all  the  means  at  our  command 
to  bring  about  better  conditions  without  result  and  are  forced  to  the 
conviction  that  an  organized  effort  is  constantly  being  made  by  the 
millmen  and  contractors  to  defeat  our  wishes  and  prevent  all  progress 
toward  the  organization  of  their  plants. 

There  seems  to  be  nothing  more  that  we  can  do  in  the  direction  in- 
dicated and  any  further  activity  on  our  part  might  result  in  serious 
losses  to  many  of  our  members. 

In  our  extremity  we  appeal  to  the  Brotherhood  to  aid  us,  and  the 
most  practical  and  feasible  way  to  solve  the  problem  seems  to  us  to  be 
for  the  Brotherhood  to  acquire  the  ownership  of  all  the  machinery 
necessary  to  equip  a  first-class  woodworking  mill  that  could  be  put  up 
and  operated  by  the  Brotherhood  in  any  locality  where  its  presence  and 
products  might  be  necessary  for  securing  satisfactory  conditions  for  the 
craft  involved. 

I  have  been  appointed  by  Millmen  and  Cabinet-makers'  Union  No. 
1868  to  correspond  with  you  on  the  subject  and  to  inform  you  that  the

Dear  Sir — We  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  employment  of 
non-union  carpenters  in  and  about  your  plant,  or  distillery,  warehouse, 
office  and  salesroom,  the  building  and  rebuilding  of  buildings;  also  alter- 
ations, remodeling  and  repairs  to  buildings.  Building  statistics  show  that 
more  than  a  million  dollars  are  spent  annually  on  building  work  by  the 
distillers  of  this  State.  What  per  cent,  of  the  above-named  work  is  done 
by  union  carpenters?  Not  1  per  cent,  and  still  the  wage  earners  are  the 
greatest  consumers  of  the  products  of  the  distilleries.  Can  you  surmise 
why  the  prohibitionists  are  gaining  strength  in  not  only  Kentucky,  but 
throughout  the  United  States?  The  brewers  of  this  country  have  long 
since  recognized  the  rights  of  organized  labor,  and  each  and  every  brewer 
throughout  the  country  patronize  organized  labor  in  all  its  branches  and 
we  believe  that  it  would  be  to  the  interest  of  the  distillers  to  follow  the 
course  of  the  brewers,  and  sign  an  agreement  with  this  organization  as 
early  as  possible.  The  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of 
America  has  a  membership  of  over  a  quarter  of  a  million,  not  of  infants 
and  women,  but  men  and  voters  in  their  respective  localities.    We  do  not 
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intend  this  as  a  threat,  but  unless  our  membership  is  given  some  assur- 
ances of  employment  on  all  carpenter  work  done  by  the  distillers  of  this 
State,  we  propose  to  send  circular  letters  to  every  labor  organization 
throughout  the  country,  acquainting  them  with  the  attitude  of  the  dis-

We  are  sending  you  herewith  a  clipping  taken  from 
our  journal  (The  Carpenter)  of  the  June  issue,  and  inasmuch  as  your 
association  are  continuing  the  employment  of  non-union  carpenters  in 
and  about  your  plants,  we  propose  to  take  this  matter  up  throughout 
the  country,  as  we  have  been  given  no  consideration  at  all  by  the  mem- 
bers of  your  organization,  and  what  has  recently  transpired  in  the  State 
of  West  Virginia  can  very  easily  be  brought  about  in  the  State  of  Ken- 
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tucky,  and  unless  the  members  of  your  organization  as  individuals  and 
as  an  association  see  fit  to  immediately  take  this  matter  up  relative  to 
the  employment  of  union  carpenters  on  all  work  done  by  the  liquor  in- 
terests, we  propose  to  give  the  matter  the  widest  publicity  possible,  and 
to  work  for  the  enactment  of  such  laws  as  will  serve  our  purpose.  We 
have  requested  you,  gentlemen,  as  individuals  and  as  members  of  your 
organization,  to  give  this  matter  your  consideration,  and  we  have  been 
ignored  entirely. 

Trusting  to  hear  from  you  at  an  early  date,  and  that  drastic  action 
will  not  be  necessary,  we  are,

A  number  of  States  have  abolished  the  contract  system,  and  Ohio, 
Illinois,  Colorado  and  some  others  have  a  law  on  their  statute  books 
"that  all  prison-made  goods,  when  put  on  sale,  must  bear  the  prison 
label."  Yet  the  prison  contractors  and  the  merchants  who  handle  these 
products  are  violating  the  State  laws  where  such  a  law  is  in  effect;  hence 
we  ask  the  delegates  assembled  here  to  bring  this  matter  before  their 
membership  at  their  locals  and  to  take  such  action  through  publicity 
and  other  methods  that  merchants  will  comply  with  the  State  law,  which 
compels  them  to  label  prison-made  products  in  such  States  where  the 
law  is  in  effect.

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Eighteenth  General  Convention  of 
the  U.  B.  of  C.  and  J.  of  A.: 

Whereas,  The  General  Constitution  of  the  U.  B.  as  adopted  by  the 
referendum  vote  of  the  membership  is  the  supreme  law  of  the  organiza- 
tion, and  all  officers  and  members  must  be  guided  by  the  rules  laid  down 
therein; 

Whereas,  No  amendment  or  alteration  to  the  General  Constitution 
can  be  made  unless  with  the  approval  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  vot- 
ing on  same;  ^ 

Whereas,  On  May  27,  1914,  an  application  was  made  to  the  General 
Office  by  the  New  York  District  Council  for  official  sanction  and  financial 
aid  for  a  movement  for  an  increase  in  wages,  to  take  effect  August  1, 
1914,  the  same  being  filed  in  accordance  with  Section  144  and  all  of  the 
requirements  of  Sections  142  and  143; 

Whereas,  On  June  1  a  reply  was  received  from  the  General  Secre- 
tary calling  attention  to  a  decision  of  the  G.  E.  B.  of  October  21,  1913, 
as  follows:  Official  sanction  will  not  be  granted  to  any  trade  movement 
unless  51  per  cent,  of  the  membership  involved  vote  in  favor  of  the  de- 
mands and  stating  that  sanction  was  denied  where  the  movement  was 
not  supported  by  the  above  percentage; 

Whereas,  The  G.  E.  B.,  at  its  meeting  on  July  28,  refused  to  grant 
official  sanction  on  the  ground,  among  other  reasons,  "That  51  per  cent, 
of  the  membership  involved  did  not  vote  in  favor  of  the  demands." 

Whereas,  Section  143  of  the  constitution  reads  as  follows:  "If  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present  vote  by  secret  ballot  to  put  the  proposed 
demand  into  effect,  the  blank  schedule  of  inquiries  shall  be  filled  out  im- 
mediately after  the  vote  is  compiled  and  ^forwarded  to  the  G.  S.,  who 
shall  at  once  submit  a  copy  of  same  to  the  G.  E.  B.  In  no  case  shall  the 
G.  S.  of  the  G.  E.  B.  sanction  a  trade  demand  unless  40  per  cent,  of  the 
members  affiliated  with  the  D.  C.  or  Local  Union  where  a  D.  C.  does 
not  exist  are  present  at  the  special  meeting  and  vote  on  the  demand." 

Resolved,  That  the  convention  hereby  reverse  the  above  decision 
rendered  by  the  G.  E.  B.  on  October  21,  1913,  on  the  grounds  that  the 
question  involved  was  not  a  point  of  law,  but  an  amendment  to  the  Gen- 
eral Constitution,  not  submitted  to  the  referendum  by  the  G.  E.  B.  in 
accordance  with  Section  45a  of  the  General  Constitution.

Cabinet  Makers,  Machine  Hand  and  Wood  Turners' 

Union  of  New  York,  New  York,  September  19,  1914. 

Mr.  Frank  Duify,  General  Secretary,  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters 
and  Joiners  of  America,  and  to  the  Delegates  of  the  Convention,  In-> 
dianapolis,  Ind. : 

Dear  Brothers — The  Cabinet  makers  of  New  York  of  the  Jewish 
nation  have  organized  a  union  and  it  now  has  a  membership  of  upward 
of  five  hundred  members  in  good  standing.  They  are  cabinet  makers 
and  machine  hands. 

From  present  indications  it  would  seem  that  within  a  very  short 
time  our  membership  will  grow  to  the  number  of  one  thousand.  The 
situation  in  New  York  is  such  that  we  can  safely  assume  that  to  be  the 
fact. 

All  these  workers  are  working  under  intolerable  conditions  and  in 
competition  with  the  members  of  the  Brotherhood.  The  wages  are  much 
lower  than  in  the  shops  controlled  by  the  Brotherhood.  It  is  our  inten- 
tion and  aim  to  raise  their  standard  to  that  of  the  Brotherhood  men. 

It  is  safe  to  say  that  in  the  city  of  New  York  at  the  present  time 
there  are  somewhere  about  thirty-five  thousand  workers  as  cabinet 
workers,  machine  hands  and  wood  turners,  who  are  not  organized.  They 
are  largely  foreign  born.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  possible  to 
organize  these  people.  There  is  a  tremendous  movement  among  the  Rus- 
sians, Poles,  Italians  and  Jews  for  organization.  There  is  a  great  senti- 
ment for  it.  If  something  is  done  in  the  direction  to  organize  them  we 
are  quite  sure  that  they  will  respond.  We  are  doing  the  best  we  can  and 
our  efforts  have  been  crowned  with  some  success. 

Mr.  Weinstein,  secretary  of  the  United  Hebrew  Trades,  has  had  a 
conference  with  Brother  Guerin,  Executive  Board  member  of  the  Broth- 
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erhood  of  Carpenters  and  explained  the  situation  to  him.  We  have  had 
a  conference  with  Brother  Collins  of  the  District  Council  of  New  York 
and  explained  the  situation  to  him  and  he  understands  it  thoroughly  and 
he  knows  just  what  efforts  we  are  making. 

The  workers,  irrespective  of  nationality  of  their  births,  should  act 
in  unison  and  w^e  do  everything  in  our  power  to  promote  solidarity.  We 
feel  that  we  ought  to  be  a  part  of  the  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters.  We 
are  carpenters:  we  should  be  a  part  of  the  organized  workmen's  organi- 
zation in  our  trade,  and  we  appeal  to  you  on  behalf  of  those  who  are 
now  members  of  our  organization,  and  those  that  we  can  surely  attract 
to  the  organization,  that  you  extend  to  us  the  privilege  of  joining  the 
Brotherhood. 

Our  men  do  not  want  to  compete  with  the  members  of  the  Brother- 
hood. They  want,  if  necessary,  to  fight;  to  go  to  any  length  to  create 
standards  at  least  equal  to  those  obtained  already  by  the  Brotherhood. 

Brothers,  we  appeal  to  you  that  you  consider  our  condition,  carefully 
and  that  you  instruct  the  Executive  Committee  to  issue  a  charter  to  our 
local  and  to  make  provisions  to  organize  the  unorganized  in  the  city  of 
New  York.

On  being  extended  the  privilege  of  the  floor  Miss  Steg- 
hagen was  introduced  to  the  convention  by  General  President 
Kirby,  and  in  a  short  address  she  reviewed  the  work  of  the 
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Women's  Trade  Union  League  and  told  the  delegates  what 
the  organization  wished  to  accomplish  in  the  future.  She  ex- 
plained the  purposes  for  which  the  league  is  organized,  stat- 
ing that  it  was  only  possible  for  women  organizers  to  organize 
the  women  wage  workers  as  they  should  be.  "Organized  la- 
bor," said  Miss  Steghagen,  "will  never  come  into  its  own  un- 
til the  women  are  organized,  and  the  men  must  help  in  this 
organization.  Our  per  capita  tax  is  not  nearly  sufficient  to 
meet  our  constantly  increasing  demands,  and  although  it  is 
true  that  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  levied  a  one  cent 
assessment  for  our  benefit,  the  money  derived  from  that  source 
has  been  sent  into  the  East  to  assist  the  Textile  Workers,  the 
women  and  girls  who  are  working  under  such  terrible  condi- 
tion. Everywhere  in  the  East  and  in  the  West  there  are 
women  workers  that  want  to  be  organized,  but  we  can't  reach 
them  because  we  have  not  the  funds  at  our  command." 

She  then  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  women 
workers  were  coming  into  competition  with  the  men  in  many 
lines  of  industry,  and  for  that  reason  money  expended  in  or- 
ganizing these  women  is  money  well  spent. 

In  conclusion  she  said :  "We  appreciate  very  greatly  the 
donation  of  $50.00  per  month  made  by  your  organization  at 
your  convention  two  years  ago,  and  since  you  men  have  the 
power  to  continue  that  donation,  I  do  hope  you  will  do  so. 
Don't  consider  this  matter  lightly,  gentlemen,  and  think  that 
the  Women's  Trade  Union  League  is  composed  of  faddists. 
Remember  that  that  organization  is  composed  of  women  work- 
ers. You  men  understand  what  organizing  work  is,  and  I 
hope  you  will  continue  this  donation  which  was  discontinued 
a  year  ago." 

President  Kirby — I  wish  to  say  that  the  request  made 
by  Miss  Steghagen  will  receive  careful  consideration  at  the 
hands  of  this  convention,  and  the  carpenters  can  be  depended 
upon  to  do  their  share  towards  building  up  the  Women's  Trade 
Union  League. 

The  General  Treasurer  read  his  biennial  report,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  General  Treasurer's  Report.

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  Assembled  at  the  Eighteenth 
General  Convention  of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpen- 
ters and  Joiners  of  America : 

Brothers — In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
41  of  our  general  constitution,  I  herewith  submit  for  your  con- 
sideration and  for  the  information  of  our  membership,  a  re- 
port of  my  stewardship  as  your  General  Treasurer  during  the 
past  term  beginning  July  1,  1912,  and  ending  June  30,  1914. 

This  report  contains  detailed  statistical  data  covering  the 
total  receipts  of  our  Brotherhood  as  turned  over  to  me  by  the 
General  Secretary,  and  a  detailed  account  of  the  purpose  for 
which  all  moneys  were  expended ;  a  recapitulation  showing  the 
depositories  in  which  our  funds  are  now  located  and  the 
amount  deposited  therein;  a  detailed  account  of  the  cost  of 
defending  injunction  and  civil  'suits,  which  amounts  to  the 
large  sum  of  $104,278.83 ;  an  itemized  accounting  of  all  moneys 
paid  out  to  Local  Unions  and  District  Councils  for  strike  and 
lockout  purposes;  a  detailed  statement  of  all  money  appro- 
priated to  our  locals  and  District  Councils  for  organizing  pur- 
poses; a  detailed  list  of  disapproved  claims  and  reasons  as- 
signed for  disapproval ;  a  monthly  statement  of  amounts  paid 
on  approved  claims,  sub-divided  into  four  classes,  beneficial, 
semi-beneficial,  wives'  funeral  donation  and  disability  dona- 
tion ;  a  detailed  account  of  the  causes  of  death  or  disability ;  a 
biennial  statement  of  death,  disability  and  strike  benefits  paid 
since  the  formation  of  our  organization  to  date ;  also  total  re- 
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ceipts  from  all  sources  and  expenses  attendant  thereto  cover- 
ing the  same  period,  and  a  full,  detailed  account  of  the  amount 
paid  each  Local  Union  for  death  and  disability  donations  dur- 
ing the  past  two  years  ending  June  30,  1914 — every  item  being 
set  forth  in  as  plain  and  comprehensive  a  manner  as  possible 
for  the  enlightenment  and  information  of  our  membership. 

The  total  receipts  turned  over  to  me  by  General  Secretary 
Duffy  from  July  1,  1912,  to  June  30,  1914,  amount  to  the  sum 
of  $1,556,783.92 — an  increase  over  the  former  period  of  $215,- 
251.46.  This  increase  is  accounted  for  by  an  increased  mem- 
bership and  the  additional  25-cent  assessment  adopted  by  the 
Washington  convention  and  ratified  by  a  referendum  vote  of 
our  membership.  The  expenses,  as  you  will  observe,  have  also 
been  materially  increased  due  to  the  many  trade  movements, 
injunction  suits,  increased  death  rates,  lockouts  and  the  in- 
creased strike  pay  allowed  by  your  General  Executive  Board 
to  members  involved  in  trade  movements  at  the  rate  of  $6.00 
per  week  where  previously  only  $4.00  was  allowed,  all  of  which 
required  financing.  The  funds  have  been  handled  as  judicious- 
ly as  possible  commensurate  with  good  business  judgment, 
and  the  reports  as  made  by  the  General  President  and  the 
General  Secretary  will  demonstrate  the  great  good  accom- 
plished for  our  members  and  the  craft  in  general  and  the 
enviable  position  we  now  hold  as  an  organization  in  the  great 
labor  movement. 
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OUR  FUNDS  AND  WHERE  THEY  ARE  LOCATED. 

The  funds  of  our  Brotherhood  are  placed  in  depositories 
selected  by  the  General  Executive  Board  after  investigation 
by  that  body  of  their  financial  standing,  and  are  drawing  in- 
terest ranging  from  2  to  4  per  cent,  per  annum  and  also 
guaranteed  by  a  depository  bond  as  enumerated  below :

OUR  CLAIM  DEPARTMENT. 


The  past  two  years  have  been  very  busy  ones  in  this  de- 
partment, the  records  showing  that  we  have  received  5,172 
claims  of  which  4,759  have  been  approved  and  paid  involving 
the  large  sum  of  $620,786.79— an  increase  of  $58,089.72  over 
the  amount  paid  out  in  the  preceding  term.  Of  the  number 
approved  2,298  were  for  members'  funeral  donations,  amount- 
ing to  $443,511.79 ;  1,572  were  for  beneficial  members'  wives' 
funeral  donations,  amounting  to  $77,075 ;  694  were  for  semi- 
beneficial  members'  funeral  donations,  amounting  to  $34,850, 
and  195  were  for  beneficial  members'  disability  donations, 
amounting  to  $65,300.00. 

In  the  last  two  years  we  were  compelled  to  disapprove 
413  illegal  claims  for  constitutional  reasons  as  enumerated  be- 
low; sixty  of  these  were  appealed  from  my  decision  to  the 
General  Executive  Board  of  which  number  we  were  sustained 
in  forty-seven  cases,  three  were  reversed  and  claims  ordered 
paid,  eight  were  referred  back  to  us  to  be  reopened  as  new 
evidence  had  been  presented  to  the  Board  which  had  not  been 
forwarded  to  us  before  action  was  taken  on  the  claim,  and  two 
were  refused  consideration  by  the  Board  as  claims  had  been 
disapproved"  on  constitutional  grounds,  appeals  not  being  filed 
in  time.  Six  of  these  claims  are  appealed  to  this  convention 
for  your  final  decision,  the  others  have  undoubtedly  been 
recognized  a:'s  illegal  by  the  Local  Unions  interested.  It  is  a 
very  unpleasant  task  for  your  General  Treasurer  to  disapprove 
a  claim,  but  it  is  his  imperative  duty  to  fulfil  his  obligation 
by  seeing  that  all  claims  presented  conform  fully  to  the  letter 
of  the  law.  He  must  see  that  every  interest  of  the  United 
Brotherhood  is  zealously  guarded  and  the  funds  properly  pro- 
tected and  that  no  feeling  of  friendship  or  sentiment  rule  in 
the  strict  performance  of  his  official  duty.   At  times  we  have 
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been  severely  criticised  for  refusing  to  listen  to  pleadings  of 
Local  Unions  and  members  for  the  payment  of  illegal  claims, 
but  we  feel  that  these  criticisms  are  only  hasty  expressions  by 
those  whose  sympathy  for  the  afflicted  have  not  considered  the 
law  and  justice  of  the  case.

Of  the  number  disapproved  196  were  not  in^good  stand- 
ing, having  allowed  themselves  at  one  time  or  another  to  fall 
in  arrears  by  owing  a  sum  equal  to  three  months'  dues  and 
not  squaring  up  in  full,  including  the  current  month,  in  time 
to  entitle  them  to  the  death  or  disability  donation.  It  seems 
to  be  the  opinion  of  many  of  our  officers  and  members  that 
when  they  square  up  their  indebtedness  they  become  im- 
mediately in  benefit  standing,  but  our  constitution.  Section 
109,  provides  that  as  a  penalty  to  a  member  who  allows  him- 
self to  become  delinquent  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to  donations 
until  three  months  from  the  day  in  which  he  squares  up  in 
full,  including  the  current  month.    I  might  also  report  that 
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from  a  perusal  of  membership  books  forwarded  to  me  with 
claim  papers  that  many  of  our  local  secretaries  do  not  report 
a  member  as  three  months'  in  arrears  if  he  pays  dues  the  first 
meeting  night  in  the  fourth  month.  This  is  unconstitutional 
and  when  claim  is  presented  in  behalf  of  a  brother  whose 
financial  record  shows  he  did  not  pay  any  dues  until  after  the 
last  day  of  the  third  month's  arrearages  I  have  no  other  alter- 
native than  to  render  an  adverse  decision.  Twenty  claims  were 
disapproved  because  the  member  had  at  some  time  during  his 
membership  owed  a  sum  equal  to  six  months'  dues  and  the 
financial  secretary  had  accepted  dues  from  him  after  he  was 
legally  suspended  without  readmitting  him  to  membership  in 
accordance  with  Section  111  of  our  constitution;  thirty-one 
claims  were  disapproved  as  the  evidence  showed  that  the  de- 
ceased died  from  a  disease  with  which  he  or  she  was  afflicted 
prior  to  the  member's  affiliation  with  our  order ;  eighteen  disa- 
bility claims  were  disapproved  as  the  evidence  showed  that 
the  disability  was  not  the  result  of  an  accident  but  from  some 
physical  ailment  with  which  the  brother  had  been  previously 
affected.  Sixteen  claims  were  disapproved  as  the  evidence 
presented  failed  to  show  that  the  member  was  both  totally 
and  permanently  disabled,  as  per  the  provisions  of  Sections 
93-94  of  the  general  constitution ;  twelve  claims  were  refused 
as  the  member  was  over  fifty  years  of  age  when  initiated, 
semi-beneficial  and  not  one  year  a  member ;  thirty-nine  wives' 
claims  were  rejected  as  the  member  was  semi-beneficial  and 
not  entitled  to  wives'  funeral  donations ;  seven  disability  claims 
were  refused  as  the  member  affected  was  a  semi-beneficial 
member  and  fourteen  claims  were  disapproved  as  the  member's 
death  was  the  result  of  overindulgence  in  alcoholic  liquors. 

In  the  handling  of  these  many  claims  we  have  tried  to  be 
fair,  honest  and  just  with  all  regardless  of  any  sentiment  or 
personal  feeling  we  might  have  in  the  case,  every  claim  being 
investigated  with  the  most  searching  scrutiny,  and  if  the 
claim,  when  presented,  is  in  legal  form  a  decision  is  rendered 
forthwith  and  check  forwarded  the  same  day  claim  is  received 
by  us;  sometimes  it  is  necessary  for  us  to  seek  additional  in- 
formation, the  evidence,  as  presented,  being  insufficient  to 
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establish  the  legality  of  the  claim,  but  upon  our  request  finan- 
cial secretaries  invariably  furnish  the  information  immediate- 
ly and  the  claim  is  then  disposed  of  although  at  times  we  find 
it  necessary  to  write  several  letters  before  we  get  the  data  de- 
sired. 

We  are  sorry  to  report  that  it  was  necessary  to  call  the 
General  President's  attention  to  the  action  of  two  of  our  finan- 
cial secretaries  who  were  guilty  of  fraudulently  presenting 
claims  for  death  donation  by  falsifying  the  membership  book 
showing  the  member  in  good  standing  when  he  was  actually 
in  arrears;  upon  calling  on  the  Local  Union  for  its  day  book 
and  ledger  for  verification  of  the  accounts  both  secretaries  ad- 
mitted their  guilt  and  were,  on  my  report,  suspended  from 
office  by  the  General  President  and  debarred  from  ever  again 
holding  an  office  within  the  gift  of  the  United  Brotherhood. 

Owing  to  discrepancies  in  the  records  forwarded  by  some 
of  our  Local  Unions  bearing  on  the  financial  standing  of  a 
member,  we  have  been  compelled  to  ask  for  the  day  book  and 
ledger  for  comparison,  and  we  find  that  a  large  percentage  of 
our  locals  do  not  keep  any  day  book,  and  many  who  do  insert 
therein  the  full  amount  received  by  them  each  meeting  night 
instead  of  giving  the  individual  member's  name,  the  amount 
received,  the  date  of  payment  and  the  month  for  which  said 
payment  was  made.  This  condition  causes  us  considerable 
trouble  and  delay  in  passing  intelligently  on  the  claim,  and 
some  action  is  necessary  to  compel  all  local  financial  secretaries 
to  live  up  to  the  law  as  provided  in  Sections  178,  179  and  180 
of  our  constitution. 

We  have  been  compelled  to  defend  our  Brotherhood 
against  twenty-five  civil  suits  that  have  been  instituted  against 
us  during  the  past  term  by  our  refusal  to  pay  illegal  claims; 
in  the  defense  of  these  suits  we  have  been  fairly  successful, 
having  won  seventeen,  lost  two  and  six  are  still  pending  with 
good  prospects  of  winning  same.

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Rules  was  called  for  and 
submitted  as  follow^s: 

Brothers — We,  the  Committee  on  Rules  appointed  by  your 
General  President,  would  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  fol- 
lowing rules  of  order  for  this  convention: 

Rule  1 — Order  of  business. 

Calling  convention  to  order. 

Roll-call  of  delegates  (by  card  system). 

Appointment  of  committees  and  officers  of  the  convention. 

Reports  of  General  Officers. 

Communications  and  resolutions  and  their  reference  to 

proper  committees. 
Report  of  committees. 
Miscellaneous  business. 
Adjournment. 

Rule  2 — The  sessions  of  this  convention  shall  be  held  from  9  a.  m.  to 
12  (noon),  and  from  2  p.  m.  to  5  p.  m.  for  the  first  five  days  of  the  week. 
On  Saturday  no  afternoon  session  shall  be  held. 

Rule  3 — Night  sessions,  if  necessary,  shall  be  held,  but  it  shall  re- 
quire a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  delegates  present  to  order  same.  The  time 
of  such  sessions  to  be  decided  before  adjournment  of  the  previous  fore- 
noon session;  the  same  rules  to  govern  as  day  sessions,  except  as  to  open- 
ing and  closing  hours. 

Rule  4 — The  parliamentary  rules  in  the  General  Constitution,  from 
1  to  32  inclusive,  on  pages  48,  49  and  50,  be  adopted  with  the  following 
changes:  (a)  In  Rule  1  the  words  "see  page  2"  to  be  stricken  out;  (b) 
In  Rules  16,  17,  25  and  28  strike  out  the  words  "Local  Union"  and 
"union"  and  substitute  "convention;"  (c)  in  Rule  30  strike  out  the  word 
"night." 
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'  Rule  5 — All  resolutions  shall  be  presented  in  duplicate  in  writing 
and  shall  be  referred  to  the  proper  committees  without  debate  and  shall 
be  referred  back  on  or  before  the  eighth  day  of  the  convention. 

Rule  6 — Resolutions,  amendments,  changes  of  law,  etc.,  shall  not 
be  received  after  September  26th  without  the  unanimous  consent  of  the 
delegates  present, 

i  Rule  7 — Nominations  for  General  Officers  to  be  made  on  the  fourth 
day  of  the  first  week  of  the  convention. 

Rule  8 — The  Secretary  shall  not  be  required  to  name  the  maker  or 
seconder  of  any  motion  or  resolution  in  the  printed  proceedings  of  the 
convention. 

Rule  9 — All  delegates  voting  on  any  question  shall  be  seated  on  the 
main  floor  of  the  convention  hall. 

Rule  10 — Any  matters,  points  of  law  or  order  of  business  not  herein 
covered  shall  be  decided  according  to  Robert's  Rules  of  Order. 

Rule  11 — The  gallery  shall  be  reserved  for  visiting  members  who 
are  in  good  standing  and  their  friends. 

Rule  12 — A  request  for  the  previous  question  cannot  be  considered 
by  the  chair  unless  made  by  at  least  five  delegates. 

Rule  13 — Roll-call  on  any  question  cannot  be  taken  except  by  re- 
quest of  forty  or  more  delegates.

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Rules  be  adopted. 

A  delegate  asked  for  a  point  of  information  relative  to 
parts  of  parliamentary  rules  contained  in  the  General  Con- 
stitution and  stricken  out  as  provided  for  in  Rule  4,  and  the 
chairman  of  the  committee  replied  that  the  parts  stricken  out 
referred  only  to  Local  Unions  and  not  to  a  convention. 

Responding  to  an  inquiry  from  a  delegate  as  to  why  the 
Committee  on  Rules  had  set  the  day  for  the  nominations  of 
General  Officers  early  in  the  week,  the  chair  stated  that  nomi- 
nations on  the  fourth  day  of  the  convention  are  provided  for 
in  the  General  Constitution. 
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The  General  Secretary  suggested  that  Rule  6  be  changed 
so  as  to  conform  with  the  provisions  of  Section  235  of  the 
General  Constitution,  which  specifies  that  all  amendments  and 
changes  to  the  law  shall  be  submitted  to  the  G.  S.  not  later 
than  the  15th  day  of  July  preceding  the  convention,  and  that 
all  other  amendments  must  be  presented  from  the  floor  of  the 
convention. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  Rule  6  be  so  amended, 
and*  no  objection  being  offered,  the  Committee  on  Rules  so 
amended  their  report. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  rule  referring  to  night 
sessions  be  eliminated. 

A  Delegate — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  The  question  be- 
fore the  house  now  is  the  General  Secretary's  amendment. 

President  Kirby — Your  point  of  order  is  not  sustained. 
The  secretary's  amendment  has  been  accepted  by  the  com- 
mittee. 

A  Delegate — I  move  that  Rule  12  be  amended  so  as  to  pro- 
vide that  the  previous  question  cannot  be  considered  by  the 
chair  unless  made  by  at  least  twenty-five  delegates,  instead  of 
five  delegates.    (Motion  seconded.) 

President  Kirby — Let  us  dispose  of  these  amendments 
one  at  a  time,  brothers.  The  question  comes  on  the  amend- 
ment to  eliminate  all  reference  to  night  sessions. 

On  being  put  to  vote  the  amendment  to  eliminate  refer- 
ence to  night  sessions  was  carried. 

The  motion  to  amend  Rule  12,  thereby  providing  that  re- 
quest for  the  previous  question  must  be  made  by  at  least 
twenty-five  delegates  instead  of  five  delegates  was  put  to  vote 
and  carried. 

Delegate  Kearney — I  move  that  each  amendment  to  any 
proposition  be  decided. separately  before  the  original  question 
is  forced  to  a  vote  by  closing  of  debate  or  by  moving  for  the 
previous  question.    (Motion  seconded.) 
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In  stating  the  reason  for.  his  motion  the  delegate  stated 
that  he  believed  the  convention  should  have  the  right  to  dis- 
pose of  the  original  proposition  only  by  the  previous  question ; 
in  other  words,  if  a  delegate  moves  an  amendment,  that  amend- 
ment should  be  disposed  of  in  its  entirety,  and  if  another 
amendment  is  offered,  that  amendment  should  also  be  disposed 
of  as  it  is,  and  the  original  proposition  as  amended  shall  come 
before  the  house  only  through  the  previous  question.  This 
will  preclude  all  possibility  of  debate  being  shut  off  on  an  im- 
portant question. 

A  Delegate — I  understand  the  intent  of  the  motion  to  be 
that  there  shall  be  no  limit  to  the  amendments  except  the  pre- 
vious question. 

President  Kirby — That  is  the  interpretation  that  the  chair 
puts  on  it.  The  only  interest  the  chair  has  in  this  matter  is 
to  be  fair  and  give  equal  opportunity  to  every  one  to  be  heard. 

A  Delegate — The  committee  has  stated  its  position,  name- 
ly, that  when  Amendment  No.  1  and  Amendment  No.  2  are 
disposed  of,  that  leaves  the  question  before  the  house  as  it 
originally  stood,  and  as  many  further  amendments  as  the  con- 
vention sees  fit  may  be  offered.  I  believe  this  convention 
should  decide  that  the  interpretation  of  the  Committee  on 
Rules  on  this  point  is  the  correct  one. 

A  Delegate — The  rule  of  this  convention  has  been  in  the 
past  when  the  two  amendments  were  disposed  of  it  forced  a 
vote  on  the  original  question.  That  has  been  the  custom  and 
the  chair  has  always  been  blamed  for  it. 

President  Kirby — As  I  understand  Delegate  Kearney's 
motion,  when  a  question  is  before  the  house  it  may  be  amend- 
ed, and  when  that  amendment  is  disposed  of  it  may  again  be 
amended  and  continue  to  be  amended  until  the  original  ques- 
tion is  disposed  of  as  provided. 

Let  me  say  this:  No  member  need  fear  that  he  is  not 
going  to  be  given  latitude  to  make  his  position  clear  and  make 
any  statement  he  desires  as  long  as  I  am  in  the  chair.    If  a 
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brother  conducts  himself  in  such  a  way  that  he  is  not  in  order, 
he  will  be  plainly  told  so.  Twenty-five  members  of  this  con- 
vention cannot  enforce  the  previous  question.  They  may  call 
for  it,  but  it  takes  the  vote  of  the  convention  to  enforce  it. 

On  being  put  to  vote,  the  motion  by  Delegate  Kearney 
that  all  amendments  to  the  original  proposition  be  decided 
separately  before  the  original  question  is  forced  to  a  votfe  by 
closing  of  debate  or  moving  for  the  previous  question,  was 
carried. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Rules 
as  amended  was  then  put  to  vote  and  carried. 

The  General  Secretary  called  the  attention  of  the  conven- 
tion to  the  fact  that  the  roll-call  card  system  would  be  in  effect 
beginning  with  the  afternoon  session. 

The  report  of  the  General  Executive  Board  for  the  two 
years  ending  June  30,  1914,  was  called  for,  and  during  the 
reading  of  same  by  the  secretary  of  the  Board,  First  Vice- 
President  Hutcheson  took  the  chair. 
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Report  of  the  General  Executive  Board  to  the  Eight- 
eenth General  Convention  of  the  United 
Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and 
Joiners  of  America 


For  the  two  years  from  July  1,  1912, 
to  June  30,  1914,  inclusive 


To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Eighteenth  General  Con- 
vention of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and 
Joiners  of  America,  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  September  21, 
1914: 

Brothers — In  conformity  with  the  instructions  of  the 
Milwaukee  Convention  (see  proceedings,  pages  143  and  276), 
we  herewith  submit  our  bieimial  report. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  General  Executive  Board 
met  in  regular  quarterly  session  every  three  months.  The 
formation  of  the  General  Executive  Board  of  seven  members 
under  the  laws  of  1911  continued  in  force  until  March  1,  1913, 
when,  in  accordance  with  the  new  laws,  the  General  Presi- 
dent, the  First  General  Vice-President,  the  General  Secretary 
and  the  General  Treasurer  were  added  to  the  Board,  the  Gen- 
eral President  becoming  Chairman  and  the  General  Secretary 
its  Secretary. 

During  the  two  years  past  the  Board  received  301  re- 
quests for  sanction  of  proposed  trade  movements.  Of  this 
number  286  received  sanction  of  the  Board,  carrying  with 
it  full  financial  support  of  $4.00  per  week  to  all  members  an- 
swering strike  roll  call  for  full  weeks.  . 

At  the  meeting  of  the  General  Executive  Board,  on  Oc- 
tober 21,  1913,  the  Board  decided  that  all  trade  movements 
on  and  after  January  1,  1914,  receiving  the  sanction  of  the 
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Board  in  an  effort  to  better  the  conditions  of. our  members 
would  receive  full  financial  support  of  $6.00  per  week  per  mem- 
ber, and  in  order  that  we  would  have  more  successful  trade 
movements  we  made  a  standing  decision  that  before  we  would 
give  sanction  with  financial  aid,  51  per  cent,  of  the  member- 
ship involved  must  vote  in  favor  of  the  demands. 

The  action  of  the  General  Executive  Board  in  making 
this  ruling  has  been  beneficial  to  our  organization,  as  the  re- 
sults show  more  successful  trade  movements.  We  believe  that 
any  trade  movement  that  cannot  commend  itself  to  at  least  51 
per  cent,  of  the  members  who  will  be  benefited  by  it  should 
not  be  encouraged  by  the  Board.  Some  of  our  members  will 
argue  in  favor  of  a  minority  rule,  and  they  do  this  wh^n  they 
claim  that  30  per  cent,  of  our  organization  shall  have  the 
power  to  vote  the  other  70  per  cent,  out  on  strike.  Experience 
teaches  us  that  the  localities  that  cannot  get  a  51  per  cent,  vote 
are  places  where  there  is  a  lack  of  management  in  the  organi- 
zation, our  trade  poorly  organized  and  the  members  taking 
little  or  no  interest  in  the  movement. 

APPROPRIATIONS  MADE  BY  THE  BOARD  AT  THE  RE- 
QUESTS OF  LOCAL  UNIONS  AND  DISTRICT  COUN- 
CILS TO  HELP  ORGANIZE  THEIR  LOCALITY. 

Your  former  General  Executive  Board  in  the  past  re- 
ported to  conventions  that  Local  Unions,  District  Councils  and 
delegates  to  our  General  Conventions  made  urgent  requests 
for  financial  assistance  to  help  unionize  their  home  cities,  and 
on  investigation  it  developed  that  conditions  did  not  warrant 
some  of  the  requests,  and  where  appropriations  have  been 
made  it  has  taken  months,  and  in  some  cases  a  year's  time,  to 
get  a  final  accounting  of  the  money  appropriated.  In  fact,  in 
some  instances  we  had  to  send  notice  that  if  financial  account- 
ing was  not  in  the  General  Office  forthwith,  the  balance  due 
would  be  charged  to  the  account  of  the  Local  Unions. 

Since  the  present  Board  took  oflice,  we  have  sent  no  money 
in  lump  sums  to  any  localities  in  cases  of  this  kind.  When  we 
make  a  donation  to  help  unionize  a  locality,  it  is  with  the  dis- 
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tinct  understanding  that  it  be  spent  under  the  supervision,  of 
the  General  President.  This  appropriation  is  paid  out  weekly 
as  the  bills  come  to  the  General  Office,  and  with  this  system 
every  dollar  of  the  appropriation  is  accounted  for.  During 
the  past  two  years  $21,503.09  have  been  appropriated  by  the 
Board  to  help  unionize  fifty-nine  localities,  none  of  this 
amount  including  any  strike  or  lockout  pay. 

STRIKES  AND  LOCKOUTS. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  Board  appropriated 
$162,897.00  in  support  of  sixty  localities  for  strikes  and  lock- 
outs. Our  total  membership  in  these  localities  was  23,140. 

On  account  of  the  extra  income  of  25  cents  per  member  per 
quarter,  we  have  been  able  to  pay  to  our  members  involved  in 
strikes  and  lockouts  since  January  1,  1914,  up  to  and  including 
June  30,  1914,  $22,351.33  more  than  they  would  have  other- 
wise received  had  the  quarterly  assessment  been  dispensed 
with.  The  result  of  being  able  to  pay  $6.00  per  week  every 
week  except  the  first  week  of  the  strike  to  our  members  in- 
volved has  been  very  gratifying  to  your  Board  and  the  mem- 
bership on  strike.  It  has  assisted  them  to  stand  firm,  and 
employers  have  come  to  realize  there  is  no  use  in  prolonging 
the  strike  and  trymg  to  starve  our  membership  out.  The 
facts  are  that  with  one  or  two  exceptions  all  our  trade  move- 
ments were  of  short  duratign,  ending  with  beneficial  results 
to  our  membership  as  a  whole. 

The  following  is  a  table  of  trade  movements  showing  the 
strikes  and  lockouts  for  the  last  two  years,  the  membership 
in  locality,  cause  of  strike,  duration  of  strike,  result  of  strike 
and  the  cost  of  same  to  the  General  Office.  This  does  not  in- 
clude the  amount  spent  by  the  Local  Unions,  District  Councils 
or  State  Councils  from  their  funds: 
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During  the  past  two  years  the  General  Executive  Board 
has  rendered  decisions  on  eighty  appeals  from  rulings 
of  the  General  President.  Sixty-three  decisions  of  the  Gen- 
eral President  were  sustained  and  eight  decisions  reversed. 
Three  appeals  from  the  decision  of  the  General  President 
were  referred  back  to  the  G.  P.  on  account  of  new  evidence 
having  been  submitted  to  the  Board.  The  Board  refused  to 
consider  the  facts  in  the  cases  of  six  appeals  from  the  de- 
cisions of  the  General  President,  as  they  did  not  come  before 
the  Board  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  General 
Constitution. 

The  Board  rendered  decisions  in  six  appeals  from  de- 
cisions of  the  First  General  Vice-President,  all  of  which  were 
sustained. 

The  Board  rendered  decisions  in  sixty  appeals  from  the 
decision  of  the  General  Treasurer  on  death  and  disability  do- 
nations. Forty-seven  decisions  of  the  G.  T.  were  sustained 
and  three  reversed,  and  the  claims  ordered  paid.  Eight  cases 
were  referred  back  to  the  G.  T.  on  account  of  new  evidence 
having  been  submitted  to  the  Board.  The  Board  refused  to 
consider  the  facts  in  the  claims  of  two  appeals  on  constitu- 
tional grounds. 

FIRE  AND  FLOOD  SUFFERERS. 

On  April  7,  1913,  the  District  Council  of  Dayton,  Ohio, 
made  a  request  for  financial  assistance  for  our  members  who 
were  affected  by  the  flood  and  fire  in  that  city.  The  Board  ap- 
propriated $5,000.00  for  the  temporary  relief  of  our  mem- 
bers, to  be  spent  under  the  supervision  of  the  General  Presi- 
dent. 

On  April  10,  1913,  Local  Union  No.  637,  of  Hamilton, 
Ohio,  requested  financial  assistance  from  the  Board  for  their 
members  who  suffered  from  the  flood.  The  Board  appropri- 
ated $1,000.00  for  the  relief  of  these  members,  same  to  be 
expended  under  the  direction  of  the  General  President. 

On  June  27,  1914,  an  appeal  came  from  the  North  Shore 
District  Council,  Massachusetts,  for  financial  assistance  for 
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160  of  our  members  and  their  families,  numbering  1,000  in  all, 
who  suffered  in  the  big  fire  in  the  city  of  Salem.  After  in- 
vestigation the  Board  appropriated  $5,000.00,  to  be  spent  un- 
der supervision  of  the  General  President. 

The  following  resolutions  were  referred  by  the  Wash- 
ington Convention  to  the  General  Executive  Board.  We  here- 
by report  on  same: 

Resolution  No.  49,  introduced  by  Delegate  Scoggan,  of 
L.  U.  1440,  Lead,  S.  D.,  requesting  the  Board  to  purchase  first 
mortgage  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $10,000.00  in  the  Black  Hills 
Consolidated  Mines.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  on  January 
10,  1913,  it  was  decided  that  section  41  of  the  General  Con- 
stitution prohibited  the  General  Executive  Board  from  com- 
plying with  the  request  contained  in  the  resolution  and  it 
was  denied. 

Resolution  No.  21,  requesting  an  appropriation  for  organ- 
izing purposes  in  Boone,  Iowa.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Board 
on  October  1,  1912,  the  Board  denied  the  request  for  the  ap- 
propriation and  instead  requested  the  General  President  to 
send  an  organizer  to  that  locality. 

Resolution  No.  60,  requesting  an  appropriation  for  or- 
ganizing the  mills  in  Chicago,  111.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Board 
on  January  28,  1913,  the  G.  E.  B.  denied  the  request  for  an 
appropriation. 

Resolution  No.  69,  requesting  an  appropriation  for  or- 
ganizing purposes  in  Birmingham,  Ala.,  and  the  appointment 
of  an  organizer.  The  Board  appropriated  $500.00,  and  the 
request  for  a  State  Organizer  was  referred  to  the  General 
President. 

Resolution  No.  38,  requesting  an  appropriation  for  or- 
ganizing purposes  in  Lake  county,  Indiana  District  Council. 
The  Board  appropriated  $500.00. 

Resolution  No.  55,  containing  a  request  for  financial  as- 
sistance for  members  involved  in  the  dynamite  cases.  The 
Board  appropriated  $500.00. 

Resolution  No.  71,  containing  a  request  for  an  appropria- 
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tion  for  organizing  purposes  in  Youngstown,  Ohio.  The  Board 
appropriated  $300.00. 

Resolution  No.  22,  requesting  an  appropriation  for  or- 
ganizing purposes  in  Tampa,  Fla.  The  Board  appropriated 
$500.00. 

Resolution  No.  68,  requesting  an  appropriation  for  or- 
ganizing purposes  in  Cumberland,  Md.  The  Board  appro- 
priated $2P0.00. 

Resolution  No.  48,  containing  a  request  for  an  appro- 
priation for  organizing  purposes  in  Toronto,  Canada.  The 
Board  appropriated  $500.00. 

Resolution  No.  52,  introduced  at  the  Washington  Conven- 
tion by  the  delegates  from  the  Mississippi  Valley  Conference 
Board  District  and  others,  wherein  they  ask  for  an  appropria- 
tion for  organizing  purposes,  setting  forth  that  the  $2,000.00 
appropriated  to  them  at  the  Des  Moines  Convention  had 
secured  an  increased  membership  for  them  of  520  members 
and  the  building  up  of  new  Local  Unions  in  the  District.  The 
resolution  was  referred  to  the  General  Executive  .Board  with 
the  following  note: 

That  if  the  statements  as  set  forth  in  Resolution  No.  52 
were  true,  the  General  Officers  and  General  Executive  Board 
be  authorized  to  donate  $1,000.00. 

The  Board  finds,* on  investigation,  that  on  May  1,  1911, 
when  the  $2,000.00  was  donated  by  the  Des  Moines  Conven- 
tion and  sent  into  this  district,  the  entire  membership  of  the 
Locals  comprising  the  district  was  2,622,  according  to  the 
records  at  the  General  Office.  On  May  1,  1912,  the  records 
show  a  membership  of  2,592,  or  a  net  loss  of  thirty  members 
after  the  expenditure  of  the  $2,000.00  donated  by  the  Des 
Moines  Convention.  With  regard  to  the  claim  of  increased 
wages  and  reduction  in  hours,  we  find  that  in  all  but  two  cases 
the  reduction  in  hours  or  increase  in  wages  took  place  previous 
to  the  time  the  appropriation  was  expended.  Local  Union 
1525,  of  Princeton,  111.,  received  an  increase  in  wages  in  April, 
1912.    Local  Union  1260,  of  Iowa  City,  Iowa,  an  increase 
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in  May,  1912.  On  investigation  the  G.  E.  B.  refused  to  make 
a  donation  of  $1,000.00  as  per  Resolution  No.  52,  the  investi- 
gation not  bearing  out  the  statement  contained  in  the  resolu- 
tion as  being  true.  The  Board  requests  the  General  President 
to  investigate  conditions  in  this  district  and  the  advisability 
of  spending  money  there  in  organizing  work. 

COMPENSATION  OF  DELEGATES  TO  THE  AMERICAN 
FEDERATION    OF    LABOR    AND  BUILDING 
TRADES  DEPARTMENT  CONVENTIONS. 

At  the  Washington  Convention  (see  page  461  of  the  pro- 
ceedings) the  Committee  on  Appeals  reported  in  part,  as  fol- 
lows : 

The  General  Constitution  does  not  specify  the  amount 
of  compensation  to  be  paid  delegates  to  the  conventions  of 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor  and  the  Building  Trades 
Department,  and  when  delegates  are  compelled  to  work  Sun- 
days they  should  receive  compensation  for  time  actually  em- 
ployed. 

This  report  was  concurred  in  by  the  convention.  Your 
Board  finds  that  this  action  of  the  convention  did  not  decide 
what  the  delegates  to  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  and 
Building  Trades  Department  Conventions  should  receive  per 
diem,  nor  for  any  other  services.  The  only  point  the  conven- 
tion decided  was  that  if  a  delegate  was  compelled  to  work 
Sunday,  he  should  receive  compensation  for  time  actually  em- 
ployed, but  they  did  not  say  what  the  amount  should  be.  This 
left  the  matter  of  compensation  to  these  delegates  still  an  un- 
settled question.  The  matter  came  before  the  Board  again 
at  the  meeting  of  October  13,  1913,  and  the  Board  made  the 
following  ruling: 

Each  delegate  to  the  A.  F.  of  L.  Convention  sent  by  the 
U.  B.  to  represent  the  International  body  shall  be  allowed 
$4.00  per  day  for  each  work  day,  $4.00  per  day  for  hotel  ex- 
penses, including  Sundays,  and  $1.50  per  day  incidental  ex- 
penses, including  Sundays,  railroad  fare  to  and  from  the  con- 
vention city,  and  the  Board  will  allow  a  reasonable  time  for 
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travel.  The  Board  also  allows  an  extra  sum  of  $100.00  to 
cover  lost  time,  overtime,  Sunday  work,  committee  work,  etc. 

In  regard  to  the  delegates  to  the  Building  Trades  Depart- 
ment Convention,  they  shall  be  allowed  the  same  as  delegates, 
to  the  A.  F.  of  L.  Convention,  but  on  account  of  the  Depart- 
ment being  in  session  only  one  week,  they  will  be  allowed  only 
$75.00  as  an  extra  sum  to  cover  lost  time,  overtime,  Sunday 
work,  etc. 

On  July  21, 1913,  the  Board  ruled  that  members  who  were 
not  paying,  or  Local  Unions  which  were  not  collecting  dues  at 
a  rate  not  less  than  75  cents  for  beneficial  members  and  50 
cents  per  month  for  semi-beneficial  members,  as  per  section 
71  of  the  General  Constitution,  would  not  be  entitled  to  bene- 
fits, and  that  the  General  Secretary  be  instructed  to  notify 
all  Local  Unions  that  the  law  must  be  complied  with  in  order 
to  entitle  their  members  to  benefits. 

On  January  28,  1913,  the  Board  ruled  that  the  Committee 
on  Constitution  is  entitled  only  to  five  days,  the  Committee 
on  Appeals  and  Grievances  five  days  and  the  Committee  on 
Finance  ten  days  in  advance  of  the  Convention,  for  which 
services  are  required  by  the  Constitution. 

On  account  of  the  overcharges  by  some  of  the  committees 
during  our  last  convention,  it  became  necessary  for  the  Board 
to  order  these  overcharges  returned  to  the  General  Office,  and 
there  being  no  definite  law  stating  the  amount  to  be  allowed 
for  committee  work  during  conventions,  the  Board  made  the 
following  ruling,  granting  each  member  of  the  following  Con- 
vention committees  allowances  as  hereafter  stated  to  cover 
all  wages  and  expenses,  no  overtime  or  other  charges  to  be 


allowed : 

Committee  on  Finance  $100.00  each 

Committee  on  Appeals  and  Grievances.  75.00  each 

Committee  on  Constitution   75.00  each 

Committee  on  Resolutions   25.00  each 

Committee  on  Organization   10.00  each 

Committee  on  G.  P.'s  report   10.00  each 

Committee  on  First  Vice-President's 

Report  and  Union  Label   10.00  each 

Committee  on  G.  S.'s  report   10.00  each 

11— Carp.  Pro. 
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Committee  on  G.  T.'s  report   10.00  each 

Committee  on  G.  E.  B.'s  report   10.00  each 

Committee  on  Apprenticeship   10.00  each 

Committee  on  Rules   5.00  each

"Tellers  at  the  Convention   5.00  each 


All  other  committees  not  herein  specified  shall 
receive  $5.00  each. 

July  14,  1913,  a  communication  was  received  from  the 
Central  Federated  Union  of  New  York  City,  affiliated  with 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  stating  that  a  number  of 
Local  Unions  of  the  U.  B.  in  that  locality  were  affiliated  with 
a  dual  Central  Labor  Council.  The  Board  rules  that  under  the 
heading  of  ''Our  Principles"  and  section  131  of  the  General 
Constitution,  holding  membership  in  a  dual  body  is  in  viola- 
tion of  our  principles  and  antagonistic  to  our  welfare,  and 
directs  such  Local  Unions  of  the  U.  B.  as  are  affiliated  with 
the  Central  Labor  Council  of  Greater  New  York  to  withdraw 
from  same  at  once. 

On  April  9,  1913,  a  request  came  before  the  Board  from 
L.  U.  561  asking  the  correct  method  of  filling  out  a  new  due 
book  when  the  old  one  is  entirely  used  up.  The  General  Presi- 
dent ruled  as  follows  on  this  point,  and  his  decision  was  con- 
curred in  by  the  G.  E.  B. : 

When  a  member's  due  book  is  filled  a  new  one  should  be 
made  out  the  same  as  the  old  one  and  marked  "renewed," 
and  the  new  due  book  should  be  signed  by  the  president  and 
financial  secretary  of  the  local  issuing  same. 

On  July  16,  1913,  a  communication  was  submitted  to  the 
Board  from  L.  U.  16  relative  to  the  power  of  a  Building 
Trades  Council  to  levy  a  10  per  cent,  assessment  on  all  mem- 
bers working,  same  to  be  used  for  relief  of  men  on  strike.  The 
Board  ruled  that  all  assessments  legally  levied  in  accordance 
with  the  laws  a^d  rules  of  any  Central  Body  or  Building 
Trades  Council  which  one  or  more  of  the  U.  B.  Locals  are 
affiliated  with  must  be  paid  by  the  Local  Union  or  its  members. 

On  April  9,  1913,  the  Board  ruled  that  the  first  assess-

ment  of  25  cents  per  quarter  on  airmembers  in  good  standing 
provided  for  in  section  74  of  the  General  Constitution,  in  effect 
March  1,  1913,  became  due  and  payable  on  June  30,  1913,  and 
every  quarter  thereafter. 

On  October  22,  1913,  the  Board  ruled  that  no  extra  allov^- 
ance  beyond  strike  pay  should  be  granted  from  the  General 
Office  to  officers  of  strike  committees,  as  this  is  a  matter  to 
be  taken  care  of  from  the  funds  of  the  Local  Union  or  D.  C. 

On  October  16,  1913,  the  G.  E.  B.  interpreted  section  234 
of  the  General  Constitution,  as  follows : 

That  all  proposed  amendments  to  be  sent  out  for  referen- 
dum vote  between  conventions  must  be  published  in  "The 
Carpenter"  one  month  prior  to  being  submitted  to  the  Local 
Unions  for  vote. 

On  October  22,  1913,  the  Board  ruled  that  death  and  dis- 
ability donations  shall  be  reckoned  from  the  date  of  accident 
causing  disability  or  death. 

On  April  12,  1913,  on  a  request  from  the  Massachusetts 
State  Council  of  Carpenters  for  financial  assistance  in  move- 
ments against  a  dual  organization,  the  Board  decided  that 
financial  aid  would  be  granted  to  our  Local  Unions  in  the  dis- 
pute referred  to,  provided  said  Local  Unions  and  District 
Councils  complied  with  the  instructions  of  the  Board. 

On  January  13,  1914,  a  request  was  received  from  the 
New  York  State  Council  of  Carpenters  for  the  services  of  a 
representative  at  the  State  Capitol  in  the  interests  of  labor 
legislation  affecting  the  carpenters  of  the  State.  The  Board 
denied  the  request,  as  it  had  no  authority  to  expend  the  funds 
of  the  U.  B.  for  such  purposes. 

On  April  11,  1913,  the  matter  of  a  trade  agreement  with 
a  manufacturing  firm  of  Philadelphia  was  taken  up  through 
the  Philadelphia  District  Council,  our  organization  in  New 
York  City  having  refused  to  use  material  coming  from  Phila- 
delphia. The  Board  ruled  that  as  the  agreement  entered  into 
with  the  firm  in  Philadelphia  is  identical  with  the  agreement 
entered  into  with  similar  firms  in  New  York  City,  work  done 
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under  said  agreement  in  Philadelphia  must  not  be  discrim- 
inated against  by  our  members  in  the  New  York  district. 

On  January  15,  1914,  on  an  appeal  taken  by  L.  U. 
33,  of  Boston,  Mass.,  the  Board  ruled  that  a  Local  Union  has 
no  power  to  provide  that  twenty-five  members  shall  constitute 
a  quorum,  as  section  159  of  the  General  Constitution  distinct- 
ly specifies  that  s^ven  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

On  January  15,  1914,  the  Board  ruled  that  a  contingent 
fund  can  only  be  created  from  voluntary  contributions  and 
the  proceeds  of  entertainments,  etc.,  as  dues,  initiation  fees, 
tax  and  assessments  which  the  power  of  the  constitution  is 
used  to  collect,  can  only  be  placed  in  the  General  Fund  and 
used  as  specified  in  sections  219  and  220  of  the  General  Con- 
stitution. 

On  April  6,  1914,  the  G.  E.  B.  ruled  that  financial  aid  in 
trade  movements  shall  not  be  payable  until  the  end  of  the  sec- 
ond week  of  strike  or  lockout,  and  then  only  from  the  begin- 
ning of  the  second  week. 

On  April  16,  1914,  on  an  appeal  from  L.  U.  106,  of 
Des  Moines,  Iowa,  the  Board  ruled  that  all  money  derived 
from  the  sale  of  working  cards  shall  be  placed  in  the  General 
Fund  and  no  part  thereof  in  a  contingent  fund. 

STANDING  DECISION. 

On  April  10,  1914,  the  Board  adopted  the  following  reso- 
lution : 

Whereas,  On  March  1,  1913,  section  71  of  the  General 
Constitution  went  into  full  force  and  effect  as  part  of  our 
amended  Constitution ;  and, 

Whereas,  Section  71  provides  that  ''members  entitled  to 
donations  as  prescribed  in  sections  82,  83  and  84  shall  pay 
not  less  than  75  cents  per  month  dues  and  members  entitled  to 
donations  as  prescribed  in  section  86  not  less  than  50  cents 
per  month,  etc. ;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  no  financial  assistance  or  death  and  disa- 
bility donations  shall  be  paid  by  the  G.  0.  where  the  due  book 
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of  the  members  and  the  ledger  of  the  L.  U.  shows  that  sec- 
tion 71  has  not  been  complied  with ;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  any  L.  U.  failing  to  comply  with  section 
71  will  be  required  to  do  so  by  having  each  member  pay  in  a 
lump  sum  the  difference  between  the  dues  paid  and  the  con- 
stitutional amount  for  each  and  every  month  from  March  1, 
1913,  and  no  claim  shall  be  honored  by  the  G.  0.  where  a  L.  U. 
has  failed  to  comply  with  section  71  or  this  resolution  prior 
to  the  filing  of  the  claim  or  cause  leading  up  thereto. 

On  April  9,  1913,  the  Board  considered  a  communication 
from  the  District  Council  of  Seattle,  Wash.,  requesting  per- 
mission to  admit  members  of  the  Shipwrights,  Joiners  and 
Calkers'  Union  under  the  same  terms  and  conditions  as  mem- 
bers of  the  Amalgamated  Society  were  admitted  prior  to  con- 
solidation. The  Board  granted  the  D.  C.  permission  to  admit 
members  of  the  Shipwrights,  Joiners  and  Calkers'  Union, 
placing  them  in  good  standing  on  the  same  basis  as  they  did 
members  of  the  Amalgamated  Society  prior  to  the  consolida- 
tion plan. 

On  April  16,  1913,  there  came  before  the  Board  a  request 
from  L.  U.  29,  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  for  the  privilege  of  paying 
death  donations  from  the  treasury  of  the  Local  Union.  The 
Board  ruled  that  death  benefits  are  payable  by  the  General 
Office  only,  and  that  Local  Unions  have  no  right  to  pay  death 
benefits.  The  funds  of  a  Local  Union  can  only  be  used  as  speci- 
fied in  section  219  of  the  General  Constitution,  viz:  payment 
of  salaries,  donations  to  sick  members,  purchasing  of  station- 
ery, books,  cards,  printing,  payment  of  rent  or  any  legally 
authorized  bill  against  the  union. 

On  January  19,  1914,  the  Board  ruled  that  where  a  Busi- 
ness Agent  was  elected  jointly  for  six  months  he  could  not  be 
removed  by  one  Local  Union  except  on  charges  approved  by 
the  referendum  vote  of  both  Locals. 

On  April  14,  1913,  the  G.  E.  B.  authorized  the  General 
President  to  suspend  L.  U.  1276,  of  Wilburton,  Okla.,  unless 
the  decision  of  the  Washington  Convention  was  complied  with 
not  later  than  May  1,  1913. 
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On  January  14,  1914,  protests  were  received  fr^m  the 
District  Councils  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  and  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  against 
the  issuing  of  charters  to  branches  of  the  Amalgamated  So- 
ciety of  Carpenters  in  these  two  cities.  The  Board  ruled  that 
as  the  question  of  consolidation  was  decided  by  the  referen- 
dum vote  of  our  entire  membership,  the  Board  had  no  author- 
ity to  withhold  charters  from  established  branches. 

On  January  14,  1914,  the  G.  E.  B.  authorized  the  General 
President  to  have  compiled  at  the  General  Office  all  law  cases 
affecting  labor  and  other  matters  pertaining  to  this  organi- 
zation. 

On  January  12,  1914,  a  telegram  was  received  from  Presi- 
dent Alpine  of  the  United  Association  of  Journeymen  Plumb- 
ers, asking  that  our  members  in  Boston,  Mass.,  be  instructed 
to  refrain  from  striking  against  U.  A.  plumbers  in  favor  of 
the  Steamfitters.  The  Board  instructed  the  General  Presi- 
dent to  order  the  carpenters  of  Boston  and  vicinity  to  remain 
neutral  in  the  fight  between  the  steamfitters  and  the  plumbers. 

,  On  February  7,  1913,  the  G.  E.  B.  took  the  following 
action : 

Whereas,  The  Washington  Convention  submitted  to  a 
referendum  vote  the  proposition  of  placing  the  First  General 
Vice-President  as  a  permanent  officer  at  our  headquarters  in 
Indianapolis  to  handle  by-laws,  trade  rules,  data  on  mills,  etc., 
and  the  same  was  carried,  and  the  Convention  failed  to  fix  any 
remuneration  for  his  services,  the  G.  E.  B.  fixes  the  salary  of 
the  First  General  Vice-President  at  sixteen  hundred  (1600) 
dollars  per  annum. 

PAYMENT  OF  QUARTERLY  ASSESSMENT. 

On  May  20,  1913,  the  General  President  submitted  to  the 
General  Executive  Board  the  question : 

Shall  Local  Unions  be  required  to  assess  each  member 
individually  the  25  cents  per  quarter  provided  for  in  Section 
74  of  the  General  Constitution? 

The  Board  ruled  that  it  is  optional  with  Local  Unions 
whether  they  assess  their  members  for  this  amount  or  take  it 
out  of  their  treasury. 
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LITIGATION. 

On  February  10,  1913,  the  Board  ruled  that  before  legal 
talent  is  employed  the  General  Office  must  be  consulted  and 
sanction  of  the  General  Executive  Board  obtained  if  the  Gen- 
eral Office  is  expected  to  render  financial  aid  in  defense  of  law 
suits.  The  General  Secretary  was  instructed  to  notify  all  Local 
Unions  and  District  Councils  to  this  effect. 

On  October  15,  1913,  the  Board  sustained  the  First  Gen- 
eral Vice-President  in  his  decision  in  the  appeal  of  Local  Union 
29,  to  wit:  That  no  dues,  initiation  fees,  nor  tax  which 
the  power  of  the  organization  is  used  to  collect,  can  be  placed 
otherwise  than  in  the  General  Fund,  and  no  part  of  same  can 
be  placed  in  a  contingent,  relief  or  funeral  fund. 

The  General  Executive  Board  approved  the  following 
agreement  entered  into  between  the  United  Brotherhood  of 
Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  America  and  the  Bricklayers, 
Masons  and  Plasterers'  International  Union  of  America  on 
April  24,  1914: 

First.  We  agree  to  a  general  "offensive  and  defensive" 
alliance  under  the  following  conditions : 

Second.  That  no  member  of  either  organization  shall 
work  on  any  operation  where  workmen  are  employed  other 
than  those  who  are  in  good  standing  in  the  respective  Inter- 
national Unions. 

'  Third.  That  in  all  ''offensive  and  defensive''  movements 
no  subordinate  Local  of  either  International  Union  shall  be 
permitted  to  take  any  local  action  whatsoever  until  the  ques- 
tion requiring  joint  action  shall  have  first  been  submitted  to 
and  determined  upon  by  the  Presidents  of  the  Bricklayers, 
Masons  and  Plasterers'  Union  of  America  and  the  United 
Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  America. 

Fourth.  No  movement  of  an  "offensive  or  defensive" 
character  shall  be  countenanced  in  cases  where  such  would  be 
a  violation  of  existing  agreements  that  have  been  submitted 
to  and  duly  approved  by  the  Presidents  of  both  International 
Unions  as  is  required  by  the  constitutional  laws  thereof. 
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In  witness  whereof,  we,  the  undersigned,  hereby  set  our 
hand  and  seal  this  24th  day  of  April,  1914.

The  following  agreement  was  entered  into  between  the 
United  Mine  Workers  of  America  and  the  United  Brother- 
hood of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  America : 

That  all  carpenters  working  as  handy  men  employed 
permanently,  or  handy  men  employed  in  and  about  the 
mines,  whether  repairing  or  constructing  in  any  capacity, 
shall  be  members  of  the  United  Mine  Workers  of  America. 

That  all  carpenters  employed  in  building  or  rebuilding 
breakers,  tipples,  washers,  houses,  or  other  buildings,  shall 
be  members  of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and 
Joiners  of  America. 

This  agreement  to  be  in  force  and  effect  when  approved 
by  the  National  Executive  Boards  of  both  organizations.

Dear  Sir — I  have  been  instructed  by  my  society  to  write 
to  your  society  and  see  if  we  can  come  to  some  arrangement 
to  exchange  clearances,  as  we  feel  sure  that  your  society  and 
ours  are  run  on  similar  lines.  Should  this  find  you,  and  you 
can  spare  the  time  to  reply,  I  shall  send  you  a  copy  of  our 
rules  and  any  other  information  you  may  require.  We  have 
several  of  your  members  over  here  in  Australia. 

Hoping  to  receive  a  reply  from  you,  I  beg  to  remain.

The  Board  directed  the  G.  S.  to  procure  further  informa- 
tion, and  on  July  24,  1912,  the  G.  S.  presented  to  the  Board 
additional  correspondence  and  a  proposed  agreement.  The 
G.  E.  B.  directed  the  G.  S.  to  enter  into  said  agreement,  which 
is  herewith  quoted,  on  behalf  of  the  U.  B. : 

So  as  to  avoid  misunderstandings  and  conflictions  in  the 
future  between  the  two  organizations  herein  above  mentioned 
relative  to  traveling  members,  it  is  hereby  agreed: 

First.  That  members  of  the  Australian  Society  of  Pro- 
gressive Carpenters  and  Joiners  coming  from  Australia  to 
America  shall  be  admitted  to  membership  in  any  Local  Union 
of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of 
America  on  presentation  of  a  paid-up  due  book  or  due  card 
covering  at  least  one  year's  membership  in  the  Australian 
Society  of  Progressive  Carpenters  and  Joiners,  free  of  any 
initiation  or  entrance  fee,  and  they  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
privileges  and  benefits  of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Car- 
penters and  Joiners  of  America  according  to  those  sections 
of  the  Constitution  of  said  organization  governing  newly  in- 
itiated members. 

Second.  Members  of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Car- 
penters and  Joiners  of  America  in  good  standing  going  to 
Australia  shall  be  admitted  to  membership  in  any  branch  of 
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the  Australian  Society  of  Progressive  Carpenters  an3  Joiners 
free  of  any  initiation  or  entrance  fee,  providing  such  mem- 
bers are  in  good  health,  and  they  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the 
privileges  and  benefits  of  the  Australian  Society  of  Progres- 
sive Carpenters  and  Joiners  according  to  those  sections  of 
the  Constitution  of  said  Society  governing  newly  initiated 
members.

CONTRACTOR  REQUESTS  NATIONAL  AGREEMENT. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  John  W.  Fergu- 
son Company,  of  Paterson,  N.  J.,  asking  that  a  national  agree- 
ment be  entered  into  which  would  protect  the  firm  against 
any  stoppage  in  its  work  caused  by  disputes  or  controversies 
until  same  have  been  carefully  investigated  and  an  effort 
made  to  adjust  them  peaceably.  The  General  .  Executive 
Board  ruled  that  it  could  not  enter  into  any  agreement  similar 
to  that  now  in  effect  between  this  company  and  the  Brick- 
layers, Masons  and  Plasterers'  International  Union.  The 
General  Secretary  was  instructed  to  notify  the  Ferguson 
Company  that  if  they  complied  with  the  trade  rules  of  the 
locality  in  which  they  might  be  doing  work  and  employing 
union  men,  the  General  Office  would  see  to  it  that  they  got 
proper  protection. 

We,  your  Board,  see  the  necessity  of  having  agreements 
covering  work,  both  national  and  international,  with  such 
contractors,  for  under  our  present  system  a  contractor  may 
make  an  agreement  in  one  locality  and  employ  union  carpen- 
ters, work  the  hours,  pay  the  rate  of  wages  and  comply  with 
the  other  conditions  in  that  locality,  while  in  neighboring 
cities  he  may  be  employing  non-union  carpenters,  and  your 
Board  is  powerless  to  order  our  unions  in  the  locality  working 
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under  the  agreement  with  such  firm  to  break  such  agreement. 
We  believe  the  Board  should  have  the  power  to  enter  into 
agreements  covering  work,  national  and  international,  with 
contractors  doing  work  in  more  than  one  locality,  such  agree- 
ment leaving  to  each  locality  the  power  of  home  rule  as  re- 
gards wages,  hours  and  working  conditions,  but  reserving  the 
power  to  the  General  Executive  Board  to  order  strikes  against 
a  firm  fair  in  one  locality  and  unfair  in  another.  We  believe 
this  convention  should  give  power  to  the  General  Executive 
Board  to  enter  into  agreements  covering  our  jurisdiction,  so 
long  as  such  firms  comply  with  the  union  conditions  of  the 
localities  in  which  they  are  doing  work,  such  conditions  hav- 
ing been  approved  by  the  General  Office,  the  General  Office 
should  see  that  they  are  enforced. 

On  January  14,  1914,  the  General  President  submitted  to 
the  Board  a  proposed  agreement  with  the  Wood,  Wire  and 
Metal  Lathers'  International  Union  covering  the  putting  up 
of  corner  beads  and  corner  guards,  same  to  become  operative 
when  endorsed  by  the  Executive  Board  of  the  U.  B.  and  the 
Lathers'  International  organization,  the  executive  board  of 
the  Lathers'  organization  having  duly  endorsed  same.  The 
Board  ruled  that  as  there  were  other  disputes  covering  other 
work  between  the  Lathers  and  the  Carpenters,  this  matter  be 
referred  back  to  the  General  President  to  hold  a  conference 
with  the  Lathers,  with  the  object  in  view  of  entering  into  a 
general  agreement. 

On  January  14,  1914,  the  General  President  submitted  a 
tentative  agreement  entered  into  between  the  United  Brother- 
hood of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  America  and  the  Interna- 
tional Slate  and  Tile  Roofers'  Union  of  America  covering 
jurisdiction  over  asbestos  shingles,  corrugated  asbestos  sheath- 
ing, asbestos  lumber  sheathing,  etc.,  said  agreement  to  become 
operative  only  when  approved  by  the  Executive  Board  of  the 
U.  B.  The  ruling  of  the  Board  was  that  it  does  not  approve 
of  said  agreement  and  the  General  Secretary  was  instructed 
to  notify  the  International  Slate  and  Tile  Roofers'  Union  that 
the  U.  B.  claims  all  the  work  in  question.  The  agreement  was 
as  follows : 
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That  the  International  Union  of  Slate  and  Tile  Roofers 
of  America  have  jurisdiction  over  all  asbestos  shingles  above 
eaves  line  and  corrugated  asbestos  sheathing  and  asbestos 
lumber  sheathing  as  applied  to  roofing. 

The  United  Brotherhood  to  have  jurisdiction  over  wood 
shingles  for  roofing  and  sidings,  asbestos  shingles,  asbestos 
lumber  sheathing  as  applied  to  sidings  of  buildings.

On  January  20,  1914,  on  request  of  L.  U.  55,  of  Denver, 
Colo.,  the  G.  E.  B.  decided  that  members  of  the  Amalgamated 
Carriage,  Wagon  and  Automobile  Workers'  Union  of  Amer- 
ica who  were  in  good  standing  and  who  were  eligible  to  mem- 
bership in  the  U.  B.  under  the  U.  B.  Constitution  niight  be 
admitted  free  of  any  initiation  fee,  they  to  be  classed  the  same 
as  newly  initiated  members  and  their  benefits  to  be  governed 
by  the  U.  B.  Constitution. 

On  April  12,  1913,  the  General  President  submitted  to 
the  Board  correspondence  between  himself  and  Secretary  At- 
kinson, of  the  Amalgamated  Society  of  Carpenters,  in  regard 
to  holding  a  conference  of  officers  of  both  organizations.  The 
Board  authorized  the  General  President  to  appoint  a  com- 
mittee to  meet  with  representatives  of  the  Amalgamated  So- 
ciety of  Carpenters,  and  President  Kirby  appointed  the  fol- 
lowing: Frank  Duffy,  Daniel  A.  Post,  Arthur  Martel,  John 
H.  Potts,  T.  M.  Guerin  and  himself. 

On  May  7,  1913,  the  committee  met  with  the  committee 
of  the  Amalgamated  Society  of  Carpenters  at  Cleveland,  Ohio, 
and  the  following  plan  of  solidification  was  arrived  at : 

Plan  of  Solidification  of  the  Amalgamated  Society  of  Carpen- 
ters and  Joiners  and  the  United  Brotherhood  of 
Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  America. 

1.  All  branches  of  the  Amalgamated  Society  shall  be 
registered  as  Local  Unions  of  the  United  Brotherhood  and 
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shall  receive  charters  gratis  from  same  and  be  given  consecu- 
tive numbers. 

2.  The  beneficial  system  of  the  Amalgamated  Society 
of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  shall  be  retained  and  controlled  by 
them  under  its  rules  and  stipulations  as  prescribed  in  its  Con- 
stitution. 

The  laws  and  rules  governing  and  pertaining  to  the  bene- 
fits paid  under  the  Constitution  of  the  Amalgamated  Society 
of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  shall  only  be  altered  or  amended 
by  a  vote  of  the  members  entitled  to  said  benefits,  and  the  fund 
created  for  the  payment  of  such  benefits  shall  be  at  all  times 
controlled  as  prescribed  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Amalga- 
mated Society  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners,  and  cannot  be  super- 
seded by  any  claim  of  the  United  Brotherhood  officials  or  non- 
contributors. 

3.  The  beneficial  system  of  the  United  Brotherhood  of 
Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  America  shall  only  be  altered  or 
amended  by  a  vote  of  the  members  entitled  to  said  benefits 
and  the  funds  created  for  the  payment  of  such  benefits  shall 
be  at  all  times  controlled  as  prescribed  in  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  Amer- 
ica. 

4.  The  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners 
of  America  is  hereby  given  full,  complete  and  absolute  con- 
trol of  all  questions  relative  to  and  a  part  of  the  militant  and 
economic  trades  union  movement  only  in  the  United  States,  its 
colonies,  dependencies,  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  and  the  re- 
public of  Mexico. 

5.  Local  Unions  of  the  Amalgamated  Society  shall  pay 
a  per  capita  tax  of  10  cents  per  member  per  month  to  the  Gen- 
eral Office  of  the  United^Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Join- 
ers of  Am^erica.  Members  enrolled  in  United  Brotherhood 
Locals  shall  be  exempt  from  payment  of  this  10  cents  per 
month  dues  to  the  Amalgamated  Society  and  shall  be  entitled 
to  all  trade  rights  and  privileges  of  the  United  Brotherhood 
of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  America. 

Said  per  capita  tax  shall  include  payment  of  affiliation 
to  the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  Building  Trades  De- 
partment and  the  Trades  and  Labor  Congress  of  Canada,  and 
carries  with  it  exemption  from  all  general  levies  which  may 
be  imposed  on  the  membership  of  the  United  Brotherhood  of 
Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  America. 
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It  is  hereby  agreed  that  all  service  and  protection  com- 
patible with  the  foregoing  shall  be  extended  to  the  Amal- 
gamated Society  in  organizing  and  such  other  work  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  well-being  of  the  solidified  organization. 

6.  All  Locals  admitted  under  this  plan  shall  be  governed 
by  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  of  the  District  Councils  of 
the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  Amer- 
ica in  all  trade  matters.  They  shall  also  be  subject  to  the 
same  per  capita  tax  for  the  support  of  the  District  Councils. 

7.  All  members  of  the  Amalgamated  Society  of  Carpen- 
ters and  Joiners  shall,  upon  their  arrival  within  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of 
America,  present  their  contribution  card  as  evidence  of  good 
standing  in  the  Amalgamated  Society  and  shall  be  accepted 
to  membership  in  the  Local  Union  without  payment  of  initia- 
tion fee  and  be  at  once  entitled  to  all  the  trade  rights  of  said 
locality  upon  the  payment  of  the  local  per  capita  tax  for  trade 
purposes  and  be  amenable  to  the  trade  rules  of  said  locality. 

8.  All  members  of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpen- 
ters and  Joiners  of  America  shall,  upon  their  arrival  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Amalgamated  Society  of  Carpenters 
and  Joiners,  present  their  due  books  as  evidence  of  good  stand- 
ing in  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of 
America,  and  shall  be  accepted  to  membership  in  branches 
of  the  Amalgamated  Society  without  payment  of  initiation 
fee  and  be  at  once  entitled  to  all  the  trade  rights  of  said  lo- 
cality upon  the  payment  of  all  local  levies  for  trade  purposes 
and  be  amenable  to  the  trade  rules  of  said  locality. 

9.  Under  this  plan  of  solidification  any  member  desirous 
of  securing  the  benefits  at  present  paid  by  either  or  both  or- 
ganizations, may  do  so  by  complying  with  the  laws  and  rules 
governing  such  benefits  as  prescribed* in  their  respective  Con- 
stitutions. 

10.  Any  member  who  has  been  fined  or  expelled  by  a 
three-fourths  vote  of  his  Local  Union  or  District  Council  for 
cause,  shall  not  be  again  admitted  into  any  Local  Union  until 
restitution  be  made  or  satisfaction  given  and  accepted  by  a 
three-fourths  vote  of  a  special  called  meeting  of  the  Local 
Union  or  District  Council  imposing  the  penalty. 

Any  member  misappropriating  the  funds  of  any  Local 
Union  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  plan  shall  not  be  re- 
admitted until  full  restitution  has  been  made.   All  fined  and 
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expelled  members  have  the  right  of  appeal  as  provided  for 
under  ^the  provisions  of  this  plan  of  solidification. 

11.  It  is  hereby  provided  that  in  the  event  of  any  con- 
tention arising  in  the  practical  application  of  the  foregoing 
plan,  that  the  General  President  and  the  General  Secretary 
of  the  United  Brotherhood  and  the  District  President  and 
District  Secretary  of  the  Amalgamated  Society  shall  be  and 
are  authorized  to  render  an  interpretation  which  shall  be 
binding  on  all  concerned. 

This  plan  of  solidification  shall  be  in  force  January  1, 
1914,  if  ratified  by  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and 
Joiners  of  America  and  the  Amalgamated  Society  of  Carpen- 
ters and  Joiners  in  accordance  with  their  respective  Constitu- 
tions.

Committee  representing  the  Amalgamated  So- 
ciety of  Carpenters  and  Joiners. 

On  October  14,  1913,  the  General  President  submitted 
the  report  of  the  committee  which  tabulated  the  vote  on  the 
solidification  plan,  showing  31,438  votes  in  favor  of  the  propo- 
sition and  15,417  votes  against  the  proposition.  Having  re- 
ceived the  necessary  two-thirds  vote,  the  proposition  was  car- 
ried. 

On  April  7,  1913,  a  communication  was  received  from 
the  Piano,  Organ  and  Musical  Instrument  Workers'  Inter- 
national Union  of  America  relative  to  the  amalgamation  of 
the  organization  with  the  U.  B.,  also  from  the  American  Fed- 
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eration  of  Labor  on  the  same  subject,  asking  that  a  confer- 
ence be  held  in  the  near  future  so  that  a  clear  understanding 
could  be  reached  as  to  the  amalgamation.  The  G.  E.  B.  de- 
cided that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  General  President, 
he  to  report  results  to  the  Board. 

ADMITTED  TO  MEMBERSHIP. 

On  July  23,  1913,  the  Board  took  up  the  matter  of  taking 
over  to  membership  in  the  U.  B.  the  Pacific  Coast  Maritime 
Builders'  Federation,  and  the  General  Secretary  was  in- 
structed by  the  Board  to  send  the  following  telegram  to 
Brother  Daniel  Sutherland,  representing  said  organization : 

Beneficiary  members  of  the  Maritime  Builders'  Federa- 
tion will  be  admitted  to  the  U.  B.  as  beneficiary  members  ac- 
cording to  the  rating  provided  for  in  Section  53  of  the  U.  B. 
Constitution,  their  record  dating  from  the  time  they  were 
admitted  to  membership  in  your  federation.  Providing  there 
are  sufficient  members  to  maintain  separate  Local  Unions, 
charters  will  be  issued  to  ship  carpenters,  ship  joiners,  boat 
builders  and  calkers. 

These  conditions  were  accepted  by  the  Pacific  Coast  Mari- 
time Builders'  Federation  at  their  convention  on  July  24,  1913, 
and  they  are  now  a  part  of  the  U.  B. 

JURISDICTIONAL  DISPUTE— PLASTERERS  AND  CAR- 
PENTERS—SAN FRANCISCO. 

On  January  16,  1914,  the  matter  of  a  jurisdictional  dis- 
pute between  the  carpenters  and  plasterers  of  San  Francisco 
over  the  erection  of  staff  work  on  the  buildings  of  the  Panama- 
Pacific  Exposition  came  before  the  Board,  and  as  an  agree- 
ment had  been  entered  into  by  the  building  trades  and  the 
managers  of  the  exposition  whereby  all  disputes  not  settled 
locally  would  be  submitted  to  the  American  Federation  of  La- 
bor for  a  decision,  your  Board  directed  Brother  Frank  Duffy 
and  W.  A.  Cole  to  go  to  Washington,  D.  C,  and  defend  the 
carpenters'  jurisdictional  claim  at  this  hearing.    On  January 
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26,  1914,  the  following  decision  of  the  Executive  Council  of 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor  was  received  and  ordered 
published  in  "The  Carpenter" : 

In  an  agreement  between  the  Building  Trades  Council 
and  the  Labor  Council,  both  of  San  Francisco  (in  which  were 
represented  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Join- 
ers and  the  Operative  Plasterers'  International  Association  on 
the  one  side  and  the  officers  of  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition 
Company  on  the  other)  it  was  provided  that  if  any  dispute 
arise  as  to  jurisdiction  over  any  class  of  work  to  be  performed 
by  members  of  any  organization,  that  work  be  continued  with- 
out interruption  until  final  decision  by  the  American  Federa- 
tion of  Labor.  A  dispute  arose  between  the  carpenters  and 
the  plasterers  employed  in  the  exposition  grounds  relative  to 
the  erection  and  putting  up  of  staff  within  the  exposition 
grounds.  The  Executive  Council  of  the  American  Federation 
of  Labor  finds  itself  in  the  position  of  being  required  by  all 
parties  in  interest  to  render  a  decision  upon  the  subject  mat- 
ter. The  representatives  of  the  carpenters  and  plasterers  ap- 
peared before  the  Council  and  exhaustively  presented  their 
respective  claims. 

After  due  consideration  the  Executive  Council  decides, 
as  was  shown  to  have  occurred  in  former  expositions  in  the 
United  States: 

1.  That  the  erecting  and  nailing  of  staff  work  be  done 
by  the  carpenters. 

2.  That  the  putting  up  and  fastening  of  staff  work  in 
place  by  wire,  plaster  or  other  process  be  done  by  the  plas- 
terers. 

3.  That  the  pointing,  patching  and  repairing  of  all  staff 
work  belongs  to  the  plasterers. 

On  January  16,  1914,  a  communication  was  received  from 
the  International  Union  of  Wood  Workers  inviting  the  U.  B. 
to  send  a  delegate  to  the  next  International  Congress  to  be 
held  in  Vienna  in  August,  1914,  also  inviting  Local  Unions  of 
the  U.  B.  to  affiliate.  This  matter  was  referred  to  the  Gen- 
eral Secretary,  he  to  procure  further  information,  on  receipt 
of  which  the  G.  E.  B.  decided  as  follows:  "As  affiliation  with 
the  aforesaid  organization  would  entail  an  expenditure  of  over 
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$800  per  year,  and  the  expenses  of  a  delegate  to  its  congress, 
and  as  the  question  of  affiliation  is  a  matter  to  be  decided  by 
a  referendum  vote  of  our  membership,  the  matter  is  referred 
by  the  Board  to  the  Eighteenth  General  Convention  to  be  held 
in  Indianapolis  in  September  of  the  present  year." 

CHANGE  OF  OFFICERS. 

On  April  22,  1913,  the  General  President  reported  to  the 
Board  that  First  General  Vice-President  Arthur  A.  Quinn  had 
submitted  his  resignation,  which  was  accepted  by  the  Gen- 
eral President.  Second  General  Vice-President  Hutcheson 
became  First  General  Vice-President  in  accordance  with  our 
law.  On  the  above-mentioned  date  the  General  President  also 
reported  to  the  Board  that  he  had  appointed  Arthur  A.  Quinn 
as  Second  Vice-President  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  Wil- 
liam Hutcheson  becoming  First  General  Vice-President.  The 
G.  E.  B.  concurred  in  the  action  of  the  G.  P. 

PRINTING. 

On  February  3,  1913,  the  letting  of  the  contract  for  the 
printing  of  "The  Carpenter"  was  taken  up  by  the  Board  and 
considered.  Bids  were  submitted  for  the  printing,  wrapping 
and  mailing  of  eighty  thousand  (80,000)  copies  per  month 
on  union  water-marked  paper,  as  per  specifications,  as  fol- 
lows :

"Dear  Sir — In  reply  to  your  letter  of  January  14,  request- 
ing us  to  submit  proposition  for  the  publication  of  your  jour- 
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nal,  we  beg  to  inform  you  that  we  shall  be  pleased  to  print 
sam6  in  accordance  with  the  specifications  set  forth  in  your 
communication  under  date  above  mentioned,  such  specifica- 
tions calling  for  the  printing  of  80,000  copies  each  month  of 
your  official  journal,  to  consist  of  sixty-four  pages  and  cover, 
four  pages  of  each  issue  to  be  printed  in  German,  two  in 
French  and  the  balance  in  English,  using  paper  bearing  the 
water-mark  label  of  the  International  Brotherhood  of  Paper 
Makers  of  America,  for  $2,248.75. 

''Should  it  be  impossible  at  any  time  for  us  to  procure 
union  water-marked  paper,  we  will  allow  you  a  credit  on  the 
above  price  of  $144.95  per  each  month's  issue. 

'The  increase  in  cost  of  publication  is  directly  traceable 
to  two  propositions:  (1)  The  manufacturers  of  trade  union 
paper  have  put  into  effect  a  very  material  advance  in  price, 
as  you  will  readily  discern  by  the  increased  allowance  made 
by  us  where  we  may  be  compelled  to  use  unmarked  paper; 
(2)  on  July  1,  1912,  the  scale  agreements  with  the  printing 
pressmen  and  press  feeders,  the  bookbinders  and  bindery  girls 
was  readjusted  and  a  material  advance  granted  the  workers 
in  each  department,  in  some  instances  the  increase  amount- 
ing to  121/^  per  cent.  In  addition  to  this,  on  January  1  a 
further  increase  in  the  typesetting  department  was  made  in 
accordance  with  the  scale  agreement  made  with  the  Typo- 
graphical Union,  which  became  effective  January  1,  1912. 
We  consider  it  but  fair  to  your  Board  that  this  explanation 
of  the  increased  cost  should  be  made. 

"Should  we  be  favored  with  the  contract  we  assure  you 
that  we  shall  put  forth  our  best  efforts  to  give  you  high-class 
service,  and  all  work  done  by  us  will  be  strictly  in  accordance 
with  union  conditions.

The  Board  requested  General  Secretary  Duffy  to  inquire 
from  the  Cheltenham-Aetna  Press  if  they  would  enter  into  a 
contract  at  the  price  submitted  for  two  years.  It  being  agree- 
able to  them,  the  contract  was  awarded  to  the  Cheltenham- 
Aetna  Press  at  a  price  of  $2,248.75  per  month  for  two  years. 

The  G.  S.  was  instructed  to  enter  into  such  contract  and 
also  to  reject  "The  Carpenter"  and  all  other  supplies  that  are 
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not  up  to  the  standard  as  per  specifications  and  samples  under 
which  contracts  are  let. 

On  February  4,  1913,  the  G.  S.  submitted  to  the  Board 
bids  for  printing  two  hundred  thousand  (200,000)  English, 
ten  thousand  (10,000)  German  and  five  thousand  (5,000) 
French  constitutions  as  per  samples  submitted.  Bids  were 
as  follows :

Iron  City  Trades  Publishing  Company— 200,000  English 
constitutions,  $1,638.70;  extra  four  pages,  $41.50  per  page;

The  Bramwood  Press  being  the  lowest  bidder,  the  Board 
awarded  the  contract  to  that  firm  and  the  G.  S.  was  instructed 
to  enter  into  such  contract. 

On  February  5,  1913,  bids  for  printing  rituals  were  sub- 
mitted to  the  Board  by  the  G.  S.,  and  were  as  follows :

Harrington  &  Folger  being  the  lowest  bidder,  the  G.  S. 
is  instructed  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  that  firm  for  rituals.

in  a  manner  similar  to  services  they  rendered  in  1911  and  1912 
for  a  fee  of  $500.00  per  annum.

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REPORTS  OF  DELEGATES  TO  CONVENTION. 

Your  delegates  elected  by  the  Washington  convention  to 
represent  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners 
of  America  at  the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  Building 
Trades  Department  and  Canadian  Trades  and  Labor  Congress 
convention  made  the  following  reports  to  your  Board.  We 
hereby  submit  same  for  your  consideration : 

Repori^  of  the  Delegates  to  the  Thirty-second  Annual 
Convention  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor. 

To  the  General  President  and  Members  of  the  General  Execu- 
tive Board  of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and 
Joiners  of  America: 

Brothers — The  thirty-second  annual  convention  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor  was  held  in  Convention  hall, 
Rochester,  N.  Y.,  from  November  11  to  November  23,  inclu- 
sive. At  the  opening  of  the  convention  Mr.  John  Williams, 
Labor  Commissioner  of  the  State  of  New  York  and  former 
General  President  of  the  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  America, 
made  a  very  impressive  address  on  behalf  of  the  governor, 
who  could  not  be  present.  This  address  we  respectfully  refer 
to  the  editor  of  "The  Carpenter"  for  publication  at  some  fu- 
ture date. 

The  mayor  of  the  city,  the  President  of  the  State  Federa- 
tion, and  other  local  labor  men  kindly  and  cordially  welcomed 
us  in  their  midst  and  hoped  that  the  deliberations  of  the  con- 
vention might  be  of  everlasting  good  and  great  benefit  to  the 
toiling  masses  of  our  countr>\ 

President  Gompers's  report,  as  usual,  dealt  with  many 
important  matters,  well  worthy  of  consideration. 

The  growth  of  the  organization  since  the  last  convention 
is  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  him.  Under  this  head  he  says: 
"It  is  exceedingly  gratifying  to  report  the  extension  and 
growth  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  as  well  as  the 
membership  of  affiliated  organizations.  The  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor  issued  260  certificates  of  affiliation  (charters) 
during  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30,  1912,  as  follows:

"At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  there  were  affiliated  to  the 
organization :

"The  average  membership  reported  and  upon  which  per 
capita  tax  was  paid  by  the  affiliated  organizations  to  the  Amer- 
ican Federation  of  Labor  during  the  past  year  was  1,770,145, 
an  increase  over  the  number  reported  for  1911,  which  was 
1,761,835.  On  September  30,  1912,  the  membership  of  affi- 
liated organizations  was  1,841,268. 

"Perhaps  it  would  be  w^ell  to  again  repeat  that  our  inter- 
national organizations  each  have  jurisdiction  over  the  classes 
of  work  performed  by  their  respective  memberships  within 
the  American  continent.  Each  international  is  composed  of 
various  Local  Unions.  Affiliated  to  the  112  internationals  be- 
longing to  our  Federation  are  20,964  Local  Unions. 

''The  state  and  city  central  bodies  are  composed  of  repre- 
sentatives from  various  local  organizations;  such  organiza- 
tions are  intended  to  secure  for  the  workers  advantages  im- 
possible of  achievement  by  isolated  organizations  or  those  who 
often  call  themselves  'independent.'  It  is  an  isolation  and 
independence  on  a  par  with  the  position  of  impotency  of  the 
non-union  'independent'  wage  worker. 

"The  city  central  bodies  and  state  federations  have  been 
of  tremendous  importance  in  securing  for  the  workers  in  the 
Local  Unions  and  for  all  wage  earners,  improved  conditions  in 
all  the  affairs  and  interests  of  the  working  people. 

"Our  international  unions  and  our  American  Federation 
of  Labor  can  do  the  cause  of  labor  no  greater  benefit  than  by 
encouraging  and  assisting,  in  strengthening  and  extending, 
the  power  and  influence  of  the  state  federations  and  central 
bodies,  and  by  seeing  to  it  that  the  spirit,  as  well  as  the  letter 
of  our  laws,  shall  be  enforced,  requiring  that  Local  Unions 
shall  be  represented  in  these  bodies. 
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"It  will  be  seen  that  there  are  now  112  international 
unions  affiliated,  and  from  that  bare  statement  a  wrong  infer- 
ence may  be  drawn  that  there  is  a  lesser  number  of  organized 
workers  in  international  unions.  The  fact  is,  that  during  the 
past  few  years  there  has  been  a  process  of  amalgamation. 
Then,  again,  others  have  had  their  charters  either  revoked  or 
suspended."

The  Executive  Council's  report  was  very  voluminous  and 
dealt  with,  in  particular,  the  jurisdictional  fights  in  which 
many  of  the  affiliated  organizations  are  now  engaged.  In  order 
to  make  their  position  clear  on  this  point,  they  quoted  not  only 
the  action  of  the  last  convention  wherein  it  was  decided  that 
in  one  trade  there  must  be  only  one  organization,  but  they  also 
quoted  the  autonomy  declaration  of  the  Scranton  Convention, 
held  in  1901.  For  the  benefit  of  our  members  and  for  their 
information,  we  herewith  submit  that  part  of  the  Executive 
Council's  report  we  refer  to : 

"Every  effort  has  been  made  to  carry  into  effect  the  spirit, 
as  well  as  the  letter,  of  the  declaration  of  the  Atlanta  Conven- 
tion of  one  organization  for  one  trade ;  that  duality  and  rivalry 
must  cease  so  far  as  we  have  the  power  to  enforce  it. 
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"Nor  were  the  efforts  of  the  Executive  Council  directed 
to  that  policy  and  practice  because  of  the  Atlanta  Conven- 
tion's declaration.  That  has  been  the  course  pursued  by  the 
Executive  Council  and  by  our  Federation  ever  since  its  in- 
ception, and  particularly  since  the  autonomy  declaration  of 
the  Scranton  Convention.  Inasmuch  as  eleven  years  elapsed 
since  that  declaration,  we  believe  it  entirely  appropriate  to 
quote  it  in  this  report,  so  that  it  can  be  made  a  part  thereof 
to  refresh  your  minds  and  the  minds  of  our  fellow  workers. 
It  is  as  follows: 

— Autonomy  Declaration — 

Scranton,  Pa.,  December  14,  1901. 

"To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  to  the  Twenty-first  Annual  Con- 
vention of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor: 

"Greeting — The  undersigned,  your  special  committee  ap- 
pointed to  consider  the  question  of  the  autonomy  of  the  trade 
unions,  beg  leave  to  say  that  it  is  our  judgment  the  future 
success,  permanency,  and  safety  of  the  American  Federation 
of  Labor,  as  well  as  the  trade  unions  themselves,  depends 
upon  the  recognition  and  application  of  the  principles  of 
autonomy,  consistent  with  the  varying  phases  and  transac- 
tions in  industry. 

"We  realize  that  it  is  impossible  to  define  the  exact  line 
of  demarcation  where  one  trade  or  form  of  labor  ends  and  an- 
other begins,  and  that  no  hard  and  fast  rule  can  be  devised 
by  which  all  our  trade  unions  can  be  governed  or  can  govern 
themselves. 

"We  emphasize  the  impossibility  of  the  establishment  of 
hard  and  fast  lines ;  but  if  history  and  experience  in  the  labor 
movem^ent  count  for  aught  we  urge  upon  our  fellow- workmen 
that  toleration  and  forbearance  which  are  proverbial  of  our 
movement;  for,  without  the  recognition  and  application  of 
these  qualities  any  decision  we  may  formulate  will  be  futile. 
We,  therefore,  recommend  as  follows: 

"1.  .As  the  magnificent  growth  of  the  American  Federa- 
tion of  Labor  is  conceded  by  all  students  of  economic  thought 
to  be  the  result  of  organization  on  trade  lines,  and  believing 
it  neither  necessary  nor  expedient  to  make  any  radical  de- 
parture from  this  fundamental  principle,  we  declare  that,  as 
a  general  proposition,  the  interests  of  the  workers  will  be 
best  conserved  by  adhering  as  closely  to  that  doctrine  as  the 
recent  great  changes  in  methods  of  production  and  employ- 
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ment  make  practicable.  However,  owing  to  the  isolation  of 
some  few  industries  from  thickly  populated  centers  where  the 
overwhelming  number  follow  one  branch  thereof,  and  owing 
to  the  fact  that  in  some  industries  comparatively  few  work- 
ers are  engaged  over  whom  separate  organizations  claim 
jurisdiction,  we  believe  that  jurisdiction  in  such  industries 
by  the  paramount  organization  would  yield  the  best  results 
to  the  workers  therein,  at  least  until  the  development  of  or- 
ganization of  each  branch  has  reached  a  stage  wherein  these 
may  be  placed,  without  material  injury  to  all  parties  in  in- 
terest, in  affiliation  with  their  national  trade  unions.  Nothing 
contained  in  this  declaration  is  intended  or  shall  be  construed 
to  mean  a  reversal  of  any  decision  rendered  by  former  Execu- 
tive Councils  or  previous  conventions  on  questions  of  juris- 
diction. 

"2.  We  hold  that  the  interests  of  the  trade  union  move- 
ment will  be  promoted  by  closely  allied  and  sub-divided  crafts 
giving  consideration  to  amalgamation,  and  to  the  organiza- 
tion of  District  and  National  Trade  Councils  to  which  should 
be  referred  questions  in  dispute,  and  which  should  be  adjusted 
within  allied  crafts'  lines. 

"3.  The  American  Federation  of  Labor  being  a  volun- 
tary association,  cannot  direct  and  should  not  adopt  methods 
ant-agonistic  to  or  in  conflict  with  established  trade  union  laws, 
and  in  order  to  carry  the  above  recommendations  into  effect, 
and  in  full  recognition  of  its  logical  position,  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor  pledges  its  officers  to  aid  and  assist  in 
the  adjustment  of  such  craft  encroachments  as  disputants 
may  be  willing  to  submit  to  its  arbitrament.

"In  connection  with  this  declaration  it  is  necessary  to 
call  attention  to  a  frequent  misconception  of  the  term  'au- 
tonomy' as  it  is  used  by  the  American  Federation  of  Labor. 
Some  have  mistakenly  interpreted  it  to  mean  that  a  trade 
union  cannot  expand  its  jurisdiction  or  amalgamate  with  an- 
other organization  of  the  same  or  a  kindred  trade  in  the  same 
industry.  The  term  'autonomy,'  as  applied,  has  been  used 
as  an  obstacle  to  such  extension,  growth,  and  amalgamation. 
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No  such  construction  or  interpretation  can  be  justly  given  the 
term.  Broadly  and  specifically  speaking,  the  term  'autonomy' 
means  self-government. 

"The  American  trade  union  movement  is  one  af  constant 
growth,  development  and  expansion.  Since  its  inception,  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor  has  been  the  most  practical 
and  beneficial  general  organization  of  the  wage-workers  of 
the  continent;  has  taken  cognizance  of  the  constant  change 
and  transition  in  industry  and  by  every  means  within  its 
power  has  sought  not  only  to  effect  the  organization  of  unor- 
ganized workers,  but  to  bring  about  unity,  solidarity  and  fra- 
ternity among  organized  workers,  and  has  stimulated  by 
every  means  within  its  power  the  necessity  for  closer  co-oper- 
ation, federation  and  amalgamation  of  existing  trade  unions 
to  the  end  that  each  may  be  helpful  to  all." 

Relative  to  the  suspension  of  the  Amalgamated  Society 
of  Carpenters  by  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  and  the 
revocation  of  its  charter  by  that  body,  the  Executive  Council 
says: 

"Our  last  annual  convention  declared  that,  both  for 
harmony  and  for  practicability,  the  carpentry  trade  should 
be  represented  in  the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  and 
also  in  the  Building  Trades  Department  by  one  general  or- 
ganization of  the  carpentry  industry — the  United  Brother- 
hood of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  America — and  instructed 
the  Executive  Council  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  and  requested  the 
Executive  Council  of  the  Building  Trades  Department  to 
carry  that  declaration  into  effect.  The  convention  further 
directed  that  the  President  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  should  arrange 
a  conference  between  the  representatives  of  the  two  organi- 
zations for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  its  declaration  and 
instructions. 

"The  representatives  of  the  two  organizations  were  in- 
vited to  meet  in  conference  with  President  Gompers,  begin- 
ning Monday,  January  15,  at  Washington,  D.  C.  The  con- 
ference lasted  nearly  the  entire  week.  At  the  outset  a  differ- 
ence arose  as  to  one  provision  of  the  action  of  the  Atlanta 
Convention  in  regard  to  the  conference  of  these  two  organi- 
zations. President  Gompers  was  called  upon  for  an  interpre- 
tation of  that  action.   He  gave  the  following: 

"A  committee  consisting  of  W.  D.  Huber  and  James 
Kirby,  representing  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters 
and  Joiners  of  America,  and  Herbert  Crampton  and  William 
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Fyfe,  representing  the  Amalgamated  Society  of  Carpenters 
and  Joiners,  called  upon  me  for  an  interpretation  of  the 
recommendation  of  the  Com.mittee  on  Adjustment  and  adopted 
by  the  convention;  the  recommendation  of  the  committee 
printed  in  the  first  column  on  page  311  of  the  official  printed 
proceedings  of  the  Atlanta  Convention  of  the  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor,  is  as  follows : 

"  'Your  committee  recommends  that  the  President  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor  be  instructed  to  arrange  a  con- 
ference between  representatives  of  the  two  organizations  in- 
volved v/ithin  ninety  days  from  the  adjournment  of  this  con- 
vention, with  a  view  of  arranging  a  basis  of  amalgamation  of 
the  two  organizations,  and  in  case  of  disagreement  upon  the 
terms  of  amalgamation  agreed  upon  and  submitted  by  the 
President  and  Executive  Council  of  the  American  Federation 
of  Labor,  the  differences  shall  be  referred  to  the  President  and 
the  Executive  Council  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor 
for  a  final  decision,  which  decision  shall  be  rendered  not  later 
than  June  1,  1912. 

"  'Should  the  Amalgamated  Society  of  Carpenters  and 
Joiners  fail  to  amalgamate  with  the  Brotherhood  of  Carpen- 
ters and  Joiners  on  or  before  July  1,  1912,  the  President  of 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor  is  hereby  instructed  to  re- 
voke the  charter  of  the  Amalgamated  Society  of  Carpenters 
and  Joiners.' 

"The  difference  being  as  to  whether  an  endeavor  should 
first  be  made  to  reach  terms  of  agreement  between  the  repre- 
sentatives of  both  organizations,  or  whether  the  terms  of 
agreement  should,  in  the  first  instance,  be  submitted  by  the 
President  and  the  Executive  Council  of  the  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor. 

"The  gentlemen  named  requested  an  interpretation  of 
the  committee's  recommendation  regarding  this  difference. 

"At  the  outset,  I  should  say  that  the  language  employed 
in  the  committee's  report  is,  in  my  judgment,  involved,  but  it  is 
quite  evident  that  the  recommendation  contemplated  a  confer- 
ence between  the  representatives  of  the  two  organizations  in- 
volved within  a  specified  period  'with  a  view  to  arranging  a 
basis  of  amalgamation  of  the  two  organizations.'  That  state- 
ment is  clear  and  unmistakable  and  is  not  modified  or  nullified 
by  any  later  language  of  the  committee's  recommendation.  My 
understanding  of  the  later  language  of  the  committee's  report 
is  that  if  there  be  a  failure  to  agree  upon  terms  of  amalgama- 
tion by  the  representatives  of  both  organizations,  then  the 
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disagreement  is  to  be  reported  to  the  President  and  the  Execu- 
tive Council  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  who  shall 
jointly  render  a  final  decision  not  later  than  June  1,  1912. 

"I  shall  submit  this  interpretation  of  the  action  of  the 
convention  to  Mr.  James  O'Connell,  who  was  chairman  of  the 
committee  which  submitted  this  report  to  the  Atlanta  Con- 
vention, and  who,  as  President  of  the  Metal  Trades  Depart- 
ment, has  ofl[ices  in  this  building  and  who  will  be  available 
within  a  short  time  to  review  this  interpretation." 

"SAMUEL  GOMPERS, 

'Tresident  A.  F.  of  L. 
"Washington,  D.  C,  January  15,  1912." 

The  matter  being  submitted  to  Vice-President  O'Connell, 
who  acted  as  chairman  of  the  Adjustment  Committee  of  the 
Atlanta  Convention,  he  made  the  following  statement: 

"Washington,  D.  C,  January  15,  1912. 

"Mr.  S.  Gompers,  President  American  Federation  of  Labor, 
Ouray  Building,  Washington,  D.  C. : 

"Dear  Sir  and  Brother — I  have  read  carefully  the  report 
you  make  regarding  the  conference  held  between  the  United 
Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  America  and  the 
Amalgamated  Society  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners,  and  the  in- 
terpretation you  give  upon  the  report  made  by  the  committee 
on  adjustment  at  the  A.  F.  of  L.  Convention,  held  in  Atlanta, 
November,  1911.  As  chairman  of  the  Adjustment  Committee, 
my  interpretation  of  the  recommendation  made  by  that  com- 
mittee to  the  convention  is,  as  stated  by  you,  namely: 

"If  the  committees  of  both  organizations  cannot  agree 
upon  a  plan  of  amalgamation,  then  the  differences  between 
the  committees  or  the  reasons  for  failure  to  agree  upon  amal- 
gamation are  to  be  submitted  to  the  President  and  Executive 
Council  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  for  final  decision,  or  in  other  words, 
if  the  two  committees  fail  to  agree  upon  a  plan  of  amalgama- 
tion the  subject  matter  is  then  submitted  to  the  President  and 
Executive  Council  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  to  decide  upon  any  dif  - 
ferences that  may  exist  between  the  committees  or  to  outline 
a  plan  of  amalgamation  which  would  be  a  basis  upon  which 
the  two  organizations  should  amalgamate. 

"Fraternally  yours, 

"JAS.  O'CONNELL." 
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*'It  will  be  observed  that  there  is  entire  agreement  in  the 
statements  of  President  Gompers  and  Chairman  O'Connell 
of  the  Adjustment  Committee  as  to  the  purpose  which  the 
Adjustment  Committee  and  the  convention  had  in  view  in 
the  declaration  it  made  at  Atlanta.  In  that  understanding  we 
are  in  entire  accord. 

''During  the  conferences  of  the  week  of  January  15  the 
representatives  of  both  organizations  submitted  propositions 
and  counter-propositions  for  the  basis  of  amalgamation,  but 
amalgamation  was  not  effected. 

"The  amalgamation  as  provided  by  the  instructions  of 
the  Atlanta  Convention  was  to  become  effective  on  or  before 
July  1,  the  further  instructions  being  that,  in  the  event  of 
the  failure  of  amalgamation  by  that  date  the  charter  of  the 
Amalgamated  Society  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  should  be 
revoked. 

''We  directed  President  Gompers  to  arrange  for  another 
conference  for  the  purpose  of  further  efforts  at  amalgama- 
tion. The  officers  of  the  Amalgamated  Society  refused  to  par- 
ticipate in  another  conference  having  for  its  object  the  en- 
deavor to  agree  upon  terms  of  amalgamation  between  the  two 
organizations,  but  insisted  that  in  accordance  with  the  direc- 
tions of  the  Atlanta  Convention  the  Executive  Council  render 
its  decision  setting  forth  the  conditions  upon  which  amal- 
gamation of  the  two  organizations  should  take  place.  It 
therefore  devolved  upon  your  Executive  Council  to  perform 
the  duties  imposed  upon  it  by  the  Atlanta  Convention  of  the 
A.  F.  of  L.,  that  is,  to  render  a  final  decision  relative  to  the 
terms  of  such  amalgamation;  we  had  no  alternative.  We 
thereupon  made  the  following  declarations  and  findings,  which 
were  submitted  to  the  officers  of  both  organizations,  accepted 
by  the  U.  B.  and  rejected  by  the  Amalgamated  Society: 

"Under  instructions  of  the  Atlanta  Convention  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor,  in  case  of  a  disagreement 
upon  the  terms  of  amalgamation  between  the  Amalgamated 
Society  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  and  the  United  Brother- 
hood of  Carpenters  and  Joiners,  the  President  and  the  Execu- 
tive Council  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  are  required 
to  render  a  final  decision,  to  be  binding  upon  both  parties  as 
to  the  terms  of  such  amalgamation. 

"For  the  purpose  of  having  the  organizations  themselves 
agree  upon  the  terms  upon  which  the  amalgamation  should 
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be  had,  a  conference  was  called  of  their  respective  repre- 
sentatives and  held  at  the  city  of  Washington,  January  15-19, 
inclusive,  1912. 

"At  the  outset  the  representatives  of  the  Amalgamated 
Society  declined  to  enter  into  any  conference  to  formulate 
terms  of  amalgamation,  and  it  required  the  rendering  of  a 
decision  by  the  President  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  and  the  chairman 
of  the  Adjustment  Committee  of  the  Atlanta  Convention, 
which  made  report  upon  the  subject  to  the  convention,  stat- 
ing definitely  and  emphatically  that  a  conference  must  be  held 
prior  to  any  further  action  on  the  part  of  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil. 

''Instead  of  holding  a  conference  as  contemplated  by  the 
action  of  the  Atlanta  Convention,  propositions  and  counter- 
propositions  were  submitted  in  writing,  resulting  in  failure 
to  reach  any  definite  plan,  since  each  rejected  the  proposition 
of  the  other. 

'The  Executive  Council,  at  its  meeting  in  May,  1912,  still 
believing  that  a  conference  should  be  held  for  the  purpose  of 
endeavoring  to  reach  a  conclusion  upon  the  terms  for  amal- 
gamation, invited  the  representatives  of  the  United  Brother- 
hood and  the  Amalgamated  Society  to  meet  in  such  confer- 
ence, and  directed  that  three  officers  of  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  participate  in  that  conference  to  be  help- 
ful in  reaching  terms  of  amalgamation. 

"The  representatives  of  the  United  Brotherhood  appeared 
at  the  time  and  place  for  the  conference.  The  representatives 
of  the  Amalgamated  Society  refused  to  send  representatives. 
Hence  the  conference  was  not  held. 

"The  Secretary  of  the  Amalgamated  Society,  in  an  offi- 
cial communication  under  date  of  May  29,  1912,  declared  th^t 
it  was  the  duty  of  the  President  and  the  Executive  Council 
to  render  a  decision  without  any  further  joint  conferences 
of  the  representatives  of  the  two  organizations:  The  Execu- 
tive Council  therefore  finds  it  incumbent  upon  it  to  perform 
the  duty  which  it  sought  the  organizations  themselves  to  de- 
termine.   Now,  therefore: 

"The  members  of  the  Executive  Council  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor,  having  before  them  the  proposition  sub- 
mitted by  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners, 
made  to  the  Amalgamated  Society  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners 
as  the  terms  of  amalgamation,  the  counter-proposition  made 
by  the  Amalgamated  Society  to  the  United  Brotherhood,  and

the  extended  propositions  then  made  by  the  United  Brother- 
hood to  the  Amalgamated  Society  declares : 

*'  That  the  counter-propositions  submitted  by  the 
Amalgamated  Society  of  terms  of  amalgamation  are  based 
upon  the  form  of  organization  in  all  its  details  of  the  Amal- 
gamated Society,  which  are  so  far-reaching  as  to  make  it  im- 
mediately impossible  for  the  United  Brotherhood  to  accept  or 
adopt,  and  which  would  indeed  make  the  United  Brotherhood, 
under  its  own  name,  the  Amalgamated  Society. 

"  '2.  That  the  propositions  made  by  the  United  Brother- 
hood are  fair-,  just,  advantageous  and  honorable,  and  as  far- 
reaching  as  the  United  Brotherhood,  in  its  present  and  im- 
mediate future  is  in  a  position  to  make  for  the  amalgamation 
of  the  Amalgamated  Society  with  the  United  Brotherhood. 

'The  Executive  Council  of  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor  therefore  decides  that  the  terms  proposed  in  the  first 
and  second  propositions  of  the  United  Brotherhood  for  the 
amalgamation  of  the  Amalgamated  Society  with  the  United 
Brotherhood  should  form  the  basis  for  amalgamation;  that 
unless  these  terms  are  accepted  by  the  Amalgamated  Society 
it  carries  with  it  the  revocation  of  its  charter  as  directed  by 
the  Atlanta  Convention  of  the  A.  F.  of  L. 

'As  part  of  this  decision,  the  Executive  Council  directs 
and  decides  that  in  the  event  of  the  acceptance  by  the  Amal- 
gamated Society  of  the  terms  of  amalgamation  and  amal- 
gamation is  effected,  that  the  United  Brotherhood  shall  at  its 
forthcoming  convention  determine,  or  refer  to  its  membership 
for  determination,  the  adoption  of  the  following  features  as 
part  of  the  organization: 

*''(a)  Uniform  dues  throughout  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
United  Brotherhood. 

"'(b)  Uniform  strike  and  lockout  benefits  throughout 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  U.  B. 

"*Cc)  Uniform  sick  benefits  throughout  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  U.  B. 

"  '(d)  Uniform  out-of-work  benefits  throughout  the  juris 
diction  of  the  U.  B. 

"'(e)  Uniform  funeral  benefits  throughout  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  U.  B. 

"  '(f)  Uniform  accident  or  disability  benefits  throughout 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  U.  B. 

"*(g)  Uniform  superannuation  benefits  throughout  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  U.  B. 
12— Carp.  Pro. 
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"  '(h)  Uniform  tool  benefits  throughout  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  U.  B. 

'''(i)  A  general  reserve  fund  for  the  guarantee  of  the 
payment  of  benefits. 

'''(j)  Arranging  for  the  exchange  and  acceptance  of 
traveling  cards  of  all  union  carpenters  of  the  civilized  world 
who  have  been  members  in  good  standing  of  such  unions 
twelve  months  or  more  prior  to  the  presentation  of  such  cards. 

"  '(k)  Equalization  of  funds. 

copy  of  the  first  and  supplementary  propositions  of 
the  United  Brotherhood  made  to  the  Amalgamated  Society 
as  terms  and  conditions  of  amalgamation  are  in  your  posses- 
sion.' 

"Desirous  of  leaving  no  efl*ort  untried  to  effect  amal- 
gamation, we  extended  the  time  limit  from  July  1  to  August  1. 
However,  the  Amalgamated  Society  refusing  to  meet  in 
further  conference,  or  to  accept  the  terms  of  amalgamation 
as  decided  by  the  Executive  Council,  there  was  no  alternative 
left  us  other  than  to  carry  out  the  instruction  given  by  the 
Atlanta  Convention,  and  therefore,  on  August  2,  having 
waited  until  midnight  of  August  1  for  any  further  advice  from 
the  Amalgamated  Society,  the  charter  was  revoked  and  the 
officers  of  the  Amalgamated  Society  so  notified  in  a  letter 
which  under  our  instructions  President  Gompers  wrote. 

''Having  before  us  the  decision  of  the  Atlanta  and  previ- 
ous Conventions,  and  particularly  the  instructions  of  the  Min- 
neapolis Convention,  which  read  as  follows: 

'It  has  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Grievance 
Committee  by  protests  handed  to  the  Committee  on  Creden- 
tials and  referred  to  us,  that  a  number  of  the  central  bodies 
affiliated  with  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  are  violat- 
ing the  laws  of  that  body  by  seating  the  representatives  of 
dual  and  seceding  organizations,  or  those  who  are  antagonistic 
to  the  Federation  and  its  affiliated  bodies  and  illegally  un- 
seating or  refusing  to  admit  delegates,  representing  national 
or  international  unions  affiliated  with  the  American  Federa- 
tion of  Labor. 

"  'Your  committee  recommends  that  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil be  instructed  to  rigidly  enforce  the  laws  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor,  governing  the  action  of  central  bodies 
affiliated  with  the  American  Federation  of  Labor.  Any  cen- 
tral body  failing  to  comply  with  the  laws  shall  have  its  charter 
revoked.' 
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■**And  Section  1  of  Article  11  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
A.  F.  of  L.,  as  follows  : 

"  'No  Central  Labor  Union,  or  any  other  central  body  of 
delegates,  shall  admit  to  or  retain  in  their  councils  delegates 
from  any  local  organization  that  owes  its  allegiance  to  any 
other  body,  national  or  international,  hostile  to  any  affiliated 
organization,  or  that  has  been  suspended  or  expelled  by,  or 
not  connected  with,  a  national  or  international  organization 
of  their  trade  herein  affiliated,  under  penalty  of  having  their 
charter  revoked  for  violation  of  their  charter,  subject  to  ap- 
peal to  the  next  convention.' 

''We  authorized  the  issuance  of  a  circular  to  all  affiliated 
central  and  State  bodies,  directing  that  the  local  bodies  of 
organizations  coming  under  the  above  category  should  no 
longer  be  recognized,  or  allowed  representation  therein.  A 
copy  of  this  letter  and  a  copy  of  the  circular  issued  to  all 
affiliated  organizations  were  published  in  the  September,  1912, 
issue  of  the  American  Federationist  beginning  on  page  744. 

"In  a  letter  dated  July  31,  and  received  at  the  office  of 
the  A.  F.  of  L.  during  the  day  of  August  1,  the  day  when  the 
time  limitation  expired,  the  officers  of  the  Amalgamated  So- 
ciety asked  for  an  extension  of  time,  they  knowing  that  it  was 
a  physical  impossibility  for  that  request  to  be  conveyed  from 
the  headquarters  to  the  members  of  the  Executive  Council 
and  a  reply  thereto  received  at  headquarters  on  that  same  day. 
That  request  for  an  extension  of  time  could  just  as  well  have 
been  made  earlier  in  July,  or  even  in  June,  and  the  request 
might  have  been  complied  with,  but  in  any  event,  even  in  all 
the  correspondence  and  even  in  the  letter  in  which  the  request 
for  extension  of  time  was  made,  it  was  stated  definitely  and 
emphatically  that  the  decision  of  the  Executive  Council  would 
not  be  accepted  by  the  Amalgamated  Society,  and,  therefore, 
the  charter  was  revoked." 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  our  Seventeenth 
Biennial  Convention,  held  in  Washington,  D.  C,  in  Septem- 
ber, 1912,  we  presented  the  following  report  and  resolution: 

"Resolution  No.  1 — By  Delegate  Wm.  D.  Huber,  Frank 
Duffy,  Fred  Wheeler,  A.  M.  Swartz,  Dan  Featherston,  Wm. 
J.  Kelly,  W.  E.  Hemsell,  of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Car- 
penters and  Joiners  of  America. 

"At  the  Seventeenth  Biennial  Convention  of  the  United 
Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  America,  held  in 
Washington,  D.  C,  from  September  16  to  28,  1912,  the  spe- 
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cial  committee  on  injunctions  submitted  the  following  report, 
which  was  concurred  in  by  the  convention: 

"  'We,  your  special  committee,  appointed  by  this  conven- 
tion to  consider  the  court  injunction  in  labor  matters,  and  in 
special  regard  to  the  resolution  from  the  New  York  State 
Council  of  the  United  Brotherhood,  report  as  follows: 

"That  the  reckless  and  unwarranted  use  of  court  injunc- 
tions has  resolved  itself  into  mere  judicial  anarchy.  The 
frightful  usurpation  of  unwarranted  power  has  caused  hun- 
dreds of  thousands  of  the  workers  and  toilers  of  our  land  to 
be  led  like  sheep  to  the  shambles.  Of  the  hundreds  of  in- 
junctions issued  scarce  one  has  been  issued  for  the  protection 
of  the  lives  or  fortunes  of  the  laborer,  but  on  the  contrary, 
they  have  been  issued  upon  the  slightest  pretext  to  harass 
and  annoy  those  who  are  engaged  in  a  desperate  struggle 
for  existence.  We  agree  with  Thomas  Jefferson,  who  with 
prophetic  vision  said:  'I  regard  the  courts  as  a  subtle  corps 
of  sappers  and  miners,  who  if  left  unrestrained,  taking  a  lit- 
tle here  and  gaining  a  little  there,  will  eventually  undermine 
the  liberties  of  the  American  people.' 

"We  believe  the  time  has  long  past  when  we,  as  repre- 
sentatives of  the  working  class  of  America,  should  arouse  the 
people  to  these  facts,  and  do  here  and  now  protest  against 
our  judiciary  taking  unto  itself  such  powers  as  were  never 
contemplated  by  the  founders  of  this  republic  and  which  if 
allowed  to  continue  will  result  in  a  judicial  oligarchy  that 
would  shame  a  Russian  czar. 

"Solemnly  believing  this  to  be  true,  we  submit  to  this  con- 
vention this  declaration:  be  it 

"Resolved,  That  this  Seventeenth  General  Convention  of 
the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  Amer- 
ica do  declare  as  being  in  favor  of  the  right  of  recall  of  judges 
and  judicial  decisions  and  that  we  use  every  lawful  means  at 
our  command  to  secure  its  adoption ;  and,  be  it  further 

"Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  the 
American  Bar  Association  and  to  the  Bar  Association  of  New 
York  State,  and  that  our  delegates  to  the  A.  F.  of  L.  Conven- 
tion at  Rochester  be  instructed  to  present  a  copy  of  the  same 
to  that  convention  and  to  work  for  its  passage." 

This  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  President's  Re- 
port and  was  reported  on  as  follows  in  conjunction  with  that 
part  of  the  President's  report  dealing  with  the  injunction 
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limitation  bill,  jury  trial  in  contempt  cases,  new  injunction 
rule : 

"We  reiterate  the  position  heretofore  taken  by  the  Arner- 
ican  Federation  of  Labor  relative  to  the  abuse  of  the  writ  of 
injunction  and  the  means  necessary  to  absolutely  eliminate 
such  abuse. 

"We  reaffirm  our  position  that  the  equity  courts  should 
have  no  jurisdiction  over  the  personal  relationship  between 
man  and  man,  nor  the  power  to  deal  with  the  police  regula- 
tions. These  powers  belong  to  the  law  courts  acting  under 
laws  created  by  the  legislative  branch  of  the  Government. 

"We  commend  the  vigorous  action  that  has  been  taken 
toward  securing  the  enactment  of  legislation  along  these  lines. 
As  a  result  of  the  activity  of  the  American  Federation  of  La- 
bor, the  Clayton  injunction  limitation  bill  and  the  Clayton 
contempt  bill,  providing  trial  by  jury  in  cases  of  indirect  con- 
tempt, were  reported  to,  and  passed  by,  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, and  while  these  bills  do  not  go  as  far  as  we  had 
contended  for,  if  enacted  into  law,  they  will  give  a  great  meas- 
ure of  relief. 

"We,  therefore,  endorse  the  recommendation  of  President 
Gompers  that  the  men  of  organized  labor  by  conference  with 
and  communications  to  the  Senators  from  their  respective 
States,  make  known  that  they  insist  upon  the  passage  by  the 
Senate  of  these  bills  before  the  close  of  the  Sixty-second  Con- 
gress." 

The  convention  adopted  this  report. 

Upon  request  of  the  Buffalo  District  Council,  we  intro- 
duced the  following  resolutions : 

"Resolution  No.  23— By  Delegates  W.  D.  Huber,  Frank 
Duffy,  Fred  C.  Wheeler,  A.  M.  Swartz,  D.  F.  Featherston, 
William  J.  Kelly,  W.  E.  Hemsell,  of  the  U.  B.  of  C.  and  J.  of  A. : 

"  'Whereas,  The  United  Trades  and  Labor  Council  of 
Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  has  illegally  and  in  violation  of  the  laws  of 
the  A.  F.  of  L.  seated  in  said  central  body  a  dual  union  of 
millwrights  unaffiliated  with  the  U.  B.  of  C.  and  J.  of  A. ;  also 
two  local  branches  of  the  Amalgamated  Society  of  Carpenters, 
a  dual  organization  of  electrical  workers,  and  representatives 
of  the  amalgamated  wood  workers;  and, 

"  'Whereas,  The  matter  relative  to  this  rump  organiza- 
tion of  millwrights  has  occupied  the  attention  of  several  con- 
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ventions  of  A.  F.  of  L.,  and  representatives  have  been  depu- 
tized to  investigate  charges  made  by  U.  B.  and  said  central 
body  has  always  denied  to  said  representatives  that  this  rump 
organization  was  represented  in  the  central  body,  further 
that  these  investigations  were  positively  one  sided,  the  com- 
plainants never  being  considered  in  the  investigations;  and 
since  the  reaffiliation  of  the  U.  B.  in  central  and  B.  T.  de- 
partment, we  find  delegates  from  these  dual  organizations 
seated  in  both  bodies,  and  upon  objection  of  U.  B.  delegates 
to  the  seating  of  dual  and  unaffiliated  organizations,  the  rep- 
resentatives of  said  central  body  openly  defied  the  A.  F.  of  L. 
to  discipline  them;  therefore,  be  it 

'Resolved,  That  this  Thirty-Second  Annual  Convention 
of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  do  at  once  order  the  United  Trades  and  La- 
bor Council  of  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  to  unseat  the  dual,  and  all 
local  unions  whose  national  or  internationals  are  not  affiliated 
with  the  A.  F.  of  L. ;  and  be  it  further 

'Resolved,  That  failure  upon  the  part  of  the  U.  T.  and 
L.  C.  of  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  to  comply  with  the  action  of  this  Thir- 
ty-Second Annual  Convention,  within  thirty  days  from  ad- 
journment, that  the  charter  of  the  United  Trades  and  Labor 
Council  shall  stand  revoked,  without  further  action,  and  im- 
mediate action  taken  to  reorganize  a  central  body  of  bona  fide 
trades  affiliated  with  the  A.  F.  of  L.' 

''Referred  to  Committee  on  Adjustment." 

That  committee,  after  hearing  us  and  members  of  the 
D.  C,  who  came  from  Buffalo  as  witnesses,  decided  that  "the 
resolution  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Amer- 
ican Federation  of  Labor  with  instructions  to  institute  an  im- 
mediate investigation,  and  if  it  is  ascertained  that  dual  or 
seceding  unions  are  affiliated  with  the  United  Trades  and  La- 
bor Council  of  Buffalo,  said  organization  be  instructed  to  com- 
ply with  the  Constitution  of  the  American  Federation  of  La- 
bor, and  should  it  fail  to  do  so  the  Executive  Council  is  in- 
structed to  enforce  the  provisions  of  Section  1,  Article  XL" 

The  convention  concurred  in  the  report  of  the  committee. 

The  question  of  Industrial  Unionism  versus  Craft  Union- 
ism occupied  the  attention  of  the  convention  for  a  whole  day. 
On  being  put  to  roll-call  vote  it  showed  5,929  in  favor  of  in- 
dustrial unionism  and  10,934  for  craft  unionism. 

The  dispute  between  the  steamfitters  and  plumbers  again 
received  the  attention  of  the  convention,  and  it  was  decided 
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that  there  must  be  only  one  organization  in  the  pipe-fitting 
industry,  and  that  to  be  known  as  the  Plumbers,  Gasfitters, 
Steamfitters  and  Steamfitters'  Helpers.  The  charter  of  the 
steamfitters  was  ordered,  revoked  by  an  overwhelming  ma- 
jority. 

The  old  officers  were  re-elected  and  Seattle,  Wash.,  was 
selected  as  the  city  in  which  to  hold  the  convention  in  1913.

REPORT  OF  DELEGATES  TO  THE  THIRTY-THIRD  AN- 
NUAL CONVENTION  OF  THE  AMERICAN 

FEDERATION    OF  LABOR. 
* 

To  the  General  President  and  General  Executive  Board : 

Brothers — The  Thirty-third  Annual  Convention  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor  was  opened  in  the  Hippodrome, 
Seattle,  Wash.,  at  10  o'clock  Monday  morning,  November  10, 
1913,  by  President  Gompers. 

The  Governor  of  the  State,  the  mayor  of  the  city,  the 
President  of  the  State  Federation  of  Labor  and  the  President 
of  the  Seattle  Labor  Council  warmly  welcomed  us  to  the  great 
northwest. 

Three  hundred  and  twenty-seven  delegates  were  present, 
as  follows : 

Two  hundred  and  twenty-one  delegates,  representing 
eighty-two  national  and  international  unions,  with  19,386 
votes;  twenty  delegates,  representing  twenty  State  Unions, 
with  20  votes;  fifty-eight  delegates,  representing  fifty-eight 
central  unions,  with  58  votes;  twenty  delegates,  representing 
twenty  trade  and  federal  labor  unions,  with  39  votes,  and 
eight  delegates,  representing  six  fraternal  organizations,  with 
3  votes,  a  total  of  327  delegates,  representing  186  unions,  with 
19,506  votes. 
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The  delegates  elected  at  our  last  convention  were  pres- 
ent with  the  exception  of  Brother  Huber,  who  notified  Gen- 
eral President  Kirby  that  he  could  not  attend. 

Brother  P.  H.  McCarthy  was  appointed  in  his  stead. 

In  the  appointment  of  committees  President  Gompers 
recognized  every  member  of  our  delegation. 

Brother  Duffy  was  appointed  on  Executive  Council's  Re- 
port. 

Brother  Kelly  was  appointed  on  the  Law  Committee. 
Brother  Wheeler  was  appointed  on  Organization  Com- 
mittee. 

Brother  Swartz  was  appointed  on  Education  Committee. 

Brother  Featherston  was  appointed  on  State  Organiza- 
tion Committee. 

Brother  Hemsell  was  appointed  on  Boycott  Committee. 

Brother  McCarthy  was  appointed  on  Building  Trades 
Committee. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  and  in 
accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  last  convention,  held 
in  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  the  reports  of  the  officers  were  all  com- 
bined in  one  document.

At  past  conventions  of  the  Building  Trades  Department 
the  delegates  representing  the  U.  B.  demanded  representation 
according  to  taxation.  After  being  thoroughly  thrashed  out 
from  all  viewpoints,  the  matter  was  referred  to  the  Executive 
Council  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  for  adjustment. 

Following  is  its  report  on  that  subject: 

— Carpenters — 
Building  Trades  Department. 

In  the  formation  of  the  Building  Trades  Department  the 
question  of  the  basis  of  voting  was  discussed  and  it  was  de- 
termined that  each  organization  is  entitled  to  the  same  num- 
ber of  delegates  in  proportion  to  the  membership  they  repre- 
sent, each  delegate  to  have  one  vote,  as  in  the  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor  Convention.  For  quite  a  time  this  has  caused 
considerable  discussion  and  dissension.  One  organization,  the 
United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners,  desired  to 
have  the  roll-call  system  of  voting  obtaining  in  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor  Conventions  to  be  established  in  the 
department  conventions.  With  such  a  system  of  voting  it 
would  be  possible  for  two  affiliated  organizations  to  cast  a 
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majority  of  all  votes  in  the  convention,  and,  naturally,  such 
a  basis  of  voting  would  be  entirely  unsatisfactory  and  im- 
practicable. The  department  conventions  and  officers  in  re- 
cent years  have  given  the  subject  further  thought;  at  the  de- 
partment's Rochester  convention  the  subject  was  referred  to 
its  executive  officers  to  confer  \yith  us  and  endeavor  to  find 
some  satisfactory  solution.  After  many  conferences,  in  which 
the  entire  subject-matter  was  gone  over  repeatedly,  we  recom- 
mended to  the  officers  of  the  department  that  they  urge  the 
department's  convention  at  Seattle  that  the  representation  by 
delegates  remain  as  is  now  the  law,  but  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  a  greater  degree  of  equitable  representation  and  vot- 
ing power  that  organizations  having  seven  or  more  delegates, 
each  such  delegate  shall  on  roll-call  be  entitled  to  two  votes. 
It  was  further  recommended  that  a  roll-call  shall  be  held  upon 
the  demand  of  one-fourth  of  all  those  whose  credentials  have 
been  accepted  and  who  have  been  seated  in  the  convention. 

This  matter  was  referred  to  the  Building  Trades  Com- 
mittee, who  in  turn  requested  that  it  be  referred  to  the  Build- 
ing Trades  Department  Convention,  which  was  agreed  to.  . 

The  addresses  of  the  fraternal  delegates  were  well  worth 
listening  to.   We  refrain,  however,  from  dealing  with  any  of 
them  in  particular,  as  General  Secretary  Duffy  has  informed 
us  he  will  publish  the  most  interesting  parts  of  them  in  future 
,  issues  of  our  official  journal,  The  Carpenter. 

In  conformity  with  the  instructions  of  our  G.  E.  B.  we 
submitted  the  following  resolution : 

Whereas,  The  United  Mine  Workers  of  America  are  now 
claiming  jurisdiction  over  carpenter  work  around  mines,  the 
building  of  breakers,  washers,  houses,  sheds,  bams  and  the 
repair  of  same;  and, 

Whereas,  Said  work  can  in  no  way  be  construed  as  min- 
ers' work,  on  the  contrary  being  purely  carpenters'  work; 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Thirty-third  Annual  Convention  of 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor  instructs  the  United  Mine 
Workers  not  to  infringe  on  the  jurisdiction  and  jurisdictional 
rights  of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners 
of  America. 

This  was  referred  to  the  Adjustment  Committee  and, 
after  a  hearing  on  the  point  involved,  the  delegates  represent- 
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ing  both  organizations  were  requested  to  hold  conferences  for 
the  purpose  of  reaching  an  understanding  or  agreement  if 
possible.  We  held  conferences  and  reported  back  to  the  com- 
mittee our  conclusions. 

The  Adjustment  Committee  then  made  the  following  re- 
port : 

In  the  jurisdictional  controversy  between  the  United 
Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  Americja  and  the 
United  Mine  Workers  of  America,  it  is  agreed  by  and  between 
the  delegates  representing  both  organizations  at  this  con- 
vention : 

lir^qiThat  all  carpenters  working  as  handy  men  employed 
permanently,  or  handy  men  employed  in  or  about  the  mines, 
whether  repairing  or  constructing  in  any  capacity,  shall  be 
members  of  the  United  Mine  Workers  of  America. 

2.  That  all  carpenters  employed  in  building  or  rebuild- 
ing breakers,  tipples,  washers,  houses,  or  other  buildings, 
shall  be  members  of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters 
and  Joiners  of  America. 

3.  This  agreement  to  be  in  force  and  effect  when  ap- 
proved by  the  National  Executive  Boards  of  both  organiza- 
tions.

The  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted. 

In  compliance  with  the  request  of  our  Grand  Rapids, 
Mich.,  District  Council  we  presented  the  following  resolution : 

Whereas,  The  manufacturing  of  furniture  requires  highly 
skilled  operatives;  and. 
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Whereas,  These  operatives  are  forced  to  work  under  low 
wage  conditions;  and, 

Whereas,  In  the  city  of  Grand  Rapids,  Mich.,  the  manu- 
facturers of  furniture  are  organized  into  an  association  and 
refuse  to  deal  with  their  employes  save  as  individuals ;  and. 

Whereas,  Men  are  discharged  and  discriminated  against 
for  daring  to  belong  to  the  union  of  their  craft;  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  in 
convention  assembled,  pledges  itself  to  do  all  in  its  power  to 
organize  the  several  crafts  into  the  unions  .having  jurisdic- 
tion ;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  this  resolution  be  referred  to  the  Execu- 
tive Council  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  with  in- 
structions to  bring  the  conditions  herein  mentioned  to  the 
attention  of  all  central  bodies  affiliated  with  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor  to  the  end  that  the  evils  set  forth  may 
be  remedied. 

This  was  referred  to  the  boycott  committee  and  was  re- 
ported on  favorably.  The  subject  matter  of  the  resolutions 
was  referred  to  the  Executive  Council  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  with 
the  recommendation  that  the  request  made  be  complied  with. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted  by  the  con- 
vention. 

The  delegates  representing  the  International  Association 
of  Machinists  presented  the  following  resolution : 

Whereas,  International  organizations  affiliated  with  the 
Metal  Trades  Department  of  the  American  Federation  of  La- 
bor and  the  department  itself  have  made  several  attempts  to 
organize  the  plant  of  the  York  Manufacturing  Company,  lo- 
cated at  York,  Pa. ;  and, 

Whereas,  These  attempts  to  organize  the  employes  have 
met  with  failure  because  of  the  opposition  to  organization  on 
the  part  of  the  management;  and 

Whereas,  The  general  conditions  of  employment  in  this 
plant  are  below  the  standard;  and 

Whereas,  The  Metal  Trades  Department  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor  and  its  affiliated  internationals  have 
recorded  themselves  as  being  opposed  to  permitting  their 
members  to  install  or  erect  machinery  not  built  under  condi- 
tions fair  to  labor;  and 
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Whereas,  In  many  cases  where  the  members  of  the  In- 
ternational Association  of  Machinists  refuse  to  install  the 
product  of  this  firm,  other  organizations  permit  their  mem- 
bers to  take  their  places,  claiming  jurisdiction  over  the  erec- 
tion and  installation  of  machinery;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  in 
convention  assembled,  declare  that  jurisdiction  over  the  erec- 
tion and  installation  of  all  machinery  belongs  to  the  Interna- 
tional Association  of  Machinists ;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  this  convention  instructs  all  organiza- 
tions that  have  in  the  past  permitted  their  members  to  take 
the  places  of  machinists  when  they  refused  to  install  or  erect 
these  machines  to  discontinue  such  practices. 

This  was  referred  to  the  adjustment  committee,  before 
which  body  we  appeared  for  a  hearing,  as  the  claim  for  the 
erection  and  installation  of  all  machinery  by  the  machinists 
interfered  with  our  claim  of  jurisdiction  for  our  millwrights. 
After  an  extended  hearing  the  committee  reported  as  follows : 

To  strike  out  the  first  resolution  altogether  and  to  sub- 
stitute the  word  ''requests"  in  the  second  resolution  for  the 
word  ''instructs."  The  committee  further  recommended  that 
the  Executive  Council  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor 
report  to  the  next  convention  all  the  facts  in  connection  with 
the  subject  matter  contained  in  this  resolution,  should  any 
organization  fail  to  comply  with  its  provisions.  Your  com- 
mittee further  recommends  that  all  organizations  affiliated 
with  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  refrain  from  accept- 
ing advertising  matter  calculated  to  promote  the  sale  of  prod- 
ucts of  the  York  Manufacturing  Company  until  such  time  as 
this  company  recognizes  the  lawful  right  of  its  employes  to 
become  members  of  their  respective  trade  unions. 

The  convention  concurred  in  the  report. 

Owing  to  the  demands  and  requests  made  and  the  beg- 
ging letters  sent  out  in  times  of  strikes  and  lockouts  for  finan- 
cial aid,  many  members  of  organized  labor,  especially  national 
officers  and  executive  boards,  have  given  serious  thought  and 
careful  consideration  to  a  proposition  of  creating  a  fund  with- 
in their  own  organization  providing  for  financial  assistance 
for  their  members  when  involved  in  strikes  and  lockouts,  but 
it  seems  no  such  system  has  yet  been  universally  adopted.  In 
order,  therefore,  to  avoid  this  obnoxious  begging  system  in 
the  future,  resolutions  were  introduced  on  this  subject.  For 
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the  information  of  our  membership  at  large  we  herewith 
quote  same  and  action  thereon: 

Resolution  No.  34,  by  Delegates  Phil  H.  Mueller,  G.  W. 
Perkins,  T.  F.  Tracy,  J.  Mahlon  Barnes  and  Samuel  Gompers 
of  the  Cigarmakers'  International  Union: 

Whereas,  In  many  instances  employers,  either  individ- 
ually or  through  combinations,  are  forcing  conditions  upon 
the  toilers  which,  in  some  instances,  are  utterly  impossible 
for  men  and  women  to  bear;  and 

Whereas,  Such  action  often  compels  many  of  our  fellow- 
workers  to  resent  such  unbearable  conditions  by  resorting  to 
strikes;  and 

Whereas,  Strikes  often  occur  without  any  forethought 
of  the  misery,  suffering  and  want  brought  about  through  the 
lack  of  proper  financial  support  from  their  respective  national 
or  international  unions,  because  of  the  lack  of  proper  strike 
benefit  provisions ;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  a  constant  and  steady  increase  of  cir- 
cular letters  issued  by  local,  state  and  national  organizations 
and  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  appealing  for  finan- 
cial aid;  and 

Whereas,  This  method  of  acquiring  funds  for  those  in- 
volved in  strikes  and  lockouts  is,  in  many  instances,  being 
met  with  poor  support,  due  to  the  fact  that  many  of  the  mem- 
bers of  our  movement  are  taxed  to  the  limit  by  their  own  or- 
ganizations in  weekly  dues,  assessments  and  per  capita  tax; 
and 

Whereas,  Furthermore,  the  non-existence  of  such  strike- 
benefit  assistance  tends  to  dishearten  the  uninitiated  and  very 
often  brings  about  disastrous  defeat;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  in  con- 
vention assembled.  That  we  recommend  to  all  national,  inter- 
national, local  or  federated  bodies,  they  put  forth  every  effort 
at  their  command  to  establish,  as  early  as  possible,  a  system 
within  their  own  organization  providing  weekly  financial  as- 
sistance for  their  members  when  involved  in  strikes  and  lock- 
outs, thus  providing  for  and  rendering  financial  support  of  a 
more  definite  and  substantial  nature  than  usually  results 
from  circular  or  personal  appeals. 

Referred  to  Committee  on  Organization  and  was  reported 
on  favorably.    The  convention  concurred  in  the  report. 
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Resolution  No.  Ill,  by  Delegates  Geo.  P.  Listman  of  the 
Washington  State  Federation  of  Labor  and  T.  H.  Bolton  of 
the  Central  Labor  Council  of  Seattle  and  vicinity : 

Resolved,  That  this  convention  provide  for  the  selection 
of  a  committee  to  devise  ways  and  means  for  better  co-opera- 
tion between  its  affiliated  unions  in  cases  of  strikes  and  lock- 
outs, with  instructions  to  report  at  the  American  Federation 
of  Labor  convention  next  year. 

This  committee  shall  study  the  needs  of  organized  labor 
in  its  work  of  defending  against  lockouts  and  in  its  aggressive 
work  to  advance  the  interests  of  labor  wherever  strikes  or 
lockouts  may  be  involved.  Especially  shall  it  consider,  devise 
and  report  back  a  plan  whereby  power  may  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  to  levy,  collect 
and  disburse,  in  accordance  with  rules  to  be  provided,  a  tax 
upon  each  member  directly  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor,  and  of  any  national  or  inter- 
national unions  affiliated  with  it,  for  the  purpose  of  meeting 
the  expenses  of  any  strike  or  lockout  of  a  national  character, 
or  in  cases  involving  the  general  interest  of  the  labor  move- 
ment. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee,  in  furtherance 
of  the  above  work,  to  enter  into  correspondence  with  the  ex- 
ecutive officers  and  directing  councils  of  all  international  and 
national  unions  and  seek  their  co-operation,  the  expenses  of 
this  committee  to  be  paid  from  the  treasury  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor. 

Referred  to  Committee  on  Organization  and  was  recom- 
mended by  that  body  to  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Council 
for  further  consideration  and  action.  This  was  concurred  in 
by  the  convention. 

In  conjunction  with  other  delegates  we  protested  against 
the  carriage  and  wagon  workers'  union  claiming  jurisdiction 
over  all  men  employed  in  the  construction  and  repairing  of 
carriages,  wagons  and  automobiles.  For  the  information  of 
our  members  we  herewith  quote: 

Resolution  No.  125,  by  Delegates  J.  W.  Kline,  Wm.  F. 
Kramer,  John  M.  Tobin  of  the  International  Brotherhood  of 
•Blacksmiths;  John  J.  Hynes,  Hugh  Frayne,  Joseph  Dennis, 
James  Lennon  of  the  Amalgamated  Sheet  Metal  Workers'  In- 
ternational Alliance;  T.  M.  Daly,  Thomas  Rumsey,  George 
Leary  of  the  Metal  Polishers,  Buffers,  Platers,  Brass  and  Sil- 
ver Workers'  Union  of  North  America;  George  F.  Hedrick, 
J.  C.  Skemp,  Thos.  Wright,  Jos.  F.  Clark,  Max  Hahn,  E.  Ar- 
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nold  of  the  Brotherhood  of  Painters,  Decorators  and  Paper- 
hangers  of  America;  James  Wilson,  James  L.  Gernon  of  the 
Pattern  Makers'  League  of  North  America ;  Wm.  H.  Johnston, 
A.  0.  Wharton,  J.  A.  Taylor,  Thos.  Van  Lear,  B.  F.  Lamb  of 
the  International  Association  of  Machinists;  Frank  Duffy,  D.

H.  McCarthy,  F.  C.  Wheeler  of  the  United  Brotherhood  of 
Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  America;  F.  J.  McNulty,  C.  P. 
Ford,  Frank  Glynn,  T.  E.  Lee  of  the  International  Brother- 
hood of  Electrical  Workers  of  America ;  Jas.  H.  Hatch  of  the 
Upholsterers'  International  Union  of  North  America: 

Whereas,  There  are  over  150,000  mechanics  employed  in 
carri^ige,  wagon  and  automobile  manufacturing  plants;  and 

Whereas,  Efforts  made  to  organize  the  automobile  facto- 
ries have  not  been  eft'ective  on  account  of  the  claims  made  by 
the  Carriage,  Wagon  and  Automobile  Workers'  Union,  which 
claims  jurisdiction  over  all  men  employed  in  the  construction 
and  repairing  of  carriages,  vv^agons  and  automobiles ;  and 

Whereas,  The  jurisdktion  claimed  by  the  Carriage, 
Wagon  and  Automobile  Workers'  Union  encroaches  upon  the 
jurisdiction  of  all  the  national  unions  affiliated  with  the  Amer- 
ican Federation  of  Labor,  w^hose  members  are  employed  in 
the  auto  manufacturing  establishments ;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  Thirty-third  Annual  Convention  of 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor  certifies  to  the  fact  that 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  organizations  whose  crafts  are  a  part 
of  the  carriage,  wagon  and  automobile  industries  shall  be  pro- 
tected, and  the  officers  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor 
instructed  to  notify  the  Carriage,  Wagon  and  Automobile 
Workers'  Union  that  it  is  to  discontinue  in  future  all  encroach- 
ment upon  the  jurisdiction  of  the  unions  the  names  of  which 
are  herewith  attached,  and  that  the  Carriage,  Wagon  and  Au- 
tomobile Workers'  Union  be  required  to  turn  over  to  their  re- 
spective unions  all  men  they  have  as  members  of  the  local 
unions  who  lawfully  belong  to  other  international  unions ;  fail- 
ing to  do  so  within  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  adjournment 
of  this  convention,  that  their  charter  be  revoked. 

Referred  to  Committee  on  Adjustment. 

This  resolution  was  reported  on  as  follows : 

Resolved,  That  this  Thirty-third  Annual  Convention  of 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor  certifies  to  the  fact  that 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  organizations  whose  crafts  are  a  part 
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of  the  carriage,  wagon  and  automobile  industries  shall  be  pro- 
tected, and  the  officers  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor 
instructed  to  notify  the  Carriage,  Wagon  and  Automobile 
Workers'  Union  that  it  is  to  discontinue  in  future  all  encroach- 
ment upon  the  jurisdiction  of  the  unions  the  names  of  which 
are  herewith  attached,  and  that  the  Carriage,  Wagon  and  Au- 
tomobile Workers'  Union  be  required  to  turn  over  to  their 
respective  unions  all  men  they  have  as  members  of  the  local 
unions  who  lawfully  belong  to  other  international  unions,  and 
that  the  Executive  Council  be  instructed  to  assist  the  various 
international  organizations  whose  charters  give  them  the 
right  to  organize  men  employed  in  the  carriage,  wagon  and 
automobile  industries,  to  secure  control  of  the  work  that  prop- 
erly comes  under  their  jurisdiction.  Should  the  Carriage, 
Wagon  and  Automobile  Workers'  Union  fail  to  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  this  resolution,  your  committee  recommends 
that  a  report  of  the  facts  be  made  by  the  Executive  Council 
to  the  next  convention. 

The  convention  concurred  in  the  report  of  the  committee. 

Relative  to  the  unemployed  the  Executive  Council  report- 
ed as  follows : 

The  unemployed  men  and  women  of  our  country  are  al- 
ways a  matter  of  concern  to  the  organized  labor  movement. 
So  long  as  there  is  a  man  or  woman  willing  to  work  for  whom 
there  is  no  employment,  society  as  a  whole  is  failing  to  do 
justice. 

The  changing  seasons  of  the  year  decrease  or  increase  the 
number  of  unemployed,  and  while  the  organized  labor  move- 
ment is  battling  for  a  greater  degree  of  economic  justice  for 
those  who  are  directly  affiliated,  its  attention  must  be  directed 
to  that  portion  of  our  population  who  are  idle  through  no  fault 
of  their  own. 

The  tremendous  responsibility  resting  upon  our  organ- 
ized movement,  first,  to  educate  the  non-union  workers  so  that 
they  may  comprehend  the  rights  to  which  they  are  entitled, 
and  then  to  organize  them  into  labor  unions,  does  not  consti- 
tute our  full  duty.  Every  question  which  has  to  do  with  the 
general  welfare  of  the  people  comes  within  the  scope  of  the 
organized  labor  movement.  It  is  the  only  organized  force 
that  operates  with  directness  and  method.  So  long  as  there 
are  unemployed  who  are  willing  to  work  it  should  be  the  aim 
of  our  movement  to  extend  to  them  whatever  assistance  may 
be  possible  and  to  endeavor  to  implant  in  their  hearts  and 
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minds  the  fact  that  the  organized  men  and  women  of  labor 
are  anxious  to  be  of  service  to  those  who  are  less  fortunately- 
situated.  The  labor  movement  should  be  ever  mindful  of  the 
fact  that  the  future  will  demand  that  some  specific  plan  be 
devised  for  meeting  this  duty  to  those  without  a  chance  to 
earn  a  living. 

There  are  many  ways  in  which  organized  labor  and  the 
general  public  could  mitigate  the  evils  of  unemployment  with- 
out devising  any  elaborate  program  of  social  justice  or  eco- 
nomic reform.  This  labor  might  be  utilized  in  the  construc- 
tion of  public  works — in  road  building — which  new  methods 
of  travel  are  making  of  increasing  importance — and  by  short- 
ening the  hours  of  those  already  employed  so  that  no  one  shall 
be  employed  more  than  eight  hours  per  day. 

Not  only  should  there  be  the  humanitarian  impulse  to 
share  with  our  less  fortunate  fellow  workers,  the  unemployed, 
but  there  must  be  an  appreciation  of  the  real  menace  which 
a  body  of  unemployed  workers  constitutes  to  the  standards  of 
wages,  working  conditions,  and  living  of  those  who  are  em- 
ployed. Those  who  are  unemployed,  those  who  are  perforce 
almost  compelled  to  underbid  fair  rates,  those  who  undermine 
standards  of  living,  constitute  an  almost  insurmountable  ob- 
stacle to  greater  material  progress  and  advancement.  It  is  k 
problem  that  demands  constructive  treatment.  Every  method 
by  which  unemployment  can  be  eliminated  should  be  most 
carefully  utilized  by  the  organized  labor  movement. 

This  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  organization  and 
was  reported  on  later  as  follows : 

We,  your  committee,  after  careful  consideration  of  the 
report  of  the  Executive  Council  on  the  problem  of  the  unem- 
ployed, believe  that  the  Executive  Council  should  continue  its 
efforts  along  the  lines  outlined  in  its  report,  and  would  recom- 
mend that  it  prepare  a  series  of  bills  to  be  presented  to  Con- 
gress, which  shall  have  for  their  purpose  the  employment  by 
the  government,  along  the  lines  already  suggested  by  it,  of  the 
unemployed ;  and  would  further  recommend  that  they  take  up 
the  question  of  government  pension  in  some  form  for  those 
unable  to  secure  employment. 

We  do  this  because  we  feel  that  the  Executive  Council  is 
in  a  position  to  get  the  necessary  expert  advice  and  gather  the 
necessary  information  to  enable  it  to  handle  this  questtion 
with  intelligence  and  promptness. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted. 
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On  account  of  the  refusal  of  John  Mitchell  to  accept  a 
position  on  the  Executive  Council,  and  the  absence  of  Wm.  D. 
Huber  at  the  convention,  this  left  two  vacancies  on  the  council. 

John  P.  White,  President  of  the  United  Mine  Workers 
of  America,  was  elected  to  fill  one  of  them  and  Brother  Frank 
Duffy,  our  General  Secretary,  was  elected  to  fill  the  other.  The 
balance  of  the  old  officers  were  re-elected  and  Philadelphia, 
Pa.,  was  selected  as  the  convention  city  for  1914. 

The  convention  adjourned  on  Saturday  evening  at  6:30 
o'clock,  November  22,  1913.

Report  of  Delegates  to  the  Sixth  Annual  Convention  of 
THE  Building  Trades  Department  of  the  Ameri- 
can Federation  of  Labor. 

To  the  General  President  and  Members  of  the  General  Execu- 
tive Board  of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and 
Joiners  of  America : 

The  sixth  annual  convention  of  the  Building  Trades  De- 
partment of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  was  called  to  order  by  President 
Short  on  Monday  morning,  November  25,  1912,  at  10  o'clock, 
in  the  Rochester  hotel,  Rochester,  N.  Y.  Fifty-seven  dele- 
gates were  present,  representing  nineteen  trades,  as  follows: 

International  Association  Heat  and  Frost  Insulators  and 
Asbestos  Workers.

President  Short  in  his  report  dealt  with  many  of  the  trou- 
bles and  controversies  that  existed  during  the  year,  many  of 
which  are  not  satisfactorily  settled  as  yet.  He  expressed  his 
pleasure  at  the  reaffiliation  of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Car- 
penters and  Joiners  of  Am_erica,  with  the  department  in  com- 
pliance with  the  action  of  the  Atlanta  convention  of  the  Amer- 
ican Federation  of  Labor,  held  in  1912.  He  recommended  the 
reduction  of  the  per  capita  tax  to  one-third  of  one  cent  per 
member  per  month.  This  was  concurred  in  without  much  op- 
position. It  will  not  go  into  effect,  however,  until  the  first  of 
January,  1913.

In  order  to  carry  out  the  purpose,  intent  and  instruc- 
tions of  our  last  convention  held  in  Washington,  D.  C,  in  Sep- 
tember, 1912,  we  introduced  the  following  resolutions,  so  that 
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arrangements  could  be  made  as  soon  as  possible  to  hold  the 
conference  asked  for : 

Resolution  No.  5 — By  Delegates  Frank  Duffy,  0.  E. 
Woodbury,  John  T.  Cosgrove,  James  Hopkins,  M.  J.  McDer- 
mott,  0.  R.  Jarrett,  George  R.  Newsom  of  the  United  Brother- 
hood of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  America : 

(U.  B.  carpenters,  in  re  conference  of  international  or- 
ganization to  devise  ways  and  means  whereby  Los  Angeles 
may  be  organized.) 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Sixth  Annual  Convention 
of  the  Building  Trades  Department  of  the  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor : 

Brothers — At  the  Seventeenth  Biennial  Convention  of  the 
United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  America, 
held  in  Washington,  D.  C,  from  September  16  to  28,  1912, 
the  following  resolution  was  presented  by  the  delegates  from 
Los  Angeles  and  concurred  in  by  the  convention : 

Whereas,  The  conditions  of  organized  labor  in  Los  An- 
geles, Cal.,  are  deplorable,  and  although  thousands  of  dollars 
are  annually  expended  endeavoring  to  unionize  Los  Angeles, 
and  our  General  Office  has  been  doing  everything  in  its  power 
to  bring  about  this  end,  and  all  other  international  organiza- 
tions doing  likewise,  without  bringing  about  the  desired  re- 
sult, as  each  international  has  in  the  past  acted  as  individual 
organizations,  and  not  in  conjunction  with  each  other;  and 

Whereas,  The  Merchants  and  Manufacturers'  Association 
IS  continually  blocking  the  efforts  of  the  different  organiza- 
tions in  Los  Angeles,  having  free  access  to  unlimited  funds  of 
the  National  Erectors'  Association,  the  Citizens'  Alliance, 
Merchants'  Exchange,  and  all  other  business  and  builders,  also 
individuals  whose  wealth  reaches  into  the  millions,  as  well  as 
the  entire  city  government — their  only  object  being  the  per- 
secution and  disruption  of  organized  labor,  doing  everything 
in  their  power  to  block  and  defeat  any  move  of  any  labor  or- 
ganization for  better  conditions,  and  who  will  continue  to 
harass  the  trade  union  movement  until  such  time  as  a  con- 
certed move  is  made  by  all  international  organizations  simul- 
taneously; and 

Whereas,  Los  Angeles  remains  a  menace,  not  only  to  the 
Pacific  coast,  but  to  the  labor  movement  of  the  entire  country 
so  long  as  conditions  remain  as  they  are  at  present ;  and 
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Whereas,  The  union  men  of  Los  Angeles  are  always  will- 
ing and  ready  to  do  everything  in  their  power  to  better  their 
conditions ;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  general  officers  of  the  United  Brother- 
hood of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  America  be  instructed  to 
bring  about,  if  possible,  a  conference  of  all  international  or- 
ganizations working  at  the  building  industry  and  the  Califor- 
nia State  Building  Trades  Council,  they  to  devise  ways  and 
means  whereby  Los  Angeles  may  be  unionized. 

In  compliance  with  the  above  resolution  we  respectfully 
request  this,  the  Sixth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Building 
Trades  Department  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  to 
make  arrangements  for  holding  the  conference  desired  at  as 
early  a  date  as  possible,  so  that  the  work  of  reorganization 
may  be  commenced  without  further  delay. 

This  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Organization  and 
was  reported  on  as  follows : 

Your  committee  recommends  concurrence  in  the  resolu- 
tion and  further  recommends  that  the  President  confer  with 
the  President  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  for  the 
purpose  of  arranging  a  joint  meeting  of  the  international  offi- 
cers of  all  organizations  affiliated  with  the  American  Federa- 
tion of  Labor  that  are  not  eligible  to  affiliation  in  the  Build- 
ing Trades  Department,  with  the  specific  object  in  view  of  or- 
ganizing a  labor  forward  movement  in  Los  Angeles ;  the  gen- 
eral plan  and  date  for  inaugurating  this  movement  to  be  de- 
cided upon  by  the  organizations  in  interest. 

The  report  was  amended  that  the  conference  in  question 
be  held  within  ninety  days  after  the  adjournment  of  the  con- 
vention and  was  so  carried.  It  was  also  decided  that  a  meet- 
ing of  the  international  officers  present  should  be  held  before 
the  adjournment  of  the  convention  for  the  purpose  of  making 
the  preliminary  arrangements  for  the  holding  of  the  confer- 
ence. Such  a  meeting  was  held,  at  which  it  was  decided  the 
conference  should  be  held  in  Los  Angeles  on  the  third  Monday 
in  February,  1913,  to  be  attended  by  the  President  or  Secre- 
tary of  the  International  organization.  Any  other  represen- 
.tatives  coming  in  their  places  must  be  properly  credentialed 
with  authority  to  act. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  our  last  convention 
we  also  introduced  the  following  resolutions : 
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To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Sixth  Annual  Convention 
of  the  Building  Trades  Department  of  the  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor : 

Brothers — ^At  the  Seventeenth  Biennial  Convention  of  the 
United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  America, 
held  in  Washington,  D.  C,  from  September  16  to  28,  1912, 
the  following  resolution  was  presented  by  our  delegates  from 
Toledo,  Ohio,  and  concurred  in  by  the  convention : 

Whereas,  There  has  been  little  co-operation  between  the 
crafts  of  the  building  trades  in  cases  of  disputes  between  con- 
tractors and  employes ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Building  Trades  Section  of  the  A.  F.  of  L. 
was  organized  to  promote  the  welfare  of  all  the  trades  under 
its  jurisdiction;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  delegates  of  the  U.  B.  to  the  Building 
Trades  Council  convention  be  instructed  to  have  inserted  in 
the  by-laws  of  the  Building  Trades  Council  a  law  requiring 
sister  locals  to  help  other  locals  in  dealing  with  unfair  con- 
tractors. 

Referred  to  Committee  on  State  and  Local  Organizations. 

That  committee  reported  as  follows:  After  careful  de- 
liberation we  recommend  that  local  councils  do  all  in  their 
power  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  resolution. 

The  convention  concurred  in  the  report. 

The  Boston  situation  and  the  divisions  in  the  ranks  of 
the  organizations  of  the  building  trades  in  that  city  was 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  convention  through  the  Presi- 
dent's report.  Herewith  follows  the  action  of  the  committee 
on  that  matter,  to  whom  it  was  referred : 

We  are  sorry  to  learn  of  the  disruption  existing  among 
the  building  trades  unions  in  Boston.  We  realize  that  until 
such  time  as  a  better  understanding  prevails  among  them  no 
good  results  can  be  accomplished  nor  can  better  working  con- 
ditions be  established.  We  learn  that  the  carpenters,  plaster- 
ers, laborers,  lathers,  bricklayers,  marble  workers  and  steam 
fitters  are  part  and  parcel  of  a  local  independent  building 
trades  council,  while  the  sheet  metal  workers,  elevator  con- 
structors, engineers,  asbestos  workers,  cement  workers,  elec- 
tricians, amalgamated  carpenters  and  U.  A.  Pipe  Trades  are 
affiliated  with  the  Building  Trades  Council  chartered  by  the 
Building  Trades  Department  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.,  the  iron  work- 
ers and  painters  not  being  affiliated  with  either  council,  thus 
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creating  a  deplorable  state  of  affairs,  which  was  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  Thirty-second  Annual  Convention  of  the 
A.  F.  of  L.  last  week  in  this  city  through  Resolution  No.  126, 
which  reads  as  follows  and  which  was  concurred  in  by  the  con- 
vention : 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Building  Trades  Section,  a  once 
powerful  organization,  has  been  literally  torn  to  pieces,  and 
rendered  almost  useless  as  a  labor  organization  by  various  of 
the  building  trades  locals  having  withdrawn  therefrom;  and 

Whereas,  Some  of  the  building  trades  locals  that  have 
withdrawn  have  formed  a  dual  building  trades  organization 
and  have  ordered  and  engaged  in  strikes  against  attempts  of 
the  regular  Building  Trades  Section  to  enforce  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor  laws  and  decisions ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Central  Labor  Union  has  been  com- 
pelled to  suspend  from  membership  some  sixteen  local  unions 
in  an  effort  to  protect  the  Building  Trades  Section  of  Boston, 
and  enforce  A.  F.  of  L.  laws ;  and 

Whereas,  All  these  local  unions  refuse  to  affiliate  with 
the  Boston  Building  Trades  Section,  and  the  dual  building 
trades  organization  is  still  in  active  existence,  thereby  demor- 
alizing not  only  the  regular  Building  Trades  Section  of  Bos- 
ton, but  all  organized  labor  of  Boston  and  vicinity ;  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Council  be  directed  to  im- 
mediately take  such  action  as  will  cause  a  conference  of  rep- 
resentatives of  all  international  unions  concerned  to  be  held 
in  Boston,  at  which  conference  a  representative  of  the  Ameri- 
can Federation  shall  be  present,  the  purpose  of  the  conference 
being  to  end  the  present  deplorable  condition  of  affairs  in  the 
Boston  Central  Labor  Union  and  the  Boston  Building  Trades 
Section.  Unions  withdrawn  from  the  Building  Trades  Sec- 
tion and  unseated  in  the  Boston  Central  Labor  Union  are 
eleven  unions  of  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters,  three  unions  of 
Brotherhood  of  Painters,  Iron  Workers'  Union  and  Building 
Laborers'  Union. 

Your  committee  concurs  in  the  action  of  the  Thirty-sec- 
ond Annual  Convention  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  on  this  matter  and 
recommends  that  a  conference  be  held  in  Boston  within  sixty 
days  from  date  of  adjournment  of  this  convention  of  the  rep- 
resentatives of  the  international  unions  involved  and  affiliated 
with  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  and  the  Building 
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Trades  Department  for  the  purpose  of  adjusting  the  difficul- 
ties and  misunderstandings  now  existing. 

That  the  president  of  this  department  attend  said  con- 
ference in  his  official  capacity  and  make  all  arrangements  for 
the  holding  of  said  conference,  and  that  the  Executive  Council 
of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  be  asked  to  have  one  of  their  members 
present. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted  by  unanimous 

vote. 

As  the  following  resolution  affects  our  organization,  we 
herewith  make  it  part  of  our  report  with  the  action  of  the  con-  . 
vention  thereon: 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Sixth  Annual  Convention 
of  the  Building  Trades  Department,  A.  F.  of  L. : 

Whereas,  There  is  now  being  extensively  used  throughout 
the  country  a  material  generally  known  as  ''Cork  Tiling"  laid 
on  floors  as  a  substitute  for  mosaic  and  encaustic  tile ;  and 

Whereas,  The  jurisdiction  over  Ceramic,  Mosaic  and  En- 
caustic Tile  Layers  and  Helpers'  International  Union  covers 
any  kindred  composition  that  may  be  substituted  for  encaus- 
tic and  mosaic  tile ;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  material  known  as  cork  tiling  be 
added  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Ceramic,  Mosaic  and  Encaustic 
Tile  Layers  and  Helpers'  International  Union. 

Secretary,  McSorley — This  claim  of  the  tile  layers  has 
been  protested  by  the  representatives  of  the  United  Brother- 
hood of  Carpenters  and  Joiners,  and  as  there  has  been  no  con- 
ference held  in  accordance  with  Section  28,  Page  10,  of  the 
constitution,  your  committee  on  executive  committee's  report 
recommends  that  the  subject  matter  be  referred  to  the  Execu- 
tive Council  and  for  them  to  arrange  a  conference  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  constitution  of  the  department. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted. 

Upon  request  of  our  St.  Louis  District  Council  we  intro- 
duced the  following  appeal  from  the  decision  of  Arbitrator 
Williams  in  the  controversy  between  the  millwrights,  machin- 
ists and  iron  workers  in  the  breweries  of  that  city : 

To  the  Sixth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Building  Trades  De- 
partment of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor: 

The  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of 
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America  herewith  appeals  from  the  decision  recently  rendered 
by  Arbitrator  Williams  in  the  controversy  between  the  mill- 
wrights, iron  workers  and  machinists  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  on 
the  grounds  that  the  work  in  question  always  belonged  to  thje 
millwrights,  members  of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpen- 
ters and  Joiners  of  America,  undisputed  for  years. 

The  decision  referred  to  is  as  follo.ws  and  was  part  of  the 
Executive  Council's  report: 

"Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  October  26,  1912. 

''Labor  Temple. 

*'Mr.  James  Short,  President  Building  Trades  Department,  A. 
F.  of  L.,  Washington,  D.  C. : 

''Dear  Sir  and  Brother — I  hereby  submit  to  you  a  final 
report  of  my  work  as  the  representative  of  the  Building 
Trades  Department  on  the  board  of  arbitration  in  the  dispute 
between  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters,  International 
Association  of  Machinists  and  the  Structural  Iron  Workers 
in  the  Lemp  and  the  independent  breweries,  St.  Louis,  Mo. 

"I  might  briefly  state  that  this  whole  question,  as  I  see 
it,  is  one  of  immense  importance  and  also  a  very  complicated 
one  to  render  a  decision  on,  and  brings  out  very  prominently 
the  fact  of  the  very  marked  evolution  in  the  jurisdiction  claims 
of  the  difi'erent  organizations  in  the  building  industry  and 
the  still  greater  evolution  in  the  materials  handled  by  them; 
and  while  not  desiring  to  exaggerate  the  magnitude  of  this 
question,  it  must  be  acknowledged  that,  taking  into  considera- 
tion the  fact  that  it  involves  three  of  the  largest  organizations 
in  the  Building  Trades  Department  in  dispute  on  this  matter 
and  that  w^ork  of  a  like  nature  is  being  erected  in  every  brew- 
ery in  the  country,  and  that  as  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  find 
out  there  has  never  been  a  national  agreement  or  a  national 
decision  on  the  work  involved  in  this  dispute.  In  addition  to 
this,  that  while  using  the  name  of  the  'U.  B.  Carpenters'  as 
one  of  the  parties  in  this  dispute  I  will  have  to  use  the  term 
'millwrights,'  as  it  is  the  millwright  and  not  the  carpenter 
who  is  actually  and  actively  involved  in  this  dispute,  although, 
of  course,  it  is  understood  the  U.  B.  Carpenters'  jurisdiction 
extends  over  the  millwrights,  and  therein  lies  part  of  the  com- 
plication in  this  case,  as  the  jurisdiction  claimed  for  the  mill- 
wrights is  quite  extensive  and  covers  a  wide  scope  of  work 
and  materials. 

"Before  taking  up  the  question  for  decision,  I  wish  to 
have  it  understood  that  on  protest  of  the  representative  of  the 
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carpenters  at  the  first  meeting,  which,  I  have  already  reported 
to  you,  all  of  the  parties  to  this  dispute  met  in  St.  Louis  on 
August  26,  1912,  and  after  a  thorough  investigation  of  the 
work  involved,  the  questions  in  dispute  were  separated  and 
two  separate  cases  heard,  resolving  themselves  into  direct 
questions  between  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and 
the  International  Association  of  Machinists  on  the  one  side 
and  the  U.  B.  of  Carpenters  and  Structural  Iron  Workers  on 
the  other. 

**I  will  therefore  take  up  for  final  report  the  case  of  the 
U.  B.  Carpenters  vs.  I.  A.  Machinists.  On  September  18, 
1912,  the  parties  concerned  in  this  case  met  with  your  arbi- 
trator as  per  agreement  at  the  headquarters  of  the  Building 
Trades  Department  in  Washington,  D.  C,  and  after  one  or 
two  meetings  on  the  matter  involved,  they  decided  to  file 
briefs,  which  they  did  accordingly.  After  studying  these 
briefs  and  taking  all  the  testimony  and  investigation  of  the 
matter  at  hand  into  consideration  your  arbitrator  is  led  to  the 
following  conclusion : 

"The  Lemp  and  independent  breweries  situated  at  St. 
Louis,  Mo.,  were  building  and  making  alterations  to  their 
plants,  in  which  they  were  about  to  erect  pasteurizers,  soak- 
ers and  bottlers  and  conveyors  and  such  other  machinery  as 
might  be  needed  to  carry  on  their  business.  Immediately  a 
dispute  arose  between  the  carpenters,  the  machinists  and 
structural  iron  workers  as  to  the  right  to  erect  the  above 
stated  machinery.  No  wood  enters  into  the  construction  of 
any  of  the  matter  in  dispute,  the  foundation  of  the  machinery 
is  entirely  of  iron  or  steel  and  concrete.  The  question  in- 
volved is  as  to  the  assembling  and  erection  of  the  different 
parts  of  the  machines  themselves. 

"According  to  my  understanding  of  the  matters  involved 
in  this  dispute  my  decision  is  that  the  millwrights'  work  in 
this  case  is  to  collect  or  bring  together  and  erect  all  shaftings, 
pulleys,  cog  wheels,  etc.,  and  connect  the  same  with  the  con- 
structed machine,  and  in  regard  to  the  erection  of  the  before 
mentioned  machines,  namely,  pasteurizers,  soakers  and  bot- 
tlers, my  decision  is  \  That  the  machinists  have  the  right  to 
assemble  or  bring  together  all  the  intricate  parts  and  to  con- 
struct and  erect  said  machines.  I  am  led  to  this  decision  from 
the  generally  acknowledged  fact  that  the  machinists  make  or 
construct  said  machines  in  the  workshops  or  factories,  and  It 
is  only  carrying  out  the  principle  that  they  who  are  employed 
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in  the  preparation  or  manufacture  in  the  workshop  should 
have  the  right  to  erect  in  the  building. 

"I  also  decide  that  where  structural  iron  or  steel  is  used 
in  the  foundation  for  these  machines  said  structural  iron  or 
steel  shall  be  put  in  by  the  structural  iron  w^orkers. 

might  further  state  that  the  carpenters  and  the  ma- 
chinists acknowledge  the  right  of  the  iron  workers  to  the  mov- 
ing and  placing  of  all  the  before-mentioned  machines  and  the 
necessary  rigging  for  the  same  in  said  breweries. 

"In  case  of  U.  B.  Carpenters  and  the  Bridge  and  Struc- 
tural Iron  Workers  on  the  conveyors  my  decision  is:  That 
the  millwrights  have  the  right  to  all  of  this  work  except  the 
structural  iron  or  steel  supports  for  the  same,  which  belongs 
to  the  iron  workers.  Of  course,  it  is  understood  that  the 
motor  or  machine,  if  there  be  any,  for  operating  these  con- 
veyors, is  to  be  erected  by  the  machinists.

This  entire  matter  was  referred  to  the  Adjustment  Com- 
mittee. 

As  Brother  James  Kirby  was  the  representative  of  the 
General  Office  in  St.  Louis  when  this  matter  was  being  heard, 
and  as  Organizer  John  Flynn  was  sent  to  that  city  previously 
by  our  General  President  to  try  and  adjust  the  trouble,  we 
8sked  our  General  President  to  send  these  two  brothers  to 
Rochester  to  defend  our  side  of  the  case,  as  they  understood 
it  in  all  its  details  and  we  did  not.  The  brothers  in  question 
came  to  Rochester,  appeared  before  the  committee  and  de- 
fended our  organization  on  the  floor  of  the  convention. 

The  committee's  report  was  as  follows : 

Iron  Workers,  Machinists  and  Millwrights  in  Dispute  at  Lemp 
Brev/ery  and  the  Independent  Brewery  at  St.  Louis,  Mo. : 
On  that  portion  of  the  report  of  the  Executive  Council 
under  the  above  caption  the  Committee  on  Adjustment  report- 
ed as  follows : 

Your  committee,  after  hearing  all  parties  concerned,  feels 
'  '-^^•t  the  decision  of  Brother  Williams,  arbiter  in  the  case,  is 
r  just  one,  and  as  the  organizations  interested  in  this  case  con- 
flict in  their  understanding  of  the  decision,  we  recommend 
that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Council  for  a

^I'^ar  interpretation  of  the  decision,  same  to  be  rendered  as 
quickly  as  possible. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  decision  of  Arbiter  Wil- 
liams be  carried  out,  and  work  -to  continue  as  per  decision  un- 
til such  time  as  the  Executive  Council  gives  a  correct  inter- 
pretation. 

The  convention  concurred  in  the  report. 

Upon  request  of  our  Buffalo  District  Council  we  intro- 
duced the  following  resolutions  and  affidavits : 
To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Sixth  Annual  Convention 

of  Building  Trades  Department  of  American  Federation 

of  Labor,  held  at  Rochester,  N.  Y. :

Department  of  American  Federation  of  Labor.

This  matter  was  referred  to  the  Adjustment  Committee 
and  was  reported  on  as  follows : 

The  committee  is  convinced  through  the  admission  of  the 
representative  of  the  Local  Council  in  Buffalo,  that  there  are 
dual  organizations  at  the  present  time  seated  in  the  Building 
Trades  Council  of  Buffalo. 

We  recommend  that  the  entire  subject  matter  be  referred 
to  the  Executive  Council  of  this  department  for  investigation 
and  request  that  they  work  in  conjunction  with  the  Executive 
Council  of  the  A.  F.  of  L. ;  they  to  take  such  action  as  in  their 
judgment  is  necessary  to  bring  about  harmony  in  all  trades 
in  Buffalo. 

This  report  was  amended  that  the  investigation  take 
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place  within  thirty  days  from  close  of  this  convention  and  was 
so  carried. 

The  Louisville  dispute  between  the  Brotherhood  of  Car- 
penters and  Joiners  of  America,  Local  Union  No.  64,  and  the 
Building  Trades  Council  of  that  city  was  brought  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  convention  through  the  report  of  the  President, 
and  was  referred  to  the  Adjustment  Committee.  Your  dele- 
gates, along  with  the  President  of  the  Louisville  Building 
Trades  Council,  appeared  before  the  committee  and  showed 
that  body  that  the  Building  Trades  Council  in  question  or- 
ganized and  admitted  to  membership  a  dual,  rival,  independent 
union  of  carpenters  known  as  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpen- 
ters' Union  No.  1.  We  informed  the  committee  that  until  such 
time  as  the  Louisville  Building  Trades  Council  unseated  said 
union  our  union.  No.  64,  would  not  consider  the  question  of 
reafliliating  with  said  council. 

The  committee  reported  as  follows: 

In  regard  to  the  existing  conditions  in  Louisville,  Ky., 
between  the  U.  B.  of  Carpenters  and  the  local  Building  Trades 
Council  of  that  city,  your  committee  recommends  that  a  rep- 
resentative of  the  carpenters  and  a  representative  of  this  de- 
partment proceed  to  that  city  immediately  after  the  adjourn- 
ment of  this  convention,  to  use  every  effort  to  bring  about  an 
amicable  adjustment  of  this  dispute. 

The  report  was  concurred  in. 

A  communication  was  received  from  Secretary  Morrison 
of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  relative  to  our  appeal  for  representation 
according  to  taxation.    The  letter  follows : 

"American  Federation  of  Labor, 
"Washington,  D.  C,  Nov.  7,  1912. 
"Mr.  William  J.  Spencer,  Washington,  D.  C. : 

"Dear  Sir  and  Brother — The  appeal  of  the  United  Broth- 
erhood of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  from  the  action  of  the 
Tampa  Convention  of  the  Building  Trades  Department  on  the 
matter  of  representation  of  organizations  affiliated  with  the 
department  was  taken  up  by  the  Executive  Council  at  the 
meeting  held  last  month  at  headquarters. 

"It  was  decided  that  inasmuch  as  your  department  has 
held  two  conventions  since  the  Tampa  Convention,  and  con- 
siderable trouble  has  ensued  affecting  the  relationship  of  the 
Carpenters  to  the  department,  and  inasmuch  as  your  depart- 
ment will  hold  a  convention  in  Rochester  immediately  upon 
the  close  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  Convention,

that  the  subject  of  the  appeal  be  referred  to  the  forthcoming 
convention  of  your  department.  I  have  notified  Secretary 
DulTy  of  the  Carpenters  of  this  action.

The  convention  was  disposed  to  give  us  a  better  repre- 
sentation than  we  now  have,  but  we  stood  firmly  for  repre- 
sentation in  the  Building  Trades  Department,  as  we  have  in 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor.  It  was  then  decided  to 
refer  the  entire  matter  to  the  Executive  Council  of  the  de- 
partment to  act  in  conjunction  with  the  Executive  Council 
of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  to  devise  some  system  of  representation  that 
will  be  more  satisfactory  than  the  present  system  and  report 
to  the  next  convention. 

Amalgamated  Carpenters — Revocation  of  Charter. 

On  that  portion  of  the  report  of  the  Executive  Council 
under  the  above  caption  the  Committee  on  Executive  Coun- 
cil's Report  reported  that  the  subject  matter  of  the  dispute 
had  been  settled  and  the  committee  was  of  the  opinion  that 
no  action  was  necessary. 

On  motion  the  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted. 
The  old  set  of  officers  were  re-elected.   The  next  conven- 
tion will  be  held  in  Seattle,  Wash.,  in  November,  1913.

Report  of  the  Delegates  to  the  Seventh  Annual  Con- 
vention OF  THE  Building  Trades  Department  of 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor. 

Seattle,  Wash.,  November  29,  1913. 
To  the  General  President  and  General  Executive  Board : 

Brothers — The  Seventh  Annual  Convention  of  the  Build- 
ing Trades  Department  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor 

13-Carp.  Pro. 
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was  called  to  order  at  10  o'clock  Monday  morning,  November 
24,  1913,  in  the  auditorium  of  the  Washington  Hotel,  Seattle, 
Wash.,  by  the  President  of  the  local  Building  Trades  Coun- 
cil. The  mayor  warmly  welcomed  us  to  the  city.  Addresses 
were  also  delivered  by  President  Gompers,  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor;  by  Architect  Kingsley,  and  by  Congress- 
man Buchanan. 

Sixty-one  delegates  were  present,  representing  twenty 
trades. 

The  report  of  President  Short  dealt  with  many  questions 
in  dispute  during  the  year.  Those  affecting  our  organization 
we  herewith  quote: 

— Cincinnati,  Ohio — 

In  December  it  was  necessary  to  visit  the  city  of  Cin- 
cinnati to  see  if  an  adjustment  could  possibly  be  made  be- 
tween the  carpenters  and  the  sheet  metal  workers  employed 
on  one  of  the  large  buildings  in  Cincinnati  where  metal  trim 
was  to  be  used.  We  had  a  meeting  of  the  local  representatives 
of  the  carpenters  and  also  of  the  sheet  metal  workers,  which 
meeting  was  attended  by  representatives  of  the  Thompson- 
Starrett  Company,  who  were  the  contractors  for  the  work  in 
question.  Inasmuch  as  the  carpenters  were  not  affiliated  with 
the  Local  Council  it  was  impossible  to  do  anything  toward 
avoiding  the  conflict. 

In  May  of  this  year  the  building  trades  of  Cincinnati 
were  locked  out  by  their  employers.  The  lockout  lasted  for 
several  weeks,  and  after  receiving  several  messages  from  the 
Building  Trades  Council  of  Cincinnati,  I  decided  to  see  what 
could  possibly  be  done  toward  ending  the  lockout.  On  the 
29th  day  of  May  I  held  a  meeting  with  a  committee  of  the 
Building  Trades  Council,  after  which  we  held  a  conference 
with  representatives  of  the  contractors,  and  were  successful 
in  bringing  both  sides  into  such  a  frame  of  mind  that  an 
agreement  between  them  was  possible.  Such  agreement  was 
made,  and  a  provision  of  that  agreement  is  to  the  effect  that 
the  jurisdictional  decisions  of  the  Building  Trades  Depart- 
ment are  absolute  and  binding  both  on  the  contractors  and 
the  building  trades  and  that  after  July  1,  1913,  the  architects 
were  to  so  state  in  their  specifications.  This  I  am  sure  must 
meet  with  your  approval. 

It  is  far-reaching  in  effect  for  the  reason  that  if  such  a 
clause  could  be  inserted  in  all  agreements  between  the  con- 
tractors and  the  building  trades  of  the  various  centers  of  this 
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country  it  would  mean  peace  in  the  building  industry  as  far 
as  jurisdictional  strife  is  concerned,  and  it  would  make  of 
the  Building  Trades  Department  such  an  organization  as  it 
should  rightfully  be.  We  have  been. working  for  the  past  two 
or  three  years  to  bring  about  just  such  a  condition  of  affairs. 
We  tried  to  make  it  national  in  its  scope  in  the  meeting  that 
we  endeavored  to  hold  with  the  general  contractors  of  the 
country  in  New  York  in  December,  1911. 

— Chicago,  111. — 

The  building  contractors  of  Chicago  bitterly  complain- 
ing for  some  time  past  that  the  frequency  of  sympathetic 
strikes  on  account  of  jurisdictional  disputes  was  hampering 
them  to  such  an  extent  in  the  construction  of  buildings  in  that 
city  that  they  had  determined  to  lock  out  all  the  members  of 
the  building  trades,  took  such  action  in  the  early  part  of  July 
of  this  year.  The  lockout  became  more  serious  each  day,  and 
the  officers  of  the  Building  Trades  Council  of  that  city,  aided 
by  some  of  the  prominent  architects,  endeavored  to  bring 
about  a  solution  of  the  problems  confronting  them  in  the  city 
of  Chicago. 

Many  conferences  were  held  with  representatives  of  the 
contractors,  and  some  sort  of  an  armistice  was  entered  into 
whereby  the  men  returned  to  work  pending  the  adoption  of 
some  permanent  plan  of  arbitration. 

The  situation  in  that  city  was  far  more  serious  than  a 
great  many  appeared  to  have  any  idea  of.  Men  who  had  gone 
through  the  disastrous  lockout  of  the  building  trades  of  Chi- 
cago in  1900  greatly  feared  we  were  to  have  a  repetition  of 
that  memorable  struggle.  What  the  plan  of  arbitration  is  at 
the  present  time,  or  if  any  permanent  plan  has  been  adopted, 
I  cannot  say.  It  would  have  pleased  the  officers  of  this  de- 
partment if  some  agreement  could  have  been  reached  between 
the  contractors  and  the  Building  Trades  Council  containing 
a  clause  similar  to  that  clause  in  the  agreement  between  the 
contractors  and  Building  Trades  Council  of  Cincinnati.  This, 
in  my  estimation,  would  have  been  in  accord  with  the  policy 
of  the  department  and  would  have  added  prestige  to  the  local 
Building  Trades  Council.  It  must  sooner  or  later  be  adopted 
if  we  are  to  have  any  degree  of  permanent  peace  in  the  build- 
ing industry  of  Chicago  or  any  other  city. 

The  convention  decided  by  unanimous  vote  that  all  Coun- 
cils and  affiliated  bodies  be  clearly  informed  that  this  depart- 
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ment  will  no  longer  tolerate  the  withdrawal  of  workmen  in 
order'  to  settle  trade  jurisdiction  disputes,  and  shall  insist 
that  all  trades  disputes  not  settled  locally  by  consent  of  trades 
concerned  must  be  referred  to  a  committee  as  provided  in 
Section  39  of  the  department  laws. 

— Boston,  Mass. — 

Pursuant  to  the  instructions  of  the  last  convention  an 
elTort  was  made  to  hold  a  conference  of  International  officers 
in  the  city  of  Boston,  but  the  officers  of  those  organizations 
who  could  do  the  greatest  good  toward  building  up  the  Build- 
ing Trades  Council  of  the  city  of  Boston  did  not  appear  to  be 
at  all  anxious  to  hold  any  conference.  All  of  the  organiza- 
tions eligible  to  membership  in  the  department  were  already 
seated  in  the  Building  Trades  Council,  with  the  exception  of 
the  lathers  and  carpenters.  Later,  I  understand,  the  painters 
and  electricians  withdrew  from  the  local  Building  Trades 
Council. 

Two  or  three  times  we  have  made  determined  efforts  to 
bring  about  such  a  conference,  to  the  end  that  a  united  coun- 
cil could  be  had  in  that  city,  but  without  avail.  It  is  impos- 
sible for  the  officers  of  the  department  to  go  into  any  city  and 
force  the  Local  of  an  organization  affiliated  with  the  depart- 
ment to  join  the  local  Council  unless  the  officers  of  the  Inter- 
national co-operate.  I  do  not  believe  it  is  fair  to  criticise  the 
department's  officials'  for  the  neglect  or  disinclination  to  act 
displayed  by  some  of  the  officers  of  affiliated  organizations. 
I  do  not  at  any  time  fear  honest  criticism,  but  I  do  not  con- 
sider peevishness  as  an  expression  of  dissatisfaction  with  the 
officials  of  this  department. 

I  would  recommend  that  this  department  in  no  uncertain 
terms  notify  the  officials  of  the  International  organizations 
v/hose  Locals  are  eligible  to  membership  in  the  Boston  Build- 
ing Trades  Council  that  if  they  desire  the  assistance  of  the 
department  in  other  centers,  their  Locals  must  comply  with 
the  laws  of  the  department  in  Boston,  or  in  fact  in  any  city. 
In  other  words,  the  membership  of  International  organiza- 
tions must  be  in  accord  with  the  department  in  every  city  if 
they  are  to  obtain  the  assistance  of  the  department  in  any 
city. 

— Hartford,  Conn. — 

In  an  effort  to  adjust  the  affairs  of  the  Building  Trades 
Council  of  Hartford,  Conn.,  several  visits  to  that  city  have 
been  made  by  your  officers;  correspondence  has  been  carried 
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on  between  the  organizations  complained  of  and  the  officers 
of  the  department ;  visits  were  made  to  the  local  organizations 
who  held  aloof  from  the  local  Building  Trades  Council,  and 
every  effort  possible  has  been  made  by  the  department  officials 
to  remedy  the  evils  complained  of  in  Hartford. 

Repeatedly,  by  word  of  mouth  and  in  communication,  we 
have  endeavored  to  have  the  International  President  of  the 
United  Association  of  Plumbers,  Gas  Fitters,  Steam  Fitters 
and  Steam  Fitters'  Helpers  force  his  Local  to  join  the  Build- 
ing Trades  Council.  Mr.  Alpine,  President  of  that  associa- 
tion, has,  through  the  organizers  employed  by  the  U.  A.,  en- 
deavored to  induce  the  local  plumbers  to  affiliate  with  the 
Council. 

I  would  strongly  recommend  that  this  convention  in  no 
uncertain  terms  notify  the  International  organizations  whose 
Locals  are  at  fault  in  Hartford  to  see  to  it  that  some  penalty 
is  imposed  on  such  Locals  as  appear  to  think  that  they  are  a 
law  unto  themselves.  If  they  are  permitted  to  do  as  they 
please  in  this  matter  it  will  only  be'a  question  of  a  very  short 
time  when  the  Internationals  will  have  absolutely  no  control 
over  said  Locals. 

In  these  two  cases  the  convention  decided  to  notify  the 
officials  of  the  International  organizations  whose  Locals  are 
eligible  to  membership  in  the  Boston  Building  Trades  Council 
and  the  Hartford  Building  Trades  Council  that  if  they  desire 
the  assistance  of  the  department  in  other  centers  they  must 
comply  with  the  laws  of  the  department  in  Boston  and  Hart- 
ford as  well  as  elsewhere. 

The  report  of  Secretary-Treasurer  Spencer  showed  the 
financial  standing  of  the  department  as  follows:

The  report  of  the  Executive  Council  dealt  with  the  fol- 
lowing matters  of  special  interest  to  us : 

— United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners,  Representa- 
tion According  to  Taxation — 

It  will  be  recalled  that  representatives  of  the  United 
Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  discussed  the  question 
of  representation  according  to  taxation  at  the  Rochester  Con- 
vention at  great  length.  The  subject  was  in  turn  referred  to 
the  Executive  Council  with  instructions  to  formulate  a  recom- 
mendation and  report  it  to  the  convention  now  in  session.  The 
subject  matter  was  given  consideration,  and  after  careful 
study  your  Council  found  itself  unable  to  recommend  a  change 
in  the  basis  of  representation  to  the  convention  of  the  depart- 
ment. 

Further  consideration  was  again  given  at  the  last  ses- 
sion of  the  Executive  Council  of  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor  and  the  department  is  informed  that  a  recommenda- 
tion would  be  made  to  the  Seattle  Convention  of  the  Ameri- 
can Federation  of  Labor,  to  be  in  turn  recommended  to  the 
Building  Trades  Department  for  adoption  as  follows : 

"That  the  Seattle  Convention  recommend  to  the  Building 
Trades  Department  that  organizations  having  seven  or  more 
delegates  on  a  roll  call,  that  each  delegate  from  such  organi- 
zations shall  be  entitled  to  two  votes,  and  in  connection  with 
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this  it  is  further  recommended  that  it  shall  require  one-fourth 
of  the  delegates  present  to  order  a  roll  call/* 

Non-concurred  in  by  the  convention. 

— United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  vs.  Inter- 
national Alliance  Amalgamated  Sheet  Metal  Workers — 

A  dispute  between  the  two  organizations  named  above 
occurred  in  Dallas,  Tex.,  which  threatened  to  precipitate  a 
general  tie-up  not  only  on  the  job  in  question,  but  on  several 
then  under  construction  by  the  erecting  company.  The  de- 
partment endeavored  to  bring  the  contending  parties  together 
and  did  hold  a  conference  at  the  general  office  between  repre- 
sentatives of  the  unions  named  and  the  general  contractor, 
which  failed  of  material  results,  though  fortunately  a  local 
adjustment  was  secured  by  the  officers  of  the  Dallas  Building 
Trades  Council. 

Later  the  subject  was  again  drawn  to  the  attention  of 
the  Executive  Council  through  a  communication  from  Presi- 
dent Kirby  of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and 
Joiners,  which  follows:  • 

"U.  B.  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners, 

^'Indianapolis,  Ind.,  July  21,  1913. 

**To  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Building  Trades  Depart- 
ment, American  Federation  of  Labor — Greeting: 

**In  placing  this  subject  before  you,  I  am  doing  so  in  be- 
half of  the  organization  I  have  the  honor  to  represent,  and 
in  the  interest  of  peace  in  the  building  trades. 

"I  wish  to  say  that  I  am  not  responsible  for  what  the 
United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  has  done  in  the  past  or 
what  they  have  failed  to  do.  What  I  am  placing  before  you 
now  is  the  conditions  that  confront  the  building  industry 
throughout  the  entire  jurisdiction  of  the  American  Federa- 
tion of  Labor. 

''With  the  inception  of  the  hollow  metal  trim  all  of  you 
are  more  or  less  familiar.  From  the  beginning  a  dispute  has 
existed  between  two  international  organizations  as  to  the 
rights  of  its  erection.  It  was  first  used  in  the  city  of  New 
York  and  in  that  city  this  work  was  a  subject  of  arbitration, 
and  was  decided  in  favor  of  one  of  the  organizations.  The 
other  organization  contested  its  right  and  appealed  to  the 
Building  Trades  Department  for  redress,  and  at  the  Tampa 
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Convention  the  Building  Trades  Department  decided  that  this 
work  belonged  to  the  Amalgamated  Sheet  Metal  Workers. 

'The  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  re- 
fused to  recognize  the  decision  of  the  department,  with  the 
result  that  they  were  suspended  from  the  Building  Trades 
Department  at  the  St.  Louis  Convention  in  1910.  The  car- 
penters still  insisted  on  doing  the  work ;  made  no  appeal  from 
the  decision  of  the  St.  Louis  Convention,  and.  still  continued 
to  do  the  major  part  of  the  work  in  question. 

"The  Executive  Council  of  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor  in  its  report  to  the  1911  convention  of  the  A.  F.  of  L. 
held  in  Atlanta,  Ga.,  recommended  that  the  Building  Trades 
Department  be  instructed  to  reinstate  the  carpenters.  This 
was  concurred  in  by  the  convention,  but  the  fact  remains  that 
neither  organization  has  receded  from  the  position  assumed 
and  the  internecine  war  among  the  building  crafts  has  tended 
to  rip  apart  and  make  enemies  in  the  various  local  councils 
where  they  should  be  united  in  supporting  each  other. 

'1  respectfully  submit  to  your  honorable  body  on  behalf 
of  the  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  these  facts:  That  inas- 
much as  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  ordered  the  car- 
penters reinstated  that  it  practically  ruled,  to  all  intents  and 
purposes,  that  the  entire  contention  under  which  the  Brother- 
hood of  Carpenters  were  expelled  was  unjust  and  irregular, 
and  the  following  action  of  the  Building  Trades  Department, 
regardless  of  any  questions  asked  by  individuals  from  the 
floor  of  the  convention  or  any  answers  given  by  the  presiding 
officer,  concurred  in  the  action  of  the  convention  of  the  Amer- 
ican Federation  of  Labor. 

"On  the  part  of  the  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  we  have 
stood  ready  at  all  times  to  meet  representatives  of  the  Sheet 
Metal  Workers  to  adjust  this  controversy.  However,  they 
have  assumed  an  attitude  making  such  action  impossible; 
recently  the  undersigned  was  called  to  the  headquarters  of 
the  Building  Trades  Department  to  meet  the  superintendent 
of  a  large  contracting  company  together  with  President 
O'Sullivan.  We  were  present  and  ready  to  take  up  the  mat- 
ter in  any  way  possible  looking  to  an  adjustment.  President 
O'Sullivan,  however,  announced  that  he  was  not  there  for  the 
purpose  of  any  conference  and  refused  to  take  any  part  in 
the  discussion  that  would  lead  to  an  amicable  understanding, 
basing  his  grounds  upon  the  department's  past  actions. 
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"In  view  of  the  -above,  I  respectfully  request  that  you  in- 
struct the  local  Building  Trades  Councils  affiliated  with  the 
department  to  take  no  part  in  this  controversy  and  allow  the 
work  to  proceed  peaceably,  and  at  the  same  time  you  request, 
instruct  or  order  the  two  internationals  to  meet  and  endeavor 
to  settle  the  difficulty.  Failing  to  do  so,  take  the  matter  up 
in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  department. 

"I  beg  to  say  for  the  United  Brotherhood  that  we  stand 
ready  to  meet  the  Sheet  Metal  Workers  at  a  time  and  place 
to  be  selected  at  their  convenience,  either  at  their  headquar- 
ters in  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  our  headquarters  at  Indianapolis, 
Ind.,  or  at  the  offices  of  the  Building  Trades  Department. 

"Trusting  that  you  can  see  your  way  clear  to  take  this 
step  and  assuring  you  we  will  endeavor  to  in  no  way  involve 
any  other  building  craft  in  this  dispute,  I  am, 
"Fraternally  yours, 

(Signed)    "JAMES  KIRBY, 
"General  President  U.  B.  Carpenters  and  Joiners." 

The  correspondence  above  quoted  was  submitted  to  the 
Executive  Council  at  the  session  in  Atlantic  City  and  after 
a  general  discussion  the  following  motion  was  offered : 

"That  the  Building  Trades  Department  request  the  In- 
ternational Alliance  Amalgamated  Sheet  Metal  Workers  to 
meet  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  in 
conference  with  a  view  to  amicably  and  mutually  adjusting 
the  existing  differences  between  the  two  organizations." 

A  further  discussion  resulted  in  an  amendment  being 
adopted  to  the  effect  that  "the  subject  matter  covered  in 
President  Kirby's  communication  be  referred  to  the  next  con- 
vention of  the  Building  Trades  Department." 

In  accordance  with  the  decision  reached  the  case  as  re- 
ported is  herewith  submitted  to  you  for  your  consideration 
and  action. 

The  Committee  on  Executive  Council's  report,  to  which 
this  matter  was  referred,  brought  in  a  majority  and  a  mi- 
nority report.  Herewith  find  both  reports  and  action  there- 
on by  the  convention : 

— Majority  Report — 

Inasmuch  as  the  Tampa  Convention  of  the  Building 
Trades  Department  awarded  the  manufacture  and  installa- 
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tion  of  hollow  metal  door  and  trim  to  Amalgamated  Sheet 
Metal  Workers'  International  Alliance;  and 

Whereas,  The  contest  to  install  this  class  of  work  is  dis- 
puted by  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters,  despite  the 
decision  rendered,  and  since  this  dispute  has  grown  to  a  de- 
gree where  some  action  must  be  taken  to  protect  other  build- 
ing trades,  fair  employers,  and  the  public  generally,  as  well 
as  to  promote  peace  in  the  building  industry ;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  subject  matter  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Executive  Council  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.,  and  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil of  the  B.  T.  D.,  and  these  bodies  requested  to  jointly  under- 
take to  bring  about  a  solution  of  this  difficulty. 

— Minority  Report — 

We  most  respectfully  beg  leave  to  submit  a  minority  re- 
port as  a  substitute  for  the  majority  report  of  the  committee. 
That  the  request  of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters 
and  Joiners  be  denied  and  that  they  be  instructed  by  this  con- 
vention to  obey  the  laws  and  decisions  of  this  department. 

On  roll  call  the  minority  report  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of 
35  for  to  27  against. 

In  accordance  with  the  request  of  Local  Union  1053  of 
Milwaukee,  Wis.,  we  introduced  the  following  resolution: 

Whereas,  The  carpenters  of  the  city  of  Milwaukee  have 
for  some  time  past  been  engaged  in  a  contest  with  the  Minn. 
Billiard  Co.  of  said  city,  which  is  working  its  employes  under 
the  most  deplorable  piecework  shop  system  in  said  locality,  in 
an  effort  to  get  them  to  employ  members  of  the  United  Broth- 
erhood of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  America,  under  union 
conditions ;  and 

Whereas,  All  reasonable  and  honorable  efforts  on  the  part 
of  the  Carpenters'  District  Council,  together  with  the  assist- 
ance of  the  General  Organizers  of  the  United  Brotherhood,  to 
establish  fair  working  conditions  and  enter  into  an  agreement 
with  said  firm  have  failed ;  and 

Whereas,  The  said  firm  does  not  now  employ  members  of 
the  United  Brotherhood,  neither  does  the  product  manufac- 
tured bear  the  union  label  of  the  United  Brotherhood ;  and 

Whereas,  Said  firm  even  sent  its  product  to  Toronto,  Can- 
ada, when  our  members  were  on  strike  there  in  the  pool  and 
billiard  table  factories,  thereby  delaying  speedy  adjustment  of 
the  difficulty  in  that  city ;  therefore,  be  it 
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Resolved,  That  the  delegates  of  the  Building  Trades  De- 
partment of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  in  convention 
assembled,  report  back  to  their  membership  and  request  them 
to  take  due  cognizance  of  the  fact  that  the  product  of  the 
Minn.  Billiard  Co.  is  a  non-union  product  and  that  they  assist 
in  educating  said  firm  to  the  necessity  of  employing  members 
of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  under  union  condi- 
tions. 

The  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Committee  .on  Organi- 
zation and  was  concurred  in. 

We  also  introduced  the  following  resolution  : 

Whereas,  In  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  now  being 
built  in  the  city  of  San  Francisco  a  dispute  has  arisen  over  the 
fitting,  framing,  nailing  and  erecting  the  staff  work  being  con- 
structed in  the  said  exposition ;  and 

Whereas,  Similar  work  heretofore  executed  in  all  exposi- 
tions or  institutions  of  a  like  character  has  without  serious 
dispute  been  done  by  members  of  the  carpenters'  organiza- 
tions ;  and 

Whereas,  The  work  in  question  is  entirely  removed  from 
that  of  the  plastering  trade  in  every  particular;  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  said  work  hereinbefore  described  be 
awarded  to  the  carpenters ;  and  further  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  pointing,  repairing  and  carrying  out 
of  Unes  connected  with  the  plastering  business  be  done  by 
members  of  the  plasterers'  organization. 

Referred  to  Adjustment  Committee,  and  was  afterward 
decided  by  the  convention  by  a  vote  of  31  for  to  20  against: 

*That  the  agreement  existing  between  the  Operative  Plas- 
terers and  the  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  in  relation  to  the 
erection  of  exterior  staff  on  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition, 
which  is  now  in  contention,  be  extended  during  the  life  of  said 
operation." 

The  following  resolution  was  introduced  by  Delegate  0. 
A.  Tveitmoe,  A.  B.  of  C.  W. : 

Whereas,  A  number  of  international  unions  and  trades 
affiliated  with  this  department  have  for  years  pursued  a  policy 
of  absorption,  dissection  and  dismemberment  of  the  smaller 
and  weaker  international  unions;  and 

Whereas,  This  process  of  evolution  and  elimination  is  pro- 
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ductive  of  untold  harm  and  injury,  being  both  essentially  un- 
just and  unnatural;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Seventh  Annual  Convention  of  the  Build- 
ing Trades  Department  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor, 
in  regular  convention  assembled.  That  the  Executive  Council 
of  this  department  be  and  is  hereby  directed  to  call  and  hold 
a  series  of  conferences  with  the  representatives  of  the  Execu- 
tive Council  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  and  the  offi- 
cers and  representatives  of  the  various  affiliated  international 
unions  of  this  department,  consisting  of  the  mason  group,  the 
iron  group,  the  pipe-fitting  and  power  group,  the  building 
finishing  group  and  the  wood  working  group,  for  the  purpose 
of  amalgamating  and  perfecting  international  organizations 
that  will  be  able  to  utilize  their  strength  in  organizing  the 
unorganized  and  affording  greater  advancement  and  protec- 
tion, not  only  to  those  who  are  engaged  in  the  building  indus- 
try of  our  country,  but  to  all  men  and  women  who  are  com- 
pelled to  toil  for  a  living. 

This  was  unanimously  concurred  in. 

The  machinists  introduced  the  following  resolution: 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  International  Association  of 
Machinists  claims  jurisdiction  over  the  building,  assembling, 
erecting,  dismantling  and  repairing  of  machinery  in  machine 
shops,  buildings,  factories  or  elsewhere  where  machinery  may 
he  used;  and 

Whereas,  This  jurisdiction  has  been  conceded  by  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor  and  Building  Trades  Depart- 
ment; and 

Whereas,  We  now  find  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Car- 
penters and  Joiners  claiming  and  attempting  to  do  this  work 
in  some  localities ;  and 

Whereas,  The  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and 
Joiners  is  fundamentally  a  craft  composed  of  men  skilled  in 
the  erecting,  forming  and  assembling  of  wood  material;  and 

Whereas,  The  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and 
Joiners  has  never  been  granted  jurisdiction  by  either  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor  or  the  Building  Trades  Depart- 
ment over  the  making,  repairing,  erecting,  assembling  or  dis- 
mantling of  machinery;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and 
Joiners  is  hereby  instructed  to  discontinue  the  infringement 
complained  of ;  and  be  it  further 
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Resolved,  That  the  officers  of  the  Building  Trades  Depart- 
ment are  hereby  requested  to  use  every  means  at  their  com- 
mand in  enforcing  the  laws  of  the  department. 

On  roll  call  this  resolution  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  36 
for  to  21  against. 

The  Buffalo  situation  was  dealt  with  extensively  in  the 
Executive  Council's  report.  It  will  be  remembered  that  at 
the  Rochester  Convention  of  the  department  last  year  we  pro- 
tested against  the  actions  of  the  Central  Trades  and  Labor 
Council  of  Buffalo,  as  w^ell  as  the  Building  Trades  Council,  in 
seating  dual  organizations.  In  fact,  we  demanded  that  if  these 
bodies  persisted  in  violating  the  laws  that  their  charters  be 
revoked.  Our  request  was  complied  with  and  later  a  new 
central  body  and  Building  Trades  Council  was  formed,  but 
still  the  old  bodies  continued  in  existence  as  ''independents." 
This  weakened  the  forces  of  organized  labor  in  Buffalo. 

The  convention  decided,  after  carefully  considering  the 
case  from  all  viewpoints,  to  approve  of  the  action  of  President 
Short  so  far  and  to  instruct  him  to  keep  in  close  touch  with 
the  situation  in  Buffalo.  Further,  if  he  finds  it  necessary  to 
maintain  a  council  of  the  department  in  Buffalo  he  shall  go 
there  in  person  or  by  deputy  after  the  adjournment  of  the  con- 
vention to  carry  out  the  wishes  of  the  convention. 

The  constitution  of  the  department  was  amended  to  read 
as  follows : 

— Amendment  to  Section  9 — 

The' officers  of  this  department  shall  consist,  of  a  president 
and  a  secretary-treasurer,  to  be  elected  at  the  annual  conven- 
tion by  ballot.  These  officers  shall  act  as  ex-officio  members 
of  the  executive  board  with  voice  but  without  vote. 

The  executive  board  of  this  department  shall  consist  of 
one  representative  from  each  national  or  international  organi- 
zation affiliated  with  this  department,  who  shall  meet  as  often 
as  is  necessary.  The  expenses  of  the  executive  board  shall 
be  met  by  the  national  or  international  organization  the  mem- 
ber represents. 

The  executive  council  shall  have  the  authority  to  select 
a  temporary  successor  to  either  of  the  following  officers: 
President  or  secretary-treasurer,  which  may  become  vacant 
through  death  or  resignation. 

We  opposed  this  change  on  the  grounds  that  an  organiza- 
tion with  1,000  members  would  have  the  same  representation 
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in  the  council  and  the  same  voting  power  as  an  organization 
of  200,000  members,  which  we  consider  manifestly  unjust; 
also  that  an  executive  council  of  twenty-two  members  is  alto- 
gether too  large,  and  that  with  such  a  body  it  is  unnecessary 
to  hold  conventions.  Besides  that,  we  did  not  think  it  a  fair 
proposition  to  be  called  upon  to  pay  our  representatives'  ex- 
penses and  at  the  same  time  pay  an  increased  per  capita  tax.

Report  of  Delegate  to  the  Twenty-ninth  Annual  Con- 
vention OF  THE  Canadian  Trades  and  Labor  Con- 
gress, Held  in  Montreal,  Canada,  Sep- 
tember 22  TO  28,  lNCLUSI\^. 

To  the  General  President  and  Members  of  the  General  Execu- 
tive Board  of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and 
Joiners  of  America: 

Brothers — In  submitting  my  report  as  delegate  to  the  con- 
vention of  the  Canadian  Trades  and  Labor  Congress  to  you, 
I  take  leave  to  state  that  there  were  in  attendance  at  this  con- 
gress some  340  odd  delegates;  that  the  United  Brotherhood 
had  some  seventy-four  or  seventy-five  delegates  representing 
it  on  the  floor  of  the  congress,  showing  you  the  great  interest 
taken  by  the  members  of  our  organization  in  this  Dominion 
in  affairs  relating  to  the  U..  B.  on  this  whole  continent. 

When  you  consider  the  great  distances  that  many  of  our 
delegates  had  to  travel  I  consider  the  various  locals  of  our  or- 
ganization are  deserving  of  much  credit  for  the  efforts  they 
put  forth  in  placing  their  delegates  at  this  convention.  In 
reporting  to  you  our  success  in  accomplishing  all  we  came 
here  for,  I  must  give  credit  entirely  to  the  Local  Unions  which 
were  so  interested  as  to  sacrifice,  or  rather  draw  on  their  local 
funds,  so  heavily  in  placing  such  a  voting  strength  in  this  con- 
vention. 

This  is  an  example  of  what  our  organization  can  accom- 
plish when  once  aroused  to  a  consciousness  of  its  own  inter- 
ests, which  are  the  interests  of  every  carpenter  on  this  con- 
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tinent,  and  of  all  parts  of  the  world  as  well.  I  might  also 
include  that  unification  of  a  craft  is  of  interest  to  organized 
labor  as  a  whole. 

You  will  find  attached  resolutions  that  were  dealt  with 
at  the  convention  relating  to  our  position,  and  as  your  dele- 
gate I  will  be  pleased  to  report  more  fully  at  a  later  date : 

Resolution  No.  7,  from  New  Westminster  Trades  and 
Labor  Council : 

"Whereas,  At  the  last  session  of  the  Dominion  Trades 
Congress,  held  at  Guelph  in  September,  1912,  a  resolution  was 
introduced  by  a  delegate  representing  the  Brotherhood  of  Car- 
penters and  Joiners  of  America  which  aimed  to  make  the 
United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  America 
the  only  carpenters'  union  to  receive  recognition  by  the  Do- 
minion Trades  Congress,  which  resolution  was  defeated  by  a 
large  majority;  and 

"Whereas,  The  executive  of  the  Dominion  Trades  Con- 
gress in  the  face  of  the  defeat  of  that  resolution  have  returned 
to  the  Amalgamated  Society  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  its  per 
capita  tax,  thereby  refusing  the  Amalgamated  Society  of  Car- 
penters and  Joiners  affiliation  with  the  Trades  and  Labor  Con- 
gress of  Canada ;  therefore,  be  it 

"Resolved,  That  this  Trades  and  Labor  Council  enter  its 
emphatic  protest  against  this  high-handed  action  of  the  Do- 
minion Trades  and  Labor  Congress  executives  in  taking  to 
themselves  the  right  to  defy  the  expressed  wishes  of  a  major- 
ity of  the  delegates  at  the  last  convention,  whose  servants  they 
are  supposed  to  be,  and  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  for- 
warded to  P.  M.  Draper." 

The  executive  of  the  congress  was  sustained  in  his  actions. 

Resolution  No.  30,  by  Delegate  A.  J.  Murray,  Sheet  Metal 
Workers'  Local  Union  No.  30,  Toronto,  Ont. : 

"Whereas,  Jurisdictional  troubles  between  our  organiza- 
tions have  been  the  means  of  causing  serious  conflicts  between 
the  wage  workers  in  various  industries  and  one  of  the  chief 
means  of  disruption  so  prevalent  in  our  movement,  and  pro- 
ducing a  condition  that  appeals  to  the  employers  who  take  ad- 
vantage of  such  internal  dissension  to  the  detriment  of  the 
workers ;  and 

"Whereas,  With  the  growing  importance  of  the  use  of 
sheet  metals  in  modern  building  construction  and  the  intro- 
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duction  of  sheet  metal  largely  in  our  various  cities  and  the 
establishment  at  present  of  some  large  manufacturing  plants 
for  the  manufacture  and  installation  of  such  metals  in  the  Do- 
minion of  Canada ;  and 

"Whereas,  The  American  Federation  of  Labor  has  award- 
ed jurisdiction  of  this  class  of  work  to  the  Sheet  Metal  Work- 
ers' organization,  but  the  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  refuse? 
to  recognize  such  decision  and  is  at  present  encroaching  on 
the  rights  of  the  sheet  metal  workers  on  such  work ;  and 

"Whereas,  We,  the  Sheet  Metal  Workers,  wish  to  offset 
any  opportunities  of  further  disrupting  our  movement  in  the 
Dominion  of  Canada,  and,  knowing  that  such  action  of  the 
carpenters  will  tend  to  keep  up  strife  in  our  various  bodies; 
therefore,  be  it 

"Resolved,  That  this  congress  endorses  the  mandate  of 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor  on  this  question  and  urges 
all  Trades  Councils  and  Building  Trades  Councils  to  obey  the 
mandate  issued,  and  that  the  carpenters  be  compelled  to  rec- 
ognize such  decision  and  discontinue  intruding  on  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Sheet  Metal  Workers." 

This  resolution  was  tabled,  the  congress  maintaining  that 
its  place  was  in  the  Building  Trades  Department  of  the  Ameri- 
can Federation  of  Labor. 

Resolution  No.  35,  by  Delegate  J.  E.  Tighe,  International 
Longshoremen's  Association : 

"Whereas,  There  are  many  so-called  independent  associa- 
tions of  longshoremen  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  con- 
gress ;  and 

"Whereas,  Said  independent  organizations  are  in  several 
instances  represented  at  trades  councils  or  assemblies  working 
under  charters  issued  by  this  congress  or  the  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor;  therefore,  be  it 

"Resolved,  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  the  incoming  ex- 
ecutive committee,  as  well  as  the  provincial  executive  commit- 
tees, to  exert  their  best  efforts  in  persuading  said  independ- 
ents that  their  proper  place  is  in  affiliation  with  the  Interna- 
tional Longshoremen's  Association;  be  it  further 

"Resolved,  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  the  secretary- 
treasurer  of  this  congress  to  notify  all  central  bodies  within 
jurisdiction  that  such  independent  organizations  are  not  enti- 
tled to  representation  at  such  central  councils  or  assemblies 
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by  virtue  of  their  not  holding  charters  from  the  International 
Longshoremen's  Association." 

This  resolution  was  concurred  in.  While  introduced  by 
the  International  Longshoremen's  Association,  it  was  of  equal 
interest  to  the  U.  B.  of  C.  and  J.  of  A. 

Resolution  No.  68,  by  Delegate  Geo.  Armstrong,  United 
Brotherhood  of  Carpenters : 

''Resolved,  That  Section  2  of  the  constitution  be  amended 
by  inserting  after  the  words  'international  organization,'  on 
the  fourth  line,  the  words :  'Or  any  organizations  which  have 
been  expelled  or  rejected  by  the  American  Federation  of  La- 
bor.' " 

This  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Constitutional  Com- 
mittee and  was  concurred  in  without  opposition.

STATUS  OF  INJUNCTION  CASES. 

Blackhawk  Construction  Co.  et  al.  vs.  United  Brother- 
hood of  Carpenters  et  al.  Bill  filed  June  10,  1914,  with  sup- 
porting affidavits.  Answer  and  counter  affidavits  filed  June 
24,  1914.  Argued  on  motion  to  dissolve,  July  21,  24  and  28, 
1914.  Taken  under  advisement  and  decided  by  the  court  July 
29,  1914.  Dissolved  as  to  painters'  organization,  its  officers 
and  members.  Dissolved  as  to  the  Carpenters'  Union,  its 
officers,  committees  and  members  generally,  and  all  those  rep- 
resenting the  union  in  any  capacity.  Granted  as  to  ten  mem- 
bers whom  the  court  said  were  guilty  of  violence.  In  the 
opinion  given,  the  court  said:  "Peaceful  picketing,  persua- 
sion, entreaty  and  giving  favors  to  men  who  have  taken  the 
strikers'  places,  to  induce  them  to  leave  town  and  the  employ 
of  the  bosses  was  permissible.  That  the  law,  having  given 
labor  the  right  to  organize,  would  not  take  away  from  the 
workmen  the  rights  necessary  to  accomplish  their  lawful  ob- 
jects so  long  as  they  violated  no  absolute  legal  rights  of  the 
employers.  Hearing  as  to  whether  or  not  it  should  be  dis- 
solved as  to  the  ten  members  granted  against,  continued  until 
the  fall  term  of  court.  That  is  to  say  if  these  ten  men  go  along 
in  the  future  as  they  have  done  since  the  issuance  of  the  in- 
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junctive  writ,  the  cause  will  undoubtedly  be  dissolved  as  to 
them  also.  Of  course  the  losing  party  has  a  right  to  appeal 
after  final  hearing." 

Smith  et  al.  vs.  Local  Union  No.  196  et  al.,  Greenwich, 
Conn.  .  Bill  filed  November  16,  1912,  with  supporting  affi- 
davits. Answer  filed.  Heard  on  the  merits  of  the  case  at  the 
March  term  of  court,  1914,  and  bill  for  injunction  dissolved, 
together  with  prayer  for  civil  damages.  The  judge  holding 
that  the  Local  had  a  right  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the 
employers  to  hire  union  men  exclusively  and  that  it  was  not 
a  conspiracy  for  the  Business  Agent  to  call  attention  of  em- 
ployer to  the  fact  that  he  had  a  non-union  man  working  for 
him,  and  that  if  he  continued  him  in  service  it  would  be  a 
violation  of  the  contract  and  that  all  the  union  men  would 
quit,  thereby  securing  the  non-unionist's  discharge. 

McWilliams  et  al.  vs.  Local  Union  No.  1366,  Quincy,  111. 
Bill  filed  May  2,  1913.  Answer  and  supporting  affidavits  filed 
May  10,  1913,  denying  the  equities  of  the  bill.  Heard  on  May 
12,1913,  on  motion  to  dissolve  and  granted  as  to  all  members 
with  exception  of  two.  Supplemental  bill  filed  June  2,  1913, 
and  another  order  issued  enjoining  all  members.  Case  heard 
as  to  final  and  perpetual  injunction  at  the  September  term  of 
court  and  final  decree  rendered  against  fifty-six  of  our  mem- 
bers, whom  the  court  said  the  evidence  proved  had  been  guilty 
of  acts  of  violence  and  intimidation.  ' 

The  People  vs.  Adrien  Young,  Quincy,  111.  On  informa- 
tion filed  by  the  State's  attorney  for  "intimidation"  under 
Section  159  of  the  Criminal  Code.  On  trial  the  judge  per- 
mitted proof  to  be  made  of  offenses  (by  the  State)  supposed 
to  have  occurred  on  March  11th,  15th  and  17th,  the  specific 
one  mentioned  in  the  "information"  occurring  on  the  17th  of 
March.  On  appeal  to  the  appellate  court  of  the  State  of  Illi- 
nois, the  case  was  reversed,  the  court  holding  that  following 
and  spying  after  for  the  purpose  of  intimidation  was  unlaw- 
ful, but  following  and  spying  after  in  themselves  was  not  un- 
lawful, and  that  the  State's  attorney  had  no  right  under  strict 
criminal  rules  to  prejudice  the  men  on  the  jury  and  their 
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minds  also  by  introducing  evidence  of  supposed  offenses  com- 
mitted on  other  dates. 

Anderson-Lind  Mfg.  Co.  vs.  United  Brotherhood  of  Car- 
penters and  Joiners,  District  Council  et  al.,  Chicago,  111.  Bill 
and  supporting  affidavits  filed  in  November,  1912.  Answer 
and  counter  affidavits  filed.  Heard  on  motion  to  dissolve  be- 
fore various  judges  and  complainants  compelled  to  •amend 
their  bill  on  three  different  occasions.  Finally  a  temporary 
injunction  granted  and  the  case  then  referred  to  a  Master  in 
Chancery  to  hear  evidence  as  to  the  merits.  Hearing  of  evi- 
dence before  the  master  completed  in  the  fall  of  1913.  Case 
briefed  and  submitted  to  the  court  and  decision  rendered  the 
first  \yeek  in  July,  1914.  Injunction  dissolved  against  the 
United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  all  its  officers  and 
members,  and  also  dissolved  as  against  the  President  and  Sec- 
retary of  the  D.  C.  as  well  as  many  members.  Granted  as  to 
Carpenters'  District  Council  and  eight  members  thereof, 
whom  the  court  ruled  had  been  guilty  of  intimidation  and 
violence.  Complainants  have  prayed  an  appeal  to  the  appel- 
late court  and  have  sixty  days  to  file  bond  and  perfect  appeal. 

Paul  Striebeck  et  al.  vs.  Huber  et  al.,  Trustees,  on  account 
of  building  liens  filed  on  Headquarters.  Case  filed  September 
29,  1909;  answer  interposed  and  hearing  on  the  merits  June 
20,  21,  22,  23,  24  and  25,  1910.  July  7th  a  decree  was  en- 
tered against  the  trustees  and  bonding  company  who  were  on 
the  bonds  of  the  various  contractors.  Appeal  taken  to  appel- 
late court  and  dismissed  by  that  tribunal  in  April,  1914,  on 
the  ground  that  part  of  the  appellees  (that  is,  the  bonding 
company)  had  never  perfected  an  appeal.  After  this  decision 
the  case  was  taken  up  by  the  General  President  with  the  bond- 
ing company,  and  the  company,  after  hearing  the  true  facts, 
sent  a  representative  to  this  city,  satisfied  all  the  judgments 
rendered  against  the  Trustees  of  Headquarters.  Thus  at  this 
time  there  is  not  any  liens,  mortgages  or  incumbrances  of  any 
nature  against  our  building. 

William  D.  Huber  et  al.  vs.  Franklin  and  Bonding  Com- 
pany. A  suit  on  a  bond  furnished  by  the  Illinois  Surety  Com- 
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pany  for  the  electrical  contract  given  Franklin  by  the  Trustees 
for  installation  of  wiring  in  our  Headquarters.  The  con- 
tractor failing  to  complete  his  contract,  we  notified  the  bond- 
ing company  and  completed  the  job.  Then  brought  suit  for 
reimbursement  for  the  extra  expense  entailed.  We  won  in 
the  circuit  court  and  secured  a  judgment  for  $399.00.  The 
case  -^as  then  appealed  by  the  bonding  company  and  is  now 
pending  in  the  appellate  court. 

Morris  Drazen  vs.  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and 
Joiners  of  America.  Two  actions  filed  by  Drazen  against  the 
organization.  One  for  reinstatement  in  the  brotherhood  and 
one  for  damages  for  expulsion,  assault,  libel,  slander,  etc. 
One  was  defeated  on  motion  as  regards  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
court,  and  the  other  was  finally  won  by  him;  he  securing  a 
judgment  from  the  organization  amounting  to  $900.00  and 
costs  $150.00.  The  case  has  been  appealed  from  and  is  now 
pending  in  the  appellate  division  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

Freeark  et  al.  vs.  Springfield  Trades  Council.  Bill  of  in- 
junction filed  in  July,  1913,  with  supporting  afl[idavit.  An- 
swer and  counter  affidavits  filed  August,  1913.  Temporary 
injunction  issued,  returnable  September  term  of  court.  Heard 
and  continued  until  Master  in  Chancery  could  take  evidence 
on  the  merits  of  the  case. 

New  York  City,  Tisdale  Lumber  Co.  and  Albro  J.  New- 
ton Co.  The  William  Bossert  Co.  and  Parshelsky  Brothers 
each  filed  separate  actions,  asking  for  injunction  against  the 
Brotherhood  of  Carpenters.  In  the  Newton  case  and  in  the 
other  cases  mentioned  temporary  injunctions  were  issued 
against  us,  and  in  ruling  on  the  Newton  case  and  the  Bossert 
case  the  judges  in  the  decrees,  written  plainly,  set  out  that 
only  unlawful  acts  would  or  could  be  enjoined,  and  said  "noth- 
ing in  said  decrees  should  be  construed  to  prevent  possible 
strikes  to  further  the  interests  of  our  own  members." 

Rodd  vs.  Potter,  Savage  vs.  Potter  are  identical  cases,  be- 
ing an  action  by  the  Joint  District  Council  of  New  York 
against  the  American  Anti-Boycott  Association,  seeking  an 
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injunction  to  restrain  the  association  from  practicing  law. 
The  decision  was  against  the  Joint  District  Council  as  to  an 
injunction,  but  the  court  squarely  held  ''that  the  American 
Anti-Boycott  Association  had  violated  Section  280  of  the  Penal 
Code  of  the  State  of  New  York  and  that  such  an  organization 
tended  to  provoke  and  induce  the  bVinging  of  litigation/'  The 
opinion  squarely  holds  that  the  American  Anti-Boycott  Asso- 
ciation is  a  criminal  association  engaged  in  violating  the  Penal 
Code.  The  case  has  been  appealed  by  the  Brotherhood  to  the 
appellate  division  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

Moelter  vs.  Bottsford-Dickinson  Co.,  McConnell  Manu- 
facturing Co.,  Herman  A.  Metz  as  Comptroller,  et  al.  Known 
as  the  eight-hour  suit.  Complaint  filed  by  Attorney  Beattie, 
representing  the  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters,  asking  that  the 
city  comptroller  be  restrained  from  paying  anything  on  con- 
tracts to  the  firms  mentioned  on  the  ground  that  they  were 
violating  the  New  York  eight-hour  law.  Meanwhile  the  gran- 
ite cutters  had  begun  a  similar  action  for  their  members,  and 
we  not  being  ready  for  trial,  the  granite  cutters'  case  was  tried 
first,  lost  in  the  trial  case,  which  decision  was  affirmed  in 
Ewin  vs.  Comptroller  et  al.,  208  N.  Y,  245.  Therefore  we  dis- 
missed our  action,  as  it  would  have  accomplished  nothing  to 
go  on  with  it. 

Irving-Casson  vs.  Neal  et  al.  Bill  for  injunction  filed, 
with  supporting  affidavit,  in  April,  1910,  in  the  United  States 
Circuit  Court.  Temporary  injunction  obtained  and  continued 
until  Master  in  Chancery  could  hear  evidence  on  the  merits 
of  the  case,  with  the  stipulation  that  evidence  should  be  taken 
under  the  Federal  rules  in  New  York,  Boston,  Indianapolis 
and  elsewhere.  On  final  hearing  injunction  was  continued, 
but  only  enjoined  illegal  acts. 

Paine  Lumber  Co.  et  al.  vs.  Neal  et  al.  This  was  an  action 
by  Paine  and  eight  other  complainants  against  the  United 
Brotherhood,  all  its  officers  and  business  agents,  the  Master 
Carpenters  and  Mill  Owners'  Association  of  New  York  ask- 
ing for  an  injunction  restraining  the  defendant  against  car- 
rying out  agreements  made  as  regards  our  refusal  to  handle 
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complainants'  non-union,  sweatshop  and  woman-made  trim. 
The  full  report  of  this  case  was  published  in  the  May  Car- 
penter, as  follows: 

Early  in  the  month  of  April  the  United  States  Court  of 
Appeals  handed  down  a  decision  in  favor  of  our  organization 
in  the  above  important  case.  In  order  to  acquaint  the  rank 
and  file  with  the  essential  features  of  it  and  its  important 
bearing  upon  the  welfare  of  the  U.  B.,  we  set  forth  the  follow- 
ing facts : 

In  February,  1911,  the  Paine  Lumber  Company  of  Osh- 
kosh,  Wis.,  the  W.  D.  Cooks  and  Sons  Company  of  Williams- 
port,  Pa.,  the  Gould  Manufacturing  Company  of  Oshkosh, 
Wis.,  the  Bristol  Door  and  Lumber  Company  of  Bristol,  Va., 
the  R.  McMillen  Company  of  Oshkosh,  Wis.,  the  Curtis  &  Yale 
Company  of  Wausau,  Wis.,  Morgan  &  Co.  of  Oshkosh,  Wis., 
and  the  Lothman  Cypress  Company  filed  a  complaint  for  an 
injunction  against  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and 
Joiners  of  America,  against  the  Manufacturing  Woodworkers' 
Association  and  against  the  Master  Carpenters  of  New  York 
City,  N.  Y. 

In  all  there  were  over  twenty-four  labor  defendants,  in- 
cluding the  business  agents  and  officers  of  the  District  Coun- 
cil, as  well  as  Past  General  President  Huber  and  General  Sec- 
retary Duffy.  Also  in  the  moving  papers  there  were  included 
five  members  of  the  Manufacturing  Woodworkers'  Association 
and  over  one  hundred  master  carpenters  whose  business  was 
the  installation  of  trim. 

Few  have  realized  the  magnitude  of  the  non-union  mill 
forces  that  have  been  marshaled  a:gainst  us  in  this  case.  Em- 
issaries of  the  American  Anti-Boycott  Association  had  been 
sent  out  chiefly  through  the  west  to  awaken  the  non-union 
clans,  for  sympathy  and  sinews  of  war,  and  to  get  such  large 
non-union  mills  to  join  together  as  complainants  in  the  case 
to  be  brought  as  would  make  an  impressive  array. 

Nathan  Paine,  head  of  the  Paine  Lumber  Company,  the 
largest  non-union  mill  of  Oshkosh,  Wis.,  testified  regarding 
what  the  attorneys  for  the  American  Anti-Boycott  Associa- 
tion had  said  prior  to  bringing  the  case : 

'They  further  suggested  that  to  appear  in  court  for  that 
purpose  they  desired  to  do  so  with  as  strong  a  representation 
of  mill  work  behind  them  as  could  be  made.  They  proposed 
that  they  represent,  if  possible,  any  or  any  number  of  manu- 
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facturers'  or  wholesalers'  associations,  together  with  as  long 
a  list  of  individuals  as  possible.'* 

In  arguing  against  them  as  to  this  proof,  our  lawyer, 
Charles  Maitland  Beattie,  said : 

"To  come  to  court — this  very  court — they  must  have  a 
strong  representation  of  manufacturers  and  wholesalers  be- 
hind them!  Is  this  to  overawe  a  court  in  which  with  the 
humblest  mill  owner  as  a  client  they  would  have  the  same  suc- 
cess in  seeking  the  ruling  they  want?" 

These  firms,  backed  by  various  non-union  associations 
and  individuals  inimical  to  labor,  had  the  money  chest  of  the 
American  Anti-Boycott  Association  behind  them,  the  funds  of 
which  must  never  fall  below  $100,000,  according  to  its  con- 
stitution. In  addition  to  this  fund  the  Anti-Boycott  Associa- 
tion solicited  additional  moneys  from  other  people  by  cir- 
culars, one  of  which  reads  in  part: 

"From  those  to  whom  immediate  membership  is  imprac- 
ticable, we  solicit  contributions  to  our  work  in  whatever  sums 
their  interest  or  generosity  may  suggest." 

.  While  the  American  Anti-Boycott  Association  has  brought 
five  other  litigations  in  the  State  and  Federal  courts  in  New 
York,  the  Paine  case  was  beyond  question  the  most  important. 
But  a  short  time  before  bringing  this  case  this  association  had 
settled  down  in  New  York  City  to  litigate  against  the  carpen- 
ters. Its  attorneys  were  flush  with  their  success  in  the  Dan- 
bury  hatters'  and  Bucks'  stove  cases,  and  their  confidence  was 
extreme.  They  little  thought  that  they  would  meet  the  first 
great  setback  of  their  non-union  career  in  the  Paine  case.  For  # 
three  years  they  had  brought  no  new  cases  except  against  the 
carpenters.  But  a  few  days  ago  and  before  the  Paine  decision 
they  started  similar  litigation  against  branches  of  the  Allied 
Printing  Trades,  declaring  that  the  engravers  and  printers 
have  no  right  to  refuse  to  work  on  a  book,  any  part  of  which 
is  the  work  of  non-union  labor. 

However,  having  got  the  eight  complainants  together, 
they  began  suit,  declaring  that  the  carpenters  in  New  York 
City  had  secured  such  control  of  the  trade  that  no  non-union 
mill  work  could  be  installed  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan  of 
that  city.  The  complainants  demanded  an  injunction  that 
should  prohibit  the  carpenters  from  refusing  to  install  their 
non-union  products,  and  they  further  asked  that  trade  agree- 
ments made  between  the  union  carpenters  and  master  carpen- 
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ters  of  that  city,  by  which  no  non-union  mill  w6rk  was  to  be 
used,  should  be  declared  void  as  against  public  policy.  The 
suit  was  brought  for  alleged  violations  of  the  Sherman  law, 
the  anti-trust  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York,  the  common 
law,  and  various  provisions  of  the  penal  laws  of  the  State  of 
New  York. 

The  case  has  been  pending  about  three  years  and  many 
thousands  of  pages  of  evidence  have  been  taken  in  different 
parts  of  the  country.  The  action  was  brought  in  equity  un- 
der the  old  procedure,  which  was  the  most  expensive  method 
of  litigating  that  was  ever  devised.  The  procedure  has  been 
changed  recently  so  that  such  cases  have  now  to  be  tried  with 
the  witnesses  examined  in  open  court.  Under  the  previous 
arrangement  the  attorney  for  either  side  could  give  a  two- 
weeks'  notice  that  he  proposed  to  examine  somebody  at  any 
place  between  San  Francisco  and  Sandy  Hook,  and  the  other 
attorney  had  no  recourse  but  to  strike  the  trail  for  the  desig- 
nated place. 

The  firms  applying  for  the  injunction,  according  to  the 
evidence,  did  over  eight  million  (8,000,000)  dollars*  worth  of 
business  annually  in  the  United  States  and  employed  over  six 
thousand  (6,000)  men,  women  and  children.  They  asked  that 
we  be  prohibited : 

From  circulating  a  list  with  the  names  of  those  who  were 
unfair  to  us  thereon. 

From  striking  against  their  trim  in  concert  (that  is,  in 
a  body)  when  found  on  any  job  where  our  members  were 
working. 

From  permitting  the  officers,  business  agents  or  National 
Office  telling  the  members  when  there  was  unfair  trim  on  the 
job. 

From  fi'ning  the  members  who  refused  or  failed  to  come 
off  such  jobs  when  so  ordered  by  the  business  agents  or  officers. 

From  carrying  out  the  agreement  we  had  entered  into 
with  the  Manufacturing  Woodworkers'  Association,  which 
provided,  mutually,  that  only  members  of  the  United  Brother- 
hood of  (Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  America  would  be  employed 
in  the  mills,  and  that  our  outside  members,  in  consideration  of 
this  agreement,  would  only  install  trim  bearing  the  union  label 
of  the  organization ;  and  that  our  members  would  absolutely 
refuse  to  install  non-union  or  prison-made  material. 

Further  the  complainants  asked,  speaking  plainly,  to  have 
the  court  make  an  order  prohibiting  the  national  organization 
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"From  printing,  publishing  or  circulating  Section  232  of 
the  United  Brotherhood  Constitution,  which  provides  that 
It  is  the  duty  of  all  D.  C/s  and  L.  U/s  to  promote  the  use  of 
union-made  trim,  and  to  prevent  and  discourage  the  use  of 
non-union  trim  by  refusing  to  handle  same/  " 

The  vital  offense  charged  was  a  conspiracy  to  violate  the 
interstate  commerce  law  of  the  United  States  and  the  penal 
laws  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

If  the  employers  had  been  successful  this  would  have  been 
the  result : 

1.  That  no  member  could  strike,  by  agreement  with 
others,  against  this  child  and  woman-made  trim,  admitting 
that  the  member  had,  by  his  own  vote,  signified  his  intention 
to  submit  to  a  fine,  if  he  did  so  use  the  trim. 

2.  That  no  officer  or  committee  of  a  Local  Union  or  Dis- 
trict Council  appointed  to  investigate  such  matters  could  say 
to  any  other  member  that  it  was  non-union  trim. 

3.  That  that  part  of  our  constitution,  to  wit:  Section 
232,  was  illegal,  and  we  w^ould  be  compelled  to  abrogate  it. 

4.  That  the  agreement  made  with  the  Manufacturing 
Woodworkers'  Association  was  a  conspiracy  and  it  would  have 
to  be  nullified. 

5.  That  while  we  might,  under  the  decisions  thus  far, 
strike  to  better  our  own  conditions,  still  we  could  not  strike 
against  a  non-union  ''thing,"  that  is,  this  unfair  trim,  to  help 
our  fellow  members  in  the  mills. 

6.  That  our  agreement  with  the  master  carpenters  was 
illegal  and  would  have  to  be  rescinded,  as  it  was  mutually  pro- 
vided that,  if  the  master  carpenters  employed  only  our  mem- 
bers, we  would  agree  to  use  any  manufactured  material,  ex- 
cept non-union  or  prison  made. 

But  both  the  District  Court  and  the  Circuit  Court  of  Ap- 
peals of  the  United  States  held: 

"That  at  the  instance  of  private  suitors,  who  can  not  show 
that  the  acts  of  the  union,  trim  manufacturers  and  master 
carpenters  were  specially  directed  against  the  private  suitors, 
are  not  entitled  to  injunctive  relief,  prohibiting  them  from  en- 
tering into  an  agreement  to  only  make,  use,  install  and  put  up 
trim  that  has  been  manufactured  in  a  union  shop  or  mill. 

"That  the  organization  can  fine  men  for  refusing  to  stop 
work  on  non-union  trim  when  the  law  of  the  organization  says 
a  fine  can  be  so  imposed. 
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"That  the  union,  through  its  officers  and  publications,  has 
a  right  to  advise  the  men  when  such  trim  is  non-union. 

"That  Section  232  of  the  Brotherhood  Constitution  is  a 
reasonable  inhibition  against  non-union  trim  being  handled 
by  members  of  the  Brotherhood,  for  the  reason  that  it  is  pro- 
mulgated for  the  benefit  of  the  members  and  not  for  a  ma- 
licious motive  against  any  one. 

"That  as  long  as  a  strike  is  directed  against  a  whole  class, 
carrying  on  the  same  kind  of  business,  and  not  against  some 
particular  individuals,  no  injunctive  relief  can  be  had,  because 
the  individual  suitors  in  such  a  case  cannot  show  special  dam- 
age. 

"That  we  have  a  right  to  strike  against  a  'thing'  (in  this 
case,  non-union  trim)  to  help  others  of  our  organization  who 
are  working  in  the  mills  to  secure  better  conditions. 

"That  the  printing,  mailing  and  writings  in  The  Carpen- 
ter are  permissible,  so  long  as  it  is  done  to  help,  aid  and  assist 
the  membership,  and  is  not  done  for  a  riialicious  motive." 

The  first  decision  covering  these  points  was  rendered  by 
Judge  Mayer,  of  the  United  States  District  Court,  on  Novem- 
ber 6,  1913.  Then  the  Paine  Lumber  Company  and  the  other 
complainants  appealed  to  the  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  of  the 
United  States,  where  the  judgment,  of  Judge  Mayer  was  unan- 
imously affirmed  by  Judges  Lacombe,  Rogers  and  Hunt. 

It  is  indeed  a  sweeping  victory  for  organized  labor  and 
will  go  down  in  history  as  one  of  the  great  achievements  of  or- 
ganized workmen  during  the  past  fifty  years. 

In  the  past  we  may  have  erred  in  our  judgment  in  many 
instances,  but  the  errors  committed  were  in  an  effort  to  as- 
sist humanity,  and  not  for  malice  nor  self-aggrandizement.  We 
have  stood  for  equality  before  the  law,  asking  that  "justice 
be  administered  freely  and  without  delay." 

The  decision  of  the  lower  court  left  the  carpenters  open 
to  other  proceedings  against  them;  in  fact  decreed  indirectly 
that  other  proceedings  would  stand  against  them  for  viola- 
tion of  the  laws  stated.  The  higher  court  does  not  so  hold, 
but  leaves  such  questions  open  for  determination  if  any  other 
proceedings  are  brought,  saying : 

"Any  discussion  of  the  other  questions  raised,  viz., 
whether  the  particular  agreements  or  combinations  are  ob- 
noxious either  to  the  common  law,  or  to  one  or  more  of  these 
statutes  would  be  academic  and  need  not  now  be  entered  into." 

If  the  carpenters  had  lost  they  would  have  been  mulcted 
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in  a  very  large  sum  of  money  for  taking  and  printing  the  vast 
accumulation  of  evidence  in  the  case.  They  would  in  effect 
be  driven  to  work  by  court  order  to  undo  their  fellow  mem- 
bers in  mills.  But  now  they  have  a  decision  of  a  court  which 
commands  high  respect  for  its  learning,  and  the  decision  will 
probably  be  followed  by  the  federal  courts  in  the  other  juris- 
dictions. 

Denver,  Colo.  The  suits  in  Denver  were  the  result  of 
internal  differences  between  the  two  local  organizations  and 
have  practically  been  disposed  of  by  the  courts  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  our  membership.  In  fact,  they  were  practically  com- 
pleted before  your  Board  was  inducted  into  office. 

Bossert  et  al.  vs.  Mill  Owners'  Association,  Neal  and  the 
United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  America. 
This  is  an  action  for  $200,000  damages  against  the  defendants. 
Suit  was  filed  in  June,  1913,  and  our  attorneys,  together  with 
the  attorneys  for  the  Master  Woodworkers'  Association,  have 
filed  answer  thereto.  This  is  the  status  of  the  case  at  the 
present  time,  which  evidently  will  come  on  for  hearing  some 
time  in  December  of  this  year. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  Washington  Convention  in  1912  (see  page  659  of  the 
proceedings)  made  the  following  recommendation: 

"That  this  convention  authorize  and  direct  the  General 
Officers  to  have  printed  constitutions  in  the  Hebrew  lan- 
guage." 

The  above  was  concurred  in  by  the  convention.  On  this 
matter  we  desire  to  report  that  the  committee  on  compiling 
the  laws  and  resolutions  for  submission  to  referendum  vote 
included  this  resolution,  and  the  referendum  vote  decided 
against  printing  our  constitution  in  the  Hebrew  language.  In 
the  face  of  this  expression  of  the  referendum  your  Board  took 
no  further  action  in  the  matter,  but  we  believe  that  if  there 
is  any  good  reason  for  printing  our  constitution  in  other  than 
the  English  language,  then  that  reason  should  apply  to  hav- 
ing the  constitution  printed  in  all  languages  where  a  sufficient 
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demand  is  made  for  same  to  cover  the  cost  of  translating  and 
printing. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  the  G.  S.  be  instructed  to 
have  our  constitution  printed  in  any  language  that  may  be 
required,  providing  orders  for  at  least  five  thousand  (5,000) 
•  copies  are  placed  with  him. 

We  also  recommend  that  the  convention  so  amend  our 
laws  that  no  matter  what  language  our  constitution  may  be 
printed  in,  the  language  and  interpretation  of  the  constitution 
as  printed  in  English  is  the  only  one  that  the  U.  B.  will  be 
governed  by. 

Our  attorney,  who  has  handled  many  of  our  legal  ques- 
tions in  the  civil  courts,  recommended  the  following  changes, 
and  your  Board  heartily  agrees  with  him  and  recommends 
them  in  our  report : 

Old  Section  206 :  "Any  L.  U.  may  suspend  a  member  on 
a  three-fourths  vote,  until  charges  can  be  preferred  against 
him  and  he  be  regularly  tried." 

"A  member  must  exhaust  the  resources  allowed  by  this 
constitution  before  taking  his  case  to  civil  courts." 

In  Section  232 :  "It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  members,  D. 
C.'s  and  L.  U.'s  to  promote  the  use  of  trim  and  shop-made 
carpenter  work,  bank,  bar,  store  and  office  fixtures,  and  of 
church,  school  and  household  furniture,  etc.,  made  by  our  own 
members  in  mills  and  shops,  and  to  have  it  generally  known 
and  acknowledged  in  the  organization  that  it  is  necessary  to 
the  mill  and  shop  members  and  to  the  organization  that  only 
products  of  such  mills  and  shops  should  be  installed  by  their 
fellow  members." 

On  the  tenth  day,  morning  session  (page  659,  proceed- 
ings of  the  Washington  Convention,  1912),  the  Committee  on 
G.  E.  B.'s  Report  recommended  to  the  convention  that  the 
General  Officers  and  the  compilation  committee  have  power, 
after  the  referendum  vote  was  tabulated  on  amendments,  to 
compile  the  constitution  and  to  eliminate  all  sections  or  parts 
of  sections  which  were  in  conflict  with  the  spirit  and  purpose 
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of  our  laws.  This  recommendation  was  laid  on  the  table. 
On  April  12,  1914,  the  G.  P.  received  a  request  from  L.  U. 
247  that  he  submit  to  the  G.  E.  B.  the  question  of  the  advis- 
ability of  the  Board  arranging  a  coherent  draft  of  the  present 
constitution,  •  the  same  to  be  in  harmony  with  the  general 
intent,  principles  and  policies  of  our  organization,  that  the 
laws  shall  be  divided  in  form,  to-wit:  Constitution  Laws, 
By-laws  and  General  Laws,  and  that  the  result  of  the  work 
on  this  matter  be  submitted  to  the  convention  at  Indianapolis, 
Ind.,  in  September,  1914,  in  a  tentative  draft  for  the  consider- 
ation and  action  of  the  delegates.  The  G.  P.  notified  L.  U. 
247  that  the  G.  E.  B.  had  adjourned  before  receipt  of  request, 
but  before  adjournment  the  G.  E.  B.  was  very  much  alive  to 
the  necessity  of  making  certain  changes  in  our  constitution, 
and  with  that  end  in  view  had  appointed  a  sub-committee  to 
meet  two  weeks  prior  to  the  July  meeting  of  the  Board  and 
to  arrange  for  such  amendments  to  the  constitution  as  are 
deemed  best  in  the  interests  of  the  U.  B.,  and  that  the  request 
of  L.  U.  247  would  be  placed  before  that  committee. 

In  consideration  of  the  foregoing  your  G.  E.  B.  recom- 
mends : 

That  our  constitution  and  laws  shall  be  compiled  in  thr^e 
parts,  to-wit:  Constitution  Law,  General  By-laws  and  Gen- 
eral Laws. 

That  the  Order  of  Business,  Rule  17,  shall  read:  "Any 
one  to  report  where  members  may  procure  employment." 

That  "Good  of  the  Order'^  be  made  Rule  15. 

That  under  abbreviations  following  S.  C.  (State  Council) 
the  following  be  inserted:    "P.  C."  (Provincial  Council). 

That  the  jurisdiction  of  the  International  body  be  defined 
in  the  constitution. 

That  the  jurisdiction  of  Local  Unions,  District  Councils, 
State  Councils  and  Provincial  Councils  be  defined  in  the  con- 
stitution. 

That  the  compensation  for  services  of  General  Officers, 
organizers,  deputies,  delegates  representing  our  International 
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body,  special  committees  representing  our  International  body, 
and  committees  for  and  during  our  convention  shall  be  set 
forth  in  plain  and  concise  language  in  our  General  By-laws. 

That  our  general  convention  shall  be  held  every  three 
years  instead  of  every  two  years,  saving  in  six  years  one- 
third  of  the  cost. 

That  the  law  provide  for  the  issuing  of  charters  to  Dis- 
trict Councils,  State  Councils  and  Provincial  Councils  as  such. 

That  the  G.  P.  shall  have  the  power  to  suspend"  L.  U.'s, 
D.  C.'s,  S.  C.'s  or  P.  C.'s  for  violation  of  the  Constitution, 
General  By-laws  and  General  Laws,  subject  to  an  appeal  to 
the  G.  E.  B. 

That  the  G.  P.  shall  have  the  power  to  order  L.  U.'s  to 
consolidate  when  deemed  necessary  for  the  good  of  the  organi- 
zation in  the  locality  affected. 

That  the  First  G.  V.-P.,  instead  of  the  G.  P.,  shall  have 
the  power  to  order  the  withdrawal  of  label, .as  per  old  Sec- 
tion 231. 

That  the  law  be  amended  so  that  the  G.  S.  shall  keep  a 
record  of  all  members  at  the  G.  O.,  beneficial,  semi-beneficial, 
non-beneficial,  in  arrears,  dropped  owing  three  months,  ex- 
pelled, and  the  cause  of  same,  resigned  and  dead. 

That  twenty-five  days  instead  of  twenty  days  after  con- 
vention adjourns  be  allowed  to  give  the  committee  a  chance 
to  compile  the  amendments  to  be  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the 
membership. 

That  the  terms  of  General  Officers  be  made  three  years 
instead  of  two  years. 

That  the  terms  of  General  Officers  begin  on  April  1  in- 
stead of  February  1. 

That  the  G.  T.  may  exact  from  L.  U.'s  such  information 
as  he  may  require  in  order  to  render  impartial  decisions,  and 
that  he  may  retain  papers  and  evidence  for  the  files  of  the 
G.  0.  as  the  case  may  warrant. 

That  the  G.  E.  B.  shall  have  power  to  authorize  strikes 
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regardless  of  local  agreements  when  employers  are  employing 
union  carpenters  in  one  locality  and  non-union  in  another,  to 
the  end  that  employers  must  be  fair  or  unfair  all  over  our 
jurisdiction. 

That  the  G.  E.  B.  shall  have  power  to  enter  into  agree- 
ments with  employers  covering  our  jurisdiction.  Such  em- 
ployers must  comply  with  the  trade  rules  of  the  locality  in 
which  they  are  doing  work. 

That  the  G.  E.  B.  shall  have  power  to  enter  into  agree- 
ments with  sister  organizations  with  reference  to  jurisdiction 
of  work  and  a  general  offensive  and  defensive  alliance. 

That  the  constitution  provide  for  all  the  revenue  and 
funds  of  the  International  body. 

That  instead  of  per  capita  tax  of  25  cents  per  month  and 
25  cents  extra  every  quarter,  a  tax  of  34  cents  per  month  be 
made  instead. 

That  no  appeal  can  be  entertained  by  the  G.  P.  where  any 
sum  of  money  is  involved,  unless  the  appellant  has  first  paid 
over  to  the  L.  U.  or  D.  C.  imposing  the  amount  in  question. 
No  appeal  can  be  taken  to  the  G.  E.  B.  from  the  decision  of 
the  General  President  by  a  L.  U.  or  D.  C.  until  the  amount 
of  money  in  question  has  been  forwarded  to  the  G.  0.,  to  be 
held  in  trust  by  the  G.  T.  until  the  case  is  finally  decided. 

That  the  law  wherein  it  is  specified  that  an  appeal  must 
be  taken  within  thirty  days,  the  thirty  days  will  date  from  the 
time  that  official  notice  has  been  served,  either  by  registered 
mail  or  in  person. 

That  the  benefits  of  full  beneficial  members  be  changed, 


as  follows:

That  the  wife's  death  benefit  on  beneficial  members  be 
changed  to  read : 


That  the  benefits  of  semi-beneficial  members  be  changed 
to  read: 


Change  the  law  so  that  10  per  cent,  of  the  entire  income 
of  Local  Unions  or  District  Councils  can  be  set  aside  in  a  spe- 
cial sick  and  contingent  fund.

Change  the  law  so  that  the  D.  C.  shall  have  the  power  to 
suspend  and  refuse  a  seat  to  a  delegate  who  has  been  fined  by 
the  D.  C.  for  disturbing  the  harmony  of  its  meetings. 

Change  the  law  giving  power  to  the  G.  P.  to  suspend  a 
L.  U.  refusing  to  affiliate  or  re-afliliate  with  a  D.  C. 

Change  the  law  giving  the  G.  P.  power  to  suspend  any 
L.  U.  refusing  to  pay  its  tax  to  any  D.  C,  S.  C.  or  P.  C.  when

President  Kirby.

The  Committee  on  General  Executive  Board's  Report  was 
requested  to  meet  at  the  General  Office  at  5 :10  p.  m.,  the  Com- 
mittee on  General  Secretary's  Report  at  7  o'clock  at  the  Gen- 
eral Office. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  reported  favorably  on  the 
credentials  of  C.  C.  McMahan,  L.  U.  69,  Columbia,  S.  C„  and 
Nicholas  Dykema,  L.  U.  824,  Muskegon,  Mich.,  and  recom- 
mended that  they  be  seated. 

No  objection  being  offered,  the  report  of  the  Credentials 
Committee  was  adopted. 

Secretary  Duffy  called  attention  to  a  number  of  resolu- 
tions and  communications,  principally  from  points  in  Texas, 
asking  that  the  General  Constitution  be* so  amended  as  to 
provide  for  the  issuance  of  charters  to  ladies'  auxiliaries,  and 
stated  that  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  235 
of  the  General  Constitution  these  amendments  could  not  be 
considered  by  the  Constitution  Committee,  but  that  the  dele- 
gates interested  might  present  the  proposed  amendment  or 
amendments  from  the  floor  when  the  report  of  the  Constitu- 
tion Committee  is  in  progress. 

The  resolutions  and  communications  in  question  were  re- 
ferred to  a  delegate  from  Texas. 
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Delegate  Hewlett  made  an  announcement  with  regard  to 
the  serious  illness  of  Brother  D.  S.  Fitzgerald,  the  delegate 
representing  L.  U.  1410  of  Boston,  and  requested  the  delegates 
to  call  on  him  at  the  English  Hotel. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  was  called  for  and 
read  by  Secretary  Duffy  as  follows : 

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  FOR  THE  TWO  YEARS 
ENDING  JUNE  30,  1914. 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Eighteenth  General  Convention  of 
the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  America: 

Brothers — In  our  official  reports  to  the  Sixteenth  and  Seventeenth 
Biennial  Conventions  of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and 
Joiners  of  America,  we  reported  in  part  as  j^oUows:  ' 

"During  the  construction  of  our  Headquarters,  in  1908  and  1909, 
the  general  contractor  took  sick  and  remained  in  very  poor  health  for 
several  months.  He  was  not  able  to  superintend  the  work  or  even 
vistt  the  job  until  after  its  completion.  This  caused  a  delay  in  the  prog- 
ress of  the  contract.  Besides  that  he  was  dilatory  in  paying  his  sub- 
contractors, and  when  the  building  was  finished  and  ready  for  occupancy 
part  payments  were  still  due  them.  In  order  to  -  secure  themselves 
against  loss  they  filed  liens  against  the  property,  but  as  the  laws  of 

the  State  of  Indiana  hold  the  general  contractor  responsible,  suits  were 
entered  against  him  and  the  bonding  company  for  payments  still  due, 
to  which  the  Brotherhood  was  made  a  party  as  owner." 

It  has  taken  years  to  decide  these  cases.  In  the  lower  courts  the 
decision  was  against  the  bonding  company,  and  although  an  appeal  was 
taken  by  the  company  to  a  higher  court,  the  company  was  still  held 
liable  and  responsible.  Its  representatives  visited  Indianapolis  recently 
and  settled  with  the  sub-contractors,  thereby  satisfying  all  liens  stand- 
ing against  the  building  through  the  general  contractor,  but  as  we  were 
put  to  considerable  expense  by  the  general  contractor  and  in  defending 
these  suits  in  court,  we  are  now  looking  for  reimbursement  from  the 
bonding  company  through  the  courts.  It  will  take  some  time,  however, 
before  this  case  is  finally  disposed  of. 

Only  one  case  remains  now  on  the  docket,  that  of  the  electrical  con- 
tractor, who  failed  to  finish  his  contract,  and  as  the  same  bonding  com- 
pany was  on  this  man's  bond,  we  are  holding  it  responsible  for  the  un- 
necessary expense  we  were  put  to  in  finishing  his  contract.    Our  law- 
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yers  tell  us  it  may  be  a  year  or  more  before  this  case  is  reached.  You 
may  rest  assured,  however,  that  your  trustees  are  carefully  watching 
your  interests  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  management  and  control 
of  the  headquarters  and  real  estate  of  this  organization. 

The  boiler  is  regularly  inspected  by  the  Hartford  Steam  Boiler  In- 
spection and  Insurance  Company  and  reports  thereon  submitted  to  the 
Board. 

The  elevator  is  also  regularly  inspected  by  the  Casualty  Company 
of  America  and  reports  thereon  submitted  to  the  Board. 

We  carry  fire  insurance  on  our  General  Office  building  to  the 
amount  of  $54,000.00;  elevator  and  general  liability  insurance,  $10,- 
000.00;  boiler  insurance,  $10,000.00;  insurance  on  furniture,  furnish- 
ings and  contents  of  office,  $5,000.00.  The  fire  insurance  policies  date 
from  May  26,  1914,  for  a  term  of  five  years; ..elevator  and  general  lia- 
bility dates  from  May  28,  1912,  for  a  term  of  three  years;  the  boiler  in- 
surance policy  dates  from  May  28,  1912,  for  a  term  of  three  years,  and 
the  insurance  on  furniture,  furnishings  and  contents  of  office  dates  from 
August  22,  1911,  for  a  term  of  five  years.

Your  committee  sustains  the  G.  T.  and  G.  E.  B.  on  the  grounds  that 
the  data  supplied  in  this  claim  does  not  show  that  his  disablement  was 
the  result  of  accidental  injuries  reoeived  as  per  Section  93  of  the  General 
Constitution,  and  we  recommend  that  the  appeal  be  dismissed. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  report  of  the  committee  was  car- 
ried. '  . 

DISAPPROVED  DEATH  CLAIM  OF  ALBERT  H.  CORNISH,  L.  U.  31, 

TRENTON,  N.  J. 

Your  committee  sustains- the  G.  T.  and  G.  E.  B.  on  the  grounds  that 
the  due  book  does  not  compare  with  the  financial  secretary's  statement, 
day  book  or  ledger.  The  day  book  record  shows  that  he  owed  six  months' 
dues  July  31,  1912,  and  should  have  been  suspended  as  per  Section  111 
of  the  General  Constitution.  We  therefore  recommend  that  the  appeal 
be  dismissed. 

On  motion,  regularly  seconded,  the  report  of  the  commit- 
tee was  adopted. 

DISAPPROVED  DISABILITY  CLAIM  OF  THOS.  ROCHFORD,  L.  U. 
1244,  MONTREAL,  CANADA. 

Your  committee  sustains  the  G.  T.  and  G.  E.  B.  and  recommends  thai 
the  appeal  be  dismissed  on  the  grounds  that  the  evidence  shows  that 
the  brother  was  in  arrears,  as  per  Section  109  of  our  General  Constitu- 
tion, at  the  time  of  accident. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee be  concurred  in. 

Delegate  Lynch  of  Montreal  made  a  statement  in  regard 
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to  the  Rochford  claim,  stating  that  the  brother  was  three  days 
in  arrears  when  the  accident  happened,  that  he  was  confined 
to  the  hospital  eleven  weeks,  and  that  when  he  came  out  and 
attempted  to  go  to  work  at  the  trade  again  he  found  that  he 
could  not  do  it.  "It  was  necessary,"  said  the  delegate,  "to 
break  the  instep  three  times,  and  only  after  the  third  time, 
when  the  doctors  pronounced  Brother  Rochford  unable  to 
work,  did  he  present  his  claim  to  the  General  Office.  Let  us 
take  humanity  into  consideration  first  and  United  Brotherhood 
next,  and  put  this  claim  through." 

Delegate  Kearney,  for  the  committee,  stated  that  with 
the  evidence  at  hand  the  committee  could  not  possibly  make 
any  other  report,  the  facts  plainly  showing  that  the  brother 
owed  a  sum  equal  to  three  months'  dues  at  the  time  of  the 
accident.  Continuing,  he  said :  "Were  humanitarian  consid- 
erations to  enter  into  the  deliberations  of  this  committee,  I 
would  gladly  be  in  favor  of  paying  all  claims  presented  here 
today.  However,  we  have  a  constitution  which  is  specific, 
which  does  not  tolerate  infringements  upon  humane  points  of 
view,  and  it  is  meant  to  do  the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest 
number.  That  is  the  intent  of  it,  and  with  these  considera- 
tions in  mind  your  committee  had  no  other  object  than  to  act 
in  harmony  with  the  constitution." 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
then  put  to  vote  and  carried.- 

Delegate  Deuel — I  ask  for  a  reconsideration  of  the  case 
of  Brother  John  McCune  of  L.  U.  No.  10. 

The  Chair — If  the  delegate  will  yield  I  would  suggest  that 
you  wait  until  we  get  through  with  the  appeals  we  have  on 
hand,  and  ample  opportunity  will  be  given  you  then. 

DISAPPROVED  FUNERAL  DONATION  OF  JOHN  K.  BLUM,  L.  U. 
1251,  CINCINNATI,  OHIO,  FOR  THE  LOSS  OF  WIFE. 

Your  committee  sustains  the  G.  T.  and  G.  E.  B.  on  the  grounds  that 
the  data  shows  that  John  K.  Blum  became  suspended  from  the  A.  W.  W. 
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when  he  was  a  beneficial  member  and  reinstated  in  the  A.  W.  W.  at  an 
age  which  made  him  an  honorary  member,  entitled  to  no  death  and  dis- 
ability benefits,  ^s  per  Section  68  of  their  constitution.  He  was  taken 
over  to  the  U.  B.  under  the  same  conditions  of  membership  as  per  the 
agreement  between  the  U.  B.  and  A.  W.  W.  and  as  per  Section  80  of  the 
U.  B.  Constitution  he  is  not  entitled  to  wife's  funeral  donation.  We 
therefore  recommend  that  the  appeal  be  dismissed. 

On  motion,  regularly  seconded,  the  report  of  the  commit- 
tee was  concurred  in  by  the  convention. 

DISAPPROVED  DISABILITY  CLAIM  OF  JOHN  G.  JOHNSON,  L.  U. 
507,  CORONA,  N.  Y. 

The  papers  in  the  case  show  that  the  accident  occurred  December  12, 
1902,  and  claim  for  disability  donation  was  not  made  until  December  8, 
1913,  or  eleven  years  afterwards.  The  claim  for  disability  donation  not 
being  made  within  the  time  specified  by  Section  95  of  the  General  Con- 
stitution, your  committee  sustains  the  decision  of  the  G.  T.  and  G.  E.  B. 
and  recommends  that  the  appeal  be  dismissed. 

A  delegate  addressed  the  convention  in  behalf  of  Brother 
Johnson,  stating  that  he  was  an  aged  member  and  that  the 
payment  of  his  claim,  amounting  to  $200.00,  would  mean  much 
to  him  at  this  time.  He  further  stated  that  the  brother  post- 
poned the  filing  of  his  claim  because  he  did  not  want  to  be 
looked  upon  as  a  disabled  member,  feeling  that  he  would  re- 
cover from  his  injury. 

General  Treasurer  Neale,  referring  to  discussion  by  sev- 
eral delegates  relative  to  Brother  Johnson's  financial  standing, 
stated  that  the  claim  was  disposed  of  on  the  grounds  that  it 
was  not  filed  within  two  years  in  accordance  with  the  constitu- 
tion, and  that  the  question  of  the  brother's  financial  standing 
was  not  taken  into  consideration  at  all. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
put  to  vote  and  carried. 

DISAPPROVED  DISABILITY  CLAIM  OF  JOHN  HART,  L.  U.  340 
(owing  to  consolidation,  at  the  present  time  a  member  of  L.  U.  326.) 

Your  committee  sustains  the  G.  T.  and  G.  E.  B.  on  the  grounds  that 
the  papers  in  the  case  show  that  there  was  no  notification  given  to  the 
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G.  T.  or  G.  S.,  as  per  Section  95,  until  almost  ten  years  after  the  acci- 
dent.   We  therefore  recommend  that  the  appeal  be  dismissed. 

On  motion,  regularly  seconded,  the  recommendation  of 
the  committee  was  concurred  in  by  the  convention. 

APPEAL  OF  LOCAL  UNION  NO.  106,  DES  MOINES,  IOWA. 

Through  its  recording  secretary  against  the  decision  of  the  First 
General  Vice-President  and  the  G.  E.  B.  on  approval  of  by-laws,  relative 
to  legality  of  a  method  proposed  in  their  by-laws  for  raising  a  contingent 
fund.  The  papers  submitted  show  that  L.  U.  106,  according  to  Section 
4  of  its  by-laws,  desired  to  issue  a  quarterly  working  card  at  a  charge  of 
twenty-five  cents  to  each  of  its  members.  The  money  derived  to  be  put 
in  a  contingent  fund  to  be  deposited  in  a  bank  decided  upon  by  the  L.  U., 
subject  to  the  check  of  the  treasurer  and  seal  of  the  L.  U.  The  laws 
also  provide  that  the  contingent  fund  may  be  used  for  any  purpose  by 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  members  present  at  any  regular  meeting. 

With  this  statement  of  facts  the  appeal  narrows  itself  as  to  whether 
a  Local  Union  has  the  right  to  divide  its  funds.  Section  219  of  the  con- 
stitution specifies  plainly  for  what  purposes  the  funds  and  property  of 
a  Local  Union  may  be  used  and  a  fair  interpretation  of  Section  220  of 
the  General  Constitution,  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  is  that  the 
intent  is  to  preserve  intact  at  all  times  and  without  any  specific  division 
the  funds  and  property  of  a  L.  U.  Section  221  of  the  General  Constitu- 
tion provides  strongly  against  a  division  of  the  funds  and  property  of  a 
L.  "U.  in  any  manner.  All  of  which  convinces  your  committee  that  the 
funds  of  a  L.  U.  must  remain  in  one  general  fund  and  be  subject  to  the 
general  use  of  all  members  of  the  union  as  per  the  General  Constitution. 

Your  committee  therefore  sustains  the  disapproval  by  the  First  Gen- 
eral Vice-President  and  G.  E.  B.  of  said  section  of  the  working  rules  of 
L.  U.  106,  which  provides  for  a  contingent  fund  and  recommend  that  the 
appeal  be  dismissed. 

It  was  moved,  seconded  and  carried  that  the  report  of  the 
committee  be  concurred  in. ' 

APPEAL  OF  LOCAL  UNION  NO.  33,  BOSTON,  MASS. 

This  is  an  appeal  against  the  G.  V.-P.  and  G.  E.  B.  for  disapprov- 
ing two  sections  of  their  by-laws,  namely,  Section  1  of  Article  6,  stating 
twenty-five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  Section  1  under  the 
head  of  laws  governing  Contingent  Fund.  The  section  in  question  reads: 
"This  fund  shall  be  known  as  the  Contingent  Fund  of  L.  U.  No.  33,  and 
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the  members  shall  pay  to  the  financial  secretary  25  cents  per  quarter 
for  the  maintenance  of  such  fund,  chargeable  the  first  of  February,  May, 
August  and  November.  Applicants  joining  in  any  part  of  these  quarters 
shall  be  charged  the  full  quarters  due.  This  fund  shall  be  used  for  the 
exclusive  benefit  of  members  of  this  union." 

Your  committee  sustains  the  G.  V.-P.  and  the  G.  E.  B.  on  the  first 
section  of  the  laws  of  L.  U.  No.  33  relative  to  the  number  of  members 
that  constitute  a  quorum  on  the  grounds  that  Section  159  of  the  General 
Constitution  specifically  states  that  seven  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

We  also  sustain  the  G.  V.-P,  and  G.  E.  B.  on  the  grounds  that  it  is 
the  intent  of  Section  220  of  the  General  Constitution  to  preserve  at  all 
times  and  without  any  specific  division  \he  funds  and  property  of  a 
Local  Union,  and  that  Section  221  of  the  General  Constitution  provides 
strongly  against  a  division  of  the  funds  or  property  of  a  Local  Union  in 
any  manner.  We  therefore  sustain  the  decision  of  the  First  General 
Vice-President  and  G.  E.  B.  and  recommend  that  the  appeal  be  dis- 
missed. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  recommendation  of 
the  committee  be  concurred  in. 

A  delegate  from  Local  Union  No.  33  made  a  statement 
with  regard  to  their  contingent  fund,  saying  that  their  laws 
covering  this  fund  had  been  in  effect  for  the  past  twenty  years. 
"This  fund,"  he  said,  "is  raised  by  a  levy  of  25  cents  per  mem- 
ber per  quarter  and  is  used  in  the  payment  of  dues  of  old  mem- 
bers, also  used  sometimes  for  donations  to  old  members,  etc. 
Our  Local  Union  has  been  in  existence  since  1882,  and  conse- 
quently we  have  a  lot  of  old  members  who  find  it  hard  to  get 
work,  and  we  feel  the  necessity  of  giving  them  assistance.  We 
feel  that  since  that  local  by-law  providing  for  the  contingent 
fund  has  been  in  effect  for  so  many  years  and  has  been  ap- 
proved by  former  General  Presidents,  and  there  is  nothing  in 
the  General  Constitution  on  the  subject  of  contingent  funds 
prohibiting  them,  our  First  General  Vice-President  should  not 
have  disapproved  that  law." 

The  question  was  further  discussed  by  several  delegates 
and  the  following  question  was  asked: 

"Was  Local  Union  No.  33  receiving  this  money  through 
the  medium  of  dues  ?" 
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The  secretary  of  the  committee  replied  as  follows :  "The 
Local  Union  held  a  special  meeting  and  decided  to  assess  their 
members  25  cents  per  quarter,  chargeable  on  the  ledger  for 
the  four  months  in  the  quarter,  therefore  by  doing  that  they 
made  it  an  increase  in  dues,  and  the  committee  cannot  see  how 
they  can  decide  the  matter  any  other  way  than  they  have." 

A  delegate  from  Boston  stated  that  the  members  of  that 
local  fully  understood  what  they  were  paying  this  money  for, 
and  that  a  great  many  thought  they  were  buying  a  working 
card.  "That  money,"  he  said,  "was  put  in  a  separate  fund, 
and  it  has  been  the  custom  in  the  Local  Union  for  the  past 
thirty-three  years,  and  it  was  left  optional  with  the  members 
of  L.  U.  33  whether  they  paid  that  25  cents  every  three  months 
or  not.  If  they  paid  it  they  were  entitled  to  donations  from 
the  fund."  ij 

A  Delegate — If  a  local  organization  complies  with  the 
national  constitution  insofar  as  paying  the  required  amount 
in  dues  and  per  capita  tax  is  concerned,  and  then  want  to 
create  a  separate  fund,  why  should  they  not  have  that  right? 

President  Kirby — That  will  be  decided  by  this  convention. 

A  Delegate — If  we  are  able  to  contribute  to  a  fund  volun- 
tarily, why  cannot  we  voluntarily  make  that  assessment  upon 
ourselves. 

President  Kirby — I  will  answer  the  brother  and  say  that 
this  is  not  a  voluntary  action. 

A  Delegate — Our  Local  Unions  have  a  queer  idea  of  what 
is  a  voluntary  act.  A  Local  Union  levies  an  assessment  to  con- 
tribute 25  cents  a  month  or  quarter  to  the  general  fund,  and 
then  they  use  the  power  of  the  International  Constitution  to 
collect  it,  so  there  is  nothing  voluntary  about  it.  A  Local 
Union  can  do  as  they  please  with  moneys  from  balls,  picnics, 
etc.,  but  where  the  power  of  the  organization  is  used  to  col- 
lect, that  money  must,  under  our  laws,  remain  in  the  general 
fund  for  such  purposes  as  specified  in  the  General  Consti- 
tution. 
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A  Delegate — For  a  point  of  information  I  would  like  to 
ask  the  delegate  from  L.  U.  33  if  a  member  owed  say  four 
months'  dues  and  enough  of  these  assessments  to  equal  six 
months'  dues  altogether,  would  tlie  Local  Union  suspend  him? 

'  The  Delegate  from  33— Yes. 

« 

On  being  put  to  vote  the  motion  to  concur  in  the  report 
of  the  committee  was  carried. 

APPEAL  OF  LOCAL  UNION  443  CHELSEA,  MASS.,  ET  AL.  VS. 
LOCAL  UNION  9,  BUFFALO,  N.  Y. 

Local  Union  No.  443  is  asking  L.  U.  No.  9  of  Buffalo,  N.  Y.  for  five 
dollars  apiece  for  four  of  their  members,  or  twenty  dollars  in  all,  excess 
initiation  fee  which  was  charged  these  members  by  L.  U.  No.  9  before 
they  would  accept  their  clearance  cards.  These  brothers  were  not  mem- 
bers of  the  U.  B.  six  months  and  paid  L.  U.  No.  9  five  dollars,  as  per 
Section  109  of  the  1911  constitution,  also  the  full  difference  in  the  initia- 
tion fee. 

Your  committee  sustains  the  G.  E.  B.  and  recommends  that  the  ap- 
peal be  dismissed  on  the  grounds  that  L.  U.  No.  9  collected  five  dollars 
too  much  from  each  of  these  four  members,  or  ($20.00)  twenty  dollars 
in  all,  in  violation  of  Section  109  of  the  1911  constitution. 

On  the  request  of  one  of  the  delegates  interested  in  the 
case,  further  discussion  on  the  above  was  postponed  until  the 
delegate  has  an  opportunity  to  confer  with  the  committee. 

APPEAL  OF  LOCAL  UNION  NO.  1186,  PITTSBURGH,  PA.,  vs.  LO- 
CAL UNION  NO.  142,  PITTSBURGH,  PA. 

This  is  a  case  where  Local  Union  No.  142  admitted  to  membership, 
without  consent,  N.  A.  White,  a  former  member  of  Local  Union  No.  1186. 
After  L.  U.  No.  1186  found  that  Union  No.  142  had  admitted  N.  A. 
White,  they  made  a  demand  on  Union  No.  142  for  $4.50  as  a  condition 
of  their  consent.  Local  Union  No.  142  refused  to  pay  the  amount  against 
decision  of  the  G.  P.  and  G.  E.  B. 

Your  committee  concurs  in  the  decision  of  the  G.  P.  and  G.  E.  B, 
We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  amount  of  money  involved  and  sought  by 
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Local  Union  No.  1186  is  very  reasonable  for  the  offense  committed  and 
recommend  that  the  appeal  be  dismissed. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
put  to  vote  and  carried.  . 

-  APPEAL  A.  H.  ROENFELDT  ET  AL.,  L.  U.  No.  55,  vs.  L.  U.  No.  850, 

LEADVILLE,  COLO. 

We,  your  committee,  sustain  the  G.  P.  and  G.  E.  B.  and  recommend 
that  the  appeal  be  dismissed  on  the  grounds  that  Brother  Roenfeldt  did 
not  appeal  his  case  to  the  G.  P.  within  the  time  required,  as  per  Section 
155  of  the  General  Constitution. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee be  concurred  in. 

Several  delegates  spoke  in  regard  to  this  case  and  from 
the  evidence  presented  it  was  apparent  that  Brother  Roenfeldt 
had  possibly  not  received  the  consideration  and  treatment  to 
which  he  was  entitled. 

During  the  discussions  which  followed  First  Vice-Presi- 
dent Hutcheson  took  the  chair. 

President  Kirby — If  the  report  of  this  committee  is  not 
satisfactory  to  the  convention,  the  proper  method  to  pursue 
is  to  refer  it  back,  with  instructions  to  the  General  President 
and  the  General  Executive  Board  to  give  the  man's  case  con- 
sideration: If  you  want  to  do  this  brother  justice  and  not  vio- 
late the  law,  refer  the  case  back. 

A  Delegate — I  move  that  the  case  be  referred  back  to  be 
taken  up  by  the  G.  P.  and  G.  E.  B.    (Motion  seconded.) 

A  Delegate — I  further  move  that  the  report  on  this  case 
be  re-submitted  to  the  convention  before  adjournment. 

Vice-President  Hutcheson — I  cannot  entertain  a  motion 
of  that  kind  now. 

After  further  discussion  the  motion  to  refer  the  case  back 
to  the  G.  P.  and  G.  E.  B.  was  put  to  vote  and  carried. 
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APPEAL  OF  CHARLES  VAN  LEER,  F.  S.  L.  U.  NO.  1532,  VS.  LOCAL 
UNION  NO.  1532,  CAMDEN,  N.  J. 

This  appeal  is  the  outgrowth  of  an  assessment  levied  in  the  Camden, 
N.  J.,  district  in  1910,  and  from  the  papers  submitted  in  1912  three  mem- 
bers of  Local  Union  No.  1532,  Brothers  Reeves,  McQuay  and  Jourdan, 
refused  to  pay  the  assessment,  claiming  it  was  not  legally  levied.  In 
the  meantime  dues  were  accepted  by  the  financial  secretary  in  violation 
of  Section  203. 

This  appeal  was  not  made  within  the  time  as  provided  for  in  Section 
155  and  your  committee  concurs  in  the  decision  of  the  G.  E.  B.  and  rec- 
ommends that  the  appeal  be  dismissed. 

On  motion,  regularly  seconded,  the  recommendation  of 
the  committee  was  concurred  in. 

APPEAL  OF  B.  KIRBY,  J.  J.  McDONALD,  J.  W.  SCHUSTER,  LEON- 
ARD M.  COMB,  A.  PETERSON,  J.  E.  DALRYMPLE,  S.  BARTELOT 
ET  AL.,  ALL  MEMBERS  OF  L.  U.  NO.  98,  SPOKANE,  WASH.,  VS. 
L.  U.  NO.  1605,  MOSCOW,  IDAHO. 

These  members  went  to  work  in  the  jurisdiction  of  L.  U.  No.  1605 
and  did  not  bring  their  clearance  cards  with  them. 

Your  committee  sustains  the  G.  P.  and  G.  E.  B.  on  the  grounds  that 
the  data  shows  that  L.  U.  No.  1605  did  not  compel  these  members  to 
take  out  their  clearance  cards;  in  fact,  allowed  them  to  work  for  seven 
months;  also  that  the  papers  show  that  L.  U.  No.  98  was  notified  that 
charges  were  preferred  against  certain  of  their  members  on  January  6, 
1913,  and  that  a  copy  of  the  minutes  of  the  trial  committee  is  dated 
January  4,  1913,  or  two  days  after  the  members  were  fined,  thereby  vio- 
lating Section  212  of  the  General  Constitution.  We  therefore  recom- 
mend that  the  appeal  be  dismissed. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  committee's  recommendation 
was  carried. 

APPEAL  J.  A.  STRAMBERT,  L.  U.  NO.  196,  GREENWICH,  CONN., 
vs.  DISTRICT  COUNCIL  OF  PORT  CHESTER,  N.  Y. 

Brother  J.  A.  Stramberf  was  fined  $10.00  by  the  Port  Chester  Dis- 
trict Council  for  working  a  Saturday  afternoon.  He  appeals  against 
the  fine,  claiming  that  the  house  he  worked  on  was  his  own.  There  is 
no  evidence  submitted  that  he  did  not  own  the  house  or  that  he  was  work- 
ing for  a  contractor  or  owner  for  pay.    Your  committee  sustains  the  de- 
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cision  of  the  G.  P.  and  G.  E.  B.  in  remitting  the  fine  and  recommends  that 
the  appeal  be  dismissed. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee was  carried. 

CASE  OF  H.  FISHER  vs.  LOCAL  UNION  NO.  309,  OF  NEW  YORK 

CITY. 

This  brother  was  fined  $5.00  for  calling  a  brother  member  a  "scab." 
The  evidence  shows  that  Brother  Fisher  was  the  aggressor  in  the  case. 
We  therefore  concur  in  the  action  of  the  G.  P.  and  G.  E.  B.  and  recom- 
mend that  the  case  be  dismissed. 

It  was  moved,  seconded  and  carried  that  the  report  of  the 
committee  be  concurred  in. 

CASE  OF  JAMES  A.  GRAY  vs.  LOCAL  UNION  NO.  50,  PORT- 
LAND, ORE. 

This  case  involves  the  relation  to  our  constitution  of  an  alleged  state- 
ment of  Brother  Gray  and  presumed  to  be  in  violation  of  Section  201  of 
the  General  Constitution.  From  the  papers  at  hand  it  appears  that 
Brother  Gray,  acting  as  U.  B.  Organizer,  attending  a  meeting  of  L.  U. 
808,  Portland,  Ore.,  is  accused  of  making  remarks  alleged  to  reflect  on 
the  unionism  of  a  certain  co-operative  shoe  store  in  which  is  employed  a 
former  business  agent  of  the  Building  Trades  Council.  He  was  charged 
and  tried  by  L.  U.  50,  even  though  the  alleged  offense  was  committed  in 
Local  808,  found  guilty  and  fined  $100.00. 

Your  committee  sustains  the  decision  of  the  G.  E.  B.  and  G.  P.  in 
remitting  the  fine  on  the  grounds  that  L.  U.  50  had  no  jurisdiction,  and 
for  the  further  reason  that  we  believe  the  General  Constitution  is  not  in- 
tended for  support  of  appeals  made  against  alleged  idle  remarks  of  mem- 
bers of  the  U.  B.  against  outside  business  concerns.  We  therefore  rec- 
ommend that  the  appeal  be  dismissed. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
carried. 

CASE  OF  T.  F.  RUSSELL  VS.  THE  D.  C.  OF  SPRINGFIELD,  MASS. 

Brother  W.  J.  Lafrancis  was  charged  with  neglecting  his  duties  as 
business  agent  to  carry  on  the  business  of  a  contracting  firm  of  which 
he  was  president.    The  evidence  shows  that  personal  matters  entered 
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into  the  case,  and  as  the  local  D.  C.  found  Brother  Laf rancis  not  guilty, 
we  concur  in  the  decision  of  the  G.  P.  and  G.  E.  B.  and  recommend  that 
the  case  be  dismissed. 

Delegate  Kearney,  for  the  committee,  read  the  following 
communication  from  Thos.  F.  Russell: 

Springfield,  Mass.,  September  18,  1914. 
Mr.  Frank  Duffy,  General  Secretary  U.  B.  of  C.  and  J.  of  A.,  Carpenters' 
Building,  Indianapolis,  Ind.: 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother — I  desire  at  this  time  to  withdraw  the  appeal 
to  the  General  Convention  against  the  decision  of  the  G.  E.  B.,  entered 
by  me  in  the  case  of  Russell  vs.  Lafrancis.  My  reason  for  withdrawing 
at  this  time  is  not  because  I  think  the  G.  E.  B.  were  right  in  their  deci- 
sion, but  because  the  cause  of  all  the  controversy,  Mr.  Lafrancis,  has  re- 
signed as  business  agent  of  the  D.  C.

Delegate  Kearney — Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that, 
notwithstanding  the  withdrawal  of  the  appeal,  the  report  of 
the  committee  should  go  to  the  convention  for  action,  in  jus- 
tice to  Brother  Lafrancis,  who  was  found  not  guilty. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  committee's  recommendation 
was  carried. 

CASE  OF  FRANK  J.  DRESSLER,  L.  U.  NO.  6  OF  AMSTERDAM,  N.  Y., 
ET  AL.  VS.  L.  U.  NO.  146. 

This  brother  refused  to  take  out  a  working  card  and  report  to  the 
district  official. 

Your  committee  sustains  the  G.  P.  and  G.  E.  B.  on  the  grounds  that 
the  brother  violated  Section  102  of  the  General  Constitution,  and  also  by  ^ 
his  own  evidence  shows  that  he  did  not  want  to  take  out  a  working- 
card  until  after  his  conviction. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
put  to  vote  and  carried. 
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CASE  OF  CHRISTIAN  C.  ANTONIUS,  L.  U.  NO.  126,  BROOKLYN, 
N.  Y.,  LOUIS  MIDETZ,  L.  U.  NO.  32,  BROOKLYN,  N.  Y., 
VS.  NEW  YORK  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

The  appellants,  according  to  the  papers  in  the  case,  were  fined  re- 
spectively $25.00  and  $15.00  for  a  violation  of  Section  56  of  the  D.  C. 
laws  relative  to  working  on  a  job  which  had  been  called  on  strike  by  the 
business  agent.  The  papers  also  show  that  the  appellants  returned  to 
work  without  union  sanction. 

In  view  of  such  evidence  your  committee  sustains  the  decision  of  the 
G.  E.  B.  and  G.  P.  against  the  appellants  and  recommends  that  the  ap- 
peal be  dismissed. 

On  motion,  regularly  seconded,  the  report  of  the  commit- 
tee was  concurred  in. 

CASE  OF  FRANK  NORTON,  L.  U.  NO.  606,  VS.  NEW  YORK  DIS- 
TRICT COUNCIL. 

Arthur  Sorenson,  L.  U.  No.  606,  was  fined  $20.00  for  hiring  non- 
union men  on  the  lerection  of  his  house.  The  evidence  shows  that  the 
contract  was  let  to  a  brother  of  Local  Union  No.  606,  who  later  was  sus- 
pended. Brother  Sorenson  claims  that  the  property  belongs  to  his  wife, 
which  may  be  a  fact  according  to  the  evidence.  Owing  to  the  fact  that 
Brother  Sorenson  or  his  wife  let  the  contract  to  a  member  of  the  U.  B. 
in  good  standing  and  none  but  union  men  figured  on  the  job,  we  think 
the  brother's  intentions  were  honest  and  we  therefore  recommend  that 
the  decision  of  the  G.  P.  and  G.  E.  B.  be  reversed  and  the  appeal  sus- 
tained. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  recommendation  of  the  commit- 
tee was  carried. 

CASE  OF  GEORGE  RATCLIFF  vs.  LOCAL  UNION  NO.  1693, 
CHICAGO,  ILL. 

The  Local  Union  donated  $50.00  to  a  sick  member  out  of  the  general 
fund  after  he  had  drawn  his  full  sick  benefit.  The  evidence  shows  that 
the  money  was  donated  according  to  Section  220  of  the  General  Constitu- 
tion. We  therefore  concur  in  the  decision  of  the  G.  P.  and  G.  E.  B.  and 
recommend  that  the  appeal  be  dismissed. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  committee^s  recommendation 
was  carried. 
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CASE  OF  RECORDING  SECRETARY  C.  P.  STAATS,OF  L.  U.  1207, 
CHARLESTON,  W.  VA.,  vs.  L.  L.  302,  HUNTINGTON,  W.  VA. 

The  papers  in  the  case  show  that  one  W.  J.  McGuire  made  an  effort 
to  join  L.  U.  1207,  of  Charleston.  He  was  refused  a  permit  by  the  busi- 
ness agent  and  told  to  appear  before  the  Local  Union's  executive  board 
for  disposal  of  his  case.  The  executive  board  set  a  special  initiation  fee 
of  $30.00,  payable  $15.00  down  and  $15.00  in  two  weeks.  This  special 
initiation  fee  and  the  action  of  the  executive  board  was  approved  by  L.  U. 
1207.  W.  J.  McGuire  did  not  comply  with  the  action  of  L.  U.  1207,  for 
he  later  made  application  to  L.  U.  302,-  of  Huntington,  W.  Va.,  and  he 
states  in  his  application  that  he  was  never  rejected  by  any  L.  U.  He 
omits  any  reference  to  the  fact  that  a  special  initiation  fee  had  been  set 
against  him  by  L.  U.  1207  and  L.  U.  302  initiated  him.  From  the  evi- 
dence we  find  that  Maguire  had  served  as  a  strikebreaker  in  the  struggle 
of  1911,  therefore  L.  U.  1207  had  a  right  to  set  a  special  initiation  fee,  as 
per  Section  70  of  the  General  Constitution  and  as  per  Section  58.  Local 
Union  No.  302  had  no  legitimate  right  to  initiate  W.  J.  McGuire  without 
consent  of  L.  U.  1207. 

This  consent  not  being  given,  your  committee  sustains  the  decision 
of  the  G.  E.  B.  and  G.  P.  in  instructing  L.  U.  302  to  collect  the  $30.00 
initiation  fee  named  herein  and  turn  it  over  to  L.  U.  1207  within  thirty 
days,  and  on  failure  of  W.  J.  McGuire  to  comply,  he  shall  be  dropped 
from  the  rolls  of  L.  U.  302. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
carried. 

APPEAL  OF  ADOLPH  HINKFORTH,  B.  A.  OF  MILWAUKEE,  ET 
AL.   vs.  LOCAL  UNION  NO.  161,  KENOSHA,  WIS. 

This  is  a  case  where  an  arrangement  was  made  between  two  busi- 
ness agents  of  two  different  districts  wherein  these  brothers  mentioned 
did  not  have  to  take  out  clearance  cards  on  account  of  the  job  only  going 
to  last  three  weeks,  but  after  these  men  had  left  for  home  the  Kenosha 
L.  U.  preferred  charges. 

Several  brothers  went  from  Milwaukee  to  work  at  Kenosha.  The 
business  agent  of  Kenosha  requested  them  to  take  out  clearance  cards, 
but  they  failed  to  do  so,  and  Local  Union  No.  161  preferred  charges 
against  them.  The  evidence  shows  that  the  brothers  charged  asked  that 
the  trial  be  postponed,  and  the  request  was  granted.  The  brothers  were 
tried  and  fined  $10.00  each  without  being  notified  of  the  time  of  trial. 
We  therefore  concur  in  the  decision  of  the  G.  E.  B.  in  instructing  Local 
Union  No.  161  to  return  the  fines  collected  from  these  brothers  and 
recommend  that  the  case  be  dismissed.

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The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
carried. 

APPEAL  OF  W.  B.  FERRELL,  R.  D.  JONES  AND  W.  P.  LYTTLE,  OF 
LOCAL  UNION  NO.  257,  ST.  LOUIS,  MO. 

On  refusal  of  District  Council  to  seat  delegates  elected  from  Local 
Union  No.  257  on  December  5,  1913. 

This  is  a  case  where  a  Local  Union  held  an  election  in  violation  of 
Section  161,  General  Constitution,  relative  to  nomination  and  election  of 
local  officers,  and  the  D.  C.  refused  to  seat  the  new  delegates,  who  ap- 
pealed against  the  D.  C.  for  not  seating  them  in  place  of  the  local. 

We  concur  in  the  decision  of  the  G.  P.  and  G.  E.  B.  on  the  grounds 
that  the  appeal  should  have  come  from  the  Local  Union  against  the  Dis- 
trict Council  and  we  therefore  recommend  that  the  appeal  be  dismissed. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee be  concurred  in. 

A  delegate  from  L.  U.  257  read  certain  documents  bear- 
ing on  the  case,  and  several  delegates  entered  into  the  discus- 
sion which  followed. 

It  was  moved  as  an  amendment,  and  duly  seconded,  that 
the  report  of  the  committee  be  referred  back  to  the  General 
President  for  review. 

The  delegate  from  L.  U.  257  stated  that  the  local  would 
like  to  have  the  case  reopened  and  an  opportunity  to  take  an 
appeal  against  the  action  of  the  District  Council. 

President  Kirby — It  is  not  necessary  to  refer  the  case 
back  to  give  the  Local  Union  an  opportunity  to  appeal  it  to 
the  District  Council.  They  have  the  right  to  appeal  at  any 
time,  because  that  question  was  not  considered  by  me  or  the 
G.  E.  B.  I  told  L.  U.  257  that  their  appeal  rested  with  the 
D.  C. 

In  connection  with  the  discussion  relative  to  the  election 
of  delegates  to  the  District  Council  in  the  month  of  June,  a 
delegate  raised  the  following  point  of  order : 
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'That  the  constitution  does  not  state  that  delegates  to  the 
1).  C.  shall  be  elected  in  June." 

Vice-President  Hutcheson — Your  point  of  order  is  not 
well  taken. 

On  bein^  put  to  vote  the  amendment  to  refer  the  case  back 
to  the  General  President  was  lost. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
carried. 

General  President  Kirby  resumed  the  chair  and  announced 
that  the  work  of  the  Committee  on  Appeals  and  Grievances 
was  complete  for  the  time  being. 

The  secretary  announced  that  the  Committee  on  Appeals 
and  Grievances  would  meet  at  7  o'clock  tonight  at  head- 
quarters. 

Delegate  Deuel  of  L.  U.  10  asked  the  consent  of  the  con- 
vention to  reopen  and  reconsider  the  case  of  John  McCune, 
stating  that  the  delegates  from  No.  10  were  instructed  to  look 
after  this  brother's  interests  and  that,  to  his  knowledge,  the 
Committee  on  Appeals  and  Grievances  had  never  reported  to 
previous  conventions  so  early  in  the  sessions,  that  therefore 
the  delegates  from  his  union  did  not  have  an  opportunity  to 
appear  before  the  committee. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  the  McCune  case,  duly  seconded, 
was  put  to  vote  and  carried. 

A  motion  to  reconsider  the  Rochford  case,  L.  U.  1244,  was 
put  to  vote  and  carried,  practically  the  same  reasons  being 
offered  as  in  the  McCune  case. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  case  of  L.  U.  142  vs. 
L.  U.  1186,  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  be  reconsidered. 

President  Kirby  stated  that  while  he  wished  to  be  fair 
with  every  delegate,  it  would  be  an  impossibility  to  allow  the 
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reconsideration  of  every  case,  and  that  no  further  delays  would 
be  permitted  along  that  line. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  the  case  of  L.  U.  142  vs.  1186 
was  lost. 

Secretary  Duffy  called  attention  to  the  ]:esolutions  as 
printed  in  the  daily  proceedings  and  requested  the  various 
committees  to  which  they  were  referred  to  take  notice. 

The  delegate  from  L.  U.  291  presented  resolutions  provid- 
ing for  an  amendment  to  the  General  Constitution,  but  as  they 
were  not  submitted  in  accordance  with  Section  235,  they  were 
referred  back  to  him. 

The  convention  adjourned  at  5  o'clock  to  reconvene  at  9 
a.  m.  Wednesday,  September  23. 


RESOLUTION  NO.  30. 

Resolution  No.  30,  introduced  by  Delegate  James  McDade, 
representing  L.  U.  No.  31  of  Trenton,  N.  J.  : 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  September  22,  1914. 

Whereas,  Edward  McCarron,  a  member  of  Local  Union  No.  31,  of 
Trenton,  N.  J.,  did,  on  April  10,  1912,  fall  from  a  scaffold,  thereby  sus- 
taining a  crushed  ankle  bone  and  enduring  three  surgical  operations  and 
finally  having  the  ankle  bone  removed;  and. 

Whereas,  Brother  McCarron  did,  after  the  period  of  one  year,  or  on 
April  5,  1913,  attempt  to  again  follow  his  occupation  of  carpenter;  and, 

Whereas,  On  October  2,  1913,  Brother  McCarron,  from  the  injury 
to  his  leg,  was  again  forced  to  quit  work  and  enter  a  hospital,  suffering 
a  complete  breakdown,  which  caused  his  mind  to  become  deranged  so 
that  he  could  not  even  sign  his  name  to  endorse  a  cheque  made  payable 
to  him  for  his  sick  benefits  or  donations;  and, 

Whereas,  On  account  of  Brother  McCarron's  reason  being  unsound 
and  his  mind  deranged  it  was  not  until  after  he  had  improved,  as  far 
as  his  mental  condition  was  concerned,  that  a  claim  for  disability  dona- 
tion was  made  to  the  General  Office,  and  this  on  June  15,  1914,  or  two 
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months  over  the  two-year  limit,  and  the  claim  was  disapproved  by  thie 
General  Treasurer;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Brother  McCarron  was  men- 
tally unfit  to  make  claim  for  disability  donation  during  the  period  of 
seven  months  from  November  1,  1913,  to  June  1,  1914,  and  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  two  doctors  have  sworn  that  he  will  never  be  able  to  again 
follow  his  trade  as  a  carpenter,  that  the  aforesaid  claim  be  ordered  paid 
by  the  convention.

Resolution  No.  31,  introduced  by  Gus  Adams,  represent- 
ing L.  U.  237,  Pittsburgh,  Pa. :

Whereas,  If  these  ports  were  opened  to  the  importation  of  cattle 
from  Central  and  South  America  it  would  reduce  the  cost  of  meat  and

Cincinnati,  Ohio,  September  21,  1914. 

Biennial  Convention  of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  &  Joiners 
of  America, 

Indianapolis,  Indiana. 

Brothers — On  the  first  day  of  May  of  this  year  the  Hamilton 
County  Carpenters'  District  Council,  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  went  out  on 
strike  for  an  increase  in  wages  and  demanding  union-made  millwork. 
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About  900  men  were  involved  in  this  strike  up  until  July  22,  1914. 
The  District  Council  got  a  settlement  with  a  great  number  of  the  con- 
tractors, but  not  gaining  the  union-made  mill  work  clause,  having  near- 
ly all  the  real  estate  work  in  the  suburbs  filled  with  non-union  carpen- 
ters which  we  controlled  before  the  strike  and  our  men  still  on  strike. 

The  G.  E.  B.  allowed  the  weekly  benefits  up  until  August  28,  1914, 
they  then  discontinued  the  benefits,  this  leaving  a  great  many  of  the 
members  still  on  strike  endeavoring  to  have  union  men  employed  on 
this  real  estate  work  especially,  also  a  number  of  other  contractors  who 
were  fair. 

We  therefore  respectfully  ask  that  the  G.  E.  B.  be  instructed  to 
continue  strike  benefits  which  they  discontinued  August  28th,  to  the 
extent  of  five  weeks'  benefits  which  will  amount  to  about  $3,000.00. 

Trusting  that  our  reasonable  request  will  be  granted,  we  are.

On  motion,  regularly  seconded,  the  representatives  from 
the  Cincinnati  District  Council  were  accorded  the  privilege 
of  the  floor  to  state  conditions  in  that  city. 

Brother  William  Reinke  was  the  first  speaker  and  ad- 
dressed the  convention  in  part,  as  follows : 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Delegates — My  mission  here  is  just  as  the  com- 
munication states.  We  have  .been  on  a  fight  since  the  first  day  of  May, 
and  it  has  been  a  very  bad  one.  We  have  had  lots  of  trouble,  and  we 
are  having  worse  trouble  now  than  we  had  in. the  beginning.  We  find 
that  the  Manufacturers'  Association  no  later  than  yesterday,  or  perhaps 
the  day  before,  have  commenced  picking  up  our  men  who  have  been 
too  active  in  the  movement  down  there  on  the  picket  line. 

Prior  to  the  first  of  May  real  estate  work  throughout  the  city  was 
controlled  almost  completely  by  our  men.  The  outside  carpenters  took 
it  upon  themselves  to  ask  for  nothing  but  union-made  trim  and  union- 
made  stairs.  The  employers  refused  to  sign  our  agreement  on  the  first 
day  of  May  and  have  refused  up  to  the  present  time,  but  they  will  sign 
our  agreement  if  we  eliminate  the  stair  clause.  We  have  fourteen  or 
fifteen  stair  shops  in  Cincinnati,  and  all  of  them  have  signed  the  agree- 
ment with  the  exception  of  these  two.  The  men  in  the  stair  shops  re- 
ceive the  same  wages  as  the  men  on  the  outside. 
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There  are  about  150  men  who,  you  might  say,  sleep  in  Kentucky 
and  earn  their  living  in  Cincinnati,  and  they  are  all  waiting  until  we 
can  get  this  situation  lined  up  so  they  can  go  back  to  work. 

In  closing,  Brother  Reinke  requested  the  convention  to 
take  some  action  whereby  the  General  Executive  Board  v^ould 
grant  the  demands  of  the  D.  C. 

Brother  F.  W.  Bennett  spoke  on  the  subject,  practically 
confirming  the  remarks  of  Brother  Reinke,  stating  that  at 
least  fifteen  or  twenty  of  the  contractors  who  had  always 
been  fair  to  the  carpenters  of  Cincinnati  were  now  employing 
non-union  men.  "The  fight  in  Cincinnati,"  he  said,  "is  said 
to  be  a  fight  for  principle,  but  it  is  really  a  fight  for  our  very 
existence.  We  realize  that  the  General  Office  has  put  a  vast 
sum  of  money  into  that  district  since  May  1,  but  we  have  in 
the  neighborhood  of  250  idle  men  in  Cincinnati  at  the  pres- 
ent time;  they  are  mostly  old-time  members,  mostly  idle 
throughout  the  past  winter.  They  have  remained  steadfast 
through  this  five  months'  strike.  We  were  advised  to  stand 
"pat"  on  the  metal  trim  and  under  no  circumstances  to  re- 
linquish it.  We  were  advised  to  stand  "pat"  on  the  hardwood 
floors,  and  we  tried  to  do  this.  We  have  been  out  nearly  five 
months  on  account  of  the-  mill  hands,  and  we  don't  understand 
why  the  mill  hands'  pay  is  continued  and  the  striking  outside 
carpenters  are  cut  off.  The  trouble  we  are  facing  today  is 
the  open  shop.  If  these  250  men  we  now  have  are  thrown  on 
the  street,  I  think  I  can  safely  say  that  every  one  of  them  can 
go  to  work  under  open  shop  conditions,  but  they  can't  get  the 
wage,  and  I  don't  know  whether  they  can  get  the  hours  or 
not.  Many  of  them  have  dependent  families,  and  we  will  be 
forced  to  do  something  quickly.  If  these  men  are  going  to  be 
forced  into  open  shop  conditions,  how  are  we  going  to  hold 
the  men  who  have  already  signed  up  with  us?  We  respect- 
fully ask  that  you  request  the  General  Executive  Board  to 
reconsider  their  former  action  and  grant  us  the  $6.00  per 
week  for  the  time  being." 

Brother  Williams  stated  that  he  merely  wished  to  con- 
cur in  the  remarks  offered  by  Brothers  Reinke  and  Bennett. 
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President  Kirby — The  matter  of  the  request  of  the  com- 
mittee will  be  referred  to  the  General  Executive  Board.  Does 
the  convention  desire  to  make  any  recommendations,  favor- 
able or  otherwise?  If  not,  we  will  close  the  incident  and  re- 
fer it  to  the  Board. 

President  Kirby  announced  the  appointment  of  the  fol- 
lowing committee  on  Board  of  Trustees'  Report,  and  in  doing 
so  said : 

I  want  this  committee  to  examine  not  only  the  accounts, 
but  in  addition  to  that  I  want  them  to  examine  the  building 
from  the  cellar  to  the  roof  and  from  the  front  sidewalk  to  the 
back  fence.  If  they  can  make  any  suggestions  for  the  better 
management  of  the  building,  the  Board  will  be  more  than 
pleased  to  have  them  do  so.

President  Kirby — The  delegation  from  Boston  has  met 
with  a  serious  condition  and  a  great  sorrow.  Brother  Walsh, 
president  of  the  State  Council  and  delegate  from  that  district, 
desires  to  make  an  announcement. 

Delegate  Walsh — Fellow  delegates  to  this  convention:  I  . 
presume  you  understand  that  my  position  at  this  time  is 
somewhat  of  a  hard  one.  We  had  a  delegate  from  Boston  by 
the  name  of  D.  S.  Fitzgerald,  representing  Local  Union  No. 
1410  of  the  shop  and  mill  hands.  He  arrived  in  this  city  last 
Sunday  about  noon.  I  have  every  reason  to  believe  that 
Brother  Fitzgerald  felt  the  same  as  a  lot  of  the  delegates  here, 
that  the  height  of  his  ambition  was  to  see  our  General  Office 
and  the  workings  of  it.  Sunday  afternoon  he  was  taken  ill, 
but  the  delegation  from  Boston  was  not  aware  of  that  until 
Monday  morning.  When  it  was  called  to  our  attention  we  im- 
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mediately  summoned  a  doctor  and  a  nurse.  We  changed  his 
room  and  did  everything  that  was  possible  for  him.  Last 
evening  when  we  made  our  call,  after  the  convention  closed, 
we  became  somewhat  worried  and  took  the  matter  up  with  the 
doctor.  We  procured  the  very  best  doctor  in  the  city,  had  a 
consultation  with  the  doctors  and  they  presented  the  case  to 
us  in  this  manner:  They  said  Brother  Fitzgerald  would  not 
live  over  night,  that  it  was  necessary  to  have  an  operation  per- 
formed immediately.  The  doctor  would  not  guarantee  that 
the  operation  would  save  his  life,  but  he  said  it  would  not  be 
the  cause  of  his  death.  We  immediately  telegraphed  his  wife 
to  come  to  this  city  and  made  arrangements  to  have  him  taken 
to  the  hospital.  The  operation  was  performed,  but  Brother 
Fitzgerald  was  in  such  a  weakened  condition  that  he  could  not 
withstand  the  shock  and  passed  away  at  8:30  last  evening. 
We  received  instructions  from  his  wife  this  morning  to 
arrange  to  have  the  body  brought  home,  and  the  remains  will 
be  shipped  on  the  5:30  o'clock  train  this  evening. 

The  point  we  wish  to  bring  before  the  convention  is  this : 
We  all  feel  that  there  has  been  a  cloud  cast  over  "the  delega- 
tion from  Massachusetts.  We  want  to  say  that  we  have  been 
to  some  large  expense  and  we  were  somewhat  afraid  that  some 
delegate  here  in  the  convention  might  rise  to  make  a  motion 
to  pass  an  appropriation  from  our  general  fund.  This  we 
are  opposed  to,  because  knowing  the  carpenters  as  well  as  we 
do,  it  might  be  some  criterion  during  this  convention  to  get 
some  money  out  of  the  General  Office  in  a  legal  manner.  For 
that  reason  I  was  selected  by  my  co-delegates  to  present  this 
case  to  you  here  today  and  ask  the  General  President  to  ap- 
point a  committee.  We  are  going  to  appeal  to  the  delegates 
of  this  convention  to  show  their  sympathy,  and  the  only  way 
you  can  show  it  is  by  helping  the  family  on  the  other  end. 
The  expense  is  too  much  for  the  delegation  from  Massachu- 
setts to  meet.  We  don't  want  this  convention  to  appropriate 
any  money  through  the  General  Office,  but  we  do  ask  you  to 
contribute  to  help  the  Massachusetts  delegation  to  pay  the 
expenses.    The  cost  of  the  operation  alone  was  $100.00,  and

the  expenses  right  here  in  this  city  will  be  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  $500.00.  We  left  nothing  undone;  money  was  no  ob- 
ject, and  we  therefore  make  this  appeal  to  the  delegates  of 
this  convention. 

A  Delegate — I  move  that  a  committee  of  three  be  ap- 
pointed to  take  up  a  collection.    (Motion  seconded.) 

Delegate  McCaHhy — I  amend  that  this  entire  subject 
matter  of  expense  and  everything  else  associated  with  the 
case  of  the  deceased  brother  be  referred  to  the  General  Offi- 
cers of  this  organization  to  defray  that  expense  and  that  the 
delegates  to  this  convention  see  the  remains  of  our  deceased 
brother  to  the  train  at  5 :30  this  evening.    (Motion  seconded.) 

Delegate  McCarthy,  in  prefacing  his  remarks,  stated 
that  the  deceased  brother  had  come  to  this  city  in  the  interests 
of  the  entire  Brotherhood,  and  that  therefore  it  was  only  fit- 
ting and  proper,  under  the  circumstances,  that  the  organiza- 
tion should  bear  the  expense. 

Delegate  Ryan  stated  he  believed  the  wishes  of  the 
Massachusetts  delegation  as  expressed  by  Brother  Walsh 
should  be  respected. 

President  Kirby — The  recommendation  referring  this  to 
the  Board  will  be  acted  upon  today  just  as  soon  as  the  Board 
can  get  ready  and  they  will  be  prepared  to  report  their  action 
at  the  next  session  of  the  convention.  Now  the  carrying  of 
this  motion  does  not  prevent  the  delegates  from  showing  their 
generosity  to  this  poor  little  woman  in  Boston.  They  have 
three  small  children,  and  after  this  amendment  is  disposed 
of,  if  the  delegates  wish  to  show  their  good-heartedness,  they 
will  have  the  opportunity. 

On  being  put  to  vote,  the  motion  to  concur  in  the  amend- 
ment offered  by  Delegate  McCarthy  was  carried. 

Delegate  Ryan — I  move  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  there  be 
a  committee  of  three  appointed  to  take  up  a  donation.  (Sec- 
onded.) 

On  being  put  to  vote,  the  motion  was  carried  and  the 
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Chair  appointed  Brothers  Higgins  (55),  Gilmore  (117)  and 
Flynn  (13)  to  take  up  a  collection. 

Delegate  Brown,  of  Pittsburgh,  offered  the  following 
resolution: 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  attending  the  Eighteenth  General  Conven- 
tion of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  Amer- 
ica, Indianapolis,  Ind. : 

Whereas — Death,  the  sad,  silent  and  relentless  reaper  of  time  has 
in  a  way  peculiarly  striking  and  sad  cast  a  gloom  over  this  convention 
and  borne  the  mantle  of  sorrow  to  an  humble,  happy  home,  to  family, 
kindred  and  brothers  in  his  New  England  home. 

Be  it  therefore  resolved  that  this  convention  learns  with  profound 
sorrow  of  the  death  of  Brother  D.  S.  Fitzgerald  of  L.  U.  1410,  Boston, 
Massachusetts. 

Be  it  further  resolved — That  this  convention  donate  a  fitting  floral 
tribute,  that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  draft  resolutions  of 
respect  and  condolence,  engrossed  copies  of  which  shall  be  sent  to  his 
home  and  to  the  L.  U.  of  which  he  was  a  member  and  that  they  be  spread 
upon  our  minutes  and  published  in  the  next  issue  of  The  Carpenter. 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  this  convention  as  a  fitting  mark  of 
respect  to  our  deceased  brother  and  delegate  stand  adjourned  for  the 
■day  and  that  at  the  proper  hour  we  assemble  and  accompany  his  re- 
mains to  the  depot.

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  resolution  be 
adopted. 

President  Kirby  stated  that  that  part  of^the  resolution 
referring  to  adjournment  as  a  mark  of  respect  had  already 
been  taken  care  of. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  resolution  with  this  excep- 
tion was  carried  and  the  Chair  appointed  Brothers  Brown 
(202),  Rowland  (667)  and  Viehmann  (1596)  to  draft  resolu- 
tions and  procure  a  suitable  floral  tribute. 

At  this  time  the  proceedings  of  the  second  day  were  dis- 
tributed. 
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Delegate  McDonald,  for  the  Committee  on  Appeals  and 
Grievances,  submitted  the  following  report: 

DISAPPROVED  DISABILITY  CLAIM  OF  JOHN  H.  McCUNE,  L.  U. 
10,  CHICAGO,  ILL. 

John  H.  McCune,  L.  U.  No.  10,  Chicago,  which  was  referred  back 
to  us  by  the  convention. 

This  is  a  case  where  a  brother  who,  after  reaching  the  age  of  76, 
and  who,  the  doctor  states,  is  suffering  from  those  troubles  incident  to 
old  age.  Now,  your  committee  while  deploring  the  fact  that  there  is 
nothing  in  our  constitution  to  provide  for  members  who  grow  old,  neither 
can  v/e  be  swayed  by  sympathy  but  must  be  guided  by  our  constitution. 
We  therefore  reaffirm  our  former  decision,  which  is  that  we  sustain  the 
G.  T.  and  G.  E.  B.  on  the  grounds  that  data  supplied  in  this  claim  does 
not  show  that  disablement  was  the  result  of  accidental  injuries  received 
as  per  Section  93  of  the  General  Constitution,  and  we  recommend  that 
the  appeal  be  dismissed. 

Delegates  Deuel  and  Carroll  spoke  at  some  length  in  be- 
half of  Brother  McCune,  stating  that  they  believed  something 
should  be  done  for  this  brother  on  account  of  his  advanced 
age. 

Brother  McDonald,  for  the  committee,  stated  that  its 
members  fully  concurred  in  the  idea  that  something  should 
be  done  for  our  old  and  disabled  members,  who  deserve  the 
sympathy  of  our  organisation,  but  that  in  this  particular 
case,  as  in  others,  the  laws  laid  down  in  our  General  Constitu- 
tion seemed  to  have  been  lost  sight  of  by  some  of  the  dele- 
gates. 

Other  delegates  entered  into  the  discussion,  several  of 
them  stating  that  they  believed  too  much  emphasis  had  been 
placed  on  sympathy. 

Another  delegate  stated  he  believed  we  should  pay  a  per 
capita  tax  sufficient  to  have  an  old  age  pension  of  some  sort 
and  then  there  would  be  no  necessity  for  bringing  cases  of 
this  kind  into  the  convention. 

This  sentiment  was  repeated  in  the  remarks  of  several 
others,  one  delegate  expressing  the  opinion  that  the  best  way 
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to  get  rid  of  a  bad  law,  or  one  that  was  not  entirely  satisfac- 
tory, was  to  enforce  it. 

On  being  put  to  vote  the  motion  to  concur  in  the  report 
of  the  committee  was  carried. 

Delegate  Deuel  called  for  a  division  of  the  house  and  the 
vote  was  announced  as  follows:  226  in  favor  of  and  82 
against  concurring  in  the  report  of  the  committee. 

The  report  of  the  committee  continued. 

DISAPPROVED  DISABILITY  CLAIM  OF  THOS.  ROCHFORD,  L.  U. 
1244,  MONTREAL,  CANADA. 

This  case  was  referred  back  to  us  by  the  convention. 

This  is  a  case  where  a  member  is  in  arrears  when  he  meets  with  an 
accident  and  from  the  new  evidence  produced  at  hearing,  had  his  wife 
pay  up  nine  days  after  the  accident  occurred.  For  these  reasons,  we, 
your  committee,  reaffirm  our  former  decision,  which  is  that  we  sustain, 
the  G.  T.  and  G.  E.  B.  on  the  grounds  that  the  brother  was  in  arrears, 
as  per  Section  109  of  the  General  Constitution,  at  the  time  of  the  acci- 
dent.   We  therefore  recommend  that  the  appeal  be  dismissed. " 

After  considerable  discussion  of  practically  the  same  na- 
ture as  that  in  the  McCune  case,  during  which  a  number  of 
delegates  expressed  themselves  as  being  absolutely  opposed  to 
giving  any  consideration  to  members  who  allow  themselves 
to  fall  in  arrears,  the  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the 
committee  was  put  to  vote  and  carried. 

President  Kirby — I  wish  to  announce  at  this  time  that 
there  has  been  collected  the  sum  of  $379.70  for  Mrs.  Fitz- 
gerald. If  there  are  no  objections,  the  General  Secretary  will 
be  instructed  to  immediately  forward  this  money  to  her. 

Delegate  McDonald  continued  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Appeals  and  Grievances,  as  follows: 

APPEAL  OF  LOCAL  UNION  NO.  443,  CHELSEA,  MASS.,  ET  AL.  WS  ' 
LOCAL  UNION  NO.  9,  BUFFALO,  N.  Y. 

This  is  a  case  where  L.  U.  No.  9  of  Buffalo,  N.  Y.  compelled  four 
members  of  L.  U.  No.  443,  Chelsea,  Mass.  to  pay  the  sum  of  $20.00 
apiece  before  accepting  their  clearance  cards,  or  in  fact  compelling  them 
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to  pay  five  dollars  more  than  a  new  member  would  have  to  pay  to  be 
initiated  in  L.  U.  No.  9.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  committee  that  Section 
109  of  the  1911  General  Constitution  was  not  made  for  the  purpose  of 
discriminating  against  traveling  members  but  was  made  to  keep  possi- 
ble candidates  from  going  into  a  locality  other  than  their  own  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  advantage  of  a  low  initiation  fee.  It  is  also  our 
opinion  that  L.  U.  No.  9  was  right  in  charging  these  members  a  five 
dollar  penalty  as  per  the  first  part  of  Section  109  of  the  1911  constitu- 
tion, but  that  they  erred  when  they  collected  $15.00  more,  for  the 
latter  part  of  Section  109  states  that  where  the  initiation  fee  is  more 
than  $5.00  he  shall  pay  the  difference  which  in  this  case  would  be  $10.00, 
L.  U.  No.  9  charging  $25.00  and  No.  443  $10.00,  thereby  equalizing  the 
fee  these  brothers  paid  with  the  initiation  fee  L.  U.  No.  9  charges  new 
members.  In  view  of  the  above  we,  your  committee,  re-affirm  our  former 
decision,  which  is  that,  we  sustain  the  G.  E.  B.  and  recommend  that  the 
appeal  ffe  dismissed  on  the  grounds  that  L.  U.  No.  9  collected  $5.00  too 
much  from  each  of  these  four  members,  or  $20.00  in  all,  in  violation  of 
Section  109  of  the  1911  constitution. 

The  question  was  discussed  by  delegates  from  Buffalo 
and  by  Delegate  McDonald  for  the  committee,  and  during  the 
course  of  the  argument  the  fact  was  established  that  L.  U. 
No.  9  had  erred  in  making  an  additional  charge  of  $5.00  over 
and  above  that  which  they  were  entitled  to  make  under  the 
provisions  of  General  Constitution  then  in  effect. 

The  previous  question  was  called  for  by  the  necessary 
number  of  delegates,  and  on  being  put  to  vote,  the  motion  was 
carried. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
then  put  to  vote  and  carried. 

President  Kirby — I  desire  to  announce  at  this  time  the 
appointment  of  Brothers  J.  Clark  and  Wm.  D.  Huber  as  an 
escort  to  accompany  the  remains  of  Brother  Fitzgerald  to  his 
home  in  Boston. 

The  Special  Committee  on  Resolutions  of  Condolence 
announced  that  a  suitable  floral  tribute  had  been  obtained.

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The  Committee  on  Appeals  and  Grievances  continued  its 
report,  as  follows : 


RESOLUTION  NO.  31. 

Resolution  by  Delegate  Gus  Adams,  representing  L.  U.  237,  Pitts- 
burg, Pa. 

To  the  officers  and  delegates  attending  the  Eighteenth  Biennial  Conven- 
tion of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of 
America. 

Brothers — The  following  appeal  for  a  donation  in  the  case  of  Brother 
Martin  Pehl  who  has  been  a  member  in  good  standing  of  L.  U.  237  since 
April  4th,  1886  and  who  has  been  disabled  and  totally  incapacitated 
from  again  working  at  the  trade  and  on  account  of  his  continuous  good 
standing  in  the  U.  B.  for  28  years  and  being  over  77  years,  and  having 
been  injured  by  a  brick  falling  on  his  head  eight  years  ago,  and  not 
desiring  to  make  an  application  for  disability  at  said  time,  at  present  we 
deem  it  proper  to  ask  you  to  take  up  the  consideration  of  his  claim  and 
donate  to  him  such  sum  as  the  convention  may  'deem  just  and  proper 
after  a  proper  consideration  of  the  same.

This  resolution  was  introduced  by  Delegate  Gus.  Adams, 
representing  L.  U.  No.  237,  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  and  was  referred 
to  us  by  the  convention. 

We,  your  committee,  non-concur  in  the  above  resolution : 
First,  on  account  of  there  being  no  evidence,  such  as  doctors' 
certificates,  etc.,  other  than  the  resolution ;  second,  on  account 
of  no  claim  for  disability  donation  ever  being  made  prior  to 
this  convention,  and,  third,  on  account  of  there  being  no  pro- 
vision in  the  constitution  whereby  we  can  make  donations  of 
this  kind. 

A  Delegate — Here  is  another  case  exactly  the  same.  If 
we  go  on  granting  these  donations  we  won't  do  anything  else 
in  this  convention.  The  thing  to  do  now  is  to  put  the  lid  on 
and  enforce  the  law. 

Delegate  Adams  made  a  statement  in  support  of  the  reso- 
lution and  stated  that  his  Local  Union  realized  when  the  doc- 
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tor's  certificate  came  in  that  it  was  too  late  to  present  the 
claim  to  the  General  Office,  but  that  the  financial  condition  of 
the  brother  in  question  prompted  his  Local  Union  to  instruct 
him  to  present  the  matter  to  the  convention.  He  further 
stated  that  past  conventions  had  established  a  precedent  by 
making  donations  for  causes  less  worthy. 

President  Kirby — In  connection  with  this  case  and  the 
statement  that  has  been  made  in  reference  to  the  convention 
donating  money  in  the  past,  I  wish  to  say  that  what  has  been 
done  in  the  past  has  nothing  to  do  with  this  convention.  The 
law  is  specific,  and  if  this  convention  donates  any  money  they 
will  do  it  on  an  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair.  I  am 
just  as  sympathetic  as  any  man  here  in  the  hall  and  I  would 
do  just  as  much  for  this  brother  as  any  other  member.  You 
have  no  right  to  make  a  donation  of  the  character  asked  for 
and  the  question  is  out  of  order. 

A  Delegate — I  move  you  that  the  Chair  give  the  brother 
the  privilege  of  passing  among  the  delegates  here  and  asking 
for  voluntary  contributions. 

The  motion  was  duly  seconded,  but  was  lost  on  being  put 
to  a  vote  of  the  convention.. 

Secretary  Duffy  read  the  following  communication:

Whereas,  In  order  to  gain  the  desired  results  we  must  put  forth 
our  best  efforts,  not  only  to  come  in  closer  touch  with  one  another,  but 
to  better  organize  our  craft  through  the  State  of  Indiana;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  appeal  to  every  member  of  our  organization  in- 
dividually and  collectively  to  exert  their  best  efforts  to  carry  out  and 
maintain  a  State  Council;  and  be  it  further 
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Resolved,  That  the  State  Council  in  session  in  Indianapolis,  Ind., 
September  18-19,  1914,  appeal  to  the  delegates  from  Indiana  attending 
the  International  Convention  of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters 
and  Joiners  of  America  to  meet  with  the  officers  and  executive  members 
of  the  Indiana  State  Council  in  the  District  Council  room  in  Cosmos 
Castle,  corner  Maryland  street  and  Capitol  avenue  on  Wednesday  even- 
ing at  8  o'clock,  September  23rd,  1914  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  the 
interests  of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  Ameri- 
ca; and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  we  urge  every  delegate  of  the  State  of  Indiana  to 
attend  this  meeting.

Secretary  McDonald  stated  that  the  work  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Appeals  and  Grievances  was  complete  for  the  time 
being  and  that  the  committee  would  meet  tonight  at  7  o'clock 
at  Headquarters.  He  requested  those  interested  in  resolu- 
tions referred  to  the  committee  to  appear  as  early  as  possible 
for  hearings. 

President  Kirby  announced  that  President  Gompers  had 
been  invited  to  address  the  convention  and  that  he  was  in  In- 
dianapolis. "He  is  the  head  of  the  labor  movement  in  Amer- 
ica," said  the  General  President,  "and  I  trust  you  will  give 
him  a  welcome  reception.  He  will  be  here  at  2  o'clock.  At 
1:30  all  the  delegates  and  their  ladies  are  requested  to  meet 
in  front  of  the  Headquarters  for  the  purpose  of  having  a  pic- 
ture taken." 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the -fraternal  delegates 
from  the  Texas  State  Council  and  the  Oklahoma  State  Coun- 
cil be  granted  a  voice  on  all  subjects,  but  no  vote. 

Delegate  Ryan — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  The  only  rep- 
resentation under  the  law  in  this  convention  is  from  Local 
Unions. 

President  Kirby — The  Chair  differs  with  you  and  does 
not  sustain  your  point  of  order. 

The  motion  to  seat  the  fraternal  delegates,  with  voice  on 
all  matters  but  no  vote,  was  put  to  vote  and  carried. 
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Delegate  Fried  offered  a  motion  that  a  donation  of  $50.00 
per  month  be  continued  to  the  National  Women's  Trade  Union 
League. 

Delegate  Guerin — A  point  of  order.  You  cannot  intro- 
duce a  resolution  from  the  floor  without  amending  the  rules. 

President  Kirby — Your  point  of  order  is  well  taken.  In- 
troduce a  resolution,  Brother  Fried. 

The  convention  adjourned  at  11 :30  to  reconvene  at  2 
p.  m.

The  report  of  the  General  Executive  Board,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  case  of  deceased  Brother  D.  S.  Fitzgerald,  was 
submitted,  as  follows: 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  attending  the  Eighteenth  General  Conven- 
tion of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  Amer- 
ica, Indianapolis,  Ind. : 

Brothers — In  conformity  with  the  instructions  of  the  convention  at 
this  morning's  session  the  G.  E.  B.  met  in  special  session  at  1  o'clock 
this  afternoon  and  took  under  consideration  the  action  passed  by  the 
convention  relative  to  defraying  the  expenses  incidental  to  the  return- 
ing of  the  body  of  deceased  Brother  D.  S.  Fitzgerald  to  his  home  and 
loved  ones  in  Boston.    The  G.  E.  B.  instructs  the  General  Treasurer  to 
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pay  the  expenses  incurred  in  properly  returning  the  body  of  Brother 
Fitzgerald  to  his  bereaved  family.  This  includes  all  expenses  incurred 
in  Indianapolis  and  in  delivering  the  body  to  his  home. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  action  of  the  General  Execu- 
tive Board  was  unanimously  carried. 

President  Kirby — We  have  with  us  today,  brothers,  a 
fellow  trades  unionist  who  wishes  the  privilege  of  the  floor 
for  a  few  minutes  and  I  now  take  pleasure  in  introducing 
Brother  John  P.  Frey,  editor  of  the  International  Holders' 
Journal. 

Mr.  Frey  said  in  part: 

It  is  not  my  purpose  to  make  any  speech  or  to  do  anything  more 
than  very  briefly  state  the  object  of  my  visit  to  this  convention.  I  have 
come  as  a  representative  of  the  International  Holders*  Union  for  the 
purpose  of  asking  the  moral  support  of  this  great  organization  in  con- 
nection with  the  trouble  we  are  now  involved  in. 

You  are  all  familiar  with  the  unfairness  of  employers  and  you 
know  their  methods.  I  am  not  going  to  try  to  stir  your  sympathies  or 
your  feelings.  It  is  enough  to  say  that  the  Reading  Hardware  Com- 
pany, of  Reading,  Pa.,  closed  down  its  plant  a  few  months  ago,  and 
when  they  reopened  the  foundry  they  served  notice  on  our  members 
(the  shop  had  previously  been  a  union  shop)  that  they  did  not  want 
journeymen  molders  any  longer,  that  they  would  operate  their  foundry 
with  laborers. 

Our  members  were  locked  out  and  were  never  placed  back  at  work 
again,  and  the  International  Holders'  Union  has  been  supporting  them 
ever  since.  This  company  manufactures  material  that  is  handled  very 
largely  by  carpenters — locks,  etc.,  and  other  stuff  used  in  building  con- 
struction. The  International  Holders'  Union  feels  that  they  have  the 
friendship  of  your  organization;  we  feel  that  you  will  give  us  that  de- 
gree of  moral  support  which  will  be  invaluable  to  us  at  this  time,  and 
we  therefore  make  the  following  requests: 

First:  That  you  merely  endorse  the  position  that  we  took  in  sup- 
porting our  men  that  have  been  locked  out. 

Second:    That  you  authorize  one  of  the  officers  of  your  organiza- 
tion to  visit  the  management  of  the  hardware  company  in  connection 
with  our  president,  so  that  with  our  president  he  may  be  able  to  bring 
^  about  an  adjustment  of  our  difficulties.    We  feel  that  with  the  presence 
of  one  of  your  officers  the  probability  of  bringing  about  a  favorable 
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settlement  will  be  much  brighter  than  if  we  went  at  it  single-handed. 
In  this  instance  I  am  perfectly  willing  to  leave  the  matter  in  your  hands. 
In  acting  upon  the  matter,  I  know  you  will  appreciate  the  fact  that  you 
will  be  helping  one  of  the  organizations  that  has  earned  the  reputation 
of  being  willing  to  help  other  trades  unions  as  energetically  as  any 
other  organization.    I  thank  you. 

President  Kirby — The  request  made  by  Brother  Frey 
will  be  given  consideration  by  this  convention  and  the  mold- 
ers'  organization  notified  of  the  action  taken. 

President  Gompers  entered  the  hall  at  this  time  and  his 
arrival  was  greeted  with  prolonged  applause. 

President  Kirby,  in  introducing  President  Gompers, 
said : 

There  is  no  use  of  my  saying  that  I  am  pleased  to  have  the  privilege 
and  honor  of  presenting  Brother  Gompers  to  you,  and  there  is  no  use 
of  attempting  to  tell  you  who  or  what  he  is.  I  will  simply  say  to  you 
that  this  is  "Brother  Sam." 

President  Gompers  said: 

Mr.  President  and  Fellow  Union  Men;  Ladies  and  Gentlemen:  When 
the  invitation  was  extended  to  me  by  your  worthy  President,  I  had  very 
many  duties  ahead  of  me  and  I  could  scarcely  see  my  way  clear  where  or 
how  I  could  so  dovetail  these  duties  to  enable  me  to  come  to  Indianapolis 
and  attend  your  convention.  I  suppose  it  may  be  something  after  the 
fashion  that  "Where  there's  a  will  there's  a  way,"  and  having  in  mind 
certain  instructions,  both  of  the  convention  of  the  American  Federation 
of  Labor,  as  well  as  of  my  colleagues  of  the  Executive  Council  to  see 
to  it  that  certain  conditions  existing  between  two  organizations  having 
rival  claims  causing  disputes,  to  meet  with  them  and  endeavor  to  ad- 
just their  differences  and  reconcile  them  and  amalgamate  them,  I  found 
a  way  by  just  dove-tailing  the  one  engagement  with  the  other.  And  so 
I  was  placed  in  the  position,  the  happy  position  to  give  an  affirmative 
answer  to  the  invitation,  accepted  it,  and  in  compliance  therewith  I  am 
glad  of  the  opportunity  of  being  here  this'  afternoon.  And  I  want  to 
thank  you  for  the  warmth  and  the  courtesy  of  your  reception  to  me. 

May  I  say,  however,  no  matter  how  high  an  appreciation  I  have 
of  your  reception,  I  would  rather  interpret  its  warmth  and  its  generosity 
as  being  a  tribute  to  the  great  labor  movement  which  we  have  jointly 
the  honor  to  represent,  rather  than  to  any  individual  man  of  that  move- 
ment. But  whether  it  be  either  or  both,  the  pleasure  of  meeting  with 
you — you  men,  many  of  whom  I  am  on  terms  of  the  most  Intimate  per- 
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sonal  and  fraternal  relations,  men  who  have  met  me  in  my  peregrina- 
tions throughout  the  country,  men  who  have  met  me  at  the  home  office, 
men  with  whom  I  have  corresponded  for  long  terms  of  years,  men  whom  I 
have  had  the  honor  to  address  in  their  own  home  cities,  men  in  this 
convention  of  the  Brotherhood — the  thought  was  thrust  home  upon  me 
that  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  knowing  of  the  first  of  your  birth  and 
the  struggles  attending  it,  the  terrible  struggles  which  you  had  to  en- 
counter in  the  maintenance  of  your  Brotherhood.  As  in  the  formation  of 
our  great  Republic,  the  elements  composing  it  had  no  confidence  either 
in  its  existence  or  its  ultimate  maintenance.  It  was  only  after  the  Re- 
public of  the  United  States  had  demonstrated  the  ability  of  a  govern- 
ment to  rest  upon  the  consent  of  the  governed  and  to  be  successful 
in  giving  force,  and  life,  and  power  to  the  expression  of  the  sovereigns 
of  that  Republic  that  its  great  function  and  its  great  influence  were  re- 
spected and  confidence  in  it  established. 

And  so  with  the  American  Federation  of  Labor.  I  remember  that 
when  about  ten  years  after  its  formation  a  labor  paper  in  one  of  its 
editorials  criticised  the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  declaring  that 
it  was  but  a  "rope  of  sand,"  and  "that  the  workingmen  would  never 
have  confidence  in  it,"  and  that  "Unionism  would  alienate  its  loyalty 
from  the  Federation." 

So  with  your  Brotherhood.  There  were  organizations  of  carpenters 
and  joiners  in  many  parts  of  the  country,  and  it  was  a  terrific  struggle 
to  convince  them  that,  though  the  Brotherhood  was  loose-jointed,  was 
imperfect,  after  all  it  was  laying  the  basis  of  a  great  institution  and  that 
its  final  success  did  not  depend  upon  any  written  law  then  promulgated 
but  upon  the  respect  and  confidence,  the  intelligence,  the  ability,  the 
faithfulness  and  the  solidarity  of  the  carpenters  of  America,  to  make  the 
the  organization  what  it  is.  For,  after  all,  our  organization,  our  Federa- 
tion, our  country  can  only  be  what  we  are.  If  we  had  a  form  of  or- 
ganization, if  we  had  a  country  based  upon  power,  vested  in  a  king,  an 
emperor,  an  autocrat,  why  then  the  membership  of  the  organization 
need  not  be  informed.  All  that  is  necessary  is  to  have  a  well-meaning 
y    or  an  able  autocrat. 

But  in  our  organization  of  labor,  as  in  theory  at  least  in  the  citizen- 
ship, the  success  of  both  depends  upon  the  earnestness,  the  power  and 
the  ability  to  think  and  to  translate  the  thought  into  action  that  can 
make  our  organization  virile  and  our  Republic  a  credit  to  the  people. 

You  can,  from  what  I  have  already  said,  gain  something  of  the 
great  gratification  which  I  feel  when  around  me,  throughout  this  great  land 
of  ours,  through  this  great  continent  of  America,  I  find  that  out  of  these 
loosely  formed  locals  has  come  the  Brotherhood,  out  of  the  "rope  of  sand" 
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of  our  Federation  has  come  a  movement  with  which,  the  thinking  men 
and  women  of  the  civilized  world  have  come  to  understand  and  appreciate 
for  their  country-wide,  continent-wide  influence  for  the  good  of  every 
man,  woman  and  child  and  the  people  generally.  And  it  is  with  a  peculiar 
pride  that  I  have  watched  the  growth  of  your  Brotherhood.  You  will 
notice,  perhaps,  that  I  have  not  gotten  out  of  the  fashion  of  calling 
your  organization  "the  Brotherhood," — your  "United  Brotherhood."  Two 
years  ago,  when  your  convention  was  being  held  at  Washington,  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  addressing  the  officers  and  delegates,  and  I  then  referred  to 
the  development  and  the  growth  of  your  United  Brotherhood.  And  it 
is  with  much  satisfaction  that  I  am  informed  that  there  is  still  a  con- 
tinued extension  of  membership,  of  power  and  of  influence  for  good  un- 
der the  banner  of  your  United  Brotherhood,  that  for  two  years,  not- 
withstanding many  vicissitudes,  notwithstanding  many  obstacles,  your 
organization  has  grown.  And  that  its  various  branches,  locals  and 
councils  in  the  various  cities  and  towns  throughout  America  have  been 
of  substantial  benefit  in  protecting  and  advancing  the  interests  of  the 
men  who  work  at  your  trade.  And  that  as  a  consequence  the  entire 
organization,  with  its  local  ramifications,  has  brought  into  the  homes 
of  the  men  who  work  at  your  trade  life  and  light,  and  have  not  only 
shortened  the  work-day,  wherever  you  are  employed,  but  have  made 
the  life  of  the  wife,  the  son  and  the  daughter,  of  the  little  children, 
brighter  and  happier,  and  made  for  them  the  opportunity  that  they  can 
take  their  place  in  the  world's  struggle  better  prepared,  better  equipped 
to  meet  the  contests  and  the  struggles  of  life  than  you  and  I  were  pre- 
pared in  our  young  days. 

So  this  satisfaction  of  growth,  this  satisfaction  of  achievement,  this 
satisfaction  of  the  spirit  of  solidarity — and  when  I  say  satisfaction  I 
would  have  no  one  believe  that  that  satisfaction  is  in  its  entirety,  for 
in  the  philosophy  of  trades  unionism  there  is  no  end,  there  is  no  goal 
except  the  goal  of  today,  the  necessities  of  a  better  life  and  better  con- 
ditions tomorrow,  and  not  only  for  today  and  tomorrow  but  ever  and  ever 
and  ever  pressing  onward  to  make  each  day  a  better  day  than  has 
gone  before,  and  never  quitting  in  the  onward  march  for  human  justice 
and  human  progress.  This  life  of  ours  is  one  of  evolution  or  "devo- 
lution," marching  forward  in  the  struggle  for  industrial  justice,  or  we 
are  forced  back,  and  resisting  day  by  day.  There  is  no  such  thing 
in  the  whole  physical  life  of  man  that  can  be  spelled  or  interpreted  to 
mean  stagnation.  It  is  either  forward  or  backward.  Even  death  itself 
is  not  final.  There  may  be  transmutation  and  transformation  but 
stagnation,  never.  So  it  must  be  the  duty,  as  it  is  the  mission  of  every 
man  and  woman  who  works  for  wages,  to  give  his  service  to  society, 
a  service  without  which  civilized  life  would  be  impossible..  It  must  be 
the  duty,  I  repeat,  as  it  is  the  mission,  to  go  abroad  and  preach  the  gos- 
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pel  to  the  uninformed,  to  preach  the  gospel  of  unionism,  to  preach 
the  gospel  of  our  duty  to  our  fellows  and  their  duty  in  turn  to  us, 
to  answer  the  question  propounded  to  the  human  race  for  thousands 
of  years. 

We  give  the  answer,  "Yes"  to  the  question:  "Am  I  my  brother's 
keeper?"  Yes,  we  are  our  brothers'  keeper,  and  we  must  help  bear  their 
burdens  and  make  common  cause,  or  else  we  must  help  to  uplift  every 
man  and  woman  who  toils  to  at  least  equal  to  ourselves,  or  very  nearly 
equal  to  ourselves,  or  we  shall  as  surely  as  the  sun  rises  and  sets  be 
pulled  down  to  theirs.  It  is  a  question  of  unselfish  hope  and  desire  to  be 
helpful  to  our  brothers  and  sisters  of  toil.  Or  if  you  want  to  rob  the 
sentiment  of  unselfishness,  then  upon  its  bald  statement  declare  that, 
in  our  interests,  to  protect  our  own  condition,  it  is  essential  that  we 
shall  more  thoroughly  than  ever  inaugurate  and  conduct  a  successful  and 
continuous,  never-ending  campaign  for  the  unionization  of  every  man  and 
woman  who  works  for  wages.  And  in  the  same  degree  as  the  growth  of 
our  organization,  our  own  Unions,  must  come  the  growth  and  the  in- 
fluence and  the  feeling  of  solidarity  among  the  Unions  with  the  Unions 
in  federation. 

I  ask  you  men,  you  delegates  to  this  convention,  to  think  of  this 
one  fact:  here  in  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  today  we  have  or- 
ganizations affiliated  to  it  with  a  membership  of  about  two  million,  one 
hundred  thousand.  You,  in  your  home  and  in  your  travels,  have  learned 
of  what  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  has  done  and  has  been  trying 
to  do,  and  the  estimation  in  which  it  is  held,  not  only  by  our  fellow 
trades  unionists  but  by  the  public  generally  and  by  the  law-making 
bodies.  I  ask  you,  then,  to  consider  if  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor  and  its  affiliated  Unions  have  accomplished  as  much  as  has  been  ac- 
complished, if  it  is  so  highly  respected  and  esteemed  for  the  good  that 
it  has  done  and  the  good  it  tries  to  do;  can  you  imagine  what  the  posi- 
tion of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  the  position  of  the  various 
unions  of  labor  would  be  if  there  were  four  or  five  millions  of  trades 
unionists  under  the  banner  of  their  own  national  organization  and  in  full 
affiliation  and  solidarity  with  the  American  Federation  of  Labor?  Think 
of  what  it  would  mean! 

The  potentiality  of  such  a  movement  is  ^beyond  the  ken  of  man  in 
our  time.  When  the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  through  its  inter- 
national unions,  reached  a  membership  of  two  million  I  coined  a  phrase 
which  was  rather  an  expression  of  hope  and  which  I  wanted  the  union 
men  of  America  to  think  of  and  to  repeat  to  their  fellows,  and  to  make  it 
a  slogan  and  a  watchword:  "Now  for  the  three  million  mark!"  "Now 
for  the  three  million  mark!"  And  then  when  that  shall  have  been  at- 
tained I  trust  that  those  who  will  follow  me,  follow  us,  will  raise  the 
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slogan:  "Now  for  the  four  million  mark!"  And  so  on,  and  so  on  until 
there  shall  be  embraced  in  the  great  labor  movement  of  America  every 
human  being  who  works  by  his  hands  or  brain  as  a  wage  earner.  (Ap- 
plause.) 

One  of  the  things  which  I  noted  with  a  great  deal  of  satisfaction 
was  that  one  of  the  disputes  which  your  organization  has  had  with  the 
Amalgamated  Carpenters — the  Amalgamated  Society  of  Carpenters — has 
been  successfully  set  aside  and  overcome,  and  there  is  now  a  unanimity 
of  purpose  to  work  jointly  for  the  common  end,  rather  than  to  be  in 
rivalry  with  each  other.  I  know  the  efforts  that  it  has  cost.  I  know 
the  time  and  money  that  it  has  cost,  but  having  had  the  opportunity  of 
meeting  with  the  members  of  the  United  Brotherhood  and  with  the  rep- 
resentatives of  the  Amalgamated  Society  of  Carpenters  while  the  con- 
tention was  going  on,  and  since,  it  is  with  a  peculiar  satisfaction  that 
I  know,  and  the  labor  movement  has  to  its  achievement,  that  that  dis- 
pute is  out  of  the  way. 

It  has  not  left  every  dispute  out  of  the  way,  and  that  you  know,  if 
not  better,  at  least  just  as  well  as  I  do.  This  thought  may  I  hope  to 
impress  upon  your  mind.  I  think  I  gave  expression  to  it  in  some  form 
or  other  to  your  last  convention,  and  that  is  that  when  we  gain  great 
strength  we,  at  the  same  time,  have  placed  upon  our  shoulders  great 
responsibility.  It  is  not  alone  the  question  of  having  great  power,  but 
how  that  power  shall  be  wisely  wielded. 

Perhaps  there  is  no  better  demonstration  of  unwise  power  anywhere 
than  is  shown  in  the  terrible  war — murder,  wholesale  murder — which  is 
going  on  on  the  other  side  of  the  water. 

I  frankly  confess  to  you  my  great  regret  that  the  membership  of 
the  United  Brotherhood  decided  to  withdraw  from  the  Building  Trades 
Department.  I  shall  not  discuss  the  merits  or  demerits  of  the  claims 
which  the  members  of  the  Brotherhood  either  felt  they  had  or  knew 
they  had,  or  believed  they  had  for  the  causes  which  prompted  them  to 
urge,  and  to  finally  vote  for  the  withdrawal  of  the  United  Brotherhood 
from  the  Department.  But  it  seemed  to  me  that  it  was,  if  not  a  wrong 
— I  shall  not  accuse  you  of  committing  a  wrong — I  believe  it  was  a 
mistake;  it  was  a  tactical  mistake.  I  know  that  the  Building  Trades 
Department  is  not  perfect.  I  know  that  it  has  made  mistakes;  it  has 
been  told  that  it  made  mistakes.  In  some  instances  mistakes  have  been 
acknowledged  to  have  been  made  and  rectification  of  the  mistakes 
made.  We  cannot  expect  to  build  up  a  perfect  or  a  perfected  Building 
Trades  Department  by  getting  out  of  it.  The  best  method  of  bringing 
about  reform  or  change  of  policy,  or  change  of  law,  or  change  of 
system  in  any  organization  or  in  a  department,  or  in  the  Federation 
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itself  is  by  sticking  to  it,  by  constant,  persistent,  never-ending  vigilance 
and  fighting  for  the  conviction  which  is  in  your  hearts  and  in  your  minds. 
For  only  a  few  minutes  did  I  have  the  privilege  of  just  casually  glancing 
over  a  few  statements  contained  in  the  report  of  your  worthy  General 
President,  brother  Kir  by.  I  read  what  he  had  to  say  in  regard  to  the 
Building  Trades  Department,  and  part  of  it  only,  of  what  he  has  said  in 
regard  to  the  American  Federation  of  Labor.  You  will  find  that  in  his 
report  he  calls  attention  to  the  fundamental  error  of  the  Building 
Trades  Department  when  he  says:  "It  tried  to  make  progress  too  fast." 
It  failed  to  have  in  mind  the  fact  that  the  men  of  labor  are  not  mere 
pieces  of  clay  which  could  be  molded  in  any  way  which  the  majority 
would  deterhiine,  in  which  form  the  majority  decided  they  should  be 
molded.  It  failed  to  have  in  consideration  the  fact  that  the  members  of 
the  organizations  were  human  beings,  human  beings  that  had  strength 
of  character  in  each  of  them  and  weakness  of  character,  that 
they  were  broad  or  narrow,  generous  or  selfish,  looking  over  the  field 
of  industry  as  if  over  a  great  horizon;  it  failed  to  take  into  consideration 
every  detail,  that  they  had  hearts  and  minds,  and  that  hence  it  is  better 
to  walk  regularly  at  a  steady  gait  of  progress  than  to  get  out  of  breath 
by  over-running  and  stopping  the  wheels  of  the  entire  industrial  organ- 
ization of  labor. 

The  fact  of  the  matter  is,  Mr.  President,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  that 
there  are  too  many  of  us  who  are  still  prone  to  the  idea  that  we  want  to 
regulate  every  human  piece  of  activity  by  law.  There  are  too  many  of 
us  who  want  to  make  others  do  things  by  law  and  decline  or  fail  to 
appreciate  the  fact  that  men  and  women  can  be  persuaded  by  appeal 
to  their  intelligence  and  to  their  sympathy,  to  their  sentiment  and  to 
their  conscience,  thus  securing  greater  results  in  loyalty  and  co-operation 
than  by  attempting  to  force  men  and  women  to  do  things  against  their 
wills.  The  human  equation  must  be  taken  into  consideration,  the  human 
strength,  the  human  weakness,  the  human  shortcomings.  And  our  labor 
movement  is  no  different  in  these  respects  from  any  organization  of 
any  sort,  or  any  country  founded  upon  any  idea  of  fundamental  prin- 
ciples, whether  that  is  of  democracy,  or  aristocracy,  or  autocracy.  But 
we  can't  use  force.  We  ought  not  use  force  even  if  we  had  the  power 
to  use  it,  but  we  haven't  any  army  or  navy,  or  militia  or  police  to  en- 
force the  decrees  and  the  decisions  of  Labor,  and  we  don't  want  to 
have  these  elements  to  enforce  Labor's  conclusions. 

There  must  be  a  discipline  among  the  organized  workers  of  our 
country  and  our  continent  if  we  expect  successful  continuation  of  pro- 
gress in  the  interests  of  the  workers  of  our  labor  movement,  and  that 
discipline  cannot  be  enforced  upon  another,  or  upon  others.  It  must, 
then,  be  a  discipline  which  we  voluntarily  accept  and  assume. 
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It  is  my  hope  that  in  the  very  near  future  the  American  labor  move- 
ment, the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  will  have  entered  into  a  new 
lease  of  life  for  all  time  to  come,  based  upon'  the  voluntary  concept  of 
discipline,  rather  than  by  the  attempt  to  force  decisions  unwillingly 
down  men's  throats.  If  we  can  train  men  in  the  labor  movement  to 
appreciate  the  consequence  of  such  a  change  or  reform,  if  we  can  bring 
them  to  adopt  it  it  will,  in  my  judgment,  do  much  to  alleviate  this  cause 
of  dissension  and  threat  of  destruction  to  the  movement.  And  I  am 
counting  on  the  support  of  the  rank  and  file,  the  officials  and  the  mem- 
bership of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters,  to  aid  in  the  movement 
that  shall  establish  for  all  time  to  come  the  voluntary  character  of 
the  organized  labor  movement  of  America  rather  than  the  rut  into  which 
some  of  it  has  fallen.  "Compulsion,"  "force,"  "must"  and  "shall"  have 
been  the  prevailing  slogans. 

Let  me  say  also  that  the  Building  Trades  Department  was  founded 
at  the  request  and  at  the  general  insistence  of  the  ofllcers  and  representa- 
tives of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners,  just  as 
strongly  as  any  other  organization  in  the  building  trades.  Now  I  hope 
that  some  day  we  may  reach  the  time  when  we  shall  be  errorless  and 
when  we  shall  be  perfect,  but  I  am  very  apprehensive  that  when  that 
day  comes,  we  shall  no  longer  be  on  this  mundane  sphere,  but  out  of 
our  shoulders  will  spring  beautiful  golden  wings,  and  we  shall  all  be 
angels.  I  have  my  day  dreams,  I  allow  my  imagination  sometimes  to 
run  riot;  I  have  builded  my  castles  in  the  air;  I  have  constantly  looked 
forward  and  forward,  and  only  looking  backward  as  it  might  be  a 
guide  and  encouragement  for  future  activity  and  hope,  but  I  have  never 
yet  been  able  to  conceive  of  a  time  when  man,  in  his  entirety,  would 
reach  a  stage  of  perfection.  If  we  can  avoid  an  error  today,  and  tomor- 
row, if  we  can  correct  an  error,  if  we  can  avoid  mistakes,  if  we  shall 
gain  by  experience,  and,  by  the  way,  I  may  say  that  after  all  that  which 
we  call  experience  is  only  a  confession  of  the  errors  we  have  made  in 
the  past — if  we  can  learn  from  our  errors  and  to  avoid  them  for  the 
future,  then  we  shall  have  made  progress. 

May  I  say"  a  word  in  regard  to  what  may  have  escaped  the  attention 
of  some,  and  that  is,  in  the  American  labor  movement  the  policy  de- 
clared for  and  inaugurated  has  been  for  the  first  time  put  into  actual 
effect.  You  know,  at  least  those  of  you  who  are  youngsters — and  I  find 
that  you  are  nearly  all  youngsters,  even  you  gray-headed  brothers  are 
youngsters,  as  I  hope  I  am — you  remember  the  time  that  no  matter  what 
change  occurred,  whatever  change  occurred,  you  were  always  met  by  the 
employer  with  the  statement  that  the  change  necessitated  a  reduction  in 
your  wages.  Sometimes  a  change  in  the  weather.  But  whether  it  was 
financial  speculation  or  the  incompetency  of  our  captains  of  industry, 
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wage  reductions  were  offered  as  the  only  way  out  of  the  difficulty.  And 
we  know  that  whenever  that  policy  was  assumed  and  accepted,  it  simply 
meant  that  for  a  period  of  two,  or  five,  or  ten  years  the  conditions  of 
the  working  people  of  the  country  went  down  lower  and  lower.  During 
the  movement  to  inaugurate  the  financial  panic  of  1907,  when  the  American 
labor  movement  declared — and  I  was  proud  to  have  participated  in  the 
declaration — that  the  otfer  of  employers  to  re'i.uce  wages  as  a  way  out 
of  the  panic  would  no  longer  be  tolerated,  the  labor  movement  stood 
for  protest  and  resistance  against  reductions  in  wages  and  thought  it 
would  be  better  to  resist  and  lose  than  not  to  resist  at  all.  And  since 
that  policy  has  been  introduced,  since  that  stand  has  been  taken  there 
has  not  in  all  America  been  any  like  effort  made  to  reduce  wages.  Here 
and  there  you  will  find  some  arrogant,  foolish  man  thinking  that  he  is 
powerful  enough  to  resist  this  onward  wave  of  the  men  and  women  of 
toil,  but  he  is  usually  swept  aside  and  the  great  movement  has  gone 
on.  And  during  that  period  v/hich  I  have  mentioned,  and  the  many 
changes  since,  the  general  policy  declared  by  the  American  Federation 
of  Labor  that  a  reduction  in  wages  shall  be  resisted  by  the  toilers  of 
our  continent,  there  have  been  no  reduction  in  wages.  So,  even  during 
this  present  condition  prevailing,  when  there  are  large  numbers  of  our 
men  and  our  women  unemployed,  still  the  watchword  of  Organized  Labor 
is  heeded  and  no  serious  attempt  to  reduce  wages  has  been  made.  They 
understand — the  employers  generally — they  understand  that  American 
workers  are  in  no  mood  to  permit  a  cut  in  their  wages  and  a  lengthen- 
ing of  the  hours  of  their  labor  to  bring  dismal  gloom  into  the  homes  and 
the  lives  of  America's  working  people.  We  propose  to  go  onward  and 
forward  in  the  constant  uplift  movement  for  those  who  toil,  for  those 
who  are  dependent  upon  the  toilers  and  benefiting  all  the  human  family 
regardless  of  what  position  they  occupy  in  life. 

There  are  several  things  that  come  to  my  mind,  and  I  would  like  to 
present  them  to  you;  and  yet  I  ought  not  to  take  too  much 
of  your  valuable  time.  Men  come  here  from  different  parts  of 
America,  assem.ble  here  to  transact  the  business  of  the  great  rank  and 
file  of  the  United  Brotherhood,  and  their  time  ought  not  be  so  much 
taken  up  presenting  matters  which  may  well  be  said  at  another  time. 
And  yet  I  feel  impressed  to  say  a  word  or  two  upon  one  thing  of  our 
own  country,  of  the  United  States  in  regard  to  legislation. 

There  are  some  men  who  accuse  us  of  being  slow,  there  are  some 
who  say  we  have  not  made  any  progress  at  all.  Others  say:  "You 
ought  to  go  and  do  this  politically;  you  ought  to  join  that  party,  you 
ought  to  abandon  the  policies  you  have  been  following  in  the  past."  I 
want  to  say  to  you,  my  friends,  that  there  is  not  a  country  on  the  face 
of  the  globe  where  such  advanced  progress  has  been  made  within  these 
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past  ten  years  of  legislation  in  the  interests  of  the  toiling  masses  than 
has  been  made  right  here  in  the  United  States,  and  in  our  several  States. 
(Applause.) 

You  will  recall  the  decisions  of  the  courts  bringing  the  organiza- 
tions of  labor,  the  organizations  of  the  working  people  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Sherman  Anti-trust  Law.  That  was  an  attempt  to  curb 
the  organizations  of  the  toilers  and  prevent  them  from  being  effective 
in  protecting  and  promoting  the  rise  and  interests  of  the  working  people. 
It  was  an  attempt  to  disturb,  to  destroy  the  organizations  of  labor,  for  I 
take  it  that  we  would  not  want  an  organization  simply  to  sing:  "My 
country  'tis  of  thee."  Not  an  organization  simply  to  pay  mutual  com- 
pliments to  each  other,  or  say:  "You  first,  my  dear  Gaston,"  or  "You 
first,  my  dear  Alphonse."  Honor  is  not  necessary.  An  organization  of 
the  working  people  must  be  to  protect  the  only  thing  that  the  working 
people  own,  and  that  is  their  labor  power,  their  power  to  labor.  And 
the  right  to  the  ownership  and  the  control  of  that  labor  power  is  hot 
vested  in  any  other  human  being  unless  slavery  exists.  We  have  seen 
the  courts  decide  a  law,  the  Sherman  Anti-trust  Law,  intended  to  pro- 
tect the  people  from  the  robbery  of  the  corporations  and  the  trusts — 
we  have  seen  that  law  interpreted  to  mean  "You,"  "You,"  and  me — 
working  men  all  over  the  country.  "You  trust  magnates,"  "You,  chief 
trust  magnate  of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters,"  Brother  Kirby. 
That  is  the  conception  of  the  court  in  the  interpretation  of  the  Sherman 
Anti-trust  Law,  and  under  such  interpretation  any  member  could  be 
arrested  and  indicted  and  sent  to  prison  for  a  term  of  a  year  and  fined 
five  thousand  dollars.  Or  any  member,  or  any  second  member  could 
be  sued  for  any  damages  which  an  employer  or  a  business  man  could 
show  that  he  sustained  because  you  refused  to  work  with  him  or  you 
refused  to  purchase  the  things  which  he  had  for  sale.  And  then  your 
organization  could  be  proceeded  against  and  dissolved  as  trusts,  or  as 
combinations  in  illegal  restraint  of  trade.  And  side  by  side  then  came 
these  injunctions  issued  to  prohibit  men  from  exercising,  not  only  their 
God-given  right,  but  their  inherent,  natural  right  of  free  speech,  the 
right  to  free  press,  not  censured  after  published,  but  enjoined  from 
publishing.  Men  were  tried  for  contempt  of  court  and  sentenced  to 
imprisonment  for  long  terms,  some  for  shorter  terms,  because  they 
dared  exercise  their  natural  and  their  inherent  right  of  free  speech  and 
free  press.  And  in  passing  I  want-  to  say  that  no  man  has  the  right  to 
expect  that  he  shall  abuse  the  right  of  free  speech  or  the  right  of  free 
press  without  being  responsible  for  his  utterances.  But  to  deny  the 
right  of  a  man  to  express  his  thoughts,  where  that  condition  prevails 
either  by  injunction  or  proclamation  of  a  king  or  a  czar,  citizenship 
is  gone,  freedom  destroyed,  and  autocracy  has  taken  its  place. 

It  was  the  fight  to  accomplish  these  rights  which  was  inaugurated 
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by  the  representatives  of  the  various  international  unions  of  America 
at  the  conference  held  in  Washington,  D.  C,  in  1906,  and  where  the 
first  Bill  of  Grievances  was  presented  to  the  then  President,  Vice-Presi- 
dent and  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Represeiitatives  of  the  nation.  And 
it  was  from  that  moment  on,  when  the  fight  was  made  upon  the  political 
field  to  secure  the  rights  to  which  I  have  referred  and  which  it  was 
essential  should  be  secured  for  America's  toilers  if  we  were  to  be  free 
citizens  and  independent  workmen  organized  to  serve  our  own  best  in- 
terests and  to  be  helpful  to  our  fellow  men.  And  let  me  say  without 
attempting  to  recount  the  history  of  the  struggle,  without  attempting 
to  even  hint  at  the  abuse  and  the  misrepresentation  heaped  upon  the 
heads  and  shoulders  of  the  active  trades  unionists  in  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor  because  we  dared,  in  face  of  the  bitterest  opposi- 
tion of  Big  Business,  of  the  employing  classes,  and  of  some  of  our  fool 
friends,  we  had  to  continue  the  fight  or  abandon  it,  and  with  it  aban- 
doned the  hope  to  secure  the  rights  for  our  fellow  workmen  was  gone. 

And  through  the  years  of  struggle,  through  the  years  of  sacrifice,  I 
can  say  to  you  that  five  of  the  demands  which  the  organized  labor 
movement  presented  to  the  then  President,  Vice-President  and  Speaker 
of  the  House  of  Representatives — out  of  the  six  demands,  five  have  been 
enacted  into  law  and  one  of  them,  which  I  have  tried  to  elucidate  we 
were  trying  to  remedy,  has  passed  the  House  of  Representatives  by  a 
unanimous  vote,  changed  and  strengthened  in  the  Senate  of  the  United 
States  and  passed  there  by  a  unanimous  vote.  The  bill  is  now  in  the 
hands  of  conferees  of  the  House  and  Senate,  and  the  labor  provisions 
which  I  have  referred  to  have  been  agreed  to  and  have  passed  the  Senate 
of  the  United  States. 

And  I  want  to  specifically  mention  one  feature  of  this  bill  which  I 
have  said  there  has  been  a  grant  for  its  passage  by  Congress.  I  shall 
not  enumerate  except  to  refer  to  the  features  to  regulate  and  limit  the 
issuance  of  injunctions.  I  shall  only  mention  without  enumerating  the 
regulation  for  contempt  trials  occurring  out  of  the  alleged  violation  of 
the  terms  of  injunctions.  Nor.  shall  I  more  than  refer  without  defining 
or  quoting  the  section  of  the  bill  which  refers  and  declares  that  "The 
organizations  of  the  working  people  shall  not  be  held  to  be  illegal  com- 
binations in  restraint  of  trade."  But  I  want  to  call  your  attention  to 
one  declaration  in  that  law.  Section  7  of  the  Clayton  Anti-trust  Bill, 
Section  7,  referring  to  the  organizations  of  the  working  people  not  being 
illegal  combinations  in  restraint  of  trade,  starts  off  with  these  words: 
"The  labor  of  a  human  being  is  not  a  commodity  or  an  article  of  com- 
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merce."    I  want  to  repeat  these  words,  for  I  want  them  to  be  burned 
and  seethed  into  your  minds  and  hearts: 

"THE  LABOR  OP  A  HUMAN  BEING  IS  NOT  A  COMMODITY  OR 
AN  ARTICLE  OF  COMMERCE." 

(Applause). 

Not  in  the  history  of  the  whole  world  has  there  been  any  legislative 
body  which  has  ever  declared  any  principle  comparable  with  the  one 
which  I  have  twice  quoted.  As  in  Magna  Charta  the  minds  of  the  people 
still  referred  only  to  the  then  citizenship,  and  not  to  the  workers.  As 
in  the  Declaration  of  Independence  was  contained  the  right  to  life, 
liberty  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness,  and  that  all  men  were  created 
equal,  and  yet  even  those  who  made  that  declaration  did  not  have  the 
negro  slaves  in  mind.  And  slavery  was  an  institution  of  our  country. 
As  the  proclamation  of  emancipation  gave  political  freedom  to  the 
black  slaves,  it  remained  for  the  achievement  of  American  Organized 
Labor  as  expressing  the  highest  sentiment  of  human  freedom,  of  human 
sovereignty  to  say:  "The  labor  of  a  human  being  is  not  a  commodity 
or  an  article  of  commerce."  This  is  the  climax  of  the  development  of 
man's  freedom  in  this  country  and  for  all  time  to  come. 

I  have  no  hesitancy  in  believing,  and  it  is  founded  not  alone  upon 
my  own  judgment,  but  upon  assurance  which  cannot  be  discredited  or 
doubted,  that  the  bill  containing  the  principle  as  I  have  quoted  to  you 
here  this  afternoon  will  be  a  law  of  the  United  States  of  America.  (Ap- 
plause.) 

I  cannot  forego  a  reference  to  the  terrific  condition  prevailing  on 
the  other  side,  because  we  are  all  affected  by  it  whether  we  are  all 
conscious  of  it  or  not.  This  world  of  ours  used  to  be,  when  men  of 
different  countries  were  so  far  apart — space  now  has  been  almost  elim- 
inated. We  go  from  one  side  of  the  Atlantic  to  the  other  now  in  five 
days  when  it  took  months  and  months  years  ago.  We  communicate  with 
the  whole  civilized  world,  in  the  remotest  part  of  the  world  by  the 
pressure  of  a  button  or  the  tick  of  a  key.  We  give  and  receive,  we  send 
and  receive  information  by  wire  without  wires.  We  receive  the  products 
of  the  peoples  of  other  countries  and  we  send  ours  to  them.  Our  whole 
life  and  our  whole  civilization  is  so  inter-dependent  that  when  a  wrong 
or  an  injustice  is  done  to  the  least  of  our  fellows,  it  is  a  great  wrong 
and  a  great  crime  against  us. 

Here  we  have  the  greatest — I  have  heard  it  said — the  greatest  war 
in  the  history  of  the  world.    Greatness — great — I  associate  with  some-  • 
thing  that  is  beautiful  or  beneficial  or  advantageous.    I  can't  associate 
this  conflagration  as  being  great,  or  the  greatest  of  wars.   It  is  the  most 
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brutal  and  unholy  war  that  has  ever  existed  or  occurred  in  the  history 
of  man.  Just  think  of  it,  men  who  a  few  months  ago,  yes,  a  few  weeks 
ago,  met  in  their  councils  trying  to  do  something  for  each  other  and 
giving  the  best  thoughts  for  each  other.  And  think  of  what  they  were  do- 
ing in  their  own  cities,  in  their  own  countries,  so  that  the  world  might  be 
benefited — men  who  sat  around  the  table  in  conference,  men  who  for 
twenty-five  years  have  been,  in  their  country,  engaged  in  the  work  of 
trying  to  meet  the  demands  of  rising  humanity,  to  satisfy  the  longing 
and  the  hope  of  humanity  the  world  over.  The  universities  exchanging 
their  professors  so  as  to  convey  their  thoughts,  the  doctors  and  scientists 
exchanging  views  and  information  to  alleviate  the  distress,  and  the 
pains,  and  the  sufferings  of  a  single  human  being.  The  organizations  of 
labor  declaring  for  an  internationality  of  spirit,  peace  and  brotherhood. 

And  all  at  once,  like  a  thunderbolt  out  of  a  clear  sky,  the  countries  of 
Europe  are  at  war,  and  the  men  engaged  in  this  wonderful  uplift,  strength- 
ening, humanitarian  work,  men,  human,  reasoning  beings,  are  immediate- 
ly transformed  into  demons  to  slash  at  each  others'  throats.  It  is  terri- 
ble to  contemplate  the  millions  of  men  engaged  in  this  slaughter,  the 
youngest  men,  the  strongest  men,  the  healthiest  of  the  young  men — all 
of  them  fighting,  all  fighting,  and  the  great  mass  of  them  formed,  com- 
posed of  the  ranks  of  the  toilers.   And  they  are  to  be  slaughtered. 

And  those  whose  health  has  been  undermined,  those  whose  bodies 
have  been  crippled  and  distorted  and  sent  home  weak  after  the  war  is 
over — the  weak  mentally  and  physically — these  are  to  make  up  the 
fathers  of  the  future  generations.  And  all  the  toilers,  the  wealth  pro- 
ducers, after  losing  their  lives,  those  who  return  with  their  lives  and 
those  who  have  been  uncapable  of  enlisting  by  reason  of  physical,  mental 
or  visional  defects  will  have  to  bear  the  brunt,  paying  all  the  cost  of 
it.  And  the  wealth  of  construction  in  the  human  development  of  justice 
has  been  thrust  aside,  if  not  for  a  quarter  of  a  century,  at  least  for  a 
decade. 

The  British  Trades  Union  Congress  had  to  postpone  its  meeting,  which 
was  to  have  been  held  on  September  7th,  Labor  Day.  The  German 
and  Austrian  Trades  Union  Conventions  had  to  be  postponed  indefinite- 
ly. And  regrettable  indeed  it  is  to  be  announced  that  the  international 
secretariat  conference  which  was  to  have  been  held  in  San  Francisco  in 
1915,  participated  in  by  the  representatives  of  the  organized  labor  move- 
ment of  all  countries  of  the  world,  will  have  to  be  indefinitely  post- 
poned. All  the  whole  world  pushed  into  the  background  that  the  dogs 
of  war  may  be  let  loose  and  that  men  strive  to  kill  each  other. 

My  only  hope  is  that  out  of  it  may  come  a  greater  freedom,  the 
abolition  of  monopolistic  institutions  and  governme'nts,  Democracies  based 
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on  the  consent  of  the  governed.  (Applause)  I  know  of  no  agency  that 
is  more  competent  to  be  helpful  in  carrying  out  the  humanitarian  pur- 
poses of  poet  and  philosopher  for  human  justice,  for  human  freedom,  than 
the  much  misunderstood  and  misrepresented  Organized  Lahor  Movement. 

My  appeal  to  you  is,  men,  give  your  best  thought  to  your  organization. 
In  the  same  degree  that  you  perfect  the  organization  will  its  advan- 
tages accrue  to  you  and  to  all  who  work.  To  stand  true  to  the  banner 
of  Organized  Labor,  to  heal  the  breaches  which  have  come  into  the  labor 
movement,  to  try  to  prevent  a  recurrence  or  the  extension,  or  the  creation 
of  new  breaches,  to  have  a  great  conception  of  the  wonderful  power 
which  strength  gives,  the  great  influence  which  strength  affords — all  this 
I  ask  of  you.  But  I  ask  you  also  to  use  your  power  wisely  and  well,  not 
only  for  the  carpenter,  but  for  all  labor,  and  all  labor  stands  for  all 
mankind. 

And  in  the  establishment  of  that  principle  and  that  day  for  which 
we  have  all  been  hoping  and  struggling,  with  the  best  wishes  for  your 
Brotherhood,  your  officers,  your  delegates,  and  the  great  rank  and  file, 
I  want  to  thank  you  for  the  courtesy  of  your  attention. 

President  Kirby — I  wish  to  say  to  Brother  Gompers,  in 
behalf  of  this  convention,  that  it  is  scarcely  necessary  for 
words  of  mine  to  express  our  appreciation  of  his  visit  to  us. 
I  want  to  assure  him  that  the  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  is 
loyal  to  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  and  to  Brother 
Gompers. 

A  Delegate — I  move  you  that  in  appreciation  of  the  great 
address  and  the  benefit  Brother  Gompers  has  been  to  labor, 
that  we  extend  to  him  a  rising  vote  of  thanks. 

President  Gompers — From  the  bottom  of  my  heart,,  boys, 
I  thank  you,  and  I  hope  that  this  thought  will  be  governing 
me :  that  you  will  never  have  cause  to  regret  your  vote  of  re- 
spect and  appreciation  to  me  this  afternoon. 

The  delegates  remained  standing  while  Brother  Gompers 
was  leaving  the  hall. 

It  was  announced  that  a  small  black  badge  had  been  pro- 
cured for  each  delegate,  to  be  worn  over  the  convention 
badge,  as  a  mark  of  respect  to  Brother  Fitzgerald. 
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Delegate  Pratt,  for  the  Committee  on  Constitution,  an- 
nounced that  the  committee  was  ready  to  report  and  re- 
quested all  the  delegates  to  go  carefully  over  the  printed  re- 
port, at  the  same  time  expressing  the  hope  that  any  errors 
due  to  lack  of  time  and  the  great  number  of  amendments  pr( 
sented,  would  be  overlooked.    He  also  called  attention  to  a 
number  of  amendments  printed  in  the  report  which  the  con 
mittee  promised  to  hold  out  in  order  to  allow  certain  delegates 
to  appear  before  the  committee,  but  which,  through  an  over- 
sight of  the  printer,  got  into  the  printed  report. 

The  Chair  announced  that  the  constitution  fixes  the  time 
for  nominations  on  the  fourth  day  of  the  convention,  and  that 
nominations  would  take  place  at  10  a.  m.  tomorrow. 

The  printed  reports  of  the  Constitution  Committee  were 
distributed. 

President  Kirby  appointed  Delegates  McCarthy  (22) 
and  Deuel  (10)  to  act  as  marshals  in  the  procession  to  the 
establishment  where  Brother  Fitzgerald's  body  lay  in  state. 

Pursuant  to  a  motion  offered  at  the  morning  session,  the 
convention  adjourned  at  3:45  p.  m.  to  pay  a  tribute  of  re- 
spect to  deceased  Brother  Fitzgerald  and  to  reconvene  at  9 
a.  m.  Thursday,  September  24.

Whereas,  This  brother  is  in  good  standing  in  this  organization,  we 
pray  that  this  convention  here  assembled  will  favorably  consider  the 
above  resolution  and  grant  a  total  disability  donation  of  $200.00,  re- 
leasing the  U.  B.  of  any  further  obligation  on  behalf  of  J.  P.  Johnston.

When  the  General  Constitution  of  the  U.  B.  was  framed  there  was 
none  to  foresee  how  wonderfully  potent  would  become  the  influence  of 
women  in  the  industrial  world  of  today,  hence  no  provision  was  made 
for  the  chartering  of  auxiliaries.  Now,  however,  we  trust  that  our 
record  for  efficient  and  productive  service  will  be  brought  to  the  notice 
of  the  convention  in  such  a  way  as  to  induce  the  taking  of  immediate 
steps  toward  amending  your  constitution  so  as  to  provide  for  such  char- 
tering of  auxiliaries,  for  by  so  doing  you  will  double  the  strength  and 
efficiency  of  the  union.

After  the  last  communication  had  been  read  General 
President  Kirby  announced  that  the  request  contained  in  the 
communication  from  the  Augusta,  Ga.,  Carpenters*  District 
Council  would  be  complied  with. 

The  General  President  then  called  for  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  General  Secretary's  Report,  which  was  read  by 
Delegate  Walck  as  follows : 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  GENERAL  SECRETARY'S 

REPORT. 

We  report  that  we  were  both  surprised  and  delighted  with  the  re- 
port of  the  G.  S.    For  exactness  and  concise  informatibn,  we  never  saw 
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clearer  or  fuller  tables  of  statistics.  Anyone  who  goes  through  that 
report,  if  he  knows  anything  about  the  labor  and  care  required  to  make 
such  a  report,  must  be  grateful  to  Frank  Duffy.  The  report  from  be- 
ginning to  end  is  so  clear  that  any  member  who  has  Brother  Duffy's 
report  in  his  hands  can  instantly  find  any  information  he  requires  in 
reference  to  the  standing  and  workings  of  this  organization,  but  when 
we  examined  the  lists  on  pages  4  and  5,  we  cannot  but  deplore  the  large 
number  of  members,  namely,  42,188,  who  are  three  and  under  six  months 
in  arrears.  These  members  are  a  dead  weight  on  the  organization,  and 
we  recommend  that  this  convention  take  some  action  whereby  these 
conditions  can  be  remedied. 

We  are  proud  to  see  in  the  report  the  large  gain  of  16,661  new 
members  made  by  our  organization  in  the  two  years. 

We  note  the  lists  under  the  heading,  "Some  Valuable  Informa- 
tion," and  we,  your  committee,  request  that  this  convention  take  some 
action  whereby  it  will  be  compulsory  for  the  proper  officers  of  all  Lo- 
cal Unions  and  District  Councils  to  give  the  General  Secretary  the 
proper  information  when  so  requested,  to  the  end  that  the  General 
Secretary  will  at  all  times  have  reliable  statistics  on  hand  relative  to 
our  organization. 

We  are  proud  to  learn  that  our  official  monthly  journal.  The  Car- 
penter, has  been  registered  at  the  Patent  Office,  Washington,  D.  C, 
giving  our  organization  the  sole  right  to  its  name  for  the  next  twenty 
years. 

With  regard  to  the  matter  of  advertising,  we  believe  the  G.  S. 
should  be  given  authority  to  accept  advertisements  from  firms,  parties 
and  concerns  fair  to  the  carpenters  and  that  he  be  authorized  to  enter 
into  contracts  with  the  same. 

In  conclusion,  we  concur  in  the  General  Secretary's  report  and 
recommend  its  adoption,  together  with  the  recommendations  of  your 
committee.

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
unanimously  adopted. 

A  Delegate — Brother  Hill,  a  member  of  our  organization 
from  Cincinnati,  has  invented  a  new  square.   He  is  now  here 
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and  would  like  to  demonstrate  it  and  asks  ten  minutes  of  the 
convention's  time. 

On  motion,  regularly  seconded,  Brother  Hill  was  granted 
the  privilege  of  the  floor. 

President  Kirby — This  is  Brother  Hill.  He  has  a  square 
to  demonstrate,  and  he  is  "on  the  square"  himself. 

Brother  Hill  then  made  a  few  preliminary  remarks  in 
which  he  stated  that  he  worked  many  years  to  perfect  the 
square  which  he  was  about  to  demonstrate.  He  also  enumer- 
ated his  efforts  along  the  lines  of  vocational  education ;  that  he 
had  been  successful  in  having  the  board  of  education  in  Cin- 
cinnati teach  house  framing  in  the  schools  and  that  he  had 
an  engagement  to  meet  the  instructors  of  Manual  Training 
High  School  this  morning.  He  then  demonstrated  his  new 
square,  explaining  its  advantages  in  roof  framing  in  detail. 
He  stated  in  conclusion  that  he  would  be  in  Indianapolis  for 
several  days  and  would  be  pleased  to  demonstrate  the  square 
to  any  brothers  who  wished  to  see  it. 

The  messengers  distributed  the  proceedings  for  the  day 
previous. 

Delegate  Torkelson  announced  that  Brother  Schultz  was 
ill  at  his  hotel  and  requested  that  his  name  be  stricken  from 
the  list  of  absentees.. 

A  delegate  from  Boston  requested  that  brothers  Clarke 
and  White  be  not  recorded  as  absentees  during  the  illness  of 
the  late  Brother  Fitzgerald  as  their  absence  was  due  to  this 
fact. 

Delegate  Fried  asked  for  ten  minutes  of  the  convention's 
time.  He  stated  that  some  six  or  seven  weeks  ago  he  was 
elected  delegate  by  four  Local  Unions  in  New  York  City  to  the 
congress  of  the  International  Wood  Workers'  Association,  to 
be  held  in  Vienna  and  that  instead  of  landing  on  the  Continent 
he  landed  in  England  on  account  of  the  war.  He  said  he  de- 
sired to  tell  the  delegates  of  labor  conditions  as  he  found  them 
while  in  England. 
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President  Kirby — Delegate  Fried  asks  for  ten  minutes. 
No  objection.  He  may  have  the  floor  for  ten  minutes. 

In  prefacing  his  remarks  Brother  Fried  stated  he  was 
well  received  by  the  officers  of  the  Amalgamated  Society  of 
Carpenters  in  England  and  was  given  a  hearty  reception,  they 
at  the  same  time  requesting  him  to  extend  to  our  organization 
fraternal  greetings. 

Brother  Fried  then  explained  the  labor  conditions  of  Eng- 
land, the  different  elements  composing  the  labor  organizations, 
and  the  different  systems  used  by  them.  He  explained  their 
out  of  work  benefits  and  many  other  features.  In  closing  he 
asked  that  when  the  resolution  in  regard  to  affiliation  with  the 
International  Wood  Workers'  Association  came  before  the  con- 
vention it  be  given  careful  consideration. 

General  President  Kirby  announced  that  there  would  be 
an  entertainment  given  at  the  Co-Operative  Store  for  the 
delegates  and  their  wives  on  Saturday  evening. 

The  secretary  of  the  Committee  on  General  President's 
Report  stated  that  that  part  of  the  General  President's  report 
under  the  caption  of  ''Organizing"  would  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Organization ;  that  part  of  the  report  under  the 
caption  of  "Apprenticeship,"  to  the  Committee  on  Apprentice- 
ship ;  that  part  of  the  report  under  the  caption  of  ''Reed  Work- 
ers," to  the  Committee  on  Organization ;  that  part  of  the  Presi- 
dent's report  under  the  caption  of  "Consolidation,"  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Law;  that  part  of  the  report  under  the  caption  of 
"Dropped  Members,"  to  the  Committee  on  Law;  that  part  of 
the  report  under  the  caption  of  "Clearance  Cards,"  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Law;  that  part  of  the  report  under  the  caption  of 
"Members  Transferring,"  to  the  Committee  on  Law ;  that  part 
of  the  report  under  the  caption  of  "Per  Capita  Tax,"  to  the 
Committee  on  Law,  and  that  part  of  the  report  under  the  cap- 
tion of  "Auditing  Books  of  Local  Unions,"  to  the  Committee 
on  Law. 

President  Kirby  announced  that  the  time  had  arrived  for 
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the  nominations  of  General  Officers,  delegates  to  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor  and  to  the  Canadian  Trades  and  Labor 
Congress,  the  Tabulating  Committee  and  the  city  in  which 
to  hold  the  next  convention. 

It  was  moved,  seconded  and  carried  that  nominating 
speeches,  both  with  reference  to  officers  and  delegates  and  to 
the  convention  city,  as  well  as  the  Tabulating  Committee,  be 
eliminated. 

First  Vice-President  Hutcheson  took  the  chair  and  called 
for  nominations  for  General  President. 

The  name  of  James  Kirby,  L.  U.  199  of  Chicago,  the  present 
incumbent,  was  offered. 

There  being  no  other  nominations,  the  chairman  declared 
the  nominations  closed. 

President  Kirby  took  the  chair  and  called  for  nominations 
for  First  General  Vice-President. 

Wm.  L.  Hutcheson,  the  present  incumbent,  was  nomi- 
nated, and  no  further  names  being  offered  the  chair  declared 
the  nominations  for  First  General  Vice-President  closed. 

The  chair  called  for  nominations  for  Second  General  Vice- 
President,  and  the  name  of  Arthur  A.  Quinn,  the  present  in- 
cumbent, was  presented  to  the  convention. 

There  being  no  additional  names  offered,  nominations 
were  declared  closed. 

The  name  of  Frank  Duffy  was  offered  when  nominations 
for  General  Secretary  were  called  for,  and  there  being  no 
further  nominations  the  chair  declared  the  nominations  closed. 

For  General  Treasurer  the  name  of  Thomas  Neale  was 
presented,  and  nominations  declared  closed. 

Each  of  the  above  nominees,  in  a  few  words,  expressed 
their  gratification  and  appreciation  shown  by  the  convention 
in  nominating  them  by  acclamation,  and  gave  assurances  that 
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their  best  efforts  in  the  future,  as  in  the  past,  would  be  put 
forth  for  the  advancement  of  the  Brotherhood. 

For  member  of  the  General  Executive  Board  from  the 
First  District  the  names  of  T.  M.  Guerin,  the  present  incum- 
bent, and  Walter  A.  MacPherson  were  offered. 

There  being  no  further  nominations  the  chairman  de- 
clared nominations  closed. 

For  member  of  the  General  Executive  Board  from  the 
Second  District  the  name  of  Daniel  A.  Post,  the  present  in- 
cumbent, was  the  only  one  offered. 

Nominations  closed. 

John  H.  Potts,  the  present  member  of  the  Board  for  the 
Third  District,  was  again  nominated,  and  no  further  names 
being  presented  the  chair  declared  nominations  closed. 

For  member  of  the  General  Executive  Board  from  the 
Fourth  District  the  present  incumbent,  Jas.  P.  Ogletree,  was 
nominated.  No  further  names  being  offered,  the  chair  de- 
clared nominations  closed. 

The  only  nominee  for  member  of  the  General  Executive 
Board  from  the  Fifth  District  was  Harry  Blackmore,  the 
present  incumbent.   The  chair  declared  nominations  closed. 

Wm.  A.  Cole  was  nominated  for  member  of  the  General 
Executive  Board  from  the  Sixth  District,  and  no  further 
names  being  offered  the  chair  declared  nominations  closed. 

For  member  of  the  General  Executive  Board  from  the 
Seventh  District  the  present  incumbent,  Arthur  Martel,  and  K. 
Lynch  of  Montreal,  Canada,  were  nominated. 

No  further  names  being  offered  the  chair  declared  nomi- 
nations closed.

Delegate  Guerin — Are  there  any  special  rules  governing 
the  election  on  these  ballots?  Will  we  keep  balloting  until 
some  city  gets  a  majority  vote  of  all  votes  cast,  or  is  there  any 
rule  covering  that  now?  I  move  you  that  if  there  is  no  rule, 
that  we  have  a  plurality  vote. 

President  Kirby — The  chair  rules  that  inasmuch  as  the 
constitution  fixes  the  other  elections  on  a  plurality  vote,  the 
same  method  will  be  adopted  in  the  selection  of  a  convention 
city. 

The  election  will  take  place  tomorrow,  and  I  want  to  say 
that  the  roll  call  will  start  promptly  at  10  o'clock. 

The  Committee  on  General  Treasurer's  Report  submitted 
the  following  : 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  GENERAL  TREASURER'S 

REPORT. 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  attending  the  Eighteenth  General  Conven- 
tion of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carrpenters  and  Joiners  of  Amer- 
ica, Indianapolis,  Ind. : 

The  undersigned  committee,  appointed  by  the  Chair  to  examine  the 
General  Treasurer's  report,  beg  leave  to  report,  as  follows: 

The  Finance  Committee  having  submitted  an  elaborate  and  detailed 
report  on  all  money  received  and  disbursed  by  the  General  Office  dur- 
ing the  past  two  fiscal  years,  we  deem  it  unnecessary  to  again  report, 
in  detail  or  to  recapitulize  the  various  financial  items,  which  are  cov- 
ered in  the  General  Treasurer's  printed  report. 

The  committee  having  inspected  their  quarterly  reports  at  the  Gen- 
eral Office,  finds  the  manner  in  which  the  finances  are  audited  by  the 
licensed  expert  accountants  and  by  the  General  Executive  Board  very 
reliable  and  highly  commendable. 

The  committee  fully  sustains  the  General  Treasurer  in  calling  the 
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attention  of  the  General  President  to  the  action  of  two  of  our  financial 
secretaries  who  have  fraudulently  presented  claims  for  death  donations 
by  falsifying  the  membership  book,  showing  the  member  in  good  stand- 
ing when  he  actually  was  in  arrears.  We  hold  that  the  suspension  of 
the  two  financial  secretaries  and  debarring  them  from  ever  again  hold- 
ing an  office  within  the  gift  of  the  U.  B.  is  a  penalty  for  their  serious 
offense  well  deserved  and  none  too  severe.  The  same  as  the  General 
Treasurer,  the  committee  realizes  the  necessity  of  compelling  all  local 
financial  secretaries  to  keep  a  day  book,  and  we  contend  that  Sections 
178,  179  and  180  must  be  strictly  enforced  by  the  local  president  and 
the  trustees. 

This  committee  would  call  particular  attention  to  an  innovation  by 
the  General  Treasurer  in  the  "List  of  Claims  Paid"  as  printed  in  our 
official  journal.  The  Carpenter,  every  month.  In  this  list  the  cause  of 
death  or  disability  is  stated  in  each  case,  which  is  interesting  and  valu- 
able information,  and  has  a  tendency  to  greatly  facilitate  his  work  of 
compilation  and  getting  up  statistical  reports.  In  this  connection  we 
would  further  call  attention  to  the  "Biennial  Statement  of  Death  and 
Disability  and  Strike  Benefits  Paid"  from  1884  up  to  June  30,  1914,  on 
page  22  of  the  General  Treasurer's  report. 

Moreover,  the  committee  desires  to  state  that  the  General  Treas- 
urer does  at  no  time  retain  one  cent  of  the  daily  receipts  handed  over 
to  him  by  the  General  Secretary,  but  deposits  them  in  the  bank  and 
then  issues  checks  when  making  disbursements,  the  payment  of  salaries 
to  office  employes  of  course  excepted. 

We  also  call  attention  to  the  small  amount  of  $9,377.15  paid  out 
for  claims  in  the  month  of  September,  1912,  and  the  large  amount  of 
$35,610.90  paid  out  in  the  month  following.  This  is  explained  by  the 
fact  that  during  the  greater  part  of  the  month  of  September,  1912,  the 
General  Treasurer  was  absent  from  the  General  Office  attending  the 
convention  in  Washington  and  the  payment  of  a  number  of  claims  had 
to  be  postponed  and  were  paid  in  the  month  of  October. 

The  committee  finds  that  the  system  pursued  by  the  General  Treas- 
urer in  handling  the  finances  of  the  U,  B.  and  in  keeping  his  accounts 
in  the  books  is  very  efficient  and  we  desire  to  state  that  in  our  judg- 
ment the  General  Treasurer  has  faithfully  and  conscientiously  performed 
the  duties  of  this  department  in  every  respect.

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Delegate  Fried — I  would  like  to  see  in  the  biennial  report 
of  our  General  Treasurer  a  more  detailed  account  of  the  money 
expended,  especially  for  organizing  purposes. 

President  Kirby — That  is  a  question  of  law.  We  are  deal- 
ing with  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  General  Treasurer's 
Report  now. 

Delegate  Fried — I  did  not  think  it  was  necessary  to  em- 
body that  in  our  law.  I  just  wanted  to  bring  up  on  the  floor 
of  the  convention  that  it  might  be  better  to  have  a  more  de- 
tailed statement,  as  the  money  spent  for  organizing  purposes 
is  only  noted  in  lump  sums.  We  would  then  have  a  better  in- 
sight and  a  better  oversight  over  our  organization.  Figures 
talk  better  than  language. 

President  Kirby — A  detailed  statement  is  sent  to  the 
members  every  month.  Let  me  insist  that  we  are  acting  on 
the  report  of  the  Committee  on  General  Treasurer's  Report, 
and  if  the  convention  wants  to  give  any  other  instructions,  do 
so  and  they  will  be  complied  with. 

After  an  explanatory  statement  by  the  General  Treasurer, 
the  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Gen- 
eral Treasurer's  Report  was  put  to  vote  and  carried. 

Delegate  MacDonald,  for  the  Resolutions  Committee, 
stated  that  all  delegates  interested  in  matters  referred  to  that 
committee  should  appear  as  early  as  possible,  so  that  its  re- 
port to  the  convention  might  be  made  in  an  intelligent  manner. 

An  invitation  from  L.  U.  75  of  Indianapolis  to  the  dele- 
gates to  attend  its  regular  meeting  tonight  was  received. 

On  motion,  regularly  seconded.  Delegate  Woodbury  of  L. 
U.^No.  10  of  Chicago  was  granted  the  privilege  of  the  floor  for 
ten  minutes.  He  spoke  briefly  in  regard  to  the  product  of  the 
Western  Casket  Company,  the  only  concern  in  the  United 
States,  with  one  or  two  possible  exceptions,  which  manufac- 
tures caskets  made  by  union  labor  throughout.  "The  Western 
Casket  Company,"  he  said,  '*is  organized  in  every  department 
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and  by  promoting  the  sale  of  the  product  of  this  firm  wherever 
and  whenever  possible  you  will  be  advancing  the  interests,  not 
only  of  the  wood  workers,  but  of  the  upholsterers,  the  painters, 
the  finishers  and  other  organizations  as  well."  He  explainec} 
the  hard  fight  that  had  been  put  up  by  this  firm  and  its  repre- 
sentatives in  its  effort  to  have  its  union-made  goods  recognized 
and  placed  on  the  market,  and  called  attention  to  the  laxity  of 
our  members  and  other  union  men  in  the  matter  of  calling  for 
union-made  products  in  this  line. 

Delegate  Brown  of  Pittsburgh  was  granted  the  privilege 
of  the  floor  for  two  minutes  and  recited  the  following  doggerel 
with  much  feeling  and  an  expression  of  pride  in  his  native  city : 

Come  to  Pittsburgh,  Greater  Pittsburgh;  don't  be  leary  'bout  her  smoke, 
There's  something  doing  'mid  her  smokestacks,  and  if  you  linger  till 
you're  broke, 

We'll  adopt  you,  extend  your  welcome,  land  you  on  a  union  job 

'Mid  the  shrill  of  piercing  whistles  and  where  countless  engines  throb — 

Where  at  night  the  heavens  are  lighted  'til  the  stars  are  put  to  shame, 
And  the  moon  peeps  out  and  blushes,  then  seeks  the  clouds  from  which 
she  came. 

Come  to  Pittsburgh,  Greater  Pittsburgh,  to  the  workshop  of  the  world; 
You'll  receive  a  red  hot  welcome  where  these  colors  are  unfurled. 
You  ask  why  these  colors — they  stand  for  gold  and  smoke. 
We  have  them  both,  God  bless  you,  and  we'll  not  withdraw  your  wel- 
come 

Though  you  linger  till  you're  broke. 

Fraternal  Delegate  Proctor,  representing  the  Texas  State 
Council  of  Carpenters,  was  granted  the  privilege  of  the  floor 
and  stated  why  he  believed  the  next  convention  should  come  to 
that  State.  "Texas,"  he  said,  ''will  give  you  a  rousing  wel- 
come, and,  what  is  more  important,  the  coming  of  this  conven- 
tion will  mean  much  to  the  carpenters  of  the  great  Lone  Star 
State." 

Delegate  Ryan  spoke  briefly,  explaining  why  he  believed 
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the  convention  should  be  held  permanently  in  the  city  in  which 
the  Headquarters  are  located. 

Delegate  Johnstone  of  Galveston  also  spoke  in  behalf  of 
the  State  of  Texas  in  connection  with  the  next  convention. 

At  11:30  a.  m.  the  convention  adjourned  to  reconvene  at 
2  p.  m. 
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FOURTH  DAY— AFTERNOON  SESSION 

General  President  Kirby  called  the  convention  to  order  at 
2  o'clock.

An  invitation  from  a  lodge  of  the  Odd  Fellows  to  attend 
its  meeting  on  Friday  evening  was  read  to  the  delegates. 

Secretary  Duffy  explained  that  the  reports  of  the  Con- 
stitution Committee  now  being  distributed  should  be  used  in- 
stead of  those  given  out  at  yesterday's  session,  the  printer  hav- 
ing reprinted  the  lot  and  made  a  number  of  corrections  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  wishes  of  the  committee.

Delegate  Neal  of  New  York,  on  behalf  of  the  New  York 
District  Council,  extended  fraternal  greetings  to  the  conven- 
tion. 

President  Kirby — I  will  now  call  for  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Constitution.  All  members  will  be  given  an 
equal  opportunity  to  express  themselves  on  the  merits  or  de- 
merits of  any  proposition  advanced.  The  rules  provide  that 
an  amendment  may  be  offered  and  that  amendment  discussed 
and  disposed  of,  and  another  amendment  offered,  discussed  and 
disposed  of,  and  so  on  until  the  original  question  is  taken  up. 

Delegate  Neal — As  I  understand  it,  if  an  amendment  to 
an  amendment  is  discussed  and  disposed  of,  and  the  original 
amendment  is  discussed  and  disposed  of,  then  the  original  mo- 
tion is  again  subject  to  any  amendment  or  amendment  to  an 
amendment  that  this  body  may  choose  to  make.  Is  that  cor- 
rect? 

President  Kirby — That  is  not.  I  just  explained  it  as  clear- 
ly as  it  could  be  done.  An  amendment  can  be  offered  and  dis- 
posed of;  another  amendment  may  be  offered  and  disposed  of, 
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and  so  on  until  the  original  question  is  called  for,  This  is  an 
innovation,  and  I  never  saw  it  adopted  in  any  other  convention. 
No  amendment  to  an  amendment  is  permissible,  but  you  can 
make  as  many  amendments  as  you  so  desire. 

Delegate  Featherston,  for  the  Constitution  Committee, 
submitted  the  following :

After  some  discussion  in  relation  to  changing  the  "Good  of 
the  Order"  to  Rule  15,  the  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the 
committee  was  carried.

Delegate  Pratt,  for  the  committee,  stated  that  the  object 
of  the  above  addition  was  to  make  provision  for  Provincial 
Councils  in  Canada,  the  same  as  State  Councils  in  the  United 
States. 

On  being  put  to  vote  the  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of 
the  committee  was  carried. 

Your  committee  recommends  the  following  new  section:  The  con- 
stitution shall  be  compiled  in  three  parts,  viz:  ^ 

Constitution.  , 
Laws. 

General  Laws. 
General  By-Laws. 

Delegate  Ryan — This  proposition  pretends  to  divide  the 
constitution  into  three  parts :  ^'Constitution  Laws,"  "General 
Laws"  and  "General  By-Laws.  I  would  like  to  know  what 
the  object  is.  Further  on  in  the  last  part  of  the  proposition 
is,  to  my  mind,  the  most  dangerous  part  of  the  whole  thing.  It 
reads:  "The  Constitution  shall  only  be  amended  by  refer- 
endum vote.  By-laws  and  General  Laws  may  be  enacted  by 
the  convention  of  the  U.  B." 

Delegate  Wilde — I  will  ask  through  the  chairman  of  the 
committee  if  it  is  the  intention  to  cut  out  or  change  any  part 
of  the  law  which  guarantees  the  referendum  to  the  rank  and 
file? 
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Delegate  Featherston — In  this  recommendation  we  are 
making  here  we  are  simply  trying  to  divide  the  constitution 
into  three  parts  so  as  to  simplify  matters,  and  not  have  the 
patched  piece  of  work  we  have  at  the  present  time. 

Pre^dent  Kirby — The  proposition  now  before  you  does 
not  in  any  way  at  all  cut  off  the  referendum,  as  I  see  it. 

Delegate  Featherston,  continuing  for  the  committee, 
stated  that  the  proposition  meant  just  what  it  said,  the  inten- 
tion being  to  compile  the  law  as  specified  under  these  headings. 

After  further  discussion  it  was  moved  and  seconded  that 
action  on  this  matter  be  deferred  until  that  part  of  the  commit- 
tee's report  under  the  heading,  ''Jurisdiction,"  is  considered. 

A  division  of  the  house  was  called  for,  and  the  vote  on  the 
motion  to  defer  action  resulted  as  follows :  145  in  favor,  126 
against. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  was  con- 
tinued as  follows : 

JURISDICTION. 

The  jurisdiction  of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Join- 
ers of  America  shall  include  all  branches  of  the  Carpenter  and  Joiner 
trade.  In  it  shall  be  vested  the  power  to  establish  and  charter  Subor- 
dinate Local  and  Auxiliary  Unions,  District,  State  and  Provincial  Coun- 
cils in  all  branches  of  the  trade,  and  all  other  skilled  employes  working 
at  the  industry,  and  its  mandates  must  be  observed  and  obeyed  at  all 
times. 

The  right  is  reserved  to  the  U.  B.  to  regulate  and  determine  all 
matters  pertaining  to  fellowship  in  its  various  branches  and  kindred 
trades. 

While  to  Subordinate  Local  or  Auxiliary  Unions,  District,  State  and 
Provincial  Councils  the  right  is  conceded  to  make  all  necessary  laws 
for  Locals  and  District,  State  and  Provincial  Councils  which  do  not  con- 
flict with  the  laws  of  the  International  Body. 

In  cases  where  local  Central  Bodies  are  formed  Local  or  Auxiliary 
Unions,  District,  State  and  Provincial  Councils  shall  have  power  to  en- 
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force  the  laws  of  such  bodies,  provided  such  laws  do  not  conflict  with 
the  laws  of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of 
America. 

The  right  is  reserved  to  establish  jurisdiction  over  any  Local  or 
Auxiliary  Unions,  District,  State  or  Provincial  Council  whose  affairs 
are  conducted  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be  a  menace  to  the  welfare  of  the 
International  Body. 

The  United  Brotherhood  shall  enact  and  enforce  laws  for  its  gov- 
ernment and  that  of  Subordinate  Locals  and  Auxiliary  Unions  and  Dis- 
trict, State  and  Provincial  Councils  and  members  thereof. 

The  laws  of  the  U.  B.  shall  comprise,  first:  The  Constitution,  which 
shall  contain  the  outline,  fundamental  principles,  policies  and  objects  of 
the  Organizations;  the  jurisdiction  of  the  International  Body,  Local  and 
Auxiliary  Unions  and  District,  State  and  Provincial  Councils;  the  list 
of  Officers  and  their  general  duties,  and  all  matters  pertaining  to  the 
raising  of  revenue. 

Second:  The  By-Laws,  which  shall  contain  the  order  of  procedure 
in  convention,  the  specific  duties  of  officers,  delegates  and  committees; 
the  compensation  of  the  General  Officers,  Organizers,  Delegates  and 
Committees,  and  the  standing  rules  and  rules  of  order. 

Third:  The  General  Laws,  which  shall  contain  all  matters  pertain- 
ing to  the  relations  of  members,  Local  and  Auxiliary  Unions  and  District, 
State  and  Provincial  Councils  to  each  other,  and  all  employes  and  others 
outside  the  jurisdiction  of  the  U.  B. 

The  Constitution  shall  only  be  amended  by  referendum  vote.  By- 
Laws  and  General  Laws  may  be  enacted  by  the  Convention  of  the  U.  B. 

Delegate  Ryan — I  would  like  to  ask  the  committee  the 
meaning  of  ''auxiliary  unions'*  as  herein  referred  to. 

Delegate  Featherston  (for  the  committee) — That  is  a  very 
elastic  term.  It  can  be  applied  principally  to  the  formation  of 
auxiliary  unions  composed  of  our  wives,  mothers  and  sisters, 
and  again  in  cases  where  we  have  taken  over  other  organiza- 
tions, such  as  the  Amalgamated  Woodworkers,  we  have  some- 
times found  it  difficult  to  handle  certain  of  their  members  who 
would  not  be  taken  over  by  their  respective  international 
bodies,  and  who,  at  the  same  time,  were  not  fully  qualified  for 
membership  in  the  Brotherhood.  The  term  ''auxiliary"  can  be 
handled  in  that  manner,  but  it  is  principally  advocated  very 
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strongly  in  Texas,  Iowa  and  New  Jersey,  where  we  have  ladies' 
auxiliaries  which  are  doing  valuable  work  for  the  carpenters. 

Delegate  Ryan — I  move  to  amend  the  last  clause  so  as  to 
provide  that  the  constitution  and  all  laws  shall  be  amended  only 
by  referendum  vote.   (Motion  seconded.) 

Full  and  free  discussion,  lasting  for  some  time,  was  in- 
dulged in  by  a  number  of  delegates,  the  substance  of  which,  in 
nearly  all  cases,  was  that  the  referendum,  in  all  matters  of  law, 
should  be  preserved  to  the  rank  and  file. 

A  motion  for  the  previous  question  was  put  to  vote  and 
carried. 

Discussion  was  entered  into  as  to  the  meaning  and  intent 
of  the  term  'International  Body,"  and  during  the  debate  the 
point  of  order  was  raised  that,  according  to  the  rules  of  the  con- 
vention, each  amendment  was  to  be  disposed  of  and  then  an- 
other amendment  could  be  offered,  the  delegate  stating  that  the 
Chair  had  not  put  the  amendment  offered  by  Delegate  Ryan. 

President  Kirby — The  previous  question  was  called  for  on 
the  amendment  of  Delegate  Ryan.  I  was  under  the  impression 
that  I  had  then  put  that  amendment.  That  there  may  be  no 
mistake,  I  will  now  state  that  the  motion  occurs  on  the  amend- 
ment offered  by  Delegate  Ryan  that  the  last  clause  of  the  mat- 
ter under  discussion  be  changed  so  as  to  provide  that  the  con- 
stitution and  all  laws  shall  be  amended  only  by  referendum 
vote. 

The  amendment  was  carried. 

Delegate  Swartz — I  move  that  all  words  after  ''referendum 
vote,"  in  the  last  clause  of  the  matter  under  the  caption,  "Juris- 
diction," be  stricken  out.    (Motion  seconded.) 

Considerable  discussion  followed  and  the  previous  question 
was  finally  called  for  and  the  motion  carried. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  amendment  offered  by  Delegate 
Swartz  was  put  to  vote  and  carried. 
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Delegate  Brown — I  move  to  amend  that  all  agreements  en- 
tered into  by  our  Brotherhood  with  other  organizations,  na- 
tional or  international,  shall  be  submitted  to  referendum  vote. 
(Motion  seconded.) 

In  the  discussion  following  the  amendment  the  majority 
of  the  delegates  who  spoke  on  the  subject  expressed  themselves 
as  being  strictly  opposed  to  injecting  into  the  General  Constitu- 
tion any  matter  relative  to  the  authority  of  the  General  Officers 
to  enter  into  working  agreements  with  other  organizations.  In 
nearly  all  cases  the  delegates  expressed  themselvee  as  being 
well  pleased  with  the  agreement  recently  entered  ilito  with  the 
bricklayers,  and  further  expressed  themselves  as  having  full 
confidence  in  their  General  Officers  to  do  the  right  thing  at  the 
right  time  in  matters  of  this  kind. 

Said  one  delegate — If  you  adopt  such  an  amendment  it  will 
be  exactly  the  same  thing  as  sending  your  business  agent  out 
to  do  something,  and  then  he  makes  a  report  to  your  Local 
Union  or  District  Council.  You  then  put  the  matter  out  to 
referendum  vote  before  it  can  take  effect.  The  hands  of  our 
General  Officers  should  not  be  tied  in  such  matters. 

Delegate  Post — In  the  years  of  my  experience  as  a  national 
officer  I  know  that  agreements  have  been  entered  into  with 
other  organizations  through  our  General  Officers  covering 
trifling  matters,  as  with  the  lathers  over  the  putting  on  of  a 
corner  bead.  I  might  cite  other  agreements  with  the  iron  work- 
ers, the  painters,  etc.  If  we  have  to  submit  to  referendum  vote 
every  little  agreement  that  is  entered  into,  that  means  a  cost 
of  from  $1,500.00  to  $2,500.00  for  every  vote  taken,  and  be- 
sides that,  a  delay  of  six  weeks  or  more  in  the  erection  of  the 
job  or  building.  If  you  can't  trust  your  General  Officers  to 
enter  into  agreements  which  conditions  make  necessary,  then 
put  them  out  of  office. 

Delegate  Guerin — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  The  signing 
of  agreements  does  not  come  under  the  head  of  "Jurisdiction" 
and  the  amendment  is  not  germane  to  the  matter  under  dis- 
cussion. • 
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President  Kirby — The  amendment  is  in  order. 

Delegate  Brown  discussed  the  matter  at  some  length  and 
asked  if,  in  the  case  of  an  agreement  entered  into  by  the  Gen- 
eral Officers  not  being  satisfactory,  it  would  be  possible  to  send 
out  to  referendum  vote  the  question  of  having  such  agreement 
recalled. 

President  Kirby,  in  answering,  stated  that  it  is  always 
possible  to  send  out  a  request  to  recall  any  agreement  that  is 
not  working  satisfactorily. 

The  previous  question  was  called  for,  supported  by  the 
necessary  number,  and  the  motion  was  carried  on  being  put  to 
vote. 

Delegate  Brown's  motion  with  regard  to  national  and  in- 
ternational agreements  was  then  put  to  vote  and  was  lost. 

Delegate  Ryan — I  move  to  amend  by  inserting  the  word 
"ladies''  before  the  word  "auxiliaries"  in  all  clauses  under  the 
heading,  "Jurisdiction."    (Motion  seconded.) 

First  Vice-President  Hutcheson  asked,  through  the  Chair, 
for  a  definition  of  the  meaning  of  the  word  "auxiliary"  and 
what  benefits  would  accrue  from  same. 

Delegate  Pratt  (for  the  committee) — I  would  say  that  the 
object  and  the  intent  of  the  committee  in  specifying  auxiliary 
unions  was  to  give  us  a  chance  to  handle  the  men  that  we 
cannot  handle  otherwise;  to  put  them  off  one  side  under  the 
^  banner  of  the  United  Brotherhood,  with  no  voice  in  the  doings 
of  the  Local  Union  or  the  Brotherhood.  It  is  simply  a  side 
issue,  and  the  ladies  the  same.  We  would  give  them  a  charter 
from  the  Brotherhood,  but  it  does  not  give  them  the  right  to 
voice  in  our  District  Councils  or  anywhere  else.  But  they  are 
under  our  authority  and  must  obey  the  mandates  of  our  Gen- 
eral Constitution.  That  is  the  meaning  our  committee  places 
upon  it. 

Delegate  Featherston,  speaking  for  the  committee,  stated 
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that  the  provision  was  very  elastic  and  that  the  adoption  of 
same  would  in  no  way  obligate  us  to  accept  undesirables  if  we 
don't  want  them.  He  cited  the  case  of  the  hardwood  finishers 
in  Boston,  who,  when  they  came  over  into  the  U.  B.,  had  quite 
a  number  of  men  who  belonged  to  the  painters'  organization 
and  who  the  painters  refused  to  accept;  also  the  case  of  the 
Brunswick-Balke-Collender  plant,  where  the  cue  makers,  the 
billiardball  makers,  etc.,  came  over  with  the  rest  of  the  wood- 
workers. 

The  previous  question  was  called  for,  put  to  vote  and  car- 
ried. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  amendment  offered  by  Dele- 
gate Ryan  relative  to  the  insertion  of  the  word  "ladies"  before 
the  word  "auxiliaries"  wherever  it  occurs  in  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  committee,  was  then  put  to  vote.  A  division  of  the 
house  was  called  for,  with  the  following  results:  115  in  favor 
of  the  amendment  and  145  opposed  to  it. 

The  Chair  declared  the  amendment  lost. 

Delegate  Swartz — I  move  that  Clauses  2,  3,  4  and  5,  under 
the  heading  "Jurisdiction,"  be  stricken  out.  (Motion  sec- 
onded.)  The  clauses  referred  to  are  as  follows : 

The  right  is  reserved  to  the  U.  B.  to  regulate  and  determine  all 
matters  pertaining  to  fellowship  in  its  various  branches  and  kindred 
trades. 

While  to  Subordinate  Local  or  Auxiliary  Unions,  District,  State  and 
Provincial  Councils  the  right  is  conceded  to  make  all  necessary  la,ws 
for  Locals  and  District,  State  and  Provincial  Councils  which  do  not  con- 
flict with  the  laws  of  the  International  Body. 

In  cases  where  local  Central  Bodies  are  formed  Local  or  Auxiliary 
Unions,  District,  State  and  Provincial  Councils  shall  have  power  to  en- 
force the  laws  of  such  bodies,  provided  such  laws  do  not  conflict  with 
the  laws  of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  America. 

The  right  is  reserved  to  establish  jurisdiction  over  any  Local  or 
Auxiliary  Unions,  District,  State  or  Provincial  Council  whose  affairs  are 
conducted  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be  a  menace  to  the  welfare  of  the  Inter- 
national Body. 
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Brother  Swartz,  in  supporting  his  amendment,  stated  that 
he  believed  these  clauses  contained  superfluous  and  unneces- 
sary matter. 

Delegate  Van  Duyn,  for  the  committee,  explained  why  he 
believed  the  sections  should  remain  in  the  recommendation. 

On  being  put  to  vote,  the  motion  to  concur  in  the  amend- 
ment offered  by  Delegate  Swartz  was  lost. 

Announcements  relative  to  the  meetings  of  the  various 
committees  were  made  and  at  5  p.  m.  the  convention  adjourned 
to  meet  at  9  o'clock  Friday  morning,  September  25th. 


RESOLUTION  NO.  39.

Resolved,  That  we,  the  U.  B.  of  C.  and  J.  herewith  condemn  every 
form  of  militarism  in  our  country  and  in  any  other  land;  be  it  further

Secretary  Duffy  called  attention  to  a  proposed  amend- 
ment submitted  by  the  delegates  from  L.  U.  No.  627,  of  Jack- 
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sonville,  Fla.,  and  requested  that  they  submit  same  from  the 
floor,  as  provided  for  in  Section  235  of  the  General  Constitu- 
tion. 

President  Kirby  introduced  to  the  convention  Brother  A. 
McAndrew,  president  of  the  Tobacco  Workers'  International 
Union,  representing  the  Label  Trades  Department  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor. 

In  prefacing  his  remarks,  Brother  McAndrew  extended 
the  fraternal  greetings  of  the  Union  Label  Trades  Depart- 
ment, as  well  as  of  the  Tobacco  Workers'  International  Union, 
expressing  the  hope  that  the  convention  might  be  a  harmoni- 
ous and  successful  one  and  that  its  deliberations  would  be  of 
benefit  not  only  to  the  carpenters,  but  the  whole  labor  move- 
ment in  general. 

*The  Union  Label  Department,"  he  said,  "was  formed 
for  the  express  purpose  of  an  educational  campaign  in  pro- 
moting a  demand  for  the  union  label,  and  through  its  efficacy 
the  sale  of  union-made  goods  has  been  increased  throughout 
the  United  States  and  Canada." 

Speaking  of  the  cost  of  affiliation,  he  said  the  per  capita 
tax  amounted  to  very  little,  and  he  strongly  urged  the  United 
Brotherhood  to  become  a  part  of  the  department. 

'1  want  to  say,  my  friends,  that  the  officers  and  rank 
and  file  of  the  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  are  to 
be  congratulated  for  the  many  achievements  they  have  ac- 
complished during  the  past  year  in  shortening  the  working 
hours,  which  has  given  you  more  time  for  mental  improve- 
ment and  a  higher  standard  of  living.  And  right  here  let  me 
say  that  the  union  dollars  which  you  make  under  union  con- 
ditions should  be  spent  in  the  purchase  of  union  label  goods. 
We  realize  this  fact  in  the  Label  Trades  Department,  that  the 
carpenters  and  other  crafts  in  the  building  trades  do  not  have 
to  contend  with  child  labor,  as  do  those  in  the  label  crafts." 

Continuing  his  remarks  along  these  lines,  Mr.  McAndrew 
told  of  the  efforts  of  the  department  to  put  the  children  in 
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schools  and  playgrounds,  of  the  conditions  in  the  canneries  in 
Maine,  where  children  of  tender  years  worked  sometimes 
eighteen  out  of  the  twenty-four  hours  of  the  day*,  of  the  sweat 
shops  where  women  wage-workers  earned  only  12  cents  a 
dozen  for  making  shirts  and  were  compelled  to  work  far  into 
the  night  to  earn  that  amount,  of  the  men  working  in  the 
textile  mills  of  the  South  for  $4.00  and  $5.00  per  week — men 
with  families,  and  of  the  children  working  in  the  tobacco 
factories  controlled  by  the  tobacco  trust,  where  the  dust  is  so 
thick  that  the  children  are  forced  to  wear  sponges  over  their 
faces. 

"When  you  are  spending  your  money,"  he  urged,  "see  that 
you  give  employment  to  union  labor.  Don't  be  afraid  to  ask 
the  merchants  of  your  city  for  union  label  goods.  You  owe 
this  to  organized  labor  if  you  are  .going  to  live  up  to  your  obli- 
gation. The  label  is  an  emblem  of  justice,  fraternity  and 
humanity.  As  the  cross  is  the  symbol  of  Christianity  and  the 
church,  so  is  the  label  the  emblem  of  humanity.  One  teaches 
the  fatherhood  of  God,  the  other  the  brotherhood  of  man. 
The  label  is  the  only  guarantee  of  industrial  peace,  because 
the  child  who  demands  the  union  label  wields  more  power  for 
human  betterment  than  the  man  who  holds  a  union  card  in  his 
pocket  and  gives  employment  to  non-union  labor. 

"In  conclusion,  I  would  earnestly  ask  you,  when  purchas- 
ing your  hats,  your  clothing,  your  shoes  and  other  necessities 
of  life,  when  you  make  these  purchases  see  that  the  union 
label  is  attached,  and  then  you  will  have  the  satisfaction  of 
knowing  that  your  organization,  my  organization  and  the 
whole  world  will  be  all  the  happier  for  it." 

President  Kirby — I  want  to  say  to  Brother  McAndrew 
that  the  convention  and  the  delegates  present  will  take  heed 
of  his  words  and  the  request  made  by  him  will  be  referred  to 
the  Label  Committee. 

President  Kirby  then  introduced  Mr.  E.  S.  Phillips,  rep- 
resenting the  Union  Co-operative  Store  of  Indianapolis. 

Mr.  Phillips  informed  the  delegates  that  he  represented

the  largest  co-operative  store  in  the  West.  He  told  how  the 
movement  which  finally  brought  this  store  to  the  front  had 
been  ridiculed  and  hooted  at,  how  even  laboring  men  them- 
selves had  scoffed  at  the  idea,  and  how  the  project  had  flour- 
ished and  prospered  until  at  the  present  time  there  are  more 
than  eight  thousand  members  enrolled  under  its  banner. 

He  dwelt  at  considerable  length  on  the  increased  cost  of 
living  and  presented  figures  and  facts  to  show  that  the  rate 
of  wages  had  not  kept  pace  with  the  increase  in  living  ex- 
penses. 

In  closing,  he  urged  the  delegates  to  go  back  to  their 
homes  and  start  the  ball  rolling  in  favor  of  this  co-operative 
movement.  He  also  invited  them  to  attend  the  open  air  meet- 
ings now  being  held  in  this  city  in  the  interests  of  the  co- 
operative store. 

President  Kirby — In  behalf  of  Mr.  Phillips,  I  want  to  say 
that  what  he  has  said  to  you  relative  to  the  co-operative  store 
is  absolutely  true,  and  had  the  co-operative  store  received  the 
support  to.  which  it  was  entitled  it  would  not  be  half  big 
enough. 

Brother  Kirby  then  announced  the  arrival  of  Brother 
Gabriel  Edmonston,  the  First  General  President  of  the  or- 
ganization, who  entered  the  hall  and  was  greeted  with  three 
rousing  cheers. 

President  Kirby  said — It  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  in- 
troduce Brother  Edmonston.  He  is  the  man  who  assisted  in 
making  us  what  we  are  today.  I  will  simply  say  to  you  that 
we  are  more  than  pleased  that  he  is  able  to  be  with  us. 

Brother  Edmonston — Mr.  President  and  Brothers:  I  must  say  that 
I  was  more  than  pleased  with  your  loyal  invitation  to  visit  you  on  this 
occasion.  There  is  nothing,  brothers,  that  has  ever  happened  in  my  life 
that  would  carry  me  back  quicker  than  the  invitation  I  received  from 
your  Secretary. 

I  know  that  a  large  number  of  you  probably  do  not  appreciate  the 
Brotherhood  at  its  full  value,  because  a  great  many  of  you  have  come 
into  the  Brotherhood  since  it  has  been  organized.    You  therefore  can

hardly  realize  the  conditions  existing  in  the  past,  and  I  want  you  to 
believe  me  when  I  tell  you  that  there  were  men  equal  in  skill  to  either 
you  or  me  who  were  forced  to  work  for  $1.50  per  day  in  those  days,  and 
in  many  instances  for  one-half  of  that,  through  the  adoption  of  the 
piecework  system. 

You  all  know  what  it  is  today  as  well  as  I  do.  So  far  as  that  is 
concerned,  the  spirit  that  prompted  the  condition  which  prevailed  pre- 
vious to  the  organization  spirit  is  not  dead.  It  may  come  to  us  again. 
It  only  remains  to  you  to  sustain  your  organization  and  keep  it  up  to 
its  full  fighting  force. 

There  is  one  thing  I  want  to  say  to  you.  I  don't  want  to  delay  your 
proceedings  for  one  moment,  and  I  will  say  that  you  must  fight  to  de- 
fend to  the  very  last  the  eight-hour  work  day. 

President  Kirby — I  want  to  say  to  Brother  Edmonston 
that  he  cannot  appreciate  the  feelings  of  the  delegates  pres- 
ent, and  I  am  going  to  pin  a  delegate  badge  on  him  and  say 
to  him  that  he  has  a  voice  in  all  the  proceedings  that  come  be- 
fore this  convention.  If  you  want  to  speak  about  anything 
here,  I  won't  call  time  on  you,  Brother  Edmonston. 

The  committee  appointed  to  draft  resolutions  of  con- 
dolence on  the  death  of  the  late  Brother  Fitzgerald,  of  Bos- 
ton, submitted  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Supreme  Architect  of  the  Universe  has  at  death's 
portals  received  life's  last  credentials  from  our  late  Brother  D.  S.  Fitz- 
gerald of  Local  Union  No.  1410,  of  Boston,  Mass.,  and 

Whereas,  His  death  coming  suddenly  as  it  did,  while  absent  from 
home,  wife  and  children,  and  while  on  a  noble  mission  as  a  delegate  to 
the  Eighteenth  General  Convention  of  our  Brotherhood,  seeking  to  assist 
in  making  brighter  the  pathways  of  the  toilers,  striving  to  pluck  the 
thorns  from  the  brow  of  labor,  all  of  which  conduce  in  making  peculiarly 
sad  our  late  brother's  demise;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners 
of  America  in  convention  assembled,  deeply  deplore  the  loss  of  Brother 
Fitzgerald  in  the  councils  of  labor,  and  extend  and  convey  to  his  widow 
and  children  our  profound,  heartfelt  and  abiding  sympathy,  and  wishing 
to  make  less  bitter  their  cup  of  sorrow,  beg  to  assure  them  that  during 
his  brief  illness  he  was  cared  for  by  loving  hands  and  that  when  the  last 
sad  summons  came  he  was  among  friends  and  brothers,  loyal  in  life  and 
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faithful  unto  death,  and  that  "To  live  in  hearts  we  leave  behind  is  not 
to  die,"  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  we  extend  our  fraternal  sympathy  to  Local  Union 
No.  1410,  and  join  with  them  in  mourning  the  loss  of  a  brother  whose 
life's  work  for  unionism  is  ended,  and  resolves  itself  into  a  eulogy  sub- 
lime.

At  the  request  of  the  General  President,  the  entire  dele- 
gation faced  the  east,  with  bowed  heads,  and  remained  in  pro- 
found silence  until  the  sound  of  the  gavel.  It  was  an  unusual, 
impressive  and  beautiful  tribute  to  the  memory  of  Brother 
Fitzgerald. 
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President  Kirby  announced  that  the  time  had  arrived  for 
the  election  of  delegates  to  the  convention  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor,  the  Tabulating  Committee  and  the  city 
in  which  to  hold  the  next  convention  and  appointed  the  fol- 
lowing tellers:

Ballots  for  the  election  of  delegates  to  the  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor  were  distributed  and  President  Kirby  made 
the  following  statement: 

President  Kirby — My  desire  in  making  this  ruling  at  this 
time  is  so  that  there  will  be  absolutely  fair  play  in  this  elec- 
tion. Any  ballot  that  does  not  contain  the  required  number 
of  votes  will  not  be  counted  by  the  tellers.  There  are  seven 
delegates  to  elect  to  the  convention  of  the  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor,  and  every  delegate  will  be  required  to  vote 
for  seven.  That  is  the  only  way  that  this  can  be  done  abso- 
lutely fair. 

18 -Carp.  Pro. 
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Delegate  Ryan — I  would  like  to  express  myself  on  your 
ruling.  On  that  ruling  you  are  depriving  every  delegate 
here  

President  Kirby — That  is  the  ruling  of  the  Chair.  If  the 
convention  does  not  v^ish  to  entertain  it  you  know  what  to  do. 

Delegate  Ryan — You  are  depriving  us  here  of  the  oppor- 
tunity of  expressing  ourselves  that  we  have  as  citizens  in  out- 
side elections.  Therefore,  I  move  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  that 
the  delegates  of  this  convention  have  the  opportunity  to  mark 
their  ballots  for  as  many  delegates  as  they  wish  to  vote  for, 
not  exceeding  the  number  of  seven. 

President  Kirby — The  Chair  desires  to  have  an  absolute- 
ly fair  ballot  and  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  only  way  it  can  be 
done  is  as  I  have  before  stated.  I  will  decline  to  entertain 
your  motion. 

Delegate  Ryan — I  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair. 

The  First  General  Vice-President  in  the  chair. 

Vice-President  Hutcheson — Brother  Ryan  has  appealed 
from  the  decision  of  the  Chair. 

Delegate  Ryan — Mr.  Chairman  and  Brothers:  I  hold 
that  in  this  convention,  here  assembled,  each  Local  Union 
and  its  delegates  are  assembled  for  the  purpose  of  carry- 
ing out,  in  their  wisdom,  what  is  to  the  best  interests  of  this 
organization,  unless  otherwise  instructed.  When  you  com- 
pel men  to  vote  a  certain  number  of  votes,  you  are  compelling 
them  to  do  a  thing  where  they  cannot  act  with  intelligence. 
There  are  some  men's  names  on  that  ballot  that,  while  they 
might  be  just  as  good  as  the  men  whom  I  propose  to  vote  for, 
I  don't  know  them  and  I  don't  know  their  qualifications.  And 
to  allow  me  and  men  in  my  position  to  cast  a  ballot  in  the 
way  that  the  Chair  has  ruled  will  force  me  to  do  an  unintelli- 
gent thing  that  I  am  not  forced  to  do  as  a  citizen  of  the  city 
in  which  I  live,  or  that  you  are  not  forced  to  do  as  citizens  in 
the  cities  in  which  you  live.  You  are  depriving  me  of  the 
right  to  express  my  opinion,  my  vote,  unless  I  do  it  in  your 
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way.  If  carried  into  practice  at  our  polls,  it  is  the  most  fruit- 
ful method  I  know  of  to  perpetuate  all  the  wrongs  that  exist 
in  our  political  machinery  in  the  country.  I  am  not  making 
this  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair  in  any  acrimonious 
spirit  to  the  Chairman  or  in  trying  to  force  my  will  upon  this 
body,  but  simply  appealing  to  the  intelligence  of  men  at  large 
to  preserve  to  myself  and  to  yourself  the  equal  freedom  that 
we  have  on  the  outside. 

President  Kirby — Mr.  Chairman  and  Brothers:  In  mak- 
ing that  ruling  I  had  no  other  motive  than  to  give  every  can- 
didate nominated  an  equal  chance.  I  hold  in  my  hand  a  ticket 
that  has  been  distributed  in  this  hall  that  contains  five  names, 
and.  I  want  to'  ask :  Who  is  endeavoring  to  perpetrate  a 
wrong?  Every  man  here  has  the  right  to  vote  for  seven 
names,  and  the  man  who  does  not  do  it  is  not  doing  his  duty 
to  this  convention,  to  himself  and  to  the  labor  movement  and 
to  the  carpenters  who  have  got  to  go  to  the  American  Federa- 
tion of  Labor.  A  member  has  a  perfect  right  to  differ  with 
the  Chair,  and  the  Chair  takes  no  exception  to  any  member 
who  differs  from  me,  but  I  want  this  convention  to  be  just 
as  fair  as  I  have  been  and  give  every  man  an  equal  chance. 

Vice-President  Hutcheson — In  taking  this  vote,  remem- 
ber that  the  vote  will  be  taken  as  to  whether  or  not  the  ruling 
of  the  Chair  shall  be  sustained. 

Delegate  Ryan — I  call  for  a  roll-call  vote  on  this  question. 

Vice-President  Hutcheson — I  don't  believe  at  this  time 
it  is  advisable  to  accede  to  your  request  and  take  a  roll-call. 

The  question  was  then  put  to  vote,  and  the  decision  of 
President  Kirby  was  sustained  by  the  convention. 

At  this  time  Delegate  Neal  (48) ,  of  New  York  City,  with- 
drew his  name  as  a  candidate  for  delegate  to  the  convention 
of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor. 

Delegate  Moore  (61),  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  also  withdrew 
his  name. 

Before  the  vote  was  taken  President  Kirby  again  an- 
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nounced  that  seven  candidates  must  be  voted  for  and  that  the 
names  of  E.  H.  Neal  and  Guy  C.  Moore  had  been  withdrawn 
from  the  list. 

After  the  ballot  had  been  declared  closed  the  Ghair  an- 
nounced that  the  tellers  would  count  the  vote  in  the  rear  of 
the  stage  and  that  any  delegate  who  so  desired  might  watch 
the  count. 

During  the  distribution  of  the  ballots  for  the  election  of 
the  Tabulating  Gommittee,  little  Miss  Omal  Smock,  daughter 
of  the  president  of  the  Indianapolis  District  Gouncil,  dressed 
in  a  costume  appropriate  to  the  "Lone  Star  State,"  distributed 
posters  in  support  of  the  claims  of  Fort  Worth  for  the  next 
convention. 

During  the  roll-call  on  the  election  of  the  Tabulating 
Gommittee,  First  Vice-President  Hutcheson  took  the  Ghair. 

The  ballot  being  declared  closed,  ballots  were  distributed 
for  the  selection  of  the  next  convention  city. 

President  Kirby  in  the  Ghair. 

The  city  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  was  withdrawn  from  the  list. 

A  delegate  asked  for  information  relative  to  the  expense 
of  the  convention  held  in  this  city  as  compared  with  conven- 
tions held  in  the  past  in  other  cities. 

Secretary  Duffy — At  the  Washington  convention  our  bill 
for  printing  amounted  to  $3,020.43 ;  here  we  cannot  determine 
the  expense  until  the  bills  come  in,  but  it  will  be  about  the 
same.  Expressage  to  Washington,  $121.00;  expressage  here, 
none.  Rent  in  Washington  for  convention  hall,  none ;  rent  here 
for  two  weeks,  $1,000.00.  Telegrams  about  the  same  in  both 
places.  Gommittee  rooms  in  Washington,  about  $200.00; 
committee  rooms  here,  none.  Stenographers,  about  tjie  same 
in  both  places.  Rent  of  typewriters  in  Washington,  $6.00; 
rent  of  typewriters  here,  none.  So  the  expenses,  all  told,  will 
run  just  about  the  same  in  Indianapolis  as  in  Washington. 

Delegate  Brown  stated  that  if  the  next  convention  came 
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to  Pittsburgh  there  would  be  no  hall  rent  and  it  would  be 
properly  financed. 

Delegates  from  other  cities  seeking  the  convention,  in- 
cluding Fort  Worth,  made  similar  statements. 

The  ballot  was  declared  closed,  with  instructions  from 
the  Chair  to  the  tellers  to  collect  the  votes  of  the  ten  tellers 
now  counting  votes  in  the  rear  on  delegates  to  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor  and  the  Tabulating  Committee. 

At  12  o'clock  the  convention  adjourned  to  reconvene  at 
2  p.  m. 
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FIFTH  DAY— AFTERNOON  SESSION 

The  convention  was  called  to  order  at  2  o'clock,  General 
President  Kirby  in  the  Chair.

The  delegates  from  Ohio  were  requested  to  meet  at 
Headquarters  at  7  o'clock  tonight  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
steps  to  form  a  State  Council.  Delegates  from  the  States  of 
Kentucky  and  Tennessee  were  invited  to  attend  the  meeting. 

A  similar  announcement  was  made  for  the  benefit  of  the 
delegates  from  West  Virginia. 

President  Kirby  introduced  Brother  John  Scannell,  of  the 
Boot  and  Shoe  Workers'  International  Union,  who  said  in 
part: 

Mr.  President  and  Brothers — I  appear  for  the  purpose  of  extending 
to  you  the  best  wishes  from  the  membership  and  General  Officers  of  the 
International  Boot  and  Shoe  Workers'  organization.  Yesterday  after- 
noon I  sat  in  the  visitors'  gallery  and  had  the  chance  to  observe  that 
you  had  your  full  quota  of  orators  and  your  full  quota  of  those  who  had 
the  worthy  aspirations  to  make  jewels  to  put  in  your  crown  of  success. 
Therefore,  I  am  not  here  for  the  purpose  of  making  any  lengthy  talk. 

A  year  ago  last  month  I  happened  to  be  passing  through  your  city 
and  on  the  street  I  met  your  Generay  Secretary,  Brother  Duffy.  I  asked 
him  how  your  organization  was  getting  along.  The  sparkle  in  his  eye 
indicated  that  he  had  just  completed  some  statistics,  and  he  informed 
me  that  the  membership  had  grown  to  254,000.  I  can  assure  you  that 
proved  to  me  an  inspiration  in  my  work,  and  I  instantly  used  it  to  add 
encouragement  for  the  carpenters,  not  only  in  this  section,  but  all 
through  the  west  and  as  far  north  as  Minnesota.  I  am  glad  to  report 
to  you  that  as  a  result  of  the  co-operative  work  done  by  your  organiza- 
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tion  and  others,  there  has  been  brought  about  an  increase  in  our  mem- 
bership during  the  past  year  of  over  eight  thousand  members. 

Our  organization  has  become  somewhat  popular,  due  to  the  ex- 
penditure of  nearly  one  hundred  thousands  of  dollars  in  advertising,  and 
that  has  brought  about  something  that  I  realize  is  a  new  feature.  I 
have  found  any  number  of  men  who  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that 
the  Shoe  Workers  have  about  control  of  the  entire  shoe  industry  in  this 
country.  I  hope  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  that  will  be  the  case, 
but  we  have  not  reached  that  goal  as  yet.  That  impression  has  caused 
some  to  become  careless  and  it  is  just  as  necessary  for  us  to  request  and 
advise  carefulness  now  as  it  has  ever  been  in  the  past.  Let  me  close, 
therefore,  with  the  request  that  each  and  every  one  of  you,  when  you 
return  to  your  homes,  will  bear  these  few  facts  in  mind,  and  in  doing 
so  you  can  feel  that  you  have  done  your  whole  duty  to  yourself  and  to 
those  whom  you  were  sent  here  to  represent.  I  sincerely  thank  you  for 
the  courtesies  extended  to  me  and  for  the  loyalty  with,  which  you  have 
stood  by  the  members  of  our  organization. . 

President  Kirby — I  desire  to  say  to  Brother  Scannell  that 
the  delegates  assembled,  I  am  sure,  enjoyed  his  words,  are 
pleased  to  have  him  with  us  and  will  respect  his  injunctions 
when  they  return  home.

It  was  regularly  moved,  seconded  and  carried  that  the 
city  of  Fort  Worth  be  made  the  unanimous  choice  of  the  con- 
vention for  the  next  convention. 

President  Kirby  called  for  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  General  President's  Report,  and  First  Vice-President 
Hutcheson  took  the  Chair. 

Delegate  Kelly,  for  the  committee,  read  the  following  re- 
port: 
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Indianapolis,  Indiana,  September  25,  1914. 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  attending  the  Eighteenth  General  Conven- 
tion of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  Amer- 
ica, Indianapolis,  Ind.: 

Dear  Sirs  and  Brothers — We,  your  committee,  on  report  of  General 
President  James  Kirby,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  on  the 
matters  covered  by  this  committee  in  the  General  President's  report,  all 
other  questions  having  been  referred  to  the  proper  committees  handling 
these  particular  subjects. 

We  are  pleased  to  note  that  the  General  President,  according  to  his 
report,  is  receiving  the  support  that  he  is  justly  entitled  to  from  the 
various  Local  Unions  and  District  Councils  and  express  the  hope  that 
during  the  coming  two  years  he  will  be  able  to  report  to  the  next  con- 
vention that  he  has  received  the  unanimous  support  of  every  district 
on  every  question  pertaining  to  the  progress  of  our  organization. 

STRIKES  AND  LOCKOUTS. 

We  note  with  particular  pride  that  in  all  strikes  and  lockouts 
handled  during  the  past  two  years  the  organization  has  been  almost 
universally  successful  and  we  believe  this  convention  should  compli- 
ment the  General  President  on  the  successful  manner  in  which  they 
have  been  handled  by  the  General  Officers. 

t 

AGREEMENTS. 

We  concur,  in  the  recommendation  of  the  General  President,  that 
the  General  President  in  conjunction  with  the  General  Executive  Board 
have  authority  to  sign  agreements  with  employers  doing  an  interstate 
or  international  business  with  the  provision  that  the  prevailing  rate  of 
wages  paid  in  the  different  localities  shall  be  recognized  along  with 
the  working  rules  of  those  localities. 

MACHINISTS  AND  MILLWRIGHTS. 

We  note  that  two  meetings  have  already  been  held  between  the 
International  Association  of  Machinists'  representatives  and  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  Brotherhood  with  nothing  accomplished,  and 
while  we  agree  that  the  United  Brotherhood  should  never  refuse  to 
meet  any  organization  requesting  a  committee,  we  also  recommend  that 
no  agreement  be  made  that  has  for  its  intent  the  surrendering  of  the 
millwright  work  by  the  United  Brotherhood. 
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AMALGAMATED  CARPENTERS. 

We  are  indeed  pleased  to  note  that  the  agreement  entered  into  with 
the  Amalgamated  Society  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  is  working  out  so 
well  and  hope  that  in  the  very  near  future  there  will  be  no  branches  of 
that  organization  but  that  are  woi"king  in  harmony  under  the  charter 
of  the  United  Brotherhood,  and  recommend  that  every  effort  be  made 
to  induce  the  few  remaining  branches  to  take  out  a  charter  under  the 
United  Brotherhood. 

BRICKLAYERS'  AGREEMENT. 

We  desire  to  compliment  the  General  President  on  the  wisdom  dis- 
played in  entering  into  the  agreement  with  the  Bricklayers,  Masons  and 
Plasters'  International  Union  and  the  United  Brotherhood,  and  are 
more  than  pleased  to  note  the  great  good  that  it  has  already  accom- 
plished in  various  localities  and  believe  that  if  the  agreement  is  judic- 
iously handled  it  will  redound  to  great  benefit  to  both  organizations. 

APPEALS. 

We  agree  with  the  General  President,  that  the  methods  employed 
in  conducting  trials,  etc.,  in  various  localities  are  very  loosely  handled 
and  recommend  that  each  delegate  make  this  chapter  a  part  of  his 
report  that  he  makes  to  his  Local  Union  on  his  return  as  we  believe 
this  is  the  best  means  of  calling  this  matter  to  their  attention. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

This  question  is  already  covered  by  the  law  and  we  believe  the 
judgment  used  by  the  General  President  has  been  sufficient  to  safeguard 
the  interests  of  the  brotherhood  and  no  further  comment  is  necessary  on 
behalf  of  the  committee. 

BUILDING  TRADES  DEPARTMENT. 

Your  committee  is  in  full  accord  with  the  remarks  of  the  General 
President  under  this  head  and  express  the  )ibpe  that  in  the  near  future 
it  will  be  made  possible  for  the  United  Brotherhood  to  be  affiliated 
therewith.  On  that  part  of  the  chapter  in  reference  to  the  complaint 
lodged  with  the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  we  recommend  that  our 
delegates  to  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  be  instructed  to  uphold 
the  action  of  our  General  Officers  at  the  Convention  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor. 
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AMERICAN  FEDERATION  OF  LABOR. 

We  are  pleased  to  note  that  our  relations  with  the  American  Fede- 
ration of  Labor  were  never  more  cordial  and  satisfactory  than  they  are 
at  the  present  time  and  that  they  have  rendered  assistance  promptly 
whenever  they  have  been  asked,  and  that  General  Secretary^  Duffy  as  a 
member  of  the  Executive  Council  has  rendered  us  valuable  assistance 
and  recommend  that  our  delegates  to  the  American  Federation  of  Labor 
be  instructed  to  use  every  effort  possible  within  their  power  to  have 
General  Secretary  Duffy  re-elected  at  the  coming  convention  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Executive  Council. 

LAW  DEPARTMENT. 

Your  committee  believes  that  the  General  President  has  shown 
very  wise  judgment  in  the  establishing  of  a  Law  Department  at  our 
General  Headquarters  and  that  it  has  proven  a  very  valuable  asset  to 
the  Brotherhood. 

OLD  HOME  AND  PENSIONS. 

Your  committee  is  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  in  the  very  near 
future  the  United  Brotherhood  will  not  only  be  compelled  to  adopt  the 
old  home  project  but  the  pension  system  also,  and  we  therefore  concur 
in  the  recommendation  of  the  General  President  that,  "the  incoming 
Executive  Board  be  instructed  to  compile  statistics  giving,  as  near  as 
possible,  the  approximate  cost  to  our  membership,  both  for  the  main- 
tenance of  a  home  and  the  paying  of  pensions;  and  that  no  considera- 
tion be  given  to  any  project  that  does  not  provide  for  the  good  wife 
as  well  as  the  aged  brother." 

PRINTING  PLANT. 

In  advocating  this  proposition  the  General  President  has  surely 
shown  that  he  has  been  alive  to  the  interests  of  the  brotherhood,  for 
your  committee  believes  if  there  were  ever  a  proposition  recommnded 
to  the  brotherhood  that  has  more  merit  to  it  than  any  other  it  is  the 
establishing  of  the  brotherhood's  own  printing  plant,  as  there  is  no 
doubt  whatever  that  the  brotherhood  will  be  better  off,  both  as  to  the 
quality  of  their  printing  and  the  financial  outlay  in  reference  to  the 
same,  besides  having  absolute  control,  thereby  being  able  to  secure  the 
supplies  as  they  are  needed.  Your  committee  believes  that  the  annual 
saving  to  the  brotherhood  will  be  sufficient  to  pay  for  the  cost  of  equip- 
ping the  plant  in  four  years.  Your  committee  is  also  reliably  informed 
that  there  is  a  profit  on  printing  eighty  thousand  copies  of  "The  Car- 
penter" each  month  of  at  least  $500.00,  and  we  recommend  that  the" 
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General  President,  in  conjunction  with  the  General  Executive  Board,  be 
instructed  to  install  this  plant  just  as  soon  as  possible  so  as  to  be  able 
to  immediately  start  printing  "The  Carpenter"  when  the  present  con- 
tract expires,  which  we  understand  to  be  with  the  February,  1915,  issue. 

CONCLUSION. 

We  desire  to  compliment  the  General  President  on  the  short  and 
concise  manner  in  which  he  has  made  his  report,  nothing  being  con- 
tained in  same  but  what  absolutely  pertains  to  the  business  of  the  or- 
ganization and  express  the  hope  that  the  coming  term  will  be  handled 
in  as  good  businesslike  methods  as  the  previous  one.

President  Kirby — It  might  possibly  be  that  the  com- 
mittee misunderstood  part  of  my  report.  My  report  reads 
(under  the  caption,  ''Amalgamated  Carpenters") :  ''With  the 
possible  exception  of  two  or  three  localities,  the  branches  of 
the  amalgamated  carpenters  are  now  working  in  perfect 
accord  with  the  plan  of  solidification,  and  a  little  time  will 
soon  demonstrate  to  those  who  now  hesitate  that  their  inter- 
ests can  best  be  protected  by  a  strict  observance  of  the  plan 
as  adopted." 

The  branches  referred  to  are  chartered,  but  they  are  not 
carrying  out  the  plan  in  full.  I  don't  want  the  impression  to 
prevail  that  they  are  not  chartered. 

Delegate  Kelly — The  committee  accepts  the  correction. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee, including  the  recommendations,  be  adopted. 

A  delegate,  in  discussing  that  part  of  the  report  dealing 
with  the  bricklayers*  agreement,  stated  that  he  liked  the 
agreement  but  that  he  did  not  believe  the  General  President 
should  be  given  too  much  power  in  the  matter  of  signing 
agreements. 

Delegate  Kelly — I  rise  to  a  paint  of  onier.   The  brother 
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is  talking  about  something  that  the  committee  does  not 
recommend.  The  committee  does  not  recommend  that  the 
General  President  be  given  power  to  enter  into  agreements.  It 
is  simply  a  report  on  the  matter  of  the  bricklayers'  agreement, 
in  which  we  say  we  are  pleased  to  note  that  it  is  working  out. 
We  don't  enter  into  the  question  at  all. 

Vice-President  Hutcheson — Your  point  of  order  is  well 
taken. 

Delegate  Fyfe — I  was  very  much  pleased  when  our  Gen- 
eral President  corrected  the  secretary  of  the  committee  in  his 
report,  because  I  myself  did  not  wish  this  convention  to  labor 
under  the  impression  that  there  were  any  branches  of  the 
amalgamated  that  did  not  become  a  part  of  the  Brotherhood. 
It  was  a  long  and  bitter  fight,  and  under  the  careful  handling 
of  your  President  we  were  able  to  become  members  of  the 
Brotherhood  to  all  intents  and  purposes  and  work  for  the 
benefit  of  the  carpenters  at  large.  I  believe  I  am  the  only 
representative  of  the  amalgamated  section,  one  who  has  been 
for  thirty  years  a  member  of  the  organization  and  one  who 
made  a  bitter  fight  to  get  that  which  we  believed  was  ours. 

When  the  offer  came  from  your  President  we  were  more 
than  pleased,  and  we  are  now  enrolled  under  the  banner  of 
the  Brotherhood.  The  only  thing  we  retain  and  which  we 
fought  for  is  our  beneficial  system — a  system  which  we  be- 
lieve is  good.  If  we  should  ever  become  a  component  and  ab- 
solute part  of  the  Brotherhood,  I  hope  you  will  adopt  some 
portion  of  that  system.  We  had  to  see  our  old  members  pro- 
tected. The  younger  men  in  the  organization  insisted  on  that 
one  point,  and  when  that  was  granted  we  became  a  part  of 
the  Brotherhood  and  will  do  all  we  can,  in  an  economic  and 
militant  way,  to  raise  the  position  of  the  carpenters. 

The  carpenter  was  the  first  in  the  eight-hour  movement, 
and  he  is  the  first  now  in  the  spirit  of  internationalism.  We 
have  a  common  card  all  over  the  English-speaking  world. 
Wherever  the  English  language  is  spoken  you  can  enter  into 
our  organization  and  become  a  part  of  it  at  once.    I  just 
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wanted  to  dispel  the  idea  that  the  Amalgamated  Society,  or 
any  part  of  it,  is  not  affiliated  with  the  Brotherhood. 

Vice-President  Hutcheson — For  the  benefit  of  Delegate 
Fyfe,  the  Secretary  has  made  the  corrections. 

Delegate  Brown  again  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  manner 
in  which  the  bricklayers'  agreement  was  entered  into. 

On  being  put  to  vote,  the  motion  to  adopt  the  report  of 
the  committee  and  their  recommendations  was  carried. 

President  Kirby  in  the  Chair.

Swartz,  having  received  the  seven  highest  votes,  were  declared 
elected  delegates  to  the  convention  of  the  American  Federa- 
tion of  Labor  and  the  tellers  discharged,  with  thanks. 

The  Committee  on  Board  of  Trustees'  Report  submitted 
the  following: 
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Indianapolis,  Indiana,  September  25,  1914. 

To  the  Ofticers  and  Delegates  attending  the  Eighteenth  General  Conven- 
tion of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  Amer- 
ica, Indianapolis,  Ind.: 

We,  the  undersigned  committee  on  trustees  report,  appointed  by  G.  P. 
Kirby,  have  complied  with  his  instructions  and  have  inspected  the  build- 
ing from  the  cellar  to  the  roof,  and  from  front  to  rear  line,  and  find  the 
building  in  first  class  condition  with  the  exception  of  a  few  minor  repairs 
which  we,  your  committee,  believe  are  needed,  especially  the  front  cornice 
gutter.  Also  would  recommend  that  iron  guards  be  placed  on  basement 
windows  on  alley  side  to  protect  the  brick  work  from  injury.  As  the 
matter  of  finances  have  been  taken  care  of  by  the  committee  on  finance, 
we  deem  it  unnecessary  to  make  any  report  on  the  same. 

We  are  pleased  to  note  that  the  litigation  in  regard  to  the 
building  has  been  satisfactorily  ended  with  the  exception  of  one  case  now 
pending,  which  may  take  probably  a  year  before  it  is  out  of  the  courts. 

We  wish  to  commend  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  U.  B.  for  the 
efficient  and  capable  manner  in  which  we  find  the  building  entrusted  to 
their  care  is  managed  in  the  interest  of  the  U.  B.

The  motion  to  adopt  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Board  of  Trustees'  Report  was  carried. 

President  Kirby  called  for  the  report  of  the  Constitution 
Committee  and  requested  the  secretary  to  explain  to  the  con- 
vention just  where  discussion  had  been  left  off  at  the  previ- 
ous session. 

Secretary  Duffy — We  were  discussing  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  committee  under  the  heading  "Jurisdiction,"  the 
only  change  being  in  the  last  clause,  which,  as  amended,  reads 
as  follows:  'The  constitution  and  all  laws  shall  only  be 
amended  by  referendum  vote." 

President  Kirby — The  question  occurs  on  the  adoption 
of  the  report  of  the  committee  as  amended. 

Delegate  Ryan — I  will  offer  an  amendment  that  the  mat- 
ter of  jurisdiction  be  laid  over  until  such  time  as  the  Organi- 
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zation  Committee  has  made  its  report.  The  matter  under 
discussion  here  at  the  ending  of  the  session  was  in  regard  to 
these  auxiliary  unions,  which  is  practically  a  new  form  of 
organization  for  us. 

A  Delegate — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  This  matter  has 
already  been  dealt  with  and  decided  by  a  vote  in  this  conven- 
tion. 

President  Kirby — The  point  of  order  is  well  taken  and 
Delegate  Ryan's  amendment  is  out  of  order. 

Delegate  Ryan — I  appeal  from  the  Chair's  decision. 
First  Vice-President  Hutcheson  in  the  Chair. 

Vice-President  Hutcheson — Brother  Ryan  appeals  from 
the  decision  of  the  Chair. 

Delegate  Ryan — I  hate  to  be  forced  into  this  position.  At 
the  last  session  here  I  arose  to  make  an  amendment,  gave  way 
to  the  announcement  that  the  original  motion  then  was  not 
put.  Again  today  I  arose  to  make  an  amendment,  was  recog- 
nized. The  question  is  not  settled.  Introduced  here  is  a  ques- 
tion of  organization — a  new  form  of  organization— something 
that  we  have  never  had  and  that  if  we  adopt  now  without 
hearing  the  report  of  our  Organization  Committed  we  are  go- 
ing to  act  in  doubt;  we  are  going  to  act  without  the  advice 
of  men  that  we  have  appointed  to  deliberate  upon  it.  On  the 
point  of  order  that  was  raised,  the  point  is  that  the  thing  has 
already  been  acted  upon.  The  ruling  of  the  Chair  previously 
and  our  rules  of  order  of  this  convention  provide  that  as  many 
amendments  can  be  made  as  desired  and  that  the  motion  shall 
not  be  shut  off  except  by  the  putting  of  the  previous  question 
and  the  carrying  of  that  by  the  house.  That  has  not  been 
done.  If  you  cannot  proceed  in  that  manner  in  an  orderly 
manner,  why  then  debate  is  shut  off  by  such  points  of  order 
as  these  by  interested  parties,  who  wish  to  kill  the  thing. 
You  are  adopting  a  new  form  of  organization  without  hear- 
ing the  report  of  your  Committee  on  Organization. 
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President  Kirby — I  have  nothing  to  say  in  this  matter. 
You  will  remember  the  motion  to  defer  of  Brother  Ryan's 
yesterday  was  practically  the  same.  So  far  as  I  am.  concerned, 
I  can  stand  this  just  as  long  as  you  can,  but  if  you  are  going 
to  permit  these  dilatory  tactics  you  are  going  to  wind  up  just 
as  you  have  in  the  past.  At  the  last  minute  everything  is 
going  to  be  hurried  to  get  through.  It  is  not  my  intention  to 
in  any  way  restrict  argument,  but  when  these  side  issues  are 
raised  it  only  tends  to  retard  the  work  of  the  convention. 

Vice-President  Hutcheson — The  motion  occurs  on  the 
question  as  to  whether  or  not  the  ruling  of  the  Chair  shall  be 
sustained. 

Delegate  Ryan — I  call  for  a  division. 

Vice-President  Hutcheson — I  believe  there  is  no  occasion 
for  it,  but  to  gratify  you  I  will  call  for  a  division. 

The  vote  in  favor  of  sustaining  the  decision  of  President 
Kirby  was  194 ;  against,  84. 

Delegate  Guerin — I  rise  to  amend  that  the  word  "article'' 
be  inserted  immediately  under  the  heading  "Jurisdiction" 
and  the  first  six  clauses  numbered  1  to  6,  respectively;  that 
the  word  "article"  (leave  space  for  number)  be  inserted  at 
the  beginning  of  Clause  7  and  the  remaining  clauses  num- 
bered 1  to  4,  respectively.  This  for  the  purpose  of  classify- 
ing the  sections  and  simplifying  the  work  of  the  Codification 
Committee. 

Delegate  Featherston  (for  the  committee) — The  com- 
mittee accepts  the  suggestion  of  Delegate  Guerin. 

A  Delegate — I  move  that  the  word  "auxiliary"  be  strick- 
en out  from  the  matter  ujider  discussion  wherever  it  appears. 
(Motion  seconded.) 

The  point  of  order  was  raised  that  the  first  clause  in  the 
recommendation  of  the  committee  had  been  previously 
adopted  with  the  word  "auxiliary"  in  it. 

President  Kirby— No  part  of  the  recommendation,  as 
amended,  has  been  adopted,  and  the  amendment  is  in  order. 
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The  discussion  which  followed,  and  which  was  entered 
into  by  many  delegates,  was  practically  a  repetition  of  that 
which  took  place  on  the  same  subject  at  the  previous  day's 
session  and  recorded  in  the  minutes.  The  sentiment,  how- 
ever, was  very  largely  in  favor  of  some  measure  being  adopted 
whereby  the  organization  could,  in  some  manner  at  least,  con- 
trol those  men  who  are  not  eligible  for  membership  in  the 
U.  B.  or  in  any  other  trade  by  reason  of  the  class  of  work 
which  they  follow,  but  who,  at  the  same  time,  are  dangerous 
men  in  times  of  strikes  and  other  difficulties. 

The  previous  question  was  called  for,  put  to  vote  and 
carried. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  amendment  to  eliminate  the 
word  "auxiliary''  wherever  it  appears  was  then  put  to  vote 
and  declared  lost. 

A  division  of  the  house  was  called  for,  resulting  as  fol- 
lows:   83  in  favor  of  adopting  the  amendment;  174  against. 

At  this  point  the  Chair  declared  a  recess. 

The  convention  again  called  to  order. 

President  Kirby — The  question  occurs  on  the  adoption  of 
the  report  of  the  committee  as  amended. 

The  previous  question  was  called  for,  supported  by  the 
necessary  number  of  delegates,  put  to  vote  and  carried. 

Secretary  Duffy  read  the  report  of  the  committee  as 
amended  and  the  motion  to  concur  was  carried  on  being  put 
to  vote. 

Delegate  Featherston  suggested  that  at  this  time  action 
be  taken  on  the  matter  which  was  deferred  at  yesterday's 
session,  providing  for  the  sub-dividing  of  the  General  Con- 
stitution into  three  parts. 

Delegate  Ryan — Who  is  going  to  do  the  work? 

Delegate  Featherston  (for  the  committee) — That  will  be 
provided  for  later  if  the  convention  so  sees  fit,  the  committee 
recommending  that  somebody  be  empowered  to  do  it. 
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That  part  of  the  report  of  th^  committee  in  question  is 
as  follows: 

Your  committee  recommends  the  following  new  section: 
The  Constitution  shall  be  compiled  in  three  parts,  viz: 
Constitution  Laws. 

General  Laws. 
General  By-Laws. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  report  of  the  committee  was  car- 
ried. 

Local  Union  No.  309— New  York  City: 

Resolution. 

Whereas,  Pursuant  to  Section  3  of  the  General  Constitution,  proclaim- 
ing our  objects,  it  is  our  endeavor  as  an  organization  to  elevate  the  moral, 
intellectual  and  social  condition  of  our  members ;  and 

Whereas,  To  attain  this  object  we  should  make  a  foremost  point  to  as- 
sist our  members  in  securing  employment  by  obtaining  control  over  the 
supply  and  demand  in  our  trade;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  it  shall  be  compulsory  for  all  District  Councils  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  this  U.  B.  and  for  all  Local  Unions  in  localities  where 
more  than  one  Local  Union,  but  no  District  Council  exists,  to  establish  and 
maintain  an  employment  office  that  will  afford  the  employer  the  opportun- 
ity to  apply  to  for  help  and  our  members  to  apply  to  when  in  search  of 
work. 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

Delegate  Speyer — I  would  like  the  committee  to  state 
their  reasons  for  non-concurrence  in  this  amendment. 

Delegate  Pratt,  for  the  committee,  stated  that  the  com- 
mittee objected  to  the  amendment  because  it  provided  that 
all  Local  Unions  and  District  Councils  ''shall"  maintain  em- 
ployment offices,  stating  that  such  a  measure  would  mean  the 
death  of  many  small  Local  Unions  if  compelled  to  carry  out 
the  resolution,  and  that  there  is  nothing  in  our  laws  as  at 
present  constituted  to  debar  District  Councils  and  Local 
Unions  from  maintaining  such  offices  if  they  so  desire. 

Delegate  Speyer — I  therefore  offer  the  following  amend- 
ment : 
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"Resolved,  That  we  recommend  to  all  District  Councils  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  this  U.  B.,  and  to  all  Local  Unions  in  localities  where  more 
than  one  Local  Union,  but  no  District  Council  exists,  to  establish  and 
maintain  an  employment  office  that  will  afford  the  employer  the  oppor- 
tunity to  apply  to  for  help  and  our  members  to  apply  to  when  in  search 
of  work."    (Amendment  seconded). 

The  committee  accepted  the  amendment  offered  by  Dele- 
gate Speyer,  same  to  be  included  in  our  General  Constitution 
under  the  heading  **Our  Principles,"  if  carried  by  the  referen- 
dum vote. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  as 
amended  was  carried. 

Your  committee  recommends  the  following  be  inserted  after  the  word 
''Convention"  on  the  first  line  "each  three  years  beginning,"  section  to 
read  as  follows: 

GENERAL  CONVENTION. 

Section  4.  The  U.  B.  shall  meet  in  General  Convention  every  three 
years  beginning  on  the  third  Monday  in  September,  at  such  place  as  may 
have  been  designated  by  the  last  preceding  Convention. 

Delegate  Rowland — I  offer  an  amendment  that  in  Section 
4,  line  2,  as  recommended  by  the  committee,  all  the  words 
after  **at"  be  stricken  out  and  the  words  ''Indianapolis,  Ind.," 
inserted.    (Motion  seconded.) 

There  was  some  discussion  as  to  whether  or  not  the 
action  of  the  convention  at  the  morning  session  in  selecting 
Fort  Worth  as  the  next  convention  city  would  stand  in  case 
the  amendment  offered  by  Delegate  Rowland  was  carried,  and 
the  Chair  ruled  that  in  the  event  of  the  amendment  receiving 
the  endorsement  of  the  convention,  supported  by  the  referen- 
dum vote,  the  next  convention  would  be  held  in  Indianapolis. 

After  further  discussion  the  amendment  offered  by  Dele- 
gate Rowland  was  put  to  vote  and  lost. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  word  "three"  be 
stricken  out  of  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  and  the 
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word  "four"  inserted  instead,  thus  providing  for  the  holding 
of  conventions  every  four  years. 

This  amendment  called  forth  considerable  discussion,  in 
which  the  sentiment  was  decidedly  against  the  long-term  con- 
vention. After  a  number  of  delegates  had  talked  at  some 
length  on  the  subject,  the  previous  question  was  called  for, 
supported  by  the  necessary  number,  put  to  vote  and  carried. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  amendment  providing  for 
holding  the  convention  every  four  years  was  put  to  vote  and 
lost. 

The  previous  question  on  the  original  proposition  was 
called  for,  put  to  vote  and  carried. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  report  of  the  committee,  provid- 
ing for  the  holding  of  the  convention  triennially,  was  put  to 
vote  and  lost. 

Local  Union  247,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.: 

Amend  Section  4,  of  the  General  Constitution,  to  read,  that  "the  U.  B. 
shall  meet  in  general  convention  biennially  on  the  third  Monday  in  Sep- 
tember, in  the  city  in  which  the  headquarters  of  the  U.  B.  is  situated." 

It  is  the  opinion  of  L.  U.  247  that  this  will  eliminate  the  expense  of 
bringing  the  records,  etc.,  of  the  General  Office  to  the  different  cities,  as 
has  been  the  custom  heretofore,  and  will  mean  a  big  saving  to  the  or- 
ganization. 

Local  Union  471,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.: 

Amend  Section  4,  of  the  General  Constitution,  to  read:  "The  U.  B. 
shall  meet  in  general  convention  biennially  on  the  third  Monday  in  Sep- 
tember in  the  city  in  which  the  headquarters  of  the  U.  B.  is  situated." 

Your  committee  non-concur. 

The  Chair  declared  the  above  amendments  offered  by 
L.  U.'s  Nos.  247  and  471  voted  down  by  previous  action  of  the 
convention. 

Berkshire  County  D.  C,  North  Adams,  Mass.: 
Amend  Section  6  by  adding  the  following: 

"A  District  Council  composed  of  three  or  more  L.  U.'s  situated  in  con- 
tiguous territory  which  has  been  organized  and  has  held  regular  meetings 
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for  at  least  one  year  prior  to  any  general  convention,  shall  be  entitled  to 
one  delegate,  who  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  delegate 
from  a  L.  U." 

Your  committee  non-concur. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  report  of  the  committee  was  car- 
ried. 

Local  Union  26,  Syracuse,  N.  Y.: 

Amendment  to  Section  8,  General  Constitution:  Amend  by  striking 
out  the  words,  "A  journeyman  carpenter  (as  per  Section  53),"  and  strike 
out  all  of  section  after  the  word  "required"  in  tenth  line.  The  proposed 
section  to  read: 

"The  election  of  delegates  and  alternates  shall  be  held  during  the 
month  of  July  preceding  the  convention.  All  members  shall  be  notified 
by  mail  to  attend  the  meeting,  at  which  the  delegates  are  to  be  elected. 
No  member  shall  be  eligible  as  a  delegate  unless  he  is  working  at  and  de- 
pending on  the  trade  for  a  livelihood  or  employed  by  the  organization, 
and  twelve  months  a  member  in  good  standing  in  the  L.  U.  prior  to  his 
election,  except  where  the  L.  U.  has  not  been  in  existence  for  the  time 
herein  required." 

Your  committee  non-concur. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
carried. 

Local  Union  470,  Tacoma,  Wash.: 

In  place  of  present  Sections  6  to  12,  inclusive,  substitute  the  following: 

Section  6.  The  general  convention  shall  consist  of  delegates  from 
representative  districts  composed  as  follows:  In  convention  years  the 
G.  E.  B.  shall,  at  its  April  meeting,  divide  the  U.  B.  into  representative 
districts  containing  as  near  as  may  be  approximately  1,000  members  each 
and  composed  of  L.  U.'s  grouped  about  conveniently  accessible  to  central 
points.  Provided,  that  at  its  discretion  the  G.  E.  B.  may  make  one  dis- 
trict each  of  Porto  Rico,  Hawaii,  the  Philippines,  and  two  of  Alaska.  And 
provided,  that  any  L.  U.  having  approximately  1,000  members  or  more  than 
1,000  members,  shall  constitute  one  district,  with  one  delegate  for  each 
1,000  members  and  an  additional  delegate  for  every  additional  1,000  mem- 
bers, or  majority  fraction  thereof,  and  any  D.  C.  having  within  its  juris- 
diction approximately  1,000  members,  or  more  than  1,000  members  may, 
at  its  own  request,  if  deemed  advisable  by  the  G.  E.  B.,  be  made  into  one 
district  with  one  delegate  for  every  1,000  members  or  majority  fraction 
thereof.   Otherwise  each  district  shall  be  entitled  to  one  delegate  and  no 
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proxy  representation  shall  be  allowed.  Each  delegate  shall  be  entitled 
to  one  vote  only. 

Sec.  7.  The  number  of  members  on  which  per  capita  tax  was  paid 
for  the  month  of  March  preceding  shall  be  the  basis  of  representation. 

Sec.  8.  To  be  eligible  as  a  delegate  to  the  general  convention  a  mem- 
ber must  be  a  journeyman  carpenter  as  per  Section  53,  working  at  the 
trade  and  depending  on  it  for  a  livelihood,  or  employed  by  the  organiza- 
tion, and  must  be  a  member  in  good  standing  in  some  L.  U.  in  the  dis- 
trict he  represents,  and  must  have  been  a  member  in  continuous  good 
standing  in  the  U.  B.  for  one  year  next  preceding  his  election  except  when 
his  L.  U.  has  not  been  in  existence  that  length  of  time. 

Sec.  9.  Conventions  in  representative  districts  for  the  election  of 
delegates  to  the  general  convention  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  July  at 
such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  G.  E.  B.  and  shall  be 
fixed  at  the  time  the  districts  are  formed,  and  shall  be  uniform  for  the 
United  States,  Canada  and  Mexico.  The  R.  S.  of  the  L.  U.  in  the  city 
where  the  district  convention  is  held,  or  where  there  is  more  than  one 
L.  U.  in  l^e  city,  the  R.  S.  of  the  D.  C,  or  if  there  is  more  than  one  repre- 
sentative district  in  the  jurisdiction  of  that  D.  C,  the  R.  S.  of  one  of  the 
L.  U.'s  in  the  district  shall  act  as  secretary  of  the  district  convention  and 
all  the  oflBcial  acts  of  the  convention  as  well  as  the  credentials  of  the  rep- 
resentatives shall  be  authenticated  by  the  seal  of  that  L.  U.  or  D.  C.  of 
which  the  secretary  is  an  officer.  The  secretary  of  the  convention  shall, 
under  penalty  of  a  $5.00  fine,  at  once  report  to  the  G.  S.  the  names  and 
postoffice  addresses  of  the  delegates  and  alternates  elected.  The  records 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  district  convention  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
L.  U.  or  D.  C.  of  which  the  secretary  of  the  convention  is  an  officer. 

Sec.  10.  The  mileage  and  per  diem  of  delegates  to  the  general  con- 
vention shall  be  paid  from  the  general  funds  of  the  U.  B.;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  the  G.  E.  B.  shall  have  power  to  levy  a  special  assessment  for 
that  purpose  if  they  deem  it  advisable. 

Delegates  to  the  general  convention  shall  be  paid  $6.00  per  day  for 
the  time  necessarily  spent  in  going  to,  attending  and  returning  from  the 
convention  and  2  1-2  cents  per  mile  for  the  distance  traveled  by  the  most 
direct  route. 

Sec.  11.  Representation  in  district  conventions  shall  be  on  the  basis 
of  one  vote  for  each  L.  U.  with  fifty  members  or  less,  and  an  additional 
vote  for  every  additional  fifty  members  or  major  fraction  thereof.  It  shall 
be  optional  with  each  L.  U.  to  elect  delegates  equal  to  the  entire  number 
of  votes  to  which  it  is  entitled,  or  to  elect  a  less  number  with  power  to 
cast  the  entire  vote  to  which  the  L.  U.  is  entitled.  Otherwise  no  proxy 
representation  shall  be  followed. 
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Sec.  12.  The  per  diem  and  expenses  of  delegates  to  district  conven- 
tions shall  be  paid  by  the  L.  U.'s  they  represent. 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

It  was  regularly  moved,  seconded  and  carried  that  the 
report  of  the  committee  be  adopted. 

Local  Union  755,  Superior,  Wis.— 

Amend  Section  10  of  the  General  Constitution  by  adding  after  the 
word  "credentials,"  second  line,  the  words:  '*and  due  book." 

Reasons — The  Committee  on  Credentials  requires  the  due  book  of 
the  delegate,  although  not  so  required  by  the  Constitution.  Why  not  put 
it  there? — although  this  local  believes  that  the  original  sent  in  July 
should  be  compared  with  the  card  system  in  the  General  Office  which 
shows  the  standing  of  any  delegate  and  would  make  the  production  of 
due  book  unnecessary  and  consequently  save  time  and  dispute  in  the 
convention.  , 

Your  committee  recommends  its  adoption. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
carried. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  Section  15  be  amended  to  read 
as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Laws  shall  meet  15  days,  and  the 
Committee  on  Grievances  and  Appeals  10  days  in  advance  of  the  conven- 
tion in  the  city  where  the  convention  is  to  be  held,  and  no  Organizers  in  the 
employ  of  the  U.  B.  or  members  of  the  G.  E.  B.  shall  be  eligible  to  act  on 
either  of  these  committees. 

Delegate  Featherston,  for  the  committee,  spoke  in  be- 
half of  the  recommendation,  stating  that  it  was  an  utter  im- 
possibility to  give  full  consideration  to  the  mass  of  amend- 
ments and  changes  presented  to  the  committee,  that  they 
had  been  in  session  day  and  night  and  did  not  have  nearly 
enough  time  to  shape  up  matters  as  should  be  done.  He  called 
the  attention  of  the  delegates  to  the  fact  that  the  time  allowed 
for  the  Constitution  Committee  by  the  present  constitution 
is  the  same  as  that  allowed  twenty  years  ago,  and  that  the 
membership  had  increased  enormously  duriftg  that  period 
with  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  amount  of  work  for  the 
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Advance  Committees,  particularly  the  Constitution  Commit- 
tee and  the  Committee  on  Appeals  and  Grievances. 

After  a  brief  discussion  by  several  delegates  a  division 
of  the  question  was  called  for. 

More  discussion  followed,  the  previous  question  was 
called  for,  put  to  vote  and  carried. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  first  part  of  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  committee — that  the  Committee  on  Constitution 
and  Laiws  shall  meet  fifteen  days  in  advance  of  the  convention 
— was  put  to  vote  and  carried. 

Discussion  followed  on  that  part  of  the  committee's  re- 
port dealing  with  an  exteAsion  of  time  for  the  advance  meet- 
ing of  the  Committee  on  Appeals  and  Grievances. 

The  previous  question  was  called  for,  put  to  vote  and 
carried. 

The  Chair  then  put  to  vote  the  recommendation  of  the 
committee  that  the  Committee  on  Appeals  and  Grievances 
meet  ten  days  in  advance  of  the  convention.  A  division  of  the 
house  was  called  for  and  resulted  as  follows:  99  in  favor  of 
adopting  the  report  of  the  committee ;  196  against. 

The  Chair  declared  the  recommendation  of  the  committee 

lost. 

Delegate  Barry,  of  Pittsburgh,  presented  to  Fraternal 
Delegate  Proctor,  of  Texas,  a  coupe  in  which  to  bring  back  to 
Pittsburgh  the  next  convention. 

Announcements  relative  to  committee  meetings,  lodge 
meetings,  entertainments,  etc.,  were  made,  and  the  General 
Secretary  read  the  following  telegrams:

Resolved,  That  when  a  contractor  shall  take  an  apprentice  he  shall 
agree  to  keep  him  employed  at  the  trade  continuously  during  his  four 
years  apprenticeship;  and,  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  should  he  not  keep  his  agreement  he  shall  not  be 
permitted  another  apprentice  until  said  four  years  have  expired.

To  maintain  this  union  organization  we  are  paying  our  help  an 
average  of  one-third  more  than  are  our  non-union  competitors,  who 
work  mostly  under  piece-work  regulations — there  is  no  piece-work  in 
our  plant. 

We  turn  out  goods  that  for  quality  and  workmanship  are  second  to 
none  in  America  today  and  are  obliged  to  meet  the  prices  of  non-union 
competitors,  regardless  of  this  fact,  we  are  fighting  for  the  existence  of 
our  plant  as  a  union  concern  and  with  your  help  we  intend  to  win,  in 
winning  you  will  force  those  who  are  now  operating  non-union  piece- 
work factories  to  organize. 

Contrary  to  reports  circulated  by  our  non-union  competitors,  we 
have  no  affiliations  with  any  other  houses  but  are  waging  an  individual 
fight  single  handed  for  the  maintenance  of  the  business  principles  we  be- 
lieve to  be  just.  If  we  win  you  will  have  organized  an  industry  which  is 
at  present  entirely  non-union  with  the  exception  of  our  plant. 

For  the  reasons  set  forth  above  we  believe  we  have  the  right  to 
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ask  you  as  union  men  to  lend  us  your  support  in  cases  of  bereavement 
demanding  to  see  the  label  on  the  goods  you  purchase.

Delegate  Featherston,  for  the  Committee  on  Constitution, 
continued  its  report  as  follows : 

Local  Union  807,  Toluca,  111.— 

Amend  Section  17  after  the  word  "same"  and  insert  "and  their 
salaries  and  expenses  shall  be  fixed  at  the  General  Convention  and  paid 
out  of  the  funds  of  the  U.  B."  Also  add  after  the  letters  G.  T.  (fourth 
line)  first  G.  V.  P.  and  second  G.  V.  P.  so  that  the  section  will  read 
as  follows:  The  General  Officers  shall  be  required  to  attend  the  con- 
vention, and  they  shall  have  a  voice  in  same,  and  their  salaries  and 
expenses  shall  be  fixed  at  the  General  Convention  and  paid  out  of  the 
funds  of  the  U.  B.  The  G.  P.,  G.  S.,  G.  T.,  and  first  and  second  G.  V.  P.'s 
shall  act  as  the  Committee  on  Credentials  one  day  In  advance  of  the 
convention. 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  report  of  the  committee  was  car- 
ried. 

Local  Union  971,  Reno,  Nev. — 

Amend  Section  18  of  the  General  Constitution  (General  Officers)  by 
adding  after  the  word  "members"  in  the  fourth  line  of  said  section,  the 
19— Carp.  Pro. 
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following:  "and  all  delegates  to  the  A.  F.  of  L.  and  the  B.  T.  De- 
partment." 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
carried. 

Local  Union  94,  Providence,  R.  I. — 

Amend  Section  18  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"General  Officers  of  the  U.  B.  shall  consist  of  a  General  President, 
first  and  second  General  Vice-Presidents,  a  General  Secretary,  a  General 
Treasurer  and  an  Executive  Board  of  one  member  from  each  division  of 
the  United  Brotherhood,  who  shall  be  exempt  from  all  duties  in  their  re- 
spective local  unions. 

Your  committee  recommends  its  adoption. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
carried. 

The  various  amendments  proposed  to  Section  19  were 
read  by  Delegate  Featherston,  and  it  was  moved,  seconded  and 
carried  that  they  be  taken  up  separately. 

Delegate  Featherston  (continuing)^:  * 

Local  Union  1015,  Saratoga  Springs,  N.  Y. — 

Section  19  of  the  Constitution  of  1913  to  be  amended  as  follows,  so 
far  as  Organizers  are  concerned: 

"That  any  and  all  Organizers  employed  shall  be  elected  from  any 
local  in  the  state. 

"Each  state  to  be  divided  into  four  (4)  districts. 

"All  Organizers  shall  perform  their  (iuties  only  in  the  district  from 
which  they  are  elected. 

"Each  organizer  shall  be  elected  by  ballot. 

"That  the  names  of  the  candidates  be  placed  in  the  ballot  box  and 
the  General  Executive  Board  shall  act  as  a  board  of  electors. 

"The  first  four  (4)  names  drawn  from  each  state  shall  be  de- 
clared elected  by  the  General  President  and  credentials  given  as  such. 

"The  candidates  so  declared  elected  shall  act  only  within  the  dis- 
trict for  which  and  from  which  they  were  respectively  elected." 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 
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First  Vfce-President  Hutcheson — The  motion  occurs  on 
the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the  committee. 

President  Kirby — I  feel  that  as  your  General  President 
and  as  having  managed  the  organization  for  the  past  two 
years,  I  would  not  be  doing  m_y  duty  if  I  did  not  show  you  how 
impractical  a  proposition  of  that  character  is.  I  am  not  go- 
ing to  talk  on  the  other  amendments  relating  to  this  same  sub- 
ject. Under  this  proposition  the  General  President,  who  is 
to  be  responsible  to  you,  will  not  have  the  power  of  appoint- 
ing the  men  who  do  the  organizing. 

I  want  to  ask  you,  for  instance,  where  I  can  get  men  in 
the  different  localities  who  can  deal  with  the  sheet  metal  trim 
dispute?  Where  can  I  get  a  man  in  the  State  of  Georgia  who 
can  deal  with  the  proposition  of  the  metal  trim  from  New 
York  City  on  a  job  in  Georgia?  In  many  instances  a  man 
must  be  capable  of  taking  charge  of  a  job  for  the  contractor. 

If  you  adopt  this  proposition  it  will  tie  the  hands  of  your 
General  Officers.  I  want  to  say  that  in  the  Paine  Lumber 
Company  case  I  have  two  organizers  out  negotiating  with  that 
firm.  What  position  w^ould  I  be  in  if  I  had  to  appoint  some 
man  who  was  not  able  to  bring  pressure  from  outside  districts 
in  getting  in  touch  with  these  people? 

These  are  things  I  submit  to  you  for  your  consideration. 
So  far  as  I  personally  am  concerned,  it  will  relieve  me  of  a  lot 
of  embarrassment.  I  can  simply  say:  "Go  to  your  district, 
and  if  elected  I  will  consider  your  appointment  and  appoint 
you."  How  much  easier  and  how  much  nicer  it  would  be  to 
be  relieved  from  the  responsibility  that  is  entailed  in  the  ap- 
pointment of  these  men.  But  it  will  not  get  the  results.  If 
your  General  President  can't  deliver  the  goods,  whoever  he  is, 
you  can  recall  him,  but  don't  curtail  his  authority ;  rather  cen- 
tralize it.  The  best  and  most  successful  building  trades  or- 
ganization has  its  power  and  authority  concentrated  in  three 
men.  I  am  not  advocating  that  principle,  but  I  am  saying  to 
you  that  the  proposition  of  electing  organizers  as  proposed  by 
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this  amendment  will  work  as  a  detriment  to  the  organization 
in  general. 

Delegate  Brenton  stated  he  believed  that  as  the  power 
comes  from  the  great  rank  and  file,  they  should  be  the  ones  to 
choose  their  organizers,  and  that  the  cost  of  letting  the  rank 
and  file  decide  the  question  under  discussion  would  not  be  very 
great. 

Delegate  Guerin — The  General  Office  during  the  last  four- 
teen years  has  been  condemned  here  and  there  for  having  too 
many  organizers.  This  resolution  provides  for  two  hundred, 
four  from  each  State.  The  Local,  District  and  State  Councils 
today  have  the  right  to  nominate,  elect  and  pay  their  own 
organizers  and  are  doing  it  today.  But  the  proposition  is 
this :  Pay  25  cents  to  the  General  Office,  we  will  elect  the  busi- 
ness agents  for  our  respective  localities  and  we  will  get  a  dol- 
lar back  from  the  General  Office  to  pay  their  salaries.  This 
proposition  will  increase  the  tax  to  the  General  Office,  and  it 
means  that  your  General  Executive  Board  would  have  to  in- 
crease to  a  very  great  extent  the  taxation  upon  the  members. 
Let  us  look  at  these  things  from  a  business  point  of  view,  not 
for  the  purpose  of  making  a  job  for  some  individual. 

I  do  believe  that  where  a  locality  wants  an  organizer  and 
applies  for  one  that  that  locality  should  be  notified  that  "John 
Doe"  or  "Dick  Roe"  is  going  to  be  sent  in  there  at  a  certain 
time,  unless  information  comes  to  the  General  Office  that  the 
General  Ofl^ce  is  being  defrauded,  that  the  books  of  Local 
Unions  are  being  falsified,  or  something  of  that  kind. 

Delegate  Featherston  talked  along  the  same  lines  as  Dele- 
gate Guerin,  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  while  the  Gen- 
eral President  has  only  fifty  organizers  on  the  road  at  the 
present  time,  the  proposed  amendment  calls  for  four  from 
each  State,  and  asked  the  delegates  to  think  what  it  would 
mean  financially. 

Delegate  Martel — I  just  want  to  say  that  Canada  is  on 
the  map,  and  that  this  amendment  makes  no  provision  what- 
ever for  organizers  in  Canada. 
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Delegate  Fried,  in  discussing  the  question,  stated  that  he 
agreed  with  the  General  President  in  his  remarks  on  the  mat- 
ter of  centrah'zed  power,  but  he  also  believed  the  problem  of 
organizers  and  organizations  would  have  to  be  reformed  some- 
how or  another.  "There  is  one  thing,"  he  said,  "that  creates 
a  great  discontent  in  our  organization,  and  we  have  to  take 
that  into  consideration.  We  hear  very  little  about  our  organ- 
izers and  what  they  are  doing.  The  only  reports  from  the 
organizers  come  into  the  hands  of  the  General  President,  and 
the  rank  and  file  is  free  to  guess  as  to  what  the  organizers  are 
doing.  All  we  hear  at  the  General  Convention  is  the  detailed 
amount  of  what  is  spent  for  organizing  purposes.  I  believe 
we  ought  to  give  to  the  rank  and  file  a  complete  statement  of 
their  expenses.  When  we  go  home  and  tell  these  fellows  that 
three  hundred  thousand  dollars  was  spent  for  organizing  pur- 
poses they  say:  "Oh,  my!  See,  that  is  the  big  machine! 
They  want  a  more  democratic  institution. 

I  don't  believe  the  amendment  will  work  out  as  proposed, 
but  I  do  believe  we  ought  to  have  some  sort  of  a  report  from 
the  organizers,  giving  an  account  of  what  they  are  doing 
throughout  the  time  they  have  been  employed. 

Delegate  Neal,  in  discussing  the  question,  said :  It  strikes 
me  as  a  peculiar  situation  when  we  elect  a  man  as  commander- 
in-chief  of  this  organization  and  then  deprive  him  of  the  op- 
portunity of  selecting  his  lieutenants.  He  is  in  the  position 
of  the  man  at  the  top  of  the  hill  who  overlooks  the  surround- 
ing country — he  overlooks  the  entire  jurisdiction  of  the  Broth- 
erhood of  Carpenters.  While  we  say  that  local  autonomy  is 
all  right  and  many  of  us  insist  upon  it,  still  we  are  out  to 
accomplish  the  greatest  good  for  the  greatest  number,  and 
oftentimes  it  is  absolutely  essential  for  one  district  to  sacrifice 
itself  to  the  interests  of  a  greater  number,  and  we  place  a 
man  as  commander-in-chief  of  this  organization  to  determine 
just  exactly  what  shall  be  done. 

Delegate  Crimmins  talked  on  the  subject,  expressing  him- 
self as  being  in  favor  of  more  direct  control  of  the  organizers. 
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Delegate  Woodbury  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  amend- 
ment, stating  that  there  had  scarcely  ever  been  a  time  in  the 
history  of  the  Brotherhood  when  it  was  possible  to  meet  the 
demands  made,  upon  the  General  Office  for  the  services  of  or- 
ganizers. 

During  Delegate  Woodbury's  remarks  Delegate  Brenton 
raised  the  point  of  order  that  he  had  been  on  the  floor  nine 
minutes. 

Vice-President  Hutcheson  decided  that  the  point  of  order 
was  not  well  taken. 

Delegate  Brenton  took  exception  to  the  ruling  of  the 
chair,  and  the  chair  instructed  the  secretary  to  make  note  in 
the  minutes  that  the  delegate  had  been  called  to  order  for  dis- 
turbing the  convention. 

A  Delegate — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order :  Under  the  Rules 
of  Order  of  the  General  Constitution  and  adopted  by  this  con- 
vention, no  man  has  the  right  to  speak  more  than  five  minutes. 

Vice-President  Hutcheson — Your  point  of  order  is  not 
well  taken. 

President  Kirby — Relative  to  the  statement  made  here 
that  there  is  danger  in  sending  an  organizer  into  a  district 
without  notice,  I  just  want  to  say  that  since  I  have  had  charge 
there  has  been  no  organizer  sent  into  a  district  without  ample 
reason  for  doing  same.  I  have  not  been  able  to  comply  with 
one-fifth  of  the  requests  for  assistance  of  organizers,  and  at 
the  present  time  there  are  probably  thirty-five  or  forty  re- 
quests for  organizers  on  my  desk  which  we  can't  furnish. 

A  statement  was  made  here  that  the  General  President 
cannot  know,  or  has  no  means  of  knowing  whether  an  organ- 
izer is  doing  his  duty  or  not,  and  I  want  to  say  that  therein 
lies  the  duty  of  our  local  members  to  let  the  General  President 
know  if  the  organizers  are  not  giving  satisfaction.  Just  one 
Local  Union  since  I  have  been  General  President  has  asked 
me  for  a  copy  of  the  organizer's  report,  and  that  was  fur- 
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nished  them  verbatim.  If  they  were  not  satisfied  with  the 
services  of  this  organizer  they  should  have  -  notified  me  long 
before  they  did. 

The  General  President  then  cited  several  instances  in  sup- 
port of  his  contention  that  it  was  not  always  possible  or  prac- 
ticable to  make  known  when  an  organizer  would  visit  a  cer- 
tain section. 

Delegate  Swartz  and  others  spoke  on  the  amendment. 

The  previous  question,  properly  supported,  was  called  for 
and  carried  on  being  put  to  vote. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  on 
the  amendment  offered  by  L.  U.  1015  was  put  to  vote  and  car- 
ried. 

Delegate  Featherston  (continuing  for  the  committee)  : 

Local  Union  94,  Providence,  R.  I. — 
Nomination  and  Election: 

Section  19.  "Nominations  for  all  General  Officers  shall  be  made  on 
the  fourth  day  of  the  first  week  of  the  convention.  The  names  of  all 
such  nominees  shall  be  printed  on  official  ballots  according  to  the  Aus- 
tralian ballot  system,  supplied  for  a  referendum  vote  by  the  U.  B.  to 
each  L.  U.  through  the  General  Secretary,  and  shall  designate  each  re- 
spective office,  the  number  of  candidates  to  be  voted  for  and  the  use  of 
all  other  ballots  shall  be  prohibited." 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
carried. 

Local  Union  144,  Macon,  Ga. — 

Amend  Section  19  of  the  General  Constitution  of  1913  as  follows,  so 
far  as  Organizers  are  concerned:  "That  all  Organizers  employed  in  one 
state  shall  be  elected  from  any  local  in  the  state. 

"Each  state  shall  be  divided  into  two  districts.  All  Organizers 
shall  perform  their  duties  only  in  the  district  in  which  they  are  elected. 

"Each  Organizer  shall  be  elected  by  the  Australian  ballot  system 
and  appointed  by  the  General  President.    All  Organizers  shall  make  a 
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report  to  the  Local  Union  where  no  D.  C.  exists,  and  if  there  is  a  D.  C, 
he  shall  report  to  the  D.  C.  the  conditions  of  the  city." 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
carried. 

Local  Union  55,  Denver,  Colo. — 

Amend  Section  19.  Strike  out  the  words  "two  thousand"  in  lines  2, 
3  and  4  and  insert  the  words  "twenty-five  hundred."  Strike  out  the  word 
"four"  in  line  6  and  insert  the  word  "five." 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
carried. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  Section  19  be  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

Section  19.    Salaries  of  the  General  Officers  shall  be  as  follows: 

The  General  President,  $50.00  per  week;  1st  G.  V.  P.,  $45.00  per  week; 
2d  G.  V.  P.,  $35.00  per  week;  G.  S.  $45.00  per  week;  G.  T.,  $45.00  per  week; 
member  of  the  G.  E.  B.,  $35.00  per  week;  organizers,  deputies  and  special 
committees  outside  of  General  Convention  Committees,  $5.00  per  day. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  figures  ''$45.00"  as 
pertaining  to  the  G.  S.  be  stricken  out  and  the  figures  ''$50.00" 
inserted  instead. 

A  delegate  asked  for  an  explanation  from  the  committee 
as  to  why  the  amendment  specified  that  the  General  Officers* 
salaries  should  be  paid  weekly. 

Delegate  Pratt  (for  the  committee) — Your  committee  be- 
lieves that  every  man  working  for  the  Brotherhood  should 
receive  his  pay  by  the  week.  Even  the  General  Officers  we 
don't  believe  should  be  compelled  to  wait  a  month  to  get  their 
pay.  We  made  the  amounts  what  they  are  because  we  believe 
they  are  worth  it  and  they  ought  to  have  it.  We  made  the 
salary  of  the  Second  General  Vice-President  $35.00  per  week, 
and  we  are  providing  further  on  for  his  continuous  employ- 
ment under  the  direction  of  the  General  President  as  he  may 
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see  fit.  We  believe  that  it  was  right  that  some  distinction 
should  be  made  for  the  General  Officers,  greater  responsibility- 
resting  upon  your  General  President  than  upon  any  other  offi- 
cer, because  of  the  fact  that  he  supervises  and  is  responsible 
for  the  entire  interests  of  the  Brotherhood. 

Delegate  Roth — Some  of  the  business  agents  in  my  town 
are  getting  more  than  the  members  of  your  General  Executive 
Board.  I  believe  our  officers  are  entitled  to  more  than  they 
are  getting.  Our  wages  have  been  raised  through  their  ef- 
forts, and  why  not  raise  theirs?  They  ought  to  inaugurate  a 
strike  on  you. 

Delegate  Ryan — I  am  not  in  favor  of  dividing  this  matter 
in  the  way  that  it  is  divided.  Why  is  it  necessary  to  make  a 
weekly  pay  instead  of  a  yearly  salary?  The  reason  given  by 
the  committee  does  not  satisfy  me.  I  am  perfectly  satisfied 
that  our  General  Officers  have  just  as  good  a  right  to  ask  for 
an  increase  in  pay  as  I  have,  but  I  see  no  necessity  for  the 
weekly  pay  provision. 

Delegate  McCarthy,  speaking  in  favor  of  the  report  of 
the  committee,  stated  that  in  his  experience  he  had  found  the 
employer  springing  our  laws  when  our  men  insisted  on  get- 
ting their  pay  weekly,  citing  the  fact  that  those  laws  call  for 
yearly  pay  for  our  General  Officers. 

Delegate  Menton  also  spoke  in  favor  of  the  amendment. 

Delegate  Featherston  spoke  in  part  as  follows:  The 
fact  was  emphasized  here  a  while  ago  that  the  amendment  in 
question  would  call  for  an  increase  for  the  General  Officers 
of  in  the  neighborhood  of  $700.00  per  year.  Evidently  that 
is  a  calamity.  The  wages  of  these  men  here  have  not  been 
raised  since  the  days  of  Pete  McGuire,  who  is  now  dead  and 
gone,  and  if  it  was  worth  two  thousand  dollars  to  conduct  the 
affairs  of  this  organization  fifteen  or  twenty  years  ago,  what 
should  it  be  worth  now,  with  the  increase  in  membership  we 
have  had? 

Stone  of  the  Locomotive  Engineers  gets  $10,000.00.  a  year. 
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Compare  your  General  Officers  with  the  street  car  men ;  don't 
they  size  up  pretty  well  with  them?  And  yet  these  railway 
conductors  and  motormen  pay  their  General  President 
$5,000.00  a  year.  And  when  he  went  as  a  fraternal  delegate 
to  England  they  said  to  him:  ''Here,  take  $5,000.00  with 
you  and  take  a  secretary,  etc." 

Take  the  laborers  on  the  railways,  the  steam  roads — ^their 
General  President  gets  $7,500.00  a  year  and  $4.00  a  day  per 
diem  and  legitimate  expenses.  They  have  seven  vice-presi- 
dents that  receive  $4,500.00  a  year  and  $4.00  a  day  per  diem 
and  expenses. 

The  committee  felt  that  it  ought  to  be  $3,500.00  at  the 
bottom  and  extending  on  up  to  $5,000.00  per  year  for  the  fel- 
low at  the  top,  but  we  know  as  well  as  you  do  that  such  an 
amendment  would  not  have  a  ghost  of  a  chance.  We  certainly 
are  a  cheap  bunch  of  skates. 

New  York  has  a  secretary  or  general  business  agent,  Chi- 
cago has  a  secretary,  both  of  them  getting  more  wages  than 
your  General  Officers  are.  And  there  are  other  localities 
where  the  local  officers  are  getting  more  than  your  General 
Officers,  who  carry  on  the  affairs  of  an  organization  of  more 
than  200,000  men. 

Ye  gods,  boys,  we  ought  to  be  ashamed  of  ourselves.  Don't 
forget  that  the  limit  for  these  General  Officers  is  twenty-four 
hours  per  day,  and  they  don't  get  any  overtime  for  it,  either. 

The  delegate  from  Louisville  stated  that  he  did  not  like 
to  see  the  General  Officers  ''scabbing"  on  some  of  the  members 
of  our  organization. 

The  previous  question  was  called  for,  put  to  vote  and 
carried. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  amendment  to  strike  out  the 
figures  "$45.00"  as  pertaining  to  the  General  Secretary  and 
insert  the  figures  "$50.00"  was  put  to  vote  and.  carried. 

It  was  moved,  seconded  and  carried  that  the  recommenda- 
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tion  of  the  committee  be  further  amended  by  striking  out  the 
figures  "?45.00"  as  pertaining  to  the  General  Treasurer  and 
inserting  the  figures  *'$50.00"  instead. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  figures  **$50."  as  per- 
taining to  the  General  President  be  stricken  out  and  the  figures 
"$60.00"  inserted. 

At  the  request  of  President  Kirby  this  amendment  was 
withdrawn. 

Delegate  Ryan — I  move  to  amend  that  the  increase  of  the 
salaries  of  officers  be  submitted  to  Local  Unions  upon  a  yearly 
basis  instead  of  a  weekly  basis  at  the  same  figures  as  presented 
by  the  committee  and  amended.    (Amendment  seconded.) 

Delegate  Ryan,  in  support  of  his  amendment,  stated  that 
if  the  matter  went  out  to  referendum  vote  in  this  manner,  it 
would  be  likely  to  create  suspicion. 

A  delegate  asked  for  information  as  to  the  manner  in 
which  the  General  Officers  had  been  receiving  their  salaries 
in  the  past,  to  which  Secretary  Duffy  replied : 

The  system  has  been  in  the  past  to  receive  our  salaries 
monthly.  General  Organizers  and  others  weekly.  That  sys- 
tem has  been  carried  out  and  is  the  one  in  vogue  now.  I  claim 
I  have  as  much  right  to  receive  my  wages  weekly  as  I  have  to 
go  out  and  make  agreements  with  your  employers  that  you 
receive  yours  weekly. 

The  previous  question  was  called  for,  and  on  being  put 
to  vote  the  motion  was  carried. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  amendment  offered  by  Dele- 
gate Ryan  was  then  put  to  vote  and  lost. 

Delegate  Eilert — I  move  to  amend  that  after  the  words 
"G.  T.  $45.00  per  week"  the  words  "arid  each  of  the  other"  bo 
inserted.    (Amendment  seconded.) 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  accepted  the  amendment 
as  offered  by  Delegate  Eilert. 
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Delegate  Featherston,  for  the  committee,  read  the  section 
as  amended. 

The  previous  question  was  called  for,  put  to  vote  and  car- 
ried. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  as 
amended  was  carried. 

A  Delegate — We  are  almost  unanimous  for  this  increase 
in  salaries,  and  most  of  us  are  going  to  fight  for  it.  I  would 
like  at  this  time  to  have  some  steps  taken  whereby  the  Secre- 
tary can  inform  us  of  the  salaries  that  are  paid  the  interna- 
tional officers  of  other  labor  organizations  and  have  the  same 
submitted  when  the  question  goes  out  for  referendum  vote. 

Delegate  Featherston,  continuing  for  the  committee: 

Local  Union  971  of  Reno,  Nev.: 

Amend  Section  20  of  the  General  Constitution  by  striking  out"  the 
words  "delegate  to  tbe  A.  F.  of  L.  and  B.  T.  Department"  wherever  men- 
tioned in  Section  20  of  the  General  Constitution  on  page  6. 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
carried. 

L.  U.  94,  Providence,  R.  I.: 

Section  20.  "Election  of  all  officers  shall  be  held  during  the 
week,  commencing  the  third  Sunday  in  November  following  the  conven- 
tion on  a  special  day  to  be  designated  by  the  Local  Unions.  All  members 
must  be  notified  by  first-class  mail  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  election. 
Ballots  for  the  election  shall  be  mailed  to  each  Local  Union  at  least 
twenty  days  next  preceding  the  week  of  the  election." 

Committee  recommends  its  adoption. 

Delegate  Kearney — I  offer  the  following  amendment — 
that  where  there  are  no  more  candidates  nominated  in  the 
General  Convention  than  there  are  General  Officers  required, 
the  General  Convention  shall  declare  the  nominees  elected 
without  referring  the  nominations  to  a  referendum  vote. 
(Amendment  seconded.) 
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Delegate  Kearney,  speaking  in  support  of  his  measure, 
stated  that  there  were  no  provisions  in  the  General  Constitu- 
tion that  General  Officers  should  be  declared  unanimously 
elected  where  there  was  no  opposition  to  any  of  them.  The 
provisions  of  this  amendment  would  apply  so  that  where 
nominations  are  unanimously  made  a  Tabulating  Committee 
will  not  be  needed. 

President  Kirby  stated  he  did  not  believe  an  amendment 
of  this  kind  would  be  wise.  'There  never  has  been  a  time,  and 
I  doubt  is  there  will  ever  be  an  election,"  he  said,  "where  the 
officers  will  be  unanimously  elected.  The  membership  ought 
to  have  the  opportunity  of  expressing  themselves  whether 
there  is  any  opposition  or  not." 

The  previous  question  was  called  for,  and  on  being  put  to 
vote  the  motion  was  carried. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  amendment  offered  by  Dele- 
gate Kearney  was  then  put  to  vote  and  lost. 

Delegate  Brenton  and  others  offered  the  following  amend- 
ment : 

AMENDMENT  TO  SECTION  20. 

All  General  Officers,  members  of  Finance  Committee  and  Committee 
on  Constitution  shall  be  nominated  as  follows: 

The  nomination  of  these  officers  and  committeemen  shall  take  place 
in  the  month  of  June  preceding  the  General  Convention  in  the  Local 
Unions  on  the  same  night  that  the  nominations  for  local  officers  are 
made. 

The  names  of  the  nominees  shall  be  immediately  forwarded  to  the 
G.  S.,  properly  signed  and  sealed,  and  he  shall  publish  same  in  the  next 
issue  of  The  Carpenter. 

The  election  of  these  officers  and  committeemen  shall  be  by  the 
referendum  the  first  meeting  night  in  August  following,  as  is  now 
provided  for  the  election  of  General  Officers  and  members  of  the  G.  E.  B. 

All  sections  and  parts  of  sections  in  conflict  with  this  amendment 
.shall  be  repealed  immediately  upon  the  adoption  of  same.

Amendment  seconded. 

President  Kirby — I  just  want  to  call  your  attention  to 
what  would  happen  if  that  part  of  the  amendment  pertaining 
to  the  selection  of  committees  prevails.  Take  the  Constitu- 
tion Committee,  for  instance;  men  should  be  on  that  com- 
mittee who  are  familiar  with  every  phase  of  working  condi- 
tions in  their  particular  section  of  the  country.  In  Chicago 
there  are  about  22,000  members,  in  New  York  about  15,000  or 
20,000 — if  you  place  the  appointment  of  these  committees  in 
the  hands  of  your  membership  the  committees  will  come  from 
the  larger  centers.  I  have  endeavored  to  appoint  committees 
from  all  over  the  country,  if  possible,  and  men  who  would  give 
the  very  best  service. 

The  previous  question  was  called  for  after  some  discus- 
sion of  the  amendment,  and  on  being  put  to  vote,  the  motion 
for  the  previous  question  was  carried. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  amendment  offered  by  Dele- 
gate Brenton  and  others  was  then  put  to  vote  and  lost. 

Delegate  Brown — I  desire  to  offer  an  amendment  to  Sec- 
tion 20,  line  9,  by  adding  after  the  word  "thereafter"  the  fol- 
lowing: *'and  no  General  Officer  shall  be  eligible  to  nomination 
or  election  who  has  been  twice  consecutively  elected  to  his  re- 
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spective  office,  but  shall  again  become  eligible  after  an  in- 
terim."   (Amendment  seconded.) 

Delegate  Brown  discussed  the  amendment  at  some  length, 
and  while  he  wafs  speaking  a  delegate  raised  the  point  of  order 
that  the  convention  was  considering  the  constitution  of  the 
United  Brotherhood  and  not  that  of  the  United  States  of 
America. 

The  chair  sustained  the  point  of  order  and  requested  the 
delegate  to  confine  his  remarks  to  the  subject  under  discussion. 

Delegate  Howlett — It  is  useless  to  waste  the  time  of  this 
convention  with  such  an  absurd  amendment.  I  therefore  move 
the  previous  question. 

The  motion  was  seconded,  put  to  vote  and  carried. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  amendment  offered  by  Dele- 
gate Brown  was  then  put  to  vote  and  lost  by  a  very  large  ma- 
jority. 

Delegate  Brenton — A  question  of  personal  privilege.  I 
represent  a  Local  Union  of  nearly  500  members  and  I  have 
been  sent  here  to  take  part  in  these  proceedings.  I  want  to 
say  that  the  chair  has  heard  motions  offered  here  and  has  not 
given  the  maker  of  the  motion  an  opportunity  to  speak  in 
favor  of  his  measure. 

Vice-President  Hutcheson — You  are  out  of  order. 

Some  discussion  followed  as  to  the  numbering  of  the  sec- 
tions in  the  report  of  the  committee,  the  section  under  consid- 
eration and  known  as  Section  20  in  the  committee's  report 
really  referring  to  the  present  Section  21  of  the  General  Con- 
stitution. 

The  committee,  through  Brother  Featherston,  explained 
that  it  was  merely  a  matter  of  a  mistake  in  numbering  the  sec- 
tions and  that  the  necessary  corrections  would  be  made  when 
the  matter  was  being  submitted  for  referendum  vote. 

Delegate  Bunting  moved  that  the  proposition  submitted 
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by  L.  U.  94  and  known  in  the  committee's  report  as  Section 
20  be  designated  as  Section  21.    (Amendment  seconded.) 

The  committee  accepted  the  amendment. 

An  amendment  offered  by  Delegate  Fried,  properly  sec- 
onded, that  the  word  "next"  be  eliminated  from  the  last  line 
of  the  proposition  submitted  by  L.  U.  94  as  an  amendment  to 
Section  21,  was  accepted  by  the  committee. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  on 
the  amendment  submitted  by  L.  U.  94  to  Section  21  (known 
in  the  committee's  report  as  Section  20)  was  put  to  vote  and 
carried. 

President  Kirby  again  made  an  announcement  with  re- 
gard to  the  afternoon  session  of  the  General  Executive  Board 
and  requested  all  delegates  interested  to  be  in  attendance  if 
they  wished  to  be  heard. 

Delegate  Pratt,  for  the  Constitution  Committee,  an- 
nounced that  the  committee  would  be  in  session  at  headquar- 
ters from  one  to  five  o'clock,  in  the  evening  from  seven  to  nine 
o'clock  and  on  Sunday  from  nine  to  twelve,  noon. 

The  convention  adjourned  at  12  noon,  to  reconvene  at  9 
o'clock  Monday  morning,  September  28.

Whereas,  The  -labor-saving  machine  could  be  used  to  the  benefit  of 
the  working  class  if  publicly  owned;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  U.  B.  of  C.  and  J.  of  A.,  in  convention  assembled, 
hereby  declare  itself  in  favor  of  public  ownership  of  machinery  of  pro- 
duction of  public  necessities,  thus  enabling  the  working  class  to  receive 
the  benefit  of  its  inventions,  thus  eliminating  the  conditions  now  being 
forced  upon  the  working  class.

President  Kirby  stated  that  the  communication  from  Mrs. 
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Fitzgerald  would  be  printed  in  the  proceedings  and  also  in  the 
next  issue  of  the  official  monthly  journal,  The  Carpenter. 

Delegate  Van  Vleck  (740)  asked  to  be  excused  from 
further  attendance  at  the  convention  on  account  of  illness. 
The  request  was  granted. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  an  official  timekeeper  be 
appointed  and  that  Rule  18  of  the  parliamentary  rules  as 
printed  in  the  general  constitution  be  enforced. 

In  putting  the  motion  to  a  vote  of  the  convention  the 
chair  stated  he  wished  it  understood  that  the  action  taken 
would  stand  as  the  wish  of  the  convention. 

The  chair  being  in  doubt  as  to  the  result,  a  rising  vote  was 
taken  and  resulted  as  follows :  159  in  favor  of  the  motion ;  43 
against. 

Delegate  Higens  (55)  was  appointed  as  official  time- 
keep  ei*. 

Delegate  Roth  of  Buffalo  spoke  briefly  in  regard  to  condi- 
tions in  that  city  as  regards  the  dual  central  body  which  form- 
erly existed  there.  He  stated  that  through  the  efforts  of  the 
delegates  who  attended  the  Rochester  convention  of  the  Amer- 
ican Federation  of  Labor,  with  the  assistance  of  our  local 
representatives  in  Buffalo,  it  had  been  possible  to  bring  about 
a  reorganization  of  both  the  central  body  and  the  Building 
Trades  Council  of  that  city,  and  that  a  movement  was  now  on 
foot  to  build  a  labor  temple.  In  support  of  this  movement  he 
asked  the  delegates  to  purchase  watch  fobs  on  sale  by  the  Buf- 
falo delegation  for  the  benefit  of  the  labor  temple  fund. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  First  General  Vice-Presi- 
dent's Report  was  called  for  and  read  by  Delegate  Swartz : 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  September  25,  1914. 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Eighteenth  General  Convention  of 
the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  America: 

Brothers — We,  your  Committee  on  the  First  General  Vice-Presi- 
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dent's  Report,  after  a  careful  perusal  and  consideration  of  same,  desire 
to  respectfully  submit  foi  your  consideration  the  following  report: 

We  appreciate  the  action  of  the  First  General  Vice-President  in 
submitting  a  summary  of  the  work  done  by  him  during  his  term  of 
office  to  June  30,  1914.  While  it  has  not  been  required  of  him  under  the 
present  laws  of  the  U,  B.,  we  can  only  express  the  desire  that  his  action 
in  doing  so  and  the  information  therein  given  may  also  be  appreciated 
by  this  convention  and  membership  of  the  U.  B.  and  that  the  summary, 
as  given  in  report,  may  be  carefully  considered.  In  doing  so  we  believe 
the  same  would  have  a  tendency  to  create  more  of  a  concerted  action 
and  a  greater  desire  on  the  part  of  the  members  of  the  U.  B.  to  co-operate 
with  him  and  give  such  assistance  as  will  enable  him  to  give  a  more 
correct  record  of  the  woodworking  industry  and  create  an  earnest  desire 
and  effort  on  the  part  of  the  U.  B.  and  its  members  for  a  better  organi- 
zation of  mills  throughout  its  entire  jurisdiction. 

We  deplore  the  fact  that  many  Local  Unions  and  District  Councils 
have  not  co-operated  with  the  First  General  Vice-President  to  the  ex- 
tent that  a  correct  or  more  general  summary  could  be  submitted  as  to 
conditions  that  apply  to  the  woodworking  industry  in  general.  Your 
committee  would  therefore  recommend  that  all  Local  Unions  and  Dis- 
trict Councils  and  members  who  have  failed  to  comply  with  his  request 
for  such  information  be  again  urged  to  secure  such  information  and  give 
such  assistance  as  may  tend  to  place  the  U.  B.  in  a  position  to  give  to 
members  of  the  U.  B.  a  more  extended  and  correct  record  when  requested 
by  the  members  to  do  so. 

It  is  to  be  much  regretted  that  said  report  shows  such  a  small  per- 
centage of  union  men  as  compared  with  the  large  number  of  non-union 
men  and  mills  in  the  localities  or  States  reporting,  and  we  feel  that 
many  thousands  of  members  could  be  added  to  the  membership  of  the 
U.  B.  and  much  good  accomplished  by  having  the  work  of  organizations 
more  generally  extended  to  the  mills  throughout  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
U.  B.  Your  committee  would  therefore  further  recommend  that  action 
be  taken  by  our  General  Officers  to  the  end  that  organizers  may  take 
up  the  work  of  organizing  the  mills  wherever  possible  to  do  so.  With 
regard  to  the  references  of  the  First  General  Vice-President  as  to  by- 
laws and  rules,  their  adoption  and  enforcement,  your  committee  would 
request  that  same  may  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution, 
who  are  dealing  with  said  propositions  and  will  report  same  to  the  con- 
vention. 
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As  to  the  references  pertaining  to  labels,  we  do  not  desire  at  this 
time  to  make  any  comment  other  than  that  the  Label  Committee  has 
this  matter  in  hand  at  present.  Your  committee  would  recommend  that 
this  part  of  the  First  General  Vice-President's  report  be  referred  to 
said  committee  with  a  request  that  they  may  include  same  h\  their  re- 
port to  the  convention.

We,  your  committee,  non-concur  in  the  resolution  on  the 
grounds  that  there  has  never  been  an  appeal  taken  to  the  G.  E. 
B.  and  also  on  the  grounds  that  the  constitution  does  not  per- 
mit of  donations  of  this  kind. 

President  Kirby — The  motion  occurs  on  the  adoption  of 
the  report  of  the  committee. 
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Delegate  Ryan — Here  is  a  peculiar  state  of  affairs.  Dur- 
ing my  whole  attendance  at  this  convention  I  have  never  taken 
the  floor  on  one  of  these  appeals.  Here  is  a  combination  of 
circumstances  that  it  don't  seem  to  me  you  can  legislate  for. 
Here  is  a  man  who  has  been  in  good  standing  for  thirty-eight 
years,  was  taken  sick,  was  in  good  standing  at  the  time  he  was 
taken  sick,  was  taken  to  the  hospital  and  became  unconscious 
in  that  hospital  before  he  went  in  arrears.  He  died  on  the  3d 
day  of  August  and  went  in  arrears  on  the  first  day  of  August 
— at  that  time  unconscious  in  the  hospital,  not  able  to  take  care 
of  himself. 

At  the  time  he  died  his  Local  Union  owed  him  sick  bene- 
fits. Right  at  this  time,  all  these  circumstances  taking  place 
together,  the  General  President,  through  information  that  he 
had  from  members  of  this  Local  Union,  investigated  condi- 
tions in  the  local,  and  upon  the  evidence  that  he  got  he  was 
compelled  to  disband  that  Local  Union  and  take  away  its  char- 
ter. When  I  left  New  York  City,  Brother  Rice,  one  of  the  or- 
ganizers, was  then  engaged  in  giving  transfer  cards  to  the 
members.  There  is  a  combination  of  circumstances  that  it 
don't  seem  to  me  you  would  be  able  to  legislate  for.  And  if 
this  convention  can  do  nothing  by  a  recommendation  to  the 
Executive  Board  to  see  that  justice  would  be  done,  I  can't  see 
how  you  are  going  to  correct  it.  I  believe  that  if  this  case  was 
taken  into  any  court  in  law,  there  is  no  jury  in  the  country 
that  would  not  give  a  verdict  for  it. 

Brother  P'eatherston  knows  the  circumstances,  and  he  can 
bear  me  out  in  my  statements,  and  I  don't  believe  the  General 
President  himself  would  deny  that  the  statement  I  have  made 
is  a  fact.  I  don't  object  to  the  ruling  of  the  committee  because 
it  is  technically  according  to  the  law.  If  you  stand  on  the  law 
technically  in  that  case  you  can  not  do  justice.  The  Local 
Union  owed  him  money  that  it  ought  to  have  paid  as  dues  be- 
fore sick  benefits  were  paid,  and  the  Local  Union  was  dis- 
banded at  that  time  owing  about  one  hundred  dollars  to  mem- 
bers in  sick  benefits.  If  this  convention  accepts  the  report  of 
the  committee  in  the  way  that  it  is  made,  without  any  change 
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whatever,  I  don't  see  where  justice  can  be  done  to  a  helpless 
jDld  nian  83  years  old,  who  had  been  a  member  of  the  organiza- 
tion continuously  in  good  standing  for  twenty-eight  years.  I 
have  heard  of  this  man  as  being  a  good  member,  and  the  evi- 
dence bears  it  out.    I  would  like  to  move,  if  it  is  in  order — 

President  Kirby — Not  after  you  have  made  a  speech. 

Delegate  Ryan — Am  I  in  order? 

President  Kirby — Not  to  make  a  speech.  It  was 'moved 
and  seconded  that  the  case  be  referred  to  the  General  Execu- 
tive Board  with  full  power  to  act. 

It  was  moved  as  an  amendment,  regularly  seconded,  that 
the  matter  be  referred  to  the  General  Executive  Board  with 
the  recommendation  that  it  act  favorably. 

The  amendment  was  put  to  vote  and  carried. 

Delegate  Fried  stated  that  the  case  was  such  that  a  man 
83  years  of  age  could  not  be  held  responsible  for  the  conduct 
of  his  Local  Union,  and  that  his  Local  Union  was  disbanded 
before  the  man  had  a  chance  to  appeal  to  the  General  Execu- 
tive Board.  He  further  stated  that  if  the  Local  Union  had 
done  its  business  legally  this  case  would  never  have  come  be- 
fore the  convention. 

Another  delegate  spoke  on  the  question,  stating  that  the 
brother  was  on  his  way  to  the  Local  Union  to  pay  dues  on  the 
night  he  met  with  the  accident,  and  that  there  was  money 
coming  to  him  from  his  Local  Union. 

The  motion  to  refer  the  matter  back  to  the  General  Execu- 
tive Board  with  the  recommendation  that  it  act  favorably  was 
put  to  vote  and  carried. 

Delegate  MacDonald  (continuing  for  the  Appeals  and 
Grievance  Committee)  : 

RESOLUTION  NO.  30. 

Resolution  No.  30,  introduced  by  Delegate  James  McDade, 
representing  L.  U.  No.  31  of  Trenton,  N.  J. : 
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Indianapolis,  Ind.,  September  22,  1914. 

Whereas,  Edward  McCarron,  a  member  of  Local  Union  No.  31,  of 
Trenton,  N.  J.,  did,  on  April  10,  1912,  fall  from  a  scaffold,  thereby  sus- 
taining- a  crushed  ankle  bone  and  enduring  three  surgical  operations  and 
finally  having  the  ankle  bone  removed;  and, 

Whereas,  Brother  McCarron  did,  after  the  period  of  one  year,  or  on 
April  5,  1913,  attempt  to  again  follow  his  occupation  of  carpenter;  and, 

Whereas,  On  October  2,  1913,  Brother  McCarron,  from  the  injury 
to  his  l§g,  was  again  forced  to  quit  work  and  enter  a  hospital,  suffering 
a  complete  breakdown,  which  caused  his  mind  to  become  deranged  so 
that  he  could  not  even  sign  his  name  to  endorse  a  cheque  made  payable 
to  him  for  his  sick  benefits  or  donations;  and, 

•Whereas,  On  account  of  Brother  McCarron's  reason  being  unsound 
and  his  mind  deranged  it  was  not  until  after  he  had  improved,  as  far 
as  his  mental  condition  was  concerned,  that  a  claim  for  disability  dona- 
tion was  made  to  the  General  Office,  and  this  on  June  15,  1914,  or  two 
months  over  the  two-year  limit,  and  the  claim  was  disapproved  by  the 
General  Treasurer;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Brother  McCarron  was  men- 
tally unfit  to  make  claim  for  disability  donation  during  the  period  of 
seven  months  from  November  1,  1913,  to  June  1,  1914,  and  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  two  doctors  have  sworn  that  he  will  never  be  able  to  again 
follow  his  trade  as  a  carpenter,  that  the  aforesaid  claim  be  ordered  paid 
by  the  convention. 

Referred  to  Committee  on  Appeals  and  Grievances. 

We,  your  committee,  non-concur  in  the  resolution  on  the 
grounds  that  the  evidence  at  hand  shows  that  no  notice  or 
claim  was  made,  as  per  Section  95  of  the  General  Constitution 
for  disability  donation  until  over  two  years  after  the  accident 
occurred. 

Delegate  McDade — I  move  that  we  non-concur  in  the  com- 
mittee's report. 

President  Kirby — That  is  a  negative  motion  and  is  there- 
fore out  of  order. 

Delegate  McDade — I  would  just  ask  that  the  constitution 
be  lived  up  to.    Section  95,  the  first  part  reads  that  the  claim 


must  be  in  sixty  days  from  the  time  the  doctors  decide  the 
member  is  permanently  disabled.  That  part  of  the  constitu- 
tion has  been  complied  with  to  the  letter  of  the  law.  Im- 
mediately the  doctor  sent  the  certificates,  they  were  forwarded 
to  Treasurer  Neale.  The  brother  was  of  unsound  mind  for 
seven  months,  therefore  he  had  not  the  two  years'  limit.  That 
would  only  give  him  eighteen  months.  In  my  opinion  the 
first  part  of  Section  95  of  the  general  constitution  contradicts 
the  last  part.  I  would  only  ask  that  the  constitution  be  lived 
up  to  and  the  claim  be  paid. 

General  Treasurer  Neale — If  you  will  refer  to  Section  95 
of  the  constitution  you  will  find  the  latter  part  of  that  section 
covers  the  case  entirely  and  does  away  with  the  previous  part 
of  the  section.  It  reads :  ''And  all  claims  for  disability  must 
be  filed  with  the  G.  T.  within  two  years  from  the  date  of  acci- 
dent; failure  to  do  shall  invalidate  the  claim."  It  was  upon 
those  grounds  that  the  claim  was  disapproved  by  me. 

A  Delegate — It  seems  to  me  that  if  the  Local  Union  was 
so  interested  in  this  case  they  would  have  seen  to  it  that  some 
record  of  the  man's  disability  was  on  file  with  the  General 
OflSce. 

A  Delegate — I  don't  understand  if  we  have  laws  why  they 
should  not  be  4ived  up  to,  and  we  should  not  allow  sympathy  to 
play  a  part  in  these  cases. 

After  further  discussion  the  motion  to  adopt  the  report  of 
the  committee  was  put  to  vote  and  carried. 

Delegate  MacDonald  (continuing)  : 

CLAIM  FOR  DEATH  DONATION  OF  WALLACE  MALADY,  L.  U. 
210,  STAMFORD,  CONN. 

This  is  a  case  where  the  death  of  a  member  occurred  while  he  was 
in  arrears. 

We,  your  committee,  sustain  the  decision  of  the  G.  T.  and  G.  E.  B. 
on  the  p^rounds  that  the  member  was  not  in  good  standing  at  time  of 
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death  as  per  Section  109  of  the  General  Constitution,  and  we  recommend 
that  the  appeal  be  dismissed. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
carried. 

Delegate  MacDonald  stated  that  this  completed  the  work 
of  the  Committee  on  Appeals  and  Grievances. 

A  delegate  from  St.  Louis  requested  that  the  case  of  Fer- 
rell,  Jones  and  Lytle  of  L.  U.  257  of  St.  Louis,  considered  on 
the  second  day,  be  referred  back  to  the  Appeals  and  Grievance 
Committee  for  further  consideration.  No  objection  was  of- 
fered, and  the  chair  ruled  that  the  case  would  be  referred  back. 

Delegate  Imwalle  of  Cincinnati  stated  that  he  had  been 
called  out  of  the  city  and  that  a  death  claim  in  which  he  was 
interested  had  been  acted  upon  by  the  committee  and  by  the 
convention  without  his  having  had  an  opportunity  to  appear 
in  defense  of  the  case. 

On  the  suggestion  of  the  chair  the  committee  agreed  to 
again  consider  the  case  in  question. 

Delegate  Brown  of  Pittsburgh  made  complaint  to  the 
effect  that  he  had  not  been  properly  recorded  in  the  minutes 
on  the  subject  of  the  bricklayers'  agreement,  and  he  was  re- 
quested to  file  his  complaint  with  the  secretary. 

President  Kirby  announced  that  a  committee  from  the 
machinists  union  desired  to  come  before  the  convention  at  10 
o'clock  relative  to  their  trouble  with  the  Atkins  Saw  Company. 

Mr.  John  J.  Keegan,  for  the  machinists,  was  introduced 
and  spoke,  in  part,  as  follows : 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Delegates  to  this  Convention — I  want  to  first 
take  advantage  of  this  opportunity  to  convey  to  you  the  fraternal  greet- 
ings of  the  International  Association  of  Machinists.  This  is  a  double  ^ 
pleasure  on  this  occasion,  when  we  have  the  opportunity  of  extending 
that  greeting  to  you  here  in  our  own  city,  a  city  whose  success  has  been 
contributed  to  in  no  small  part  by  the  presence  of  not  only  the  influence 
of  your  organization  and  its  headquarters,  but  by  the  splendid  personal- 
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ity  and  character  of  the  men  whom  you  have  sent  here  to  represent  you, 
who  have  become  active  in  all  our  civic  affairs. 

It  struck  me  as  a  very  great  pleasure  when  I  walked  into  the  hall 
to  see  here  the  splendid  picture  of  the  man  who  first  put  me  into  the 
labor  movement,  P.  J.  McGuire.  My  boyhood  days  were  spent  in  com- 
panionship with  him,  and  I  shall  never  forget  the  splendid  hours  spent 
v/ith  him  and  the  good  advice  obtained  from  him. 

But  to  get  down  just  as  quickly  as  possible  to  the  subject  upon  which 
I  approach  this  delegation,  I  am  here  in  the  place  of  the  local  business 
agent,  who  is  called  away  from  the  city  to  attend  the  convention  of  the 
State  Federation  of  Labor. 

Speaking  of  the  difficulty  with  the  Atkins  company,  Mr. 
Keegan  said,  among  other  things : 

I  believe  you  will  agree  with  me  that  what  pertains  to  the  success 
of  one  organization  pertains  with  equal  force  to  the  success  of  the  other 
organizations,  that  that  which  wculd  result  in  the  downfall  or 
injury  of  one  would  result  in  the  downfall  or  injury  of  another  organi- 
zation. We  come  to  you  with  this  issue  because  we  believe  you  are 
just  as  vitally  interested  and  just  as  much  affected  by  it  as  we  are.  The 
same  attitude  as  is  maintained  by  this  corporation  toward  us  is  main- 
tained by  this  corporation  toward  you. 

E.  C.  Atkins,  president  and  practical  owner  of  this  great  corporation, 
is  a  leader  in  the  anti-labor  movement  of  this  city  and  you  know  that 
is  putting  him  on  a  pinnacle  of  fame,  if  he  desires  that  kind  of  fame. 
For  there  is  nowhere  in  the  world  in  the  last  year  where  the  feeling 
against  organized  labor  has  been  more  acute  than  right  here  in  Indiana- 
polis. In  all  the  employers'  meetings  that  we  have  had  to  face  they 
have  invariably  been  presided  over  by  E.  C.  Atkins  or  he  has  in  some 
other  direction  taken  a  leading  part  in  their  affairs.  Right  in  this  hall, 
less  than  two  years  ago,  they  extended  to  the  Erectors'  Association  and 
their  detectives  a  great  reception,  and  Mr.  Atkins  was  one  of  the  spokes- 
men. 

In  about  the  year  1906  I  was  here  conducting  a  strike  of  my  organi- 
zation that  involved  all  of  the  shops  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  and  at 
that  time  we  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  E.  C.  Atkins  Com- 
pany. We  found,  in  the  course  of  a  very  short  time,  direct  violations 
of  our  agreement.  In  order  to  have  peace  for  the  time  being,  until  our 
affairs  were  straightened  out,  we  allowed  certain  stretching  of  the  agree- 
ment. But  that  did  not  satisfy  them.  They  came  out  in  open  violation 
of  the  agreement,  and  the  clause  that  said  whenever  a  new  man  was  to 
be  employed  there  union  men  should  be  given  the  preference — he  con- 
tended that  at  that  time  his  connections  with  other  associations  would 
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not  permit  him  to  enter  into  a  closed  shop  agreement,  but  that  if  we 
would  enter  into  an  agreement  submitted  by  him,  in  the  future  all 
men  employed  by  him  would  be  secured  from  our  office.  Never  has 
there  been  a  man  sent  for  there,  but  quite  to  the  contrary.  He  didn't 
go  out  and  take  the  ordinary  union  men  that  he  found  applying  for  a 
position  at  his  gate.  He  went  into  the  Metal  Trades  Association,  their 
office  here,  where  he  might  be  secure  in  his  satisfaction  that  a  man  was 
not  only  not  a  union  man,  but  that  he  was  opposed  to  unionism,  or  an  out- 
right scab,  and  he  has  filled  his  establishment  with  that  kind  of  men. 

We  have  fought  the  fight  for  four  or  five  years.  The  executive 
council  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  met  here  in  the  city,  took 
up  the  matter  and  sent  their  representatives  here.  We  hav«  had -the 
services  of  your  splendid  Secretary;  he  worked  with  us  for  months  try- 
ing to  straighten  out  that  affair,  but  with  no  success. 

We  understand  there  are  about  100  or  150  men  employed  in  the 
plant  eligible  to  membership  in  your  organization  and  you  haven't  a 
man  there,  no  working  agreement.  It  is  surely  not  asking  too  much  of 
the  men  who  are  the  life  of  the  business,  who  are  using  the  product  of 
the  establishment  in  their  everyday  toil,  to  strike  this  one  blow  at  this 
corporation — that -until  he  is  right,  you  can't  use  his  product.  He  has, 
in  an  indirect  way,  used  your  organization  to  further  his  fight  against 
us  there;  not  used  your  organization  officially  or  directly,  understand  me 
— my  respect  for  your  association  is  too  great  to  even  make  the  least 
insinuation  in  that  direction — but  men  have  sent  us  letters  back  from 
Local  Unions  around  the  country  where  members  of  the  carpenters' 
union  have  been  employed  as  agents  for  the  Atkins  company,  who  would 
walk  into  the  Local  Union  and  belie  the  circulars  we  had  sent  out  and 
say  to  them  that  the  machinists'  fight  against  the  Atkins  company  was 
an  unfair  fight. 

We  claim  misrepresentations  have  been  made,  and  all  we  wanted 
was  this  opportunity  to  come  before  you  and  say  that  this  shop  is  not 
only  an  open  shop,  but  that  it  is  positively  a  scab  establishment,  that 
your  men  have  no  agreements  there,  that  the  saw  filers  have  no  agree- 
ment, the  polishers  can't  get  an  agreement  there,  that  (ve  know  of  no 
one  single  trades  union  in  this  country  that  has  an  agreement  with  that 
establishment. 

We  hope  you  will  go  back  with  a  thorough  understanding  of  the 
situation  there  and  say  in  all  future  time  at  least  when  the  subject  comes 
up,  whether  by  letter  from  our  organization  or  otherwise,  that  you  know 
we  have  a  legitimate^  authorized  strike  against  this  corporation.  We 
hope  now,  with  this  understanding  between  us,  that  we  will  have  the 
undivided  support  of  this  organization  of  carpenters  and  joiners  in  bring- 
ing this  concern  to  time. 
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President  Kirby  introduced  the  business  agent  of  the  Pat- 
tern Makers'  Association,  who  spoke  in  part  as  follows : 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Brothers — Before  entering  into  the  actualities  of 
the  discussion  before  the  delegates,  I  want  to,  in  my  humble  way,  ex- 
press the  thanks  and  the  appreciation  of  my  organization  for  having 
the  opportunity  to  be  before  such  a  magnificent  gathering  of  men  organ- 
ized for  such  a  grand  purpose. 

With  reference  to  the  matter  that  you  have  heard  discussed  here 
by  the  representative  of  the  machinists*  organization,  as  a  representative 
of  the  pattern-makers  I  want  to  say  that  I  know  nothing  of  the  merits 
or  the  policies  of  the  machinists'  fight  at  the  Atkins  Saw  Works.  I  do 
know,  however,  that  the  pattern-makers'  organization  operate  a  union 
pattern  shop  in  that  establishment.  I  want  to  say  further  that  the  pat- 
tern-makers' organization  is  not  so  much  concerned  in  the  signing  of 
agreements  as  it  is  in  securing  conditions,  and  in  that  establishment  we 
have  been  able  to  go  along  and  conduct  our  affairs,  attending  to  our 
business  as  we  thought  best,  and  we  have  been  able  to  gain  conditions 
and  employ  members  of  our  organization  in  the  Atkins  Saw  Works, 
And  in  spite  of  the  evidence  presented  in  this  case,  so  far  as  our  organi- 
zation is  concerned,  we  have  never  hesitated,  locally  or  nationally,  to 
assist  or  co-operate  with  an  organization  which  might  have  a  grievance 
in  any  industry  in  which  our  members  are  employed. 

"I  believe,  however,  that  when  in  an  industry  of  this  character  there 
is  trouble,  or  a  discussion  as  to  hours  and  working  conditions,  that  be- 
fore action  by  any  craft  is  agreed  upon  every  organization  employed 
there  should  be  consulted.  To  my  knowledge  the  pattern-makers  were 
never  consulted  until  the  machinists  had  declared  a  strike.  We  reserve 
the  right  as  an  organization  to  have  a  voice  in  determining  the  policies 
of  a  strike,  the  way  it  is  to  be  conducted  and  handled,  before  we  go  into 
it.  And  when  we  go  into  a  strike  we  go  into  it  to  stick  and  win.  We 
don't  call  our  members  out  and  then  call  everybody  else  out. 

I  have  no  suggestions  to  offer  as  to  the  relationship  of  the  carpen- 
ters in  this  case.  It  would  ill  become  me  to  come  up  here  and  tell  you 
what  to  do.  When  I  heard  that  the  machinists  were  to  have  a  repre- 
sentative, I  immediately  notified  our  local  executive  board.  We  held  a 
fc-ession  yesterday  and  they  instructed  me  to  come  over  here  and  explain 
to  you  delegates  exactly  our  position  on  the  matter.  We  believe  that 
the  truth  is  a  thing  which  will  help  the  workers  to  gain  their  ultimate 
goal.  And  with  that  end  in  view  I  am  simply  here  expressing  our  atti- 
tude in  the  matter. 

A  Delegate — I  would  like  to  ask  the  representative  of  the 
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pattern  makers  how  many  of  their  men  are  employed  in  the 
Atkins  shop. 

The  pattern  makers'  business  agent — At  the  present  time 
we  have  two  members. 

F.  E.  Kingsley  of  Saw  Smiths'  Union,  No.  1,  was  next  ' 
introduced.   He  said : 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen — There  has  been  so  much  strife  and 
turmoil  in  reference  to  conditions  existing  at  the  Atkins  plant  that  the 
saw  smiths,  being  the  strongest  organization  there  and  having  every 
saw  smith  in  the  plant  in  their  union,  feel  that  this  is  their  fight,  too. 

In  January,  1889,  the  saw  smiths'  union  was  organized,  and  there 
never  has  been  a  moment  in  all  those  twenty-five  years  when  the  saw 
smiths  did  not  have  a  complete  organization  in  the  factory  of  the  E.  C. 
Atkins  Company.  And  whenever  occasion  demanded  we  have  always 
found  that  this  firm  has  been  willing  to  treat  with  us  as  an  organiza- 
tion. I  repeat  that  there  never  has  been  a  moment  in  those  twenty- 
five  years  that  the  saw  smiths  have  not  had  an  organization.  Local 
Union  No.  1,  of  Indianapolis,  is  composed  exclusively  of  the  men  em- 
ployed in  the  Atkins  plant  and  we  have  about  eighty-five  men  there  at 
the  present  time.  There  have  been  times,  when  business  justified  it, 
that  we  have  had  135  or  140, 

At  this  point  Brother  Kingsley  read  the  following  letter : 

The  Saw  Smiths'  Union  of  North  America, 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  September  26,  1914. 

Mr.  Frank  Duffy,  Secretary  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners,  As- 
sembled in  Eighteenth  General  Convention,  Indianapolis,  Ind.: 

Dear  Sirs  and  Brothers — We  v/ish  to  place  a  statement  before  your 
honorable  body  in  reference  to  the  trouble  existing  between  the  machin- 
ists' union  and  the  firm  of  E.  C.  Atkins  &  Co.,  of  this  city. 

The  said  Machinists'  Union  No.  161  has  succeeded  in  having  the 
Central  Labor  Union  of  this  city  and  the*  Indiana  State  Federation  of  La- 
bor place  the  firm  of  E,  C.  Atkins  &  Co.  on  the  unfair  list. 

We,  Saw  Smiths'  Union  No.  1,  of  Indianapolis,  protest  that  this  is 
unfair  to  the  saw  smiths,  carpenters,  pattern-makers,  painters  and  other 
crafts  employed  in  this  factory. 

Saw  Smiths'  Local  No.  1  was  organized  in  January,  1889,  and  is 
composed  of  saw  smiths  employed  in  the  plant  of  E.  C.  Atkins  &  Co. 
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This  firm  has  always  recognized  Saw  Smiths'  Union  No.  1  and  has  al- 
ways been  fair  and  ready  and  willing  to  treat  with  us  as  a  union  when- 
ever occasion  demanded. 

Saw  Smiths  No.  1  helped  to  organize  the  machinists'  union  and  all 
other  unions  in  this  plant  and  was  always  willing  to  extend  a  helping- 
hand  to  any  other  local  here  whenever  so  requested,  and  for  a  number 
of  years  we  were  constantly  having  trouble,  and  believing  that  we  must 
do  something  to  avoid  these  too  frequent  occurring  strikes,  in  August, 
1908,  Saw  Smiths  No.  1  passed  the  following  resolution: 

Be  it  resolved,  That  after  this  date  any  local  union  in  this  plant  de- 
siring the  assistance  of  Saw  Smiths  No.  1  be  requested  to  submit  their 
grievance  to  us  before  going  out  on  strike,  that  we  may  fully  under- 
stand and  use  all  honorable  means  in  our  power  to  effect  a  satisfactory 
settlement  of  the  trouble  existing. 

This  "resolution  was  sent  to  all  locals  in  our  plant,  and  the  machin- 
ists acknowledged  receipt  and  accepted  and  agreed  to  it. 

And  now,  brothers,  not  wishing  to  consume  any  more  of  your  time, 
we  have  submitted  this  brief  statement  hoping  that  you  will  believe  that 
the  firm  of  E.  C.  Atkins  &  Co.  desires  to  be  fair  to  organized  labor  and 
that  the  Saw  Smiths  No.  1  wants  to  be  fair  with  organized  labor  and  to 
the  employer.  And  as  the  strike  in  this  plant  was  called  without  the 
knowledge  of  any  other  union,  we  believe  that  it  is  unfair  for  the  ma- 
chinists to  place  the  firm  of  E.  C.  Atkins  &  Co.  on  the  unfair  list.  We 
are,

Now,  brothers,  it  is  a  hard  matter  to  get  up  before  a  body  and  try 
to  belittle  a  fight  being  made  by  some  other  organization.  As  I  said 
before,  there  never  has  been  a  time  since  the  organization  of  my  union 
but  that  we  were  always  glad  to  give  our  time  and  our  money  when  it 
was  necessary  to  help  keep  down  trouble  or  settle  trouble.  We  have 
nothing  to  apologize  for  in  connection  with  our  actions  in  this  trouble. 

Of  course,  a  great  many  statements  go  out,  and  it  is  either  my  word 
or  some  other  man's  word,  but  we  do  know  that  in  1906  the  machinists 
did  have  an  agreement  with  E.  C.  Atkins  &  Co.  Through  some  way  or 
other  the  machinists  contended  that  Atkins  violated  that  agreement.  I 
know  that  some  committee  visited  Mr.  Atkins  and  he  contended  the  ma- 
chinists violated  the  agreement.  The  machinists,  when  they  pulled  their 
strike  the  last  time,  had  four  members  in  the  factory.    In  1906  they 

20— Carp.  Pro. 
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gave  the  Atkins  saw  company  the  open  shop,  with  the  agreement  that 
hereafter  union  employes  would  be  given  the  preference.  Whether  they 
have  I  am  not  prepared  to  say.  Anyway,  I  do  know  that  the  firm  of 
E.  C.  Atkins  &  Co.  did,  after  that  strike,  agree  to  renew  the  1906  agree- 
ment. 

We  feel  that  it  is  a  privilege  to  come  before  you,  brothers,  and  tell 
you  this.  The  saw  smiths'  union  with  some  eighty-two  or  eighty-three 
members  located  in  that  factory,  know  that  for  the  past  twenty-five 
years  our  wages  have  never  been  drawn  down.  We  believe  in  conserva- 
tism, and  we  believe  that  there  is  a  way  out  of  this  trouble  without  a 
strike.  Every  fair  means  possible  should  be  used  before  a  strike  is 
called.  We  contend  that  the  machinists,  with  four  members,  had  no 
right  to  call  a  strike  in  that  factory  and  place  all  the  stigma  upon  the 
pattern-makers,  the  saw  smiths,  the  painters,  etc. 

Brother  Keegan — How  many  union  men  have  you  in  the 
hand  saw  department? 

Brother  Kingsley — Every  saw  sfnith  in  the  hand  saw  de- 
partment is  a  union  man.  There  are  possibly  eight  hundred 
men  employed  in  that  factory,  but  a  great  many  of  them  have 
nowhere  to  place  a  card  if  they  had  it.  There  are  no  other  or- 
ganizations there  that  cover  these. 

Delegate  Neal — I  would  like  to  ask  the  representative  of 
the  saw  smiths  whether  the  machinists  claim  jurisdiction  over 
any  of  the  work  now  being  done  by  the  saw  smiths. 

Brother  Kingsley — No,  I  believe  not. 

Delegate  Brenton — I  would  like  to  ask  if  the  carpenters 
employed  there  are  union  or  non-union. 

Brother  Kingsley — I  am  not  qualified  to  judge  as  to  juris- 
diction. 

President  Kirby — That  will  be  taken  care  of  later  by  our 
representative. 

A  Delegate — I  would  like  to  ask  if  the  product  of  this  com- 
pany bears  the  saw  smiths'  label. 

Brother  Kingsley — No ;  simply  because  we  have  never  re- 
quired it  to  be  put  there. 
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Delegate  Featherston — Have  the  saw  smiths  any  mem- 
bers of  their  organization  working  in  Disston's  or  Simmond's 
plants  ? 

Brother  Kingsley — No,  not  one. 

Delegate  Fletcher — Is  the  handle  on  the  saw  made  by 
union  men  ? 

Brother  Kingsley — I  do  not  know  anything  about  the 
wood  work  there. 

A  Delegate — I  would  like  to  ask  the  representative  of  the 
machinists  how  many  men  are  employed  in  the  Atkins  plant 
that  are  eligible  to  the  machinists'  organization. 

Brother  Keegan — They  employ  about  forty.  They  had  at 
one  time  thirty-two  members  there. 

A  Delegate — What  wages  do  the  saw  smiths  receive? 

Brother  Kingsley — From  33  1-3  to  50  cents  per  hour. 

Delegate  Brown — I  would  like  to  ask  the  representative 
of  the  pattern  makers  about  those  men  who  he  says  can't  place 
a  card. 

Brother  Kingsley — They  are  men  following  different  occu- 
pations and  not  qualified  for  afliliation  with  any  craft;  they 
make  all  kinds  of  different  things,  laboring  men,  truckmen,  etc. 

A  delegate — How  many  men,  all  told,  work  in  the  plant? 

Brother  Kingsley — I  presume  between  six  and  eight  hun- 
dred, possibly  a  thousand. 

Delegate  Featherston — I  would  like  to  ask  Mr.  Keegan 
how  many  men  the  machinists  have  in  the  employ  of  Disston 
and  Simmonds. 

Brother  Keegan — I  worked  in  Disston's  one  time  my- 
self, and  they  were  all  union  at  that  time.  I  don't  know  how 
conditions  are  now. 

Delegate  Featherston — Has  the  Atkins  Company  refused 
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the  representative  of  the  machinists  the  right  to  go  into  its 
plant  to  organize  the  machinists  ? 

Brother  Keegan — Yes,  sir;  and  not  only  that,  but  it  has 
refused  the  right  of  our  union  or  any  other  metal  trade  to  go 
there  and  work  if  it  knows  it. 

Brother  Featherston — I  want  to  ask  the  representative 
of  the  saw  smiths,  or  any  other  organization  if  the  Atkins 
company  refused  permission  to  go  into  its  factory  at  any  time 
to  solicit  candidates. 

Brother  Kingsley — No. 

The  Business  Agent  for  the  Pattern  Makers — As  far  as 
the  pattern  makers  are  concerned,  we  have  never  had  any 
trouble  in  that  line. 

Delegate  Ryan — Are  the  saws  other  than  hand  saws 
manufactured  in  that  plant  made  by  union  men  ? 

Brother  Kingsley — Yes,  sir. 

Delegate  McCarthy — Did  I  understand  the  representative 
of  the  saw  smiths  to  say  that  all  the  saw  smiths  in  the  Atkins 
plant  were  union  men  and  the  number  was  between  seventy 
and  eighty? 

Brother  Kingsley — Yes,  sir. 

Delegate  McCarthy — When  the  number  was  greater,  as  I 
understood  you  to  say  it  was  at  one  time,  were  they  then  union 
men? 

Brother  Kingsley — They  have  been  continuously  for  twen- 
ty-five years. 

Delegate  McCarthy — Have  you  had,  to  your  knowledge, 
men  in  the  other  companies,  in  the  Disston  and  Simmonds 
companies  ? 

Brother  Kingsley — We  had  a  solid  delegation  in  Sim- 
mond's  and  we  had  the  majority  in  Disston's,  but  we  haven't  a 
single  one  in  either  place  today  and  haven't  had  for  some  years. 
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Delegate  Woodbury — Is  there  a  union  saw  company  or- 
ganized in  all  its  departments  in  this  country? 

Brother  Kingsley — No,  there  is  not. 

Delegate  Havanich — Have  the  machinists'  union  ever 
claimed  jurisdiction  over  the  saw  filers? 

Brother  Keegan — No. 

A  Delegate — Are  there  any  saw  smiths  in  the  employ  of 
the  Vanadium  Steel  Saw  Company? 

Brother  Kingsley — Yes,  we  have  two  members  there  now. 

A  Delegate — I  would  like  to  ask  the  representative  of  the 
saw  smiths  what  position^ he  holds  with  the  Atkins  Saw  Com- 
pany? 

Brother  Kingsley — I  am  a  saw  smith  and  have  served  in 
the  Atkins  plant  for  the  past  thirty-five  years.  I  happen  to  be 
the  secretary-treasurer  at  the  present  time  of  the  saw  smiths' 
union. 

Delegate  Junker — When  the  words,  "union  made,"  appear 
on  a  saw,  is  that  a  safe  criterion,  without  the  label,  that  the 
saw  is  made  under  union  conditions? 

Brother  Kingsley — The  saw  smiths'  union  label  covers 
saw  smithing  only.  It  says  distinctly :  *'Saw  Smiths."  And 
we  claim  jurisdiction  over  saw  smithing  only. 

Delegate  Roth — Are  the  saw  smiths  affiliated  with  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor? 

Brother  Kingsley — We  are. 

President  Kirby — If  there  are  no  further  questions  I  shall 
declare  the  matter  closed  in  so  far  as  the  various  committees 
are  concerned  and  will  ask  them  to  retire. 

I  want  to  say  that  several  members  of  our  organization 
are  in  the  room,  and  more  especially  Brother  Meadows,  busi- 
ness agent  of  the  Indianapolis  District  Council,  and  I  will  ask 
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him  to  make  a  statement  of  conditions  in  the  Atkins  plant  as 
affecting  the  carpenters. 

Brother  Meadows — I  am  not  going  into  the  merits  or  de- 
merits of  the  machinists*  troubles  at  the  Atkins  plant.  I  have 
been  all  through  the  proposition  from  start  to  finish,  and  the 
strike  that  was.  called  previous  to  the  machinists'  trouble  as 
well.  Speaking  for  the  carpenters  I  will  say  that  some  nine 
or  ten  years  ago  the  carpenters  employed  in  the  Atkins  plant 
were  organized  and  all  the  carpenters,  some  nine  of  them,  are 
members  of  our  organization  in  good  standing.  Whenever  a 
change  in  working  conditions  has  been  made  as  far  as  the  gen- 
eral contractors  are  concerned,  that  proposition  or  a  copy  of 
our  agreement  has  been  sent  to  the  E.  C.  Atkins  Company,  and 
they  have  always  acquiesced  in  that  agreement,  paid  the  scale 
and  worked  the  hours.  And  at  no  time  have  we,  as  carpen- 
ters, had  any  controversy  with  the  company  over  our  men. 
They  keep  a  regular  force  of  carpenters  employed  the  year 
around,  what  might  be  termed  maintenance  men  who  keep  up 
the  repairs  in  the  factory.  Sometimes  there  are  eight  or  ten, 
according  to  the  amount  of  work  that  is  to  be  done.  So  that 
as  far  as  the  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  is  concerned,  we  have 
had  no  controversy  with  them  for  years. 

Statements  have  been  made  here  in  regard  to  150  men, 
more  or  less,  who  are  eligible  to  membership  in  the  carpenters' 
organization  that  are  unorganized  in  that  plant.  These  state- 
ments have  been  sent  broadcast  all  over  the  United  States  and 
Canada,  Australia  and  other  foreign  countries.  They  have 
reference  to  the  employes  who  make  the  saw  handles,  and  there 
are  quite  a  number  of  boys  employed  in  that  particular  part 
of  the  plant,  possibly  two  or  three  men  who  might  be  consid- 
ered eligible  to  membership  in  the  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters. 
Locally  we  have  made  no  effort  to  try  to  get  these  men.  Broth- 
er Duffy  and  I  have  talked  that  matter  over  several  times,  and 
it  was  a  question  in  our  minds  as  to  whether  we  wanted  to 
consider  men  who  were  engaged  in  manufacturing  handles  to 
be  eligible  to  membership  in  the  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters. 
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There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  at  any  time  we  care  to 
take  up  the  proposition  of  organizing  that  particular  depart- 
ment we  will  be  able  to  organize.  But  as  far  as  the  men  en- 
gaged in  the  work  necessary  to  the  up-keep  of  the  plant  and  all 
work  of  that  kind,  they  are  all  members  of  our  organization, 
and  they  are  doing  work  that  the  machinists  might  try  to  cover 
— millwright  work.  We  have  at  the  present  time  nine  men 
employed  at  the  Atkins  plant. 

General  Secretary  Duffy — ^You  want  to  take  this  question 
quietly  and  let  us  get  at  the  whole  truth.  You  realize  that 
those  representatives  on  the  platform  would  contradict  one 
another  at  a  moment's  notice,  just  at  the  drop  of  the  hat.  Now, 
we  are  carpenters  here,  and  what  we  want  are  the  facts. 

I  have  said  time  and  time  again  that  the  machinists  want 
to  make  us  the  "big  stick"  to  whip  the  Atkins  people  into  line. 
The  saw  smiths  are  the  ones  who  manufacture  the  saw,  get  it 
out,  and  we  are  the  ones  who  use  it.  The  machinists  have  taken 
advantage  of  our  organization  on  every  occasion  and  have  gone 
so  far  as  to  say  that  ''Organized  labor  has  placed  the  Atkins 
Saw  Company  on  the  unfair  list."  I  have  said  to  them  time 
and  time  again:  ''Why  don't  you  say  the  machinists'  union 
put  the  Atkins  Saw  Company  on  the  unfair  list?" 

I  have  gone  down  to  the  Atkins  plant  on  more  than  one 
occasion  on  account  of  the  circular  letters  being  sent  out  by 
the  machinists  union.  We  have  had  dozens  of  these  letters, 
yes,  scores;  yes,  hundreds  of  them  from  all  over  the  country 
saying :  "Our  Headquarters  are  in  Indianapolis  and  the  Gen- 
eral Office  should  be  able  to  tell  us  how  the  Atkins  people 
stand."  I  have  gone  down  to  the  Atkins  plant  with  Business 
Agent  Meadows  and  with  Brother  Newman  when  he  was  busi- 
ness agent.  I  have  gone  there  with  the  representatives  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor,  have  gone  there  with  the  treas- 
urer of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  John  B.  Lennon, 
who  was  sent  here,  and  I  know  the  ins  and  outs  of  it.  I  told 
Harry  Atkins  that  the  carpenters  did  not  want  to  get  mixed 
up  in  this  trouble;  that  we  were  dragged  into  it.    Now,  then. 
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this  trouble  came  along  some  four  years  ago.  At  that  time 
there  was  an  advertisement  in  The  Carpenter  for  the  Atkins 
Saw  Company — one  of  the  best-paying  advertisers  we  have 
ever  had ;  every  month  we  got  our  check  for  $50.00.  The  trouble 
occurred,  I  believe,  in  February,  1911,  and  it  happened  that 
the  contract  for  the  ad.  ran  out  that  same  month.  The  ma- 
chinists complained  about  the  state  of  affairs  in  the  plant  and 
I  stopped  the  ad  and  from  that  time  on  you  have  never  seen  the 
Atkins  ad.  in  The  Carpenter.  It  meant  $600.00  a  year, 
$2,400.00  for  the  four  years,  to  have  that  ad.  taken  out. 

I  thought  it  was  one  of  the  "galliest"  things  for  an  organi- 
zation that  is  fighting  us  in  the  American  Federation  of  Labor, 
in  the  Building  Trades  Department,  too,  that  fights  us  on  the 
job  and  on  every  occasion,  to  come  right  in  here  to  this  con- 
vention and  ask  us  to  back  them  up  in  the  fight  they  have  with 
the  Atkins  people.  I  would  have  liked  Business  Agent  Pfleger 
to  come  here.  I  went  to  Atkins  with  Pfleger,  with  Keegan  and 
with  Meadows,  and  I  asked  Harry  Atkins  himself :  '*Do  you 
object  to  these  men  being  organized — the  machinists  being  or- 
ganized?" And  Mr.  Atkins  said:  "Why,  no;  the  doors  are 
open.  The  machinists  can  go  in  and  organize."  He  told  that 
same  thing  to  John  B.  Lennon. 

When  they  called  the  strike  four  years  ago  they  had  about 
twenty  machinists,  nine  or  ten  of  them  belonging  to  the  ma- 
chinists' union  and  the  balance  did  not.- 

Business  Agent  Pfleger  said  to  Harry  Atkins:  "If  you 
don't  go  in  and  tell  those  nine  or  ten  men  that  they  must  join 
the  machinists'  union  we  are  going  to  strike  your  plant  in  the 
morning."  Harry  Atkins  said:  "You  are  not  going  to  make 
an  organizer  of  me.  The  doors  are  open;  that  is  your  busi- 
ness, you  go  in  and  organize  them."  Pfleger  said:  "No,  we 
won't;  you  tell  these  men  they  must  join  the  machinists' 
union." 

So  the  next  morning  the  machinists  were  called  on  strike 
and  they  have  been  out  ever  since. 
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There  was  an  agreement  with  the  other  trades  and  the 
saw  smiths  that  if  there  was  any  difficulty  with  any  trade  they 
must  notify  the  saw  smiths,  so  that  they  could  get  together  the 
representatives  of  the  trades  at  interest  and  wait  on  Harry 
Atkins  himself  in  order  to  adjust  it.  That  was  accepted  by*  the 
machinists,  and  the  saw  smiths  have  got  their  acceptance  of  it. 
The  machinists  never  told  the  saw  smiths,  never  told  the  pat- 
tern makers,  never  told  the  blacksmiths  nor  any  other  trade 
about  their  grievances,  nor  did  they  ask  them  to  appoint 
representatives  to  wait  on  Mr.  Atkins,  but  called  the  strike 
themselves.  I  have  said  to  Business  Agent  Pfleger  since: 
''Why  didn't  you  call  out  the  other  men  and  tie  the  plant  up? 
Why  did  you  place  the  Atkins  plant  on  the  unfair  list?" 

The  saw  smiths  is  a  small  organization,  one  of  the  small- 
est International  organizations  affiliated  with  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor.  They  have  sometimes  as  many  as  125 
men  in  the  plant,  when  business  conditions  are  good,  and  they 
get  down  to  seventy  or  eighty  when  it  is  slack;  130  would  be 
the  limit.  Every  one  of  these  saw  smiths  is  a  union  man  and 
can  not  work  there  except  he  has  a  card  and  is  in  good  stand- 
ing. I  don't  know  whether  the  saw  smiths  made  that  plain 
to  you  or  not. 

The  Central  Labor  Union  appointed  a  committee  to  go 
down  and  wait  on  Mr.  Atkins  and  try  to  adjust  the  matter.  I 
have  the  report  of  the  committee  here  in  the  Indianapolis 
Union,  dated  September  16,  1911.  It  is  the  official  paper  of 
the  Central  Labor  Union  in  which  the  minutes  of  that  body 
are  printed  after  each  meeting.  On  the  first  page  it  says : 

The  Grievance  Committee  submitted  the  following  reports  on  the 
grievance  against  the  E.  C.  Atkins  Company  submitted  by  Machinists* 
Union  No.  161. 

"To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  to  C.  L.  U.: 

"The  following  is  the  report  of  your  Grievance  Committee  on  the 
grievance  presented  by  Machinists'  Union  No.  161  against  the  Atkins 
Saw  Company: 

"Your  committee,  together  with  Business  Agent  Pfleger,  called  on 
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the  firm  and  met  Mr.  Harry  Atkins,  who  stated  that  he  had  no  objec- 
tions to  his  machinists  joining  the  union  and  invited  Mr.  Pfleger  to  come 
to  the  factory  any  day  at  noon  and  talk  to  the  men  employed  as  ma- 
chinists and  make  an  effort  to  organize  the  plant.  Mr.  Atkins  stated 
that  the  firm  employed  all  union  painters,  carpenters  and  saw  smiths, 
and  intimated  to  your  committee  that  we  should  not  expect  to  use  him 
or  the  firm  as  an  organizer  for  any  craft.  He  also  stated  that  he  was 
willing  to  sign  an  agreement  similar  to  the  one  signed  between  the  firm 
and  machinists'  union  in  1906  and  would  pay  any  scale  of  wages  de- 
manded by  the  machinists'  union.  Mr.  Pfleger  insisted  that  it  was  not 
a  matter  of  wages,  but  that  the  principle  of  the  closed  shop  was  at  issue 
and  that  wages  be  classified  according  to  wages  paid  in  shops  doing  the 
same  class  of  work  as  is  done  at  the  Atkins  plant.  We  were  unable  to 
come  to  an  agreement  in  the  matter,  but  were  assured  by  Mr.  Atkins 
that  he  would  take  all  of  the  men  back  who  went  on  strike  at  the  same 
wage  rate  or  any  rate  of  wages  demanded  by  the  machinists'  union. 
Your  committee  has  been  informed  that  the  strike  of  the  machinists  has 
been  endorsed  by  the  Building  Trades  Council,  and  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  three  departments  of  the  plant  are  strictly  union,  we 
recommended  that  the  matter  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Arbitration 
Committee,  they  to  confer  with  the  Building  Trades  Council  and  report 
back  to  Central  Labor  Union.

Then  Mr.  Keegan  tells  you  they  were  refused  admission. 

The  above  is  the  majority  report.  Here  is  the  minority 
report;  you  are  entitled  to  it,  too: 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Central  Labor  Union: 

Gentlemen — I  desire  to  make  a  minority  report  on  the  grievance 
of  the  machinists'  organization  No.  161  against  E.  C.  Atkins  &  Co.: 

As  a  member  of  your  Grievance  Committee,  I  called  upon  Mr.  Atkins 
in  company  with  Chairman  Schrader,  John  Hughes  and  Wm.  Pfleger, 
who  represented  the  machinists,  and  after  two  hours'  conversation,  Mr. 
Atkins  said  that  he  would  not  have  any  objections  signing  up  an  agree- 
ment with  the  machinists  that  carried  with  it  the  conditions 
of  the  1906  agreement.  He  said  he  would  not  have  any  objection  to  the 
men  joining  the  union,  but  that  was  up  to  the  men  themselves;  the  ma- 
chinists were  at  liberty  to  organize  them  if  they  wanted  to. 

Mr.  Atkins  refused  to  close  his  shop  or  have  anything  to  do  with 
the  men  joining  the  union,  claiming  that  he  had  men  working  there  for 
years  and  it  was  optional  with  the  men  whether  they  wanted  to  join  or 
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not.  My  opinion  in  the  matter  is  plainly  that  the  Atkins  company  will 
not  sign  any  agreement  that  carries  with  it  the  closed  shop,  and  there- 
fore recommend  that  the  E.  C.  Atkins  be  placed  on  the  unfair  list  as 
unfair  to  the  machinists.  -  FRED  SAYLOR. 

The  Central  Labor  Union  accepted  the  minority  report 
and  placed  the  Atkins  Saw  Company  on  the  unfair  list.  Both 
reports  say  that  the  Atkins  company  had  no  objection  to  the 
machinists  organizing  the  men.  And  right  here  I  might  say 
that  Mr.  Atkins  made  a  statement  to  the  effect  that  he  would 
pay  any  rate  of  wages  demanded  by  the  machinists. 

I  might  as  well  tell  you,  if  you  want  to  know  it,  that  the 
Central  Labor  Union  of  Indianapolis  is  a  political  machine. 
There  is  a  whole  lot  on  the  inside  if  I  wanted  to  go  into  it. 
There  is  politics  in  it,  too,  politics  at  the  back  of  it  all,  and 
Atkins  had  to  be  placed  on  the  unfair  list. 

I  went  down  with  John  B.  Lennon  and  introduced  him  to 
Harry  Atkins.  I  said :  "Go  on,  John,  and  ask  him  any  ques- 
tions you  want  to."  Lennon  said:  ''Will  you  take  back  the 
machinists  who  are  on  strike?" 

He  said:  "I  will,  but,  of  course,  I  have  got  their  places 
filled  now." 

Brother  Lennon  asked  him  if  he  would  pay  the  rate  of 
wages  demanded  by  the  machinists'  union,  to  which  Mr.  At- 
kins replied :  'There  is  no  question  about  that."  To  the  ques- 
tion: "Have  you  any  objections  to  the  machinists  being  or- 
ganized?" Mr.  Atkins  answered :  "I  have  none,  only  I  object 
to  being  an  organizer." 

And  when  the  conference  was  over  John  B.  Lennon  said 
that  Harry  Atkins  was  one  of  the  fairest  men  he  had  ever  met. 

When  the  machinists'  union  sent  out  a  circular  saying 
that  there  w^ere  150  men  in  the  handle  plant  who  were  eligible 
to  membership  in  our  union,  I  wanted  to  know  who  gave  them 
the  right  to  say  who  were  eligible  to  membership  in  the  Broth- 
erhood of  Carpenters  and  who  were  not. 
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I  believe  I  called  up  Business  Agent  Meadows.  Business 
Agent  Newman,  a  member  of  L.  U.  No.  60  of  this  city  went 
down  with  me.  We  went  to  Harry  Atkins  and  said  to  him: 
"Mr.  Atkins,  a  circular  letter  is  going  the  rounds  and  it  says 
there  are  150  men  in  your  employ,  over  in  the  mill  department, 
who  are  eligible  to  membership  in  our  organization."  He  said 
to  Newman  and  myself:  ''Come  on  over  in  the  plant."  He 
left  his  office  and  went  over  with  u*s.  Newman  did  the  count- 
ing. 

Some  of  the  delegates  here  asked:  "Who  were  those 
men?"  Out  of  the  150  Newman  counted  fifty;  out  of  the  fifty 
there  were  about  four  who  were  eligible  to  come  into  our 
organization;  that  is,  sawyers  who  cut  out  the  inside  of  the 
handle.  Now  they  had  raspers,  filers,  sand  paperers,  shellac- 
ers,  men  working  on  pumice  stone  and  the  like,  and  out  of  the 
whole  crowd  there  were  four  or  five,  perhaps  six,  who  would 
be  eligible  to  membership  in  the  painters'  union.  About  the 
others,  we  did  not  know  what  to  do  with  them. 

You  have  been  talking  of  "auxiliaries"  here  in  the  last 
couple  of  days,  these  are  the  auxiliaries.  The  saw  smiths  did 
not  want  them,  we  didn't  want  them,  the  painters  didn't  want 
them — who  did  want  them?  And  while  talking  the  matter 
over  with  Newman  I  said :  "These  men  are  working  ten  hours 
a  day."  Newman  said  we  could  not  take  them  unless  they 
worked  at  least  nine  hours  a  day. 

Atkins  said:  "What  are  you  putting  me  in  competition 
with?  The  Disston  and  Simmonds  companies  employ  women 
and  girls  in  their  factories,  and  I  employ  nothing  but  men. 
And  these  companies  are  trying  to  put  Atkins  out  of  busi- 
ness." 

That  is  the  way  the  whole,  entire  matter  stood.  I  was 
at  the  District  Council  when  Brother  Newman  reported.  I 
wanted  to  know  if  the  District  Council  Vould  put  the  Atkins 
people  on  the  unfair  list.  What  was  the  answer?  "No.  Our 
men  are  working  there  and  getting  the  wages  paid  the  men 
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on  the  outside  and  working  the  hours."  Not  one  of  the  Local 
Unions  in  Indianapolis  would  put  the  Atkins  people  on  the  un- 
fair list. 

These  men  said  to  you  this  morning  there  were  between 
seven  hundred  and  eight  hundred  men  employed  in  the  plant 
— the  toothers,  the  filers,  the  grinders,  the  men  who  do  the 
etching,  etc.  Where  do  they  go  to,  or  where  do  they  belong? 
At  the  last  meeting  of  the  executive  council  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor  the  saw  smiths  asked  that  their  jurisdic-  - 
tion  be  enlarged,  so  as  to  permit  them  to  take  these  men  into 
their  organization.  The  executive  council  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor  would  not  act  on  it,  because  it  was  a 
Local  Union  asked  for  it  instead  of  the  International. 

The  meeting  before  that — two  meetings  ago — the  machin- 
ists demanded  of  the  executive  council  of  the  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor  to  place  the  Atkins  firm  on  the  unfair  list. 
The  executive  council  refused.  Why  did  it  refuse?  It  said: 
"It  is  not  a  fair  proposition  when  the  saw  smiths,  the  carpen- 
ters, the  painters,  the  pattern  makers  and  others  are  union. 
It  is  not  a  fair  proposition  for  this  executive  council  to  put 
that  firm  on  the  unfair  list." 

I  only  want  to  give  you  this  information  so  that  you  will 

know  how  things  are.   I  want  to  tell  you  this :    The  Disston 

firm  is  non-union,  so  is  Simmonds.    They  won't  hire  a  union 

man  if  they  can  help  it.    If  they  hire  union  men  they  don't 

know  it.    Here  is  a  firm  that  employs  union  men,  and  then 

the  machinists  say :   'Tut  that  firm  on  the  unfair  list."  I  said 

to  Pfleger:    ''We  can't  use  the  Simmonds  and  Disston  saws; 

whose  saws  can  we  use;  whose  saws  will  we  buy?"   And  he 

said :   "We  don't  care,  but  not  the  Atkins  saws." 

• 

(Here  the  General  Secretary  called  attention  to  the  ad- 
vertisement of  the  Atkins  company  published  in  the  Union,  the 
official  organ  of  the  Central  Labor  Union  of  Indianapolis.) 

Continuing,  he  said:  "Here  is  the  Indiana  Labor  Bulle- 
tin of  September  5,  1914,  with  an  article  which  reads : 
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A  CASE  FOR  ARBITRATION. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  some  method  cannot  be  devised  to  settle  the 
long  drawn  out  dispute  as  to  whether  the  Atkins  saws  are  union  or  non- 
union. Like  Banco's  ghost,  it  bobs  up  in  the  C.  L.  U.;  it  took  a  fresh 
start  at  the  last  session.  The  carpenters,  who  use  most  all  the  saws, 
contend  they  are  union,  while  the  machinists  as  earnestly  contend  they 
are  non-union,  and  there  you  are.  The  outsider  can't  determine  which 
is  right.  This  dispute  discredits  union  labor  in  the  eyes  of  the  public. 
It  should  be  submitted  to  arbitration. 

Here  is  a  letter  that  was  sent  to  the  Thirty-First  Annual 
Convention  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  by  the  saw 
smiths'  union : 

In  the  month  of  August,  1911,  the  machinists  in  the  employ  of  E.  C. 
Atkins  &  Co.  went  on  a  strike  as  an  organized  body,  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  "Saw  Smiths'  International  Union,"  employed  by  the  same 
firm,  we  feel  that  a  statement  from  us  might  not  be  inappropriate  and 
might  possibly  assist  in  settling  the  trouble.  When  this  strike  occurred, 
out  of  twenty-four  machinists  three  went  on  a  strike.  We  obtained  these 
figures  and  any  statements  we  may  make  from  men  who  are  machinists 
and  still  in  the  employ  of  E.  C.  Atkins  &  Co.  All  of  those  twenty-one 
men  who  did  not  go  on  this  strike  were  at  one  time  members  of  the  ma- 
chinists' union. 

The  machinists  in  the  employ  of  E.  C.  Atkins  &  Co.  work  nine  hours 
per  day  and  receive  far  better  pay  than  in  any  other  factory  in  Indiana- 
polis. 

The  three  machinists  out  of  the  twenty-four  who  went  on  strike  are 
working.  One  in  a  shop  here  in  the  city  for  less  wages  and  working 
ten  hours  per  day.  One  is  huntiijg  up  repair  work  on  automobiles  and 
having  it  done  in  a  "scab  shop."  One  left  the  city;  went,  it  is  said,  to 
Houston,  Texas,  where  there  is  a  strike  on. 

In  conclusion,  we  want  most  respectfully  to  call  your  attention  to 
this  fact,  that  we  firmly  believe  that  if  we  have  a  fair,  impartial  investi- 
gation of  this  trouble  from  a  fair  and  just  representative  of  the  Ameri- 
can Federation  of  Labor,  the  trouble  can  be  settled. 

The  saw  smiths,  carpenters,  pattern-makers,  painters  and  bricklay- 
ers in  the  employ  of  this  firm  are  all  members  of  their  respective  crafts. 

During  the  strike  of  the  saw  grinders  in  our  factory,  we,  the  saw 
smiths,  sent  to  the  machinists,  saw  grinders,  filers  and  toothers'  union 
the  following  resolution: 
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"Any  organization  having  difficulty  with  the  firm  of  E.  C.  Atkins  & 
Co.  and  contemplating  going  on  strike  be  requested  to  submit  their 
grievances  to  Saw  Smiths'  Union  No.  1,  or,  in  other  words,  a  statement 
of  their  troubles.  Failing  to  do  so,  they  need  not  expect  any  considera- 
tion from  us." 

This  was  in  April,  1907.  The  machinists'  union  acknowledged  re- 
ceipt of  the  above  resolution  by  letter  shortly  after  it  was  sent  to  them. 

Notwithstanding  this  action  on  our  part,  their  organization  went  on 
strike,  we  knowing  nothing  about  it.  We  have  no  desire  to  interfere 
with  the  machinists'  union — so  far  as  we  are  concerned  they  can  con- 
duct the  affairs  of  their  organization  as  they  see  fit,  but  we  do  most 
seriously  object  to  their  denouncing  the  work  of  our  craft  as  "scab 
work."  The  work  performed  on  saws  made  by  the  saw  smiths  in  our 
firm  is  strictly  "union  made,"  not  a  non-union  man  in  the  factory  "work- 
ing on  the  anvil." 

We  desire  to  inform  your  honorable  body  that  the  machinists  in 
E.  C.  Atkins'  factory  have  no  more  to  do  with  manufacturing  saws  than 
they  have  in  passing  laws  in  Congress. 

Machinists  never  handle  the  saws,  have  nothing  to  do  with  them. 

Then,  in  all  fairness,  why  should  our  product,  made  entirely  by 
"union  men"  in  so  far  as  the  "anvil  work"  is  concerned,  be  condemned? 

Our  product  has  been  condemned  in  circulars  printed  and  scattered 
broadcast  over  our  city,  presumably  by  the  machinists'  union.  Against 
this  unfairness  we  most  earnestly  protest  and  ask  you  gentlemen  to 
remedy  this  condition  if  possible. 

Shortly  after  the  inauguration  of  this  machinists'  strike  we  received 
letters  from  scores  of  locals  of  the  carpenters'  organization  asking  for 
information  thereto,  dwelling  particularly  on  the  question  of  "open  shop." 

We  assure  you  we  have  no  desire  to  quarrel  with  the  machinists, 
nor,  in  fact,  do  we  wish  to  quarrel  with  any  one,  only  we  deem  it  unjust 
to  us  and  other  union  men  in  the  employ  of  E.  C.  Atkins  &  Co.  to  de- 
clare our  work  "scab  work."

As  far  as  we  are  concerned,  we  have  cut  the  Atkins  ad. 
out.  Atkins  has  been  a  good  friend  to  the  carpenters.  He  may 
belong  to  the  Manufacturers'  Association,  no  doubt  he  does. 
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And  I  have  heard  it  said  that  when  trade  unions  get  their  lam- 
basting we  have  at  least  one  friend  in  that  association. 

When  San  Francisco  went  up  with  the  earthquake,  Bill 
Huber,  Tom  Neale  and  Frank  Duffy  went  down  to  the  Atkins 
plant  to  buy  saws.  They  were  taking  stock  at  the  time  and  we 
found  they  had  two  thousand  saws  on  hand.  Our  boys  in  San 
Francisco  needed  saws  in  the  worst  way.  We  said  to  Mr.  At- 
kins, ''Let  us  have  those  two  thousand  saws.*'  Mr.  Atkins- 
said  :  ''I  will  let  you  have  one  thousand  saws  and  I  will  donate 
the  other  thousand  to  the  carpenters  of  San  Francisco." 

If  the  machinists  had  gone  about  the  matter  in  the  proper 
manner,  it  could  have  been  adjusted  long  ago. 

President  Johnston,  of  the  machinists,  visited  the  city  and 
wanted  me  to  go  down  with  him  to  the  Atkins  plant.  I  said: 
''All  right,  I  will."  When  we  located  Mr.  Atkins  I  said:  "Mr. 
Atkins,  Mr.  Johnston  is  here  and  wants  to  talk  to  you  on  the 
trouble  relative  to  the  strike."  I  put  Johnston  on  the  phone, 
and  Mr.  Atkins  wanted  him  to  stay  over  until  the  next  day. 
But  Mr.  Johnston  said  he  could  not  stay,  he  had  an  engage- 
ment elsewhere.  It  was  more  to  the  interests  of  the  machin- 
ists than  it  was  to  me.  Any  way,  he  could  not  stay  over  night, 
but  said  he  would  come  back  some  other  time.  But  from  that 
day  to  this  I  have  never  heard  of  him  coming  back  to  Indian- 
apolis to  settle  the  trouble  at  the  Atkins  plant. 

These  are  the  facts  as  they  exist  at  the  present  time. 
Brother  Smock,  president  of  the  District  Council  is  here,  and 
perhaps  he  may  have  something  to  say  to  you. 

Brother  Smock,  on  being  introduced  by  President  Kirby, 
said  in  part:  "I  think  the  ground  has  been  covered  pretty 
thoroughly  by  Brother  Duffy.  Harry  Atkins  told  the  machin- 
ists: "There  is  the  door;  go  in  and  organize  the  shop."  I 
have  been  informed  no  later  than  this  morning  that  the  same 
conditions  prevail  right  now.  They  can  go  in  there  today,  to- 
morrow or  any  other  time  and  unionize  the  machinists.  If  the 
machinists -want  it  unionized,  they  can  do  it,  and  in  twenty- 
four  hours  at  that. 
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The  Atkins  Company  never  employ  a  carpenter  unless  he 
has  a  card  in  the  Brotherhood. 

Delegate  McCarthy  spoke  on  the  subject,  stating  that  he 
was  pleased  to  have  the  entire  matter  aired  as  it  was  on  the 
floor.  He  stated  he  had  information  in  his  possession  which 
would  tend  to  show  that  the  whole  affair  was  a  scheme  to  bene- 
fit the  Disston  and  Simmonds  people.  In  closing  his  remarks 
he  said:  ''This  convention,  made  up  of  carpenters,  should 
decide  this  matter  for  themselves,  take  some  action  and  take 
it  definitely,  placing  the  institution  that  employs  union  men 
where  it  belongs  and  placing  the  firm  that  does  not  employ 
union  men,  that  disdains  the  employment  of  the  men  of  labor 
in  a  position  where  they  can  be  correspondingly  punished  un- 
til the  time  comes  when  they  will  be  willing  to  employ  our 
men." 

Delegate  Johnstone,  of  Galveston,  spoke  in  regard  to  the 
generosity  of  the  Atkins  firm  at  the  time  of  the  flood  in  that 
city,  when  they  sold  their  product  to  the  carpenters  who  had 
lost  everything  at  a  sixty  per  cent  discount. 

Delegate  Farrell  moved  that  a  committee  of  seven,  one 
from  each  district,  be  appointed  to  investigate  the  testimony 
submitted  in  this  matter  and  bring  in  a  recommendation  to  the 
convention  not  later  than  Wednesday  of  this  week.  (Sec- 
onded.) 

Delegate  Fried  offered  an  amendment  that  the  matter  be 
deferred  until  after  the  convention  of  the  American  Federa- 
tion of  Labor  and  then  referred  to  the  General  Executive 
Board  for  action.    (Amendment  seconded.) 

Delegate  Fried,  speaking  in  support  of  the  amendment, 
stated  that  he  believed  the  reports  submitted  were  absolutely 
correct,  but  that  at  the  same  time  we  should  not  forget  that  the 
machinists  were  out  on  strike,  no  matter  what  the  merits  of 
the  case  might  be.  He  further  stated  that  he  believed  any  ac- 
tion taken  on  the  matter  at  this  time  would  only  serve  to  en- 
hance the  claims  of  the  machinists  in  their  fight -against  our 
organization  on  the  floor  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor. 
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Delegate  Crimmins  believed  the  matter  should  stand  as  it 
is,  and  that  so  far  the  General  Officers  had  handled  it  fairly. 
"We  have  still  our  reputation  in  the  labor  movement  to  hold," 
he  said,  ''and  we  ought  not  dip  into  these  things  at  all  when 
they  concern  another  organization." 

Delegate  Howlett  spoke  against  the  amendment,  stating 
that  he  believed  every  delegate  on  the  floor  of  the  convention 
knows  the  attitude  of  the  machinists  towards  the  carpenters, 
and  that  while  the  records  of  this  organization  in  the  past 
were  favorable  in  the  case  of  any  organization  on  strike  and 
our  sympathy  has  been  lent  in  every  possible  manner,  the 
records  of  the  acts  of  the  machinists  in  the  Atkins  controversy 
would  tend  to  show  that  the  carpenters  had  been  dragged  into 
the  mud.  ''The  policy  of  our  organization,"  he  said,  "has  been 
to  assist  in  every  manner  possible,  but  the  policy  of  the  ma- 
chinists has  been  the  reverse."  He  then  cited  an  instance  in 
the  city  of  Boston  where  the  machinists  had  come  out  on  strike 
with  other  trades,  and  that  as  soon  as  the  machinists  got  what 
they  wanted  they  went  back  to  work.  He  expressed  himself 
as  being  absolutely  opposed  to  the  carpenters  being^made  the 
club  for  some  other  organization  and  said  that  if  we  allowed 
this  sort  of  thing  to  continue  it  would  not  be  long  until  we 
would  all  have  to  take  out  cards  in  the  machinists,  the  Eleva- 
tors Constructors  and  other  organizations  now  fighting  us  on 
jurisdictional  matters. 

Delegate  Farrell  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  amendment, 
saying  he  believed  the  committee  should  be  appointed,  go  out 
and  get  all  the  information  possible,  and  some  tangible  action 
taken  right  here  in  the  convention. 

Delegate  Featherston  also  opposed  the  amendment.  He 
believed  it  was  about  time  we  should  "go  to  the  bat."  for  the 
carpenters  and  look  out  for  our  own  interests  first. 

Delegate  Metz  opposed  both  the  motion  and  the  amend- 
ment, contending  that  the  detailed  report  submitted  by  the 
General  Secretary  and  the  Business  Agent  should  be  sufficient. 
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Delegate  Adams  (237)  spoke  in  favor  of  a  further  in- 
vestigation. It  was  his  opinion  that  our  aim  should  be,  rather 
to  educate  the  machinists  and  try  to  help  them  along,  that 
since  we  pride  ourselves  on  being  an  intelligent  organization 
we  ought  to  enlighten  other  organizations  as  we  have  been 
enlightened. 

The  previous  question  was  called  for,  supported  by  the 
necessary  number,  and  on  being  put  to  vote  the  motion  for 
the  previous  question  was  carried. 

President  Kirby  then  stated  the  original  motion  and  called 
attention  to  the  fact  that  if  the  amendment  to  defer  action 
was  adopted  it  carried  with  the  subject  matter  before  the 
house. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  amendment  offered  by  Delegate 
Fried,  (providing  for  deferred  action)  was  put  to  vote  and 
lost. 

The  original  motion  was  then  put  to  vote  and  carried. 

Secretary  Duffy  stated  that  Representative  Kessler,  ^  of 
the  Saw  Smiths,  had  prepared  a  statement,  expecting  to  be 
called  upon. 

President  Kirby  stated  the  communication  in  question 
would  be  referred  to  the  committee,  which  he  would  appoint 
later. 

Discussi6n  on  the  Atkins  matter  was  declared  closed  and 
the  report  of  the  Constitution  Committee  called  for. 

Delegate  Featherston  (for  the  committee)  : 

L.  U.  94,  Providence,  R.  I.: 

Section  21.  "The  President,  R.  S.  and  F.  S.  of  the  Local  Union  shall 
be  present  during  the  time  set  for  such  elections.  The  Local  Union  shall 
elect  two  tellers,  who  shall  be  members  of  the  union.  The  President 
shall  act  as  judge  of  the  election  and  shall  have  charge  of  the  official  bal- 
lots provided  by  the  U.  B.  for  such  election  and  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  proper  distribution  of  the  same.  The  R.  S.  shall  act  as  clerk  of  elec- 
tion and  the  F.  S,  shall  certify  to  the  fitness  of  the  members  to  vote  at  such 
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election,  provided,  each  member  voting  is  a  member  in  good  standing  of 
the  Local  Union  in  which  he  votes." 

Your  committee  non-concurs  and  recommends  the  following  in  lieu 
thereof. 

Section  21.  "The  President,  R.  S.  and  P.  S.  of  the  Local  Union  shall 
be  present  during  the  time  set  for  such  elections.  The  President  shall  ap- 
point two  tellers,  who  shall  be  members  of  the  union.  The  President  shall 
act  as  judge  of  the  election  and  shall  have  charge  of  the  official  ballots 
provided  by  the  U.  B.  for  such  election  and  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
proper  distribution  of  the  same.  The  R.  S.  shall  act  as  clerk  of  election 
and  the  P.  S.  shall  certify  to  the  right  of  the  members  to  vote. 

No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  unless  he  is  a  member  in  good 
standing  in  said  L.  U. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
carried. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  Section  22  be  amended  to  read  as 
follows: 

Local  94,  Providence,  R.  I.: 

Section  22.  "All  ballots  shall  be  marked  by  making  an  'X'  opposite 
the  name  of  the  nominees  to  be  voted  for  and  shall  be  immediately  placed 
by  the  member  voting  in  a  box  provided  for  such  purpose  by  the  Local 
Union,  which  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  President.  After  the  time  for  bal- 
loting has  elapsed,  the  ballots  shall  be  counted  by  the  tellers  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the  President.  The  R.  S.  shall  then  prepare  duplicate  statements 
showing  the  number  of  votes  cast  for  each  candidate  on  election  blanks 
furnished  by  the  General  Secretary,  such  statements  must  be  signed  by 
the  tellers,  attested  by  the  President  and  R.  S.  and  have  seal  attached, 
one  copy  must  be  sent  to  the  General  Secretary  by  the  R.  S.  and  President 
by  registered  mail  and  one  copy  must  be  retained  by  the  Local  Union. 
All  election  returns  must  be  sent  to  the  General  Secretary  in  sealed  en- 
velopes, said  envelopes  to  be  furnished  by  the  General  Secretary  and 
marked  'Election  Returns,  care  of  General  Secretary,  United  Brotherhood 
of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  America,  Carpenters'  building,  Indianapolis, 
Ind.'  The  General  Secretary  shall  turn  over  all  'Election  Returns  to  the 
Tabulation  Committee  when  they  report  for  duty  in  the  same  condition  as 
received.  All  voted  ballots  to  be  counted  must  be  sent  by  registered  mail, 
or  parcel  post  to  the  General  Secretary  by  the  R.  S.  so  as  to  be  received 
not  later  than  December  15,  following  the  election,  and  all  blank  ballots 
shall  be  immediately  destroyed  by  the  Local  Union." 

Failing  to  comply  with  this  Section,  the  L.  U.  shall  be  fined  $25.00  by 
the  G.  P.,  the  fine  to  be  paid  to  G.  0.  prior  to  any  per  capita  tax  and  the 
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L.  U.  paying  said  fine  shall  collect  the  amount  of  the  fine  from  the^ 
President  and  K.  S.  of  the  L.  U.  fined. 

Delegate  Brown"  offered  the  following  amendment,  prop- 
erly seconded: 

Amend  Section  24,  page  7,  by  striking  out,  in  lines  13  and  14  after 
the  abbreviation  "R.  S.,"  viz.;  the  words,  "And  all  blank  ballots  shall  be 
immediately  destroyed  by  the  L.  U.,"  and  insert  after  the  words  "all 
voted  ballots,"  beginning  on  line  13  and  following,  "together  with  all 
mutilated  and  blank  ballots  and  the  total  number  of  each  for  compari- 
son with  the  total  number  of  ballots  received  from  G.  O.,  which  number 
shall  be  attested  to  by  the  G.  S.  in  sending  them  out,  and  also  by  the 
L.  U.  receiving  them." 

(Approved  by  L.  U.  202.) 

(Approved  by  the  Carpenters'  D.  C.  of  Pittsburgh.) 

Several  delegates  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  amendment, 
the  fact  being  set  forth  that  compliance  with  same  would  de- 
tain the  Tabulation  Committee  at  the  General  Office  for  two  or 
three  months,  and  that  there  was  not  such  a  great  tendency 
towards  dishonesty  in  the  matter  of  elections. 

Delegate  Brown,  who  offered  the .  amendment,  believed 
that  every  safeguard  possible  should  be  thrown  around  the 
election,  and  cited  an  instance  where  the  unused  ballots  of  one 
Local  Union  had  been  taken  to  another  local  and  voted  at  a 
later  meeting. 

The  previous  question  was  called  for,  and  on  being  put  to 
vote  the  motion  was  carried. 

The  amendment  offered  by  Delegate  Brown  was  then  put 
to  vote  and  lost. 

A  delegate — I  offer  an  amendment  that  in  the  tenth 
line  of  the  committee's  recommendation  (Section  22)  the  word 
"or"  be  inserted  in  place  of  the  word  "and,"  making  the  part 
of  the  recommendation  in  question  read :  "One  copy  must  be 
sent  to  the  General  Secretary  by  the  R.  S.  or  President,  etc." 
(Amendment  seconded) . 

Delegate  Pratt  stated  it  was  the  intention  of  the  com- 
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mittee,  in  making  that  part  of  the  recommendation,  to  hold 
both  the  President  and  the  Recording  Secretary  equally  re- 
sponsible for  the  sending  of  the  returns. 

After  some  discussion  the  motion  to  concur  in  the  amend- 
ment was  put  to  vote  and  lost. 

Delegate  Fried  offered  an  amendment  as  follows :  "That 
the  statement  must  be  signed  by  the  R.  S.  and  President,  and 
sent  to  the  General  Office  by  the  Recording  Secretary." 
(Amendment  seconded.) 

On  being  put  to  vote  the  motion  to  concur  in  the  amend- 
ment offered  by  Delegate  Fried  was  lost. 

A  motion  for  the  previous  question  on  the  original  recom- 
mendation of  the  committee  was  put  to  vote  and  carried. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee was  carried. 

President  Kirby  announced  the  appointment  of  the  fol- 
lowing committee  to  take  up  the  Atkins  matter:

President  Kirby  requested  the  committee  to  report  not 
later  than  the  beginning  of  the  afternoon  session  on  Wednes- 
day, September  30th. 

Delegate  Johnstone,  of  Galveston,  called  the  attention  of 
the  convention  to  a  cigar  bearing  the  number  of  the  Local 
Union,  also  the  label  of  the  cigar  makers  and  the  carpenters. 

The  convention  adjourned  at  12:10  p.  m.  to  reconvene  at 
2  o'clock. 
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SEVENTH  DAY— AFTERNOON  SESSION 

Second  Vice-President  Quinn  called  the  convention  to 
order  at  2  p.  m.

Tile  Constitution  Committee  continued  its  report,  and 
Delegate  Pratt,  for  the  committee,  again  called  attention  to 
the  mistakes  in  numbering  certain  sections  of  the  printed  re- 
port, stating  that  the  sections  in  the  constitution  as  amended 
would  be  properly  numbered  by  the  Codification  Committee 
before  sending  the  matter  out  for  referendum  vote. 

Local  94,  Providence,  R.  I.: 

Section  23.  "There  shall  be  a  Tabulation  Committee  of  five  members 
elected  at  each  General  Convention  who  shall  meet  at  the  General  Office 
December  15,  following  election.  They  shall  tabulate  all  votes  as  cast 
by  each  L.  U.  for  each  candidate  according  to  the  intent  of  the  voters,  and 
no  Local  Union's  vote  shall  be  rejected  for  cause  unless  first  proven  that 
such  votes  were  not  properly  filed  or  were  fraudulently  cast,  and  then 
not  until  the  protested  Local  Union  has  had  reasonable  notice  to  file  an- 
swer with  the  Tabulation  Committee.  When  the  Tabulation  Committee 
finally  rejects  a  Local  Union's  vote  as  cast,  notice  of  same  must  be  given 
the  Local  Union  involved.  Appeal  for  a  recount  may  be  taken  to  the 
G.  E.  B.  from  the  count  or  decision  of  the  Tabulation  Committee  by  any 
Local  Union  whose  vote  is  rejected  by  the  Tabulation  Committee,  and 
all  such  votes  shall  be  counted  for  the  candidates  in  accordance  with  the 
decision  of  the  G.  E.  B.  All  such  appeals  must  be  attested  before  a  notary 
public  by  affidavit  as  to  the  truth  of  their  written  or  printed  statements." 

Your  committee  recommend  its  adoption  with  the  following  addition: 

L.  U.  94,  Providence,  R.  I.: 

"Any  candidate  shall  have  the  right  to  he  represented,  without  ex- 
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pense  to  the  U.      at  the  count  of  the  vote,  and  have  the  right  to  examine 

any  statement  sheet  or  ballot  upon  request." 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  report  of  the  committee  was  car- 
ried. 

Section  24.  "Election  returns  to  be  counted  by  the  Tabulation  Com- 
mittee must  be  received  at  the  General  Office  not  later  than  Decem- 
ber 15th,  unless  it  is  evident  that  for  any  cause  other  returns  or  election 
statements  received  later  could  not  reach  the  General  OflBce  from  the 
date  of  election  given  to  the  time  specified,  the  Tabulation  Committee 
shall  allow  such  reasonable  time  allowance  as  would  permit  the  fair  re- 
turns of  the  votes  to  the  General  Office;  provided,  however,  no  votes  shall 
be  counted  which  are  received  after  the  Tabulation  Committee  has  re- 
ported in  writing  to  the  General  President  their  findings  of  all  the  votes 
cast  by  locals  for  each  respective  candidate  and  the  nominees  receiving 
a  plurality  of  all  legal  votes  cast,  and  counted  as  such,  shall  be  declared 
elected  and  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  two  years,  commencing  Febru- 
ary 1st  following  election  and  continuing  thereafter  every  two  years,  or 
until  their  successors  are  duly  chosen  and  qualified.  A  full  accounting 
of  each  Local  Union's  vote  shall  be  published  in  succeeding  issues  of 
The  Carpenter,  irrespective  of  the  time  it  is  received." 

Your  committee  non-concurs  and  recommends  the  following  in  lieu 
thereof: 

Section  24.  "Election  returns  to  be  counted  by  the  Tabulation  Com- 
mittee must  be  received  at  the  General  Office  not  later  than  December  15th, 
except  from  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico,  who  shall  be  allowed  until  December 
31st.  The  Tabulation  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to  the  General 
President  their  findings  of  all  votes  cast  by  locals  for  each  candidate,  and 
the  candidate  receiving  a  plurality  of  all  legal  votes  cast  shall  be  declared 
elected  and  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  two  years,  commencing  April 
1st  following  election  and  continuing  thereafter  every  two  years,  or  until 
their  successors  are  duly  chosen  and  qualified.  A  full  accounting  of  each 
Local  Union's  votes  shall  be  published  in  succeeding  issues  of  The  Car- 
penter irrespective  of  the  time  it  is  received." 

A  delegate  asked  for  an  explanation  from  the  committee 
as  to  why  the  term  of  the  General  Officers  had  been  set  for 
April  1st  instead  of  February  1st. 

Delegate  Pratt  stated  this  was  done,  so  that  if  any  appeals 
were  taken  in  connection  with  the  election,  they  might  be 
properly  disposed  of  before  the  new  officers  took  their  places. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
carried. 
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Section  24a.  "The  salaries  of  the  General  Officers  shall  be  fixed  by 
the  General  Convention  and  shall,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  refer- 
endum, be  as  follows: 

"To  the  General  President,  $3,000  annually; 

"To  the  General  Secretary,  $2,500  annually; 

"To  the  General  Treasurer,  $2,300  annually; 

"To  the  First  General  Vice-President,  $2,000  annually. 

The  members  of  the  General  Executive  Board  and  the  General  Or- 
ganizers shall  receive  the  sum  of  $4.50  per  day  for  such  part  of  their  time 
as  is  used  in  the  service  of  the  U.  B." 

Committee  non-concurs,  as  action  is  taken  on  the  same,  taken  from 
another  section. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
carried. 

L.  U.  94,  Providence,  R.  I.: 

Section  24b.  "All  delegates  and  committees  to  represent  the  U.  B.  for 
any  purpose  in  the  gift  of  the  convention  shall  be  nominated  and  elected 
in  convention  as  follows:  On  the  fourth  day  of  the  first  week  of  the  con- 
vention following  the  nominations  of  General  Officers  the  nominations  for 
all  such  delegates  and  committees  shall  be  made.  The  names  of  all  nom- 
inees as  nominated  shall  be  placed  on  official  ballots  supplied  by  the  U.  B,, 
printed  under  the  proper  headings,  and  no  other  form  of  ballot  shall  be 
considered  legal.  Election  shall  be  held  on  the  fifth  day  of  the  first  week 
of  the  convention  in  regular  session  and  shall  be  voted  by  the  delegate 
making  a  (X)  cross  opposite  the  name  of  the  nominee  to  be  voted  for. 
The  President,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  shall  appoint  five  tellers  to  count 
the  votes,  and  the  nominees  receiving  a  plurality  of  all  legal  votes  cast 
shall  be  declared  elected." 

Your  committee  non-concurs  and  recommends  the  following  in  lieu 
thereof: 

"Section  24b.  The  committee  to  tabulate  the  votes  of  General  Of- 
ficers, and  all  Delegates,  shall  be  nominated  and  elected  as  follows: 

On  the  fourth  day  of  the  first  week  of  the  convention  following  the 
nominations  of  General  Officers  the  nominations  for  Committees  and  all 
delegates  shall  be  made.  The  name  of  all  nominees  as  nominated  shall  be 
placed  on  official  ballots  supplied  by  the  U.  B.,  printed  under  the  proper 
headings,  and  no  other  form  of  ballot  shall  be  considered  legal.  Elec- 
tion shall  be  held  on  the  fifth  day  of  the  first  week  of  the  convention  in 
regular  session  and  shall  be  voted  by  the  delegate  making  a  (X)  cross 
opposite  the  name  of  the  nominee  to  be  voted  for.   The  President,  unless 
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otherwise  ordered,  shall  appoint  five  tellers  to  count  the  votes,  and  the 
nominees  receiving  a  plurality  of  all  legal  votes  cast  shall  be  declared 
elected." 

Delegate  Kearney:  I  move  to  amend  by  inserting  the 
words  ''convention  city,"  before  the  word  "committees"  in  the 
second  line  of  the  committee's  recommendation. 

The  amendment  was  seconded  and  accepted  by  the  com- 
mittee, no  objection  being  offered  to  that  course. 

On  the  request  of  a  delegate  for  information  regarding 
the  recommendation  of  the  committee  and  the  reason  thereof, 
Delegate  Pratt  stated  that  it  v/as  merely  a  slight  change  in  the 
wording  to  make  the  section  more  clear. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee as  amended  by  Delegate  Kearney  was  carried.  ^ 

Local  Union  169,  East  St.  Louis,  Ill- 
Amendment  to  Section  27,  page  9,  General  Constitution,  addition: 
"No  general  or  local  officer  shall  be  eligible  for  more  than  two  consecu- 
tive terms." 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

Second  Vice-President  Quinn — I  shall  declare  this  ques- 
tion already  settled  by  previous  action  of  the  convention. 

Delegate  Brenton — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  This  amend- 
ment reads:  ''General  and  local  officers  shall  be  eligible  for 
not  more  than  two  terms,"  and  I  hold  that  part  pertaining  to 
local  officers  was  not  disposed  of. 

Vice-President  Quinn — Your  point  of  order  is  not  well 
taken. 

Delegate  Brenton — I  shall  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the 
chair. 

President  Kirby  took  the  chair. 

President  Kirby — There  has  been  an  appeal  taken  from 
the  decision  of  the  chair.  The  brother  taking  the  appeal  has 
the  floor.

Delegate  Brenton — I  want  to  state  again  that  as  far  as 
we  are  individually  concerned,  it  makes  no  material  difference 
to  me,  but  as  representing  a  Local  Union  of  500  members  or 
nearly  so,  I  want  to  say  that  we  adopted  this  proposition  in 
our  Local  Union  some  four  years  ago  in  order  to  get  rid  of  a 
bunch  of  officers  who  had  been  in  there  for  a  term  of  years  and 
by  succession  in  office  they  had  carried  on  the  financial  affairs 
to  the  extent  that  we  were  out  about  $600.00.  I  don't  believe 
there  was  a  man  in  the  outfit  that  had  the  intention  of  being 
dishonest.   Our  F.  S.  was  a  good-hearted  fellow  

President  Kirby — I  shall  request  the  brother  to  discuss 
the  merits  of  the  appeal. 

Delegate  Brenton — Well,  then,  under  Rule  14  the  question 
is  open  for  debate,  and  we  have  not  had  an  opportunity  to  be 
heard  on  the  floor.  Section  25,  Rule  4  as  adopted  by  this  con- 
vention on  the  second  day  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Rules — Section  25  of  our  General  Constitution  says  that 
amendments  are  debatable,  and  it  states  the  precise  language 
in  which  the  chair  shall  put  the  matter,  and  says  that  the  ques- 
tion is  then  open  for  debate.  It  goes  on  to  state  that  if  no  one 
asks  for  the  floor  that  the  question  shall  be  put,  and  the  man- 
ner in  which  it  shall  be  put.  We  ask  that  the  rules  apply  to  a 
man  who  happens  to  be  in  opposition  to  the  ruling  just 
the  same  as  any  other,  for  what  is  sauce  for  the  goose 
is  sauce  for  the  gander.  A  man  who  happens  to  oppose  the 
committee  in  any  matter  is  hooted  down,  and  his  amendments 

are  spoken  of  as  "d  n  fool"  amendments  on  the  floor  of  this 

convention.  All  we  are  asking  for  is  a  fair  show,  and  we 
propose  to  stand  for  our  rights  as  members  of  the  Brotherhood 
of  Carpenters  and  as  American  citizens. 

Vice-President  Quinn — The  proposed  amendment  to  the 
constitution  as  read  by  the  secretary  of  the  committee  stated 
that  no  general  or  local  officer  could  succeed  themselves.  This 
question  as  it  referred  to  General  Officers  has  already  been 
disposed  of  at  a  previous  session.  As  the  secretary  informed 
me  of  that  fact  I  declared  that  the  proposed  amendment  had 
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already  been  acted  upon.  The  brother  took  exception  and  said 
that  it  included  local  officers.  My  ground  for  taking  the  stand 
that  he  was  out  of  order  was  that  the  convention  could  not 
consistently  regulate  the  laws  of  any  Local  Union  forbidding 
them  to  elect  their  officers  for  more  than  two  consecutive 
terms. 

The  question  as  to  whether  or  not  the  decision  of  the  chair 
should  be  sustained  was  then  put  to  vote  and  carried. 

Second  Vice-President  Quinn  in  the  chair. 

Local  Union  807,  Toluca,  111.— 

Amend  Section  28  after  the  word  "Columbia"  on  last  line,  by  adding 
"and  they  shall  render  a  semi-annual  brief  report  of  all  moneys  ex- 
pended in  their  respective  divisions  on  strikes,  lockouts  and  lawsuits 
and  shall  not  sanction  nor  allow  any  appropriations  to  pay  for  terri- 
tory or  state  organizing  work  of  combined  districts,  and  their  salaries 
and  expenses  shall  be  fixed  at  the  General  Convention  and  paid  out  of 
the  funds  of  the  U.  B. 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

A  delegate  asked  whether  or  not  he  would  have  the  right 
to  discuss  or  propose  an  amendment  on  this  particular  subject 
when  recommendations  of  the  committee  along  the  same  lines 
were  up  later  for  consideration. 

Delegate  Pratt  stated  that  there  was  a  long  list  of  amend- 
ments submitted  that  had  to  be  cut  up  and  properly  placed,  and 
in  his  opinion  the  delegate  would  have  a  right  to  amend  as  he 
saw  fit  when  the  subject  matter  came  up  for  consideration 
later. 

Vice-President  Quinn  stated  he  believed  the  method  es- 
tablished by  President  Kirby  in  the  convention  was  to  give 
free  and  unlimited  debate  on  all  questions. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
carried. 

Delegate  Brenton  arose  to  a  question  of  personal  priv- 
ilege, stating  that  he  had  not  had  the  opportunity  to  be  heard 
on  amendments  in  which  he  was  interested. 
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A  delegate — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  There  is  nothing 
before  the  house  at  the  present  time. 

Vice-President  Quinn — The  brother  was  granted  the  floor 
on  a  question  of  personal  privilege. 

Delegate  Brenton  requested  that  it  be  noted  in  the  min- 
utes that  he  entered  complaint  because  he  had  not  been  proper- 
ly recognized  and  heard. 

Local  Union  359,  Philadelphia,  Pa. — 

Amendment  to  Section  32  of  the  General  Constitution,  page  10: 

Add  after  the  word  "necessary,"  on  the  sixth  line:  "He  may  per- 
sonally, or  by  deputy,  order  members  to  cease  work  for  any  contractor 
or  employer  who  is  acting  unfair  to  the  U.  B.  in  other  localities,  and 
members  so  ordered  shall  receive  benefits  from  the  general  fund,  as 
per  Section  136  of  this  Constitution." 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

Local  Union  64,  Louisville,  Ky. — 
New  section: 

Whereas,  A  number  of  contractors  have  in  the  past  been  awarded 
contracts  for  building  work  in  different  cities  and  are  making  a  practice 
of  employing  members  of  the  U.  B.  in  one  locality  and  non-union  men 
in  another  locality.  We  believe  that  this  practice  is  detrimental  to  our 
organization;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  when  a  Local  Union  files  a  complaint  against  a  firm, 
contractor  or  corporation,  that  said  firm,  contractor  or  corporation  are 
employing  non-union  carpenters  in  their  locality,  that  the  General  Presi- 
dent, First  Vice-President  or  General  Secretary  is  hereby  empowered  to 
notify  the  locals  of  the  different  cities  where  the  firm,  contractor  or  cor- 
poration are  employing  U.  B.  carpenters  to  stop  all  work  until  the  mat- 
ter has  been  adjusted -to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Local  Union  filing  the 
complaint;  and  be  it  further  ' 

Resolved,  That  any  officer  or  business  agent  refusing  to  strike  the 
contractor's  work  complained  of  when  notified  by  the  General  Office, 
that  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  ($100)  dollars  be  imposed,  said 
fine  to  be  imposed  by  the  General  President  and  collected  by  the  Gen- 
eral Secretary.  And  should  any  Local  Union  disobey  the  above  rules, 
said  local  to  be  suspended  from  all  benefits  for  a  period  of  three  months. 
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Local  Union  807,  Toluca,  111. — 

Amend  Section  32  on  fourteenth  line  after  the  word  "necessary" 
to  word  "in"  on  same  line  and  insert  "and  shall  see  that  the  Organizer 
is  paid  each  week  the  minimum  wage  scale  of  the  district  wherein  he 
resides  or  at  the  time  of  his  appointment,  and  hotel  not  to  exceed  $3.00 
per  day  for  such  part  of  his  time  as  is  used  in  the  service  of  the  U.  B." 

Local  Union  144,  Macon,  Ga. — 

Amend  Section  32  of  the  General  Constitution  on  the  fourteenth  line 
after  the  word  "necessary"  to  word  "in"  on  the  same  line,  and  insert: 
"and  shall  see  that  the  Organizer  is  paid  four  dollars  a  day  and  three 
dollars  hotel  and  incidentals  for  such  part  of  his  time  in  service  of 
the  U.  B." 

Local  Union  1325,  Edmonton,  Can. — 

Amend  Section  32,  after  the  word  "necessary,"  line  14,  insert  the 
words,  "In  all  cases  the  Organizer  appointed  shall  be  satisfactory  to  a 
majority  of  the  members  voting  in  the  district  in  which  he  is  to  work." 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

Delegate  Featherston,  speaking  in  regard  to  the  above 
amendments,  stated  they  all  referred  to  the  same  subject. 

The  delegate  from  L.  U.  359  and  the  delegate  from  L.  U. 
64  stated  it  was  agreeable  to  them  to  defer  action  on  their 
amendments  until  the  subject  matter  was  under  consideration 
later. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  committee's  report  was 
carried. 

Local  Union  No.  476,  New  York  City. 

Addition  to  Section  32,  Duties  of  General  President,  eighth  line,  after 
letters  "U.  B":  "And  at  any  time  within  his  judgment  consolidate 
locals  in  any  district  where  it  is  shown  that  it  is  for  the  best  interests 
of  the  district  or  U.  B." 

Explanation — To  our  minds  it  is  unnecessary  expense  to  the  locals 
having  small  membership  such  as  rent,  officers'  salaries,  delegates  and 
committees'  services  when  same  can  be  reduced  by  consolidating.  At 
the  present  time  there  are  several  locals  meeting  in  the  same  building 
and  on  the  same  night  and  we  believe  it  would  be  for  the  benefit  of  above 
said  locals  and  the  U.  B.  in  general  if  they  were  consolidated. 

Your  committee  recommends  its  adoption. 
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Delegate  Brown  offered  an  amendment  with  regard  to  the 
General  Officers  entering  into  national  and  international  agree- 
ments, and  same  was  duly  seconded. 

A  delegate — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  The  amendment 
is  not  germane  to  the  question  under  discussion. 

Vice-President  Quinn — Your  point  of  order  is  well  taken. 
The  amendment  is  out  of  order. 

The  question  of  giving  the  General  President  the  power 
to  consolidate  Local  Unions  as  recommended  by  the  committee 
was  discussed  pro  and  con  at  some  length. 

President  Kirby — I  just  want  to  say  that  so  far  as  the 
General  President  is  concerned,  before  any  power  is  assumed, 
your  interests  will  be  conserved  or  consulted.  I  believe  the 
proposition  offered  by  L.  U.  309  is  a  better  one,  and  I  think  the 
committee  would  be  justified  in  deferring  discussion  on  this 
until  we  reach  page  38  of  the  report. 

Delegate  Brenton  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  committee. 

Delegate  Pratt,  for  the  committee,  stated  that  the  com- 
mittee wished  to  withdraw  further  consideration  of  the  case 
until  the  amendment  offered  by  L.  U.  309  was  under  considera- 
tion. 

A  delegate — I  rise  to  a  pomt  of  order.  The  committee  has 
no  right,  under  parliamentary  rules,  to  withdraw  any  question 
from  before  the  house  after  it  has  been  debated  until  it  is 
,  settled. 

Vice-President  Quinn — The  committee  has  the  right  to 
defer  the  matter  of  consideration  of  this  question  until  the 
amendment  proposed  by  L.  U.  309  covering  the  same  subject 
matter  comes  up  for  consideration. 

A  delegate — Do  you  recognize  the  committee  having  any 
more  right  than  an  individual  ?  Has  any  individual  the  right 
to  withdraw  a  motion  after  it  has  been  debated? 
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Vice-President  Quinn — The  convention  is  better  fitted  to 
decide  that  question. 

An  amendment  was  offered  that  the  subject  matter  be 
laid  over  until  the  amendment  submitted  by  L.  U.  309  on  the 
same  subject  is  up  for  consideration.    (Amendment  seconded.) 

After  some  discussion,  during  which  Delegate  Brenton,  of 
East  St.  Louis,  was  called  to  order  and  notified  that  the  rules  of 
the  convention  would  be  enforced  if  he  did  not  maintain  order, 
the  motion  to  defer  action  was  put  to  vote. 

A  division  was  called  for,  resulting  as  follows:  193  in 
favor  of  deferring;  119  against. 

Delegate  Featherston  (continuing)  : 
Your  committee  recommends  the  following  amendment  to  Section  32: 

General  President. 

Section  32.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  G.  P.  to  preside  at  all  Gen- 
eral Conventions  of  the  U.  B.  and  conduct  the  same  according  to  parlia- 
mentary rules  and  in  conformity  with  the  Constitution.  He  shall  issue 
and  sign  all  charters,  may  grant  dispensations  in  extraordinary  cases, 
and  -shall  fill  any  vacancies  among  the  General  Officers  by  consent  of 
a  majority  of  the  G.  E.  B.  The  G.  P.  may  appoint  any  member  of  the 
U.  B.  in  good  standing  as  an  organizer  on  the  request  of  any  D.  C,  on  a 
two-thirds  vote  at  a  called  meeting  or  on  a  two-thirds  vote  of  a  L.  U., 
where  a  D,  C.  does  not  exist. 

He  may  personally,  or  by  deputy,  take  possession  for  examination, 
all  books,  papers  and  financial  accounts  of  any  L.  U.,  D.  C,  S.  C.  or  P.  C, 
summarily  when  he  may  deem  it  necessary,  and  tlie  same  shall  remain 
in  his  possession  nntil  a  complete  report  has  been  made  and  filed.  Dm*- 
ingr  said  examination  a  representative  of  the  L.  U.  may  be  present. 

The  G.  P.  shall  appoint  a  committee  to  compile  the  laws  of  the  U.  B., 
and  all  committees  unless  otherwise  provided. 

He  shall  decide  all  points  of  law,  appeals  and  grievances,  except 
death  and  disability  claims,  and  have  power  to  suspend  any  L.  U.,  D.  C, 
S.  C.  or  P.  C.  for  violation  Of  the  Constitution,  General  By-Laws  and 
General  Laws,  subect  to  an  appeal  to  G.  E.  B  as  per  Sections  154,  155, 
156,  157  and  158  of  the  Constitution. 
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The  G.  in  conjunction  with  the  G.  E.  may  at  any  time  order 
the  consolidation  of  Local  Unions  when  it  is  deemed  to  be  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  U.  B. 

In  no  case  shall  he  send  an  organizer  into  a  district  without  notify- 
ing the  L.  U.  or  D.  C,  unless  satisfactory  reasons  can  be  given  for 
such  action. 

That  part  of  the  report  which  reads  as  follows: 

'The  G.  P.,  in  conjunction  with  the  G.  E.  B.,  may  at  any 
time  order  the  consolidation  of  Local  Unions  when  it  is  deemed 
to  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  U.  B,"  was  laid  over  until 
the  amendment  of  Local  Union  No.  309  on  the  same  subject 
is  under  consideration. 

Delegate  Fried  asked  if  dispensations  applied  to  working 
conditions. 

Delegate  Pratt,  for  the  committee,  explained  that  the  Gen- 
eral President  may  grant  dispensations  in  extraordinary  cases, 
that  it  covered  conditions  in  regard  to  the  label,  etc. 

On  being  put  to  vote,  the  motion  to  defer  action  on  this 
part  regarding  dispensations  until  Label  Committee  reports, 
was  carried. 

Delegate  Ryan  then  spoke  in  regard  to  the  General  Presi- 
dent being  empowered  to  take  possession  of  all  books  and  pa- 
pers of  a  Local  Union  and  ended  his  remarks  by  making  a 
motion  to  the  effect  that  this  clause  be  stricken  out. 

General  President  Kirby  refused  to  entertain  the  motion 
for  the  reason  he  had  discussed  the  proposition  before  the  mo- 
tion was  made. 

A  Delegate — I  move  that  that  part  regarding  the  power 
of  the  General  President  to  take  possession  of  books  be  strick- 
en out.  (Seconded.) 

Delegate  Pratt,  for  the  committee,  said  in  part — This 
recommendation  was  not  inserted  at  the  request  of  the  Gen- 
eral President  or  any  of  the  other  General  Officers.    It  was 
recommended  because  the  committee  saw  fit.   It  is  necessary 
21— Carp.  Pro. 
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for  the  protection  of  honest  men  and  to  safeguard  the  mem- 
bers of  our  organization.  We  believe  this  power  should  be 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  General  President. 

Delegate  Guerin  spoke  in  favor  of  the  committee's  report, 
citing  several  instances  where  this  would  have  been  of  great 
benefit  to  the  organization  if  the  General  President  had  this 
power. 

Delegate  Pratt  (for  the  committee) — I  will  make  a  recom- 
mendation for  the  committee :  The  same  to  remain  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Local  Union,  District,  State  or  Provincial 
Council. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  report  of  the  committee  was  then 
put  to  vote  and  carried. 

Delegate  Featherston  (continuing  for  the  committee) :  , 

Local  Union  807,  Toluca,  111. — 

Amend  Section  35  on  fourth  line  after  the  word  "same"  and  insert 
"and  he  shall  devote  his  time  as  a  general  adviser  of  the  apprentice  sys- 
tem and  shall  secure  a  list  of  all  apprentices  in  each  L.  U.  and  he  shall 
get  into  communication  within  the  rank  of  the  U.  B.  and  shall  furnish 
the  apprentice  with  blank  forms  or  schedule  of  questions  as  to  the  kin- 
dred branch  of  woodworking  the  apprentice  is  engaged  at  and  local 
conditions  and  his  report  or  communication  shall  bear,  the  signature 
of  the  president  and  seal  of  the  L.  U.  wherein  he  holds  his  membership. 
Also  he  shall  give  his  attention  to  the  questions  of  danger  to  health 
and  accident  and  life  of  the  apprentice  and  shall  decide,  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  G.  P.,  questions  as  to  the  qualifications  of  journeymen  where- 
in his  ruling  is  required  and  shall  submit  a  quarterly  report  to  the  G.  P. 
for  the  information  of  the  G.  E.  B.,  same  to  be  published  in  our  official 
journal,  "The  Carpenter." 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

Delegate  Kearney  then  submitted  the  following  amend- 
ment: 

Amend  Section  33,  General  Constitution,  by  striking  out  the  words 
"He  shall  also  submit  a  biennial  report  to  the  General  Convention." 

Amend  Section  38  as  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and 
Laws  by  striking  out  after  the  word  "work,"  fourth  line,  the  words  "and 
shall  submit  a  triennial  report  to  the  convention." 
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Amend  Section  41  as  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and 
Laws,  after  the  word  "require,"  sixteenth  line,  strilce  out  the  words  "and 
shall  submit  a  triennial  report  to  the  convention  showing  the  total  re- 
ceipts and  expenses  for  the  preceding  two  years,"  and  in  lieu  thereof 
substitute  the  following  new  section:  "The  G.  F.,  First  G.  V.-P.,  G.  S., 
G.  T.  and  G.  E.  B.  shall  submit  in  combined  form,  through  the  G.  E.  B. 
to  the  U.  B.  convent^ion,  a  general  biennial  report  on  the  financial  and 
industrial  condition  of  the  organization.  The  report  shall  avoid  as  far 
as  possible  duplication  of  work  and  shall  contain  such  recommendations 
to  the  General  Convention  for  the  conduct  and  government  of  the  U.  B, 
as  the  G.  E.  B.  may  decide." 

Delegate  Kearney  spoke  in  favor  of  his  amendment  and 
stated  that  its  purpose  was  to  consolidate  the  General  Officers' 
reports  into  one  report  to  the  convention. 

Delegate  Featherston,  for  the  committee,  spoke  at  some 
length  on  the  amendment  and  called  attention  to  the  fact  that 
the  G.  P.  might  make  recommendations  that  the  G.  S.  might 
not  like,  and  stated  further  that  he  thought  the  present  sys- 
tem was  working  in  good  shape. 

Secretary  Duffy — I  would  like  to  understand,  from  the 
mover  of  the  motion  how  he  intends  the  General  Officers  to 
make  one  report.  Does  he  mean  that  all  reports  be  bound  in 
one? 

The  General  President  stated  that  according  to  the 
amendment  the  General  Officers  would  make  but  one  report. 

The  General  Secretary  then  explained  that  the  General 
Executive  Board  did  not  have  to  deal  with  finances.  He  stated 
that  as  General  Secretary  he  had  to  give  a  report  of  all  moneys 
received  and  that  all  the  General  Executive  Board  had  to  do 
was  to  audit  the  accounts.  He  further  stated  that  the  same 
applied  to  expenses. 

Delegate  Kearney  again  spoke  in  favor  of  the  amend- 
ment and  pointed  out  that  this  system  had  been  adopted  by 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor  and  that  he  believed  the 
General  Executive  Board  should  have  supervision  over  the 
General  Officers'  reports. 
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Vice-President  Hutcheson  said  in  part — It  would  be  neces- 
sary for  each  of  the  General  Officers  to  make  a  report  to  the 
General  Executive  Board.  If  the  General  President  had  some- 
thing in  his  report  that  he  believed  would  be  of  benefit  to  the 
convention  and  the  General  Executive  Board  did  not  approve 
of  it,  it  would  be  eliminated. 

Delegate  Roth — If  there  was  only  one  report  submitted 
by  the  General  Ofticers  you  could  not  blame  one  man,  but  you 
would  have  to  blame  them  all.  I  hope  this  amendment  will  not 
prevail. 

The  previous  question  was  called  for,  put  to  vote  and 
carried. 

The  amendment,  being  put  to  vote,  was  lost. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  report  of  the  committee  was  then 
put  to  vote  and  carried. 

Delegate  Featherston,  continuing  for  the  committee: 

Local  Union  11,  Cleveland,  Ohio — 

We  believe  that  every  member  of  our  organization  should  be  given 
a  complete  financial  statement,  monthly,  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures 
of  our  General  Office  by  publication  in  our  official  journal,  and  to  bring 
about  this  we  offer  the  following,  which  would  make  Section  36  of  our 
Constitution  read  as  below: 

Section  36  to  be  amended  and  read  as  follows:  "The  General  Sec- 
retary shall  keep  a  correct  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  convention, 
preserve  all  important  documents,  papers  and  letters  sent  by  him  on 
business  of  the  United  Brotherhood. 

"He  shall  conduct  all  official  correspondence  appertaining  to  the 
office,  and  sign  all  charters,  if  in  proper  order. 

"He  shall  have  charge  of  the  seal  of  the  United  Brotherhood,  and 
shall  affix  it  to  all  important  official  documents.  He  shall  publish  the 
official  journal  on  th^  15th  of  each  month,  giving  therein  all  business 
appertaining  to  the  local  unions.  He  shall  issue  the  general  password 
quarterly,  and  publish  a  financial  statement  monthly  in  the  journal  of 
all  moneys  received  and  expended,  giving  the  sources  from  which  they 
are  received  and  to  whom  and  for  what  purposes  paid." 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 
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The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
put  to  vote  and  carried. 

Local  Union  1325,  Edmonton,  Can.— 

Amend  Section  36  after  the  word  "statement,"  line  12,  strike  out  "in 
pamphlet  form,"  and  substitute  "in  The  Carpenter." 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

Delegate  Shepard  spoke  in  favor  of  the  amendment,  stat- 
ing that  from  time  to  time  the  reading  of  the  financial  state- 
ment by  his  Local  Union  was  laid  over  and  that  when  it  was 
read  some  of  the  members  did  not  pay  attention  to  it,  and  he 
thought  it  would  be  a  wise  thing  to  publish  it  in  The  Car- 
penter. 

A  Delegate — I  would  like  to  ask  for  a  point  of  informa- 
tion. Would  it  cost  any  more  to  publish  it  in  our  journal  than 
it  does  to  publish  it  in  the  present  form  ? 

The  General  Secretary  replied  that  he  could  not  tell  just 
at  this  time  how  much  it  would  cost,  but  that  the  typograph- 
ical union  charged  double  for  tabulated  matter.  He  further 
stated  he  was  the  one  who  advocated  taking  this  matter  out 
of  the  journal,  because  he  did  not  want  the  contractors  all  over 
the  country  to  know  what  funds  we  had  and  where  we  had 
them.  He  also  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  journal 
became  public  property  when  it  leaves  this  office,  as  it  goes 
all  over  the  country,  to  libraries  of  all  kinds  and  everywhere, 
and  that  the  financial  affairs  should  not  be  made  public. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
then  put  to  vote  and  carried. 

Mailings  The  Carpenter  by  G.  S. 

Local  Union  144,  Macon  Ga. — 

Add  new  section  to  the  General  Constitution  to  read:  "That  the 
General  Secretary  shall  furnish  the  monthly  Carpenters'  Journal  to 
each  brother's  address,  which  shall  be  furnished  by  the  F.  S.  of  each 
Local  Union." 

Non-concurred  in,  as  it  is  covered  by  Section   36  as  amended. 
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Your  committee  recommends  that  Section  36  be  amended  to  read 
as  follows: 

General  Secretary. 

Section  36.  The  G.  S.  shall  keep  a  correct  record  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  convention,  preserve  all  important  documents,  papers  and  letters, 
and  retain  copies  of  all  important  letters  sent  him  on  business  of  the 
U.  B.  He  shall  conduct  all  official  correspondence  appertaining  to  his 
office  and  sign  all  charters,  if  in  proper  order.  He  shall  have  charge  of 
the  seal  of  the  U.  B.,  and  shall  affix  it  to  all  important  official  documents. 
Keep  a  record  of  all  members  of  the  U.  B. — beneficial,  semi-beneficial  and 
non-beneficial — also  those  owing  three  months*  dues,  dropped,  deceased, 
resigned,  expelled  and  the  cause  for  expulsion. 

He  shall  publish  the  Official  Journal  on  the  15th  of  each  month, 
giving  therein  all  business  appertaining  to  the  Local  Unions  "and  mail 
a  copy  of  same  to  the  home  address  of  each  member."  He 
shall  also  issue  the  General  Password  quarterly,  and  publish  a 
monthly  financial  statement  in  pamphlet  form  of  all  moneys  received 
and  expended  and  the  sources  from  which  they  have  been  received,  same 
to  be  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  each  Local  Union. 

Local  Union  55,  Denver,  Colo. — 

Amend  Section  36.  Add  after  the  word  union,  in  line  10,  "He  shall 
mail  a  copy  of  the  journal  each  month  to  the  address  of  each  member  of 
the  U.  B.  in  good  standing." 

Your  committee  concurs.  Except  the  words  in  good  standing  and 
recommend  the  following  be  added  after  the  words  "Local  Unions"  on 
tenth  line:  "and  mail  a  copy  of  same  to  the  home  address  of  each 
member." 

Your  committee  recommends  the  following  addition  to  Section  36: 

After  the  word  "Unions"  insert  the  following:  "He  shall  print  the 
Constitution  in  any  language,  provided  he  receives  an  order  for  5,000 
copies.  But  the  language  and  interpretation  of  the  Constitution  as 
printed  in  English  shall  be  the  only  one  by  which  the  U.  B.  will  be 
governed." 

A  delegate  asked  for  a  point  of  information  as  to  the  ad- 
ditional cost  of  mailing  a  copy  of  the  journal  to  the  home  of 
each  member. 

Secretary  Duffy — We  print  80,000  copies  now  an*d  these 
are  sent  in  bulk  at  a  cost  of  between  twenty-five  and  twenty- 
six  hundred  dollars  a  month.   We  would  have  to  print  about 
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three  times  that  many.  I  can  not  tell  just  what  the  expense 
would  be,  however,  it  would  more  than  double  itself,  yes  more 
than  triple  itself,  in  advertising.  If  it  was  sent  directly  to  the 
individual  member,  not  only  he  but  every  member  of  his  family 
would  read  it.  This  would  be  of  great  value  to  the  advertiser. 

Delegate  Greenwood  spoke  in  favor  of  the  recommenda- 
tion. He  called  attention  to  the  present  system  of  distribution 
and  stated  that  he  did  not  believe  one-quarter  of  the  journals 
sent  out  were  ever  looked  into,  that  not  one-half  of  the  mem- 
bers are  interested  enough  to  take  them  home.  In  conclusion 
he  said  he  believed  if  the  journal  was  sent  to  the  home  address 
it  would  bring  good  results  as  the  information  contained  there- 
in is  very  valuable. 

A  delegate — While  I  believe  it  would  be  a  fine  thing  and 
no  doubt  increase  the  value  of  advertising  space,  yet  I  want 
to  place  before  you  the  matter  of  having  the  addresses  kept 
correctly.  For  quite  a  number  of  years  we  sent  the  Labor 
Review,  a  local  paper,  to  every  one  of  our  members.  I  know 
something  of  the  troubles  to  keep  these  papers  sent  to  the 
proper  addresses.  You  would  need  an  expert  office  force  for 
that  purpose.  I  am  afraid  you  would  have  trouble  especially 
in  the  large  locals.  ' 

A  Delegate — I  would  like  to  ask  Secretary  Duffy  whether 
the  extra  receipts  would  come  near  covering  the  cost  of  wrap- 
ping, etc. 

General  Secretary — At  this  time  I  would  have  to  guess  at 
that.  It  will  have  to  be  tried  out.  The  more  advertising  we 
have,  the  more  will  be  the  income.  The  more  advertising  the 
less  space  you  will  have  for  other  matters. 

A  Delegate — I  would  like  to  know  why  the  committee 
struck  out  the  words  ''Good  Standing." 

Delegate  Pratt  (for  the  committee)  :  In  the  judgment  of 
the  committee  the  member  who  is  in  arrears  is  the  one  who 
should  read  ''The  Carpenter."  We  feel  that  it  would  be  the 
best  money  the  Brotherhood  could  expend. 
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The  previous  question  was  called  for  and  the  motion  was 
put  to  vote  and  carried. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  recommendations  of  the  com- 
mittee was  then  put  to  vote  and  carried. 

Local  Union  75,  Indianapolis,  Ind. — 

Amend  Section  38  of  the  General  Constitution  to  read  as  follows: 
"The  General  Secretary  shall  annually  gather  statistics  as  to  the  hours 
of  labor,  rate  of  wages,  meeting  nights,  places  of  meeting,  Saturday  half- 
holiday  and  agreements  with  employers  of  all  local  unions  and  district 
councils  and  publish  same  annually  in  the  August  issue  of  The  Car- 
penter. He  shall  publish  an  annual  report  of  his  work  and  submit  a 
biennial  report  to  the  convention  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties 
as  required  of  him  by  this  Constitution." 

Committee  non-concurs  and  submits  the  following  in  lieu  thereof: 

Section  38.  The  G.  S,  shall  compile  statistics  as  to  the  honrs  of 
labor,  rate  of  wages,  meeting-  nights,  places  of  meetings,  Saturday  half- 
holiday  of  all  Local  Unions  and  District  Councils,  publish  same  in  each 
August  issue  of  The  Carpenter;  also  an  annual  report  of  his  work,  and 

submit  a  biennial  report  to  the  convention  and  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  as  are  required  of  him  by  this  Constitution. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  being 
put  to  vote,  was  carried. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  Section  41  be  amended  to  read  as 
follows: 

General  Treasurer. 

Section  41.  The  G.  T.  shall  receive  from  the  G.  S.  all  funds  and  de- 
posit same  in  the  name  of  the  U.  B.  of  C.  &  J.  of  A.  in  such  banks  as  may 
be  designated  by  the  G.  E.  B.  He  shall  make  no  disbursements,  except  on 
order  of  the  G.  S.  and  signed  by  the  G.  P.,  and  in  case  of  drawing  money 
from  the  bank,  all  checks  must  be  signed  by  the  G.  T.  and  countersigned 
by  the  G.  P.  or  the  G.  S.  He  shall  submit  an  itemized  statement  of  all 
moneys  received  and  expended  by  him  to  the  G.  E.  B.  at  their  quarterly 
meeting  for  the  preceding  three  months,  and  submit  to  them  his  books  and 
vouchers  for  inspection  and  audit,  and  shall  at  any  time  deliver  to  the 
G.  E.  B.  all  his  books  and  vouchers  when  called  upon  to  do  so.  He  shall 
examine  and  pay  all  claims  in  accordance  with  Sections  98,  99  and  100, 
order  L.  U.  to  furnish  such  evidence  and  information  as  he  may.  require  to 
render  decisions  in  death  and  disability  claims.  He  may  retain  such  erl- 
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dence  and  papers  for  his  files,  as  the  case  may  warrant,  bnt  upon  the  re- 
quest of  the  L.  U.  must  furnish  said  organization  with  a  copy  of  the  same^ 

and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  G.  E.  B.  may  require,  and  shall 
submit  a  biennial  report  to  the  convention  showing  the  total  receipts  and 
expenses  for  the  preceding  two  years  and  file  a  bond  with  the  G.  E.  B. 
in  the  sura  of  $50,000  as  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duties. 

Delegate  Kearney  submitted  the  following  amendment : 

Amend  Section  41  by  inserting  after  the  figure  "100"  the  following: 
"Provided,  however,  where  the  evidence  in  such  claims  show  that  it  was 
not  possible  for  the  claimants  to  comply  with  the  constitution  as  it  re- 
lated to  such  claims,  the  G.  E.  B.  may  authorize  the  payment  of  the 
claims." 

Delegate  Kearney  spoke  in  support  of  his  amendment  and 
said  from  his  experience  on  the  Appeals  and  Grievance  Com- 
mittee that  there  were  cases  which  by  technical  construction 
of  the  constitution,  and  possible  cases  which  never  reached 
that  committee,  it  was  not  possible  for  the  claimants  to  com- 
ply with  the  law.  In  conclusion  he  stated  he  believed  the 
General  Executive  Board  should  have  the  power  to  pay  claims 
where  the  evidence  showed  that  the  General  Constitution 
could  not  be  complied  with. 

A  delegate  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  this  would 
place  the  responsibility  on  the  G.  E.  B.  and  would  throw 
things  wide  open  for  an  appeal. 

Delegate  Neal  spoke  in  favor  of  the  amendment  and  cited 
a  case  in  his  locality,  where  the  man  disabled  had  been  a  trade 
unionist  for  forty-two  years.  He  was  injured  but  failed  to 
file  his  claim  for  disability  donation  within  the  time  provided 
for  in  the  General  Constitution,  as  he  had  no  reason  to  believe 
he  was  permanently  disabled.  Delegate  Neal  stated  that  at 
the  present  time  he  was  practically  helpless.  He  further  stated 
there  were  many  such  cases,  that  they  were  exceptional  cases 
and  should  receive  exceptional  consideration. 

The  previous  question  was  called  for  and  on  being  put  to 
vote  the  motion  was  lost. 
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The  matter  before  the  convention  was  discussed  further 
by  several  other  delegates,  covering  practically  the  same 
grounds,  with  the  exception  that  new  cases  were  cited. 

^Delegate  Pratt  (for  the  committee) — The  Local  Union 
would  approve  the  claim  of  most  anybody  providing  there  was 
a  chance  of  getting  it.  It  would  be  sent  to  the  General  Exe- 
cutive Board,  they  would  turn  it  down  and  that  would  leave  it 
open  for  an  appeal  to  the  convention.  The  convention  would 
practically  have  to  donate  money  to  anybody  they  saw  fit.  Look 
at  what  you  would  entail  upon  this  brotherhood,  the  work 
coming  through  and  the  expense  if  you  let  the  bars  down. 

General  Treasurer  Neale — It  has  been  the  custom  in  hand- 
ling claims  if  the  notification  has  been  sent  in  by  the  Local 
Union  advising  of  the  accident  or  disability  of  a  certain  mem- 
ber within  two  years,  that  claim  would  receive  proper  consid- 
eration when  it  was  presented  even  if  the  claim  didn't  reach 
this  office  in  two  years  and  six  months.  I  have  always  con- 
sidered that  notification  amply  sufficient  and  have  acted  in 
that  way. 

The  previous  question  was  called  for  and  on  being  put  to 
vote  the  motion  was  carried. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  amendment  was  put  to  vote 
and  lost. 

Delegate  Fried — 1  move  to  amend  Section  41  after  the 
word  convention,  "he  shall  render  a  tabulated,  itemized  report 
of  all  receipts  and  expenses  to  the  convention." 

General  Secretary  Duffy  explained  that  under  the  present 
system  the  General  Treasurer  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  item- 
ized statement  of  receipts.  He  further  stated  that  it  was  the 
duty  of  the  General  Secretary  to  give  an  itemized  statement  of 
the  receipts  from  per  capita  tax,  assessments,  interests,  etc. 

On  being  put  to  vote  the  motion  to  concur  in  the  amend- 
ment was  lost. 
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The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
then  put  to  vote  and  carried. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  Section  44  be  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

Section  44.  "The  G.  E.  B.  shall  have  power  to  authorize  strikes  in 
conformity  with  this  constitution,  and  when  necessary  to  defend  the  or- 
ganization in  any  locality  against  the  attacks  of  employers,  combinations 
or  lockouts,  or  any  attempt  to  disrupt  or  destroy  the  organization;  to  sup- 
port such  locality  by  levying  a  per  capita  assessment  and  by  ordering 
a  cessation  of  work  for  any  employer  involved,  irrespective  of  where  such 
work  is  located;"  enter  into  agreements  with  sister  organizations  with 
reference  to  jurisdiction  oyer  work;  or  a  general  offensive  or  defensive 
alliance;  protect  the  property  interests  of  the  U.  B.  in  such  a  manner  as 
they  may  deem  helpfnl  and  beneficial,  so  long  as  it  is  not  inconsistent, 
and  within  the  meaning  of  this  section;  order  strikes  in  any  locality  re- 
gardless of  agreements  that  may  have  been  entered  into  by  any  subordi- 
nate unions,  District,  State  or  Provincial  Councils,  unless  such  agree- 
ments have  been  approved  by  the  G.  P.;  to  make  agreements  with  em^ 
ployers  covering  our  jurisdiction;  provided  such  agreements  require  em- 
ployers to  conform  with  the  trade  rules  of  the  district  where  the  work  is 
located. 

Delegate  Guerin  offered  an  amendment  by  adding  the 
words  ''and  report  biennially  to  the  convention,"  at  the  end  of 
the  recommendation,  which  was  accepted  by  the  committee. 
A  delegate  also  offered  to  amend  by  inserting  the  word  *'is" 
before  "within"  in  the  eleventh  line.  This  was  accepted  by  the 
committee. 

The  committee  also  accepted  the  following  amendment 
offered  by  Delegate  Kearney: 

"It  shall  have  power  to  define  a  detailed  trade  autonomy  declara- 
tion, and  as  defined  it  shall  be  contained  in  the  constitution  as  Section  53." 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  as 
amended  was  put  to  vote  and  carried. 

Muskegon,  Mich.,  District  Council — 

Whereas,  The  mills  situation  in  the  North  has  been  in  the  past  years 
in  poor  condition;  the  outside  men  have  been  using  their  best  endeavors 
to  get  the  inside  men  organized,  but  to  date  the  efforts  have  proven  a 
failure;  and. 
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Whereas,  The  Manufacturers'  Association  on  the  other  hand  has  been 
at  work  discriminating  against  and  disrupting  the  unions,  claiming  that 
the  national  constitution  does  not  hold  jurisdiction  over  the  classes  of 
workmen  necessary  in  a  furniture  mill  as  provided  in  the  qualifications 
for  membership  as  shown  in  Section  53;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  an  addition  be  made  to  this  section  in  the  sixth  line 
after  the  word  "machinery"  to  read:  "Trimmers,  packers,  craters,  stain- 
ers  and  finishers." 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

On  being  put  to  vote  the  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of 
the  committee  was  carried. 

Local  Union  174,  Joliet,  111. — 

Amend  Section  53  of  the  General  Constitution  by  inserting  the  follow- 
ing six  (6)  kindred  branches  of  carpentry  on  the  fourth  (4th)  and  sixth 
(6th)  lines  under  the  heading,  "Qualifications  for  Membership:" 

(1st)  Addition  on  fourth  (4th)  line,  after  the  word  "stairbuilder," 
add,  "pressed  and  stamped  steel  and  iron  or  hollow  metal-cover  trim- 
builder." 

(2d)  Addition  on  fourth  (4th)  line  before  ship-joiner,  add  "ship- 
wright or  shipjoiner." 

(3d)  Addition  on  sixth  (6th)  line  after  the  word  "builder"  add  "box- 
making." 

(4th)  Addition  on  sixth  (6th)  line  before  words,  "or  running,"  add 
"wood  veneer  maker." 

(5th)  Addition  on  sixth  (6th)  line  after  "wood-working,"  add  "or 
wood- turning  machinery." 

Section  53,  as  amended,  to  read:  A  candidate  to  be  admitted  to  full 
membership  in  any  Local  Union  of  the  U.  B.  must  be  not  less  than  twenty- 
one  (21)  years  and  not  over  fifty  (50)  years  of  age,  and  must  be  a  jour- 
neyman carpenter  or  joiner;  stairbuilder,  pressed  and  stamped  steel  and 
iron  or  hollow  metal-cover  trimbuilder;  shipwright  or  shipjoiner,  mill- 
wright, planing  mill  bench  hand,  cabinetmaker,  carbuilder,  boxmaker, 
wood  veneermaker,  or  running  wood-working  or  wood-turning  machin- 
ery. He  must  be  of  good  moral  character  and  competent  to  command 
standard  wages.    (See  Sections  56  and  80.) 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

Motion  to  concur  in  report  of  committee  carried. 
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Your  committee  recommends  the  words  "Reed  and  Rattan  Worker" 
on  Wood  Carvers,  be  inserted  after  the  word  "Car  builder,"  in  sixth 
line,  in  Section  53. 

This  was  withdrawn  by  request  of  committee. 

The  General  Secretary  read  the  following  communication :

The  convention  was  called  to  order  at  9  a.  m.,  General 
President  Kirby  in  the  chair.

The  report  of  the  Constitution  Committee  was  called  for. 
Delegate  Featherston,  for  the  committee: 

Local  Union  554  (Ship  Calkers),  San  Francisco,  Cal. — 

Whereas,  Since  the  Sixteenth  Biennial  Convention  of  the  United 
Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  America  many  members  have 
been  admitted  who  work  at  the  shipbuilding  business,  namely,  shipwrights, 
ship  calkers  and  boat  builders  whose  names  do  hot  appear  under  qualifica- 
tions for  membership;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  Section  53  be  amended  by  Inserting  "shipwright,  ship 
calker  and  boat  builder"  after  the  word  "ship  joiner,"  in  the  fourth  line. 

Your  committee  recommends  its  adoption. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee,  on 
being  put  to  vote,  was  carried. 

Local  Union  174,  Joliet,  111. — 

Amend  Section  54  by  inserting  after  trim  on  last  line,  by  adding  the 
words  as  follows:  "and  room  and  parlor  mantel  and  exterior  and  interior 
steel  or  copper  cornice." 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
put  to  vote  and  carried. 

Local  Union  55,  Denver,  Colo. — 

Amend  Section  61.  Insert  after  the  word  navy  in  line  five,  "Or 
who  accept  employment  under  non-union  conditions,  such  as  working  in 
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and  around  mines  and  factories  during  the  time  of  a  strike  or  a  lockout, 
or  being  employed  as  armed  guards  for  mining  companies  during  a  strike 
of  the  employes  of  said  company." 

Your  committee  concurs. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  committee's  report  was  car- 
ried. 

L.  U.  309,  New  York  City- 
Section  62  (addition) : 

Members  of  foreign  bona  fide  wood-workers'  organizations  not  in  ar- 
rears with  their  dues  to  their  home  organization  more  than  three  months 
can  be  admitted  free  of  initiation  fee,  but  shall  be  subject  to  the  proTisions 
specified  in  Sections  81,  82,  83  and  84  of  this  constitution; 

Your  committee  recommends  its  adoption. 

On  being  put  to  vote,  the  motion  to  concur  in  the  report 
of  the  committee  was  carried. 

Local  Union  141,  Chicago,  111. 

The  following  amendment  to  our  constitution  is  offered  for  con- 
sideration at  the  September  convention: 

Amend  Sec.  64,  on  page  18  of  the  constitution,  in  effect  March  1, 
1913,  as  follows:  After  the  words  "shall  be  referred  to  a  special  com- 
mittee of  three,"  in  line  6  of  Sec.  64  and  before  the  words  beginning 
"shall  in  the  meantime,"  etc.,  im  lines  6  and  7  of  Sec.  64,  insert  the 
following  "of  the  members  of  the  Local  Union  to  which  applicant 
seeks  admission  or  to  such  committee  as  Local  Union  may  establish  in 
cities  and  districts  having  a  District  Council  or  central  governing  body 
for  the  district  and  such  committee." 

This  would  cause  the  section  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"The  application  of  the  candidate  must  be  presented  to  the  financial 
secretary  with  the  full  initiation  fee  and  a  sum  equal  to  one  month's 
dues,  together  with  the  proportionate  part  of  month  in  which  he  is 
initiated,  before  he  can  be  obligated,  and  lay  over  one  week  for  investi- 
gation, and  shall  be  referred  to  a  special  committee  of  three  members 
of  the  Local  Union  to  which  applicant  seeks  admission  or  to  such  com- 
mittee as  Local  Unions  may  establish  in  cities  and  districts  having  a 
District  Council  or  central  governing  body  for  the  district,  and  such 
committee  shall  in  the  meantime  inquire  into  his  qualifications  to  become 
a  member  and  report  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  L.  U.,  making 
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such  recommendations  as  it  deems  proper,  or  may  be  elected  and  ini- 
tiated at  the  same  meeting  if  the  investigating  committee  reports  fa- 
vorably." 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

A  Delegate — As  a  delegate  from  the  local  I  would  ask 
the  delegates  to  consider  the  proposition  and  consider  it  care- 
fully. Conditions  existing  there  make  it  absolutely  necessary 
for  us  to  go  into  the  qualifications  of  the  member.  What  is 
the  use  of  guarding  the  doors  of  twenty-five  locals  if  you 
allow  a  few  of  them  to  be  open? 

The  committee,  through  Delegate  Featherston,  explained 
that  this  matter  was  provided  for  later  on. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
then  put  to  vote  and  carried. 

Local  Union  632,  Providence,  R.  I.: 

Amendments  to  General  Constitution-  Strike  out  Sec.  58  and  amend 
Sec.  68  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  68.  "When  a  candidate  for  any  reason  is  rejected  for  three  suc- 
cessive meetings  in  the  L.  U.  to  which  he  first  applied,  his  initiation  fee 
shall  be  returned  to  him  and  the  recording  secretary  shall  notify  the 
General  Secretary  to  publish  such  rejection  in  the  official  journal.  He 
shall  not  thereafter  for  a  period  of  three  months  from  date  of  last  re- 
jection be  eligible  to  membership  in  any  L.  U.  of  the  U.  B.,  and  then  only 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  L.  U.  in  which  he  was  first  rejected  and  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  L.  U.  to  which  he  again  applies  for  admission  to  mem- 
bership." 

Your  committee  non-concur,  and  recommend  the  following  in  lieu 
thereof. 

Sec,  68.  "When  a  candidate  is  rejected  for  three  successive  meetings 
in  the  L.  U.  to  which  he  first  applied,  his  initiation  fee  shall  be  returned, 
and  the  R.  S.  shall  notify  the  (x.  S.  of  such  rejection  and  the  reasons 
therefor.  He  shall  not  be  eligible  to  make  application  to  any  L.  U.  for 
a  period  of  six  months. 

A  Delegate — How  is  the  Recording  Secretary  to  know 
the  reason  why  a  candidate  is  rejected. 


The  committee,  through  Delegates  Featherston  and  Van 
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Duyn,  gave  an  explanation  of  the  committee's  recommenda- 
tion, stating  that  the  Recording  Secretary  keeps  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  meeting  and  that  when  the  committee  comes  in 
and  makes  a  report  on  the  candidate  the  Recording  Secretary 
should  make  note  of  the  objections. 

The  matter  was  taken  up  and  discussed  at  some  length 
by  Delegates  Greenwood,  Ogletree,  Fried  and  several  others. 

Secretary  Duffy — I  move  to  strike  out  "and  the  reasons « 
therefor."  (Seconded.) 

Delegate  Ryan — I  cannot  see  that  it  would  be  just.  If 
there  are  good  reasons  for  rejecting  the  candidate,  the  rea- 
sons should  be  given. 

Delegate  Guerin  stated  he  was  not  in  favor  to  strike  out, 
citing  an  incident  where  the  son  of  a  member  who  had  com- 
pleted his  apprenticeship  was  rejected  because  some  of  the 
men;bers  of  the  local  did  not  like  his  father.  In  conclusion, 
he  stated  that  by  adopting  this  recommendation  you  would 
give  a  Local  Union  the  power  to  say  that  no  other  Local  Union 
could  even  consider  the  membership  of  a  man. 

Another  delegate  expressed  practically  the  same  views. 

Secretary  Duffy — Do  those  delegates  who  are  speaking 
on  this  matter  realize  the  dangerous  position  you  are  placing 
yourselves  in  when  you  give  the  reasons  why  a  candidate  has 
been  rejected.  You  have  control  of  your  own  members,  but 
you  have  no  control  over  the  men  on  the  outside.  You  will 
leave  yourselves  to  be  dragged  into  court. 

Delegate  Pratt  gave  an  explanation  for  the  committee 
and  stated  that  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  did 
away  with  the  publishing  of  the  names  in  The  Carpenter. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  Secretary  Duffy's  amendment 
was  put  to  vote  and  carried.

Delegate  Ryan — I  move  to  amend  to  strike  out  the  last 
two  lines :  "He  shall  not  be  eligible  to  make  application  to  any 
L.  U.  for  a  period  of  six  months."  (Seconded.) 

My  idea  is  this — there  is  no  Local  Union  in  this  country 
that  should  have  the  power  to  say  you  cannot  consider  the  ap- 
plication of  a  man. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  amendment  was  carried. 

Being  put  to  vote,  the  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of 
the  committee  as  amended  was  carried. 

Local  Union  807,  Toluca,  111. — 

Proposition  to  amend  Section  69  of  the  Constitution:  after  the 
word  "union"  in  the  fifth  line  on  page  19  add  the  following  instead  of 
what  follows  word  "union:" 

"(69B)  Any  member  desiring  to  engage  in  the  contracting  business 
shall  give  notice  of  such  intention  to  his  L.  U.,  and  said  L.  U.  must  give 
him  a  permit  for  six  (6)  months.  At  the  expiration  of  six  (6)  months, 
if  the  member  continues  in  the  contracting  business,  he  shall  be  known 
as  a  contractor  and  his  name  added  to  the  L.  U.  list  of  contractors  and 
comply  with  all  local  rules  regarding  contractors. 

"(69C)    Section  69B  to  be  null  and  void  during  strikes  and  lockouts. 

"(69D)  A  member  while  contracting  or  contracting  on  a  permit 
shall  not  be  eligible  to  serve  as  an  officer,  delegate  or  representative 
of  his  L.  U.,  nor  to  serve  on  any  committee,  nor  will  he  be  entitled  to 
the  quarterly  password  nor  to  sit  in  any  executive  meeting  of  the  union 
except  the  regular  quarterly  meeting  or  meeting  for  the  election  of 
general  officers. 

"(69E)  A  member  may  do  jobbing  without  a  permit,  provided  he  is 
unable  to  secure  work  from  a  contractor  or  members  of  any  U.  B.  local; 
if  compelled  to  cease  work  pending  an  adjustment  of  lockout  or  com- 
pulsory strike,  may  accept  work  classed  in  Section  53,  or  where  a  local 
of  the  U.  B.  is  newly  organized  and  its  total  membership  is  less  than 
thirty  (30)  members,  such  local  members  can  enter  into  contracting  but. 
must  be  governed  by  Section  69D  and  Section  69E,  this  to  apply  only  to 
Local  Unions  with  less  than  thirty  (30)  members  and  of  a  local  less 
than  four  (4)  years  organized. 
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"(69F)  A  violation  of  any  part  of  Section  69  shall  be  punishable  by 
a  fine  of  fifty  ($50.00)  dollars  for  the  first  offense  and  expulsion  from 
the  union  for  the  second." 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

Motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  carried. 

Local  Union  26,  Syracuse,  N.  Y. — 

Amendment  to  Section  69,  General  Constitution:  Amend  by  striking 
out  the  words,  "and  shall  not  be  eligible  as  an  officer  or  delegate  of  his 
Local  Union."    (The  same  being  the  last  clause  of  Section  69.) 

Amended  section  to  read :  "A  member  can  remain  a  contractor  or  en- 
ter into  the  business  of  contracting  providing  he  pays  the  union  scale  of 
wages,  obeys  trade  rules  and  hires  none  but  members  of  the  U.  B.,  and 
complies  with  the  Constitution  and  does  not  do  any  lump  work,  piece 
work  or  sub-contract  for  a  carpenter  contractor,  and  further  provided 
that  he  is  not  nor  does  not  become  a  member  of  any  contractors'  or 
employers'  union." 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

Motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  carried. 

Local  Union  94,  Providence,  R.  1. — 

Amend  Section  70  to  read  as  follojvs  (new) : 

"Unions  shall  not  accept  the  resignation  of  a  member  when  it  is 
known  he  submits  the  same  to  be  left  free  to  violate  trade  rules,  and  when 
a  member  resigns,  or  is  dropped  for  non-payment  of  fine;  or  a  car- 
penter, as  covered  by  the  Constitution,  works  to  the  detriment  of  the 
U.  B.,  the  Local  Union  or  D.  C.  may  place  a  special  initiation  fee  against 
such  person,  not  to  exceed  $25.00  over  their  regular  initiation  fee  for  new 
or  ex-members,  as  provided  for  in  their  by-laws." 

Note. — The  reason  for  this  is  that  Section  70  at  present  is  not  man-' 
datory  in  defining  the  treatment  of  such  cases,  as  it  reads  optional  for  a 
union  to  decide  if  a  resignation  should  be  accepted  for  violation  of  trade 
rules,  optional  in  the  amount  of  fee  to  be  charged,  therefore  discrim- 
inatory and  in  conflict  with  Section  111  which  calls  for  a  specified  by- 
law for  the  admission  of  members. 

Your  committee  recommends  its  adoption. 

Delegate  Greenwood  did  not  think  the  penalty  was  severe 
enough.  He  further  stated  that  in  his  district  members  of 
this  kind  were  fined  $100.00. 
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On  being  put  to  vote,  the  motion  to  concur  in  the  report 
of  the  committee  was  carried. 

Local  Union  55,  Denver,  Colo. — 

Amend  Section  74.  Strike  out  the  words  twenty-five  cents  in  lines 
one  and  two  and  insert  the  words  "thirty  cents." 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 
Motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  carried. 

L.  U.  949,  Columbia,  S.  C. — Amend  Section  78  of  the  General  Constitu- 
tion to  read:  "A  local  union,  when  three  (3)  months  in  arrears  to  the 
U.  B.,  or  the  D.  C,  shall  be  suspended  from  all  donations." 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  committee^s  report  was  put 
to  vote  and  carried. 

Local  Union  131,  Seattle,  Wash.— 

Amend  Section  78,  of  the  general  constitution,  by  adding  the  follow- 
ing, viz.:  "A  local  union  owing  the  General  Office  any  sum  equal  to  six 
months'  dues  shall  be  thereby  suspended  from  membership  in  the  U.  B., 
and  the  local  union  stricken  from  the  rolls  of  the  U.  B.,  and  in  the  next 
issue  of  The  Carpenter  all  such  suspensions  shall  be  published,  which 
shall  be  official  notice  of  such  suspension. 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

Motion  to  concur  in  report  of  committee  carried. 

Local  Union  850,  Leadville,  Colo.-— 

Amend  Section  80,  of  the  general  constitution,  by  striking  out  the  fol- 
lowing words  in  lines  2,  3  and  4:  "must  not  be  less  than  21  and  not  over 
50  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  admission  to  membership." 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

Motion  to  concur  in  report  of  committee  carried. 

Local  Union  308,  Cedar  Rapids,  la, — 

Whereas,  owing  to  the  high  cost  of  funeral  expenses;  and,  wherea 
we  pay  the  General  Secretary  the  same  amount  on  all  members,  as  p 
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Sec.  74;  therefore,  be  it  resolved,  That  Local  No.  308  present  for  the 
consideration  of  the  general  convention,  to  be  held  the  third  Monday  in 
September,  1914,  the  following  amendments  to  Sections  82  and  86: 

Amend  Section  82  by  striking  out  the  word  "twenty-five"  in  the  first 
line  and  insert  the  word  "fifty";  strike  out  the  word  "fifty"  in  the  second 
line  and  insert  the  word  "one  hundred,"  so  the  section  will  read  as 
amended: 

Section  82.    "The  wife  funeral  donation  shall  be  fifty  dollars  on  six 
months'  membership  and  one  hundred  dollars  on  one  year's  membership." 
Your  committee  non-concurs,  as  it  is  covered  in  Section  84. 

On  being  put  to  vote,  the  motion  to  concur  in  the  com- 
mittee's report  was  carried. 

Local  Union  948,  Sioux  City,  la. — 

Amend  Section  82  by  adding  at  end  of  section  the  following:

Amend  Section  83  by  adding  at  end  of  section  the  following:  "And 
three  hundred  dollars  on  ten  years'  membership  and  four  hundred  dol- 
lars on  fifteen  years'  membership  and  five  hundred  dollars  on  twenty 
years'  membership." 

Amend  Section  84  by  adding  at  end  of  section  the  following:  "And 
five  hundred  dollars  on  ten  years'  membership." 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

Motion  to  concur  in  report  of  committee  carried. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  Sections  82,  83,  84,  -86  and  93  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows:

Delegate  Fried — I  would  like  to  ask  the  committee  if  they 
were  in  conference  with  our  General  Officers  having  charge 
of  our  financial  affairs  before  making  these  recommenda- 
tions? 

The  committee,  through  Chairman  Pratt,  stated  that  the 
committee  had  secured  all  the  information  they  could  from 
every  source,  including  the  General  Officers. 

Delegate  Swartz — I  would  like  to  know  how  this  would 
affect  the  membership  of  those  who  have  been  in  the  organi- 
zation ? 

Chairman  Pratt  stated  that  as  the  committee  understood 
the  law  we  could  not  legislate  so  as  to  take  away  the  benefits 
that  a  member  was  entitled  to  when  he  was  initiated. 

Delegate  Guerin  also  explained  the  committee's  recom- 
mendations and  stated  that  if  it  was  carried  it  would  be  an 
increase  over  the  amount  of  benefits  now  being  paid. 

General  Treasurer  Neale  made  a  detailed  explanation  as 
to  what  effect  the  recommendations  of  the  committee,  if  car- 
ried, would  have.  He  pointed  out  that  a  member  would  not 
be  deprived  of  the  benefits  he  was  entitled  to  at  the  time  of 
his  initiation. 

Delegate  Adams — I  move  to  amend  that  the  words  "or 
more"  be  inserted  after  five  years.  (Seconded.)

The  committee  accepted  the  amendment. 
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The  question  arose  as  to  whether  or  not  according  to  the 
recommendation  it  would  have  to  be  five  years  of  continuous 
membership.^  It  was  discussed  at  some  length  by  a  number 
of  the  delegates,  and  finally  the  committee,  through  Chairman 
Pratt,  stated  that  the  benefits  would  not  be  on  continuous  good 
standing  membership  but  would  be  governed  by  Section  109 
of  the  General  Constitution. 

Delegate  Farrell — I  would  like  to  amend  so  as  to  read  that 
this  will  not  affect  the  benefits  of  the  present  membership  of 
the  U.  B.  (Seconded.) 

On  being  put  to  vote  the  amendment  carried. 

Delegate  Brown — I  wish  to  amend  that  part  in  regard  to 
wife's  donation  to  read  five  years  instead  of  three.  (Sec- 
onded.) 

Delegate  Brown  then  spoke  in  favor  of  the  amendment, 
giving  his  reasons  for  submitting  it. 

Motion  to  concur  in  the  amendment  was  lost. 

The  previous  question  was  called  for,  put  to  vote  and 
carried. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  as 
amended  was  then  put  to  vote  and  carried. 

Delegate  Featherston,  continuing  for  the  committee: 

Local  Union  94,  Providence,  R.  I. — 

Strike  out  Section  85  and  substitute  the  following: 

"Local  Unions  shall  have  power  to  regulate  and  make  payment  of 
sick  donations  only  by  an  established  by-law  of  the  Local  Union." 

The  reason  for  this  is  that  the  present  law  makes  it  appear  that 
it  is  compulsory  for  Local  Unions  to  adopt  payment  of  sick  donations, 
and  it  is  so  understood  many  times  by  the  membership.  Amended  law 
is  more  plain  as  an  enabling  clause. 

Your  committee  recommends  its  adoption. 
Motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  carried. 
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Local  Union  971,  Reno,  Nev. — 

Amend  Section  85  of  the  General  Constitution  to  read  as  follows: 

"Sick  benefits  shall  be  regulated  by  local  by-laws  of  each  L.  U. 
and  are  payable  by  the  Local  Union,  and  no  member  who  is  entitled  to 
sick  donations,  according  to  the  laws  of  a  Local  Union,  shall  be  allowed 
to  go  in  arrears  while  he  is  sick;  the  financial  secretary  shall  see  that 
his  dues  are  paid  out  of  his  sick  donations." 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

On  being  put  to  vote,  the  motion  to  concur  in  the  report 
of  the  committee  was  carried. 

Local  Union  635,  Boise,  Idaho — 

Whereas,  Section  86  of  the  General  Constitution  designates  all  ap- 
prentices, candidates  over  fifty  years  of  age,  or  members  who  were  in 
bad  health  when  they  joined  the  Brothrhood,  as  semi-beneficial  members, 
and  are  only  entitled  to  a  funeral  allowance  of  fifty  dollars,  they  are 
not  taken  into  consideration  in  regard  to  a  wife's  funeral  donation  or 
disability  donation,  and 

Whereas,  Section  74  provides  for  a  uniform  tax  on  all  members  in 
good  standing,  which  makes  it  a  hardship  on  all  local  unions  that 
charge  less  dues  for  semi-beneficial  members  since  the  extra  quarterly 
assessment  was  levied;  therefore  be  it  t 

Resolved,  by  Local  Union  No.  635,  of  Boise,  Idaho,  That  the  following 
amendment  to  the  General  Constitution  be  considered  by  the  next  Gen- 
eral Convention: 

Section  74  to  read:  "Each  Local  Union  shall  pay  to  the  G.  S. 
twenty-five  cents  for  each  beneficial  member  and  ten  cents  for  each  semi- 
beneficial  member  in  good  standing  each  month,  and  an  additiona-l  25c 
per  quarter  on  all  members  in  good  standing  for  the  quarters  ending 
March  31,  June  30,  September  30  and  December  31  of  each  year.  All 
moneys  received  by  the  G.  S.  shall  be  used  as  a  fund  for  the  general  man- 
agement of  the  U.  B.  and  payment  of  all  death  and  disability  donations 
prescribed  by  the  Constitution,  together  with  all  legal  demands  made  upon 
the  U.  B." 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

General  Treasurer  Neale — Under  the  provisions  of  Sec- 
tion 86, 1  desire  to  offer  a  new  addition,  which  reads  as  follows : 

ADDITION  TO  SECTION  86. 

When  an  applicant  for  initiation  has  reached  the  age  of  sixty  years 
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or  over  he  shall  be  admitted  only  as  an  honorary  member  at  the  con- 
stitutional fee  of  $5.00;  he  shall  not  be  charged  any  dues,  but  shall  pay 
for  a  working  card  not  less  than  twenty- five  cents  per  month  to  assist 
in  conducting  the  working  conditions  of  the  district.  He  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  any  of  the  donations  provided  for  in  the  General  Constitution. 

Amendment  seconded. 

General  Treasurer  Neale  then  spoke  in  support  of  his 
amendment,  pointing  out  the  benefits  that  would  be  derived 
and  explaining  how  it  would  work  out. 

After  some  little  discussion,  the  previous  question  v/as 
called  for,  put  to  vote  and  carried. 

The  amendment,  on  being  put  to  vote,  was  carried. 

Motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  as 
amended  was  then  voted  on  and  carried. 

Local  Union  308,  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa — 

Amend  Section  86  by  striking  out  the  word  "only"  in  the  fourth  line, 
and  insert  after  the  word  "dollars,"  in  the  fifth  line  "on  six  months' 
membership,  and  one  hundred  dollars  on  one  year's  membership,"  so 
the  section  will  read  as  follows: 

Section  86.  "Any  apprentice  or  any  candidate  over  fifty  years  of 
age,  when  admitted  to  membership,  or  who  was  in  bad  health  when  he 
joined,  or  who  was  not  qualified  for  donations,  as  prescribed  in  Sec- 
tion 80,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  funeral  allowance  of  fifty  dollars  on  six 
months'  membership,  and  one  hundred  dollars  on  one  year's  membership, 
payable  from  the  general  fund,  providing  at  the  time  of  death  he  is  over 
one  year  a  member  in  good  standing,  and  when  three  months  in  arrears 
he  shaft  be  debarred  from  all  donations  until  three  months  after  all 
arrearages  are  paid  in  full.  He  shall  not  be  entitled  to  the  donations 
specified  in  Sections  82,  83  and  84." 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

Motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  carried. 

Local  Union  388,  Richmond,  Va. — 

Amend  Section  86  to  read  as  follows : 

Any  candidate  over  fifty  years  of  age  when  admitted  to  membership, 
or  who  was  in  bad  health  when  he  joined,  or  who  was  not  qualified  for 
donations  as  prescribed  by  Section  80,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  funeral  dona- 
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tion  of  $25.00  for  one  year's  membership;  $50.00  for  two  years'  member- 
ship; $75.00  for  three  years'  membership;  $100.00  for  five  years'  member- 
ship; $150.00  for  seven  years'  membership,  and  $200.00  for  ten  years'  mem- 
bership, payable  out  of  the  general  fund. 

We  believe  the  miserly  pittance  of  $50,00  to  bury  an  old  member  a  dis- 
grace to  our  organization,  when  numbers  of  these  members  have  been  our 
most  faithful  members  for  a  number  of  years.  And  as  this  donation  is 
paid  out  of  the  general  fund,  and  each  local  pays  as  much  per  capita  tax 
on  an  old  man  as  a  young  one  we  think  they  should  be  paid  more  benefits 
than  at  present,  as  there  will  then  be  some  inducement  for  an  old  man  to 
try  to  keep  up  his  membership. 

If  our  records  are  examined  it  will  be  found  that  a  very  small  per- 
centage of  our  members  whose  heirs  are  paid  the  full  funeral  allowance 
of  $200.00  have  been  members  as  long  as  ten  years,  therefore  there  will 
be  no  more  risk  on  a  man  who  joins  at  fifty  than  on  one  who  joins  at 
thirty  years  of  age.  And,  furthermore,  most  mechanics  are  just  in  their 
prime  at  fifty  years  of  age. 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

Motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  carried. 

Local  Union  850,  Leadville,  Colo, — 

In  publishing  the  reason  given  by  Local  Union  850  in  the  last  issue  of 
"The  Carpenter  for  proposing  to  strike  out  Section  86  of  the  General  Con- 
stitution, an  error  was  made  in  printing  the  amount  of  the  funeral  allow- 
ance as  $500.00  instead  of  $50.00.  The  argument  put  forward  by  the  Lead- 
ville local  should  therefore  have  read: 

Local  Union  850,  Leadville,  Colo. — 

Strike  out  Section  86  of  the  general  constitution. 

The  manifest  injustice  of  a  funeral  allowance  of  $50  and  no  accident 
benefit  must  be  evident  to  every  member  of  the  Brotherhood.  A  respect- 
able and  decent  funeral  is  impossible  as  the  allowance  would  not  buy  a 
casket,  much  less  pay  the  general  expenses  of  a  funeral.  Such  parsimony 
and  discrimination  is  shameful  and  disgraceful.  This  proposition  has  been 
many  times  before  our  general  conventions  and  it  has  always  been  refused 
a  referendum  vote. 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

On  being  put  to  vote,  the  motion  to  concur  in  the  report 
of  the  committee  was  carried. 
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Local  Union  259,  Jackson,  Tenn. — 

Amend  Section  86  to  read,'  after  tenth  line:  "except  members  who 
have  been  members  of  the  U.  B.  of  C.  and  J.  of  A.  for  ten  consecutive 
years  and  never  during  said  term  of  ten  years  been  as  much  as  three 
months  in  arrears  for  dues,  fines  or  assessments.  They  shall  be  entitled 
to  all  benefits  and  donations  in  Sections  82,  83  and  84  by  paying  not  less 
than  75  cents  monthly  dues  to  their  local." 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

Motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  carried. 

Local  Union  94,  Providence,  R.  I. — 

Amend  Ritual'  by  striking  out  of  the  "obligation"  in  eighth  line  the 
words  "acquiesce  in"  and  insert  instead  the  words  "act  with." 

The  reason  is  that  the  word  "acquiesce,"  as  now  used,  is  awkward  and 
mostly  misunderstood. 

Committee  non-concurs. 

Delegate  Brown  stated  that  this  had  been  taken  up  by 
the  Ritual  Committee,  whereupon  the  General  President  an- 
nounced that  no  action  would  be  taken  on  this  matter  until 
the  report  of  the  Ritual  Committee  was  read. 

Local  Union  1817,  Nokomis,  111. — 

This  local  wishes  to  bring  before  the  convention  a  suggestion  for  a 
change  in  the  present  plan  of  transfer  cards  as  follows: 

When  a  member  leaves  his  jurisdiction  and  goes  into  another  locality 
to  work  and  his  due  book  shows  that  he  is  in  good  standing,  as  long  as  his 
home  is  in  the  place  where  he  came  from  he  will  not  be  compelled  to 
transfer  his  membership,  but  as  long  as  he  works  in  that  locality  he  shall 
pay  his  dues  where  he  works,  the  F.  S.  being  required  to  send  the  per 
capita  tax  to  the  local  where  he  belongs. 

L.  U.  1817  believes  this  would  save  much  confusion  and-trouble. 

Your  committee  non-concur,  as  we  have  covered  these  in  other  amend- 
ments in  Section  102. 

L.  U.  476,  New  York- 
Section  102 — Clearance  Cards — Insert  on  seventh  line,  after  word 
"dues":    "Providing  he  is  leaving  the  jurisdiction  of  the  District  Council 
or  Local  Union  where  District  Council  does  not  exist." 
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Explanation — We  believe  that  it  is  best  for  the  interest  of  the  organi- 
zation that  members  be  retained  in  their  own  locals  as  in  our  opinion  many 
transfers  are  asked  for  with  the  view  to  avoid  the  different  duties  as  laid 
down  by  the  by-laws  of  the  different  locals. 

Local  Union  471,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y, — 

Proposed  amendment  to  Section  102  of  the  Constitution.  Amend 
section  as  follows: 

Clearance  Cards,  Section  102 — "A  member  who  leaves  the  jurisdic- 
tion oi  his  Local  Union  to  work  in  another  locality  for  a  period  of  time 
longer  than  thirty  days,  must  report  and  request  the  recording  secre- 
tary of  said  locality  to  have  forwarded  his  clearance  from  Local  Union 
he  came  from,  and  said  member  must  pay  the  assessment  for  upkeep 
of  locality  he  transfers  to,  but  can  if  he  so  desires  remain  a  member 
of  his  previous  Local  Union,  so  that  he  will  be  entitled  to  all  privileges 
paid  for  in  said  Local  Union. 

"It  is  compulsory  for  the  Local  Union  to  issue  said  clearance  provided 
the  member  has  no  charges  pending  against  him  and  has  paid  all  ar- 
rearages against  him  with  current  month's  dues. 

"In  no  case  shall  the  financial  secretary  accept  dues  from  a  member 
working  in  the  jurisdiction  of  another  Local  Union  or  District  Council 
without  the  consent  of  such  Local  Union  or  District  Council  he  trans- 
ferred from. 

"It  is  the  duty  of  the  financial  secretary  accepting  dues  from  an- 
other jurisdiction  to  immediately  report  same  to  the  District  Council 
or  Local  Union  where  no  District  Council  exists  under  a  penalty  of  a 
fine  of  $5.00  for  the  first  offense,  $10.00  for  the  second,  and  for  the  third 
offense  debarred  from  holding  any  office  in  the  Local  Union  for  a  pe- 
riod of  two  years." 

Reason — Many  brothers,  through  force  of  circumstances  over  which 
they  have  no  control,  have  had  to  get  work  outside  of  the  district  they 
reside  in  and  have  many  associations  formed  which  are  part  of  life. 
Therefore  no  financial  loss  is  put  against  the  organization  by  this  form 
of  transfer  and  one  always  desires  the  freedom  of  spirit  of  choosing  his 
associations;  also  the  day  is  past  for  building  walls  around  special 
localities. 

Chairman  Pratt,  continuing  for  the  committee: 

Local  Union  327,  Cincinnati,  Ohio — 

Whereas,  There  is  considerable  confusion  and  discord  as  the  re- 
sult of  our  present  clearance  card  form,  and  law  upon  the  same.  Case 


669 


after  case  of  clearance  cards  have  proven  failures  and  clearly  demon- 
strated that  the  system  is  not  workable,  although  it  was  the  original 
intention  of  adoption  to  have  it  workable,  but  each  general  convention 
has  submitted  changes  until  under  the  present  form  it  has  become  anti- 
quated. The  intentions  of  present  clearance  card  form  is  to  keep  a 
record  of  a  member  that  leaves  the  jurisdiction  of  his  Local  Union  as 
well  as  to  establish  his  identity  to  the  Local  Union  of  deposit,  but  it  does 
not  provide  for  discipline  of  a  member  that  violates  any  or  all  of  his 
clearance  card  intentions.  However,  the  discipline  falls  upon  the  shoul- 
ders of  the  F.  S.,  who  has'  the  best  intentions  as  well  as  to  promote  the 
welfare  of  his  Local  Union,  and  he  alone  is  responsible  for  the  neglect 
of  something  that  he  has  no  control  of  in  nine  cases  out  of  ten,  yet  he 
is  constitutionally  disciplined — for  what — "doing  his  duty." 

It  is  plain  if  we  desire  to  be  fair  to  all  our  members  whether  they  be 
officers  or  members,  that  the  full  burden  should  rest  with  the  member 
that  has  a  clearance  card  in  his  possession  that  fails  to  carry  out  the 
spirit  of  the  law.  Why  discipline  an  officer  who  has  done  his  duty? 
Does  not  this  method  create  discord  and  lack  of  interest  within  our  ranks, 
while  the  real  promoter  of  these  violations  is  left  free  to  do  the  same 
thing  over  and  over  again  and  in  each  case  some  officer  is  the  "goat"? 
Why  not  deal  with  the  real  offender  and  inflict  the  same  punishment 
that  is  provided  in  case  of  failure  of  the  F.  S.  to  do  his  duty,  and,  fur- 
ther, if  you  discipline  the  F.  S.  why  not  the  president  of  the  local,  as  he 
shall  sign  all  clearance  cards.  "Sauce  for  the  goose  should  be  sauce 
for  the  gander."  Therefore,  this  local  offers  the  following  suggestions 
for  the  consi4eration  of  the  rank  and  file  as  well  as  the  delegates  to 
the  Eighteenth  General  Convention  at  Indianapolis,  Indiana: 

1.  The  present  form  of  clearance  card  in  due  book  be  changed  to 
a  form  of  record  of  local*  deposit. 

2.  That  when  a  clearance  card  is  issued  by  the  F.  S.  he  shall  re- 
tain due  book  and  give  postal  card  clearance  receipt  in  duplicate  form. 

3^  When  postal  card  clearance  is  issued,  one  part  shall  be  given 
to  the  member  as  a  receipt  for  his  due  book  and  the  other  part  for- 
warded to  the.  General  Secretary. 

4.  When  this  postal  card  clearance  receipt  is  presented  to  a  local 
for  deposit  the  F.  S.  shall  mail  receipt  to  F.  S.  of  issue,  and  the  F.  S. 
of  issue  shall  mail  due  book  to  local  of  deposit  without  delay. 

5.  No  F.  S.  shall  issue  more  than  one  postal  card  clearance  to  any 
one  member,  and  this  clearance  shall  only  be  good  for  the  month  that 
it  is  issued. 

6.  The  F.  S.  shall  forward  to  the  General  Secretary  the  first  of 
each  month  any  due  book  that  has  not  been  forwarded  to  any  local 
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in  return  for  clearance  card  receipt,  and  all  responsibility  of  this 
member  shall  be  with  the  general  organization. 

7.  A  member  with  a  postal  card  clearance  in  his  possession  that 
he  has  not  deposited,  and  should  he  desire  to  return  to  the  local  during 
the  month  of  issue,  he  shall  send  his  receipt  to  the  General  Secretary, 
who  will  restore  his  membership  to  the  original  local  upon  explanation 
of  where  he  has  worked  during  this  period  of  time  that  clearance  card 
has  been  issued,  and  if  the  conduct  of  the  member  conforms  to  the 
trade  rules  of  the  locality  he  shall  be  restored  to  good  standing,  but  if 
found  that  he  has  violated  any  trade  rules,  charges  shall  be  preferred 
against  him  for  the  offense. 

8.  A  member  who  fails  to  deposit  clearance  card  receipt  within 
the  month  of  issue  shall  apply  to  the  General  Secretary,  who  shall  issue 
postal  clearance  card  to  the  member  upon  receipt  of  last  local  issue 
upon  the  payment  of  all  dues  and  25  cents  for  clearance  cards,  together 
with  a  fine  of  $5.00  for  his  violation  of  the  first  month's  neglect  of  the 
General  Constitution  laws,  and  for  each  month  of  neglect  of  the  General 
Constitution  of  clearance  cards  $5.00  shall  be  assessed  for  each  month 
of  violation  for  a  period  of  five  months. 

9.  Lost  receipts  shall  be  no  excuse  unless  the  General  Secretary  is 
notified  during  the  first  month's  issue  of  said  cards,  and  in  case  of  lost 
clearance  card  receipt  the  General  Secretary  shall  get  full  information 
of  conduct  of  member  before  a  postal  card  clearance  is  issued  by  him. 
If  a  member  should  be  found  guilty  of  false  statements  he  shall  be  fined 
$25.00  and  his  benefits  discontinued  for  a  period  of  six  months. 

Local  Union  327,  in  submitting  this  data,  does  not  claim  that  it  will 
solve  the  problem  of  all  our  ills,  but  it  may  produce  some  ideas  that 
will  lead  this  big  institution  to  better  things.  * 

Florida  State  Council — 

Substitute  the  following  for  Section  102: 

A  member  who  leaves  the  jurisdiction  of  his  Local  Union  to  work 
in  another  locality,  or  transfers  his  membership,  must  apply  to  the 
F.  S.  of  his  L.  U.,  present  his  due  bopk,  and  have  a  clearance  card 
properly  filled  out. 

It  is  compulsory  for  the  L.  U.,  to  issue  the  clearance  card,  provided 
the  member  has  no  charges  pending  against  him,  pays  all  arrearages 
together  with  the  current  month's  dues,  and  states  to  the  F.  S.  the 
name  of  the  town  he  expects  to  locate  in. 

The  F.  S.  issuing  the  card  shall  require  the  name  of  the  place  the 
member  expects  to  go  to,  to  be  stated  at  the  time  of  issuing  same. 
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Within  forty-eight  (48)  hours  after  issuing  a  clearance  card  the 
F.  S.  shall  notify  in  writing  the  D.  C,  or  where  no  D.  C.  exists,  the 
L.  U.  of  that  town,  that  the  brother  giving  his  name,  age  and  date  of 
his  initiation  has  taken  out  a  clearance  and  stated  t6  him  that  he  in- 
tended to  visit  their  town,  and  for  a  failure  to  do  so  the  F.  S.  shall  be 
fined  the  sum  of  $10.00  for  each  offense,  said  fine  to  be  paid  on  demand 
of  the  G.  S.  from  the  funds  of  the  L..  U.  and  collected  from  the  F.  S.  by  the 
L.  U.  in  the  manner  provided  in  Section  20. 

It  is  compulsory  for  a  member  to  report  at  the  office  of  the  D.  C. 
(or  L».  U.  where  no  D.  C.  Exists)  and  deposit  his  clearance  card  before 
securing  work  and  pending  a  meeting  of  the  L.  U.  and  comply  with  all 
the  local  trade  rules.  In  no  case  shall  a  F.  S.  receive  dues  from  a  mem- 
ber working  in  another  jurisdiction  without  the  consent  of  that  L.  U., 
under  penalty  of  a  fine  of  $10.00  for  each  offense. 

A  member  must  report  himself  at  some  D.  C.  or  L.  U.,  within  twenty 
days  from  the  date  of  taking  out  a  clearance  card,  and  for  every  day 
over  twenty  that  he  fails  to  so  report  himself  he  shall  be  fined  $1.00 
per  day. 

In  case  the  member  fails  to  locate  at  the  place  designated  at  the 
time  of  taking  a  clearance,  he  shall  notify  the  D.  C.  or  L.  U.,  as  the  case 
may  be,  together  with  the  F.  S.  of  his  own  local  of  the  change  in  his  plans 
and  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  section  in  his  new  location 
as  though  the  new  location  had  been  the  one  designated  at  first.  Where 
a  member  returns  to  his  own  L.  U.  without  depositing  his  clearance  card, 
or  reporting  himself  as  required  by  this  section,  an  affidavit  sworn  to 
by  the  business  agent  or  two  members  in  good  standing  of  the  L.  U.  in 
whose  jurisdiction  the  offense  has  been  committed,  to  the  effect  that 
the  member  has  been  actually  at  work  in  violation  of  this  section,  shall 
be  deemed  sufficient  evidence  to  cause  the  G.  S.  to  levy  the  fine  provided 
for  this  offense,  but  the  member  in  such  a  case  shall  have  the  right  to  an 
appeal  to  the  G.  P.  upon  depositing  the  amount  of  his  fine  with  the  F. 
S.  of  his  local  within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  notice  of  his  being  fined, 
and  he  must  within  ten  days  from  taking  an  appeal  file  his  evidence 
with  the  G.  P.  All  money  so  deposited  shall  be  returned  to  the  mem- 
ber in  the  event  of  his  appeal  being  sustained,  otherwise  to  be  dis- 
posed of  as  hereinafter  provided. 

A  member  entitled  to  sick  benefits  in  his  local  at  the  time  of  ob- 
taining a  clearance  card,  shall  remain  a  beneficial  member  of  that  L. 
U.  for  the  length  of  time  necessary  for  him  to  become*  beneficial  in 
accordance  with  their  by-laws,  provided  such  time  does  not  exceed  three 
months.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  a  F.  S.  receiving  a  clearance  card  to 
notify  the  L.  U.  issuing  the  same  of  the  date  when  the  member  will 
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become  entitled  to  sick  benefits  under  their  by-laws.  This  must  be 
done  at  the  time  when  the  coupon  is  returned  to  the  L.  U.  issuing 
same.  A  violation  of  this  clause  is  finable  in  the  sum  of  $5.00  for  each 
offense. 

Requisition  for  sick  benefits  under  this  clause  must  be  signed  by 
the  President,  R.  S.  and  F.  S.  of  the  L.  U.  making  the  requisition  and 
be  accompanied  by  a  doctor's  certificate  as  to  the  nature  of  the  illness, 
and  a  L.  U.  endeavoring  to  obtain  sick  benefits  for  a  member  not  en- 
titled to  the  same  shall  forfeit  its  charter.  In  the  event  of  a  member 
becoming  three  months  in  arrears  in  a  local  into  which  he  has  cleared, 
notice  of  such  arrears  must  be  forwarded  to  the  L.  U.  from  which  he 
obtained  a  C.  C. 

All  fines  collected  under  this  section  shall  be  divided  as  follows: 
Fifty  per  cent,  shall  be  retained  by  the  G.  S.  and  applied  to  the  fund 
for  organizing,  the  remaining  50  per  cent,  shall  be  forwarded  to  the 
D.  C.  in  whose  jurisdiction  the  offense  was  committed,  or  if  no  D.  C. 
exists,  a  credit  slip  shall  be  issued  to  the  L.  U.  having  jurisdiction,  which 
credit  slip  shall  be  accepted  at  the  G.  O.  for  all  obligations  of  that  L.  U. 
^xcept  assessments  levied  to  support  a  strike. 

All  clearance  cards  shall  mature  on  the  last  day  of  the  month  in 
which  they  are  issued,  but  may  be  accepted  by  a  L.  U.  at  any  time  during 
the  succeeding  month,  provided  the  L.  U.  collects  dues  for  that  month 
and  pays  per  capita  tax  on  the  member. 

All  clauses  of  the  General  Constitution  which  confiict  with  this 
section  are  hereby  repealed  in  so  far  as  they  do  so  conflict,  otherwise 
to  remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 

Local  Union  75,  Indianapolis,  Ind. — 

Amend  Section  102,  of  the  general  constitution,  by  changing  the  words 
"together  with  current  month's  dues,"  after  the  word  "arrearages"  in  the 
seventh  line  to  "together  with  current  and  ensuing  month's  dues."  Rest 
of  section  to  remain  as  it  now  reads. 

We  find  that  there  is  constant  turmoil  in  the  local  unions  as  a  result 
of  the  present  arrangement,  because  if  a  member  takes  out  a  clearance 
card  on  or  after  the  28th  day  of  a  month  it  may  not  be  possible  for  him 
to  deposit  same  before  it  expires,  and  if  the  member  present  his  card  to  a 
local  union  and  the  clearance  card  is  two  days  old  the  local  will  not  ac- 
cept same. 

District  Council  of  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  and  vicinity: 

Substitute  the  following  for  Section  102:  A  member  who  leaves  the 
jurisdiction  of  his  local  union  to  work  in  another  locality,  or  transfers  his 
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membership,  must  apply  to  the  F.  S.  of  his  L.  U.,  present  his  due  book  and 
have  a  clearance  card  properly  filled  out. 

It  is  compulsory  for  the  L.  U.  to  issue  the  clearance  card,  provided  the 
member  has  no  charges  pending  against  him,  pays  all  arrearages  together 
with  the  current  month's  dues  and  states  to  the  F.  S.  the  name  of  the  town 
he  expects  to  locate  in. 

The  F.  S.  issuing  the  card  shall  require  the  name  of  the  place  the 
member  expects  to  go  to,  to  be  stated  at  the  time  of  issuing  same. 

Within  forty-eight  hours  (48)  after  issuing  a  clearance  card  the  F.  S. 
shall  notify  in  writing  the  D.  C,  or,  where  no  D.  C.  exists,  the  L.  U.  of  that 
town,  that  the  brother  (giving  his  name,  age  and  date  of  his  initiation)  has 
taken  out  a  clearance  and  stated  to  him  that  he  intended  to  visit  their 
town,  and  for  a  failure  to  do  so  the  F.  S.  shall  be  fined  the  sum  of  ten  dol- 
lars for  each  offense,  said  fine  to  be  paid  on  demand  of  the  G.  S.  from  the 
funds  of  the  L,  U.  and  collected  from  the  F.  S.  by  the  L.  U.  in  the  manner 
provided  in  Section  203. 

It  is  compulsory  for  a  member  to  report  at  the  office  of  the  D.  C.  (or 
L.  U.,  where  no  D.  C.  exists)  and  deposit  his  clearance  card  before  secur- 
ing work  and  pending  a  meeting  of  the  L.  U.  and  comply  with  all  the  local 
trade  rules.  In  no  case  shall  a  F.  S.  receive  dues  from  a  member  working 
in  another  jurisdiction  without  the  consent  of  that  L.  U.,  under  penalty  of 
a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for  each  offense. 

A  member  must  report  himself  at  some  D.  C.  or  L.  U.  within  twenty 
days  from  the  date  of  taking  out  a  clearance  card,  and  for  every  day  over 
twenty  that  he  fails  to  so  report  himself  he  shall  be  fined  one  dollar  per 
day. 

In  case  the  member  fails  to  locate  at  the  place  designated  at  the  time 
of  taking  a  clearance  he  shall  notify  the  D.  C.  or  L.  U.,  as  the  case  may 
be,  together  with  the  F.  S.  of  his  own  local,  of  the  change  in  his  plans  and 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  section  in  his  new  location  as  though 
the  new  location  had  been  the  one  designated  at  first. 

Where  a  member  returns  to  his  own  L.  U.  without  depositing  his 
clearance  card  or  reporting  himself,  as  required  by  this  section,  an  affi- 
davit sworn  to  by  the  business  agent  or  two  members  in  good  standing 
of  the  L.  U.,  in  whose  jurisdiction  the  offense  has  been  committed,  to  the 
effect  that  the  member  has  been  actually  at  work  in  violation  of  this  sec- 
tion, shall  be  deemed  sufficient  evidence  to  cause  the  G.  S.  to  levy  the 
fine  provided  for  this  offense,  but  the  member  in  such  a  case  shall  have 
the  right  to  an  appeal  to  the  G.  P.  upon  depositing  the  amount  of  Ms 
fine  with  the  F.  S.  of  his  local  within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  the  no- 
tice of  his  being  fined,  and  he  must,  within  ten  days  froln  taking  an  ap- 
peal, file  his  evidence  with  the  G.  P.;  all  money  so  deposited  shall  be

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returned  to  the  member  in  the  event  of  his  appeal  being  sustained,  other- 
wise to  be  disposed  of  as  hereinafter  provided. 

A  member  entitled  to  sick  benefits  in  his  local  at  the  time  of  obtaining 
a  clearance  card  shall  remain  a  beneficial  member  of  that  L.  U.  for  the 
length  of  time  necessary  for  him  to  become  beneficial  in  accordance  with 
their  by-laws,  provided  such  time  does  not  exceed  three  months.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  a  F.  S.  receiving  a  clearance  card  to  notify  the  L.  U.  issuing 
the  same,  of  the  date  when  the  member  will  become  entitled  to  sick  bene- 
fits under  their  by-laws;  this  must  be  done  at  the  time  when  the  coupon 
is  returned  to  the  L.  U.  issuing  same;  a  violation  of  this  clause  is  finable 
in  the  sum  of  $5.00  for  each  offense. 

Requisitions  for  sick  benefits  under  this  clause  must  be  signed  by  the 
President,  R.  S.  and  F.  S.  of  the  L.  U.  making  the  requisition  and  be  ac- 
companied by  a  doctor's  certificate  as  to  the  nature  of  the  illness  and  a 
L.  U.  endeavoring  to  obtain  sick  benefits  for  a  member  not  entitled  to  the 
same  shall  forfeit  its  charter.  In  the  event  of  a  member  becoming  thret* 
months  in  arrears  in  a  local  into  which  he  has  cleared,  notice  of  such 
arrears  must  be  forwarded  to  the  L.  U.  from  which  he  obtained  a  clear- 
ance card. 

All  fines  collected  under  this  section  shall  be  divided  as  follows:  Fifty 
per  cent,  shall  be  retained  by  the  G.  S.  and  applied  to  the  fund  for  organiz- 
ing, the  remaining  50  per  cent,  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  D.  C.  in  whose 
jurisdiction  the  offense  was  committed,  or  if  no  D.  C.  exists,  a  credit  slip 
shall  be  issued  to  the  L.  U.  having  jurisdiction,  which  credit  slip  shall  be 
accepted  at  the  G.  O.  for  all  obligations  of  that  L,  U.  except  assessments 
levied  to  support  a  strike. 

All  clearance  cards  shall  mature  on  the  last  day  of  the  month  in 
which  they  are  issued,  but  may  be  accepted  by  a  L.  U.  at  any  time  during 
the  succeeding  month,  provided  the  L.  U.  collects  dues  for  that  month 
and  pays  per  capita  tax  on  the  member. 

All  clauses  of  this  constitution  which  conflict  with  this  section  are 
hereby  repealed  in  so  far  as  they  do  so  conflict,  otherwise  to  remain  in 
full  effect. 

Delegate  Van  Duyn,  continuing  for  the  committee : 

District  Council  of  Miami,  Fla.,  and  Vicinity — 

Section  102  to  be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  "A  member  who  leaves 
the  jurisdiction  of  his  local  union  to  work  in  another  locality,  or  transfer 
his  membership,  must  apply  to  the  F.  S.,  and  present  his  due  book  and 
have  clearance  card  properly  filled  out.  It  is  compulsory  for  the  local 
union  to  issue  sSiid  card,  providing  the  member  has  no  charges  pending 
against  him  and  pays  all  arrearages  together  with  current  month's  dues. 
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Said  card  matures  on  the  last  day  of  the  month  in  which  it  is  issued,  but  a 
local  union  may  accept  said  card  until  the  last  day  of  the  ensuing  month, 
provided  they  collect  dues  and  pay  per  capita  tax  for  said  month.  It  is 
compulsory  for  the  member  to  report  and  deposit  his  clearance  card  at 
the  office  of  the  D.  C,  or  L.  U.  where  no  D.  C.  exists,  before  securing  work, 
pending  a  meeting  of  the  L.  U.,  and  comply  with  all  local  laws,  and  in  no 
case  shall  the  F.  S.  accept  dues  from  any  member  working  in  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  another  L.  U.  or  D.  C,  when  so  notified,  without  the  consent  of 
such  L.  U.  or  D.  C.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  F.  S.  accepting  dues  from 
a  member  known  to  be  working  in  another  jurisdiction  to  immediately 
report  same  to  the  D.  C.  or  L.  U.,  where  no  D.  C.  exists,  under  penalty 
of  a  fine  of  five  dollars  ($5)  for  the  first  ofCense,  ten  dollars  ($10)  for  the 
second  offense,  and  for  the  third  offense,  suspension  from  all  local  office 
for  a  period  of  two  (2)  years." 

Your  committee  non-concurs  and  recommends  the  following  amend- 
ment to  Section  102: 

Clearance  Cards. 

Section  102.  A  member  who  leaves  the  jurisdiction  of  his  Local 
Union  to  work  in  another  locality  or  transfers  his  membership,  must 
apply  to  the  F.  S.  and  present  his  due  book  and  have  Clearance  Card 
properly  filled  out.  It  is  compulsory  for  the  Local  Union  to  issue  said 
card,  providing  the  member  has  no  charges  pending  against  him  and 
pays  all  arrearages,  together  with  current  and  ensuing"  month's  dues  in 
advance.  It  is  compulsory  for  the  member  to  report  and  deposit  his 
Clearance  Card  at  the  office  of  the  D.  C.  or  Local  Union  where  no  D.  C. 
exists  before  securing  work,  pending  a  meeting  of  the  L.  U.  and  comply 
with  all  local  laws.  And  in  no  case  shall  the  F.  S.  accept  dues  other 
than  to  secure  clearance  cards  from  a  member  working  in  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  any  other  L.  U.  or  D.  C.  without  the  consent  of  such  L.  U.  or 
D.  C.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  F.  S.  accepting  dues  from  a  member 
for  clearance  card  who  is  working  in  another  jurisdiction  to  immediately 
report  same  to  the  D.  C.  or  Local  Union  where  no  D.  C.  exists  under 
penalty  of  a  fine  of  five  ($5.00)  dollars  for  the  first  offense,  ten  ($10.00) 
dollars  for  the  second  offense,  and  for  the  third  offense  suspension  from 
all  local  office  for  a  period  of  two  (2)  years. 

Delegate  Crimmins  submitted  the  following  amendment: 

"Amend  after  the  word  advance  on  seventh  line,  provid- 
ing he  is  leaving  the  jurisdiction  of  the  D.  C.  or  L.  U.  where 
no  D.  C.  exists."    (Amendment  seconded.) 


He  then  spoke  in  support  of  the  amendment,  explaining 
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its  effect,  what  it  provided  for  and  the  good  results  it  would 
have  in  his  district. 

The  matter  was  then  discussed  at  some  length  by  Dele- 
gates Pohlman,  Wilde,  Ryan  and  Featherston. 

The  previous  question  was  then  called  for,  put  to  vote  and 
carried. 

Motion  to  concur  in  the  amendment  was  put  and  lost. 

Delegate  Swartz — I  amend  to  strike  out  the  words  "and 
ensuing"  in  the  sixth  line  and  insert  after  the  word  "advance" 
in  the  seventh  line :  "All  clearance  cards  shall  mature  on  the 
last  day  of  the  month  in  which  they  are  issued,  but  may  be 
accepted  by  a  L.  U.  at  any  time  during  the  succeeding  month, 
provided  the  L.  U.  collects  dues  for  that  month  and  pays  per 
capita  tax  on  the  member."  (Seconded.) 

He  then  spoke  in  favor  of  the  amendment,  giving  reasons 
why  the  amendment  should  prevail. 

Chairman  Pratt,  for  the  committee,  stated  that  the  ensu- 
ing month's  dues  had  been  placed  there  because  they  thought 
it  would  be  a  protection  to  the  membership.  He  further  stated 
they  realized  it  would  mean  more  work,  both  for  the  financial 
secretaries  and  the  General  Office,  but  they  were  of  the  opin- 
ion it  would  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  membership. 

The  matter  was  then  taken  up  and  discussed  by  Dele- 
gates Guerin,  Soderberg,  Lambert  and  others.  Finally  the 
previous  question  was  called  for,  put  and  carried. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  amendment  was  put  to  vote 
and  carried. 

Delegate  Soderberg  offered  the  following  amendment: 

"A  clearance  card  shall  expire  thirty  days  after  date  of 
issuance."  (Seconded.) 

On  being  put  to  vote,  the  motion  to  concur  in  the  amend- 
ment was  carried.  '  . 
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The  following  amendment  was  submitted  by  Delegate 
Frazier : 

"Insert  in  tenth  line  after  words  'local  laws/  'A  member 
who  has  not  deposited  his  clearance  card  and  returns  to  the 
local  issuing  said  card  shall  explain  to  the  F.  S.  in  what  lo- 
cality he  has  been  working.  Failing  to  do  this,  he  shall  be 
fined  not  less  than  $10.00/  " 

He  then  spoke  in  support  of  the  amendment,  calling  at- 
tention to  the  conditions  existing  in  Jacksonville  and  other 
cities  in  the  South.  He  stated  that  something  must  be  done 
to  prevent  the  members  from  going  into  localities  and  con- 
cealing their  identity. 

On  being  put  to  vote,  the  amendment  was  lost. 

Delegate  Soderberg  submitted  the  following  amendment: 

Strike  out,  '*It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  F.  S.  accepting 
dues  from  a  member  for  clearance  card  who  is  working  in  an- 
other jurisdiction  to  immediately,"  etc.,  and  insert,  '*It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  F.  S.  accepting  dues  from  a  member  work- 
ing in  another  jurisdiction  to  immediately,"  etc.  (Seconded.) 

Chairman  Pratt,  for  the  committee,  explained  the  differ- 
ence between  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  and  the 
law  as  it  now  existed. 

The  previous  question  was  then  called  for,  put  to  vote 
and  carried. 

On  being  put  to  vote  the  motion  to  concur  in  the  amend- 
ment was  lost. 

Delegate  Adams  in  discussing  the  recommendation  of  the 
committee  said  that  under  the  present  system  a  Local  Union 
issuing  a  clearance  card  could  not  tell  whether  or  not  it  was 
ever  deposited. 

Delegate  Ryan — I  move  you  that  the  entire  recommenda- 
tion be  stricken  out  and  the  resolution  as  submitted  by  Local 
Union  No.  471  be  substituted  therefor.  (Seconded.) 
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The  General  Secretary  read  the  amendment  of  Local 
Union  No.  471,  which  is  as  follows: 

Clearance  Cards,  Section  102 — "A  member  who  leaves  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  his  Local  Union  to  work  in  another  locality  for  a  period  of  time 
longer  than  thirty  days,  must  report  and  request  the  recording  secre- 
tary of  said  locality  to  have  forwarded  his  clearance  from  Local  Union 
he  came  from,  and  said  member  must  pay  the  assessment  for  upkeep 
of  locality  he  transfers  to,  but  can  if  he  so  desires  remain  a  member 
of  his  previous  Local  Union,  so  that  he  will  be  entitled  to  all  privileges 
paid  for  in  said  Local  Union. 

"It  is  compulsory  for  the  Local  Union  to  issue  said  clearance  provided 
the  member  has  no  charges  pending  against  him  and  has  paid  all  ar- 
rearages against  him  with  current  month's  dues. 

"In  no  case  shall  the  financial  secretary  accept  dues  from  a  member 
working  in  the  jurisdiction  of  another  Local  Union  or  District  Council 
without  the  consent  of  such  Local  Union  or  District  Council  he  trans- 
ferred from. 

"It  the  duty  of  the  financial  secretary  accepting  dues  from  an- 
other jurisdiction  to  immediately  report  same  to  the  District  Council 
or  Local  Union  where  no  District  Council  exists  under  a  penalty  of  a 
fine  of  $5.00  for  the  first  offense,  $10.00  for  the  second  and  for  the  third 
offense  debarred  from  holding  any  office  in  the  Local  Union  for  a  period 
of  two  years." 

The  convention  adjourned  at  12  o'clock,  to  reconvene  at  2 
o'clock.

Fall  River,  Mass.,  September  25  1914. 

Mr.  James  Kirby,  President  United  Brotherhood  Carpenters  and  Joiners, 
Indianapolis,  Indiana. 

Dear  Friend  Kirby — This  letter  will  introduce  to  you  Mrs.  Sara  A. 
Conboy,  our  national  representative,  whom  we  are  desirous  of  having 
the  privilege  to  address  the  delegates  to  your  convention,  with  the  object 
of  telling  them  some  facts  in  regard  to  the  terrific  fight  we  are  making 
in  the  South  for  the  right  to  organize  the  Southern  Textile  Workers,  to 
the  end  that  we  may  emancipate  them  from  the  terrible  conditions  under 
which  they  are  now  struggling. 

Mrs.  Conboy  has  recently  returned  from  the  strike  situation  at 
Atlanta,  Georgia,  where  there  is  every  indication  that  the  Southern 
manufacturers  have  lined  up  with  the  object  of  crushing  our  movement 
to  organize. 

Mrs.  Conboy  has  had  the  privilege  of  addressing  several  national 
conventions,  and  I  have  taken  the  liberty  of  assuring  her,  that,  knowing 
you  and  many  of  your  colleagues  as  I  do,  she  will  be  given  a  cordial 
reception. 

Anything  you  may  do  for  her  will  be  deeply  appreciated. 
With  the  hope  that  your  convention  will  be  a  most  successful  one, 
I  am  with  best  wishes.

A  motion  that  Mrs.  Conboy  be  given  the  privilege  of  ad- 
dressing the  convention  was  put  to  a  vote  and  carried. 
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Mrs.  Conboy  thanked  the  officers  and  delegates  for  the 
privilege  of  addressing  them  and  stated  that  her  purpose  in 
coming  before  them  was  in  behalf  of  the  strikers  formerly 
employed  by  the  Fulton*  Bag  and  Cotton  Mill  in  Atlanta,  Ga. 
Continuing,  she  said:  "In  October  of  last  year  a  group  of 
men  employed  by  the  above  firm  started  an  organization.  As 
soon  as  the  organization  was  well  under  way  the  officers  of 
same  were  immediately  discharged  and  a  strike  was  declared. 
From  that  time  on  one  discharge  after  another  was  made, 
until  in  April  of  this  year  eighty-two  people  had  been  dis- 
charged. 

Accompanied  by  a  committee  of  the  strikers,  I  waited  on 
the  president  of  the  company,  but  he  stated  there  was  nothing 
to  talk  about  and  that  he  absolutely  refused  to  reinstate  the 
people  discharged.   The  strike  has  been  on  ever  since. 

The  reason  for  the  strike  was  that  the  weaver,  who 
makes  a  piece  of  cloth,  was  fined  for  the  whole  piece  if  he 
made  one  little  mistake.  The  loom  fixer  was  also  fined,  al- 
though he  had  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  the  making  of 
the  cloth.  Before  being  employed  by  this  firm  it  was  neces- 
sary to  sign  a  contract  that  they  would  protect  everything  in 
the  mill  excepting  human  life,  nothing  being  said  regarding 
that.  If  they  were  injured  while  employed  in  the  mill  they 
waived  all  rights'  to  any  claim  against  the  company. 

The  sanitary  conditions  in  and  around  the  homes  of  these 
people  were  intolerable.  In  some  instances  families  were  re- 
quired to  carry  water  great  distances,  as  there  were  only  four 
hydrants  for  one  hundred  houses.  Conditions  become  so  bad 
that  the  organization  of  textile  workers  erected  tents  on  the 
outskirts  of  Atlanta  and  the  strikers  are  living  in  these  tents 
at  the  present  time,  and  the  organization  is  feeding  900  peo- 
ple at  a  cost  of  $1.00  per  week.  But  in  order  to  continue  this 
it  is  necessary  to  have  funds.  It  is  now  costing  the  Interna- 
tional organization  $1,000.00  per  week  to  take  care  of  these 
900  people." 

Mrs.  Conboy  further  stated  that  the  slaves  of  a  half 
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century  ago  were  treated  far  better  than  these  strikers  were 
being  treated  today,  that  there  were  practically  no  labor  laws 
in  the  South  and  that  children  seven  years  old  and  under  were 
working  in  the  mills  for  little  or  nothing.  "We  are  living  in 
riotous  luxury/Vshe  continued,  "in  comparison  with  the  way 
those  people  are  living." 

She  then  compared  the  rate  of  wages  paid  in  the  mills  of 
New  England  with  those  paid  in  the  Southern  districts,  tak- 
ing her  figures  from  the  report  of  the  commissioner  of  labor, 
and  closed  by  requesting  the  delegates  to  give  their  moral  and 
financial  support  to  the  fight  now  beinjg  waged  by  the  textile 
workers  for  better  conditions  in  the  South. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Mrs.  Conboy's  address.  President 
Kirby  stated  that  the  convention  would  give  careful  consid- 
eration to  her  request. 

He  then  introduced  Mrs.  0.  E.  Woodbury,  who,  in  behalf 
of  the  visiting  ladies,  read  the  following  resolutions : 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  September  29,  1914. 

To  the  Delegates  of  the  Eighteenth  Biennial  Convention  United  Brother- 
hood of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  America — Greeting: — 

Whereas,  We,  the  visiting  ladies  of  the  various  parts  of  our  country 
to  the  Indianapolis  Convention  of  the  U.  B.  of  C.  &  J.  of  A.,  feel  that 
without  previous  arrangements  having  been  made  for  our  entertainment, 
we  have  been  most  royally  welcomed  and  entertained  by  the  General 
Convention;  be  it  therefore 

Resolved,  That  we  tender  our  most  humble  and  sincere  thanks  for 
the  courtesies  shown  us  and  hope  that  it  will  be  within  our  power  in 
the  near  future  to  show  our  appreciation  of  the  efforts  put  forth  in  our 
behalf.

President  Kirby  stated  that  the  resolutions  would  be  in- 
cluded in  the  proceedings  of  the  convention, 
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The  report  of  the  Constitution  Committee  was  called  for, 
and  President  Kirby  made  the  following  statement: 

In  dealing  with  this  matter  I  have  no  desire  or  intention 
not  to  recognize  any  one.  When  an  amendment  is  made,  if  it 
does  not  have  merit  enough  to  receive  a  second,  I  continue  the 
business. .  When  an  amendment  is  made  and  any  brother  de- 
sires to  offer  a  second,  he  -yvill  always  be  given  an  opportunity 
to  do  so.  If  you  will  make  your  wants  known  you  will  be 
heard,  but  the  chair  is  not  going  to  invite  seconds.  If  you 
desire  to  second  an  amendment  when  it  is  produced,  let  us 
hear  from  you  and  don't  delay  the  convention. 

We  were  dealing  before  adjournment  with  the  amendment 
offered  by  Delegate  Ryan,  viz.,  that  the  report  of  the  commit- 
tee on  Section  102  of  the  General  Constitution  be  stricken  out 
and  the  amendment  offered  by  L.  U.  471  substituted. 

Delegate  Ryan,  discussing  the  amendment  and  speaking 
in  favor  of  it,  stated  that  there  should  be  more  freedom  and 
less  restriction  in  the  matter,  that  in  his  ability  to  read  his- 
tory he  could  never  see  where,  at  any  time,  any  benefit  has 
been  brought  to  the  human  race  except  through  the  breaking 
down  of  restriction  and  the  granting  of  greater  liberty.  He 
did  not  believe  it  was  characteristic  of  the  true  spirit  of  union- 
ism for  a  city  or  a  locality  to  "build  walls  around  it.'* 

Delegate  Featherston  spoke  in  opposition  to  extending 
any  privileges  or  liberties  to  the  "floating"  class  of  our  mem- 
bership— that  is,  the  men  who  drop  in  to  get  a  day's  work 
wherever  they  can  and  then  leave  the  trouble  to  the  resident 
members. 

Another  delegate  opposed  the  amendment  for  the  reason 
that  it  would  create  a  great  deal  more  work  for  the  local  finan- 
cial secretaries. 

Delegate  Farrell  called  attention  to  that  part  of  the  report 
of  the  General  Secretary  dealing  with  the  great  number  of 
clearance  cards  granted  and  unaccounted  for.

Delegate  McCarthy,  after  further  discussion  had  followed, 
moved  the  previous  question.  The  motion  was  properly  sec- 
onded, but  was  lost  on  being  put  to  vote. 

Delegate  Howlett  opposed  the  amendment  for  the  reason 
that  it  left  the  way  more  open  for  the  ''floater"  than  the  pres- 
ent law,  and  for  the  further  reason  that  as  the  amendment 
stands  it  does  not  require  the  member  to  furnish  any  evidence 
of  his  membership. 

There  was  further  discussion  by  several  delegates,  in 
which  the  sentiment  was  almost  unaimously  against  the 
amendment. 

The  previous  question  was  called  for,  and  on  being  put  to 
vote  the  motion  was  carried. 

The  amendment  offered  by  Delegate  Ryan  was  then  put 
to  vote  and  lost. 

Delegate  Cole — I  desire  to  olfer  the  following  amendment : 
"Amend  Section  102  (committee's  report,)  by  striking  out 
the  word  ''present"  in  third  line  and  substitute  the  word 
"deposit."  Add  after  the  words  "filled  out"  in  fourth  line  the 
following:  The  F.  S.  issuing  the  clearance  card  shall  retain 
the  due  book  until  the  clearance  card  is  returned.  Add  after 
the  word  "laws"  in  tenth  line  the  following:  The  F.  S.  of  the 
L.  U.  in  which 'the  clearance  card  is  deposited  shall  return  same 
to  the  F.  S.  of  the  L.  U.  issuing  it,  and  he  shall  immediately 
forward  the  member's  due  book  to  the  F.  S.  of  the  L.  U.  in 
which  the  clearance  card  is  deposited,  who  shall  return  it  to 
the  member.  And  in  no  case  shall  a  F.  S.  accept  dues  from  a 
member  unless  he  shall  have  positive  evidence  that  the  mem- 
ber is  not  working  in  the  jurisdiction  of  a  L.  U.  or  D.  C.  in 
violation  of  the  laws  of  the  U.  B.,  under  penalty  of  a  fine  of 
$5.00  for  the  first  offense,  $10.00  for  the  second  offense,  .and 
for  the  third  offense  suspension  from  all  office  for  a  period  of 
two  years.  (All  portions  of  this  and  other  sections  not  in  con- 
formity with  this  amendment  to  be  repealed.) 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  amendment  be  re- 
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ferred  to  the  Constitution  Committee  for  further  considera- 
tion, they  to  report  back  to  the  convention. 

Delegate  Cole  stated  that  while  he  realized  his  amend- 
ment would  not  cover  up  all  the  faults  in  the  present  clear- 
ance card  system,  he  believed  it  contained  some  good  points 
which  merited  consideration  and  which  might  assist  the  com- 
mittee in  bringing  in  a  more  tangible  recommendation  to  the 
convention. 

Delegate  Pratt,  for  the  committee,  stated  that  the  com- 
mittee had  given  the  matter  of  clearance  cards  careful  con- 
sideration, looking  at  it  from  the  viewpoint  of  the  brother 
from  California,  the  brother  from  Canada,  the  brother  from 
the  North  and  the  brother  from  the  East,  and  that  he  be- 
lieved the  recommendation  of  the  committee  as  offered  was 
the  very  best  that  could  be  arrived  at  at  this  time. 

Delegate  Featherston  stated  that  the  present  recom- 
mendation was  a  combination  of  opinions  of  the  five  different 
members  of  the  committee. 

After  further  discussion  it  was  moved,  seconded  and  car- 
ried that  the  amendment  offered  by  Delegate  Cole,  together 
with  the  subject  matter  of  the  committee's  report  dealing 
with  Section  102,  discussed  at  the  morning  session,  be  re- 
ferred back  to  the  committee. 

Local  Union  1033,  Monaca,  Pa. — 

Whereas,  Section  103  of  the  General  Constitution  prohibits  members 
of  the  U.  B.  of  C.  and  J.  of  A.  working  in  any  district  other  than  where 
he  belongs;  and 

Whereas,  We  believe  this  is  a  discrimination  against  our  members 
when  sent  to  another  district  for  six  or  eight  weeks,  and  is  detrimental 
to  our  locals,  and  when  members  of  the  U.  B.  return  to  their  homes  daily 
shall  not  be  required  to  transfer,  thereby  disqualifying  themselves  from 
local  benefits;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  L.  U.  1033  presents  for  the  consideration  of  the  Gen- 
eral Convention,  to  be  held  on  the  third  Monday  in  September,  1914,  the 
following  amendment  to  Section  103  of  the  General  Constitution: 

Amend  Section  103  by  striking  out  all  from  the  word  "sent,"  on  the 
second  line,  to  and  including  the  word  "month,"  on  the  third  line,  so 
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that  Section  103  shall  read  as  follows:  "Any  member  working  in  a  dis- 
trict from  which  he  returns  home  daily,  or  who  is  sent  into  an  outside 
jurisdiction  by  an  employer  from  his  own  district,  shall  not  be  required 
to  take  out  a  clearance  card,  but  shall  be  governed  by  the  trade  rules  of 
the  district  in  which  he  works." 

Your  comijiittee  non-concurs  and  recommends  the  following  amend- 
ment to  Section  103: 

Section  103.  Any  member  working  in  a  district  from  which  he  re- 
turns home  daily,  or  who  is  sent  for  more  than  one  month  into  an  out- 
side jurisdiction  by  an  employer  from  his  own  district,  shall  be  required 
to  take  out  a  Clearance  Card  unless  he  first  secures  a  permit  in  writing 
from  the  L.  U.  or  D.  C.  in  whose  jurisdiction  he  may  go,  to  work  with- 
out a  transfer,  and  he  shall  be  governed  by  the  trade  rules  of  the  dis- 
trict in  which  he  works. 

The  motion  to  refer  the  amendment  offered  by  L.  U.  1033 
back  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  was  carried. 

Local  Union  174,  Joliet,  111.— 

Amend  Section  107.  Fourth  line,  after  word  "applicant,"  add  "and 
due  book";  fifth  line,  after  the  word  "correct,"  to  read:  "then  member  shall 
be  admitted  to  membership  to  the  Local  Union  where  clearance  card  was 
presented — except  in  case  of  strikes  and  lockouts." 

Your  committee  non-concurs  and  recommends  that  the  words  **and 
doe  book"  be  added  after  the  word  "applicant"  in  the  fourth  line  of  Sec- 
tion 107. 

The  delegate  from  Joliet  offered  the  following  amend- 
ment: 

Amend  Section  107  to  read  as  follows:  In  entering  a 
Local  Union  a  member  with  a  clearance  card  shall  hand  in  his 
due  book  to  the  President,  who  shall  appoint  a  committee  of 
three,  who  shall  retire  and  examine  the  applicant  and  due  book 
and  report  at  once.  If  clearance  card  and  due  book  are  found 
correct,  then  applicant  shall  be  accepted  in  the  L.  U.  where 
clearance  card  is  presented,  except  in  case  of  strike  or  lockout ; 
provided,  however,  that  the  applicant  has  been  a  member  of 
the  U.  p.  for  a  period  of  one  year.    (Amendment  seconded.) 

The  delegate  from  Joilet  spoke  at  considerable  length  in 
favor  of  the  amendment,  believing  that  a  member  should  be 
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guaranteed  the  right  to  deposit  his  clearance  card  or  have  it 
accepted  by  another  Local  Union  when  going  into  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  another  union  to  work. 

Delegates  Woodbury,  Junker,  Roth,  Guerin  and  others 
spoke  in  opposition  to  the  amendment.  Delegate  Guerin  em- 
phasizing the  point  that  while  the  present  law  works  a  hard- 
ship in  some  localities,  the  proposed  amendment  would  throw 
the  door  wide  open  without  any  restriction. 

The  previous  question  was  called  for  and  the  motion  was 
carried  on  being  put  to  vote. 

The  amendment  offered  by  the  delegate  from  Joliet  to 
Section  107  was  then  put  to  vote  and  lost. 

The  previous  question  on  the  report  of  the  committee  on 
Section  107  was  then  called  for,  and  on  being  put  to  vote  the 
motion  for  the  previous  question  was  carried. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee on  Section  107  was  carried. 

Local  Union  55,  Denver,  Colo. — 

Amend  Section  121.  Add  after  the  word  constitution,  "ProTided,  that 
in  communities  where  there  are  not  a  sufficient  number  of  journeymen  car- 
penters or  persons  eligible  to  membership  in  the  U.  B.  to  form  a  Local 
Union,  the  General  Org-anizer,  or  some  person  designated  bj  the  General 
President,  shall  haye  the  power  to  initiate  members  in  such  localities, 
proYide  such  member  with  due  book,  constitution,  etc  Members  so  Ini- 
tiated shall  be  under  the  jurisdiction  and  shall  pay  dues  to  the  nearest 
Local  Union  to  the  locality  in  which  he  resides  until  such  time  as  there 
are  sufficient  eligible  persons  in  his  locality  to  form  a  Local  Union." 

Your  committee  recommends  its  adoption. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee was  carried. 

L.  U.  309,  New  York  City- 
Section  122a  (new  section).   TVheneyer  in  the  judgment  of  tiie  G.  P. 
there  be  a  superfluous  number  of  Local  Unions  located  in  any  locality,  ani 
he  should  deem  in  his  wisdom  a  consolidation  for  the  best  interest  of  the 
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organization,  locally  or  at  large,  he  shall  hare  power  to  order  two  or  more 
of  such  Local  Unions  to  consolidate  and  to  enforce  the  consolidation,  pro- 
Tided  such  course  receiyes  the  sanction  of  the  G.  E.  B. 

Committee  recommends  its  adoption. 

Referring  to  the  above,  Delegate  Featherston,  for  the 
committee,  called  attention  to  the  amendment  offered  by  L.  U. 
476  on  the  same  subject,  considered  at  the  seventh  day's  ses- 
sion and  laid  over  until  the  amendment  offered  by  L.  U.  309 
was  taken  up.  The  amendment  offered  by  L.  U.  476  is  as 
follows : 

Local  Union  476,  New  York,  N.  Y.— 

Addition  to  Section  32,  Duties  of  General  President,  eighth  line,  after 
letters  "U.  B.":  "And  at  any  time  within  his  judgment  consolidate 
locals  in  any  district  where  it  is  shown  that  it  is  for  the  best  interests 
of  the  district  or  U.  B." 

Explanation — To  our  minds  it  is  unnecessary  expense  to  the  locals 
having  small  membership  such  as  rent,  officers'  salaries,  delegates  and 
committees'  services  when  same  can  be  reduced  by  consolidating.  At 
the  present  time  there  are  several  locals  meeting  in  the  same  building 
and  on  the  same  night  and  we  believe  it  would  be  for  the  benefit  of  above 
said  locals  and  the  U.  B.  in  general  if  they  were  consolidated. 

Your  committee  recommends  its  adoption. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  on  the  same  sub- 
ject is  as  follows : 

The  G.  P.,  in  conjunction  with  the  G.  E.  B.,  may  at  any  time  order 
the  consolidation  of  Local  Unions  when  it  is  deemed  to  be  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  U.  B. 

Delegate  O'Connell  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  amendment 
submitted  by  L.  U.  309,  claiming  that  if  Local  Unions  desire 
voluntarily  to  consolidate  they  should  have  that  right,  but 
that  compulsory  consolidation  should  not  be  forced  upon  any 
Local  Union. 

Delegate  Ryan  opposed  the  amendment  on  the  grounds 
that  it  placed  too  much  power  in  the  hands  of  one  man,  and 
said  that  the  large  Local  Union  as  a  large  local  did  not  do  its 
business  any  better,  or  as  well,  as  the  small  Local  Union.  He 
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believed  that  it  might  be  possible,  if  the  General  President  had 
this  power,  to  wield  that  power  in  the  furtherance  of  ulterior 
and  personal  motives. 

Another  delegate  objected  to  the  power  being  placed  in 
the  hands  of  one  man  in  such  matters. 

^  Delegate  Howlelt  raised  the  point  of  order  that,  according 
to  the  amendment  under  discussion,  there  was  no  power  in- 
vested in  one  man. 

President  Kirby — The  power  is  invested  in  the  General 
Executive  Board,  according  to  the  amendment. 

Delegate  Sohr  spoke  in  favor  of  the  amendment,  favoring 
the  idea  of  consolidating  Local  Unions  and  doing  away  with 
District  Councils  wherever  possible. 

Delegate  Speyer  stated  that  it  was  not  the  intention  of 
his  union,  in  olTering  the  amendment,  to  create  large  Local 
Unions,  but  to  do  away  with  small  Local  Unions  which  have 
no  right  to  exist  and  in  which  so  much  time  is  foolishly  wasted. 
He  referred  to  the  reports  of  the  General  Officers,  wherein  they 
recommend  consolidation,  and  stated  that  he  felt  confident  the 
General  Officers  would  not  misuse  the  power  vested  in  them  by 
virtue  of  this  amendment. 

Delegate  Post  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  on  the 
books  at  the  General  Office  there  were  many  Local  Unions  of 
ten,  fifteen  or  twenty  members  that  could  hardly  exist,  hold- 
ing their  meetings  irregularly,  and  a  few  members  in  these 
locals  will  attend  the  meetings  and  vote  against  consolidation 
with  other  locals  in  the  same  city  or  town,  merely  for  the  sake 
of  holding  an  office.  He  cited  one  instance  where  there  were 
two  Local  Unions  in  one  city  with  a  total  of  98  members,  both 
meeting  in  the  same  building  on  the  same  night,  where,  as  a 
member  of  the  General  Executive  Board  he  was  sent  to  that 
particular  town  to  make  an  investigation  and  where  it  was 
necessary  to  resort  to  extraordinary  methods  to  bring  about 
the  consolidation  of  these  two  locals.  As  a  result  of  consolida- 
tion, which  was  bitterly  fought,  the  local  today  has  150  mem- 
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bers  and  is  still  growing.  "You  can  rest  assured,''  he  said, 
"that  the  General  President  will  not  jump  at  conclusions  in 
such  matters,  and  that  he  will  consult  with  the  General  Execu- 
tive Board  before  any  action  is  taken." 

Delegate  Brenton  spoke  briefly,  calling  attention  to  the 
fact  that  four  Local  Unions  had  originally  existed  in  his  city, 
and  that  since  consolidation  had  been  brought  about  the  or- 
ganization had  increased  in  number  and  had  also  succeeded  in 
erecting  a  building. 

Secretary  Duffy,  speaking  on  the  amendment,  said :  When 
your  General  Officers  reported  favorably  on  consolidation  of 
Local  Unions  in  conventions  in  the  past,  you  said  it  was  a 
good  thing ;  you  believed  in  it,  but  you  didn't  give  anybody  the 
power  to  consolidate.  I  want  to  call  your  attention  to  the  cost 
to  Local  Unions;  you  have  hall  rent.  General  Labor  Unions, 
Building  Trades  Councils,  and  countless  other  things,  each 
Local  Union  bearing  an  expense  that  could  be  cut  down  con- 
siderably by  consolidation.  We  have  advocated  consolidation 
for  all  these  years.  It  is  discouraging  to  go  to  a  meeting  of  a 
Local  Union  and  find  seven,  or  eight,  or  ten  members  there. 
I  have  gone  to  address  meetings  of  Local  Unions  when  they 
did  not  have  a  quorum  present. 

This  morning  I  had  figured  up  at  the  General  Office  the 
membership  in  the  two  great  cities.  Here  are  the  records  as 
they  come  from  the  books : 

Sixty-seven  Local  Unions  in  the  city  of  New  York.  I  have 
said  in  the  past  that  if  there  were  five  Local  Unions  for  each 
of  the  five  boroughs  in  that  district — 25  in  all — they  would 
have  as  many  as  would  be  necessary.  And  even  in  New  York, 
several  Local  Unions  have  consolidated  recently.  There  are 
67  Local  Unions  in  that  city  at  the  present  time;  13  of  these 
locals  have  less  than  fifty  members  each,  20  Local  Unions  have 
less  than  100  members  each,  one  Local  Union  has  over  500 
members,  one  Local  Union  has  over  900,  and  one  Local  Union 
(309)  over  1,400.  The  membership  in  New  York  is  14,250. 

The  city  of  Chicago  has  thirty-six  Local  Unions  with  a

membership  of  20,647.  Five  Local  Unions  have  less  than  100 
members;  seventeen  Local  Unions  have  over  500  members 
each ;  eleven  Local  Unions  have  over  800  members  each ;  seven 
Local  Unions  over  1,000  each,  and  five  Local  Unions  over 
1,200  each. 

The  money  which  two  or  three  small  Local  Unions  are 
using  to  conduct  their  own  affairs  should  be  used  for  some 
other  purpose,  and  much  could  be  saved  by  consolidation. 

Delegate  McCarthy  opposed  the  amendment,  stating  that 
we  should  at  all  times  conserve  our  strength  and  be  in  posi- 
tion to  combat  the  Manufacturers  and  Employers'  Associa- 
tions. **We  are  throwing  thousands  of  dollars  away  for 
nothing,"  he  said,  "simply  fighting  ourselves.  Where  is  the 
necessity  of  the  employer  spending  any  money  to  disband  us 
when  we  are  disbanding  ourselves  in  this  manner?" 

Delegate  Brown  did  not  believe  the  rights  and  liberties 
of  the  rank  and  file  should  be  surrendered  to  anyone  in  mat- 
ters of  this  nature. 

Delegate  Ryan  offered  the  following  amendment  to  the 
proposition  offered  by  L.  U.  309 :  ''Add  after  the  word  'sanc- 
tion," in  the  last  line,  the  words  'by  the  referendum  of  all 
the  members  voting  in  the  district  affected.'  "  (Amendment 
seconded.) 

A  delegate,  speaking  in  favor  of  Delegate  Ryan's  amend- 
ment, stated  that  he  believed  no  individual  or  set  of  individ- 
uals should  have  the  power  to  go  to  any  Local  Union  and  say 
that  it  must  go  and  associate  itself  with  some  other  local,  and 
that  the  amendment  would  serve  the  purpose  better  because 
it  would  give  the  men  affected  a  chance  to  express  their  views 
on  the  subject. 

Delegate  Woodbury  stated  that  it  was  not  a  question  of 
"one-man"  power,  but  that  the  final  responsibility  rested  with 
the  General  President,  in  conjunction  with  the  General 
Executive  Board,  and  that  greater  power  carries  with  it 
greater  responsibility.    He  called  attention  to  the  fact  that 
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the  power  of  the  District  Council  had  been  used  in  his  city 
to  effect  consolidation  when  conditions  made  it  necessary  and 
that  he  did  not  believe  the  General  Executive  Board  would 
wield  this  power  unwisely. 

Delegates  Fried  and  Joos  spoke  in  favor  of  consolidation. 

Delegate  Kearney  thought  the  membership  of  the  dis- 
trict affected  ought  to  have  an  opportunity  to  express  them- 
selves in  the  matter  of  consolidation  before  any  action  was 
taken,  and  with  that  provision  he  expressed  himself  as  being 
in  favor  of  the  amendment  of  L.  U.  309. 

Delegates  Havanich  and  Featherston  spoke  in  opposition 
to  the  amendment. 

Delegate  Adams  believed  the  common  sense  of  the  rank 
and  file  should  be  depended  upon  to  decide  this  question  in- 
telligently. 

The  previous  question  was  called  for,  supported  by  the 
necessary  number. 

The  motion  for  the  previous  question  was  put  to  vote  and 
carried. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  amendment  offered  by  Delegate 
Ryan  was  then  put  to  vote  and  lost. 

Delegate  Kearney  offered  the  following  amendment: 
After  the  word  "to,"  fifth  line,  strike  out  the  remaining  por- 
tion of  the  committee's  report  and  substitute  the  following  :^ 
"to  take  a  general  vote  of  the  members  of  the  Local  Unions  in- 
volved, and  if  a  majority  vote  of  all  such  locals  decide  to  con-* 
solidate,  the  G.  P.  shall  enforce  the  consolidation,  with  the 
consent  of  the  G.  E.  B." 

The  amendment  was  seconded,  but  on  being  put  to  vote 
was  declared  lost. 

A  division  was  called  for  and  resulted  as  follows :  67  in 
favor  of  the  amendment  and  187  against. 
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The  previous  question  on  the  report  of  the  committee  on 
the  amendment  offered  by  L.  U.  309  was  called  for,  and  the 
motion  for  the  previous  question  was  carried  on  being  put  to 
vote. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee on  the  amendment  submitted  by  L.  U.  309  was  put  to 
vote  and  carried. 

Secretary  Duffy  read  the  following  communication:

Dear  Sir — United  Garment  Workers  No.  127  of  Indianapolis,  hereby 
extend  a  cordial  invitation  to.  attend  their  Fifteenth  Annual  Ball  to  be 
held  in  Tomlinson  Hall  Wednesday  evening,  September  30,  1914. 

We  also  wish  to  ask  for  the  moral  support  of  your  organization  in 
behalf  of  our  members  who  have  been  thrown  out  of  employment  by  the 
merchants  of  our  city  refusing  to  handle  goods  bearing  the  label. 

Trusting  that  your  honorable  body  will  give  this  your  heartiest  con- 
sideration an(J  insist  upon  goods  bearing  the  label  and  thereby  render  us

fore the  committee. 

At  5  o'clock  the  convention  adjourned,  to  reconvene  at  9 
o'clock  Wednesday  morning,  September  30th. 
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NINTH  DAY-MORNING  SESSION 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  September  30,  1914. 

The  convention  was  called  to  order  at  9  a.  m.,  General 
President  Kirby  in  the  chair.

The  General  Secretary  then  read  the  following  com- 
munication :

Miss  Galvin  was  then  introduced  by  President  Kirby.  In 
prefacing  her  remarks  she  said  the  magazine  was  published 
under  strictly  union  conditions.  She  then  conveyed  to  the 
convention  an  idea  of  the  work  they  were  carrying  out  and 
stated  that  the  price  of  subscription  was  one  dollar  per  year  or 
ten  cents  per  copy.  In  conclusion  she  asked  permission  to  en- 
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deavor  to  obtain  subscriptions,  saying  that  the  object  was  to 
get  the  publication  in  the  homes  of  the  members  of  the  organi- 
zation so  that  they  might  become  familiar  with  the  work  the 
league  was  engaged  in. 

General  President  Kirby  said  she  might  have  the  desired 
permission. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  was  then 
called  for. 

Chairman  Pratt,  for  the  committee,  said  they  were  ready 
to  report  on  Section  102  which  was  referred  back  to  the  com- 
mittee by  the  convention  yesterday. 

Chairman  Pratt  in  part  said — I  wish  to  say  that  your 
committee  took  these  sections  under  consideration  as  amended, 
took  into  consideration  all  that  was  said  on  the  floor  of  the 
convention  yesterday.  We  announced  we  would  be  in  session 
last  night  and  asked  anybody  who  had  amendments  to  submit 
them,  but  there  was  not  one  submitted.  Your  committee  went 
over  and  over  trying  to  see  if  we  could  in  any  way  remedy 
conditions.   As  a  result  we  wish  to  submit  the  following: 

Your  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Law  reports  as  fol- 
lows on  Section  102  as  amended,  and  the  amendment  offered 
by  Delegate  Cole,  referred  by  the  convention  to  us : 

We  non-concur  in  the  amendment  and  recommend  that 
Section  102  be  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

CLEARANCE  CARDS. 

Section  102.  A  member  who  leaves  the  jurisdiction  of  his  Local 
Union  to  work  in  another  locality  or  transfers  his  membership  must 
apply  to  the  F.  S.  and  present  his  due  book  and  have  clearance  card 
properly  filled  out.  It  is  compulsory  for  the  Local  Union  to  issue  said 
card,  providing  the  member  has  no  charges  pending  against  him  and 
pays  all  arrearages,  together  with  current  month's  dues.  Said  clearance 
card  shall  expire  one  month  from  date  of  issue. 

It  is  compulsory  for  the  member  to  report  and  deposit  his  clearance 
card  at  the  office  of  the  D.  C.  or  Local  Union  where  no  D.  C.  exists  be- 
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fore  securing  work,  pending;  a  meeting  of  the  L.  U.  and  comply  with 
all  local  laws.  And  in  no  case  shall  the  F.  S.  accept  dues  other  than 
to  secure  clearance  cards  from  a  member  working  in  the  jurisdiction 
of  any  other  L.  U.  or  D.  C.  without  the  consent  of  such  L.  U.  or  D.  C. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  F.  S.  accepting  dues  from  a  member  for  clear- 
ance card  who  is  working  in  another  jurisdiction  to  immediately  report 
same  to  the  D.  C.  or  Local  Union  where  no  D.  C.  exists  under  penalty  of  a 
fine  of  five  ($5.00)  dollars  for  the  first  offense,  ten  ($10.00)  dollars  for 
the  second  offense,  and  for  the  third  offense  suspension  from  all  local 
office  for  a  period  of  two  (2)  years. 

Chairman  Pratt,  for  the  Committee —  We  also  wish  to 
submit  the  following: 

CLEARANCE  CARDS. 

Section  102.  A  member  who  leaves  the  jurisdiction  of  his  Local 
Union  to  work  in  another  locality  or  transfers  his  membership  must 
apply  to  the  G.  S.  and  present  due  book  with  all  dues  paid  and  have 
clearance  card  properly  filled  out.  Said  card  shall  expire  one  month 
after  date  of  issue.  It  is  compulsory  for  the  G.  S.  to  issue  said  card, 
providing  the  member  has  no  charges  pending  against  him  and  pays 
*all  arrearages,  together  with  current  month's  dues.  It  is  compulsory 
for  the  member  to  report  and  deposit  his  clearance  card  at  the  office 
of  the  D.  C.  or  Local  Union  where  no  D.  C.  exists  before  securing  work, 
pending  a  meeting  of  the  L.  U.,  and  comply  with  all  local  laws.  And 
in  no  case  shall  the  F.  S.  accept  dues  from  any  member  working  in  an- 
other jurisdiction  of  any  other  L.  U.  or  D.  C.  without  consent  of  such 
L.  U.  or  D.  C,  except  for  a  clearance  card.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
F.  S.  accepting  dues  from  a  member  working  in  another  jurisdiction 
to  immediately  report  same  to  the  G.  S.,  and  any  member  violating  this 
section  shall  be  fined  five  dollars,  and  each  day  that  the  member  neglects 
to  comply  shall  be  deemed  a  violation  and  the  G.  S.  shall  immediately 
charge  the  fine  to  said  member  upon  proof  of  said  violation. 

Motion  to  concur  in  the  first  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee was  then  put  to  vote  and  carried. 

Section  103,  on  which  action  was  deferred  yesterday,  was 
read  by  Delegate  Featherston  for  the  committee : 

Local  Union  1033,  Monaca,  Pa. — 

Whereas,  Section  103  of  the  General  Constitution  prohibits  members 
of  the  U.  B.  of  C.  and  J.  of  A.  working  in  any  district  other  than  where 
he  belongs;  and 
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Whereas,  We  believe  this  is  a  discrimination  against  our  members 
when  sent  to  another  district  for  six  or  eight  weeks,  and  is  detrimental 
to  our  locals,  and  when  members  of  the  U.  B.  return  to  their  homes  daily 
shall  not  be  required  to  transfer,  thereby  disqualifying  themselves  from 
local  benefits;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  L.  U.  1033  presents  for  the  consideration  of  the  Gen- 
eral Convention,  to  be  held  on  the  third  Monday  in  September,  1914,  the 
following  amendment  to  Section  103  of  the  General  Constitution: 

Amend  Section  103  by  striking  out  all  from  the  word  "sent,"  on  the 
second  line,  to  and  including  the  word  "month,"  on  the  third  line,  so  that 
Section  103  shall  read  as  follows:  "Any  member  working  in  a  district 
from  which  he  returns  home  daily,  or  who  is  sent  into  an  outside  juris- 
diction by  an  employer  from  his  own  district,  shall  not  be  required  to 
take  out  a  clearance  card,  but  shall  be  governed  by  the  trade  rules  of  the 
district  in  which  he  works." 

Your  committee  non-concurs  and  recommends  the  following  amend- 
ment to  Section  103: 

Section  103.  Any  member  working  in  a  district  from  which  he  re- 
turns home  daily,  or  who  is  sent  for  more  than  one  month  into  an  out- 
side jurisdiction  by  an  employer  from  his  own  district,  shall  be  required 
to  take  out  a  Clearance  Card  unless  he  first  secures  a  permit  in  writing 
from  the  L.  U.  or  D.  C.  in  whose  jurisdiction  he  may  go,  to  work  with- 
out a  transfer,  and  he  shall  be  governed  by  the  trade  rules  of  the  dis- 
trict in  which  he  works. 

On  being  put  to  vote,  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of 
the  committee  was  carried. 

Local  309,  New  York  City- 
Section  123.   Add  after  U.  B.,  on  fourth  line,  the  following: 

"They  shall  be  entitled  to  representation  in  the  District  Council  on 
the  same  basis  as  specified  in  Section  6  relative  to  representation  in  con- 
vention, and  they  shall  otherwise  be  governed,  etc.,  etc.,  as  per  Section  123 
in  its  present  reading." 

Your  committee  non-concurs  and  recommends  in  lieu  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing, after  the  words  U.  B.  on  the  fourth  line,  "their  represeotatlon  shall 
be  according  to  membership." 

Motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  th$  committee  carried. 


First  Vice-President  Hutcheson  in  the  chair. 
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District  Council  of  Seattle,  Wash.,  King  County  and  Vicinity — 

Addition  to  Section  128  (State  Councils) :  "Where  the  membership  in 
two  or  more  adjacent  states  feels  nnable  to  support  separate  State  Conn- 
eils,  Inter-State  Councils  may  be  formed  with  the  approyal  of  the  G.  P., 
subject  to  the  same  laws  as  gorern  State  Councils. 

^nter-State  Councils  may  not  Include  states  maintaining:  separate 
State  Councils. 

"Whereyer  Inter- State  Councils  are  formed  and  65  per  cent,  of  the 
members  in  any  State  or  in  all  the  States  composing  the  Council  become 
affiliated  with  the  Council,  it  shall  be  obligatory  on  all  the  L.  U.'s  in  that 
State  or  States  to  become  affiliated  with  that  Council.  Any  State  affiliated 
with  the  Inter-State  Council  may,  however,  withdraw  from  the  Council 
(with  the  approval  of  the  G.  P.)  and  form  a  separate  State  Council  by  vote 
of  55  per  cent,  of  the  membership  composing  a  majority  of  the  members  in 
not  less  than  five  L.  H.'s.** 

Your  committee  recommends  its  adoption. 

General  President  Kirby  spoke  against  the  proposed  ad- 
dition and  pointed  out  the  danger  in  adopting  such  an  amend- 
ment. He  stated  if  interstate  councils  were  formed  it  would 
be  liable  to  lead  to  the  disruption  of  the  Brotherhood. 

Delegate  Brenton — I  move  to  amend,  that  we  strike  out 
the  whole  business  and  substitute  the  present  section  of  the 
constitution.  (Seconded.) 

The  chair  ruled  the  motion  out  of  order,  for  the  reason 
that  if  the  amendment  was  voted  down  the  present  section 
would  prevail. 

Delegate  Brenton — I  protest.  I  appeal  from  the  decision 
or  the  chair. 

Vice-President  Hutcheson — I  kindly  request  the  delegate 
to  be  seated. 

Delegate  Brenton — I  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the 
chair.  (Seconded.) 

General  President  Kirby  then  took  the  chair. 

Delegate  Brenton  explained  his  position,  after  which 
Vice-President  Hutcheson  explained  his  ruling,  and,  on  being 
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put  to  vote,  the  motion  to  sustain  the  decision  of  the  Chair 
was  carried. 

First  Vice-President  Hutcheson  again  took  the  chair. 
The  previous  question  was  called  for  and  carried. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
then  put  to  vote  and  lost. 

Delegate  Pratt,  for  the  committee,  read  the  following 
amendment  to  Section  127  of  the  general  constitution : 

Section  127.  Strike  out  the  word  "may"  in  the  third  line  and  in- 
sert the  word  "shall,"  and  after  the  letters  "L.  U."  insert  the  follow- 
ing, "on  order  of  the  G.  P.  or." 

After  considerable  discussion  Delegate  Pratt,  for  the 
committee,  made  the  recommendation  that  the  words  "with 
the  sanction  of  the  G.  E.  B.,"  be  added. 

Delegate  Van  Duyn  then  explained  the  section  as  it  would 
read. 

The  previous  question  was  called  for,  put  to  vote  and  car- 
ried. 

Motion  to  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  commit- 
tee was  then  put  to  vote  and  carried. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  Section  131  be  amended  to  read 
as  follows: 

Sec.  131.  Any  Local  or  Auxiliary  Union,  D.  C,  S.  C,  or  P.  C,  which 
willfully  or  directly  violates  the  Constitution  or  principles  of  this  U.  B., 
or  acts  in  antagonism  to  its  welfare,  can  be  suspended  by  the  G.  P. 
by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  G.  E.  B. 

A  Delegate — 1  move  to  strike  out  the  words,  "by  and,"  in 
the  last  line. 

Delegate  Pratt — The  committee  will  accept  that. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee, as  amended,  was  put  to  vote  and  carried. 
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Local  Union  1799,  Toronto,  Can. — 

Amendment  to  Section  142:  "When  any  demand  for  an  increase  of 
wages,  reduction  of  hours  or  enforcement  of  trade  rules  is  contem- 
plated by  a  L.  U.  or  D.  C,  each  member  must  be  notified  by  mail  to  at- 
tend a  special  meeting  of  his  L.  U.  Said  notice  must  state  the  object  of 
the  meeting.  When  a  L.  U.  or  D.  C.  decides  to  take  a  vote  on  a  trade 
movement  a  ballot  on  which  is  printed,  'Are  you  in  favor  of  a  strike?' 
must  be  sent  to  each  member,  the  member  to  vote  yes  or  no  and  return 
the  ballot  in  a  sealed  envelope  to  his  L.  U.  or  D.  C.  within  a  certain  time. 
The  L.  U.  or  D.  C.  shall  also  apply  at  once  to  the  General  Secretary  for 
a  blank  schedule  of  inquiries. 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

The  General  Secretary  then  read  the  following  amend- 
ment offered  by  Delegate  Brown,  which  was  seconded. 

PROPOSED  AMENDMENT  TO  CONSTITUTION  OF  U.  B.  OF  C. 

AND  J.  OF.  A. 

Amend  Section  142,  page  30,  by  inserting  after  the  word  "meeting," 
in  line  5,  the  following:  "And  any  member  failing  to  be  present  and 
vote  when  so  notified,  unless  prevented  by  sickness  or  unavoidable  acci- 
dent, shall  be  fined  one  dollar  ($1.00)." 

Approved  by  L.  U.  No.  202  July  2,  1914.

Delegate  Brown  spoke  in  support  of  his  amendment. 

After  considerable  discussion  the  previous  question  was 
called  for,  put  to  vote  and  carried. 

Motion  to  adopt  Delegate  Brown's  amendment  was  then 
put.  A  division  of  the  house  was  called  for  and  the  count 
showed  167  in  favor  of  the  amendment  and  81  against. 

The  previous  question  was  called  for  and  carried. 

Motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  committee  as  amended 
was  then  put  to  vote.   A  division  of  the  house  was  called  for 
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and  the  chair  announced  the  vote  as  follows :  212  in  favor  of 
adopting  the  report  as  amended,  and  12  against. 

The  General  Secretary  then  read  Section  142  as  amended. 

Section  142.  When  any  demand  for  an  increase  of  wages,  reduc- 
tion of  hours  or  enforcement  of  trade  rules  is  contemplated  by  a  L.  U. 
or  D.  C,  each  member  must  be  notified  by  mail  to  attend  a  special  meet- 
ing of  his  L.  U.  Said  notice  must  state  the  object  of  the  meeting.  And 
any  member  failing  to  be  present  and  vote  when  so  notified,  unless  pre- 
vented by  sickness  or  unavoidable  accident,  shall  be  fined  one  dollar. 
W^hen  a  L.  U.  or  D.  C.  decides  to  take  a  vote  on  a  trade  demand 
they  jshall  at  once  apply  to  the  G.  S.  for  a  blank  schedule  of  inquiries. 

Delegate  Featherston  (continuing)  : 

Amend  Section  143  to  read:  "If  55  per  cent,  of  the  members  vote  by 
a  secret  ballot  to  put  the  proposed  demand  into  effect,  the  blank  schedule 
of  inquiries  shall  be  filled  out  immediately  after  the  vote  is  compiled  and 
forwarded  to  the  General  Secretary,  who  shall  at  once  submit  a  copy 
of  the  same  to  the  G.  E.  B.  In  no  case  shall  G.  E.  B.  sanction  a  trade 
movement  unless  55  per  cent,  of  the  members  affiliated  with  the  L.  U. 
or  D.  C.  vote  in  favor  of  the  demand." 

Your  committee  recommends  its  adoption. 

Motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  carried. 

Local  Union  1799,  Toronto,  Canada — 

Local  Union  98,  Spokane,  Wash. — 

Amend  Section  154  in  the  tenth  line  by  striking  out,  after  the  word 
"by,"  the  next  four  words,  and  insert  the  words  "G.  P." 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

On  being  put  to  vote,  the  motion  to  concur  in  the  report 
of  the  committee  was  carried. 

L.  U.  476,  New  York- 
Sections  154  and  157 — ^Appeals  and  Grievances:    This  local  requests 
the  General  Executive  Board  to  consider  these  two  sections,  as  it  is  the 
opinion  of  many  members  that  these  two  sections  conflict. 

APPEALS  AND  GRIEVANCES. 

Section  154.  A  member  who  has  a  grievance  or  who  has  had  an 
injustice  done  him  in  any  way,  or  any  L.  U.,  D.  C,  S.  C.  or  P.  C,  having 
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any  grievance,  may  appeal  to  the  G.  P.  for  redress;  subject  to  a  further 
appeal  to  the  G.  E.  B.  and  a  final  appeal  to  the  General  Convention, 
except  violations  of  trade  rules,  but  in  no  case  shall  an  appeal  act  as 
a  stay  of  proceedings  except  as  provided  in  Section  157. 

Your  committee  recommends  the  above. 

Motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  carried. 
Local  Union  94,  Providence,  R.  I. — 

Amend  Section  157  by  striking  out  same  and  substituting  the  follow- 
ing: 

"In  any  case  where  a  monetary  penalty  is  imposed  by  any  L.  U.  or 
D.  C.  an  appeal  shall  be  entertained  by  the  G.  P.,  provided  such  an  appeal 
is  made  within  thirty  days  from  date  such  penalty  is  imposed  without 
requiring  the  appellant  to  pay  over  the  sum  of  money  involved  until  the 
decision  of  the  G.  P.  is  rendered,  after  which  the  penalty  imposed  shall 
become  effective  against  the  appellant,  to  be  paid  within  the  time  speci- 
fied by  the  constitution." 

(The  reason  for  this  is  that  many  times  fines  are  imposed  of  such 
amount  which  makes  it  impossible  for  the  accused  to  pay  within  the 
time  specified,  and  the  present  position  of  our  constitution  does  not 
give  an  opportunity  for  a  review  of  such  case  through  appeal.  The 
proposed  substituted  section  remedies  this  disadvantage,  and  gives  time 
for  any  needed  reflection  in  the  disposal  of  these  contentions  from  which 
emanate  most  all  arising  union  complications  of  government.) 

Your  committee  non-concurs  and  recommends  the  following  in  lieu 
thereof: 

Section  157.  No  appeal  can  be  entertained  by  the  G.  P.  where  any 
sum  of  money  in  excess  of  $10.00  is  involved  unless  the  appellant  has  first 
paid  to  the  L.  U.  or  D.  C.  $10.00  on  account  to  be  held  until  the  appeal 
is  decided  by  the  G.  P.  and  if  said  appeal  is  decided  against  the  appel- 
lant, he  shall  pay  the  full  amount  imposed  before  taking  a  further  appeal. 

General  President  Kirby  spoke  in  regard  to  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  committee  and  explained  the  difference  be- 
tween it  and  the  present  law.  The  matter  was  then  discussed 
at  some  length  by  Delegate  Guerin,  Crimmins  and  Chairman 
Pratt,  for  the  committee. 

A  Delegate — I  move  to  strike  out  the  words  "ten  dollars/' 
wherever  they  appear  and  insert  ''twenty-five  dollars."  (Sec- 
onded.) 
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On  being  put  to  vote  the  amendment  was  lost. 

Delegate  Guerin  then  submitted  the  following  amend- 
ment, which  was  seconded. 

In  all  cases  where  the  fine  is  ten  dollars  or  less  the  member  fined 
shall  pay  the  full  amount  to  the  L.  U.  or  D.  C.  imposing  same. 

Delegate  Howlett — It  seems  to  me  the  convention  is  giv- 
ing a  lot  of  consideration  to  the  man  who  is  going  out  and 
violating  the  law.  There  are  exceptions  to  all  cases  and  are 
you  going  to  make  laws  for  all  the  exceptions?  If  you  are 
going  to  adopt  laws  of  this  kind  you  will  have  the  General 
President  in  his  ofRce  attending  to  appeals  all  the  time. 

Delegate  Guerin  spoke  in  favor  of  the  amendment  and 
Delegate  Kearney  in  favor  of  the  recommendations  of  the 
committee.  The  question  was  also  discussed  by  Delegates 
Greenwood  and  Brown. 

.Delegate  McCarthy,  in  discussing  the  question,  said  it 
was  his  opinion  we  should  take  more  care  of  the  hundred  thou- 
sand men  who  are  loyal  trade  unionists  than  to  the  man  who 
violates  our  trade  rules.  To  bear  out  his  contentions  he  cited 
cases  that  had  come  to  his  notice  in  the  western  section  of  the 
country. 

Delegate  Pratt,  for  the  committee,  said  that  no  doubt  some 
of  the  delegates  were  under  a  misapprehension  and  read  and 
explained  the  recommendations  of  the  committee. 

The  previous  question  was  called  for,  put  to  vote  and  car- 
ried. 

Upon  request  the  General  Secretary  read  Section  157  as 
amended. 

Section  157.  No  appeal  can  be  entertained  by  the  G.  P.  where  any 
sum  of  money  in  excess  of  $10.00  is  involved  unless  the  appellant  has 
first  paid  to  the  L.  U.  or  D.  C.  $10.00  on  account  to  be  held  until  the  ap- 
peal is  decided  by  the  G.  P.  and  if  said  appeal  is  decided  against  the  ap- 
pellant, he  shall  pay  the  full  amount  imposed  before  taking  a  further 
appeal.  In  all  cases  where  the  fine  is  $10.00  or  less  the  member  fined 
shall  pay  the  full  amount  to  the  L.  U.  or  D.  C.  imposing  same. 
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On  being  put  to  vote,  the  motion  to  concur  in  the  amend- 
ment was  carried. 

Delegate  Guerin — I  move  to  strike  out  the  words  ''ten  dol- 
lars," and  insert  "fifty  dollars,"  wherever  it  appears  in  the 
recommendation  of  the  committee.  (Seconded.) 

Motion  to  concur  in  the  amendment  was  carried. 

The  previous  question  ^vas  then  called  for,  put  to  vote  and 
carried. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  recommendations  of  the  com- 
mittee as  amended  was  carried. 

Local  Union  98,  Spokane,  Wash. — 

Amend  Section  157  by  striking  out  the  words  "L.  U.  or  D.  C.  impos- 
ing" and  insert  the  words  "G.  P." 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

Motion  to  concur  in  report  of  committee  carried. 

Local  Union  1544,  Coal  City,  111.— 

Amend  Section  159  of  the  General  Constitution  as  follows:  After  the 
word  "conductor,"  on  third  line,  insert  the  following  addition:  "an  as- 
sistant conductor." 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

The  motion  to  conqjur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
put  to  vote  and  carried. 

Local  Union  213,  Houston,  Tex. — 

Believing  that  the  best  interests  of  the  U.  B.  can  be  better  guarded 
by  holding  our  local  elections  every  six  months,  the  following  amend- 
ments to  the  General  Constitution  are  hereby  submitted: 

Amend  Section  160  so  that  the  first  clause  will  read:  "said  officers 
shall  serve  for  a  term  of  six  months." 

Amend  Section  161  by  adding,  after  the  word  "June,"  "and  Decem- 
ber." 

Amend  Section  167  by  adding,  after  the  word  "June,"  "and  Decem- 
ber." 

Amend  Section  168  by  adding,  after  the  word  "July,"  "and  January." 
Your  committee  non-concurs. 
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Delegate  Woodbury  spoke  against  the  amendment,  and 
pointed  out  that  the  present  system  was  satisfactory. 

Delegate  Brenton  expressed  his  opinions  on  the  amend- 
ment stating  he  was  in  favor  of  it  as  he  thought  it  would  be  to 
the  best  interests  of  the  Brotherhood. 

Motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  carried. 

Local  Union  138,  New  York  City— 

The  following  amendment  to  Section  162  of  the  General  Constitution 
is  submitted,  to  be  known  as  Section  162B,  as  follows: 

"Section  162B:  The  above  Section  not  to  apply  to  any  member  who 
through  no  fault  of  his  own  is  unable  to  follow  the  trade,  namely  disa- 
bility, old  age,  etc." 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

The  delegate  from  L.  U.  No.  138  spoke  in  favor  of  the 
amendment,  stating  he  thought  it  would  be  for  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  Brotherhood. 

On  being  put  to  vote,  the  motion  to  concur  in  the  report 
of  the  committee  was  carried. 

Local  Union  26,  Syracuse,  N.  Y. — 

Amend  Section  162  of  the  General  Constitution  by  striking  out  the 
words,  "a  journeyman  carpenter"  (as  per  Section  53),  on  fifth  and  sixth 
lines.   Section  as  amended  to  read: 

"A  member  can  not  be  nominated  for  any  office,  delegate  or  commit- 
teeship unless  he  is  present  on  the  night  of  nomination,  except  he  is  in 
ante-room  on  business  authorized  by  the  union  or  out  on  official  business; 
nor  shall  he  be  eligible  unless  he  is  working  at  the  trade  or  employed  by 
the  organization,  and  has  been  six  months  a  member  in  good  standing 
of  the  L.  U.  prior  to  nomination,  unless  the  Local  Union  has  not  been  in 
existence  the  time  herein  required." 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

The  delegate  from  Local  Union  No.  26  spoke  in  favor  of 
the  amendment. 

The  committee,  through  Chairman  Pratt,  explained  why 
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it  had  non-concurred,  stating  that  this  was  provided  for  later 
on. 

Delegate  Bunting  said  the  amendment  h-ad  a  ''joker"  in 
it.  He  declared  if  it  was  adopted  it  would  further  the  interests 
of  the  employer,  that  it  would  make  him  eligible  to  act  as  an 
officer  of  the  Local  Union  and  as  a  delegate  to  the  convention. 

A  Delegate — I  amend  so  that  it  will  read:  ''A  member 
can  only  be  nominated  for  any  one  office."  (Seconded.) 

Delegate  Guerin,  after  making  a  few^  remarks,  asked  that 
action  be  deferred  on  the  amendment  until  the  supplementary 
report  of  the  Constitution  Committee  was  before  the  house. 
This  was  consented  to  by  the  delegate. 

The  previous  question  was  called  for,  put  and  carried. 

Motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  carried. 

Delegate  Featherston,  continuing: 

Local  Union  1544,  Coal  City,  111.— 

Amend  Section  174  of  the  General  Constitution  on  the  fifth  line  after 
the  word  "standing"  and  insert  the  following:  "and  request  the  assist- 
ant conductor  to  report  matters  pertaining  to  the  promoting  of  the  U.  B. 
and  other  union  labels  among  the  Local's  membership  since  last  regular 
meeting,  also  shall  advise  the  members  of  their  obligation  agreed  to  and 
read  at  each  meeting  the  resolves  published  in  our  oflficial  journal  under 
the  head  of  "Our  Principles." 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

Motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  committee  carried. 

Local  Union  73,  St.  Louis,  Mo. — 

Add  to  Section  176  the  following  paragraph: 

"The  R.  S.  of  the  Local  or  the  D.  C,  where  one  exists,  shall  keep  a 
correct  list  of  all  idle  members,  and  when  fifty-one  (51)  per  cent,  are 
idle  the  work  day  shall  be  cut  to  six  (6)  hours  per  day  and  regular  time 
shall  not  be  resumed  until  it  is  decided  by  a  referendum  vote,  with  a 
two-thirds  (2-3)  majority." 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

Considerable  discussion  was  indulged  in  as  to  whether  or 
not  the  general  constitution  was  the  proper  place  for  this 
23 -Carp.  Pro. 
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amendment,  several  of  the  delegates  contending  that  this  sub- 
ject should  be  governed  by  the  by-laws  and  trade  rules  of  the 
District  Council  or  Local  Union. 

The  previous  question  was  called  for,  put  and  carried. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee, 
being  put  to  vote,  was  carried. 

Your  committee  recommends  the  following  amendments  to  the  duties 
of  the  Trustees  in  Section  189,  to  read  as  follows: 

Also  to  strike  out  everything  appertaining  to  Auditors,  as  their  duties 
are  covered  in  the  duties  of  the  Trustees. 

Section  188.  The  Trustees  shall  audit  ail  books  and  accounts  of  the 
F.  S.  and  Treasurer  and  examine  the  bank  book  of  the  Treasurer  month- 
ly, and  see  that  it  is  correct,  and  shall  report  to  the  Local  Union,  in 
writing,  and  semi-annually  to  the  G.  S.,  on  blanks  supplied  from  the  Gen- 
eral OflSce,  and  shall  prepare  and  execute  the  bonds  of  the  F.  S.  and 
Treasurer,  in  the  name  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  shall  hold  the 
same  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  are  provided  for  in  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  any  other  duties  their  Local  Unions  may  direct. 

Several  of  the  delegates  stated  they  did  not  think  three 
auditors  w^ould  be  sufficient  to  perform  the  duties,  whereupon 
Delegate  Featherston,  for  the  committee,  stated  that  under 
the  provisions  of  our  general  constitution,  three  was  the  mini- 
mum number  and  not  the  maximum  number  of  auditors. 

The  previous  question  was  called  for,  put  and  carried. 

Motion  to  concur  in  the  recommendations  of  the  commit- 
tee was  then  put  to  vote.  The  chair  stated  he  was  undecided. 
The  count  shewed  219  in  *favor  of  concurring  in  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  committee  and  58  against. 

The  following  resolution  was  introduced  by  Delegate  Elm- 
gren : 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  September  30,  1914. 

Whereas,  Working  conditions  among-  the  textile  workers  in  the 
South  are  bad;  and, 

Whereas,  The  strike  at  the  Fulton  Bag  and  Cotton  Company  at 
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Atlanta,  Ga.,  has  been  on  since  early  in  May  and  is  growing  more  bitter 
each  day;,  and, 

Whereas,  Financial  aid  is  absolutely  necessary  for  the  winning  of 
this  strike,  to  the  end  that  the  textile  workers  in  the  South  may  be 
organized;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  delegates  to  the  Eighteenth  General  Con- 
vention of  the  U.  B,  of  C.  and  J.,  pledge  our  moral  and  financial  sup- 
port and  urge  that  this  convention  recommend  favorably  to  the  G.  E.  B- 
the  matter  of  financial  support  that  in  their  judgment  would  meet  the 
situation  and  bring  the  necessary  relief  to  the  striking  textile  workers 
of  Atlanta,  Ga.

Delegate  Featherston,  continuing: 
Your  committee  recommends  that  Section  206  be  amended  as  follows: 

CHARGES  AND  TRIALS. 

Section  206.  A  member  must  be  charged  and  tried  within  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Local  Union  or  D.  C.  where  the  offense  was  committed, 
and  if  he  is  a  traveling  member,  a  copy  of  the  verdict  must  be  sent  to  the 
L.  U.  of  which  he  is  a  member.  Any  Local  Union  may  suspend  a  mem- 
ber by  a  three-fourths  vote  until  charges  can  be  preferred  against  him 
and  he  be  regularly  tried.  A  member  must  exhaust  his  resources  al- 
lowed by  this  Constitution  before  taking  his  case  to  the  civil  courts. 

Delegate  Kearney  asked  for  an  explanation  of  the  last 
clause.    Chairman  Pratt,  for  the  committee,  explained  that 
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if  a  member  would  take  his  case  to  the  civil  courts  he  would 
first  be  compelled  to  exhaust  all  the  rights  guaranteed  him  by 
the  general  constitution. 

Delegate  Guerin  also  explained  its  benefits. 

Motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  carried. 

The  convention  adjourned  at  12:00  m.  to  reconvene  at  2 
o'clock.

Pending  the  report  of  the  committee  appointed  to  investi- 
gate the  machinists-E.  C.  Atkins  controversy,  the  Committee 
on  Constitution,  through  Delegate  Featherston,  continued  its 
report : 

Your  committee  recommends  that  Section  233  be  amended  to  read 
"twenty-five"  instead  of  "twenty"  in  the  sixth  line. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee was  carried. 

Delegate  Ogletree  announced  that  Delegate  Lyncn  or 
Montreal  was  confined  to  his  room  on  account  of  illness. 

Delegate  Featherston  continued  the  report  after  corrected 
copies  of  the  printed  report  had  been  supplied  the  delegates. 

Your  committee  recommends  the  following  new  Section: 

The  G.  E.  B.  shall  bond  all  financial  officers  of  the  U.  B.  in  a  reliable 
bonding  company  of  the  U.  S.,  and  all  subordinate  officers  must  be  bonded 
through  the  G.  O.  The  cost  of  said  bonds  to  be  paid  for  by  the  L.  U., 
D.  C,  State  or  Provincial  Councils  bonded.  The  price  of  local  bonds' 
shall  be  a  standing  appropriation  to  be  paid  the  G.  S.  upon  receipt  of 
notice  from  G.  O. 
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(Delegate  Pratt  stated  that  the  following  additional 
recommendation  of  the  committee  had  been  omitted  by  the 
printer  and  requested  that  it  be  inserted:  'That  all  matters 
pertaining  to  the  bonding  of  officers  of  Local  Unions  be  left 
in  the  hands  of  the  General  Executive  Board  for  the  carrying 
out  of  the  details.") 

Delegate  Pratt,  for  the  committee,  stated  that  representa- 
tives of  bonding  companies  had  appeared  before  the  commit- 
tee and  explained  the  system  of  bonding  used  in  organizations 
similar  to  the  Brotherhood,,  and  that  the  bond  in  question 
would  cover  the  financial  officer,  and  not  the  individual,  so  that 
no  matter  how  often  the  financial  secretary  or  treasurer  might 
be  changed,  the  Local  Union's  funds  would  be  properly  pro- 
tected at  all  times. 

Delegate  Adams  (237)  objected  to  the  proposition  on  the 
grounds  that  some  local  officers  are  bonded  by  property  owners 
and  there  is  no  cost  to  the  Local  Union  in  most  cases  where 
such  a  system  prevails. 

During  the  discussion  following,  the  fact  was  emphasized 
that  the  adoption  of  the  general  bonding  system  as  recom- 
mended would  mean  a  considerable  saving  of  expense  to  the 
Local  Unions  of  the  Brotherhood. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee was  carried. 

BONDING. 

Michigan  State  Council — 

Whereas,  The  several  Local  Unions  of  the  U.  B.  yearly  pay  out  a 
large  sum  of  money  in  premiums  on  bonds  for  their  officers;  and, 

Whereas,  The  G.  O.  yearly  pa>s  out  a  considerable  sum  for  investiga- 
tion of  defalcation  cases;  and, 

Whereas,  This  money  which  is  paid  by  the  Local  Unions  can  be  made 
to  pay  the  expense  of  investigations  as  well  as  the  premiums,,  and  unde- 
sirable publicity  in  defalcation  cases  may  be  avoided  by  forming  a  bond- 
ing department  of  the  U.  B. ;  therefore,  be  it

Resolved,  That  the  General  Constitution  be,  and  is,  hereby  amended 
to  provide  for  the  formation  of  the  "bonding  department  of  the  U.  B.," 
which  shall  underwrite  the  bonds  of  the  oflaeers  of  the  Local  Unions  of 
the  U.  B.,  viz.:  That  the  following  new  section  be  inserted  to  be  known 
as  Section  51A:  "Said  board  of  trustees  shall  also  have  charge  of  the 
bonding  department  of  the  U.  B.  and  shall  underwrite  the  bonds  of  the 
officers  of  the  Local  Unions  and  District  Councils  of  the  U.  B.;  they  shall 
fix  a  rate  of  premiums  sufficient  to  pay  the  legitimate  expenses  of  the  de- 
partment." 

The  committee  non-concurs  and  recommends  the  following  in  lieu 
thereof: 

Amend  Section  188:    After  the  words  "and  shall  hold  the  same"  in- 
sert the  words,  "Said  bonds  shall  be  secured  from  the  bonding  depart- 
ment of  the  U.  B.,  application  for  said  bonds  to  be  made  through  the  of- 
^  fice  of  the  G.  S." 

President  Kirby  stated  that,  in  his  opinion,  the  recom- 
mendation offered  by  the  Michigan  State  Council  was  a  dupli- 
cation of  the  recommendation  of  the  committee,  and  that 
further  action  in  the  matter  on  the  part  of  the  convention  was 
unnecessary. 

Local  Union  1695,  Providence,  R.  L — 

New  Section:  "Whenever  it  is  desirous  that  the  U.  B.  should  affiliate 
with  any  national  or  international  organization,  or  withdraw  from  such, 
or  to  enter  into  agreement  for  offensive  or  defensive  purposes,  such  af- 
filiation, withdrawal  or  agreement  shall  be  referred  to  a  general  vote  of 
the  membership,  and  to  become  effective  shall  require  a  two-thirds  vote 
of  the  members  voting  to  decide." 

Your  committee  non-concurs,  as  this  subject  is  covered  in  Section  4. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
carried. 

Local  Union  1330,  Grand  Rapids,  Mich. — 

Whereas,  We  believe  that  a  distinction  ought  to  exist  between  in- 
terior wood  workers  or  millmen  and  furniture  workers;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  all  members  employed  by  firms  engaged  in  the  manu- 
facture of  interior  trim  or  fixtures  shall  belong  to  what  is  commonly 
known  as  Interior  Woodworkers  or  Millmen's  Locals  where  such  exist. 
Such  trim  or  fixtures  shall  consist  of  stair  work,  doors,  door  and  window 
frames  and  sash,  mantels,  beams,  panel  work  and  flooring  and  all  trim 
used  in  the  completion  of  the  building;  also  all  bank,  store,  office  and  bar 
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fixtures.  All  members  goiiig  into  a  mill  or  shop  engaged  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  material  specified  in  the  foregoing  section  shall  be  obliged  to 
transfer  into  the  aforesaid  Local  within  two  weeks. 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
carried. 

Local  Union  61,  Kansas  City  Mo. — 

New  Section:  "Any  member  having  reached  the  age  of  sixty  years 
and  has  been  a  member  of  the  U.  B.  continuously  for  fifteen  years,  and 
who  is  unable  to  earn  the  minimum  wage  by  reason  of  the  infirmities  of 
age,  may  make  application  to  his  Local  Union  for  an  old  age  pension 
donation. 

"Hereupon  the  president  of  the  L.  U.  shall  appoint  a  committee  of 
three  members  in  good  standing,  who  will  report  in  writing,  giving  a  full 
account  of  the  applicant's  character  and  his  resources. 

"If  it  be  found  that  the  applicant  has  no  source  of  income  except  his 
labor,  and  that  he  is  worthy,  the  committee  may  recommend  a  donation 
not  to  exceed  $20.00  per  month. 

"If  the  L.  U.  endorses  the  recommendation,  the  report,  with  all  in- 
formation, including  the  members  voting  for  and  against  the  endorsement 
shall  be  sent  to  the  Gr.  P. 

"The  G.  P.  shall  immediately  satisfy  himself  about  the  merits  of  the 
case,  and,  finding  the  proceedings  to  meet  the  true  intent  of  this  section, 
shall  instruct  the  G.  T.  to  send  to  the  F.  S.  of  the  L.  U.  the  amount  of 
donation  the  first  of  each  month  as  long  as  the  recipient  remains  a  mem- 
ber of  the  U.  B. 

"If  said  member  takes  a  C.  C,  the  F.  S.  will  write  on  book  stub  and 
return  slip  the  amount  of  donation  due  the  first  of  each  ensuing  month." 

(The  true  intent  of  this  section  is  to  take  proper  care  of  our  old  mem- 
bers without  altering  their  habits  of  life  or  their  standing  in  the  Broth- 
erhood.) 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee was  carried. 

Local  Union  144,  Macon,  Ga. — 

Add  new  section  to  the  General  Constitution  to  read:  "That  all  Lo- 
cals shall  pay  five  cents  a  month  for  a  delegate  to  the  General  Conven- 
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tion,  so  that  Local  can  send  a  delegate  and  be  better  represented  at  the 
General  Convention,  and  it  shall  be  sent  to  the  General  Secretary  with 
the  monthly  per  capita  tax.  When  a  delegate  is  elected  by  his  Local 
Union  the  General  Secretary  shall  furnish  funds  for  the  said  delegate  to 
the  General  Convention,  and  if  Local  Unions  see  fit  to  send  more  than 
one  delegate  they  shall  furnish  the  funds  from  their  treasury  for  the 
extra  delegate." 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
carried. 

Local  Union  174,  Joliet,  111.— 

New  Section  (Section  54B) :  The  U.  B.  shall  hold  jurisdiction  over 
all  interior  setting  of  slate  and  artificial  marbleized  wainscoting  and  erec- 
tion of  pressed  stamped  or  corrugated  steel  or  iron  paper-board  ceiling 
and  rubberoid  and  dry-ply  paper  roofing  and  all  cement  form  work  around 
building. 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
carried. 

Local  Union  224,  Jacksonville,  Fla. — 

Proposed  amendments  to  the  General  Constitution  by  adding  three 
new  sections: 

1.  "It  shall  be  a  violation  of  the  General  Constitution  for  any  mem- 
ber of  the  U.  B.  to  discriminate  against  any  other  member  in  good  stand- 
ing on  any  job  on  account  of  political  affiliations,  creed,  nationality,  race 
or  color,  subject  to  a  fine  (under  penalty  of)  not  exceeding  $25.00." 

2.  "It  shall  be  a  violation  of  the  General  Constitution  for  a  L.  U. 
or  D.  C,  or  any  member  or  officer  of  the  U.  B.,  to  agitate  or  in  any  way 
attempt  to  pass  in  any  city,  locality,  D.  C.  or  L.  U.  segregation  laws 
against  any  member  of  the  U.  B.,  subject  to  a  fine,  suspension  or  expul- 
sion by  the  General  President  or  General  Executive  Board." 

3.  "It  shall  be  a  violation  of  the  law  of  the  U.  B.  for  any  L.  U.  or 
D.  C.  to  place  any  contractor  or  firm  on  the  fair  list  who  makes  discrimina- 
tions against  any  of  its  members  because  of  race,  nationality,  political  af- 
filiations, creed  or  color,  under  penalty  of  suspension  or  expulsion." 

Your  committee  non-concurs,  as  this  is  taken  care  of  in  our  obligation. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
carried. 
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Local  Union  1695,  Providence,  R.  I. — 

New  Section:  "The  G.  P.,  First  G.  V.  P.,  G.  S.,  G.  T.  and  the  G. 
'E.  B.  shall  submit  in  combined  form  through  the  G.  E.  B.  to  the  U.  B. 
convention,  a  general  biennial  report  on  the  financial  and  industrial  con- 
dition of  the  organization.  The  report  shall  avoid  as  far  as  possible 
duplication  of  work  and  shall  contain  such  recommendations  to  the 
general  convention  for  the  conduct  and  government  of  the  U.  B.  as  the 
G.  E.  B.  may  decide." 

Strike  out  in  Section  33:  "He  shall  also  submit  a  biennial  report  to 
the  general  convention." 

Strike  out  in  Section  38:  "And  submit  a  biennial  report  to  the  con- 
vention." 

Strike  out  in  Section  41:  "And  shall  submit  a  biennial  report  to  the 
convention  showing  the  total  receipts  and  expenses  for  the  preceding 
two  years." 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
carried. 

Florida  State  Council — 

The  Florida  State  Council  of  the  U.  B.  of  C.  and  J.  of  A.  offers  the 
following  as  an  additional  Section  to  the  General  Constitution,  to  be  sub- 
mitted at  the  next  General  Convention  to  be  held  at  Indianapolis,  Ind., 
during  the  month  of  September,  1914,  and  to  be  known  as  Section  193a: 

"There  shall  be  appointed  on  the  first  meeting  in  July  by  the  Presi- 
dent, an  Investigating  Committee,  consisting  of  eight  members,  any  three 
of  whom  may  serve,  and  all  applications  for  membership  and  all  clear- 
ance cards  shall  be  referred  to  this  committee;  no  member  appointed  on 
this  committee  can  decline  to  serve  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
members  present  at  the  meeting,  when  the  appointments  are  announced, 
grant  him  permission. 

"It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  examine  all  applicants  for 
membership  as  to  their  qualifications  and  to  determine  if  the  applicants 
are  competent  mechanics  capable  of  commanding  the  minimum  scale  of 
wages.  They  shall  prepare  a  list  of  questions  for  the  candidate  to  an- 
swer, and  if  at  any  time  it  develops  that  a  candidate  upon  whom  they 
reported  favorably,  and  who  was  admitted  to  membership,  is  not  a  com- 
petent mechanic,  the  members  of  the  committee  whose  names  appear  on 
the  application  as  favoring  his  admission  shall  be  fined  the  sum  of  |25 
each  and  be  forever  debarred  from  holding  any  oflQce  in  the  U.  B. 
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"This  fine  shall  be  assessed  against  the  L.  U.  admitting  the  member 
in  the  first  instance  by  the  G.  S.  upon  receipt  of  proof  and  applied  to  or- 
ganizing purposes,  the  L.  U.  to  collect  the  money  from  the  offenders  in 
the  manner  provided  in  Section  203." 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
carried. 

Local  Union  309,  New  York  City- 
Resolution:    Whereas,  Among  the  evils  from  which  the  wage  worker 
has  to  suffer,  sickness  possibly  excepted,  there  is  no  evil  more  seriously 
menacing  his  well-being,  nor  more  disastrous  in  its  effect,  than  unem- 
ployment; and, 

Whereas,  The  members  of  a  brotherhood  should  deem  it  their  moral 
duty  to  materially  assist  their  brother  members  out  of  work;  and. 

Whereas,  It  is  to  the  interest  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  entire  mem- 
bership of  any  trade  that  members  are  accorded  relief  when  out  of  em- 
ployment, thus  keeping  them  from  offering  their  services  for  less  than  the 
union  scale  of  wages,  a  course  which  for  years  past  has  been  successful- 
ly pursued  by  the  Amalgamated  Society  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners,  the 
International  Cigarmakers'  Union  and  others  by  means  of  an  out-of- 
work  benefit;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Executive  Board  is  hereby  directed  to. 
as  early  as  possible,  draft  a  set  of  rules  and  regulations  for  the  govern- 
ing an  out-of-work  benefit  feature  for  our  U.  B.,  making  provision  therein 
for  the  weekly  payment  of  dues,  which  the  feature  will  necessitate,  and 
submit  these  rules  and  regulations  to  the  membership  for  a  general  vote. 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

In  response  to  an  inquiry  from  Delegate  Fried  as  to  why 
the  committee  did  not  concur  in  the  resolution,  Delegate  Pratt 
stated  it  was  the  opinion  of  the  committee  that  it  was  not  in 
the  interests  of  the  membership  to  take  the  matter  up  at 
this  time. 

Delegate  Fried  spoke  in  favor  of  the  resolution  and  said 
he  believed  something  ought  to  be  done  for  the  unemployed. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee was  carried. 
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Local  Union  325,  Paterson,  N.  J. — 

To  the  Members  of  the  United  Brotherhood:  Brothers — The  members 
of  Local  S25,  Paterson,  N.  J.,  after  long  and  serious  consideration,  ap- 
pointed committee  to  draw  up  resolutions  to  submit  to  the  next  con- 
vention in  the  interest  of  old  members,  who  have  upheld  union  princi- 
ples for  a  long  number  of  years,  and  who,  because  of  many  reasons,  have 
not  succeeded  in  acquiring  the  means  of  keeping  themselves  in  good 
standing  and  meeting  the  absolutely  necessary  calls  for  food,  clothing, 
etc.  The  committee  drew  up  the  resolutions  printed  below;  had  them 
passed  at  a  summoned  meeting,  and  were  instructed  to  appeal,  through 
the  columns  of  our  journal,  .to  all  Brotherhood  men  to  take  the  matter 
into  consideration,  and,  if  possible,  retain  our  old  members  to  the  end  of 
their  lives. 

In  dealing  with  this  matter  our  Local  took  every  objection  we  could 
think  of  into  consideration.  We  knew  that  our  general  fund  would  be 
unable  to  meet  such  a  demand  as  the  resolution  calls  for  without  ham- 
pering the  very  efficient  work  which  characterizes  our  General  Officers, 
so,  as  far  as  possible,  we  put  the  burden  on  our  Locals,  and  gave  them 
the  honor  of  saying  what  they  were  inclined  to  do  for  their  old  mem- 
bers, thereby  guarding  against  the  abuse  of  a  sentiment  too  often  ex- 
pressed that  "it  does  not  matter  as  long  as  it  comes  from  headquarters.*' 

There  will  be  a  very  slight  addition  to  the  burden  of  the  general  in- 
surance fund,  but  if  our  officers  are  unable  to  meet  this  slight  call  the 
thought  must  arise  that  our  insurance  tables  were  compiled  by  men  who 
cared  a  great  deal  more  for  profit  than  they  did  for  brotherhood. 

Of  course.  Locals  that  have  a  contingent  fund  could,  and  many  of 
them  do,  carry  out  the  principle  of  the  resolution  without  any  appeal  to 
a  convention;  but  our  desire  is  to  keep  all  our  old  members  with  us  as 
long  as  God  leaves  them  to  us;  nor  will  there  be  much  if  any  loss  in  the 
end,  for  many  of  our  old  members  drop  out  years  before  their  time  be- 
cause there  is  nothing  to  encourage  them  to  hold  on. 

We  appeal  to  officers  and  active  members  of  all  Local  Unions  to  have 
the  resolutions  read  and  considered  at  their  meetings,  and  if  they  send 
delegates  to  the  convention  to  instruct  them  to  vote  for  the  principle, 
because  we  are  not  so  egotistical  as  to  suppose  such  a  serious  proposition 
will  be  adopted  without  amendment.

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Whereas,  The  discrimination  which  is  now  undoubtedly  practiced 
by  employers  against  aged  workmen  makes  some  of  our  oldest  and  most 
faithful  members  unable  to  pay  dues,  or  assessments,  thereby  forcing  them 
out  of  the  union  altogether  and  thus  forfeiting  all  the  benefits  they  had 
hoped  to  derive  from  long  membership,  even  the  last  earthly  hope  of 
man,  the  desire  of  decent  burial;  and,  ' 

Whereas,  Section  71  of  the  Constitution  absolutely  prohibits  the  ex- 
emption of  any  officer  or  member  from  the  payment  of  dues  or  assess- 
ments; be  it,  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  said  Section  be  amended  to  read  after  the  word  as- 
sessments: "Unless  such  member  shall,  on  application  to  a  quarterly  or 
simimoned  meeting,  be  declared  an  honorary  beneficial  member." 

New  Section:  An  honorary  beneficial  member  must  be  over  sixty 
years  of  age,  fifteen  years  a  member  of  the  Brotherhood  and  two  years 
a  member  of  the  Local  in  which  he  makes  application.  On  declaring  a 
member  an  honorary  beneficial  member  the  Local  shall  make  a  standing 
appropriation  to  pay  such  member's  per  capita  and  assessments  at  head- 
quarters from  the  regular  funds  of  the  Local,  all  such  per  capita  and 
assessments  to  be  deducted  from  such  member's  death  benefit,  together 
with  5  per  cent,  interest  by  his  Local.  Such  member  shall  not  be  entitled 
to  sick  or  disability  benefit. 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
carried. 

Local  Union  374,  Buffalo,  N.  Y .— 

Resolution:  Whereas,  The  .referendum  is  a  valuable  instrument  in 
conducting  business  affairs  of  the  Brotherhood  and  a  thorough  instru- 
ment of  democracy;  and, 

Whereas,  The  Brotherhood  is  taxed  to  a  needless  expense  in  spread- 
ing the  referendum  throughout  the  various  Locals;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  hereafter  the  editor  of  our  monthly  magazine,  The 
Carpenter,  have  inserted  a  referendum  column  in  which  all  referendums 
to  be  voted  upon  shall  appear.  Said  referendums  shall  appear  one  month 
before  final  action  is  taken  by  the  members  of  the  Locals  and  that  we 
vote  on  all  referendums  as  they  appear  in  the  journals  without  further 
instructions. 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  recommendation  of  the  committee 
was  carried. 
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Local  Union  815,  Haywards,  Cal. — 

A  new  Section:  "Any  member  of  the  U.  B.,  on  becoming  a  mem- 
ber of  a  state  militia  or  national  guard  shall  have  his  name  stricken  off 
the  roll  of  membership  and  shall  not  be  eligible  to  membership  until  his 
retirement  from  the  state  militia  or  national  guard." 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

There  being  some  doubt  as  to  the  vote  on  concurring  in 
the  recommendation  of  the  committee,  a  division  v^as  called 
for,  resulting  as  follows :  In  favor  of  the  committee's  recom- 
mendation, 140;  against,  117. 

Local  Union  1325,  Edmonton,  Can. — 

New  Section:  "Any  member  of  a  Local  Union  so  desiring  may  write 
an  article  for  publication  in  The  Carpenter,  and  if  read  before  and  en- 
dorsed by  a  majority  of  the  members  present  at  a  regular  meeting  of 
his  Local  Union,  the  G.  S.  shall  have  no  option  but  must  insert  same 
within  three  calendar  months  from  date.  No  Local  Union  to  have  this 
privilege  more  than  once  monthly." 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  recommendation  of 
the  committee  be  concurred  in. 

Delegate  Sheppard,  of  the  Edmonton  Local,  spoke  in 
favor  of  the  amendment,  believing  that  any  member  should 
have  a  right  to  submit  an  article  for  the  journal. 

Delegate  Brenton  asked  under  what  conditions  articles 
are  now  accepted  for  publication  in  The  Carpenter,  to  which 
Secretary  Duffy  replied  that  there  was  no  objection  to  any 
member  submitting  a  contribution,  in  fact,  that  he  had  asked 
the  various  Local  Unions  to  contribute  to  the  journal,  the 
right  being  reserved,  of  course,  to  reject  anything  of  an  ob- 
jectionable nature  or  that  would  not  be  in  accord  with  the 
spirit  and  intent  of  the  law. 

Delegate  Wilde  opposed  the  amendment  because  there 
would  be  absolutely  no  safeguard  thrown  around  the  official 
publication,  and  any  member  writing  up  an  article,  if  he 
secured  the  endorsement  of  his  Local  Union,  could  send  it 
to  the  General  Secretary  and  he  would  have  no  other  alterna- 
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tive  than  to  publish  it  regardless  of  its  contents  or  the  con- 
sequences that  might  follow. 

Delegate  Havanich  spoke  in  favor  of  the  amendment. 

Delegate  Brown  thought  an  article  written  by  a  mem- 
ber and  receiving  the  endorsement  of  the  Local  Union  ought 
to  appear  in  The  Carpenter,  because  the  journal  belongs  to 
the  rank  and  file. 

Delegate  Ryan   and  others  opposed  the  amendment, 

principally  on  the  grounds  that  the  Local  Unions  and  their 

members  would  really  be  the  editors  of  the  journal,  and 
there  would  be  no  censorship  whatever. 

Secretary  Duffy  said,  in  speaking  on  the  amendment: 
"This  new  section  is  a  dangerous  one.  Anybody  or  any- 
thing, under  its  provisions,  can  be  attacked.  The  Industrial 
Workers  of  the  World  may  be  advocated;  the  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor,  whose  objects  we  endorse  in  our  constitu- 
tion under  the  heading,  ''Our  Principles,"  may  be  attacked; 
the  religious  or  political  rights  and  beliefs  of  a  member  may 
be  attacked  (and  we  all  understood,  when  we  joined  the  or- 
ganization, that  the  obligation  which  we  took  would  in  no 
way  interfere  with  our  religious  beliefs,  our  political 
opinions  or  our  domestic  duties). 

"This  amendment  would  leave  the  columns  of  the  jour- 
nal wide  open  for  partisan  politics,  and  for  anything  and 
everything.  One  of  the  hardest  things  I  have  to  do  is  to  keep 
out  the  question  of  prohibition,  and  the  men  affiliated  with 
the  various  political  parties  have  often  wanted  to  express 
their  views  through  the  medium  of  our  journal. 

"I  have  been  looking  and  asking  for  our  Local  Unions 
to  send  in  correspondence.  We  have  a  correspondence 
column  in  our  journal  for  our  Local  Unions,  our  members, 
our  local  officers,  our  State  Councils  and  our  District  Coun- 
cils. There  you  have  questions  of  all  kinds  discussed — the 
label,  the  eight-hour  day,  women  wage-workers — in  fact, 
anything  that  does  not  pertain  to  party  politics.    We  may 
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discuss  political  questions,  but  never  party  politics.  If  this 
amendment  passes  and  becomes  a  law,  you  will  have  a 
botched  journal,  and  you  might  as  well  dispense  with  it  and 
have  no  journal  at  all." 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee 
was  carried. 

Local  Union  1325,  Edmonton,  Can. — 

New  Section:  "No  financial  assistance  shall  be  granted  from  head- 
quarters to  any  Local  or  D.  C.  making  a  trade  movement  for  an  increase 
of  wages  unless  they  have  already  adopted  the  eight-hour  day  or  are 
trying  to  get  a  reduction  of  hours  together  with  an  increase  of  wages." 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

Delegate  Sheppard  stated  that  his  Local  Union  believed 
this  amendment  would  strike  at  the  root  of  our  present 
slavery — long  hours  of  labor. 

Delegate  Post  stated  that  in  dealing  with  trade  move- 
ments the  General  Executive  Board  watched  this  matter 
very  closely,  and  where  it  is  found  that  a  Local  Union  or  Dis- 
trict Council  is  not  observing  the  eight-hour  day,  the  Board 
recommends  that  the  next  movement  entered  into  be  for  the 
eight-hour  day,  if  possible. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  on 
the  amendment  offered  by  L.  U.  1325  was  carried. 

Local  Union  1544  of  Coal  City,  111.— 

New  Section  184A:  Duties  of  assistant  conductor:  "Assistant  con- 
ductor shall  inquire,  collect  data  relative  to  the  promoting  of  the  use  of 
the  union  label,  and  wherever  the  U.  B.  label  is  in  use,  shop  or  factory, 
and  help  the  steward  to  advertise  and  promote  its  use  locally  and, gener- 
ally, and  he  shall  report  to  each  meeting  the  inconsistent  members  that 
patronize  non-union  production  of  wearing  apparel  and  supplies." 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

On  motion,  regularly  seconded,  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee was  concurred  in. 
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Yonkers,  N.  Y.,  District  Council — 

— Resolution — 

Be  it  resolved,  That  we,  the  members  of  the  Yonkers  District  Council 
of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  America,  con- 
sider that  the  time  has  arrived  when  concerted  action  of  great  bodies 
of  workers  should  be  taken  to  meet  the  problem  of  unemployment,  also 
that  the  opportunity  to  get  a  living  should  be  made  more  secure.  That 
the  reductions  in  the  hours  of  labor  is  the  most  sane  and  feasible  meth- 
od whereby  a  greater  number  of  the  workers  would  get  that  opportunity 
to  make  a  living;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  as  the  initiative  in  a  matter  of  this  kind  should  be 
taken  by  a  well-organized  body  of  workers,  and  as  the  workers  in  the 
building  industry  are  as  well  organized  as  any,  and  the  carpenters  as 
part  of  that  industrial  body  should  take  the  initiative  in  this  matter  at 
the  next  convention  held  in  Indianapolis  in  September,  1914,  we  there- 
fore offer  the  following  resolution  to  be  put  to  the  delegates  at  the  con- 
vention: 

Resolved,  That  on  and  after  April  1,  1916,  a  workday  of  eight  hours 
per  day  and  five  days  per  week  shall  constitute  a  week's  work  and  no 
work  shall  be  done  on  Saturdays;  and  be  it  further 

"Resolved,  That  both  nationally  and  locally  ways  and  means  shall  be 
taken  to  induce  the  other  organizations  of  the  building  trades  to  take 
similar  action." 

Your  committee  ncfn-concurs. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
carried. 

L.  U.  815,  Hayward,  Cal.— 

New  section:  "All  International  general  officers  shall  be  nominated 
at  the  general  convention  and  when  elected  by  referendum  vote  shall 
hold  office,  unless  recalled  or  otherwise  legally  removed,  for  a  period 
of  four  years.  All  sections  or  portion  of  sections  in  conflict  with  the 
new  section  shall,  on  adoption  of  new  section,  be  absolutely  repealed." 

Remarks — The  object  in  submitting  the  above  is  that  the  two-year 
convention  entails  a  big  expense  on  both  the  General  Office  and  locals 
affiliated  with  the  U.  B.  The  constant  changing  of  portions  of  the  con- 
stitution every  two  years  is  an  unnecessary  expense  to  the  U.  B.  The 
curtailing  of  the  expense  will  give  the  U.  B.  Headquarters  more  money 
for  absolute  necessities.

the  obligations."

Board  at  the  earliest  practicable  time,  and  that  favorable  action  will  be

"No  candidate  shall  be  admitted  to  membership  who  is  a  member 
of  the  militia  or  national  guard.  A  member  who  joins  either  of  these 
forces  after  initiation  into  the  U.  B.  shall  be  liable  to  expulsion." 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

Delegate  Sheppard,  of  Edmonton,  arose  to  speak  on  the 
amendment,  and  the  Chair  ruled  that  the  question  had  been 
disposed  of  by  previous  action  of  the  convention. 

The  special  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  com- 
plaints lodged  by  the  machinists'  union  against  the  Atkins 
saw  company  of  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  reported  on  conditions 
as  they  exist  at  the  aforementioned  plant. 

After  some  discussion,  it  was  moved,  seconded  and  car- 
ried that  the  report  be  received  and  referred  to  the  General 
Executive  Board,  with  the  suggestion  that  the  Board  tender 
its  good  offices  to  have  a  settlement  brought  about. 

During  the  discussion  of  the  report,  First  Vice-President 
Hutcheson  took  the  chair. 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  took  up  its  supplemen- 
tary report,  President  Kirby  in  the  chair. 

Delegate  Pratt,  for  the  committee,  stated  that  any  part 
of  the  supplementary  repQrt  which  might  conflict  with  or 
contradict  action  previously  taken  by  the  convention  on  the 
original  report  of  the  committee  would  be  stricken  out. 

Your  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Laws  submits  the  following- 
supplementary  report  for  your  consideration  and  action: 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  Section  8  be  amended  as  follows: 
In  the  sixth  line,  after  the  words  ''working  at,"  add  a  comma,  also  strike 
out  the  word  "and"  and  insert  the  word  "or." 

A  delegate  asked  whether  or  not  it  was  the  intention  of 
the  committee,  in  recommending  this  change,  to  except  or- 
ganizers from  the  provisions  of  Section  8.

Delegate  Pratt  then  read  the  section  as  amended  and 
stated  there  was  no  intention  whatever  on  the  part  of  the 
committee  to  except  any  organizer  from  the  provisions  of 
Section  8. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
carried. 

Delegate  Soderberg  offered  the  following  amendment  to 
Section  4:  "Substitute  the  word  'August'  for  'September' 
in  second  line."    (Amendment  seconded.) 

On  being  put  to  vote,  the  motion  to  concur  in  the  amend- 
ment was.  lost. 

Delegate  Taylor  offered  the  following  amendment  to 
Section  8 :  Strike  out  the  words  ''during  the  month  of  July" 
and  insert  the  words  "at  the  regular  election  of  local  officers 
and  .delegates  in  June."    (Amendment  seconded.) 

In  support  of  his  amendment,  Delegate  Taylor  stated 
that  some  Local  Unions  had  the  Australian  ballot  system  in 
their  local  elections  and  that  considerable  time  and  expense 
might  be  saved  if  the  delegates  to  the  convention  were  elected 
at  the  same  time  as  other  officers  and  delegates. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  amendment  was  lost. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  Section  20  be  amended  by  insert- 
ing after  the  word  "nominees"  in  the  t-vf en ty- eighth  line  the  words  "ex- 
cept General  Officers." 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
carried. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  Section  21  be  amended  by  strik- 
ing out  the  word  "third"  in  the  first  line. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee 
was  carried. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  Section  27  be  amended  by  chang- 
ing the  word  "and"  in  the  fourth  line  to  "or." 
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The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee 
was  carried. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  Section  28  be  amended  by  striking- 
out  the  words  "United  States  and  Canada"  and  inserting  the  words, 
"jurisdiction  of  the  U.  B." 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee 
was  carried. 

Delegate  Brenton  stated  that  he  had  not  been  given  an 
opportunity  to  speak  on  the  amendment  offered  by  his  Local 
Union  to  Section  27. 

The  point  of  order  was  raised  that  the  subject  matter 
of  the  amendment  in  question  had  been  disposed  of  by  previ- 
ous action  of  the  convention. 

President  Kirby  sustained  the  point  of  order  and  re- 
quested the  committee  to  proceed  with  its  report. 

Addition  to  the  law,  referring  to  Section  32: 

"Upon  request  of  the  First  G.  V.-P.  an  organizer  shall  be  sent  to  in- 
vestigate the  conditions  of  any  mills  using  the  label,  and  upon  receipt  of 
report  the  G.  P.  shall  forward  a  copy  of  same  to  the  First  G.  V.-P." 

Delegate  Crimmins  wanted  to  know  if  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  committee  was  a  substitute  for  the  amendment 
along  the  same  lines  offered  by  some  of  the  mill  locals. 

Delegate  Pratt,  for  the  committee,  stated  that  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  committee  practically  covered  the  request 
of  the  mill  locals. 

President  Kirby  stated  that  the  adoption  of  the  report 
of  the  committee  would  in  no  way  interfere  with  the  amend- 
ments they  had  offered  or  might  have  to  offer  on  the  subject. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee on  the  proposed  addition  to  Section  32  was  put  to  vote 
and  carried. 

Delegate  Brown  offered  the  following  amendment  to  Sec- 
tion 32:    That  the  General  President  be  given  the  power  to 
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enter  into  agreements,  offensive  and  defensive,  with  other 
organizations  by  and  with  the  approval  of  the  G.  E,  B. 
(Amendment  seconded.) 

President  Kirby  declared  the  matter  settled  by  previous 
action  of  the  convention. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  Section  35  be  amended  to  read  as 
follows: 

"The  Second  G.  V.-P.  shall  assist  the  G.  P.  in  the  discharge  of  his 
duties,  and  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  G.  P.  in  his  absence,  and  the 
absence  of  the  First  G.  V.-P.  from  the  G.  O.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  of 
the  office  of  the  First  G.  V.-P.  he  shall  become  First  G.  V.-P.  and  per- 
form the  duties  of  that  office  as  such.  He  shall,  when  not  engaged  at 
the  G.  O.,  devote  his  time  to  the  interest  of  the  U.  B.  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  G.  P.  He  shall  transmit  a  quarterly  report  to  the  G,  P.  the 
same  to  be  published  in  The  Carpenter." 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
carried. 

Your  committee  recommends  the  following  be  stricken  out  of  Section 
58 :  After  the  word  '^expelled"  in  the  first  line,  "suspended  for  non-pay- 
ment of  dues,  fines  or  misdemeanors." 

Delegate  Pratt,  for  the  committee,  read  Section  58  as  it 
would  appear  when  amended,  and  on  being  put  to  vote  the 
motion  to  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  was 
carried. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  Section  74  be  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

"Section  74.    Each  Local  Union  shall  pay  to  the  G.  S.  34  cents 
per  month  for  each  member  in  good  standing.    All  moneys  received  by 
-the  G.  S.  shall  be  used  as  a  fund  for  the  general  management  of  the  U. 
B.  and  payment  of  all  death  and  disability  donations  prescribed  by  the 
constitution  together  with  all  legal  demands  made  upon  the  U.  B." 

(Note.) — This  amendment  does  away  with  the  quarterly  tax,  and 
makes  the  per  capita  tax  34  cents  per  month  per  member. 

Delegate  Fried  offered  an  amendment  that  the  per  capita 
tax  be  made  35  cents  per  member  per  month,  instead  of  34 
cents.    (Amendment  seconded.) 
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Delegate  Fried,  speaking  in  support  of  his  amendment, 
stated  that  a  34-cent  monthly  tax  would  serve  to  complicate 
the  work  of  the  Financial  Secretaries. 

Delegate  Adams  (237)  stated  he  had  submitted  an  amend- 
ment to  the  committee  and  wanted  to  know  what  disposition 
had  been  made  of  it. 

Delegate  Pratt,  for  the  committee,  stated  that  the  com- 
mittee did  not  feel  inclined  to  accept  the  amendment  in  ques- 
tion and  reminded  Delegate  x\dams  that  he  had  the  privilege 
of  submitting  same  from  the  floor  if  he  wished  to  do  so. 

After  further  discussion,  the  previous  question  was  called 
for  by  the  necessary  number.  On  being  put  to  vote  the  mo- 
tion for  the  previous  question  was  carried. 

The  amendment  offered  by  Delegate  Fried  was  then  put 
to  vote  and  lost. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  original  report  of  the  com- 
mittee was  carried. 

Your  committee  recommends  the  following  amendment  to  Section 
111:  Strike  out  the  word  "suspended,"  in  second  line,  and  insert  the 
word  "dropped." 

Note. — Strike  out  all  of  said  section  after  the  word  "as,"  in  fifth  line, 
and  add  the  following:  "Provided  for  in  the  by-laws  of  their  L.  U.  oi 
D.  C.  together  with  the  sum  of  three  dollars,  which  shall  be  forwarded  to 
the  local  where  he  was  dropped." 

Delegate  Pratt  explained  the  intention  of  the  committee 
in  substituting  the  word  ''dropped"  for  ''suspended,"  stating 
that  a  member  who  was  suspended  might  be  looked  upon  as  a 
member  who  was  only  out  of  the  organization  for  a  time.  He 
also  explained  that,  under  the  proposed  change,  a  member 
joining  the  same  Local  Union  from  which  he  was  dropped 
would  be  required  to  pay  three  dollars  in  addition  to  the  regu- 
lar initiation  fee. 

He  then  cited  a  case  where  the  regular  initiation  fee  of 
the  Local  Union  was  $25.00,  the  initiation  fee  for  dropped 
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members  $40.00,  so  that  if  a  member  of  that  union  who  was 
dropped  wished  to  join  again  he  would  be  required  to  pay 
$40.00,  plus  $3.00. 

During  the  discdssion  on  the  matter  First  Vice-President 
Hutcheson  took  the  chair. 

President  Kirby,  discussing  the  question,  said:  I  believe 
some  specific  course  should  be  followed  or  laid  down  wherein 
we  can  reinstate  members.  A  short  time  ago  a  brother  who 
formerly  belonged  to  one  of  the  Local  Unions  on  Long  Island 
dropped  out,  and  when  he  wanted  to  rejoin  he  was  working  in 
the  jurisdiction  of  Atlantic  City.  He  joined  there  and  paid 
$15.00  initiation  fee.  The  Local  Union  that  he  formerly  be- 
'  longed  to  insisted  on  Section  58  being  complied  with  and  de- 
manded $30.00  from  the  Atlantic  City  Local,  and  the  Atlantic 
City  Union  had  to  pay  this  amount  to  said  local.  Of  course, 
it  was  in  accordance  with  Section  58,  but  it  is  not  right. 

Every  time  a  man  drops  out  of  a  Local  Union,  that  Local 
Union  has  paid  to  the  General  Office  three  months'  per  capita 
tax,  besides  the  tax  they  may  have  paid  to  central  bodies, 
District  Councils  or  Building  Trades  Councils.  I  believe  our 
Local  Unions  should  be  entitled  to  something  in  such  cases, 
but  I  don't  believe  they  should  make  prohibitive  conditions. 

•  Delegate  Guerin  opposed  the  recommendation  because  he 
did  not  believe  it  accomplished  what  the  committee  desired 
to  bring  about.  He  contended  that  the  amendment  would  only 
add  $3.00  to  the  regular  reinitiation  fee  required  by  the  laws 
of  a  Local  Union. 

Delegate  Pratt,  for  the  committee,  explained  that  in  Sec- 
tion 58  that  part  which  made  necessary  the  obtaining  of  the 
consent  of  the  former  local  where  a  member  was  dropped 
merely  for  non-payment  of  dues  had  been  eliminated,  that  in 
such  cases  the  member  could  be  taken  in,  providing  the  sum 
of  $3.00  was  turned  over  to  the  local  to  which  he  formerly  be- 
longed. 
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Delegate  Soderberg  asked  what  effect  the  amendment 
would  have  in  the  case  of  members  expelled  for  non-payment 
of  fines,  and  Delegate  Pratt  replied  that  in  such  a  case  the 
consent  of  the  local  imposing  the  fine  must  first  be  obtained. 

The  previous  question  was  called  for  by  the  necessary 
number  and  on  being  put  to  vote  the  motion  for  the  previous 
question  was  carried. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  on 
the  proposed  amendment  to  Section  111  was  carried. 

President  Kirby  in  the  chair. 

Delegate  Roddy  offered  the  following:  Amend  Section 
95  of  the  General  Constitution  to  read  as  follows.  A  perma- 
nent disability  claim  must  be  filed  with  the  G.  T.  within  two 
years  from  the  .date  of  the  accident.  Failure  to  file  a  perma- 
nent disability  claim  with  the  G.  T.  within  two  years  from  the 
date  of  the  accident  shall  invalidate  the  claim.  (Amendment 
seconded.) 

Delegate  Jloddy  claimed  that  the  section  in  its  present 
form  is  in  conflict,  one  part  with  the  other. 

Delegate  Kearney  spoke  in  favor  of  the  amendment. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  amendment  offered  by  Dele- 
gate Roddy  was  carried. 

The  following  amendment  was  offered  to  Section  109: 
And  no  Local  Union  shall  receive  or  accept  dues  from  a  mem- 
ber who  is  in  arrears  unless  the  member  tenders  such  an 
amount  as  will  pay  up  all  arrearages  and  the  dues  for  the  cur- 
rent month.    (Amendment  seconded.) 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  amendment  was  then  put  to 
vote  and  lost. 

Delegate  Pfohl  (795)  offered  the  following  amendment 
to  Section  53:  Add,  on  the  sixth  line  after  the  words  ''car 
builders,"  the  words  "casket,  coflfin,  box  and  crate  makers." 
(Amendment  seconded.) 
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After  some  discussion,  in  which  the  sentiment  seemed 
to  be  that  Section  53  as  it  stands  is  sufficient  for  all  purposes, 
the  motion  to  concur  in  the  amendment  offered  by  Delegate 
Pfohl  was  put  to  vote  and  lost. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  Section  121  be  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

"A  Local  Union  may  be  organized  by  ten  or  more  journeymen  car- 
penters and  joiners  (or  men  working  at  other  branches  of  the  trade), 
who  must  apply  to  the  G.  P.  and  send  $10.00  charter  fee,  with  applica- 
tion. Then  the  G.  P.  shall  issue  and  the  G.  S.  sign  and  forward  charter, 
outfit  and  seal,  provided  applicants  are  qualified  as  provided  for  in  the 
constitution." 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee was  lost. 

Your  committee  recommends  the  following  be  added  to  Section  123 
after  "'First  G.  V.-P.,"  sixth  line:  "and  shall  have  power  to  refuse  to 
seat  or  to  suspend  any  delegate  who  has  been  fined  for  disturbing  the 
harmony  of  the  meeting." 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 

lost. 

Delegate  Wilder  (198)  offered  the  following  new  sec- 
tion, to  be  known  as  Section  180a:  When  a  member  leaves 
the  jurisdiction  of  his  L.  U.  for  more  than  thirty  days,  but 
continues  to  pay  dues  in  said  local,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
F.  S.  of  the  aforesaid  L.  U.  to  inform,  by  mail  or  otherwise, 
the  F.  S.  of  the  L.  U.  where  the  member  is  stopping  or  stay- 
ing (if  a  L.  U.  exists  at  such  place)  that  said  member  is  in 
his  locality  and  is  a  member  of  the  U.  B.  And  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  F.  S.  at  the  last-mentioned  place,  in  response  to 
the  information,  to  look  up  said  member,  if  possible,  and  if 
found  to  be  working  at  the  carpenter  trade,  he  shall  be  fined 
the  sum  of  $25.00.    (Amendment  seconded.) 

Delegate  Wilder  supported  his  amendment  with  the 
statement  that  many  members  come  into  his  city  and  conceal 
their  identity  as  union  men,  making  it  difficult  to  locate  them. 
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The  motion  to  adopt  the  amendment  as  offered  was  then 
put  to  vote  and  lost. 

Local  Union  470,  Tacoma,  Wash. — 

Amend  Section  219  by  inserting  tlie  word  "  general"  before  the  word 
"funds"  wherever  it  occurs  in  said  section. 

New  Section: 

Sec.  219B.  Any  L.  U.. having  fixed  its  monthly  dues  and  its  initiation 
fees  for  general  fund  purposes  at  not  less  than  the  minimum  provided  for 
such  fees  in  Section  71,  may  create  a  contingent  fund  by  fixing  for  such 
contingent  fund  an  additional  initiation  and  re-admission  fee  and  such 
additional  monthly  dues  not  to  exceed  one-third  the  general  fund  dues 
as  may  be  approved  by  the  First  G.  V.-P.  Said  contingent  fund  shall  be 
the  sole  property  of  the  L.  U.,  but  shall  be  liable  for  all  obligations  in- 
curred by  the  L.  U.,  including  per  capita  tax  and  assessments  due  the 
G.  O.  and  may  be  used  for  any  purposes  not  inconsistent  with  the  ob- 
jects of  the  U.  B.  as  set  forth  in  Section  8  of  the  constitution  and  our 
platform  and  with  the  agreement  made  with  new  members  at  the  time 
of  initiation  as  set  forth  in  the  ritual.  Appropriations  from  the  contin- 
gent fund  shall  only  be  made  lat  a  regular  meeting  and  shall  require  a 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.  But  no  appropriation  shall 
be  made  for  sectarian,  religious  or  partisan  political  purposes  except  by 
unanimous  consent  and  after  the  motion  for  such  appropriation  shall  have 
laid  over  for  at  least  one  week. 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 
Local  Union  309,  New  York  City- 
Sections  219  and  220  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  219.  The  funds  of  a  Local  Union  emanating  from  regular 
dues,  legal  assessments  and  fines  imposed  for  violation  of  trade  rules, 
or  violation  of  the  general  constitution  or  by-laws,  and  all  property  of  a 
Local  Union,  shall  be  used  only  for  such  purposes  as  are  specified  in 
the  constitution  and  by-laws  and  as  may  be  required  to  transact  and 
properly  conduct  its  business,  viz.:  Payment  of  salaries,  donations  to 
sick  members,  purchasing  stationery,  books,  cards,  printing,  payment  of 
rent,  or  any  legally  authorized  bill  against  the  union.  Violation  of  this 
provision  subjects  the  offending  Local  Union  to  the  penalty  of  suspen- 
sion. But  any  Local  Union  may  use  the  fines  imposed  for  non-attendance 
at  general  or  special  meetings,  or  the  proceeds  of  festivals  or  similar 
income,  for  establishing  and  conducting  a  contingent  fund  and  use  the 
money  accruing  from  these  sources  for  assisting  members  in  distress 
or  the  furtherance  of  the  labor  movement  in  general.  And  in  case  of  de- 
pletion in  this  contingent  fund  the  Local  Union  may  levy  an  assessment 
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on  its  members  for  replenishing  same  in  conformity  with  the  provisions 
governing  tax  or  special  assessment,  as  specified  in  Section  220. 

Sec.  220.  Strike  out  all  of  first  and  second  line  to  the  word  "given," 
the  amended  section  to  read: 

Sec.  220.  No  tax  or  special  assessment  shall  be  levied  by  any  Local 
Union,  etc.,  etc.,  as  per  Sec.  220  in  its  present  reading. 

Reasons — Under  obtaining  economical  conditions,  where  the  wage 
worker  is  at  any  time  subject  to  enforced  and  protracted  idleness  often 
resulting  in  sickness  in  his  family  and  dire  distress,  we  would  become 
unfaithful  to  the  pledge  we  all  have  taken  at  our  admission  into  the  U.  B., 
viz.:  to  assist  one  another  in  case  of  need,  would  we  indiscriminately 
refuse  all  financial  assistance  to  needy  members' 

On  the  other  hand,  under  obtaining  economical  conditions,  the  wage 
workers  are  often  involved  in  fights  and  conflicts  with  their  employers, 
the  outcome  of  which  is  of  the  utmost  importance,  not  only  to  the 
members  of  the  trade  directly  affected,  but  to  all  other  trades.  In 
fights  of  this  kind  organized  labor  can  not  afford  to  stand  idly  by;  for 
the  sake  of  self-protection  it  must  render  moral  and  financial  assistance 
to  the  men  or  women  directly  involved  in  the  conflict.  Under  obtaining 
conditions  it  also  becomes  at  times  imperatively  necessary  to  render 
financial  assistance  to  the  labor  press  our  most  effective  weapon  in  the 
struggle  for  humane  living  conditions. 

It  is  with  this  understanding,  and  in  a  spirit  of  solidarity  that  for 
years  past  many  of  our  Local  Unions,  especially  those  of  our  larger 
cities,  have  appropriated  money,  which  action  under  strict  application 
of  our  laws  would  have  been  synonymous  to  violation  of  certain  provis- 
ions. 

A  situation,  however,  where  a  Local  Union  may  become  amenable 
under  our  laws  because  of  its  brotherly  and  solidary  action  is  unworthy 
of  a  modern  labor  organization,  and  it  is  the  highest  time  that  the  pro- 
visions in  our  constitution  governing  donations  be  amended  and  pro- 
visions be  adopted  which  will  make  the  donating  of  money  to  needy 
members,  or  to  other  trades  in  distress,  a  lawful  act.  It  is  with  this  end 
in  view  that  L.  U.  309  proposes  the  above  amendments  to  Sections  219 
and  220  of  the  General  Constitution.  We-  hold  that  any  Local  Union 
should  have  the  right  to  dispose  of  the  money  arising  from  fines  im- 
posed for  non-attendance  at  meetings,  as  well  as  the  proceeds  of  festi- 
vals or  the  like,  at  its  own  discretion  and  in  conformity  with  its  by-laws.  ' 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

Local  Union  470,  Tacoma,  Wash. — 

Section  220.    Amend  to  read:    No  loans  or  donations  to  keep  mem- 
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bers  in  good  standing  shall  be  made  from  the  general  funds  of  the  L. 
U.'s.  No  loans  or  donations,  except  sick  donations  and  donations  or 
loans  in  aid  of  other  L.  U.'s  of  the  U.  B.  on  strike,  with  the  sanction  of 
the  G.  E.  B.,  shall  be  made  from  the  general  funds  of  L.  U.'s  unless  spe- 
cially sanctioned  by  the  G  E.  B.,  nor  shall  such  loans  or  donations  be 
made,  nor  any  special  tax  or  assessment  be  levied,  unless  such  action  be 
taken  at  a  regular  meeting  at  which  all  the  members  have  been  notified 
by  mail  to  be  present  to  vote  on  such  proposition. 

Your  committee  non-concurs  in  the  above  and  recommends  in  lieu 
thereof  the  following: 

FUNDS  OF  LOCAL  UNIONS. 
General  Funds. 

Sec.  219.  The  General  funds  or  property  of  a  Local  Union  shall  be 
used  only  for  such  purposes  as  are  specified  in  the  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws,  and  as  may  be  required  to  transact  and  properly  conduct  its  busi- 
ness, viz.:  Payment  of  salaries  and  donations  to  sick  members;  purchas- 
ing stationery,  books,  cards,  printing,  payment  of  rent,  or  any  legally 
authorized  bill  against  the  Union.  But  under  no  circumstances  shall  any 
of  the  General  funds  be  used  for  donations  or  loans  to  members;  Con- 
tingent fund,  or  for  political  purposes.  Violation  of  this  section  sub- 
jects the  offending  union  to  the  penalty  of  suspension. 

CONTINGENT  FUND. 

Any  local  paying  more  than  75  cents  per  month  dues  may  create 
a  special  relief  and  contingent  fund  for  use  aside  from  the  General  fund. 
Local  Unions  may  use  all  dues  in  excess  of  the  above  dues,  all  fines 
levied  for  non-attendance  at  special  or  regular  meetings,  proceeds  of 
entertainments  and  may  levy  an  assessment  for  said  fund  in  accordance 
with  provisions  governing  special  assessments  specified  in  Section  220. 

This  fund  can  be  used  for  any  purpose  the  Local  Unions  may  de- 
cide; provided,  however,  if  property  is  purchased  with  said  fund,  said 
property  shall  be  then  held  as  specified  in  Section  219. 

The  question  was  discussed  briefly  and  the  previous  ques- 
tion called  for. 

The  motion  for  the  previous  question  v^as  carried. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  recommendation  of  the  commit- 
tee was  then  put  to  vote  and  carried. 

At  5  o'clock  the  convention  adjourned  until  9  o'clock 
Thursday  morning,  October  1st. 
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TENTH  DAY-MORNING  SESSION 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  October  1,  1914. 

The  convention  was  called  to  order  at  9  o'clock  by  Gen- 
eral President  Kirby.

President  Kirby  introduced  Brother  George  Armstrong, 
of  Winnipeg,  Canada,  the  delegate  elected  at  the  Washington 
convention  to  attend  the  convention  of  the  Canadian  Trades 
and  Labor  Congress,  which  took  place  last  week  at  St.  John, 
Canada. 

Brother  Armstrong  called  attention  to  conditions  exist- 
ing in  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  particularly  in  the  northwest 
portion,  and  stated  that  on  account  of  the  depression  in  the 
building  industry  there  trade  questions  which  might  ordinar- 
ily be  expected  to  come  up  in  the  convention  were  somewhat 
relegated  to  the  background.  He  then  read  his  report,  which 
was  as  follows : 

Report  of  Delegate  Armstrong  of  the  Canadian  Trades  and  Laboi 
Congress. 


Mr.  James  Kirby,  General.  President  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters 
and  Joiners  of  America,  Indianapolis,  Indiana. 
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Dear  Sir  and  Brother — In  reporting  to  you  of  my  attendance  to  the 
Canadian  Trades  and  Labor  Congress  I  will  state  that  business  of  im- 
portance to  our  Brotherhood,  as  well  as  business  regarding  labor  or- 
ganizations in  general,  was  dealt  with. 

Over  sixty  resolutions  were  introduced.  Much  interest  was  mani- 
fested in  those  dealing  with  the  arbitration  of  grievances  between  Or- 
ganized Labor  and  Capital,  also  the  violation  of  the  "Fair  Wage"  clause 
in  government  contracts  as  presented  in  Resolutions  Nos.  12  and  13  by 
Delegate  Moore  of  Niagara  Falls,  Ont. 

The  Honorable  Mr.  Carruthers,  Minister  of  Labor,  being  present 
gave  cause  for  a  lengthy  and  spirited  discussion  on  the  part  of  many 
delegates.  Much  pressure  was  brought  to  bear  in  pointing  out  to  him 
the  reckless  violation  of  his  "Fair  Wage"  clauses  in  the  contract  per- 
taining to  the  Welland  Ship  Canal  and  Harbor  improvements  at  Toronto, 
besides  government  work  of  less  importance  throughout  the  different 
provinces,  all  of  which  come  under  his  department  and  for  which  the 
Congress  held  him  as  Minister  of  Labor  responsible. 

The  Minister  of  Labor,  however,  proved  himself  an  adept  at  the 
art  of  evasion.  He  delivered  an  address  of  one  hour  and  a  half's  dura- 
tion in  getting  around  and  over  top,  without  touching  the  question  that 
was  put  to  him  so  ably  by  Delegate  Moore,  but  the  Congress  has  had 
too  many  of  these  "jugglers"  to  deal  with  in  the  past  to  let  this  very 
respectable  politician  get  away  with  them.  He  (the  Minister  of  Labor) 
only  proved  his  ability  to  be  in  one  long  sleep  while  our  employers  of 
labor  discover  an  overstocked  labor  market,  and,  as  a  result  violate  the 
"Fair  Wage"  clauses  which  the  Labor  Department  should  enforce  but 
take  care  not  to  do  it. 

It  is  the  same  old  story  over  again — Government  Contractors  are 
good  things  at  election  time.  Working  men  are  not  supposed  to  have 
brains.  Some  evidence  can  be  gathered,  I  believe,  to  prove  this  state- 
ment. I  might  also  say  that  in  dealing  with  the  conditions  of  the 
Miners  at  Vancouver  Island,  which  followed  a  long  drawn  out  strike  or 
lockout,  as  a  jesult  of  the  non-enforcement  of  the  Mines  Regulation  Act 
by  a  bunch  of  political  tricksters  in  control  of  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia,  the  Minister  of  Labor  was  again  brought  under  the  hammer. 
This  time  District  President  Foster  and  Organizer  Farrington  of  the 
U.  M.  W.  of  A.  were  the  wielders  of  the  "big  stick"  of  criticism,  on  the 
part  the  Laboi-  Department  took  in  their  investigation  of  the  affairs  in 
the  far  west  provinces. 

The  minister  again  got  busy  defending  propertied  interest,  this 
tima  overflowing  with  patriotism,  and  like  all  patriots,  the  foreign  agi- 
tator is  at  fault,  despite  evidence  to  the  contrary  proving  that  there  was 
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not  an  organizer,  native  or  foreign,  around  the  place  when  the  lockout 
occurred/  The  minister  carefully  evaded  the  fact  that  the  mines  are 
owned  by  U.  S.  Capitalists. 

Your  delegate  had  expected  some  jurisdictional  trouble  to  arise, 
although  it  is  not  the  business  of  the  Congress  to  deal  with  these  troubles, 
and  was  fully  prepared  for  the  flay  but  as  it  did  not  present  itself  we 
did  not  have  the  pleasure. 

The  business  of  the  Congress  will  be  printed  in  detail  at  an  early 
date  and  a  copy  of  same  will  be  forwarded  to  the  headquarters  of  our 
Brotherhood. 

With  no  further  remarks  at  my  command,  I  remain 
Fraternally  yours,

The  report  was  received,  and  by  suggestion  of  the  Gen- 
eral President,  will  be  published  in  the  official  monthly  jour- 
nal. 

President  Kirby  stated  that  in  the  beginning  of  the  con- 
vention he  had  expressed  a  desire  to  be  fair  to  every  one  and 
give  every  delegate  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  on  any  and  all 
questions,  but  that  Delegate  Brenton,  of  East  St.  Louis,  111., 
felt  that  he  had  not  been  treated  fairly  in  the  matter  of  an 
amendment  to  Section  27  of  the  General  Constitution,  sub- 
mitted by  his  Local  Union. 

Delegate  Brenton  was  granted  the  privilege  of  the  floor, 
and  stated  that  in  his  Local  Union  it  had  been  found  advisable 
not  to  allow  a  member  to  hold  office  for  more  than  two  con- 
secutive  terms,  and  that  since  the  idea  had  worked  out  satis- 
factorily with  regard  to  local  officers,  it  might  also  apply 
equally  as  well  to  the  General  Officers,  and  that  was  the  rea- 
son his  L.  U.  had  for  submitting  the  amendment. 

The  report  of  the  Constitution  Committee  was  con- 
tinued. 

Delegate  Featherston,  for  the  committee,  stated  that  the 
convention  had  taken  action  at  yesterday  afternoon's  session 
on  the  committee's  recommendation  concerning  the  general 
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fund  and  a  contingent  fund,  and  that  he  believed  the  major- 
ity of  the  delegates  did  not  fully  understand  the  recommenda- 
tion, it  being  left  wide  open  and  with  practically  no  restric- 
tions thrown  around  the  contingent  fund,  or  the  purposes  for 
which  it  might  be  used.  He  stated  that  the  committee  had 
drafted  the  recommendation  hurriedly  and  had  expected  the 
convention  to  find  the  weak  spots  in  it. 

It  was  moved,  seconded  and  carried  that  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  committee  pertaining  to  funds  of  Local 
Unions  be  reconsidered. 

On  motion  by  Delegate  Featherston,  regularly  seconded, 
the  matter  was  referred  back  to  the  Committee  on  Constitu- 
tion for  further  report  to  the  convention. 

Delegate  Sorensen  (948)  moved  that  the  action  of  the 
convention  on  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  with  re- 
gard to  Section  8  of  the  General  Constitution,  (adding  a 
comma  after  the  words  "working  at,"  in  the  sixth  line,  strik- 
ing out  the  word  "and"  and  inserting  the  word  "or,")  be  re- 
considered. (Seconded.) 

On  being  put  to  vote,  the  motion  to  reconsider  was  lost. 

It  was  moved  by  Delegate  Fried,  properly  seconded,  that 
the  action  of  the  convention  on  the  amendment  offered  by 
L.  U.  815,  of  Haywards,  Cal.,  be  reconsidered.  The  amend- 
ment is  as  follows: 

New  section:  Any  member  of  the  U.  B.,  on  becoming  a  member  of 
a  state  militia  or  national  guard,  shall  have  his  name  stricken  off  the 
roll  of  membership  and  shall  not  be  eligible  to  membership  until  his 
retirement  from  the  state  militia  or  national  guard. 

Delegate  Pratt  explained  the  position  of  the  Committee 
on  Constitution  in  the  matter,  citing  the  fact  that  in  some 
cases  where  strikes  had  occurred  the  civil  authorities  had 
called  on  our  members  on  strike  to  act  as  guards  and  that 
the  adoption  of  this  amendment  might  therefore  not  work  to 
the  advantage  of  the  organization  at  all  times. 
24— Carp.  Pro. 
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Secretary  Duffy  called  attention  to  the  action  of  the  con- 
vention on  the  following  propositions,  all  bearing  on  the  sub- 
ject matter  under  discussion: 

"Local  Union  55,  Denver,  Colo- — 

"Amend  Section  61.  Insert  after  the  word  navy  in  line  five,  'Or  wbo  accept 
employment  under  non-union  conditions,  such  as  working  in  and  around  mines 
and  factories  during  the  time  of  a  strike  or  a  lockout,  or  being  employed  as  armed 
guards  for  mining  companies  during  a  strike  of  the  employes  of  said  company.' 

"Your  committee  non-concurs. 

"The  motion  to  concur  in  the  committee's  report  was  carried. 

"Local  Union  815,  Haywards,  Cal. — 

"A  new  Section :  'Any  member  of  the  U.  B.,  on  becoming  a  member  of  a  state 
militia  or  national  guard  shall  have  his  name  stricken  of£  the  roll  of  membership 
and  shall  not  be  eligible  to  membership  until  his  retirement  from  the  state  militia 
or  national  guard.' 

"Your  committee  non-concurs. 

"There  being  some  doubt  as  to  the  vote  on  concurring  in  the  recommendation 
of  the  committee,  a  division  was  called  for,  resulting  as  follows:  In  favor  of  the 
committee's  recommendation,  140;  against,  117. 

"L.  U.  1325,  Edmonton,  Can.— ■ 

"Eliminate  G.  E.  B.  decision,  April  6,  1898,  re  National  Guard,  and  insert  the 
following  new  section  in  constitution : 

"  'No  candidate  shall  be  admitted  to  membership  who  is  a  member  of  the 
militia  or  national  guard.  A  member  who  joins  either  of  these  forces  after  initia- 
tion into  the  U.  B.  shall  be  liable  to  expulsion.' 

»    "Your  committee  non-concurs. 

"Delegate  Sheppard  of  Edmonton,  arose  to  speak  on  the  amendment,  and  the 
Chair  ruled  that  the  question  had  been  disposed  of  by  previous  action  of  the  con- 
vention." 

After  some  discussion,  the  motion  to  reconsider  the 
amendment  offered  by  L.  U.  815,  in  conjunction  with  the  one 
offered  by  L.  U.  1325,  was  carried. 

Delegate  Howlett  raised  the  point  of  order  that  under 
Rule  31  a  motion  to  reconsider  must  be  made  and  seconded 
by  two  members  who  voted  with  the  majority. 

President  Kirby  ruled  that  in  a  yea  and  nay  vote  it  was 
impossible  to  determine  who  had  voted  with  the  majority 
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and  who  had  not,  and  that  in  such  a  case  the  convention  must 
trust  to  the  honesty  of  the  delegate  moving  to  reconsider. 

Delegate  Fried  stated  he  believed  the  amendment  offered 
by  L.  U.  1325  v^as  more  to  the  point,  and  the  discussion  which 
followed  was  on  that  amendment. 

A  number  of  delegates  spoke  on  the  question,  calling  at- 
tention to  conditions  in  West  Virginia,  in  Michigan  and  in 
Colorado  and  the  work  of  the  militia  in  these  districts. 

Delegate  Farrell — In  case  this  amendment  is  carried,  do 
I  understand  that  all  who  are  now  members  of  the  organiza- 
tion and  also  members  of  the  militia  or  national  guard  will 
have  to  be  expelled,  or  will  this  go  into  effect  with  the  adop- 
tion of  the  constitution  ? 

President  Kirby — I  would  not  attempt  to  decide  the  mat- 
ter without  giving  it  some  consideration. 

The  previous  question  was  called  for. 

On  being  put  to  vote,  the  motion  for  the  previous  ques- 
tion was  carried. 

The  vote  was  then  taken  on  the  adoption  of  the  report  of 
the  committee  in  connection  with  the  amendment  offered  by 
L.  U.  1325,  of  Edmonton.  A  division  was  called  for,  result- 
ing as  follows:  71  in  favor  of  the  report  of  the  committee; 
181  against. 

It  was  then  moved,  seconded  and  carried  that  the  amend- 
ment offered  by  L.  U.  1325  be  concurred  in. 

Delegate  Pratt,  for  the  committee,  read  the  following 
amendment  to  Section  223,  (omitted  from  the  printed  report 
of  the  committee)  :  Strike  out  all  after  the  word  "exist,"  in 
the  seventh  line,  and  insert  the  following :  ''shall  apply  to  the 
First  G.  V.-P.  for  sanction  to  use  the  label  and  give  such 
information  pertaining  to  conditions  in  that  district  as  he 
shall  require,  and  after  receiving  sanction  from  the  First 
G.  V.-P.,  shall  issue  labels  of  the  above  design,  numbered  con- 
secutively, with  name  or  number  of  the  D.  C.  or  L.  U.  issuing 
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same,  printed  in  its  proper  place  on  the  label,  to  such  shops 
and  mills  in  that  district  as  are  entitled  to  same,  and  all  labels 
must  be  secured  from  the  G.  0.,  who  shall  furnish  same  at 
cost  under  the  following  condition:" 

It  was  moved,  seconded  and  carried  that  the  above 
recommendation  be  laid  over  until  the  report  of  the  Label 
Committee  is  under  consideration. 

Delegate  Pratt,  for  the  committee,  read  the  following 
proposed  amendments  to  Section  224  and  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  committee  thereon : 

Local  Union  309,  New  York  City- 
Section  224.    Strike  out  the  word  "thirty"  on  third  line  and  insert 
"thirty-five"  instead. 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

Local  Union  247,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.— 

Amend  Section  224,  United  Brotherhood  Constitution,  by  striking  out 
the  word  ("has"  after  the  word  "mill"  on  tl^e.  second  line  and  insert  in 
place  thereof  the  following,  "is  operating  entirely  under,"  so  that  the 
first  two  lines  of  Section  224  shall  read:  "No  shop  or  mill  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  labels  except  such  shop  or  mill  is  operating  entirely  imder 
an  eight-hour  workday  and  a." 

Your  committee  non-concurs.  ' 

Local  Union  476,  New  York — 

Section  224 — Label:  Strike  out  in  the  third  line  after  words  "Pay  of 
30  cents"  and  insert  "40  cents." 

Explanation — ^We  believe  this  is  necessary  as  we  find  that  the  union 
mills  in  the  large  cities  where  the  minimum  wage  is  more  than  40  cents 
per  hour  are  losing  the  largest  part  of  their  home  work  through  the  fact 
that  the  work  is  being  manufactured  in  the  mills  outside  of  the  large 
cities  where  the  minimum  wage  is  30  cents  and  have  the  use  of  the 
labels  which  must  be  recognized  in  all  localities  as  per  Section  227  of 
the  general  constitution. 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 
Michigan  State  Council. — 

Whereas,  It  has  been  possible  under  our  present  law  for  an  employer 
to  be  unfair  in  one  jurisdiction  and  still  use  the  label  in  another' juris- 
diction; and, 
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Whereas,  There  have  been  great  discrepancies  in  wage  scales  of 
agreements  with  firms  having  mills  in  different  jurisdictions;  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Constitution  be  and  is  hereby  amended 
to  prevent  the  same,  viz.: 

Amend  Section  224,  after  the  words  "Local  Union,"  insert  a  new 
clause,  "Agreements  with  an  employer  operating  in  different  jurisdictions 
shall  be  agreed  to  by  the  D.  C.'s  or  L.  U.'s  interested,  and  must  be  ap- 
proved by  the  G.  P.  and  no  employer  who  is  unfair  in  one  jurisdiction 
shall  be  considered  fair  in  another  jurisdiction." 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

Local  Union  471,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.— 

Amendment  to  Section  227:  "Provided  said  factory  pay  in  wages 
eighty  per  cent.  (80%)  of  the  wages  paid  in  the  district  in  which  the  prod- 
uct is  to  be  used." 

Your  committee  non-concurs  and  recommends  that  Section  224  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"No  agreement  shall  be  made  or  renewed  with  any  firm  granting  the 
use  of  the  label  after  April  1,  1916,  unless  all  shops  and  mills  of  the  firm 
have  an  eight-hour  workday  and  a  minimum  pay  of  35  cents  per  hour  to 
all  bench  and  machine  hands,  and  employs  only  members  of  the  U.  B., 
except  where  dispensation  has  been  granted  by  the  General  President 
upon  application  from- the 'District  Council  or  Local  Union." 

During  the  discussion  following,  in  which  Delegate 
O'Connell  and  others  participated,  First  Vice-President 
HutchesOn  took  the  chair. 

President  Kirby  spoke  briefly  on  the  subject  and  said: 
The  handling  of  this  label  and  the  application  of  this  label  to 
see  that  it  is  done  in  accordance  with  our  laws  is  perhaps  one 
of  the  hardest  things  we  have  to  do.  We  believe  there  are  in- 
stances where  our  label  has  been  misused;  the  difficulty  is 
to  find  the  responsibility,  to  fix  the  parties  who  are  responsi- 
ble for  it.  It  lies  with  the  members  of  our  organization  who 
permit  the  label  to  be  given  to  other  parties. 

Here  is  the  point:  Our  label  should  be  just  as  good  as 
a  piece  of  paper  marked  "100  cents"  by  the  United  States.  I 
don't  care  what  minimum  price  you  fix  that  label  at.   If  you 
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say  that  label  can  only  be  applied  in  a  mill  where  the  men  are 
receiving  a  minimum  wage  of  40  cents  per  hour,  then  J  say 
"  Amen  to  that.   But  let  that  label  be  received  wherever  it  may 
go  and  handled  by  our  men  without  question. 

If  a  city  desires  to  have  the  label  and  work  for  less  than 
the  constitutional  price,  let  them  handle  the  material  locally, 
but  don't  send  the  material  into  a  locality  where  they  are  pay- 
ing a  higher  rate  of  wages.  God  knows  35  or  40  cents  is  not 
too  much.  And  I  want  to  see  the  eight-hour  day  for  the  men 
engaged  in  the  trim  mills,  but  you  know  it  is  impossible  to 
get  a  high  rate  of  wages  for  the  rattan  workers,  the  box- 
makers,  etc.  We  can't  build  up  the  standard  of  these  men  all 
at  once  to  the  standard  of  the  men  making  trim.  The  box- 
makers  are  now  voting  on  the  question  of  affiliating  with  the 
United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters,  and  they  now  have  an 
average  wage  of  26  cents  per  hour.  But  we  can't  gain  any 
prestige  for  these  men  unless  we  give  them  the  label,  and  if 
we  can't  give  them  the  label  then  we  can't  expect  to  do  them 
any  good. 

Don't  make  the  restrictions  around  the  granting  of  the 
label  so  difficult  to  raise  their  conditions.  There  is  a  vast 
difference  between  the  men  who  manufacture  building  trim 
and  the  men  engaged  in  the  lines  1  have  mentioned,  and  all  of 
you  appreciate  that  fact.  But  I  believe  these  men  should 
have  better  conditions.  And  it  is  my  firm  determination,  if 
I  live  and  continue  in  office,  to  insist  upon  the  constitutional 
figure  at  least,  both  as  to  hours  and  wages,  the  same  as  I  have 
done  in  the  past.  Don't  pass  this  up  hastily,  but  give  the  mat- 
ter serious  consideration.  It  affects  thousands  and  thousands 
of  men. 

Delegate  Orris  (1922)  spoke  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  committee  and  the  label  question  in  general,  stating  that 
it  was  an  exceedingly  hard  matter  to  deal  with  justly  to  all 
of  the  inside  men.  He  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  our 
organization  there  were  17,000  inside  men,  and  5,000  of  these 
were  in  Chicago ;  that  in  that  city  there  were  273  organized 
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mills  and  the  trim  men  were  getting  41  cents  per  hour  for 
the  nine-hour  day,  an  effort  to  be  made  in  the  near  future  to 
gain  the  eight-hour  day.  He  said  the  worst  evil  the  Chicago 
inside  men  had  to  contend  with  was  the  competition  of  out- 
side mills  in  nearby  cities  and  States  working  ten  hours  per 
day  and  shipping  their  output  into  Chicago,  thus  putting  the 
employing  contractors  of  that  city  in  a  position  where  our 
organization  had  to  take  notice  of  them. 

General  President  Kirby  in  the  chair. 

Delegate  Woodbury,  discussing  the  question,  said  he  was 
inclined  to  believe  that  not  merely  the  question  of  granting 
the  label  alone  would  kill  off  the  unfair  competition,  but  that 
the  more  serious  question  was  that  of  organizing  the  men  em- 
ployed in  these  mills,  and  that  the  only  solution  was  for  the 
outside  men  to  shoulder  the  burden  of  the  millmen  wherever 
possible. 

Delegate  Ryan  moved  as  a  substitute  for  the  report  of 
the  committee  the  amendment  offered  by  L.  U.  471.  (Motion 
seconded.) 

The  amendment  is  as  follows:  Amendment  to  Section 
227 — Provided  said  factory  pay  in  fixed  wages  eighty  (80) 
per  cent,  of  the  fixed  wages  paid  in  the  district  in  which  the 
product  is  to  be  used. 

Delegate  Ryan  spoke  in  favor  of  the  amendment,  calling 
attention  to  the  fact  that  under  its  provisions  the  minimum 
wage  for  mill  men  could  be  fixed  at  any  figure  that  might  be 
deemed  fit. 

Delegate  Crimmins  spoke  in  favor  of  the  amendment 
offered  by  Delegate  Ryan. 

First  Vice-President  Hutcheson  spoke  in  favor  of  the 
recommendation  of  the  committee,  stating  that  in  the  past 
years  the  General  President  had  granted  dispensations  in 
order  to  promulgate  the  use  of  the  label,  and  that  that  plan 
had  resulted  beneficially  for  the  organization.    He  believed 
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that  ttie  power  of  granting  dispensations  should  still  rest  with 
the  General  President,  but  with  the  proviso  that  material  can- 
not be  shipped  into  a  locality  in  competition  with  a  mill  in 
which  the  laws  of  our  organization  as  stipulated  in  the  Gen- 
eral Constitution  are  being  strictly  lived  up  to. 

Delegate  Brown  did  not  believe  this  was  the  proper  time 
for  the  change  recommended  by  the  committee. 

Delegate  Howlett  spoke  in  favor  of  the  committee's  rec- 
ommendation, holding  that  it  was  the  duty  of  the  outside  men 
to  legislate  in  favor  of  the  millmen. 

Delegate  McCarthy  opposed  the  amendment  offered  by 
Delegate  Ryan  for  the  reason  that  the  average  wage  struck 
would  be  too  low. 

Delegate  Fried  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  committee,  contending  that  the  dispensation  was 
the  thing  that  brought  about  the  ruin  of  the  mill  situation  in 
New  York  City. 

Delegate  Roth  ;favored  the  report  of  the  committee. 

The  previous  question  was  called  for,  supported  by  the 
necessary  number  of  delegates,  and  on  -being  put  to  vote  the 
motion  for  the  previous  question  was  carried. 

The  amendment  offered  by  Delegate  Ryan  was  then  put 
to  vote  and  lost. 

Delegate  Crimmins  offered  the  following  amendment  to 
the  recommendation  of  the  committee:  "Strike  out  '35  cents' 
and  insert  *40  cents.'  "    (Amendment  seconded.) 

After  some  discussion,  the  previous  question  was  called 
for  and  carried. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  amendment  offered  by  Dele- 
gate Crimmins  was  put  to  vote  and  lost. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  recommendation  of 
the  committee  in  the  matter  of  Section  224  be  referred  back 
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for  further  consideration  by  the  committee,  in  conjunction 
with  the  General  President  and  the  First  General  Vice-Presi- 
dent. 

Delegate  Pratt,  for  the  committee,  stated  that  the  com- 
mittee had  heard  committees  from  the  millmen's  locals,  in- 
dividual delegates  from  millmen's  locals,  and  everyone  else 
interested,  and  that  in  nearly  all  cases  the  delegates  who  ap- 
peared insisted  on  their  own  particular  recommendations  be- 
ing incorporated  in  the  report  of  the  committee.  He  stated 
that  the  recommendation  finally  adopted  by  the  committee 
was  the  result  of  a  careful  consideration  of  the  mill  and  label 
question  from  every  viewpoint  and  from  every  angle,  and 
that  it  was  an  utter  impossibility  to  arrive  at  a  definite  con- 
clusion which  would  satisfy  everybody,  that  the  recommenda- 
tion submitted  was  believed  by  the  committee  to  be  one  that 
would  result  in  the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number. 

The  motion  to  refer  the  matter  back  to  the  committee 
was  lost. 

The  previous  question  was  called  for  on  the  original 
recommendation  of  the  committee. 

On  being  put  to  vote,  the  motion  for  the  previous  ques- 
tion was  carried. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee on  the  amendment  to  Section  224  was  then  put  to  vote 
and  carried. 

Delegate  Featherston  continued  the  report. 

Amend  Section  229  so  that  it  will  read  as  follows:  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  each  D.  C.  or  L.  U.  issu- 
ing labels  to  keep  a  correct  and  accurate  account  of  all  labels 
received  from  the  General  Office,  their  numbers  and  the  shops 
to  which  they  have  been  issued,  and  to  furnish  all  information 
regarding  the  use  of  the  label  which  may  be  called  for  by  the 
D.  C.  or  the  First  G.  V.-P.  Shop  stewards  failing  to  report 
as  required  by  the  D.  C.  or  L.  U.  shall  be  fined. 
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The  motion  to  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee was  carried. 

Your  committee  recommends  an  addition  to  Section  229,  to  read  as 
follows : 

"In  case  of  any  violation  of  agreement  or  grievance  against  an  em- 
ployer, the  union  label  shall  be  withdrawn  when  ordered  by  the  First 
G.  V.-P. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee was  carried. 

"The  shop  steward  shall  receive  and  account  for  the  use  of  the  labels 
and  make  a  report  to  his  Local  Union  monthly,  or  oftener,  if  required, 
and  to  the  First  G.  V.-P.  upon  request." 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee was  carried. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  Section  231  be  stricken  out. 

Delegate  Crimmins  offered  the  following:  Section  231 
to  be  amended  as  follows :  The  First  General  Vice-President^ 
through  the  Executive  Board  Members  in  each  district,  shall 
have  supervision  over  all  mills  and  factories  under  agreement 
with  the  U.  B.,  or  using  the  union  label,  and  shall  see  that 
Local  Unions  or  District  Councils  enforce  the  terms  of  agree- 
ments and  rules  governing  the  label,  and  shall  have  power, 
subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  G.  E.  B.,  to  order  the  withdrawal 
of  the  union  label  from  any  shop  in  any  district  upon  charges 
duly  made  of  violation  of  the  above  laws,  and  shall  have 
power  to  regulate  and  investigate  the  issuance  of  the  union 
label  in  accordance  with  the , foregoing  laws  and  regulations, 
(Amendment  seconded.) 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  amendment  offered  by  Dele^- 
gate  Crimmins  was  lost. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee, 
providing  for  the  elimination  of  Section  231,  was  carried. 

Local  Union  247,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.— 

Amend  Section  ,28?  by  adding  to  the  section  after  the  word  "same" 
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on  last  line  the  following:  "Officers  and  members  of  the  United  Brother- 
hood will  consider  any  material  not  bearing  our  label  as  unfair  and  non- 
union." 

Your  committee  non-concurs. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
carried. 

Local  Union  1635,  Kansas  City,  Mo. — 

Add  to  Section  232  the  following:  "Where  owner  or  architect  spe- 
cifies that  union  materials  shall  be  used  on  any  job  or  building,  none 
other  shall  be  handled  by  the  membership  of  our  Brotherhood,  under 
penalty  of  suspension  from  the  United  Brotherhood." 

Your  commitlee  recommends  its  adoption  and  that  Section  232  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  232.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  District  Councils,  Local 
Unions  and  every  member  to  promote  the  use  of  trim  and  shop-made 
carpenter  work,  hotel,  bank,  bar,  store  and  office  fixtures,  and  of  church, 
school,  household  furniture,  etc.,  and  to  make  it  generally  known  to  the 
members  of  the  L.  U.  that  it  is  necessary  to  all  mill  and  shop  members, 
and  the  U.  B.,  that  products  made  in  mills  where  only  members  of  the 
U.  B.  are  employed  should  be  installed  by  fellow  members. 

"Where  owner  or  architect  specifies  that  union  materials  shall  be 
used  on  any  job  or  building,  none  other  shall  be  handled  by  the  mem- 
bership of  our  Brotherhood,  under  penalty  of  suspension  from  the 
United  Brotherhood." 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee carried. 

Your  committee  recommends  the  following  additions  to  Section  32: 

"The  G.  P.  may  issue  charters  to  ladies'  auxiliary  unions  composed 
of  the  mothers,  wives,  daughters  and  sisters  of  members  of  the  U.  B. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee was  carried. 

The  committee  recommends  the  following: 

"The  G.  p.  may  issue  charters  to  Auxiliary  Unions  composed  of  per- 
sons working  at  an  industry  where  organizatioii  would  be  of  benefit  to 
the  U.  B." 
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,  It  was  moved,  seconded  and  carried  that  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  committee  be  carried. 

Your  committee  recommends  the  following  new  section: 
— Jurisdiction  of  L.  U's,  D.  C's,  S.  C's  and  P.  C's— 

"The  jurisdiction  of  Auxiliary  L.  U's  or  D.  C's  shall  be  as  provided 
for  by  the  constitution  and  named  in  their  charter. 

"The  jurisdiction  of  S.  C's  or  P.  C's  shall  be  the  State  or  Province 
for  which  they  are  chartered  unless  otherwise  provided  in  the  constitu-  > 
tion." 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  report  of  the  committee  was  car- 
ried. 

Your  committee  recommends  the  following  new  section: 

^  —Powers  of  L.  U's,  D.  C's,  S.  C's  and  P.  C's— 

"L.  U's  where  no  D.  C.  exists,  shall  have  the  power  to  make  by- 
laws and  trade  rules  for  the  government  of  the  L.  U.  and  the  members 
of  the  U.  B.  working  in  the  district,  which  shall  in  no  way  conflict  with 
the  constitution  or  laws  of  the  International,  S.  C,  P.  C.  or  D.  C.  and 
must  be  approved  by  the  First  G.  V.-P.  before  coming  law. 

"Auxiliary  unions  may  make  laws  to  govern  their  members  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  L.  U's,  and  may  form  Auxiliary  Councils  in  their 
jurisdiction,  but  in  no  case  shall  members  of  Auxiliary  Unions  be  al- 
lowed to  work  outside  of  the  jurisdiction  covered  by  their  charter,  or 
allowed  to  transfer  to  a  L.  U.  of  the  U.  B.  without  taking  an  examina- 
tion as  to  their  knowledge  of  the  trade  and  paying  the  initiation  fee  of 
said  L.  U. 

"D.  C's  shall  have  the  power  to  make  by-laws  and  trade  rules  for 
the  government  of  the  L.  U's  and  the  membership  of  the  U.  B.  working 
in  their  districts  which  shall  in  no  way  conflict  with  the  laws  of  the  In- 
ternational, S.  C.  or  P.  C.  and  must  be  adopted  by  referendum  vote  of 
the  members  and  approved  by  the  First  G.  V.-P.  before  becoming  law." 

On  the  suggestion  of  a  delegate,  the  committee  agreed 
to  strike  out  the  words  **or  D.  C."  in  the  fourth  line  of  the 
first  paragraph,  same  being  unnecessary. 

Delegate  Ryan — How  would  this  affect  Local  Unions  in  a 
State  where  55  per  cent,  of  the  membership  is  not  affiliated 
with  the  State  Council? 
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President  Kirby — In  answer  to  Delegate  Ryan,  I  will  say 
that  State  and  Provincial  Council  laws  are  always  submitted 
to  the  First  General  Vice-President  before  they  become  effect- 
ive, and  he  certainly  would  not  approve  of  any  compelling 
clause  that  would  transgress  the  rights  of  the  majority. 

Delegate  McCarthy — The  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee only  applies,  as  I  understand  it,  where  55  per  cent,  of 
the  membership  are  affiliated. 

Delegate  Ryan — I  want  that  ruling  from  the  chair. 

President  Kirby — That  is  the  only  ruling  the  chair  could 
make. 

On  the  suggestion  of  Delegate  Fried,  the  committee 
agreed  to  change  the  word  "international"  wherever  it  ap- 
pears in  the  recommendation  to  the  letters  "U.  B." 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee was  then  put  to  vote  and  carried. 

Your  committee  recommends  the  following  new  section: 

"S.  C's  or  P.  C's  shall  have  the  power  to  make  laws  to  govern  the 
L.  U's,  D.  C's  and  the  membership  of  the  U.  B.  in  their  jurisdiction, 
which  shall  in  no  way  conflict  with  the  laws  of  the  International  and 
must  be  adopted  by  referendum  vote  of  the  members  and  approved  by 
the  First  G.  V.-P.  before  becoming  law." 

After  some  discussion,  in  which  it  was  made  perfectly 
clear  that  the  State  Council  laws  would  in  no  way  infringe 
upon  the  rights  of  the  Local  Unions  or  District  Councils,  the 
motion  to  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  committee 
was  carried. 

Your  committee  recommends  the  following  new  section: 

"Boxmakers'  Unions  or  other  specially  chartered  bodies  shall  not 
have  a  voice,  vote  or  delegate  in  any  D.  C.  of  the  building  tradesmen, 
but  may  establish  D.  C's  of  their  own  under  by-laws  approved  by  the 
First  G.  V.-P." 
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Delegate  Kyan  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  recommenda- 
tion, claiming  that  our  trade  should  not  be  specialized. 

First  Vice-President  Hutcheson  offered  the  following 
substitute,  which  was  accepted  by  the  committee:  "Local 
Unions  other  than  those  working  on  building  material  shall 
not  have  a  voice,  vote  or  delegate  in  any  D.  C.  of  the  building 
tradesmen,  but  may  establish  D.  C's.  of  their  own  under  by- 
laws approved  by  the  First  G.  V.-P." 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  as 
amended  was  carried. 

At  12  m.  the  convention  adjourned,  to  reconvene  at  2 
o'clock. 
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TENTH  DAY- AFTERNOON  SESSION

A  delegate  from  Miami  delivered  a  short  talk,  asking 
that  the  delegates  present  at  this  convention  go  back  home 
and  inform  their  Local  Unions  as  to  the  true  conditions  of 
affairs  existing  in  Florida.  He  said  that  the  business  men, 
real  estate  men  and  boosters  were  sending  out  pictures  and 
literature  describing  the  beauties  of  Florida  in  order  to  in- 
duce people  to  locate  there.  He  concluded  his  remarks  by 
asking  the  delegates  to  go  home  and  impress  upon  the  mem- 
bership that  they  should  not  go  to  Florida  unless  they  had 
sufficient  funds  to  carry  them  through  and  take  them  back 
home  again,  for  the  reason  that  trade  conditions  were  not  as 
described  by  the  boosters. 

The  report  of  the  Ritual  Committee  was  then  called  for. 

Delegate  Brown,  for  the  Committee  on  Ritual,  submitted 
the  following: 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Eighteenth  General  Convention  of 
the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  America. 

Brothers — Your  committee  on  the  Revision  of  the  Ritual  (after  care- 
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fully  going  over  the  same)  came  to  the  unanimous  conclusion  that  it 
needed  some  changes,  and  therefore  most  respectfully  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report: 

First:  Strike  out  second  note  on  page  two  (2)  and  insert  instead 
the  "Order  of  Business"  as  per  page  two  (2)  of  our  constitution.  (And 
if  amended  by  this  convention  and  the  referendum,  then  as  amended.) 

Second:  On  page  two  (2),  paragraph  one,  strike  out  the  word  "them" 
in  second  line. 

Three:    Page  three  (3),  paragraph  four  (4)  change  to  read  as 

follows:    Brother  President:   he  has  (or  has  not  as  the  case 

may  be). 

Four:  Page  three  (3)  paragraph  six  (6)  strike  out  all  words  after 
words  in  parenthesis. 

Five:  Page  four  (4),  paragraph  one  (1)  strike  out  in  line  two 
the  following  words  "where  you  will"  and  insert  the  word  "and". 

Six:  Page  four  (4),  after  paragraph  three  (3)  insert  (Note  here 
the  President  gives  three  raps  and  members  rise) . 

Seven:  In  the  obligation  on  page  five,  beginning  with  the  word 
"you"  at  end  of  line  six,  change  to  read  "you  promise  to  abide  by  the 
constitution,  by-laws  and  the  will  of  the  majority,  observe  the  local 
trade  rules,  etc."  Your  committee  here  desires  to  say  that  this  proposed 
change  is  in  keeping  with  the  proposed  amendment  by  Local  Union  No. 
94,  Providence,  R.  I.,  published  in  minutes  of  first  day,  moirning  session, 
page  63. 

Local  Union  94,  Providence,  R.  I. — 

Amend  Ritual  by  striking  out  of  the  "obligation"  in  eighth  line  the 
words  "acquiesce  in"  and  insert  instead  the  words  "act  with." 

The  reason  is  that  the  word  "acquiesce,"  as  now  used,  is  awkward 
and  mostly  misunderstood.

The  General  President  announced  that  Secretary  Dob- 
son,  of  the  Bricklayers,  Masons  and  Plasterers'  International 
Union,  was  present  and  desired  to  address  the  convention.

Brother  Dobson  was  then  introduced  and  addressed  the 
convention  in  part  as  follows : 

Mr.  President  and  Delegates  to  the  Convention — I  want 
to  occupy  your  time  for  a  few  moments.  I  diesire  to 
come  here  today  to  present  our  best  wishes  and  give  ex- 
pression to  the  thought  that  the  great  Brotherhood  that 
we  have  entered  into  may  be  highly  beneficial  to  the  United 
Brotherhood  of  Cai-penters  and  Joiners  of  America  and  the 
Bricklayers,  Masons  and  Plasterers'  International  Union  of 
America.  This  is  the  first  opportunity  that  has  ever  pre- 
sented itself  for  us  to  appear  before  your  organization. 

The  organization  that  I  have  the  honor  to  represent  has 
been  called  one  of  those  selfish  organizations,  and  I  presume 
many  of  you  here  today  have  not  overcome  the  ill  feelings 
towards  the  Bricklayers,  Masons  and  Plasterers'  Interna- 
tional Union.  No  doubt  some  of  you  still  hold  your  old  prej- 
udices. 

I  want  to  say  to  you  with  all  sincerity  that  the  officers  of 
our  institution  have  for  many,  many  years  been  doing  every- 
thing possible  to  bring  our  organization  into  the  labor  move- 
ment of  this  country.  In  fact,  to  such  an  extent  that  we  have 
sometimes  been  asked  by  our  members  how  much  money  Sam 
Gompers  was  paying  us  for  propounding  his  doctrines. 

We  have  entered  into  an  agreement  with  your  organiza- 
tion for  mutual  protection  and  assistance.  It  is  our  intention 
to  carry  out  that  agreement  in  good  faith. 

While  in  many  States  and  towns  it  may  not  be  possible 
to  carry  out  this  agreement  during  the  first  year,  yet  within 
a  reasonable  length  of  time  we  hope  to  be  able  to  bring  about 
perfection.  During  this  time  I  ask  that  you  be  patient.  There 
are  simply  some  things  that  will  have  to  remain  as  they  are 
at  the  present.  But  when  we  arrive  at  that  state  of  perfec- 
tion there  will  still  be  grievances  that  the  carpenters  will  have 
and  there  will  still  be  grievances  that  the  bricklayers  will 
have.  The  great  trouble  is  thaj:  men.  do  things  unthinkingly. 
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When  the  great  rank  and  file  want  something,  they  want  it 
and  they  want  it  quickly. 

I  want  to  say  to  you  for  our  International  Union  that 
when  we  enter  into  a  trade  movement  to  better  the  economic 
conditions  of  our  own  members,  or  when  we  enter  into  a  trade 
movement  to  better  the  conditions  of  the  carpenters  we  want 
to  know  what  the  conditions  are.  We  want  to  know  just 
where  we  are  going  to  land.  This  has  been  our  policy  since 
I  have  been  an  officer  of  our  organization  and  shall  remain  so 
as  long  as  I  am  an  officer.  In  other  words,  while  in  some 
isolated  cases  it  may  be  possible  to  bring  about  the  results 
desired  by  drastic  action,  there  are  many  cases  that  will  take 
time  to  remedy. 

One  recent  happening  from  which  I  have  just  came  was 
in  the  city  of  Philadelphia.  Philadelphia,  as  you  know,  has 
been  one  of  the  poorest  organized  cities  on  the  American 
continent.  We  had  gone  out  to  take  measures  against  one  of 
the  general  contractors  for  your  members.  Immediately 
upon  the  withdrawal  of  our  men  the  Association  of  Employ- 
ers and  the  Association  of  Master  Builders  got  together  and 
stated  that  unless  our  men  returned  to  work  they  would  in- 
stitute a  lockout.  We  wired  them,  asking  them  not  to  compli- 
cate the  situation  by  taking  such  action  and  asked  to  arrange 
a  conference  with  us  so  as  to  discuss  the  matter.  Last  Fri- 
day evening  we  met  in  session  and  we  were  asked  to  send  our 
men  back  to  work  or  they  would  institute  a  lockout.  We  made 
a  counter  proposition  and  it  consisted  of  this :  We  would  re- 
tijrn  our  men  to  work  providing  the  employers  would  agree 
to  enter  into  a  conference  with  the  carpenters  with  the  pur- 
pose of  affecting  an  agreement.  We  retired  for  half  an  hour, 
and  I  am  pleased  to  announce  that  the  carpenter  contractors 
and  the  master  builders  consented  to  a  conference  with  your 
Philadelphia  representatives  with  the  purpose  to  perfect  a 
working  agreement.  Or,  in  other  words,  the  Brotherhood  of 
Carpenters  are  to  be  recognized  by  the  employing  carpenters, 
to  the  exclusion  of  the  independent  carpenters. 
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In  closing  I  wish  to  ask  that  you  be  patient,  and  I  trust 
that  your  Brotherhood  will  become  better  and  better  from  the 
deliberations  of  this  convention.    I  thank  you. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  was  then 
called  for.

Whereas,  The  shipping  of  books  and  documents  needed  froip  head- 
quarters is  necessary  as  well  as  dangerous;  and, 

Whereas,  Our  Home  building  is  adequate  to  provide  sufficient  rooms 
for  the  various  committees  prior  to  and  during  the  conventions,  also  sav- 
ing the  traveling  and  other  expenses  of  the  General  Officers  during  the 
convention;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  next  three  conventions  of  the  U.  B.  be  held  in 
the  city  of  Indianapolis,  Ind.   Be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  this  resolution  and  preamble  be  submitted  for 
referendum  vote  to  the  Local  Unions  of  our  organization.

Resolution  No.  19,  introduced  by  John  W.  Beam,  L.  U. 
No.  25,  Toledo,  Ohio: 

Whereas,  There  are  a  number  of  ladies'  auxiliaries  of  carpenters' 
unions  throughout  the  country  that  have  proven  to  be  of  immeasurable

A  number  of  States  have  abolished  the  contract  system,  and  Ohio, 
Illinois,  Colorado  and  some  others  have  a  law  on  their  statute  books 
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"that  all  prison-made  goods,  when  put  on  sale,  must  bear  the  prison 
label."  Yet  the  prison  contractors  and  the  merchants  who  handle  these 
products  are  violating  the  State  laws  where  such  a  law  is  in  effect;  hence 
we  ask  the  delegates  assembled  here  to  bring  this  matter  before  their 
membership  at  their  locals  and  to  take  such  action  through  publicity 
and  other  methods  that  merchants  will  comply  with  the  State  law,  which 
compels  them  to  label  prison-made  products  in  such  States  where  the 
law  is  in  effect.

RESOLUTION  NO.  26. 

Resolution  No.  26,  introduced  by  the  D.  C.  of  Greater 
New  York: 

District  Council  of  Greater  New  York, 

'   New  York,  September  16,  1914. 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Eighteenth  General  Convention  of 
the  U.  B.  of  C.  and  J.  of  A.: 

Whereas,  The  General  Constitution  of  the  U.  B.  as  adopted  by  the 
referendum  vote  of  the  membership  is  the  supreme  law  of  the  organiza- 
tion, and  all  officers  and  members  must  be  guided  by  the  rules  laid  down 
therein; 
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Whereas,  No  amendment  or  alteration  to  the  General  Constitution 
can  be  made  unless  with  the  approval  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  vot- 
ing on  same; 

Whereas,  On  May  27,  1914,  an  application  was  made  to  the  General 
Office  by  the  New  York  District  Council  for  official  sanction  and  financial 
aid  for  a  movement  for  an  increase  in  wages,  to  take  effect  August  1, 
1914,  the  same  being  filed  in  accordance  with  Section  144  and  all  of  the 
requirements  of  Sections  142  and  143; 

Whereas,  On  June  1  a  reply  was  received  from  the  General  Secre- 
tary calling  attention  to  a  decision  of  the  G.  E.  B.  of  October  21,  1913, 
as  follows:  Official  sanction  will  not  be  granted  to  any  trade  movement 
unless  51  per  cent,  of  the  membership  involved  vote  in  favor  of  the  de- 
mands and  stating  that  sanction  was  denied  where  the  movement  was 
not  supported  by  the  above  percentage; 

Whereas,  The  G.  E.  B.,  at  its  meeting  on  July  28,  refused  to  grant 
official  sanction  on  the  ground,  among  other  reasons,  "That  51  per  cent, 
of  the  membership  involved  did  not  vote  in  favor  of  the  demands." 

Whereas,  Section  143  of  the  constitution  reads  as  follows:  "If  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present  vote  by  secret  ballot  to  put  the  proposed 
demand  into  effect,  the  blank  schedule  of  inquiries  shall  be  filled  out  im- 
mediately after  the  vote  is  compiled  and  forwarded  to  the  G.  S.,  who 
shall  at  once  submit  a  copy  of  same  to  the  G.  E.  B.  In  no  case  shall  the 
G.  S.  of  the  G.  E.  B.  sanction  a  trade  demand  unless  40  per  cent,  of  the 
members  affiliated  with  the  D.  C.  or  Local  Union  where  a  D.  C.  does 
not  exist  are  present  at  the  special  meeting  and  vote  on  the  demand." 

Resolved,  That  the  convention  hereby  reverse  the  above  decision 
rendered  by  the  G.  E.  B.  on  October  21,  1913,  on  the  grounds  that  the 
question  involved  was  not  a  point  of  law,  but  an  amendment  to  the  Gen- 
eral Constitution,  not  submitted  to  the  referendum  by  the  G.  E.  B.  in 
accordance  with  Section  45a  of  the  General  Constitution.

Your  committee,  agreeable  with  the  thought  expressed 
in  this  resolution,  believe  the  ruling  of  the  G.  E.  B.  has  been 
couched  in  language  that  caused  a  misapprehension  in  the 
minds  of  the  New  York  D.  C.  The  committee  finds,  upon  in- 
vestigation, that  the  G.  E.  B.  is  within  its  rights  in  demand- 
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ing  a  51  per  cent,  vote  of  their  membership  as  a  condition  to 
the  granting  of  their  sanction  to  a  trade  movement,  but  not 
to  make  a  ruling  contrary  to  the  constitution.  Your  com- 
mittee so  recommends. 

Delegate  Ryan — I  will  say  that  the  District  Council 
grants  the  right  to  the  G.  E.  B.  to  deny  any  Local  Union  or 
District  Council  the  privilege  of  going  on  strike  if  they  con- 
sider the  time  is  inopportune,  but  we  don't  grant  the  right  to 
change  the  percentage  upon  which  the  vote  can  be  rendered. 
The  letters  received  from  the  G.  0.  were  based  specifically  on 
the  ruling  of  the  G.  E.  B.  (Delegate  Ryan  then  read  the  fol- 
lowing letters.)

Dear  Sir  and  Brother — I  have  your  communication  under  date  of 
May  27th,  in  which  you  enclose  schedule  of  inquiries  in  connection  with 
the  proposed  movement  for  an  increase  in  wages  which  is  to  take  effect  on 
August  1,  1914. 

On  examination  of  the  schedule  I  find  that  while  there  is  a  mem- 
bership of  16,500  only  7,187  voted  in  favor  of  the  demands.  In  this 
connection  let  me  call  your  attention  to  the  ruling  of  the  General  Exe- 
cutive Board  of  October  21,  1913,  which  is  as  follows: 

"Official  sanction  will  not  be  granted  to  any  trade  movement  unless 
51  per  cent  of  the  membership  involved  vote  in  favor  of  the  demands." 

At  the  January  and  April  sessions  of  the  board,  official  sanction 
was  denied  in  all  cases  where  the  proposed  movement  was  not  supported 
by  the  necessary  51  per  cent  vote.  Inasmuch  as  the  board  does  not 
meet  here  until  July  20th  and  as  your  demands  do  not  go  into  effect 
until  August  1st,  I  would  request  that  another  vote  be  taken  at  the 
earliest  date  possible  and  the  results  communicated  to' this  office. 

The  board  feels  that  in  guaranteeing  financial  assistance  to  a 
District  Council  or  Local  Union  the  movement  in  question  should  be 
supported  by  at  least  one-half  of  the  membership  in  the  district,  hence 
the  ruling  above  referred  to.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother — I  have  your  communication  under  date  of 
June,  3rd  in  which  you  state  that  more  than  51  per  cent  of  your  mem- 
bership in  good  standing  voted  on  the  proposed  trade  movement.  That 
statement  is  quite  true,  but  if  you  will  again  refer  to  the  ruling  of  our 
General  Executive  Board  of  October  21,  1913  you  will  find  it  specifically 
provides  that  official  sanction  will  not  be  granted  to  any  trade  move- 
ment unless  51  per  cent  of  the  membership  involved  vote  in  favor  of 
the  demands.  Fifty-one  per  cent  of  your  membership  voted,  but  1,387 
of  the  votes  cast  were  in  opposition  to  the  movement,  consequently  said 
movement  is  not  supported  by  the  required  vote.  There  is  plenty  of 
time  to  take  another  vote  before  the  board  meets  at  this  office  in  July 
and  I  would  therefore  suggest  that  the  matter  be  dealt  with  as  promptly 
as  possible.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother — Your  communication  of  June  11th  has  been 
received  and  contents  noted.  You  want  to  know  where  the  General 
Executive  Board  gets  its  authority  to  rule  that  51  per  cent,  of  the 
membership  involved  in  a  trade  movement  must  vote  in  favor  of  that 
movement  or  it  will  not  be  sanctioned,  while  Section  143  of  the  General 
Constitution  specifies  that  if  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  vote  in 
favor  of  the  movement  and  40  per  cent  of  the  members  affiliated  are 
present  then  the  demands  are  legal. 

In  reply  thereto  I  wish  to  inform  you  that  Section  136  of  the  Gen- 
eral Constitution  specifies  that  strikes  may  be  sanctioned  and  supported 
by  the  G.  E.  B.  if  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  laws  laid  down  in 
our  General  Constitution  on  pages  29,  30,  31,  and  32,  but  the  General 
Executive  Board  when  in  session  being  the  authority  on  all  matters  of  this 
organization  between  conventions  and  having  the  right  according  to 
Section  43  of  the  General  Constitution  to  decide  all  points  of  law,  be- 
lieves that  at  least  51  per  cent  of  the  membership  of  a  Local  Union  or 
District  Council  should  be  interested  in  a  trade  movement  before  they 
sanction  same.    Section  136  of  the  General  Constitution  does  not  make 
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it  compulsory  or  mandatory  on  the  board  to  sanction  strikes  or  trade 
movements. 

It  says  that  they  may  sanction  such  movements,  but  Section  143 
further  qualifies  that  the  G.  E.  B.  shall  in  no  case  sanction  a  trade  move- 
ment unless  40  per  cent  of  the  members  are  in  favor  of  said  movement 
going  into  effect.  Now,  as  I  have  previously  pointed  out,  it  is  not  com- 
pulsory on  the  board  to  sanction  a  trade  movement  under  these  condi- 
tions and  the  board  has  therefore  decided  that  at  least  51  per  cent  of  the 
members  of  a  Local  Union  or  District  Council  must  be  in  favor  of  the 
demands  before  they  sanction  same  and  guarantee  financial  assistance. 
This  is  now  a  standing  decision  of  the  board  and  can  only  be  reversed 
by  a  convention.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother — At  a  meeting  of  our.  General  Executive  Board 
held  at  this  office  on  July  28th  the  Board  took  up  and  carefully  con- 
sidered the  application  of  your  D.  C.  for  official  sanction  and  financial 
aid  in  support  of  a  movement,  effective  August  1st,  for  a  uniform  wage 
scale  for  the  outside  carpenters  of  $5.00  per  day  in  all  boroughs  in 
Greater  New  York,  an  increase  in  wages  in  the  present  44-hour  shops 
from  $3.78  to  $4.00  per  day,  and  an  increase  in  wages  in  the  48-hour 
shops  from  $15.50  and  $17.00  to  $18.00  per  week  and  a  reduction  in 
hours  from  48  to  44  per  week. 

Owing  to  the  lack  of  thorough  organization,  the  large  number  of 
men  out  of  work  and  the  fact  that  51  per  cent  of  the  members  involved 
in  the  proposed  movement  did  not  vote  in  favor  of  the  demands,  the 
board  cannot  see  its  way  clear  at  this  time  to  grant  the  official  sanction 
desired,  consequently  the  application  of  your  D.  C.  is  denied.

Now,  Mr.  Chairman,  the  point  we  raise  is  this,  the  Gen- 
eral Executive  Board  cannot  increase  the  percentage.  If  you 
allow  them  to  do  this,  what  is  to  prevent  them  from  making 
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it  60  or  70  per  cent?  It  is  not  a  question  of  deciding  a  point  of 
law,  but  is  a  case  of  changing  the  law. 

Delegate  Guerin  pointed  out  that  Section  143  of  our  Gen- 
eral Constitution  states  that  in  no  case  shall  the  G.  E.  B.  sanc- 
tion a  trade  movement  unless  40  per  cent,  of  the  members  are 
present,  that  the  General  Constitution  does  not  say  the  Board 
shall  sanction  a  trade  movement,  but  on  the  other  hand  may 
sanction  it.  He  also  said  that  if  the  G.  E.  B.  have  the  right 
to  deny  sanction  in  one  case  where  a  sufficient  number  had 
not  voted  in  favor  of  the  demands,  then  they  had  the  right  to 
make  the  ruling  general. 

A  Delegate — We  had  a  similar  case  in  our  town.  We 
held  a  meeting  and  sent  the  results  to  the  G.  0.  We  were  in- 
formed that  it  would  be  necessary  to  have  the  51  per  cent, 
vote.  We  immediately  got  busy  and  succeeded  in  getting  the 
necessary  vote.  We  got  sanction  of  the  G.  E.  B.  The  em- 
ployers refused  our  demands;  we  went  on  strike,  and  after 
the  strike  we  had  more  members  in  the  L.  U.  than  we  did  be- 
fore.  That's  what  the  51  per  cent,  vot^  did  for  us. 

Delegate  Post  then  spoke  on  the  question.  He  stated  that 
the  Board  had  not  taken  this  action  in  five  minutes,  but  only 
after  all  things  had  been  taken  into  consideration.  He  also 
very  forcibly  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  if  the  51  per 
cent,  vote  would  be  the  means  of  making  the  "weak-kneed" 
trade  unionists  show  themselves,  that  they  would  not  then 
be  able  to  go  back  to  their  employer  and  say,  "I  didn't  vote 
for  that  demand."  He  stated  that  if  the  men  were  compelled 
to  come  out  and  vote  on  all  trade  movements  they  could  not 
then  lay  the  blame  at  the  door  of  the  General  Officers. 

Secretary  Duffy — This  convention  is  asked  to  reverse  the 
ruling  on  the  51  per  cent.  vote.  Section  136  of  our  General 
Constitution  distinctly  and  specifically  states:  Strikes  in- 
augurated and  conducted  according  to  the  following  rules 
"may  be"  sanctioned  by  the  G.  E.  B.  It  does  not  make  it  com- 
pulsory on  the  General  Executive  Board  to  sanction  a  trade 
movement.  If  you  had  one  hundred  men  in  your  union  and 
25— Carp.  Pro. 
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two  hundred  on  the  outside,  and  if  the  one  hundred  men  voted 
for  a  trade  movement,  which  would  be  100  per  cent.,  it  would 
not  be  compulsory  on  the  G.  E.  B.  to  sanction  such  movement. 
The  Board  believes  that  if  one-half  of  the  membership  are  not 
interested  enough  in  a  movement,  then  the  Board  should  not 
be  asked  to  sanction  such  a  movement.  We  have  had  quite  a 
number  of  trade  movements  in  the  past  few  years.  It  has^ 
been  our  experience  that  where  less  than  half  of  the  member- 
ship vote  in  favor  of  better  working  conditions  the  success 
has  only  been  partial. 

On  December  9,  1910,  Los  Angeles,  Cal.,  reported  trade 
conditions  good,  the  town  about  50  per  cent,  organized  and  a 
membership  of  1,866.  On  their  vote  for  improved  conditions, 
they  could  muster  only  358  in  favor  of  the  demands,  25  vot- 
ing against  them.  The  strike  was  declared  off  by  the  District 
Council  after  seven  months'  duration  at  a  cost  to  the  General 
Office  of  $11,228.00. 

On  April  1,  1911,  a  movement  was  made  by  the  outside 
men  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.;  condition  of  the  trade  reported  good, 
with  125  contractors  employing  union  men,  30  employing  non- 
union men;  about  300  non-union  carpenters  in  the  city,  with 
a  union  membership  of  4,000.  They  voted  only  506  in  favor 
of  the  trade  movement,  with  340  against.  The  movement  was 
only  partially  successful  after  a  strike  of  five  months,  costing 
the  General  Office  $6,000.00. 

On  April  1,  1911,  the  millmen  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  reported 
trade  good,  30  union  employers  and  8  non-union;  150  non- 
union men  and  a  membership  in  the  union  of  500.  They  voted 
299  in  favor  of  a  trade  movement,  with  15  against.  This 
movement  was  successful  after  a  strike  lasting  twenty-seven 
days.   The  cost  to  the  General  Office  was  $4,468,00. 

On  May  1,  1911,  Local  Union  No.  7,  of  Minneapolis, 
Minn.,  made  a  demand  for  better  conditions,  reporting;  trade 
fair,  with  90  contractors  employing  union  men,  25  employ- 
ing non-union;  700  non-union  carpenters  in  the  city;  2,100 
union  carpenters.    Their  vote  in  favor  of  the  movement  was 
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415  and  there  were  45  against.  This  strike  was  declared  off 
after  four  months'  duration  and  was  only  partially  success- 
ful.  The  cost  to  the  General  Office  was  $14,936.00. 

On  May  1,  1911,  a  trade  movement  was  inaugurated  by 
Local  Union  No.  1292,  of  Huntington,  New  York;  state  of 
trade  reported  good,  with  20  union  contractors  and  4  non- 
union; 30  non-union  carpenters  in  the  town  and  154  union 
carpenters.  Their  vote  on  the  trade  movement  was  66  in 
favor,  5  against.  After  three  months  the  strike  was  declared 
off,  the  movement  only  partially  successful  and  the  cost  to  the 
General  Office  $748.00. 

On  May  1,  1911,  Local  Union  No.  418,  of  Greeley,  Colo., 
entered  into  a  trade  movement,  reporting  condition  of  trade 
fair,  with  18  union  contractors  and  3  non-union ;  12  non-union 
carpenters  in  the  town  and  90  union  carpenters.  Their  vote 
in  favor  of  the  trade  demands  was  25  for  and  none  against. 
This  strike,  after  four  months'  duration,  was  a  failure  and  the 
cost  to  the  General  Office  was  $864.00. 

We  had  all  these  things  before  us  and  that  is  why  the 
Board  ruled  that  51  per  cent,  of  the  membership  involved 
must  vote  in  favor  of  the  demands. 

Delegates  Crimmins,  Gentsch,  Adams,  McCarthy  and 
Cole  also  discussed  the  matter  before  the  house. 

The  previous  question  was  then  called  for,  put  to  vote 
and  carried. 

Motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  carried. 


RESOLUTION  NQ.  27. 

Resolution  No.  27  introduced  by  Delegates  G.  B.  Weyler 
and  R.  F.  Kirk,  L.  U.  No.  64 : 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Eighteenth  General  Convention,  Held 
at  Indianapolis,  Ind.: 

Whereas,  Local  Union  No.  64,  U.  B.  of  C.  and  J.  of  A.,  elected  dele- 
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gates  to  represent  it  at  the  United  Trades  and  Labor  Assembly  of  Louis-» 
ville,  Ky.,  at  the  request  of  General  Officers  of  the  U.  B.  of  C.  and  J.  of 
A.;  and, 

Whereas,  Said  delegates  were  rejected  by  the  United  Trades  and 
Labor  Assembly  and  again  rejected  after  the  executive  council  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor  had  ruled  that,  "Inasmuch  as  the  U.  B. 
of  C.  and  J.  of  A.  is  affiliated  to  the  A.  F.  of  L.,  its  Local  Unions  are  en- 
titled to  representation  in  all  chartered  State  and  central  bodies,"  and 
again  rejected  after  the  executive  council  reaffirmed  its  decision  on  ap- 
peal; and, 

Whereas,  The  failure  of  the  executive  council  to  enforce  its  ruling 
has  been  the  source  of  annoyance  and  injury  to  that  part  of  the  U.  B. 
involved,  an  injury  long  suffered  and  no  promise  of  relief,  unless  drastic 
action  is  taken;  therefore,  be  it 

R'esolved,  That  the  General  Officers  of  this  Brotherhood  be  instructed 
to  withhold  the  payment  of  per  capita  tax  to  the  A.  F.  of  L.  until  such 
time  as  the  ruling  of  the  executive  council  affecting  the  U.  B.  of  C.  are 
enforced.

Delegate  Kirk,  of  Local  Union  No.  64,  spoke  in  regard  to 
the  above  resolution.  He  explained  in  detail  the  relations  be- 
tween his  Local  Union,  the  Building  Trades  Council  and  the 
Central  Labor  Union.  He  stated  that  the  Local  Union  had 
done  all  in  their  power  in  order  to  become  affiliated  with  the 
central  body,  but  that  body  refused  to  seat  their  delegates.

York,  N.  Y. : 
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Local  Union  474,  New  York  City,  August  14,  1914.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother — At  a  meeting  held  on  the  above  date  it  was 
moved,  seconded  and  carried  that  this  Local  Union  should  request  that

Whereas,  For  several  years  there  has  been  a  constant,  steady  in- 
crease in  the  cost  of  meat  until  today  the  price  is  so  high  as  to  make  it 
almost  prohibitive  for  many  of  our  wage  earners  to  buy  in  sufficient 
quantities;  and, 

Whereas,  This  increase  in  price  is  due  largely  to  a  constantly  in- 
creasing shortage  in  our  native  cattle;  and. 

Whereas,  Meat  is  one  of  the  necessities  of  life  to  every  wage-earner, 
if  he  is  to  preserve  the  high  standard  of  efficiency  that  has  been  set  in 
this  country;  and. 

Whereas,  In  the  countries  south  of  us  there  are  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands of  cattle  that  might  be  brought  to  this  country  if  our  Southern 
ports  were  opened  to  them;  and, 

Whereas,  If  these  ports  were  opened  to  the  importation  of  cattle 
from  Central  and  South  America  it  would  reduce  the  cost  of  meat  and 
at  the  same  time  ^furnish  employment  to  many  thousands  of  our  work- 
men; be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  America 
in  convention  assembled  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  That  a  committee  of 
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five  be  appointed,  with  our  »worthy  President  as  chairman  and  our 
worthy  Secretary  a  member,  and  this  committee  be  instructed  to  visit 
President  Woodrow  Wilson,  who  has  proven  his  friendship  for  men  of 
labor,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  this  matter  before  him  and  ask  him  for 
speedy  action;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  inasmuch  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the 
United  States  is  now  authorized  under  the  law  to  open  these  ports  to 
the  importation  of  cattle  whenever  in  his  judgment  conditions  warrant 
same,  that  we  request  President  Woodrow  Wilson  to  urge  the  importance 
of  this  action;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  this  committee  lay  this  matter  before  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor  and  ask  for  its  co-operation. 

Referred  to  Committee  on  Resolutions. 

Your  committee  concurs  and  recommend  that  the  sub- 
ject matter  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  G.  P.  and  G.  S.  of 
this  Brotherhood  as  a  committee  to  deal  therewith. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
carried. 


RESOLUTION  NO.  35. 

Resolution  introduced  by  Delegate  J.  W.  Elder,  repre- 
senting L.  U.  No.  109,  of  New  York  City,  N.  Y. 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  attending  the  Eighteenth  General  Conven- 
tion of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  Amer- 
ica, Indianapolis,  Ind.: 

To  the  Eighteenth  General  Convention  in  assembly  we  beg  to  submit 
the  following  resolution  on  behalf  of  Brother  J.  P.  Johnston,  of  Local 
Union  No.  507. 

Resolved,  That  whereas  the  said  Brother  Johnston  was  injured  in 

the  light  ankle,  through  the  giving  away  of  a  stage  upon  which  he  was 
working  at  Thirty-fourth  (34)  and  Broadway,  New  York,  in  1902;  and,

Whereas,  After  his  release  he  made  the  attempt  to  continue  his 
employment  and  for  a  time  was  able  to  perform  minor  parts  of  his 
work,  but  never  fit  to  resume  his  position  as  before  the  accident,  but 
continued  to  hope,  with  the  encouragement  of  his  doctor,  for  his  eventual 
and  permanent  recovery,  until  the  legal  time  of  filing  an  appeal  had 
expired;  and, 
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Whereas,  This  brother  is  now  sixty  years  of  age  and  is  totally 
disabled  from  performing  his  duties  as  a  carpenter  or  any  of  his  seTvices 
that  requires  him  to  be  on  his  feet;  and, 

Whereas,  This  brother  is  in  good  standing  in  this  organization,  we 
pray  that  this  convention  here  assembled  will  favorably  consider  the 
above  resolution  and  grant  a  total  disability  donation  of  $200.00,  re- 
leasing the  U.  B.  of  any  further  obligation  on  behalf  of  J.  P.  Johnston.

Your  committee  believes  that  the  establishment  of  a 
precedent  which  would  meet  the  requirements  of  this  reso- 
lution would  be  fraught  with  grave  danger  to  this  Brother- 
hood.  Your  committee  non-concurs. 

Delegate  Elder  spoke  in  favor  of  the  resolution,  offering 
a  motion  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  General  Executive 
Board,  with  the  recommendation  that  favorable  action  be 
taken.    (Motion  seconded.) 

On  being  put  to  vote,  the  motion  to  refer  Resolution  No. 
35  to  the  G.  E.  B.  was  lost.

Resolved,  That  we  authorize  and  instruct  oui*  General  Officers,  that 
they  shall  take  active  part,  or  inaugurate  any  peaceful  mission  that 
may  help  to  restore  the  peace  between  the  warring  nations;  be  it  further

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  General  Executive 
Board's  Report  was  called  for  and  was  as  follows: 

We,  your  committee  on  report  of  the  General  Executive  Board,  beg 
leave  to  report  that  we  have  carefully  scrutinized  the  said  report,  and 
find  that  the  greater  number  of  items  mentioned  are  simply  a  resume 
of  the  work  done  by  the  G.  E.  B.  during  the  last  two  years,  which  from 
time  to  time  have  been  published  in  our  Official  Journal  "The  Carpenter," 

We  note  that  on  March  1,  1913,  the  General  President,  the  First 
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General  Vice-President,  the  General  Secretary  and  the  General  Treasurer 
were  added  to  the  Board,  the  General  President  becoming  chairman  and 
the  General  Secretary  its  secretary. 

We  also  note  that  during  the  two  years  past  the  Board  received  301 
requests  for  sanction  of  proposed  trade  movements,  of  this  number  286 
received  sanction  of  the  Board,  carrying  with  it  full  financial  support  of 
®!^4.00  per  week. 

We  note  further  the  action  of  the  Board  on  October  21,  1913,  when 
they  decided  that  all  trade  movements  on  and  after  January  1,  1914 
receiving  the  sanction  of  the  Board  in  an  effort  to  better  the  conditions 
of  our  members  would  receive  full  financial  support  of  $6.00  per  week 
per  member,  and  in  order  that  they  would  have  more  successful  trade 
movements  they  made  a  standing  decision  that  before  they  would  give 
sanction  with  financial  aid,  51,  per  cent  of  the  membership  involved  must 
vote  in  favor  of  the  demands,  and  that  the  report  of  the  Board  shows 
that  their  action  in  making  said  ruling  has  been  beneficial  to  our  or- 
ganization, as  the  results  show  more  successful  trade  movements. 

The  committee  approves  the  action  of  the  Board  and  refers  same 
to  the  Committee  on  Constitution. 

We  note  the  item  of  strikes  and  lockouts  covering  a  period  of  two 
years  and  enumerating  the  various  trade  movements  throughout  the 
country,  we  believe  the  G.  E.  B.  has  acted  wisely,  judicially  and  well 
in  all  matters,  and  also  note  that,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  cases,  the 
tiade  movements  sanctioned  by  the  G.  E.  B.  have  been  successful. 

We  also  note  the  action  of  the  Board  in  regard  to  appeals  and  feel 
that  the  G.  E.  B.  acted  fairly  and  in  accord  with  our  General  Constitu- 
tion. 

In  regard  to  the  fire  and  flood  sufferers  the  committee  commends 
the  humane  action  taken  by  the  G.  E.  B. 

In  regard  to  Resolutions  49,  21,  60,  69,  38,  55,  71,  22,  68,  48  and  52 
■which  were  referred  to  the  G.  E.  B.  by  the  Washington  Convention,  we 
find  that  the  Board  has  acted  to  the  best  interests  of  the  U.  B.,  and  the 
committee  approves  of  their  action. 

We  note  under  the  caption  of  "Compensation  of  Delegates  to  the 
A.  F.  of  L.  and  B.  T.  Convention"  the  G.  E.  B.  fixing  the  compensation 
by  a  ruling,  is  a  matter  for  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Law,  and 
recommend  that  that  part  be  referred  to  that  committee,  as  also  the 
compensation  of  committees  of  the  convention,  as  that  is  a  matter  of  law. 

We  also  note  the  varied  character  of  communications  sent  to  the 
G.  E.  B.  and  the  action  taken  by  the  Board,  and  heartily  indorse  their 
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action  on  the  various  matters  handled  and  disposed  of,  as  it  tends  to  show 
the  committee  that  the  Board  has  acted  with  great  deliberation  and  care. 

We  also  note  with  much  interest  under  the  caption  "Standing  De- 
cisions" the  various  problems  of  law  which  were  referred  to  the  G.  E.  B. 
and  the  interpretation  thereof,  as  these  decisions  have  been  published 
in  "The  Carpenter"  from  time  to  time,  and  we  will  pass  them  by  and 
only  commend  tp  the  convention  the  action  of  the  G.  E.  B. 

The  payment  of  quarterly  assessment,  being  a  question  apart  from 
the  rest  of  the  matter  referred  to  the  G.  E.  B.,  your  committee  believes 
that  the  action  taken  by  the  Board  in  answering  General  President  Kir- 
by's  question  the  very  best  decision  in  the  matter  and  heartily  approve 
of  same. 

It  is  with  much  interest  that  we  note  the  decision  of  February  10, 
1913  of  the  Board  in  regard  to  litigation,  and  the  committee  feels  that 
it  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction  when  it  decided  that  when  legal  talent 
is  employed  that  the  G.  0.  be  consulted  and  the  sanction  of  the  G.  E.  B. 
obtained  if  the  G.  O.  is  expected  to  render  financial  aid  in  defense  of 
law  suits.  The  committee  commends  this  action  and  would  refer  same  to 
Committee  on  Laws  and  Constitution. 

We  note  the  agreements  entered  into  by  the  U.  B.  of  C.  &  J.  of  A. 
and  the  B.  M.  &  P.  I.  U.,  Lathers  and  the  Amalgamated  Society  of  Car- 
penters, which  were  touched  upon  and  appeared  in  the  official  organ, 
"The  Carpenter,"  and  also  reports  of  the  G.  P.  and  G.  S.  We  will  pass 
these  by  and  only  commend  the  G.  E.  B.  on  its  action  of  endorsement. 

In  regard  to  making  national  agreements  with  employers  we,  your 
committee,  heartily  endorse  the  action  of  the  G.  E.  B.,  as  this  is  of 
vital  importance  to  the  entire  U.  B.,  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee 
will  eliminate,  to  a  certain  extent  the  possibility  of  employers  being  fair 
in  one  locality  and  unfair  in  another.  The  committee  heartily  approves 
of  same  and  refers  this  to  committee  on  Constitution  and  Law. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  the  committee  to  note  that  the  G.  E.  B. 
has  started,  on  what  we  think  is,  the  right  road  to  success  as  regards  to 
the  Pacific  Coast  Maritime  Builders'  Federation.  The  committee  feels 
that  the  admission  to  membership  in  the  U.  B.  will  result  in  the  most 
good  to  the  U.  B.,  and  in  time  give  our  organization  the  right  to  organize 
under  the  banner  of  the  U.  B.  all  men  working  in  the  wood-working 
industry. 

We  note  the  communication  of  January  16,  1914,  in  regard  to  the 
affiliation  of  the  U.  B.  with  the  International  Union  of  Wood  Workers, 
and  the  sending  of  a  delegate  to  that  body.    As  this  is  a  matter  for  the 
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committee  on  constitution,  we  would  refer  this  to  that  committee  and 
recommend  that  it  be  sent  to  a  referendum  vote  for  final  disposition. 

In  regard  to  the  printing  of  the  official  journal,  "The  Carpenter," 
this  has  been  treated  upon  in  the  G.  P.,  G.  S.  and  G.  T's.  reports  and  we 
will  therefore  pass  this  by. 

In  regard  to  the  reports  of  the  delegates  to  the  A.  F.  of  L.  Conven- 
tion, that  part  of  the  G.  E.  B.  report  having  appeared  in  the  Carpenter 
from  time  to  time,  and  also  treated  upon  by  the  G.  P.  and  G.  S.  in  their 
reports,  we  will  make  no  reference. 

In  regard  to  recommendations  on  page  109,  110,  111,  112,  113  and 
114  of  the  G.  E.  B.  report  we,  your  committee,  believe  this  to  be  a 
matter  for  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Law,  and  would  recommend 
that  the  same  be  referred  to  that  committee. 

In  conclusion  we,  your  committee,  can  only  find  words  of  praise  for 
the  work  performed  by  the  G.  E.  B.  for  the  two  years  covered  thereby, 
and  most  heartily  endorse  and  compliment  the  stand  they  have  taken 
and  the  decisions  rendered.

The  Committee  on  Apprenticeship  submitted  the  follow- 
ing report: 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  September  30,  1914. 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Eighteenth  General  Convention  of 
the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  America — 
Greeting: — 

Your  committee,  after  several  meetings,  finds  that  a  general  plan 
cannot  apply  throughout  our  United  Brotherhood,  to  wit: 

A  uniform  apprentice  indenture,  owing  to  the  ever  varying  conditions 
in  the  many  localities  making  one  general  plan  practically  impossible. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  General  Executive  Board  be 
instructed  by  this  convention  to  devise  some  form  of  indenture,  or  con- 
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tract,  that  can  be  applied  generally  and  embody  same  so  that  it  can  be 
voted  on  in  our  next  referendum. 

It  is  also  considered  imperative  that  a  "Binding  Clause"  should  be 
enacted. 

We  believe  the  custom  of  allowing  men  to  become  members  of  our 
organization,  who  practically  have  no  experience  to  be  classed  as  help- 
ers or  improvers  should  be  discouraged. 

Those  desiring  to  enter  as  apprentices  should  not  be  more  than 
eighteen  (18)  years  of  age  at  entry. 

Not  less  than  three  years  of  actual  training  should  be  allowed. 
Details  as  to  wages  and  conditions  to  be  worked  out  in  each  locality. 

Where  associations  of  contractors  exist,  and  joint  trade  agree- 
ments prevail,  we  recommend  the  Chicago  plan  which  can  be  easily 
adjusted  to  most  any  joint  trade  agreement. 

The  important  feature  of  vocational  schools  should  be  ^encouraged, 
with  corresponding  instructions  where  public  schools  do  not  meet  our 
requirements. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
carried. 

The  Committee  on  Apprenticeship  also  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing :

Resolution  introduced  by  David  Petrie,  representing 
L.  U.  No.  325,  of  Paterson,  N.  J. : 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  September  23,  1914. 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  attending  the  Eighteenth  General  Conven- 
tion of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  Amer- 
ica, Indianapolis,  Ind.: 

Whereas,  The  apprentice  of  today  does  not  receive  the  same  oppor- 
tunity of  learning  the  trade  of  carpentry  that  he  did  in  former  years, 
and  as  educational  boards  for  vocational  training  are  being  established 
in  many  cities  and  States  which  are  enabling  apprentices  to  attain  a 
more  thorough  knowledge  of  reading  plans  and  other  matters  pertain- 
ing to  the  trade;  therefore,  be  it 
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Resolved,  That  we,  the  delegates  to  the  Eighteenth*  General  Con- 
vention of  the  U.  B.  of  C.  and  J.  of  A.,  urge  the  boards  of  ediication  in 
our  respective  cities  to  establish  classes  for  vocational  training  and  thus 
give  opportunities  to  the  young  members  of  our  craft  to  learn  at  these 
classes  what  they  unfortunately  cannot  learn  on  the  job  during  work- 
ing hours.

DISAPPROVED  CLAIM  FOR  FUNERAL  DONATION  ON  DEATH  OF 
WIFE  OF  JOHN  K.  BLUM,  L.  U.  1251,  CINCINNATI,  OHIO 

This  is  a  case  which  was  referred  back  to  your  committee  by  the 
convention  for  the  purpose  of  giving  a  hearing  to  Delegate  Imwalle,  who 
was  called  out  of  the  city  without  having  an  opportunity  to  appear  before 
the  committee  to  give  his  evidence.  This  brother,  who  is  asking  for  a 
funeral  donation  on  the  loss  of  his  wife,  was  a  member  in  good  standing 
in  the  A.  W.  W.,  but  was  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues  and  was 
reinstated  in  the  A.  W.  W.  when  he  was  over  sixty  years  of  age.  Accord- 
ing to  the  first  section  of  the  agreement  between  the  two  organizations. 
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he  was  classed  as  a  semi-beneficial  member,  therefore  your  committee 
reaffirms  its  former  decision,  which  is  that  we  sustain  the  G.  T.  and 
G.  E.  B.  on  the  grounds  that  all  the  evidence  submitted  shows  that  John 
K.  Blum  was  suspended  from  the  A.  W.  W.  when  he  was  a  beneficial 
member  and  was  reinstated  in  the  A.  W.  W.  at  an  age  which  made  him 
an  honorary  member,  entitled  to  no  death  and  disability  benefits,  as  per 
Section  68  of  the  A.  W.  W.  constitution.  He  was  then  taken  over  to  the 
U.  B.  under  the  conditions  of  membership  as  per  the  agreement  between 
the  U.  B.  and  A.  W.  W;,  and  as  per  Section  80  of  the  U.  B.  constitution 
he  is  not  entitled  to  wife's  funeral  donation.  We  therefore  recommend 
that  the  appeal  be  dismissed. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
carried. 

APPEAL  OF  W.  B.  FERRELL,  R.  D.  JONES  AND  W.  P.  LYTTLE,  OF

"This  is  a  case  where  a  Local  Union  held  an  election  for  delegates 
December  5th,  1913,  and  the  District  Council  refused  to  seat  them." 

"We,  your  committee,  concur  in  the  decision  of  the  G.  P.  and  G.  E.  B. 
on  the  grounds  that  the  appeal  should  have  come  from  the  L.  U.,  and  not 
these  three  members  against  the  L.  U.,  and  we  therefore  recommend  that 
the  appeal  be  dismissed."

Secretary  Duffy  read  the  following  telegram:

The  Carpenters'  D.  C.  of  Boston  tenders  thanks  for  the  courteous 
treatment  accorded  to  the  Boston  delegation  and  the  sincere  affection 
displayed  by  delegates  assembled  on  behalf  of  the  late  Brother  Daniel 
S.  Fitzgerald.  JOSEPH  F.  TOOMEY,  Secretary. 

Delegate  Gilmore,  for  the  Label  Committee,  read  the  fol- 
lowing report: 
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To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Eighteenth  General  Convention  of 
the  U.  B.  of  C.  and  J.  of  A.: 

Your  Label  Committee  recommends  the  following: 

That  qn  and  after  April  1,  1916,  to  secure  the  label  all  firms  using 
the  label  shall  conform  to  the  General  Constitution  that  governs  the 
same. 

Your  committee  also  recommends  that  the  rubber  stamp  be  used 
in  conjunction  with  the  transfer  label  and  the  electrotype  die  be  dis- 
pensed v/itii  in  its  entirety,  as  recommended  by  the  First  General  Vice- 
President. 

Your  committee  also  recommends  that  no  L.  U.  or  D.  C.  will  be 
allowed  the  use  of  the  label  unless  same  is  secured  from  the  General 
Office. 

Your  committee  also  recommends  that  the  advertisement  of  our 
label  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  First  General  Vice-President. 

Your  committee  would  also  recommend  that  the  affiliation  with  the 
Label  Department  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  insofar  as  paying  per  capita  tax 
on  our  membership  that  is  engaged  in  working  on  material  that  bears 
the  label  of  our  Brotherhood  is  concerned,  be  submitted  to  the  referen- 
dum vote  at  the  general  election. 

JWe  further  recommend  concurrence  in  the  recommendation  of  the 
First  General  Vice-President  that  any  firm  to  be  entitled  to  the  use  of 
our  label  shall  create  and  maintain  conditions  in  all  of  the  factories  or 
mills  that  will  warrant  the  use  of  same. 

Resolution  No.  3,  submitted  by  L.  U.  32: 

Whereas,  At  the  present  there  are  somewhere  in  the  neighborhood 
of  forty  different  union  labels  of  as  many  trades  in  the  field;  and, 

Whereas,  This  state  of  arrangement  is  confusing  the  organized  work- 
ers; therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  instruct  our  delegates  to  the  convention  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor  to  take  the  initiative  by  bringing  in  an  ^ 
amendment  to  the  constitution  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  to  create  a  universal 
union  label. 

We,  your  committee,  non-concur. 

We  further  recommend  that  our  members  advocate  more  vigorously 
than  in  the  past  the  patrona<2:e  of  not  only  our  label  but  all  labels  of 
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bona  fide  organizations,  and  let  our  slogan  be  this:  "Let  the  employers 
who  hire  non-union  help  be  contented  with  their  patronage  alone." 

Your  committee  concurs  in  the  following  amendments  as  recom- 
mended by  the  Committee  on  Constitution: 

Amend  Section  223  as  follows: 

Strike  out  all  after  the  word  "exist,"  in  the  seventh  line,  and  insert 
the  following:  "shall  apply  to  the  First  G.  V.-P.  for  sanction  to  use  the 
label  and  give  such  information  pertaining  to  conditions  in  that  district 
as  he  shall  require,  and  after  receiving  sanction  from  the  First  G.  V.-P., 
shall  issue  labels  of  the  above  design,  numbered  consecutively,  with  name 
or  number  of  the  D.  C.  or  L.  U.  issuing  same,  printed  in  its  proper  place 
on  the  label,  to  such  shops  and  mills  in  that  district  as  are  entitled  to 
same,  and  all  labels  must  be  secured  from  the  G.  O.,  who  shall  furnish 
same  at  cost  under  the  following  condition:" 

Amend  Section  229  so  that  it  will  read  as  follows:  "It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  secretary  of  each  D.  C.  or  L.  U.  issuing  labels  to  keep  a 
correct  and  accurate  account  of  all  labels  received  from  the  General 
Office,  their  numbers  and  the  shops  to  which  they  have  been  issued,  and 
to  furnish  all  information  regarding  the  use  of  the  label  which  may  be 
called  for  by  the  D.  C.  or  the  First  G.  V.-P.  Shop  stewards  failing  to 
report  as  required  by  the  D.  C.  or  L.  U.  shall  be  fined."

Delegate  Fletcher,  for  the  committee,  explained  that  the 
First  Vice-President  was  working  out  a  plan  at  the  present 
time  whereby  our  own  label  could  be  more  generally  used  and 
more  easily  identified,  and  that  since  the  label  .had  been  mis- 
used in  the  past  and  an  effort  was  being  made  to  try  to  over- 
come this,  the  committee  deemed  it  advisable  to  let  the  matter 
stand  as  it  is. 
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The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  Label  Commit- 
tee was  carried. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Organization  was  called 
for  and  read  by  Delegate  Clark,  as  follows : 


RESOLUTION  NO.  1.

The  following  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted  by  Local  231 
on  the  above  date  at  a  specially  called  meeting: 

Whereas,  The  New  York  District  Council  has  been  a  party  to  agree- 
ments entered  into  between  manufacturers  of  interior  and  exterior  trim 
and  their  employes,  located  in  Hornell,  Batavia,  Ridgway,  Pa.;  and, 

Whereas,  The  employes  in  the  above-named  cities  engaged  in  the 
manufacture  of  interior  and  exterior  trim  have  been  working  under  the 
same  conditions  for  five  years  past  without  advance  in  wage  and  under 
conditions  we  believe  to  be  a  discredit  to  the  carpenters'  label;  and. 

Whereas,  The  product  of  the  above-named  localities  has  been  han- 
dled without  protest  by  the  members  in  the  New  York  district,  where 
the  product  of  the  Rochester  district  receive  from  fifty  cents  to  a  dol- 
lar more  per  day  than  the  men  employed  in  the  same  grade  of  work  in 
Hornell,  Batavia,  Ridgway  and  other  places  has  been  discriminated 
against;  and, 

Whereas,  In  justice  to  the  members  working  in  these  cheap  union 
localities,  and  to  the  organization  in  New  York  and  Rochester,  an  effort 
should  be  made  to  equalize  these  conditions;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  State  Carpenters'  Council  take  such  steps  as  may 
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be  deemed  expedient  to  ameliorate  these  conditions  and  that  the  State 
Council  request  the  co-operation  of  the  General  Office,  with  the  object 
in  view  of  raising  the  wage  scale  in  aforesaid  localities  and  equalizing 
working  conditions  in  the  State  of  New  York  as  far  as  possible  in  the 
mill  industry.  R.  J.  KASTNER. 

Endorsed  by  D.  C,  July,  1914. 

Your  resolution  committee  recommends  that  the  maximum  hours  be 
forty-four  hours  per  week  and  wages  be  35  cents  per  hour  minimum  for 
millmen  and  the  label  be  not  furnished  to  any  mill  not  working  under 
above  conditions. 

Motion  to  concur  in  report  carried.  Copy  to  be  forwarded  to  na- 
tional convention. 

Referred  to  committee  on  organization. 

Your  committee  non-concurs  in  this  resolution,  as  Sec- 
tion 224  of  the  general  constitution  provides  for  the  hours 
and  minimum  scale  of  wages  and  the  use  of  the  label. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
carried. 


RESOLUTION  NO.  2. 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Eighteenth  General  Convention — 
Greeting:  , 

At  the  Eighth  Annual  Convention  of  the  New  York  State  Council, 
held  at  Jamestown,  N.  Y.,  August  10,  11  and  12,  1914,  the  following  reso- 
lution was  unanimously  endorsed  and  the  secretary  was  instructed  to 
forward  copies  to  the  national  convention  for  their  adoption.

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The  Legislature,  at  its  session,  passed  what  is  known  as  the  Work- 
men's Compensation  Act,  which  became  a  law  on  July  1,  1914.  Under 
existing  conditions,  as  proven  by  practical  experience  in  New  York  City, 
it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  State  Council  in  New  York  to  protect  the 
members  of  the  United  Brotherhood,  not  alone  in  New  York  City,  but  its 
members  in  the  State  and  those  that  may  through  stress  of  circumstances 
transfer  from  a  different  State,  to  protect  their  interests  at  the  hearings 
which  are  held  in  New  York  City,  and  under  existing  conditions  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  is  submitted  to  the  State  Council  at  their  eighth  annual 
convention  for  their  adoption  or  ratification: 

Whereas,  The  State  compensation  law  is  now  in  working  order,  the 
commission  is  continually  hearing  cases  of  injuries,  accidents  and  deaths 
and  making  their  awards  on  same;  and. 

Whereas,  The  private  insurance  and  casualty  companies  are  fully 
represented  by  their  agents  at  all  hearings  of  the  compensation  commis- 
sion in  order  to  protect  their  corporate  interests;  and. 

Whereas,  Thousands  of  members  of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Car- 
penters and  Joiners  of  America  who  are  employed  daily  throughout  New 
York  State,  members  who  may  meet  with  accidents  or  fatalities  and 
would  not  be  represented  before  the  commission  at  their  hearing,  which 
was  principally  held  at  1  Madison  avenue,  New  York  City,  when  their 
cases  would  come  up  before  the  commission  for  adjustment  and  award, 
through  the  fact  of  being  miles  away  or  seriously  injured  and  not  being 
able  to  attend;  and, 

* 

Whereas,  We  believe  this  can  be  overcome  by  acting  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  insurance  companies  do,  by  having  some  one  to  represent 
the  membership  of  the  United  Brotherhood  at  its  hearings;  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  New  York  State  Council  authorize  its  secretary 
to  communicate  with  all  Local  Unions  of  the  U.  B.  in  New  York  State 
and  acquaint  them  of  the  necessity  of  joining  this  body  for  the  purpose 
of  having  proper  protection  given  any  of  its  members  who  may  be  in- 
jured while  at  work  and  would  not  be  able  to  be  present  at  the  hearings 
before  the  commission  in  New  York  City  either  on  account  of  distance 
or  injuries  received;  and,  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  New  York  State  Council  request  that  the  Gen- 
eral President  of  the  U.  B.  appoint  or  delegate  some  member  of  the  U.  B. 
to  attend  all  hearings  of  the  compensation  commission,  with  the  object 
of  protecting  our  membership  (who  are  injured  or  meet  with  fatalities) 
when  the  cases  come  up  for  award  and  adjustment. 

Your  Committee  on  Resolutions  recommend  that  the  Secretary  be 
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instructed  to  communicate  with  the  General  President  and  request  that 
the  expense  of  said  delegate  be  borne  equally  by  the  general  organization 
and  State  Council. 

Motion  to  concur  in  report  carried,  and  copy  to  be  sent  to  the  gen- 
eral convention,  allowing  the  President  the  power  to  appropriate  suffi- 
cient funds  to  pay  said  delegate. 

Referred  to  Committee  on  Organization. 

Your  committee  non-concurs  in  this  resolution  as  to  the 
appointment  of  a  delegate  by  the  G.  P.  and  recommends  that 
the  matter  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  State  and  District  Coun- 
cils, and  that  the  G.  P.  and  G.  E.  B.  may  render  such  aid  as 
they  may  deem  advisable. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
carried. 


RESOLUTION  NO.  6. 
Eighteenth  General  Convention  of  the  U.  B.  of  C.  and  J.  of  A.: 

Dear  Sirs  and  Brothers — We  submit  for  your  consideration  the 
following  resolution: 

Whereas,  At  a  meeting  in  Boston  recently  of  officers  of  the  rail- 
road department  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.,  they  instituted  a  system  federa- 
tion on  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad,  excluding  the 
carpenters  from  affiliation; 

Whereas,  At  said  meeting  the  general  president  of  the  Brotherhood 
of  Railway  Carmen  made  a  statement  that  by  authority  of  said  rail- 
road department  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.,  his  organization  had  full  jurisdic- 
tion over  all  carpenters,  car  builders,  milimen  and  cabinet-makers  em- 
ployed in  railroad  car  shops; 

Be  it  Resolved,  That  deliberation  of  this  matter  is  necessary,  as  it 
involves  the  jurisdictional  rights  of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpen- 
ters and  Joiners  of  America  to  all  carpenters,  car  builders,  milimen  and 
cabinet-makers  working  in  the  car  shops  of  the  country.    Be  it  further

Resolved,  That  our  delegates  to^the  American  Federation  of  Labor 
be  instructed  to  present  same  at  next  convention  of  that  body  for  ad- 
justment.

RESOLUTION  NO.  7. 

Berlin  (Germany),  March,  1914. 

A  Request  for  Affiliation  with  the  International  Union  of  Woodworkers! 

Fellow-Workers — It  affords  me  great  pleasure,  in  my  capacity  as 
secretary  of  the  International  Union  of  Woodworkers,  to  recommend 
the  following  for  the  consideration  of  the  members  of  the  United 
Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  America: 

For  more  than  twenty  years  great  efforts  have  been  made  to  bring 
about  a  closer  and  lasting  relationship  between  the  various  trade  unions 
in  the  woodworking  industries  of  all  countries.  In  the  years  1891,  1893, 
1896,  1904,  1907  and  1910,  international  conferences  were  held,  at  which 
questions  of  common  interest  were  discussed.  The  relationship  between 
the  various  unions,  very  distant  at  first,  became  closer  with  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  International  Union  of  Woodworkers,  in  1904,  at  the 
conference  held  in  Amsterdam.  Since  that  time  the  number  of  the 
affiliated  unions  has  constantly  increased.  At  present  there  are  forty- 
four  unions  from  twenty  different  nations  (Belgium,  Bosnia,  Herze- 
gowina,  Bulgaria,  Denmark,  Germany,  Finland,  France,  Great  Britain, 
Netherlands,  Italy,  Croatia-Slavonia,  Luxemburg,  Norway,  Austria, 
Roumania,  Sweden,  Switzerland,  Servia,  Spain  and  Hungary)  affiliated 
vv^ith  the  International  Union  with  a  membership  of  420,000.  Most  of 
the  existing  woodworkers'  organizations  already  belong  to  the  Interna- 
tional Union,  but  the  object  in  view,  to  get  all  unions  into  its  fold,  has 
as  yet  not  been  accomplished.    One  of  the  sister  unions,  still  on  the 
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outside,  is  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  Amer- 
ica. Therefore  the  International  Secretary  sincerely  hopes  that  this 
circular  will  have  the  effect  of  securing  the  welcome  presence  of  your 
union  in  the  ranks  of  the  Woodworkers'  International. 

The  economic  interests  of  our  trade  are  of  ah  international  nature 
and  international  co-operation  is  therefore  necessary.  The  conditions 
in  one  country  have  a  great  influence  upon  the  conditions  in  other  coun- 
tries. In  the  struggles  for  a  better  existence  the  workers  of  different 
countries  are  very  frequently  played  off  against  each  other.  The  lack 
of  an  international  understanding  has  in  the  past  rendered  the  struggles 
of  many  national  unions  extremely  difficult  and  the  success  of  same 
questionable.  On  the  other  hand,  the  fighting  capacity  *of  a  union  is 
greatly  increased  if  the  moral,  and  in  cases  of  absolute  necessity,  the 
financial  support  of  the  sister  unions  in  the  whole  world  are  behind  the 
single  union.  The  International  Union  of  Woodworkers  has  repeatedly 
supported  the  affiliated  unions  in  their  struggles.  In  this  respect  we 
might  mention  that  during  the  struggle  in  the  British  woodworking 
trades  in  1912  financi^al  assistance  to  the  extent  of  about  $2,000  was 
rendered  by  the  office  of  the  International  Union.  This  proves  that  in- 
ternational solidarity  may  even  be  helpful  and  necessary  for  the  unions 
of  a  country  which  can  boast  of  the  oldest  labor  movement. 

We  are  also  in  continual  communication  with  woodworkers'  societies 
in  Bosnia,  Herzegowina,  Croatia-Slavonia,  Roumania,  Finland,  Bulgaria 
and  Servia,  and  the  influence  of  the  international  organization  is  much' 
felt  even  in  these  countries.  This  fact  should  be  of  special  interest  tc 
our  American  fellow-workers  whose  position  is  specially  threatened  by 
the  uncontrolled  emigration  from  eastern  Europe,  where  the  general 
standard  of  living  is  so  low  and  where  the  despotism  of  autocratic  gov- 
ernments has  had  a  tendency  of  lowering  their  moral  condition.  If  our 
American  friends  were  to  join  the  International  Union  we  believe  it 
would  be  possible  to  check  this  emigration  to  a  certain  extent,  and  it 
'  Would  enable  them  to  publish  accounts  of  their  conditions  through  the 
agency  of  our  International  Union  and  thereby  make  it  clear  to  would- 
be  emigrants  that  the  luring  appeals  of  shipping  agents  and  employ- 
ment sharks  have  no  foundation  in  present-day  American  labor  condi- 
tiong.  The  American  unions  would  be  in  a  position  to  assist  the  In- 
ternational Union  in  making  all  intending  emigrants  acquainted  with 
such  conditions,  and  so  prevent  them  from  becoming,  willingly  or  un- 
willingly, wage-cutters  or  strike-breakers. 

Furthermore,  it  might  be  said  that  it  would  certainly  be  in  the  in- 
terest of  your  organizations  if  all  bona  fide  members  could  be  induced 
to  join  you  upon  landing  on  your  shores  so  as  to  get  them  under  your 
control  and  influence,  for  otherwise  they  are  liable  to  be  taken  up  by 
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rival  organizations  or  fall  victims  to  the  wiles  of  unscrupulous  em- 
ployers. 

We  are  well  aware  of  the  fact  that  in  the  case  of  the  American 
union  it  is  left  to  the  unions  of  any  given  locality  to  fix  the  conditions 
of  admission,  while  in  other  countries  it  is  customary  that  such  condi- 
tions are  uniform  throughout  the  entire  national  union.  Entrance  fees 
in  that  case  vary  very  much,  making  it  very  difficult  for  many  immigrat- 
ing fellow-workers  to  join,  apart  from  other  conditions  imposed.  These 
locals  assert  that  they  cannot  take  the  risk  of  admitting  members  with- 
out high  entrance  fees,  as  it  might  happen  that  the  relatives  of  trans- 
ferred members  would  claim  the  high  death  benefits  usually  paid  by 
the  American  unions.  We  believe,  however,  that  it  would  be  possible 
to  come  to  a  mutual  agreement  whereby  transferred  members  would 
be  entitled  to  free  admission  and  to  the  usual  trade  benefits,  while  they 
would  be  required  to  pay  regular  dues  for  a  certain  period  in  order  to 
become  entitled  to  superannuation,  accident  and  death  benefits.  A 
reciprocity  agreement,  which  is  in  force  at  the  present  time,  for  all 
unions  affiliated  with  the  International  Union  of  Woodworkers  merely 
provides,  in  the  case  of  transfer  of  affiliated  members,  for  free  admis- 
sion, traveling,  unemployment  and  sick  benefit.  Similar  arrangements 
by  which  the  specific  interests  of  the  American  unions  could  be  safe- 
guarded might  certainly  be  agreed  upon  if  they  were  to  join  our  In- 
ternational. Our  American  friends,  moreover,  should  not  overlook  the 
fact  that  the  bona  fide  immigrant  is  usually  a  healthy,  able-bodied  man, 
who  would  scarcely  be  liable  to  become  a  burden  to  the  benefit  funds 
for  a  long  time  after  landing. 

We  sincerely  hope  that  you  will  give  the  foregoing  facts  due  con- 
sideration and  that  your  organization  will  soon  decide  in  favor  of  affili- 
ation. It  might  not  be  amiss  to  add  that  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor  is  affiliated  with  the  International  Federation  of  Trade  Unions 
as  well  as  with  the  national  centers  of  eighteen  other  countries,  Ger- 
many included. 

Mr.  Samuel  Gompers,  president  of  the  American  Federation  of  La- 
bor, who  visited  Berlin  in  1910,  was  kind  enough  to  promise  that  he 
would,  upon  his  return,  try  to  improve  the  relations  between  the  re- 
spective unions  and  also  try  to  get  the  American  woodworkers  to  come 
within  the  fold  of  our  trade  International.  It  is  most  pleasing  to  note 
that  Mr.  Gompers'  tour  in  Europe,  as  well  as  the  visit  of  Mr.  Legien, 
who,  upon  the  invitation  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  visited 
a  great  number  of  cities  and  trade  union  headquarters  in  the  United 
States,  have  been  helpful  in  promoting  a  better  understanding  and  co- 
operation .between  the  European  and  American  labor  movements. 

Mr.  G.  W.  Perkins,  the  delegate  of  the  American  Federation  of  La- 
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bor  at  the  International  Trade  Union  Congress  at  Zurich,  said  in  his 
report  at  the  thirty-third  annual  convention  of  the  American  Federa- 
tion of  Labor  at  Seattle,  Wash.,  November  11,  1913: 

"The  international  trades  union  movement  is  the  clearing  house  in 
the  industrial  field;  it  aims  to  remove  false  conceptions  and  prejudices; 
it  tends  to  widen  the  viewpoint  and  helps  to  broaden  the  sphere  of  use- 
fulness; it  reveals  the  activities  and  character  of  the  movement  pre- 
vailing in  different  countries;  it  brings  into  review  the  variety  of  na- 
tional temperaments  and  their  direct  bearing  in  the  management  of 
wage  disputes  and  great  public  questions."  And  in  another  part  of 
his  speech  he  said:  "I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  American  trade  union 
movement  has  too  long  neglected  the  trade  union  movement  of  the 
world." 

The  Amalgamated  Society  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners,  with  which 
the  Brotherhood  has  agreed  on  a  plan  of  solidification,  recently  declared 
in  favor  of  affiliation  with  the  International  Union  of  Woodworkers  by 
a  majority  of  10,813.  In  a  circular  letter  sent  to  all  branches  of  this 
society,  the  executive  gave  the  reasons  for  the  proposal  of  affiliation 
with  the  following  striking  remarks: 

"Those  economic  forces  which  are  compelling  trade  unions  to  con- 
solidate and  federate  in  every  country  are  also  removing  the  barriers 
of  race  and  nationality.  Labor  all  over  the  civilized  world  is  beginning 
to  understand  that  just  as  the  capitalists  recognized  no  nationality  in 
their  exploitation  of  the  working  classes,  the  latter  are  waking  to  the 
fact  that  the  interests  of  the  workers  are  the  same  all  over  the  world 
and  that  race  and  religious  prejudices  are  simply  created  and  fomented 
by  the  capitalist  class  in  order  to  blind  and  mislead  all  workers  of  every 
nation  to  their  true  interests.  However,  as  a  result  of  international  ne- 
gotiations between  the  larger  trade  unions,  several  federations,  similar 
to  the  one  under  review,  are  in  existence,  notably  the  International 
Miners'  Federation,  the  metal  workers,  the  transport  workers,  the 
textile  workers  and  others,  through  which  assistance  moral  and  finan- 
cial is  rendered  when  the  respective  unions  come  in  conflict  with  the 
employers  in  any  country;  therefore  the  G.  C.  are  of  opinion  that  it  must 
be  obvious  to  our  members  that,  apart  from  the  good  thus  accruing, 
our  affiliation  with  the  International  Woodworkers'  Federation  would 
not  only  have  similar  results,  but  we  should  be  in  a  much  better  posi- 
tion to  deal  more  effectively  with  the  question  of  unfair  foreign-made 
joinery  which  has  proved  so  detrimental  to  us  in  this  country." 

The  annual  convention  of  Local  Unions  of  the  United  Brotherhood 
of  the  State  of  New  York,  held  last  August,  adopted  a  resolution  in 
which  the  convention  declared  for  the  affiliation  of  the  entire  Brother- 
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hood  with  the  International  Union  of  Woodworkers.  This  well-timed 
step  justifies  the  expectation,  that  other  State  bodies  will  follow  the 
example  of  the  New  York  State  convention,  and  we  sincerely  hope  that 
this  circular  will  help  the  membership  of  the  Brotherhood  to  give  this 
matter  closer  attention  and  enhanced  interest. 

Capital  is  organized  internationally;  should  not  the  workers  of  all 
countries  join  hands  across  the  frontier  barriers  in  their  own  common 
interest?  We  hope  that  all  those  unions  which  are  not  yet  affiliated 
will  join  the  International  in  the  near  future,  in  order  that  the  tie  of 
fraternal  solidarity  may  unite  the  woodworkers  of  all  countries.  On 
behalf  of  the  International  Union,  I  therefore  address  this  urgent  ap- 
peal to  my  fellow-tradesmen  in  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters 
and  Joiners  of  America  in  the  hope  that  same  may  not  be  in  vain,  as  I 
consider  an  affiliation  with  the  International  Union  most  desirable  and 
of  great  benefit  to  them. 

Might  we  suggest  that  you  authorize  your  Executive  Board  to  join 
the  International  Union  of  Woodworkers  at  once,  if  possible,  and  further 
to  send  a  delegation  to  the  next  International  Woodworkers'  Congress, 
which  is  to  be  held  at  Vienna  on  August  20  and  23,  1914,  and  that  your 
National  Executive  Board  invite  its  constituents  to  admit  bona  fide  mem- 
bers of  our  International  without  entrance  fee  with*  those  rights,  which 
vice  versa  will  be  granted  our  American  brothers  by  all  unions  affiliated 
with  the  International  Union  of  Woodworkers.  Copies  of  rules  and  of 
reciprocity  agreements  in  force  have  been  forwarded  to  your  national 
headquarters. 

Kindly  let  me  know  your  decision  in  this  matter  and  convey  our  best 
fraternal  greetings  to  your  officers  and  members.

RULES  OF  THE  INTERNATIONAL  UNION  OF  WOODWORKERS. 

— Objects — 

1.  The  trade  organizations  of  woodworkers  of  the  different  coun- 
tries constitute  an  International  Union  for  the  purpose  of  furthering 
their  common  interests. 

2.  The  particular  objects  of  the  unions  shall  be: 

(a)  To  effect  combination  between  the  national  organizations  of 
the  different  countries; 
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(b)  To  establish  reciprocal  agreements  and  to  circulate  informa- 
tion on  important  questions; 

(c)  To  restrain  the  influx  of  workers  from  abroad  in  case  of  strikes 
and  lockouts; 

(d)  To  intervene  with  financial  assistance  if  necessary  and  possible 
for  large  strikes  and  lockouts; 

(e)  To  mutually  arrange  for  the  free  transfer  of  members  to  the 
affiliated  unions  in  foreign  countries,  and  for  the  support  of  these  mem- 
bers; 

(f)  To  generally  promote  solidarity  and  co-operation  amongst  the 
respective  national  woodworkers'  organizations  in  the  different  coun- 
tries. 

— Membership — 

3.  All  national  organizations  of  woodworkers  can  affiliate  to  the 
International  Union,  particularly  organizations  of  furniture  workers, 
cabinet-makers,  joiners  and » carpenters,  pianoforte-makers,  chairmak- 
ers,  French  polishers,  turners,  stickmakers,  basketmakers,  brushmak- 
ers,  cart-and-wheel-wrights,  upholsterers,  carvers,  coopers,  glaziers,  etc. 

4.  If  a  union  raises  objection  to  the  affiliation  of  another  organiza- 
tion and  furnishes  eff'ective  reasons  for  doing  so,  the  admission  can  be 
refused  or  the  affiliation  annulled. 

•  • 

5.  Every  national  organization,  which  has  become  affiliated  with 

the  union,  preserves  its  full  autonomy  but  must  adhere  to  the  obliga- 
tions stipulated  in  these  rules  of  the  union. 

6.  The  members  of  every  national  organization  affiliated  to  the 
International  Union  shall,  as  soon  as  employment  is  entered  upon 
abroad,  be  admitted  into  the  respective  national  organization  without 
entrance  fees,  pro\dded  the  transfer  is  effected  within  six  weeks  and 
provided  that  the  member  left  his  former  organization  with  a  clear  card. 
The  contributions  of  such  transferred  members  which  have  been  paid 
to  any  of  the  unions  affiliated  to  the  International  Union  shall  be  com- 
puted thus:  The  grand  total  of  contribution  paid  is  placed  to  the  credit 
of  the  member  in  the  union  to  which  the  transfers  if  the  contributions 
are  lower  in  the  national  organization  which  he  has  left;  but  where 
contributions  are  equal  or  higher,  credit  is  given  for  the  full  number  of 
weekly  payments  made.  According  to  these  rules  mentioned  above, 
members  are  entitled  to  the  same  benefits  in  the  national  organization 
to  which  they  transfer  as  its  members  are  for  a  membership  of  corre- 
sponding duration.  Exceptional  cases  must  be  specially  decided  upon 
by  mutual  agreements  between  the  respective  national  organizations. 
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Before  the  transfer  is  made,  the  member  traveling  abroad  is  only  en- 
titled to  the  traveling  allowance  granted  to  members  by  the  national 
organization  of  the  country  concerned,  and  only  in  accordance  with  the 
rules  of  the  latter  organization  as  they  apply  to  its  members. 

— Contributions — , 

7.  To  cover  the  costs  of  the  administration  of  the  union,  an  annual 
subscription  is  payable  by  the  affiliated  national  organization.  This  is 
calculated  according  to  the  number  of  members  a  national  organization 
has  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

8.  A  subscription  of  two  francs  per  hundred  members  is  payable 
in  advance  in  January  of  each  year,  or,  if  affiliation  has  been  effected 
later,  the  subscription  must  be  paid  for  the  rest  of  the  current  year. 

9.  An  account  of  the  union's  receipts  and  expenditure  must  be 
given  every  year. 

— Administration — 

10.  The  administration  of  the  union  is  entrusted  to  a  secretary, 
duly  elected  by  an  International  Congress,  and  to  a  treasurer  appointed 
by  the  national  organization  of  the  country  where  the  seat  of  manage- 
ment is. 

11.  The  secretary  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  national  or- 
ganization to  which  he  belongs. 

12.  The  secretary  to  retain  office  until  the  succeeding  International 
Congress. 

— Congress — 

13.  The  legislative  assembly  of  the  union  is  the  International 
Woodworkers'  Congress.  The  congress  must  take  place  at  least  once  in 
every  five  years.  Proposals  and  motions  for  the  agenda  must  be  sent 
to  the  secretary  and  published  by  him  three  months  before  the  con- 
gress takes  place. 

14.  A  congress  must  be  convened  if  such  a  proposal  is  supported 
by  the  majority  of  the  affiliated  national  organizations.  The  secretary 
of  the  union  has  to  convene  the  congress. 

15.  The  congress  is  constituted  of  delegates  from  the  affiliated 
unions.  Every  national  organization  must  bear  the  expenses  of  its 
delegations.  The  other  expenses  are  divided  proportionately  among  all 
affiliated  organizations,  according  to  the  niimber  of  their  members. 

16.  The  decisions  arrived  at  by  the  congress  shall  be  communicated 
to  all  affiliated  unions  by  the  secretary. 
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— General  Rules — 

17.  Every  national  organization  must  send  a  report  to  the  secre- 
tary after  the  close  of  each  year.  This  report  must  contain  the  number 
of  members,  receipts  and  expenditure,  number  and  results  of  wages, 
movements,  etc.  The  secretary  has  to  issue  prescribed  forms  for  this 
purpose  and  has  to  tabulate  these  annual  reports  and  publish  them  for 
the  information  of  the  affiliated  unions. 

18.  The  secretary  must  be  informed  as  'soon  as  possible  of  im- 
portant events,  especially  large  strikes  and  lockouts  affecting  any  of 
the  national  organizations. 

19.  The  publications  of  the  secretary  shall  appear  in  the  bulletin 
of  the  International  Union  in  German,  French,  English  and  Swedish.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother — The  unions  of  woodworking  crafts  in  this 
city  have  long  found  themselves  unable  to  make  satisfactory  agreements 
with  or  secure  proper  consideration  from  the  proprietors  of  large  mills 
and  the  principal  contractors  in  their  lines  of  work  in  the  district  in 
seeking  the  manufacture  of  mill  work  bearing  the  union  label  of  said 
craft.  The  officers  and  members  of  these  unions  have  reasons  to  be- 
lieve the  same  condition  exists  in  many  other  localities  and  that  the 
difficulty  involved  in  the  matter  is  of  such  magnitude  as  to  require  the 
attention  and  power  of  the  Brotherhood  to  remove  it. 

In  this  locality  we  have  exhausted  all  the  means  at  our  command 
to  bring  about  better  conditions  without  result  and  are  forced  to  the 
conviction  that  an  organized  effort  is  constantly  being  made  by  the 
millmen  and  contractors  to  defeat  our  wishes  and  prevent  all  progress 
toward  the  organization  of  their  plants. 

There  seems  to  be  nothing  more  that  we  can  do  in  the  direction  in- 
dicated and  any  further  activity  on  our  part  might  result  in  serious 
losses  to  many  of  our  members. 

.In  our  extremity  we  appeal  to  the  Brotherhood  to  aid  us,  and  the 
most  practical  and  feasible  way  to  solve  the  problem  seems  to  us  to  be 
for  the  Brotherhood  to  acquire  the  ownership  of  all  the  machinery 
necessary  to  equip  a  first-class  woodworking  mill  that  could  be  put  up 
and  operated  by  the  Brotherhood  in  any  locality  where  its  presence  and 
products  might  be  necessary  for  securing  satisfactory  conditions  for  the 
craft  involved. 

I  have  been  appointed  by  Millmen  and  Cabinet-makers'  Union  No. 
1868  to  correspond  with  you  on  the  subject  and  to  inform  you  that  the 
union  is  ready  and  willing  to  propose  an  amendment  to  the  constitution 
to  cover  the  case,  if  in  your  judgment  that  is  the  best  method  of  reach- 
ing the  end  aimed  at,  or  to  take  other  steps  in  reference  to  the  matter 
you  may  deem  most  advisable.

Mr.  Frank  Duffy^  General  Secretary,  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters 
and  Joiners  of  America,  and  to  the  Delegates  of  the  Convention,  In- 
dianapolis, Ind. : 

Dear  Brothers — The  Cabinet  makers  of  New  York  of  the  Jewish 
nation  have  organized  a  union  and  it  now  has  a  membership  of  upward 
of  five  hundred  members  in  good  standing.  They  are  cabinet  makers 
and  machine  hands. 

From  present  indications  it  would  seem  that  within  a  very  short 
time  our  membership  will  grow  to  the  number  of  one  thousand.  The 
situation  in  New  York  is  such  that  we  can  safely  assume  that  to  be  the 
fact. 

All  these  workers  are  working  under  intolerable  conditions  and  in 
competition  with  the  members  of  the  Brotherhood.  The  wages  are  much 
lower  than  in  the  shops  controlled  by  the  Brotherhood.  It  is  our  inten- 
tion and  aim  to  raise  their  standard  to  that  of  the  Brotherhood  men. 

It  is  safe  to  say  that  in  the  city  of  New  York  at  the  present  time 
there  are  somewhere  about  thirty-five  thousand  workers  as  cabinet 
workers,  machine  hands  and  wood  turners,  who  are  not  organized.  They 
are  largely  foreign  born.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  possible  to 
organize  these  people.   There  is  a  tremendous  movement  among  the  Rus- 
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sians,  Poles,  Italians  and  Jews  for  organization.  There  is  a  great  senti- 
ment for  it.  If  something  is  done  in  the  direction  to  organize  them  we 
are  quite  sure  that  they  will  respond.  We  are  doing  the  best  we  can  and 
our  efforts  have  been  crowned  with  some  success. 

Mr.  Weinstein,  secretary  of  the  United  Hebrew  Trades;  has  had  a 
conference  with  Brother  Guerin,  Executive  Board  member  of  the  Broth- 
erhood of  Carpenters  and  explained  the  situation  to  him.  We  have  had 
a  conference  with  Brother  Collins  of  the  District  Council  of  New  York 
and  explained  the  situation  to  him  and  he  understands  it  thoroughly  and 
he  knows  just  what  efforts  we  are  making. 

The  workers,  irrespective  of  nationality  of  their  births,  should  act 
in  unison  and  we  do  everything  in  our  power  to  promote  solidarity.  We 
feel  that  we  ought  to  be  a  part  of  the  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters.  We 
are  carpenters:  we  should  be  a  part  of  the  organized  workmen's  organi- 
zation in  our  trade,  and  we  appeal  to  you  on  behalf  of  those  who  are 
now  members  of  our  organization,  and'  those  that  we  can  surely  attract 
to  the  organization,  that  you  extend  to  us  the  privilege  of  joining  the 
Brotherhood. 

Our  men  do  not  want  to  compete  with  the  members  of  the  Brother- 
hood. They  want,  if  necessary,  to  fight;  to  go  to  any  length  to  create 
standards  at  least  equal  to  those  obtained  already  by  the  Brotherhood. 

Brothers,  we  appeal  to  you  that  you  consider  our  condition  carefully 
and  that  you  instruct  the  Executive  Committee  to  issue  a  charter  to  our 
local  and  to  make  provisions  to  organize  the  unorganized  in  the  city  of 
New  York.

Referred  to  Committee  on  Organization. 

We,  your  committee,  concur  in  this  resolution. 

Delegate  Post  spoke  in  regard  to  the  resolution  and  called 
attention  to  the  fact  that  of  the  hundreds  of  homes  built  for 
the  union  miners  in  the  anthracite  district,  from  90  to  95  per 
cent,  of  them  were  erected  by  non-union  men,  men  who  are 
working  ten  and  eleven  hours  per  day.  He  further  stated 
there  were  from  three  to  five  hundred  non-union  carpenters 
in  that  district  who  should  be  members  of  the  Brotherhood, 
but  who,  through  the  miners  giving  this  work  to  them,  were 
enabled  to  maintain  a  living  outside  the  organization.  He 
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asked  that  the  convention  go  on  record  as  requesting  the  mine 
workers  of  that  district  to  conform  more  strictly  to  the  prin- 
ciples of  trades  unionism  in  these  matters. 

Delegate  Adams  (237)  and  Havanich  (309)  also  spoke 
on  the  resolution,  after  which  the  motion  to  concur  iij  the  re- 
port of  the  committee  was  carried. 

We,  your  committee,  have  given  the  matter  of  organizing, 
as  dealt  with  in  the  report  of  the  General  President  and  re- 
ferred to  us,  careful  consideration,  and  we  commend  the  work 
of  the  G.  P.  in  his  effort  to  organize  the  unorganized  and  to 
better  the  conditions  of  our  craft,  and  we  recommend  that 
this  good  work  be  continued. 

We  are  pleased  to  note  the  good  work  that  has  been  done 
in  regard  to  the  Reed  Workers,  as  this  is  a  great  industry. 
We  feel  that  it  should  receive  considerable  attention  along  the 
line  of  organizing  and  would  so  recommend.

The  final  report  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  was 
called  for,  and  it  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  action  of 
the  convention  on  Section  103  of  the  General  Constitution  be 
reconsidered. 

The  motion  was  lost  on  being  put  to  vote. 

Delegate  Featherston  continued  the  report  of  the  Consti- 
tution Committee  as  follows : 

Your  committee  recommends  the  following  addition  to 
Section  32 : 

"Where  an  Auxiliary  L.  U.  or  D.  C,  S.  C.  or  P.  C.  has  asked  the 
assistance  of  the  G.  O.,  the  G.  P.  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  G.  E.  B., 
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make  settlements  with  employers  and  the  said  Auxiliary  or  L.  U.,  D.  C, 
S.  C.  or  P.  C.  must  accept  the  same." 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
carried. 

Your  committee  recommends  the  following  new  section: 

"There  shall  be  four  classes  of  membership,  viz;  Beneficial,  semi- 
beneficial,  non-beneficial  and  auxiliary. 

"Beneficial  members  are  those  who  are  admitted  as  prescribed  by 
this  constitution  for  beneficial  members,  and  who  pay  the  dues  pro- 
vided in  the  by-laws  of  the  U.  B.,  also  the  by-laws  of  the  Local  Union. 

"Semi-beneficial  members  are  those  who  are  admitted  as  prescribed 
by  this  constitution  for  semi-beneficial  members,  and  pay  the  dues  pro- 
vided by  the  laws  of  the  U.  B.  and  the  by-laws  of  the  Local  Union. 

"Non-beneficial  members  are  those  admitted  on  a  paid-vp  member- 
ship card  of  the  Amalgamated  Society  of  Carpenters,  who  secure  a 
due  book  of  the  U.  B.,  and  adhere  strictly  to  the  agreement  between  the 
U.  B.  and  the  Amalgamated  Society  of  Carpenters. 

"Auxiliary  members  are  those  who  secure  membership  under  Auxil- 
iary charters. 

"The  G.  E.  B.  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  laws  governing  Auxiliary 
Unions,  un^il  the  general  convention  of  the  U.  B.,  in  1916,  and  until  the 
same  are  adopted  by  the  referendum  vote  of  the  U.  B." 

Delegate  Pratt,  for  the  committee,  explained  that  the 
word  "honorary"  had  been  omitted  by  the  printer  in  para- 
graph 4  of  the  committee  recommendation,  and  stated  that  the 
first  line  should  read:  '*Non-beneficial  members  are  honorary 
members,  or  those  admitted,"  etc. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee as  corrected  was  carried. 

Your  committee  recommends  the  following  new  section: 
— Fraternal  Delegates — 

"Fraternal  delegates  shall  be  seated  by  the  convention  from  Auxil- 
iary Unions,  District,  State  and  Provincial  Councils,  with  voice  but  no 
vote." 
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Delegate  Ryan  opposed  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee was  lost. 

Your  committee  recommends  the  following  new  section : 

"Examining~boards  may  be  established  by  L.  U.'s  and  D.  C.'s.  They 
shall  examine  candidates  as  to  their  qualifications  for  membership  in  the 
U.  B.  and  must  report  their  findings  on  all  applicants  in  writing.  The 
examinations  shall  consist  of  a  practical  test  in  the  branch  of  trade  in 
which  the  applicant  desires  employment."  ^ 

No  new  laws  or  amendments  shall  be  submitted  for  a  vote  of  the 
L.  U's  between  conventions  in  which  the  results  of  such  vote  would  not 
become  a  law  six  months  prior  to  the  holding  of  the  general  convention." 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
carried. 

We  recommend  that  the  compensation  for  delegates  to  the  Ameri- 
can Federation  of  Labor  and  Convention  Committees  be  left  in  the  hands 
of  the  General  Executive  Board. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee was  carried. 

Your  committee  recommends,  after  consultation  with  the  attorney 
for  the  U.  B.,  that  the  action  taken  by  this  convention  on  the  proposition 
submitted  by  L.  U.  1325  of  Edmonton,  Alta.,  Can.,  be  stricken  from  the 
records  of  this  convention.  (The  proposition  had  reference  to  debarring 
members  of  the  U.  B.  from  joining  the  militia  or  national  guard.) 

Delegate  Sheppard  spoke  briefly  on  the  subject,  after 
whrch  it  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  action  of  the  con- 
vention be  reconsidered. 

On  being  put  to  vote,  the  chair  declared  the  motion  to  re- 
consider lost. 

There  being  some  doubt  in  the  minds  of  some  of  the  dele- 
gates as  to  what  they  were  voting  on,  and  discussion  being 
entered  into  on  the  report  of  the  committee.  President  Kirby 
stated  that  if  there  was  any  doubt  he  would  not  hesitate  to 
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repeat.  Continuing,  he  said :  "Before  we  can  take  action  on 
this  we  must  reconsider  the  action  we  took  yesterday.  I  am 
going  to  put  that  before  you  again." 

The  motion  to  reconsider  was  then  put  and  a  division 
called  for,  which  resulted  as  follows:  113  in  favor  of  recon- 
sideration, 112  against. 

President  Kirby  stated  that  the  report  of  the  committee 
was  before  the  house. 

A  Delegate — Does  it  not  require  a  two-thirds  vote  to,  re- 
consider? 

President  Kirby — The  chair  is  of  the  opinion  that  a  two- 
thirds  vote  is  required  to  reconsider. 

In  the  matter  of  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  pertaining 
to  the  funds  of  Local  Unions,  referred  back  by  the  convention  to  your 
committee,  we  submit  the  following  addition  to  that  part  of  Section  219 
pertaining  to  the  general  fund :  "In  the  second  last  line  after  the  word 
"political,"  insert  the  word,  'or  religious.' " 

In  the  matter  of  the  contingent  fund  we  recommend  the  following: 
"This  fund  may  be  used  for  the  relief  of  aged  members,  organizing,  or 
any  other  purpose  the  Local  Union  may  decide,  except  to  support  a  dual 
organization,  for  partisan  politics,  religious  purposes,  or  for  any  pur- 
pose that  may  be  inimical  to  the  interests  of  the  U.  B.,  provided,  how- 
ever, if  property  is  purchased  with  said  fund  the  property  shall  be  held 
in  the  name  of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of 
America  as  specified  in  Section  219  of  the  General  Constitution." 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
carried. 

Delegate  Walsh — Mr.  President,  under  what  rules  does 
it  take  a  two-thirds  vote  to  reconsider? 

President  Kirby— The  chair  so  ruled,  and  if  you  can  show 
me  otherwise  I  will  be  convinced. 

Delegate  Walsh — Roberts'  Rules  of  Order  don't  say  so. 

President  Kirby — The  report  of  the  Constitution  Com- 
mittee will  be  continued. 
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All  laws  or  parts  of  laws  previously  enacted  by  the  U.  B.,  and 
standing  decisions  of  the  G.  E.  B.  in  conflict  with  the  constitution  as 
amended  by  the  Eighteenth  General  Convention  of  the  U.  B.  in  session 
September  21  to  October  2,  1914,  inclusive,  are  hereby  repealed,  and  the 
G.  E.  B.  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  make  any  needed 
changes  as  required  by  the  referendum  vote  of  the  membership,  and 
the  constitution  as  amended  and  passed  by  the  referendum  vote  shall 
go  into  effect  March  1,  1915. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee was  carried.

Delegate  Gilmore  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
Committee  on  Constitution  had  worked  day  and  night  during 
the  convention  and  previously  in  going  over  the  volume  of 
amendments  and  changes  submitted,  and  offered  a  motion 
that  they  be  allowed  compensation  for  fifteen  days'  services, 
as  recommended  by  this  convention  to  be  sent  out  for  referen- 
dum vote.    (Motion  seconded.) 

President  Kirby  stated  that  the  motion  was  in  the  nature 
of  a  resolution  and  therefore  could  not  be  entertained. 

It  was  moved,  seconded  and  carried  that  the  matter  be 
referred  to  the  General  Executive  Board  for  action. 

It  was  moved,  seconded  and  carried  that  all  questions  sent 
out  for  referendum  vote  be  divided  in  so  far  as  possible. 

Secretary  Duffy  called  attention  to  Resolution  No.  32, 
introduced  by  the  Minneapolis  delegation  and  requesting  an 
appropriation  of  one  thousand  dollars  for  organizing  purposes 
in  that  city.  He  stated  that  the  resolution  had  been  referred 
by  the  convention  to  the  General  Executive  Board,  and  the 
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Board  had  decided  to  submit  the  matter  to  the  General  Presi- 
dent for  further  investigation. 

The  action  of  the  G.  E.  B.  was  concurred  in  by  the  con- 
vention. 

Secretary  Duffy  read  the  following  communication,  and 
at  the  same  time  called  attention  to  the  personal  request  made 
by  Brother  John  P.  Frey  of  the  International  Union  of  Hold- 
ers for  the  moral  support  of  the  carpenters  and  that  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  United  Brotherhood  visit  the  management  of 
the  Reading  Hardware  Company  and  try  to  bring  about  a 
settlement : 

Reading,  Pa.,  September  24,  1914. 
International  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners: 

Brothers — We,  the  members  of  the  International  Holders'  Union  of 
North  America,  Local  No.  348  of  Reading,  Pa.,  desire  to  lay  before  the 
International  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  the  facts  in  con- 
nection with  the  strike  that  has  been  forced  upon  us  by  the  Reading 
Hardware  Company,  and  at  the  same  time  to  request  the  assistance 
of  the  International  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners,  to  the  extent 
of  having  its  membership  refuse  to  handle  any  of  the  product  made  by 
the  Reading  Hardware  Company  while  it  continues  its  fight  against  us. 

This  company  for  some  time  back  has  been  resorting  to  the  most 
unfair  methods  to  disrupt  the  unions  that  existed  in  the  various  branches 
throughout  its  plant,  wages  have  been  reduced,  hours  of  labor  increased 
and  the  blacklist  employed  to  such  an  extent  and  with  such  effect  that 
we  are  the  only  organization  left  to  give  battle  to  this  merciless  cor- 
poration. 

A  final  effort  to  destroy  our  union  was  decided  upon  by  the  company 
on  August  31,  at  which  tim.e  the  management  posted  a  notice  to  the 
effect  that  our  services  were  no  longer  required  and  that  we  should  take 
our  tools  away  and  if  our  services  were  needed  later  we  would  be  notified. 

A  week  later  one  of  the  three  foundries  that  the  company  operates 
was  started  up  v/ith  foreign  help,  most  of  them  not  being  able  to  speak 
English.  Since  that  time  none  but  that  element  has  been  employed, 
the  company  housing  them  in  the  shop  and  employing  private  detectives 
to  guard  them. 

The  stockholders  and  management  of  the  company  is  composed  and 
made  up  of  bitter  enemies  of  organized  labor,  their  purpose  in  lockin^p

us  out  at  this  time  is  to  force  the  open  shop  and  through  that  further 
reduction  of  wages  and  to  deprive  us  of  a  voice  in  the  conditions  under 
which  we  shall  work. 

We  ask  your  earnest  consideration  of  our  request,  namely,  to  refuse 
to  handle  the  product  of  this  company  while  they  are  fighting  us.  We 
have  the  sanction  and  financial  support  of  the  International  Holders' 
Union  of  North  America,  and  if  the  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Join- 
ers will  lend  its  aid  in  the  direction  requested,  we  are  sure  that  we  will 
be  able  to  bring  about  a  victory  in  the  very  near  future.

It  was  moved,  seconded  and  carried  that  the  request  made 
by  the  International  Union  of  Holders,  through  Brother  Frey, 
be  complied  with. 

Delegate  McCarthy  addressed  the  convention  briefly  with 
regard  to  the  present  condition  of  the  family  of  the  father  of 
the  organization,  the  late  P.  J.  McGuire,  stating  that  the  aged 
mother  was  almost  entirely  dependent  upon  her  two  daugh- 
ters for  support,  that  one  of  the  daughters  had  contracted 
tuberculosis  and  that  the  other  was  about  to  lose  her  sight, 
due  to  the  occupation  which  she  had  been  following  for  a  live- 
lihood. In  closing  his  remarks  he  offered  a  motion  that  the 
matter  be  taken  up  by  the  General  Officers,  they  to  take  such 
action  as  in  their  judgment  the  case  may  merit. 

The  motion  was  duly  seconded  and  carried. 

Delegate  Brenton  of  East  St.  Louis  moved  that  a  rising 
vote  of  thanks  be  extended  the  presiding  officer  for  the  fair 
and  impartial  manner  in  which  he  had  treated  every  delegate. 
The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 

Delegate  Sheppard  thanked,  the  convention  on  behalf  of 
the  Canadian  delegation  for  the  courteous  treatment  extended 
them  by  the  presiding  officers,  the  delegates  and  all  concerned 
in  the  work  of  the  convention. 
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On  motion  by  Delegate  Kearney,  properly  seconded,  a 
vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  the  trades  unionists  of  Indian- 
apolis and  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  for  the  assistance  they  ren- 
dered in  making  the  convention  the  most  successful  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  Brotherhood. 

Announcement  was  made  to  the  effect  that  any  delegate 
who  did  not  receive  the  Atkins  souvenir  on  the  previous  day 
might  obtain  same  by  calling  for  it  before  leaving  the  hall. 

Delegate  Hemsell,  in  behalf  of  the  Texas  delegation, 
thanked  the  delegates  for  deciding  to  come  to  Fort  Worth 
for  the  next  convention,  and  expressed  the  hope  that  all  would 
meet  in  Fort  Worth  in  1916. 

Fraternal  Delegate  Proctor  said :  "In  behalf  of  the  great 
State  of  Texas  and  the  State  Council  of  Carpenters  we  want 
you  to  go  back  to  your  homes  and  tell  your  membership  that 
Texas  wants  the  same  delegates  at  Fort  Worth  in  1916.  Bring 
your  good  wives  with  you,  because  we  are  going  to  take  care 
of  you." 

President  Kirby — I  want  to  thank  every  delegate  here 
for  the  courtesy  they  have  extended  the  chair,  for  the  splendid 
manner  in  which  you  have  kept  order  and  have  assisted  in 
facilitating  the  work  of  the  convention.  No  presiding  officer 
can  handle  a  convention  successfully  without  the  co-operation 
of  the  delegates.  I  want  to  thank  you  again  for  the  hearty 
manner  in  which  you  have  approved  my  work  and  that  of 
my  co-officers  for  the  past  two  years,  and  to  assure  you 
we  will  try  just  as  hard  to  please  you  in  the  future  as  we 
have  in  the  past.  I  hope  you  will  have  a  pleasant  journey 
home  and  that  every  one  of  you  will  be  with  us  in  Fort  Worth 
in  1916." 

At  11 :15  a.  m.,  Friday,  October  2,  the  Eighteenth  General 
Convention  of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and 
Joiners  of  America  was  adjourned  sine  die.
